tricle, fo that frony thence a nanfeotifinel, an ungrateful davour 
or a Head-ach is calisd: Alfo if the Stomach be burthen’ d with a 
vifcous Phiegm, as in the longing difeafe of Maids, and*in Mena 
after Surfeiting,; and diforderly ¢ -ating or drinks ing 

In moft cafes when with'a difficulty of breathing , the loaded 
Ventricle is affected with a lothing of meat or cat feouitivets up- 
ward Purging is a common Remedy. 
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2 Of Vomiting. 
Moreover, when the Stomach is befet with fome Exotick fer~ 
ment, fo that it prefently cafts up whatfoever is taken into it, 
even though the caufe of it proceeds from fome remote parts ; 
Womiting is often advis'd with good fuccefs: for by this means, 
the Veflels that contain the Gall being very much drain’d, the 
Choler is emptied from the Blood in a more plentiful manner, 
and its Feaverith diftempers are taken away- 

Again; forafmuch as the Superfluities or Stagnations of the Ner- 
vous humour are moft eafily Cur’d by this means of Evacuation ; 
the ufe of Emeticks contributes not a little toward a Cure in the 
Gout, Afthnra, Epilepfy, Madnefs » and very many other Di- 
feafes which are accounted great, and. moft difflcult to be con- 
quered.

Affett, 
or fix’d in other parts, which ftirs up their Convulfions, and.con= 
fequently Vomitive Convulfions of the Ven itricle, by a commu- 
nication of the Nerves 5 the Cure of which Sympathick Vomiting 
depends on the Cure of the Primary Difeafe. 

When the Stomach is Primarily Affected, it is becaufe its Fis 
bres are irritated to an Excretion by fome matter which it can- 
not duly digeft or overcome, or prefs forwards into the the In- 
teftines, which matter becomes fo difa: greeing or refractory, ei- 
ther by its own offenfive quality or quantity, or through the fault 
of the Stomach it felf, its Tome being become lax, and its Fibres 
{fo weak, that they are not able to brook or indure the Chyle it 
delf, much lefs the Excrementitious humours, ‘but caft all forth 
by Vomiting : There being various cafes and manners of affect- 
ing of both thefe, we fhall here briefly. fet down fome of the 
chief of them tovéther with the Remedies.

miting difpolitions..  Thefe forts of Remedies may alfo be us’d in 
cafe a frequent and daily Vomiting proceeds (as fome think it 
may ) from the meetings and conteft of the Bilous and Pancrea= 
tick humours, and {rom their regurgitation into the Ventricle. 

The more frequent Vomiting, and harder to be Cur’d, is tha¢ 
which proceeds from a difagreeing matter, and confequently E- 
metick engendred within the Ventricle, to wit, by reafon of the 
Vitiated ferment of the Stomach, whatfoever is taken into it dee 
Senerates into an irritating Mats of Corruption; wherefore in this 
cafe, after that the filth of the Stomach is cleans’d forth by gentle 
Evacuatives, Remedies commonly call’d Digeftives are generally 
usd; which according as the fermenting fuice of the Stomach 
( being for the moft part of a Saline Nature, and fometimes of a 
Sulphurous ) is in a various ftate of fixtnefs, flowing, or adufti- 
on, are varioufly prefcrib’d, and fometimes thefe, fometimes the 
others do moft good. 

In Belching and Acid Vomiting, thefe following Medicines may 
be try'd, and you may fix upon your method of Cure according 
to what you find agrees beft. 

Take Powder of Aron Compound an Ounce and a half, Salt of Worm- 
wood two Drams, Sugar of Rofes three Drams, make a Powder: give 
a Dram of it in the Morning, and at five a Clockin the Afternoon, 
an a lsttle draught of Beer boil’d with Mace and a Cruft of Bread, or 
give it.in the diftilld Water, or Tindture of Roman Wormwood. 

Take the Powders of Ivory, Crabs Eyes, and red Coral, of each t1po 
Drams, Calcind Coral one Dram, red Saunders, Cinnamon of each 
half a Dram, make a Powder: the Dofé % half a Dram after the fame 
manner. 

Take the Powders of Lignum Aloes, yellow Saunders, Winters Bark, 
of each two Drams, of white Chalk fix Drams , Sugar-Candy half 
an Ounce; with the Solution of Tragacanth in Mint Water as‘much as 
fuffices, make a Paft, and let zt be form’d into Troches, weighing half 
a Dram; let the Patient take three or four of thefe thrice , or oft- 
ner in a day. 

Take Tinciure.of Salt of Tartar an Ounce, the Dofe « from a Seru- 
ple to half a Dram twice a day iu fome proper diftilld Water. 

In Kot and fharp or tartifh Vomiting, Medicines endowd witha 
fharp or tartifh and vitriolate Salt are more proper. The famous 
Medicine of R7verius in this cafe does well. 

Take Salt of Wormwood a Scruple, give it in a fpoonful of Fuice of 
Limyons. 

Take prepard Coral two Drams, Sale of Wormtvood a Dram and a 
halfy Fuice of Limmons four Ounces, lee all ftand in a large Glafs;

Take Powders of Ivory and Coral of each two Drams, Vitriol of 
Steel 2 Dram, Sugar-Candy a Dram, mix them, then divide the 
twhole into fix or exght parts,of which take one part twice a day in fome 
convenient Velricle. . 

In this cafe, Purging Mineral Waters which have much Nitre 
in them, alfo Waters that come from an Iron Mineral, and like- 
wile our Artificial Chalybeate Waters prove of notable effect. 

When at any time the Stomach perverts the moft part of 
what comes into it, into a bilous and bitterifh Mafs of filthy cor 
ruption (asit often ules to do ) and for that reafon is prone to 
frequent Vomitings, then both acid and bitter things are-pro- 
per. 

Take Elixir Proprietatw an Ounce, the Dole # a Scruple twice a 
day in fome fit Vehicle. 

Take Rhubarb Powdred twenty five Grains, Salt of Wormwood a 
Scruple, Cinnamon-water half an Ounce, Fuice of Limmons an Ounce, 
lee it be taken alone, or with fome other Liquor. 

Take Powder of Aron C ompound an Ounce and a half, white Chri- 
ftals of Tartar three Drams, Vitriol of Steel a Dram, Sugar half ar 
Ounce, make a Powder: the Dole « half a Dram, or two Scruples eves 
ty Morning, drinking after it a draught of the Tinéture of Roman 
Wormwood, or fome Coffee. | 

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes half an Qunce, Chalybeat Tartar tuo 
Drams, Sugar-Candy a Dram, make a Powders the Dofe # half a 
Dram, with a fit Vehicle twice a day. 

Oftentimes the caufe of a frequent and habitual Vomiting, is 
not {o much the matter irritating the Ventricle, as the extream 
debility of its Nervous Fibres, which are neither able to Concoc& 
what is taken into the Stomach, nor to endure the weight or 
burthen of it, but are prefently irritated by any thing lying ups 
on them, and ftir up the Carnous Fibres to Excretory Convul- 

frons. 

here are two principal caufes- of this fort of Affect, viz. ei- 
ther the debility of the Stomach arifing from the Fibres them- 
felves, is gotten by diforder in eating and drinking, fo that thofe 
Fibres, for as much as they are beyond meafure extended or o- 
ver-heated, and as it were fcorch’d, are not capable of admitting 
gr containing 4 fufficient plenty of Animal Spirits : Or Secondly, 
Thefe Fibres though they may be well crough difpos’d of them-. 
felves, yet for that the Nerves are in fome other place obitruct- 
ed, they are deftitute of a due Afflux of Spirits, whence becom- 

tag languid and flaxid, they cannot bear what is taken in, but pre- 
tently finding thenmlelves over-charged, throw alt forth by Yo-. 
mating, Ty 
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In the former Affect, thofe Remedies are indicated, which by 
their Styptick force caufe the too much diftended and tenuated 
Fibres to corrugate and contract themfelves into a fhorter fpace; 
alfo fuch as by their moft grateful refrefhment enliven their Jan= 
evifhing Spirits, and allure others more plenteoufly to them. 

Take Mynficht’s Elixir of Vitriol an Ounce, give from ten 
Grains to fifteen twice or thrice a day in a [poonful of the following 
diftill’d Warer , drinking feven or eight fpoonfuls of the fame after 
wr. 

Take Cyprefs Tops fix: handfuls, Clary Leaves four handfuls, the out 
ward Coats of twelve Oranges, Cinnamon, Mace, of each an Ounce, 
the Roots of Cyperus and the leffer Galingal of each half an Ounce, be- 
aug flied and bruisd, let them be put into eight pounds of Brunfwich 
Beer, and diftill’'d in an ordinary Still. 

Take Tintture of the Balfam. of Tolu, extratied with the Tinéture 
of Salt of Tartar an Ounce: the Dofe ws twenty Grains with the fame 
Vehicle: the Tinttiuve of Wormwood prepar'd with the fame Menftruum 
may alfo be tryd. 

Take Powder of the Leaves of Wormwood and Myrtle drvd in the 
Sun in the Summer time,. of each two Drams, Cinnamon, Flotvers of 
red Rofes of each a Dram, Cubebs, Roots of the leffer Galingal of each 
half a Diam, ved Coral trepard a Dram; make of ali a fubtle Pow- 
der, then with fix Ounces of double refin’d Sugar diffolu’d in Cinna- 
mon-water, and boil'd up to a confiftency, make it up in little Cakes, 
weighing half a Dram, let one or tivo of thefe be eaten often ina day, 
asthe perfon pleafes. 

Take Conferve of red Rofes vitriolated forr Ounces, Myrobalans.con- 


dited fix Drams, Ginger condited in the Indies balf an Ounce, Species 
of Hyacinth two Drams, the reddeft Crocus Martis one Dram, Syrup 
of Corals what will fuffice, make of all an Eleciuary, the Dofe % a 
Dram twice. a day, drinking after it a little draught of the difti’d 
Water. 

In the debility or refolution of the Ventricle, by reafon of the 
Nerves being fomewhere elfe abftructed, Paralytick Remedies 
joyn'd with Stomachicks mult chiefly be infifted on. 

Take Elixir Froprictats Tartariz’d an Ounce, the Dofe is a Scruple 
twice aday, with the water above preferibd. The Tindlures of Salt 
of Tartar, of Coral, of Antimony may be usd after the fame imanner, 
In thy cafe alfo the fiveet fpirit of Salt, tht {pivit of Sal Arimoniack, 
or its Flowers ave of great effect: Moreover Vomits, Purges, and 
even Diaphoreticks are often fucceffively adminifired, T have knewn 
this Diftemper fomerimes happily Curd by Bathing in our hor Baths

S Nature often Purges it felf according to three Degrees, 
! {fo there are three Degrees of Purging by Medicine. E 

The firft is foft and eafie, gently expelling any loofe matter 
contain d in the Ventricle and the Inteftines. 

The fecond reaches not only that, but Purges likewife other 
humours from the Bilous and Pancreatick Paflages, and from the 
Mouths of the Veflels. 

he third performs all this, and that ina more full. manner, 
and going yet farther, ftrongly Purges from the Blood, and con- 
fequently from the Nervous Juice and other parts, an Excremen- 
titious matter which is brought by the Arteries into the Inte 
{tines. 

As for what concerns the choice to be us’d in Purging Medi- 
cines, though we do not approve of thofe cry’d up. Claffes of 
Medicines appropriated to this or that Juice or Humour 3 yet we 
do not think that all Purges are indifferently to be us’d in all ca- 
{es, but that there is need of a {trong Judgment, and a Wary. cir 
cumfpection in a Phyfician, that according to the ftrength of his 
Patients, their temperament, the ftate-and ability of the Vifcera, 
their bearing, cuftome, and fancy, and fo according to the nature, 
of the Difeafe, its time and quality, he prefcribe a Purge more 
gentle or ftrong; and that! of hot things, or temperate, gentle or 
more {mart, and in a folid fubftance or a liquid, or fomething of 
fome other certain kind and form, as he thall fee soud. 

A Purge therefore being. not convenient at all times, nor im 
every {tate of Body; to proceed as we ought, we muft take a ft 
feafon, and ufe a certain preparation, and both thefe have regard 
to the firft paffages, and to the Mafs of Blood. 

As to the firft, if at any time the Stomach be loaded with. a 
Mats of vifcous Phlegm, or troubled with the boiling of Turgid 
Choler,, a. Purge moft commonly either becomes of no efeG or 
does hurt, unlefs thofe contents are firft of all cleans'd forth by 
a Vomit, or unlefs their oppreffion and effervefcency be corre- 
cted by digeftives. 

As to what regards the Blood, a Purge is often unfeafonable, 
fometimes alfo inconvenient, and in neither of thefe cafes Prepa- 
ratives commonly fo call’d; but only Alteratives are proper, for 
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the bufine(s is not to difpofe thofe imaginary humours for evacur 
tion; but the Blood it felf ought to be reduc’d from its troubled 
and confufed {tate to a calm condition, or from its debility and 
fallin Crafis to its vigour and ev’n temperament; | Whilft the 
Blood Feaverifhily boiling is difturb’d in its mixture, Purging is 
always found hurtful and fo whilft its Mafs being become lan- 
guid and weak, does not arife to its due fermentation; that fort 
of Evacuation is fio lefs forbidden. Moreover, when the Blood 
is too bilous or watry, or too. much inclin’d to Coagulations or 
Fufions , Purges for the moft part do not take away thofe its 
defaults ot depravations, but moft commonly eticreafe them - 
Wherefore in thofe cafes altering Reinedies are rather Indicated 
which may deftroy the undue Separations and Combinations of 
the Salts; Sulphur and’ Serum; and take away other their enormi- 
ties. Of thefe Digeftives and Alteratives which fupply the 
place of common Preparatives, we fhall {peak particularly here- 
after. | : | 

The chiefeft Compofitions of Purging Medicines being Pctions, 
Powders, Bolus’s, Eleuaries, Morfels or Tablets, and Phyfick- Ales 
or Wines, we fhall here fet down certain of the more Select Forms 
of each of them, and thofe of a threefold kind, according. as the 
Operation of the Medicine ought to be gentle, mean, or ftrong 5 
fo which in the fourth place we fliall add Prefcripts of eafily pre= 
pard Purges for poor People. |

Gums, from a Scruple to half a Dram, Tartar vitriolated two Grains, 
Balfan of Peru what will fuffice, make thereof three or four Pills. 
After the fame manner maybe made Pills of the mafs of Pilul. Ruff, 
of Pilul. Maftichin : of Pilul: de Succino, and of our extract Solutive, 
the defcription of which you may find in our Tract of the Scurvy.

CHAP. IV. 


A Cure for Over-purging, or of Medicines that flay 
too much Purging, or a Loofene{s : Alfoithe Cure 
of the London-Flux ; with Inftruttions im each 
Cafe. 


{Ov prevent over-purging upon giving any Purging Medicine, 
we mutt proceed thus: Before we S1Ve a Purge, we muit 

firft confider well'the Conftitution, Strength and Culiome of the 
Body to be Purg’ds as alfo the Nature, Dofe, manner of Work=_ 
ing; and ordinary effects of the Medicine to be given, and then 
by. 
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by comparing the one with the other, we muit proportionate 
the vertue of the Agent according to the bearing of the Patient, 
Secondly, whillt the Medicine is working, let the Vifcera where 


' digeftion is perform 'd,the Blood,and the Animal Spirits be kept free 


from any Other perturbation : Wherefore during that time, let 
not the Patient eat grofs or vifcous food, or too great a plenty 
of any food, which may offend the Stomach y let him carefully 
avoid the admittance of any outward cold, by which the Pores of 
the Body.are fhut up, alfo let the mind. be kept calm and undi- 
fturb'd, free from all Cares and toilfome Studies. Thirdly, ‘The 
Operation of the Medicine being ended, we muft appeafe the an- 
ery rage of the Animal Spirits, and allay the efferveicence of the 
Blood and Humours; for which ends let an Anodine Medicine, or 
a gentle Hypnotick be given according to the following forms. 

Take Water of Cowllip, Flowers two Ounces, Cinnamen-water har- 
deated, Syrup of Meaconium, of each half an Ounce, Pearls half a 
Scruple, make a:draught tobe taken going to rest: Or, 

Take Conferve of red Rofes vitriolated two Scruples, Diafcordium 
half a Dram, Pearls half a Scruple, Diacedium what fuffices, make 
a Bolus to be taken going to fleep, 3 
. In cafe this Provifion be either omitted, or does not hinder a 
Purging Medicine trom working to excefs, let the Patient pre- 
fently be put into a warm Bed, and be ordered as follows. . Firft, 
Let either a Plaifter of Mirhridate be apply’d to his Stomach, and 
to the whole upper Region of the Belly; or let thofe parts be fo- 
mented with warm Linnen Cloaths, dip’d in a deccction of Worm- 
wood, Mints, and Spices in red Wine, and {fo wiung forth; prefent- 
Ivy upon it let him take inwardly either a Bolus of Veszce Treacle, 
or a Solution of it in Cznmamon-water. Moreover, let-him drink 
every now and then a fpoonful or two of Burnt-wine, diluted 
with a little Mint-water; if he be troubled with Gripes, give him 
a Glifter of warm Milk with Treacle diffolv’d in it, and warm 
frictions muft be us’d to the remote parts, and fometimes Liga- 
tures to draw the Blood outwards, and fo keep it from too great 
a Colliquation, and from -difcharging it felf into the Cavities of 
the Vifcera; then in the Evening if there be ftrength, and a pretty 
good Pulfe, let him take a Dole either of Diacedium , or of Li- 
quid Laudanum with fome fit Vehicle. 

As to other kinds of exceffive Purging, which are-wont to 
happen without the Adminiftration of a Purging Medicine, for the 
moft part they are meerly Symptomatical, depending oan other 
Difeafes, and their method of Cure is wholly the fame as of thofe 
Difeafes, whofe off-{pring they are: Nevertheleis fometimes a 
Loofene{s, or Flux feems to be a Difeafe of it felf, and becaufe 
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dom, is commonly accounted Endemious, or a Difeafe peculiarly 
attending Inhabitants, I fhall here fet down its method of Cure. 

I have often and‘ long obferv’d that there are two, and that 
very different kinds of that Flux ( ufually call’d the Griping of the 
Guts ) which happens here almoft yearly about Autumn : In one 
of them the Stools ate watry, and in a manner cleer, with a fud- 
den failing of the ftrength 5 in the other they are bloody, but to- 
lerable withal. 

In the Year 1670. about the Autumnal Equinox, a World of 
People here were feized with a’ moft dangerous Flux (though 
without Blood) and joyn’d with a cruel Vomiting, which pre- 
fently caus’d great faintings, and a total décay of itrength. 

For the Cure of this Difeafe no Evacuation did good, nay 
Bleeding, Vomiting, and Purging always did hurts only Cordi- 
als, and thofe of the hotteft nature, to wit, fuch as abounded 
with Spirit and Sulphur, or a Volatile Salt prov'd commonly of 
good effect 3.infomuch that Brandy burnt a little with Sugar was 
a Popular, and as it were Epidemick Remedy, and in that fort 
of Flux was feldome given without fuccefs, though in the other 
fort of Flux which carry’d Blood with it, having been usd with- 
out due regard, it has often been found to be hurtful: The me- 
thod of Cure which I then took fuccefsfully enough with many, 
and anr wont {till to take in the like cafe, is after the following 
manner. 

Take Venice Treacle from a Dram to a Dram and a half; let the 
Patient take it in Bed, and drink after i feven or eight {poonfuls of 
the following Fulap, and let him repeat this Dofe every third, fourth, 
or fiftir hour. | 

Take Mint-water, Cinnamon-water hordeated , of each three Our 
ces, firong Cinnamon-twater, Plague-water , Treacle-water, of each 
tiv0 Ounces,Powder of Pearls a Dram,Sacchart Cryftalin.half an Ounce, 
mingle them and make a Fulap: Ar the fame time take a piece of 
Bread, fread fome Treacle on it, and dip it in Sack or Red-wine 
ward, and let it ve apply'd to the Stomach as hor as it may be fuffe- 
red, und chanze it every now and then.

in the Evening, wf the Pulfe and Breathing feem trong enough to 
bear it, let the Patient take of Liquid Laudanum Cydoniated tiventy 
Grains in a draught of Plague-water. 

Take Diafcordium a Dram, Liquid Laudanum half a Scruple, 
Compound Powder of Crabs Claws a Scruple, Cixnamon-water what 
fuffices, make a Bolus to be taken going to fleep. 

T o thofe to whom ‘Treacle or Mithridate provenaufeous or difa- 
greeing, give a Dote of the following Powder, or Spirit of Trea- 
ee every third hour, with the Julap. om 2? 
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Take Compound Potvder of Crabs Claws,. Roots of Contrajerva, or 
Serpentaria Virgin, of each a Dram, Cinnamon, Roots. of Tormentil, 
vf each balf a Dram, Saffron, Cochinele of each a Scruple, make a 
Powder, the Dofe is from half a Dram to two Scruples. . 

Take Spiritus Theriacalis Armoniacus three Drams, the Dofe is a 
Scruple, with the Fulap every fourth hour , or give that, and the 
Dofes of the Powder interchangeably, one, one time, and the other, the 
other: After the fame manner the Spirits of Harts-borne. or of Soot 
may be given ; let the perfons Drink be Ale or Beer with a Cruft of 
Bread, Mace, add Cinnamon boil’d in it and fiveeten’d3 or let 1 be 
Burnt-wine diluted with Mint-water ; let hws Food be Chicken-broth, 
Gruel or Panada, with the flavings of Ivory, Hart{rorn, and the Roots 
of Scorzonera, &c. boil’d-in it. 

About the Autumnal Equinox, in the Year £671. a defperate 
Bloody Flux feiz’d on many perfons in this City from the firft 


feizing they voided Blood by feige in abundance, and that fre- 


quently, and for the moit part it was attended with.a Belly-ach, 
and Gripes, continual watchingsalfo with a Feaver, anda mighty 


thirft ufually troubled them ; neverthelefs their ftrength held com- 
monly pretty well for fome confiderable time, and if the Flux 
were itopt fooner than it ought, it rendred the Patients conditi- 
ons worte. 

The method of ‘Cure, with the Remedies which I found to 
give Relief in many perfons, was according to the following 
manner: : 

Take Wenice-Treacle a Dram , Liquid, Laudanum Cydoniated 
twenty Grains, makea Bolts to be taken going to reft. 

Take Conferve of red Rofes vitriolated two Ounces, Venice-Treacle 
an Ounce, Powders of the Roots of Tormentil, Contrayerva, Pearl, Co-

ral prepar d, of each a Dram, Syrup of diya Ro es What fujfices, make 
an Electuary to be taken every fourth or fifth hour, and let the perfor 
drink after it of the following Fulap three Ounces. 

Take the Waters of Mint, Baum, Cinnamon hordeated , of each 
four Ounces, Treacle-water, Plague-water, of each tivo Ounces, Pearl 
a Dram, Sugar an Ounce, mingle them and make a Fitlap. 

After a day or two give a Purging Potion, which leaves an 
Aftringency. 4 iak Rat 

Take Rhubarb flicd two Drams, yellow Mirovalans flicad a Dram 
and a half, red Saunders, Cinnarnon of each a Scruple; ‘let them in- 
Sule all Nicht in the Waters of Plantain and Cinnamon hordeated, of 
each two Ounces and a half, wring it forth hard, then add of firong 
Cinnamon-water a Dram and a half, make a Draught. 

Hivery Evening, and alfo in certain cafes in the Day-time yA 
was wont to give a pretty large Dofe of Laudanum 5, nor nave ! 
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troubled with the Flux, which happen’s either becaufe the Nar- 
cotick force of the Medicine is fubdued, or made more gentle by 
the Acid Juice of the Stomach, or rather that its Particles which 
are tran{mitted to the Blood, are thence ‘prefently caft forth a- 
gain with the Bloody Stools, fo that they do not affect the Brain. 

If the above-mention’d Electuary be found naufeous to any per- 
fon, or difagrees with him, the following Powder may be given 
in its ftead. 

Take Pulvis Pannonici Rubri a Dram, Roots of Contrayerva half a 
Dram, make a Powder, divide it into three parts, and give one part 
an any Liquor. : 

Take Bole Armenick alexiteriated (that 1s, impregnated with the 
Fuices of the Leaves of Tormentil, Biftort, red Rofes, &c. and diyd 
an the Sun) Roots of Contrayerva, of each a Dram, Pearl, red Coral,

To appeafe the Gripes and fretting of the Bowels; Glyfters are 
commonly prefcrib‘d. . 

[ake the decottion of the Tops of St. Fohn’s-wort, in. which Sheeps 
Trotters or their Mefentery has boil’d eight or twelve Ounces, Venice- 
Treacle two Drams, Oyl of St. Foln’s-wort an Qunce and a half, make 
a Glifter. 

The Therapeutick Indications into which the method before 
expreft of curing the Bloody Flux may be refolv’d ; are chiefly 
four, ce. two regard the Blood, and as many the Vifcera. Firft, 
as to the Blood, its recrementitious and depraved dreggs which 
tend inwards, muit be driven forth into the habit of the body,that 
they may exnale by perfpiration,; and its coagulations muft be 

diffolv’d, and its Crafis reftor’'d, as foon as may be. Secondly, as 
to what regards the Vifcera, the irkfome fenfation of the Ner- 
vous Fibres, and the irritation of the Carnous Fibres to excre- 
tory Convulfrons muft be appeas d, and the Mouths of the Vedels 
muft be fhut, to keep them from difcharging the blood and hu- 
diours into the Inteftines. The firtt of thefe is ufually perform’d 
with Opsats, and the other with: Stzpeick or Aftringent Remedies z 
Befides thefe we mult have regard to urging Symptoms, and ill 
affects ufually attending this Difeafe , the chief of which are a 
Fever

Feaver, with a. Thirft and Wakings, Gripings of the Guts, and 
fometimes their fretting, Giecaeats and Ulcers 

We mutt not procee d npao thofe four chief Indicati 1ons feve- 
rally and fucceflively , but we muft take them altogether, and 
fet upon them at once 3 wherefore the Pref elcrip ts ought to com- 


prehend Remedies of divers kind s, to W it, Ale Lie mics. StYD-

as it were of Membranes : Every Evening he took an Opiate with 
Laudanum. 

The Fifth day of his illnefs he took the following Potion.

Every night he took a Scruple of Liquid Laudanum tn three Ounces 
of the Bloody Flux water ev’n now defcrib’d, with three Drams of 
Syrup of Clove Gilly-flowers in it. 

Hs common drink, was a decoétion of burnt Hartfhern with Barley, 
a Cruft of Bread, Mace and Cinnamon; to a Pint and a half of which, 
a Pint of new Milk was added. : 

He took the Purging Infufion a fecond time, by the ufe of 
which, and the things before mentioned, within ten days the 
Feaver left him, and the Flux became much more gentle, which 
though without Gripes or much Blood, yet {till continued with 
the little pieces of Flefh, the fragments of Membranes, and a 
bloody Phlegm or Gelly, which daily came from him. 

Therefore to ftrengthen and heat the Inteftines, the following 
things were given. :

Plague water. He eat alfo every day a Quince made hollow, and filld 
with the Powders of Olibanum. Mallick, and Balfam of Tolu, and fo 
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By the conftant ufe of thefe Remedies, he grew perfectly well 
Within a Month. 


About the fame time another robuft young man, fell into a 
dreadtul Bloody Flux; from the firft day he was feiz’d, frequent 
{tools and very bloody, prefently brake forth with violence, be- 
ing accompanied with a Pain and Gripes: Moreover a ftrong Fea- 
ver, with a cruel Vomiting, Thirft and Wakings molefted him. 
Dhefe Symptoms being a little mitigated with Opiats, a Delirtum 
and a Vertigo, with an intermittent Pulfe, and horrible extenf- 
ens and contractions of his Limbs prefently feiz'd hims this hap- 
ning becaufe the malignant matter which was inwardly reftrain’d, 
prefently flow’d into the Brain and Nerves - Neverthelefs as often 
as the Loofenefs and Vomiting return’d, thefe affects were pre- 
fently appeas'd. On the fifth day Vomiting up a bloody matter, 
he complain’d of a great torture in his Stomach, and of a Pain, 
as though it were Ulcerated, and in truth I fufpected that there 
might be a beginning of fome Inflam’d Blifters, or Ulcers in it, as 
it ufually happens in the Inteftines; but by giving him Emollient 
Broths with Milk in them, his Vomiting and the tortures of his 
Stomach foon ceafed, his Flux in the mean time encreafing. ‘He 
took that night of Diacodium an Ounce, Comflip water and {mall 
Cinnamon water, of each an Ounce and a half by which Medicine 
he was fo much reliev’d, that in twenty tour hours fpace his Vo- 
miting and Pains left him, and he was only troubled with a few 
Stools, and having a good indifferent Pulfe, and frequent Sleeps, 
he was pretty well; yet the following night, though he took a- 
gain the fame Opiate, his Flux return’d, and that with very fre- 
quent Stools, and bloody as before. The next day after, he took 
an Infufion of Rhubarb with Mirobalans, Red Saunders and Cinna- 
mon: He often voided Bilous and very fharp Excrements , but 
Without the leaft of Blood; then in the Evening he took Liquid 
Laudanum Cydoniated twenty five Grains in a good {poonful of Cinna- 
mon water hordeated; he had moderate and quiet Sleeps. After- 
wards loathing any more Medicines, he took only an Opiate eve- 
ry Evening, fometimes of one fort, and fometimes of another, 
and in a fhort time grew very well, 
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Medicines, or fuch 
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as work by i rihe. with Diuretick Prefcrzprs. 
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LL. chief Scopes, or ends of Diuretick Medicines, are as fol 
a OWS. 
eee time the Blood becomes fo compact and tena- 
cious from a fixt Salt, Sulphur, and Earth fer mented together,

This is plain nly feen when a fluid 
or Acid Salt 1s his to a fixt, or Alkalifate Salts a and fo w hen a 
fluid or fixt Salt is put to a Volatile, or a fharp Salt; and _indee 
on this only difpofition o of Salts, depends the whole bufinefs oF 
Solutions and precipitations of what kind foever: Wherefore ane 
the Blood and humours of our Bod y very much: abound with S; 
which Salt is alfo wont to be varioufly chang’d from one tt ate to 
another, and fo to caufe a 1 Mor i d dit fpofiti ion 5 and likewife fince 
Saline Diureticks are of divers kinds, to wit, confiiting of fixt. 
fluid, nitrous, volatile, or Alkalifate Salts, 1t will always req wire 
a great difcretion and judgment in a Bhyitcian to fee that t the Sa 
line Particles in the Medicine differ from thofe in our Body: We 
fhall fhew after what manner:this ought to be done, by running 
a oug xh each Species of Diuretick Salts. 

A mong ft Din reticks containing an Acid Salt, Spirit of S; 
of Nibies alfo Juice of Limmons, of Sorrel, Whitewine, Rhenith 
and Bday are of chierett note amongi{t the vulgar, and pretty

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often perform that intent, for thefe things w ithout the Help of 
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others fufe the Blood, and precipitate it into ferofities; as when 
an Acid is dropt into boiling Milk; but this does not happen e- 
qually to all perfons, nor to every one alike. Ina found conftituti- 


rom it, the Salt of the Blood is partly fixt,

partly nitrous, and partly volatile; alfo in fome Scorbutical and 


Hydropical perfons, it becomes for the moft part fixt: In every 
of thefe cafes Diureticks containing an Acid Salt are given with 
fuccefs ; but in Catarrhous affects, and in fome Hydropical and 
Scorbutical diftempers , when the Salino-fixt Particles of the 
Blood are exalted to a ftate of flowing, and the volatile are de- 
preft, (as it often happens ) Medicines of an Acid nature com= 
monly rather do hurt than good 5 infoniuch as they more pervert 
the Blood already degenerated from its Crafis, and Medicines con- 
taining a fixt or volatile Salt, are more proper to be usd by fuch

For tie fame reafon as fixt Salts, fometimes alfo volatile Salts 
are given with good fuccefs to move Urine in a fourith diftemper 
of the Blood, to wit, forafmuch as its Particles when admitted 
snto the Blood deftroy the predominancy of the fluid Salt in it; 
fo that the Blood recovering its due mixture , and being freed 
from coagulations and Auxions, drinks up again what Serum is 
extravafated, and conveys what is fuperfluous, to the ‘Reins to be 
fent forth by the Ureters. But we may note withal, that Medi- 
cines prepard of a volatile Salt, having particles fomewhat fierce 
in operation and inftigating, when they correct the Crafis of the 
Blood, difpofe what there is fuperfluous of Serum to be difcharg d, 
fometimes by Sweat as much as by Urine. In this order of Diu- 
reticks, not omly the bare volatile Salt drawn forth of Animals 
and Minerals ought to be numbred; but likewife the integral 
parts of Aninials and Vegetables, fuch as are the Powders and 
Extracts of Infects and Vegetables of a {mart nature.

Nitre is a fort of Salt; but differing from any other Salt, or 
from the nature of Saline Particles, being neither Acid, fixt or 
Volatile, but holds the mean ftate as it were betwixt thofe three. 
And in truth Nitre is the thing by which all Plants Have their ve- 
getation, all Animals‘live and breath, and every Sublunary Flame 
Or Fire is kindled and maintained. : 

But as to our preéfent purpofe, it’s well enough known that 
Sal Nitre cools the Blood, and powertully prevokes Urine 


though it feems fomewhat ftrange how this, which is cf fo fiery 
anature fhould fo quallify the Blood, and run it into Aquofities 
to move Urine. ) 

Iconceive that Nitre works thofe effects in a two-fold refpect, 
to wit, as it is a Salt, ally’d both to a fixt Salt and 4 volatile, 
and as it carries a living Root of Fire init: As to the firft; we 
Obferve that Nitré ( ev’n as fixt and volatile Salts) béing put inte 
Milk; hinders or takes away its coagulation; fo likewife Blood 
whilit warm, being pour’d to this, is preferv d from coagulation, 
and from being difcolour’d no lefs than if put tc thofe. Where- 
fore fince Particles of Nitre inwardly taken preferve the mixture 
of the Blood entire; or reftore it, it follows that they prevent or 
take away the fufions or coagulations of the fame; from which 
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heats, and a fuppreflion of Urine, very often arife. So again, 
Nitre in regard it carries in it a living Root of Fire, when in- 
wardly taken, cools the inflamed Blood, and moves Urine; be- 
caufe (according to what is hinted before) it adds a vigour to 
the flame of the Blood, which before was troubled and full of 
fumes, and fo renders it more‘clear and pure, and confequently 
more mild; fince therefore the Blood burning clearer by the acs 
ce(s of Nitre becomes of a more loofe confiftency, the ferous Par- 
ticles eafily get clear of the more grofs, and: pafs away 1n a more 
plentiful manner.

rup of Violets two Ounces: Mix them, the Dofe % four Ounces twice 
a day. 

Take Sal Prunella two Drams, Sugar-Candy a Dram, make a Powder 
to be divided into fix parts: Let one be taken in a convenient Liquor 
thrice a day. | 

Take Sal Prunella two Drams, Salt of Amber a Dram: Make a 
Powder, the Dofe 1s half a Dram thrice a day. 

Take Sal Prunella, Crabs Eyes, Salt of Wormivood, of each twe 
Drams: Mix them, the Dofe is half a Dram thrice a day. 

Its alfo well known that Powders of Shells, and of certain Stones, 
containing an Alchalifate,or Petrifying Salt fometimes promote an 
evacuation by Urine. For Powders of Egg-/hells, ofthe Claws and 
Eyes of Crabs have been to fome a prefent Remedy in great fup- 
preffions of Urine; and if we enquire into their manner and way 
of working, we fhall foon find that. thefe Medicines do not fufe the 
Blood, nor fenfibly precipitate it; wherefore it muft be faid that 
thefe things in a fourifh Dicrafie of the Blood and Humours,fome- 
times prove Diuretick, inafinuch as clofing with the Acid Salts, 
they bind them and keep them under ; fo that the Blood being 
free from fluxions and coagulations, drinks up again the extra- 
vafated Serum, and conveys it to the Reins, 
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Prefcripts. of Diureticks that have an Alchalifate 
Salt for their Bafts. 


Ake Powder of Ege-fhells, from half a Dram toa Dram: Give 

it in a-draught of Whitewine, or of Poffet drink, or of a Din- 
vetick decottion twice a day. 

Take Powder of Crabs Claws, or of Crabs Eyes two Drams, Salt of 

Amber , Sal Nitre, of each a Dram , Natmegs half a Dram : 


Make a Powder, the Dofe is from half a Dram to two Scruples in a 
fit Vehicle. Or let the faid Powder be mixt with as much Venice Tur- 
pentine as will fuffice, and make it into {mall Pills. The Dofe is three 
or four Evening and Morning. 

Not only Saline, but likewife fome Sulphureous and Spirituous 
fubftances juftly take place amongft Diureticks, thefe often pro- 
ducing the like effect. Many fubftances of the Larix Tree,as chiefly 
Lurpentine,and things prepar’d from them; the Oyls drawn by di- 
{tillation from Juniper, Nutmegs, Wax, and other Pinguous fub- 
{tances, taken inwardly, move in many perfons a large Evacua- 
fion by Urine, and this carrying a fimell like Violets.. I have 
known that in fome Hydropical and Scorbutical Perfons, Brandy 
and Strong waters; nay, and {trong Wine freely drank kave caus’d 
a Purging by Urine. The reafon of all which is, that when the 
Blood being weak, or turning four, or what for want of fermen- 
tation, or through the predominancy of an Acid and Coagulative 
Salt init, has not fo fprightly and continued a Circulation, that 
at can contain the fuperfluous Serum within it felf, tillit delivers 
it to the Reins: The afovefaid Remedies forafmuch as they pre- 
ferve the mixture of the Blood entire, or reftore it when faultering, 
conduce to the promoting of that evacuation by Urine. 

Take Ivy Berrys, Funiper Berrys, Laurel Berrys Frefla gather'd, of 
each half a pound, wild Carrot-feeds four Ounces , Nutmegs tivo Oun- 
ces, all of them being bruis'd together, put to them ina Glajs Retort 
of Venice Turpentine one pound, Rectified fpirst of Wine four pounds, 
ailtill allin a fand Furnace, with a moderate heat till it grows dry, 
carefully avoiding an Epreuma, and you will have a fpirit, anda ye'- 
low Oyl, both of them egregioufly Diuretick. The Dofe of the Spirit is 


From a Dram to two or three Drams, of tbe Oyl from half a Scruple to 


a Scruple in a fit Vehicle. 

To the remaining facesin the Retort, pour Tintture of Salt of Tar- 
tar one pound; let them digeft for many days clofe luted in the fand 
Furnace , that a ved Tinure may be drawn from it: The Dole of 


whichis from a Scruple to two Scruples or a Dram ina fit Vebigle. 
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Take Millepedes prepar'd three Drams, Nutmegs one Dram: be- 
ing bruisd, pour to them the pureft Spirit of Turpentine, and Tincture 
of Salt of Tartar , of each fix Ounces, diftill it with a gentle Bath 
heat, and you will have a Spirit, Oyl, and deliquium of Salt of Tar- 
tar, each-of them notably endow'd with a Diuretick force. | 


CHAP. VI. 


Inftructions and Prefcripts for Curing too much Pure 
. 7 ee Me 2 sie ie . 
ging by Urine, and particularly the Diabetes or 
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JN a Diabetes, as in moft other affects there are three Primary 

Therapeutick Indications , viz. Curatory, Prefervatory. and 
Vital. The firft of thefe regarding the Difeafe, and attempting 
to ftay the too great Effiiion of Urine cannot be accomplifh’d 
without the fecond, which aiming at the caufe of the Difeafe, en- 
deavours to preferve and reftore the mixture and due Crafis of the 
Blood ; Wherefore as to the Cure of this Difeafe, the chief inten- 
tions of healing muft be to keep the Blodd from fufion, and m 
cafe that happens to take it away. 

Firft the fufion of the Blood is prevented, fo its grofs and q- 
queous parts reciprecally contain each other, and do not readily 
and abruptly fever themfelves, which thing is effected by Incraf- 
fatives (commonly fo called ) whofe vifcous and glutinous Core 
pufcles being admitted into the Mafs of Blood, ftrongly adhere 
to its Active Particles, and fo part them from each other, and 
hinder them from mutually combining betwixt thenvfelves 5 of 
with Saline Particles coming from elfewhere, as might otherwife 
happen through fluxions. In this refpect, Rice,Amylum, Maucila-

ginous Vegetables, alfoGumms and fome Rofins are wont to give re- 
lief in this Difeafe. | : 
Secondly, To reftore the Blond after fufion, thofe forts of Re- 
medies are indicated which diffolve the concretions of Salts, fo 
that all the Elementary Particles in it coming again to be at Ii- 
berty, recover their former places, and fo reitore the Crafis of 
the Blood to its firft vigour. Now its well known that this effect 
is produc’d in coagulated Milk by the addition of a fixt, volatile, 
or anitrous Salt to its alfo by the infufion of Spirit of Hartfhorn, 
| : of 
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of Sal Armoniack and the like. The reafon of which dowbt! lel: is, 
that whilft the Salino-fixt, volatile or nitrous Particles, being in 

a fufficient. quantity put into the Milk, meet with the Acid o¢ 
Diecititatoly Particles, and are con BoM, d with them; the other 
Saline Particles which before were bound, being now freed, and 
diffus'd through the Mafs of the Liquor, loofen the Su Iphureous 
and Earthy Parts combin’d betwixt themfelves, and difperfe then 
every Way, fo that all the Particles being again equally nixt, my- 
tually contain themfelves, and are containd; yet becanfe Saline 
Medicaments are accounted by many. to be always Diurétick « 
We do not give them lightly, or without confideration for the 
Cure of a Diabetes, though in this Difeafe I have 'prefcrib’d the 
Tincture of Antimony with good fuccefs. And a water of the 
Solution of quick Lime with the Rafpings of Saffafras, Anifeeds 
Raifins and Liquorifh, according to the vulgar Recéipt, is hig ehly 
commended by fome. 

The Vital Indication is made good in this Diftemper by 4 
thickning and gently cooling Diet, and by temperate ‘Cordials, 
and chiefly by ‘appofite and féafonable Hypnoticks. 

A Nobleman in the vigour of his Age, became very prone to an 
excefs of pute and when for many Months he had been us’ ‘at 
times fo undergo this great Flux of Urine, he fell at length into a 
confirm’d Diabetes as it feem’ d, and almoft paft hope of rec covery - 
For befides that , in the fpace of twenty four hours, he voided 
near a Gallon and a half of clear water, and wonde ful ly {weet; 
as though Honey were mixt init: He-was ie ge ér affected 
with a cruel Thirft and a Fever, feemingly a Hectick , with a 
mighty Languor of the Spirits, a fall of {trength, ; aes a . Confum- 
ption of the whole Body. ae prefcrib'd him the following 
Remedies, by the ufe of which he feenrd in a fhort time to re- 
cover. 

Take Cypre{s Tops ; eight handfuls, Whites of Ezes beaten tio 


pounds, Cinnamon hi lf an Ounce , being cut fmalt, pour £0 them of 
new Milk erght pounds, diftill it in an ordinury — taking cave shi 
Empyreuma. Let him take fix Ounces thrice.a da 


Take Gum phn and Gum Tragacanth, of each fi « Drams, Pe- 
mids an Ounce: Make a Poi wder, ler him take about a Dram, or 4 
Dram and a half twice a day, with three or four Ounces of the dj~ 
ea water. 

Take Rhubarb powdred fifteen Grains, Cinnamon fix Grains : “Make 

a Pow rder: let him take it in the Morning, and renew the Do le with 
in fix or fe ven days. , 

Take C Cowflip-water three Ounces, Cinnamon tvater hordeated two 


Draims, Syrup of Meconiurn half An Ounce : Make 1 draught ‘ ks 
gaken every E VENING, 


His 
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His Diet was only Milk, which he took pretty often in a days 
fometimes crude or diluted with the diftill’d water, or with Barly 
Water 5 fowetimes. boil’d with White-bread, or with Barly : 
Growing daily better-by the ufe of thefe things, within a Month 
he feemrd to be almoft Cur’d : As he began to grow a little well, 
his Urine which was Infipid, did not much exceed the quantity 
of Liquids he took, and afterwards turning a little Salt, it became - 
lefs in quantity than what he drank, and fo by degrees recovering 
the wonted tone of his Spirits and a good ftrength, he took to his 
former Diet. 

Neverthelefs the difpofition to this Difeafe did not fo throughs 
ly ceafe, but afterwards being apt frequently to Relapfes upon 
diforders.in Living , and haply upon changes according to the 
feafons of the year; he firft made Water in a greater meafure 
than ordinaryy which by degrees grew clear and fweetifh, a Thirft 
and Fever, with a Languor of the Spirits accompanying it : But 
by the ufe of the fame Medicines he us’d in a fhort time to reco- 
ver again ; Not long fince after a large interval of health, a little 
before he fell into a Flux of Urine, he found great irregularities 
and failings in the Genus Nervofum ; viz. He was feiz'd with a dull 
numbnefs of his Brain, and a Vertigo, and was taken with fudden _ 
Cramps in his Limbs, and felt little Leapings of the Tendons, 
and various runnings about him, as though it were of a wind 
creeping here and there. And when by the ufe of fit Remedies, 
the aforefaid Symptoms feem’d to be Cur’d3 the Diabetes after its 
wounted manner burft forth afrefh; viz. the matter flowing 
forth in abundance from the Fibres and folid parts into the Blood, 
and thence to the Reins and the Urinary Paflages. 

In this Juncture the fame Remedies were prefcrib'd again, by 
the ufe of which, when within a few days he began to grow bet- 
ter, he was ordered to take thrice a day Water of guick Lime to 
five or fix Ounces: Having continued this Remedy four days, he 
made water in a moderate quantity well ting’d, and fomewhat 
falt, and as to other things he feem’d well as he was ‘before. 

By the fame method, and chiefly with the Water of quick 
Lime, I Curd another of a Diabetes, who was look’d upon as 
paft recovery. 
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The Kinds and Prefcripts of Medicines that Stop C- 
rine flowing in excefs. 
meg oenscnt Medicines properly fo call'd, to wit, fuch as are 
. auftere, acerb, and ftiptickaggdo little or nothing in {top- 
ping a Diurefis; for the vertue Of thofe things has no effect on 
the Mafs of Blood, nor does it reach to the Reins and Bladder - 
But the Remedies that chiefly do good in the Diabetes are of two 
kinds, as we have hinted before : wzz. Firft, thofethat hinder the 
combinations of the Salts, and confequently the fufion of the 
Blood, fuch as the Incraffatives before mentioned. 

Secondly, Thofe that diffolve the Concretions of the Salts, and 
confequently reftore the mixture of the Blood, of which kind 
are Saline Remedies of a contrary nature, which are apt to cleave 
to the Acid Salt, and fo withdraw it from the combinations it has 
entred into within the Blood, as chiefly Medicines endow’d with 
a fixt, volatile or. alchalifate Salt. Befides thefe two Primary 
kinds of Medicines that reftrain Urine, there refts a Secondary 
kind, to wit, Hypnoticks, which putting fome ftop to the Animal 
fzconomy, caufe the vital function to be perform’d with more 
calmnefs, and confequently with lefs fufion of the Blood, or pre- 
cipitation of the ferous and nutricious humours. It remains now 
to fet down fome Select Forms of each kind of thefe Medicines. 


I. The firft Scope of Curing, to wit, by which we endeavour 
by thickning the Blood to prevent its finfion; or to take it away, 
is effected by the Medicines following. 

Take Gumm Arabick, and Tragacanth powder d, of each an Ounce, 
Sugar Penids half an Ounce :. Make a Powder, divide it into fixteen 
parts. Take one part thrice a day, diffolvingit in the diftilld water, or 
inthe decottion of the Roots of Comphry in fountain water or Milk. 

Lake of the Reftumptive Eleétuary three Ounces, Species Diatraga- 
canthi frigidi an Ounce, Red Coral prepar’d two Drams, Confeétion 
of Hyacinth a Dram and a half, Gelly of the caft Skins of Vipers what 
will fuffice : Make ai Eleétuary, of which let the Patient take twice a 
day the quantity of a Walinut. 

Take white Amber, Maftick, Olib. num powdred, of each an Ounce, 
Pulvs Haly two Ounces, Balfam of Tolu half an Ounce : Make a Subele 
Potvder, the Dofe # half a Dram twice or thrice a day. 

Take Roots of great Comphry, and Water Lillies, of each three Oun- 
ces, Dates flicd two Ounces, Seeds of Mallows, Cotton-plant,: Plan- 
tain, Fleawort, of each half an Qunce, Boil them in four pounds of 
.. Foune 
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fountain water tilt half be confam‘d, to the training add Syrup of Wa- 
ter Lillies two Ounces : The Dofe w four Ounces thrice a day. 

Take of the decoétion of Barly with Water Lilly-roots a pound and a 
half, Sweet Almonds prepard an Ounce and a half, Seeds of white 
Poppies, Purflain, Lettice, of each half an Ounce: Make an Emulfion 
according to art, the Dofe % four Ounces thrice a day. 

Take Cyprefs Tops fix handfuls, Clary Leaves four handfuls, Flowers 
of blind Nettles, Comphry, WatreggLillies, of each four handfuls, Roots 
of Water Lillies and Comphry, of each halfa pound, Mace an Ounce, 
alibeing finall flic’d together, pour ro them of new Milk exght pounds, 


 diffil them in an ordinary Still : The Dofe % four Ounces thrice a day, 


with the Powder or Elettuary above written. 


IL In the fecond place; though Saline Medicines of every kind 
and condition are accounted Diuretick, and every of them in cer- 
tain cafes, inafmuch as they fufe the Blood, and caufe a copious 
feparation of its Serofities, are in fome fort Diuretick. Nevene 
thelefs for the reafon above-mention’d, to wit, for that meeting 
with the Acid Salt, when it is predominant in the Blood, they 
prevent and take away its fufion and diffolution: Ido not doubt 
but fometimes they may be given with good fuccefs.to: ftop 
Pluxes of Urine. And I have heard for certain, that one was 
Curd of a Diabetes by an Infufion of quick Lime. Now in re- 
gard the Saline Medicaments “(which we fuppofe to take away 
the predominancy of the Acid Salt, and to fetter it, as it were ) 
contain either a fixt, volatile or Alchalifate Salt : I fhall give you 
forse Forms of Diureticks, which have each of thefé for their 
foundation. 

1. Firft then when a fixt Salt by at felf, or join’d with Sulphur 
is requir d for a Bafis. 

Take Tintiure of Salt.of Tartar, or its Deliquium what fuffices : 
Give it thrice a day ina draught of the decottion or diftilld water ber 
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Take Tinéture of Antimony, let it be taken after the fame manner 
thrice 4 day: I have found by frequent experience the ufe of this to be 
very profitable in this Difeafe.

Take Coral calcin’d to a whitene{s and powdred three Drams, Powa 
der of Gumm Arabick, and Tragacanth, of each a Dram: Make | 
Powder;divide 1t into ten parts, let one part be taken thrice a day with 
a fit Vehicle, to nut, with the decoction or the difttl’d water. 

Take the reddeft Crocus Marts fix Drams, Gumm Lac powdred 
half an Ounce, red Saunders a Dram: Make a Powder, divide it in- 
to twenty parts, whereof let one be taken thrice aday. | 

Take Hartfhorn-burnt and powdred half an Ounce; boil it in four 

pounds of the water of a Smiths forge till half be confum’d, adding 
towards the end a Cruft of Bread, Roots of great Comphry, and water 
Lillies dry d, of each an Ounce and a half, Sacchars Perlats two Ounces; 
det him take four Ounces thrice a day. 
_ 2. Medicines containing an Alchalifate Salt, fach as Coz 
Pearl, Cuttle-bone, Hartfhorn; Ivory, Powders of Shells and the 
like, as they are commonly usd againft Rheumatick affects, fo 
likewife for a Diabetes? And inafmuch as they imbibe the Acid 
Salt abounding in the Blood, and fo free the Mafs of Blood from 
fufion, we may juftly expect a benefit from then. | 

Take red Coral ground to a great fubtlety, Cuttle-bone, of each balf 
an Ounce, Hartflorn Philofophically calern'd three Drams, Pearl, Ivory,

into Vapours3 for if there be a deficiency of Serum, or if it be 
not eafily feparable from th e Blood through-its too -great con 


vactnefs, or incraffation by reafon of Feculencies ftrongly sa 
init; {carce any {weat at all willtollow, though.the intente heat 
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ticks are given at the fame time. Thirdly, The Pores of the 


whole Body muft be fet wide open for a. free paflage of th 


 Weat. 

Therefore Sweating Medicines to be taken inwardly muft be 
fuch as make the Blood. boil more than ordinarily, and confe- 
quently Safe it to evaporate : A Ito fich as fomewhat loofen and 
fufe its often too compact and incraflated Mafs, that its Serofi- 
ties may more readily depart from t oa be feparated, and they 
mutt be fuch as at the fame time difpofe them {fo feparated, rather 
to pafs forth by Sweat, than by Urine or Seige. As to the third 
thing requird, to wit, the opening of the Pores, this ts done in a 
manner wholly by out tward Adminiftrations. 

Now becaufe the fame Saline preparations which are given to 


procure Sweat, are often given js move Urine, and fometimes 
alfo for Cordials ; we muft ao N by what preparation, and other 
requifites, Sweating is to be promoted alone without the other 


infents. 

And we obferve that Sudorificks inw ard] ytaken, feldom or ne- 
ver work of their own accord, as Emeticks, Catha ticks, or Di- 
ureticks; but always need fome Eavevnaitet to actuate the Medi~ 
cine, and to determine it to that Energy : Wherefore a Diapho- 

‘etick being a ee the Patient mutt prefently y be fo ordered that 
the Pores of his Body may be open’d, and the beat of his: Heart 
very much heighten’d. For thefe ends, either let him be kept 
in a Bed, Bath, or Hot-houfe, or let him exercife his Body with 
fome quick or laborious motion ;’and that thefe things may fuc- 
ceed the better in promoting Sweat; when it is in our power, let 
us make choice of a fit time and fubject for it, vir. Wl hen the 

Blood enjoying a laudable, or not: very evil Cr alis, bo dina 
ent! y abounds with a Serous humour, and has not its Pa rti icles in 
too great a confufion- or perturbation, but is in a ai pofition 
readily to be loofen id, aid to feparate it felf, and run into parts. 
For in a Bilous temperament, in a thin and dry conftitution , and 
in the midft 5f burning Fever, when all things are ina trouble 
and undigefted : Diaphoreticks commonly prove of no°eftect or 
do hurt. Mcreover when Di: phoretic s are judged proper, we 
muft not give all forts of them indifferently, but peculiar Medi- 
cines muft be chofen according to-the various difpofition of the 
Blood, and the different predominancies of the Element in it, 
fometimes of this, fometimes of ‘that, and according to the ftates 
OF * the Salts 
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Kinds and Prefcripts of Diaphoretick Medi+ 
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C\Udorifick Medicines being manifold, and of divers kinds, and 

being wont in a various refpect to be rang’d in order, and 
reducd.to Clafles.. In the firft place I have thought fit here to 
diftinguifh them, and fet them down, both as to their form and 
manner of Compofition, and as to the matter out of which they 
areimade. Their moft ufual forms are 1. a Powder. 2. Chymical 
Liquors. 3. A Potion. 4.A Bolus. 5.A Diet. 

The matter of each of thefe are either the integral parts of the 
whole mixt Body, or certain Elementary parts of fome mixt, re= 
folv’d by Chymiftry, and thofe are either fimple, vzz, either Spi- 
rituous or Saline: The latter of which alfo are’ either volatile or 
fixt, Acid or nitrous. Or laftly the Sudorifick Particles fo divi- 
ded and feparated by Chymiftry, are Elementary parts compoun= 
ded betwixt themfelves , vzz. Spirituo-Saline, and Salino-Sul- 
phureous. As we run through each of thefe Species in Or 
der, we thall adapt to each matter the more Select forms of Pre- 
icripts. : 

Diaphoreticks which have the integral parts ofa mixt for their 
foundation, in which alfo a fmart er volatile Salt is predominant, 
in this refpect often conduce to provoke Sweat, that their Parti- 
cles being admitted into the Blood, and being. immifcible with it, 
and not to be fubdued , exagitate its Mafs, greatly divide it, and 
draw it afunder as it were into moft Minute parts; fo that at 
length the texture of the Blood being very much loofend, and 
fet a boiling, the fuperfluous Serofites, Recrements, and taints of 
the Blood are caft torth together with the Particles of the Me- 
dicine, which are expell'd by reafon of their Heterogeneity. Thole 
that are of this rank are ufually given in the form of a Powder, 
Bolus, Potion and Diet, according to the following forms of Pre; 
{cripts. : 

Take Roots of Contrayerva, Serpentaria Virginiana, Butter-burr, of 
each a Dram, Cochinele, Saffron, of each half a Dram: Make a Pow- 
der, the Dofe % half a Dram, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Powder of Vipers a Dram, give it in fome convenient Li 
quor. 

Take Powder of Toads prepar'd, from balf a Dram to a Dram, 
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Lake Oriental Bezoar, from a Scruple vo half a Dram, give it in a 
{poonful of diftall a water, or fome ether Vebucle, 

Take Powder of Crabs Claws Compound, from a Scruple to half a 
Dram, give it after the fame manner. 

The Bezoartick Powder made after this manner. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Contrayerva, of Crabs Claws simple, of 
each two Ounces, Pearl, both forts of Coral, white Amber, Crabs Eyes, 
Hart[horn, Cryftal prepar'd. of each an Ounce, Occidental Bexoar, Lem- 
nian Earth, of each half an Ounce, Cerufe of Antimony two Ounces, 
Cochenele half an Ounce, Ambergreece a Dram and a half, Musk 
half a Dram: Make a fubtle Powder, and let it be form’d into little 
vound Balls with the Gelly of the Skins of Vipers, the Dofe 1s from a 
Scruple to a Dram. 

Take of this Bezoartick Powder a Scruple » Powder of Toads pre- 
pard fix Grains: Make a Powder. give it in a fpoonful of Treacle 
Waites.

too much, they ufually rather do hurt than good. | 

Diaphoreticks, whofe Bafis is Saline, as they are of a various” 
nature, viz. according as the Salt is volatile, fixt, Acid or Ni- 
trous, fo they are of a different ufe and operation, and hence in 
certain cafes thefe, and in others thofe and thofe are moft prop: 
per to be given, as we have before obferv'd in Diureticks. 

1. Fixt and volatile Salt is moft propper for thofe whofe Blood 
very much abounds with a ferous humour. Moreover, when at 
any time the Juice which Irrigates the Vifcera, and the Genus Ner- 
vofum begins to turn fharp, as it ufually happens in Hydropical 
and Cacochymical perfons, and in fuch as are fubject to Convul- 
five Diftempers, thofe Medicines are moft effectually given to 
caufe a Sweat; becaufe that whilff they meet the Acido-Saline 
Particles of the humours, and are combind with them, they 
loofen the Texture of the Blood, and at the fame ftrongly agi- 
tate its Mafs by reafon of their Heterogenous mixture: Hence 
for a ready feparation and driving forth of the Serofities through 
the Pores of the Skin, thofe things are prefcrib’d in the form of 
a Powder, Bolus and Liquor. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniack half a Scruple, Criftal Mineral fif-

in the Body, and laying faft hold on it, makes void its undue 
combinations, and fo opens the boiling Blood, and difpofes it for 
a Sweat.

Some things meerly , or for the greateft part Sulphureows are 
commonly plac'd in the rank of Diaphoreticks : As for inftance 
fome Natural, and other Artificial. Balfams, alfo Chymical Oyls, 
as chiefly of Guaiacum, Box, Camphire, Hartfhorn and Soot : 
So likewife the Refinous Extracts ‘of Ponderous Woods, with 
many others, which though by themfelves they do little for 
raifing Sweat; yet being join’d with the other Saline Medi- 
cines, I do not think them altogether unprofitable, becaufe in a 
cold and Over-phlegmatick Conftitution , Sulphureo-Saline Me- 
dicines Rarity the Blood which is then become too watry, and 
difpofe it to a free evaporation, no lefs than fuch as are Spiri- 
tuous. ; 

Take of Opobalfamum, from Six Drops to twelve, Water of Baum, 
or of Ground Ivy three Ounces, Sudorifick water half an Ounce : Let 
it be taken every Morning to provoke Sweat for many days together. 
It w proper for Phthifical Perfons, and fuch as have Ulcers in the 
Reins. 

And fo, but in a greater Dofe,may be given the Bal/am of Pe- 
yu 5 alfo the Trntture of the Balfam of Tolu, and likewife compounded 
Balfams gotten by diftillation. 

Take Rofin of Guaiacum powdred two Drams, Chymical Oyl of —

Lnfiructions and Prefcripts for Curing an Exceffive, 
or Depraved Sweating. 


hee and immoderate Sweating, is fometimes the. Sym- 
ptom of fome other Difeafe then affecting the Perfon ; for 
in the Phthifick and Scurvy this is a common thing : The rea- 
fon of it is, that the Blood being taiated with fome filthy infecti- 
on, or -Eecome of an ill habit, is not able duly to concoct and 
aflimilate the nutritive Juice ftill pafling into its Mafs, and there- 
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fore always degenerating , and coming now and then to be full 
charg’d by the addition of other Excrements, it feparates them» 
and expells them by Sweat. 

The Cure of this Sweating depends wholly on the Cure of the 
Difeafe whofe Symptom it is: In the mean time thofe copious 
Night-fweats happening in thofe Difeafes, plainly fhew that the 
Perfons Diet ought to be altogether of light food; wz. Milk, 
Gruel, Cream of Barly and the like, whofe gentle and mild Par- 
ticles the Blood can bear, and not of Flefh; or ftrong fubftan- 
ces. 

Sometimes an exceffive Sweating is the effect of fome fore- 
going Difeafe which is brought to an end, and thisis fo common 
a thing after long Agues, that icarce any recover of them; but 
this Indifpofition ftill fticks upon them more or lefs. I knew a 
young man, who as he grew well of a Quartan Ague, which had 
held him ten Months, and began to lofe its fits, daily melted into 
fuch profufe Sweats, that he was fain*to change his Shift and 
Sheets*thrice a Night, being as wet as though they had been dipt 
in water: This Evacuation continuing fo for many Weeks, his 
Fleth fo fell away, and his ftrength was fo exhautted, that he 
look’d like a Skeleton. This Perfon when he had usd many Me- 
dicines a long time without much benefit; at length by drinking 
Ages Milk Mornings and Evenings, and his other Diet being or- 
dered of Cows Milk, he grew very well in a fhort time. 

The chief caufe of frequent and copious Sweats feems to confift 
sn the il habit and weaknefs of the Blood, in that it is apt conti- 

nually to be fusd and precipitated into Serofities : The Pores of 
the Body in the mean time being open and free for an Evacuation 
by Sweat. Now the Blood is fo apt to fufions and flowings for 

the moft part from a predominancy of a Fluid or Acid Salt in it, 
and fometimes the Nervous Juice growing fharp, empties its A- 
cid fuperfluities into the Blood, and fo precipitates its Mafs into 
Serofities. 

This exceffive Sweating does not only arife from, the vitiated 
Crafis and Fermentation of the Blood, but fometimes from its de- 
praved Accenfion, and through an excefs of Sulphur in it, as 
fometimes through a deficiency of it. 

In order to the Cure of this Over-Sweating, the Therapeutick 
intentions muft be chiefly thefe three. Firit, To take away or 
correct the ill habit or weaknefs of the humours. Secondly, 
gently to clofe the Pores of the Skin which are too open. Third- 
ly, To derive the Secuin of the Blood, and the watry fuperflui- 
ties to the Reins. 
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I. The firft of thefe is perform’d by thofe Remedies Which 
deftroy the prédominancy of the Acid Salt in the Blood, or Ner- 
vous Juice ; and which promote the Exaltation of the Sulphur 
(if haply it grows weak) for which ends Anti-{corbuticks, Chaly- 
beats: Alfo Medicines endow’d with a Volatile, Nitrous. or Al- 
chalifate Salt moft commonly prove effectual. I thall fet down 
certain forms of each of thefe. 

Take Conferve of the Flowers of Cichory and Fumitory, of each two 
Ounces, Powder of Ivory, Hartfhorn, Coral prepar d, of each a Dram, 
Pearl half a Dram, Species of Diarrhodon Abbats a Dram, Lionum 
Aloes, Saunders both ved and Jehow, of each half a Dram, Sal Pru- 
nella four Scruples, with a futtcient quantity of Syrup of Fumitory, 
make an Electuary : Give the quantity of a Wallnut in the Evenin ‘ 
and the next Morning, drinking after it either of the following Fulap 
or diftiil'd water, three Ounces. 

Take the Waters of Fumitory and Waltnuts Simple, of each fix Oun- 
ces, the Waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each an Ounce, Sugar 


Six Drams : Mix them, make a Fulap. > 

Lake tops of Firr, Tamarisk, Cypres, of each four handfuls, of 
Myrtle two handfuls, Leaves of Watercreffes, Brooklimes, Agrimony, 
St. Fohnswort, Harts-Tongue Fluellen or Speedwel, of each three hand= 
fuls, the outward Coats of twelve Oranges: Being flicd and bruis d, 
pour to them of Brumfwick Beer eight pounds, diftill it in common Or= 
gans: Let the whole Liquor be mixt, and fiweeten it at pleafure, -the 
Dofe three Ounces twice a day. 

Take Leaves of Dandelion, Watercrefles, Plantain, Brooklimes, of 
each three handfuls, being bruis'd., pour to them of the diftill’d water 
above written a pound, wring it forth hard: The Dofe % from three 
to four Ounces in the Morning at Nine of the Clock, and at Five in 
the Afternoon, . 

_ According, to this method, I ufe to prefcribe in a failing of 
{trength and Night-fweats after long Agues, and if thefe remedies 
do no good, we muft come to Chalybeates. 

Take Syrup of Steel fixe Qunces s lee a fpoonful be taken in the Mor 

ning, and at five.in the Afternoon, with three Ounces of the Water 
above prefcribd. : 
_ Take Powder of Ivory, of Coral prepar'd, of each tivo Drams, Crocus 
Marts, Salt of Sreel, of each a Dram and a half ; Make a Powder, 
the Dofe s half a Dram twice a day, with three Ounces of the fame 
diftill'd water. 

Take Tin éture of Sale of Tartar an Ounce : The Dofe is from twen- 
ty to thirty Drops twise a day with the aiftill'd waver. After the fame 
gnanner may be given the Tintture of Coral, and Tinéures prepar a 
out of Gums and Balfams. Moreover in thefe cafés the Spirits ¢ 

Hartfhorn, Chine and Soot are often given with {uccefs, 
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The fecond intention for the Cure of exceffive Sweating, con- 
fifting in a due ftate of the Pores} is perform’d in a manner only 
by outward Adminittrations > For which end let the whole Body 
be anointed with Oyl of Date-kernels, with an Oyntment of 
Orange Flowers and the like, and let Linnen done over a little 
with the fame be worn; fometimes Bathing in cold Water, or in 
a River, fometimes change of Air may do well, 

It feems here proper to fpeak a little of a certain troublefome 
Diitemper, relating to. Sweating, or at leaft to an exceflive per~. 
fpiration. I often obferve that fome Perfons have their Bodies { 
difpofed, that if upon any occafion the leaft Breath of Wind of 
Air comes upon them, their Spirits are prefently in a mighty 
trouble, all their Powers are in a Confternation, and their whole 
Body is difcompos'd. : 

This extream tendernefs in fome Perfons more than in others 
to take cold, or to be offended with it, happens either through 
the fault of the Animal Spirits, or of the Blood, or of the Pores 
of the Body, to wit, of one of them, or of more of them together. 

1. Firft, The Animal Spirits are fometimes in fault, becaufe be- 
ing very weak, they are not able to endure any thing harth, or 
rough outwardly preffing upon them; but prefently upon the ap- 
pulle of the bare Air, are put to flights and diftractions. And 
fometimes this Indi{pofition happens through their fault, for that 
being degenerated, and become of an eager, reftlefs and uneafie 
difpofition, they are put into diforder upon every fuch preffure of 
Air, Wherefore thofe who by reafon of the Spirits fo difpos’d 
become Hypochondriacal, being alfo fubject to the Affect before 
mention d, on every little occafion are troubled with Cold. 

2. The Blood difpofes to a habit of depraved Perfpiration in a 
two-fold manner, v7z. both in refpect of its temperament, and 
of its mixture: As to this latter oftentimes the Texture of the 

ocd is fo loofe and open, that npon every light accident, and e-~ 
ipecially upon the appulfe of a cold moift Air, it’s prefently ftirr’d 
to fluxions and precipitations of Serofities; infomuch that Perfons 
who have fuclr Blood, dare not ftep forth of doors, nay f{carce 
100k forth, Again, the Mafs of Blood being often hot in its tem- 
per,and very full of vapours,Breaths forth Effluvia’s very {harp and 
penetrative, by which the Pores of the Skin being too much loof. 


a 


ned and laid wide open, the Spirits and the Vital Flame are expos d 
to the injuries of the naked Air, and the Winds move than they 
ought. 

3. The ill conftitution of the Pores, gotten either by ficknefs, 
or other ways, or being natural from our Birth, very much in- 
clines to that habit of depraved Sweating. For in regard thofe 
paflages being too wide, do always ina manner gape, the Blood 
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and Spirits in the whole Body, or in certain parts of it are 
not fufficiently guarded againft the encounter of the outward 
Air. 

The Intentions for Curing this Didtemper are chiefly thefe threes 
viz. firft to help the weakneffes, or dejections; or depauperations 
of the Blood and Spirits. Secondly, To take away their Dyfcrafies 
if they have any. Thirdly, To procure a due Confirmation of the 
Pores. 

The chief ftrefs of this bufinefs confifts in the firft intention, 
which regards the ftrengthning of the Animal Spirits, and the in- 
largement of the whole fenfitive Soul; for unlefs the Patients re- 
folve to take courage, fo as to attempt to go abroad, to fet forth 
their {trength to their utmoft, and accuftome nature daily to in- 
ure it felf to hardfhip, all medicines prove ufelefs: Wherefore a 
plentiful and cheerful way of living aré no lefs neceflary than Phy- 
fick , that thereby the ftock of Animal Spirits may be daily re- 
new d and increas‘d, and fo confirm’d in ftrength by greater pra. 
ctices now and then infifted on} for which ends ftrong Wines 
with good Difhes of meat are very proper. Moreover all Studies 
and Cares, ( with which the Soul is depreft ) being laid afide, let 
the time be paft in idlenefs and recreations, or in moderate exer- 
cifes. As by fuch a kind of living duly ordered, the Animal Spirits 
are greatly refrefh’d, fo it repairs the decay and depauperations of 
the Blood. 

For the fame ends alfo the followit Medicines may be given 
with good effect. 

Take Spirit of Amber Armoniacated what fufficesslet fifteen or twen- 
ty drops be taken in the Evening,and the next Morning in afpoonful of 
the following diftilld water, drinking after i¢ nine fpoonfuls of the 

ame. 
: Take Leaves of Sage, Rofemary, Time, Savory, Marjoram, Coftma- 
ry, of each four handfuls,Roots of Angelica and Mafter-wort,of each fix 
Ounces, of Xedoary, the leffer Galingal, Calamus Aromaticus, Florence 
Orris,of each an Ounce and a half,Cubebs anOunce and a half,Nutmegs, 


Cloves,Cinnamon,of each an Ounce,the outward Coats of twelve Oran ges, 


and of fix Limmons; being flic'd and bruis'd,pour to them of Whitemine 
aud Canary of each four pounds: Diftil 1¢ in common Organs, let the 
whole liquor be mixt and fweetn'd with Sugar perlated. Inthe diftil- 
ling hang in the head of the Alembick a Nodulus, with a Scruple of 
Amber-greece init, and balf a Scruple of Musk, 

Take Tincture of Antimony, or of the Balfam of Tolu an Ounces let 
fifteen or ewenty drops be taken.in the Morning at Nine aClock, and 
at Five in the Afiernocn, in a fpoonful of the water before prefcriba, 
drinking after it three Ounces of the fame; or rather in the Morning 
drink after ita Difh of Tea, or Coffee, or Chocholate prepaid of 4 Dk 
cothion of Sage, iN 
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A little before Dinner drink a Glafs of Sherry, Sack. 

When thefe things have been ufed {ome time, and you think 
good to intermit them, take the following things in their place. 

Inftead of the Spirit, take a Dofe of the following EleCctuary in 
the Evening, and early in the Morning with the diftill’dgwater, 
or Viper Wine. 

Take of wet preferv'd Citron Pills, an Ounce and a half, Miroba- 
lans Condited an Ounce, Nutmegs, Ginger Candied, of each half an 
Ounce, Confettion of Hyacinth, Alchermes, of each three Drams, Pearl 
prepar'd, red Coral prepar d, of each a Dram and a half, with the Sy- 
rup of the Fuice of Kermes make an Elettuary. 

~ “Let the ordinary drink be a Phyfick Ale made after the follow- 
ing manner, vz. into a veflel of four Gallons put the following 
dag. 

Take an old Cock half boil’d and mafl'd, Leaves of Sage and Harts- 
Tongue dry'd, of each ttvo handfuls, fix Dates flicd, Rafpings of Saffa- 
fras tivo Ounces; being flic'd and bruisd, mix them, put them in a 
little bag, and hang it in a Veffel after it bas done working. 

The fecond intention which undertakes to correct the Dyfcra- 
fies, or depraved difpofitions of the Blood and Spirits,is pertorm’d 
by the fame Remedies, as in the Hypochondriacal diftemper and 
Melancholy : Wherefore’ the prefcripts which § formerly gave for 
the Cure of thofe affects may ferve here. 

As to the third intention , which for keeping the Pores inva 
due State, ordains a meet way of Government as to cloathing, 
the Air, the Fire, &c. there is little left for a Phyfician to do; for 
commonly every Patient will be his own Councellour as to thefe 
things : There is only one kind of advice which they are apt to 
receive, and is wont to do them good, wz. that they change 
their habitation, by which often the Mind is alfo changd; for 
thofe that are never fo much addicted to keep themfelves pen’d 
up in a Chamber, or in Bed, when they travel into foreign Coun= 
tries, where they breath a warmer and more ferene Air: It's almoft 
inéredible in how fhort a time they recover. 

So much concerning this depraved Per{piration which has not 
been touch cd by others. 

There remains yet a third kind of this immoderate Sweating 
which is not as the firft, the Symptom or effect of another bre- 
fent or paft Difeafe; but it felf firft beginning, is either a Difeafe 
of it felf, or the parent of fome Morbid affect: To the firft fort 
chiefly belongs the Peftilential Sweat, which was heretofore call’d 
Sudor Anglicus : But I fhall not now go about to prefcribe Medi- 
cines for a Difeafe which I hope will never return. 
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Lnftruttion’s concerning Cordial Medicines , and As 
lexipharmicks , or Prefervatives againft V enome , 
with Prefcripts of them 


F’ the thing be duly confidered, the notion of Cordial Medicines 
A was not well introduc’d, but is a meer vulgar errour;. for fince 
it is not the Heart which is the Subject of Life, but chiefly, and 
in a manner only the Blood, and in regard the Soul jt {elf (on 
whofe exiltence and act in the Body Life depends ) is founded 
partly in the Blood, and partly in the united ftock of Animal Spi- J 
rits, it plainly follows that Medicines which preferye Life entire; : 
or reftore it when in danger, do rather and more immediately res 
gard thefe parts of the Soul, to wit, the Blocd, and Animal. Spi- 
rits than the Heart,’ which is a meer Mufcle s lerving for, the 
Circulation of the Blood,and as often as it flackens in performing 
this duty, or gives it off: This does not happen through its own 
fault, but through that of the Blood and Animal Spirits; by which 
it is. actuated. 

Therefore to know the Ways and manners of working of thofe 
Medicines which, are cal]’d Cordials, we muft confider thefe two 
things, wz. Firft,how many,and particularly what ways the Blood 
being ill difpos’d, and often endangered, either as to its accenfion; 
Or mixture, requires Phyfical helps, which may preferve or cor- 
rectit. Secondly after what manner by reafon of a defect or de- 
linguency in the Animal Oeconomy the Heart is hindred,. or per- 
verted from its due motion » fo that Medicines are Indicated é 
which encreafe the ftores of the Spirits, and better compofe 
them. | To be well. inftructed concerning thefe things, read 
Dr. Will at large. ] | 
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The Kinds and Prefcripts of Cordials. 


Ccording to what is faid before; we diftinguith Cordial Me- 
£%. dicines (commonly fo call’d )into two kinds; fome of thent 
chiefly and more immediately affect the Blood; othersithe Animal 
Spirits. Inthe firft rank of thofe that are defign’d for regulating 
the accenfion of the Blood, we place thofe which by encreafing, 
or exalting its Sulphureous Particles caufé its over-cold and flow 
moving Liquor to boil more, to be more freely kindled; and to 
burn with more life; of which kind are good. Wines ; Com- 
pound Strong-waters diftill’d , the Spirit and Tincture of Saf- 
fron, Quercitans Elixir of Life. the Tincture of Salt of Tartar, of 
Steel, and other things that chiefly abound with Spirit; and have 
a plenty of Sulphur; of which fometimes thefe, fometimés thofe 
imay be taken as évery patient lifts; » When by: reafon of the 
Bloods being not kindled; and confequently of its too great 
crowding and ftagnation, as it were, within the Precordia, a Jan- 
guifhing and failing Of the Spirits; with aigveat oppreffion of the 
Heart happens, then Aqua Mirabilis ,: the waters: of Cinnamon, 
Cloves, Wormwood Compound, alfo of the Rines of Oranges di~ 
itill’d with Wine aré propér; to which fometimes'a Dofe of fome 
Spirit, Elixir or Tincturé may be addéd. Wes 
But here gréat caution is needful, that. a perfon do not in- 
dulge himfelf too much to thefé kind ‘of Cordials, for many by 
often fipping of them, get an itl habit, continuing their daily ufe, 
and encreafing the Dofe, which at length proves fatal to them; 
for the Liver chiefly, and other entrails are fo dry’d and {corch'd 
thereby, that the ftock of Blood being diminith’d, and its Crafis 
Perverted, an unhealthy Cacochymid follows, or an abbreviation 
of Life. 4 : ak : “1: 
_ In the fecond Rank of Cordials; we put thofe Medicines which 
fomewhat appeafe the too great boiling of the Blood, and put a 
little ftop to, and allay its immoderaté deflagration, of this 
Kind are diftill’d Waters, Acids, and Nitrous things. 
Take the waters of Wood-forrel, of whole Citrons, of Straw-berrys,! 
of each four Ounces, Syrup of the Fuice of Citrons an Ounce, Pearl 
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Powdred a Dram: Make a fulape 5 the Dofe % tito Ounces three or 
four times a day. | | , 
_ Take the waters of Pippins, or Garden Apples, of Rasberrys; of each 
four Ounces, syrup of Violets an Ounce, Spirit of Vitriol twelve Drops : 
Make a Fulape. 
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Take fountain water a Pound and a half,fuice of Limmons to Oune 
ces, Sugar. an Ounce and a half: Make a drink, of which let three 
Ounces be taken at pleafure. 

Take Grafs Roots three Ounces, Candied Evingos fix Ounces, tivo 
Arples flic’'d (or Covinths two Ounces ) Shavings of Ivory, and of Harts- 
horn, of each two Drams, Leaves of Wood-forrel a handful; boil them 
in three pounds of fountain water to two pounds 3 to the clear firaining, 
add of Sal’ Prunella a Dram and“a half, Syrup of Violets an Ounce 
and a half .:Make an Apozem, the Dofe + three or four Ounces thrice 
a day. | 
Tale Conferve of red Rofes vitriolated four Ounces, fountain water 
rivo pounds, diffolve it clofe cover'd and warm, then ftraim it ; the 
Dofe.# three Ounces at pleafure. 

Take Conferve of Barberrys, Rob of Rasberrys, of each an Ounce and 
a half, Pearl prepar'd half a Dram, Confectzon of Hyacinth Y Dram, 
Syrup of the Fuice. of Citrons what fuffices: Make 4 Confection; the 
Dofe ws half a Dram thrice a day. 

The third rank of Cordials furnifhes thofe forts of Medicines, 
which being deftinated againft the exorbitancies of the boiling 
Blood, loofen and open its clofe texture, for the feparation and 
difcharge of its droffy fuperfluities. Thefe being chiefly, and in 
a manner only ofa faline’ nature, are alfo of divers kinds accor- 
ding to: the manifold ftate of the. faline Particles of which they 
confift ; but for the moft part their Bafis is;either a Volatile, Al- 
chalifate, Acid, Fixt, or Nitrous Salt, we fhall fet down certain 
forms of each of thefe. | 

In the Firft place Cordials endow’d with a volatile Salt, are 
wont to be given with good effect according to the following 
prefcripts, both in Feavers.; in refpect of the Blood, and alfo 
in fwoonings, and fudden faintings in refpect of the Animal 
Spirits. 

Take Spirit. of Hart{horn, from fifteen Grains to twenty, Treacle 
water two Drams, give it with afpoon, drinking after it a draught 
of fome appropriated Liquor. After the fame manner may be given 
the Spirits of Blood, of Mans Scull, of Soot, of Sai Armoniack Coni- 
found. 

Take Salt of Vipers a Dram, Sal Prunella two Drams, Powder of 
Crabs Claws Compound a Dram and a half: Mix them, make.a Pow- 
ders the Dofe # from half a Dram. to two Scruples, in. a fpoonful of 
Cordial Fulape, drinking after it a little draught.of the fame. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armontack half a Scruple, Bezoartick Mine* 
val a Scruple : Make a Powder, give it in a {poonful of fome proper 
Liquor. 
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Secondly, Thofe'are chiefly ‘eall'd by the name of Cordials by 
the Vulgar, whofe Bafis is an Alchalifate, or Petrifying Salt, as 
particularly Oriental Bezoar, Pearl, Coral, and other Powders of 
Shells and Stones. 

Take Gafcoins Powder, or Potwder of Crabs Clans Compound, frons 
a Scruple to halfa Dram3 give it in a {poonful of Cordial Fulape, 
drinking after it two Ounces of the fame. 

Take Oriental Bezouar, from fix Grains to twenty 5 give it after the 
fame manner. 

Take Powders of Crabs Claws , and Crabs Eyes of each a Dram, 
Pearl, both forts of Coral prepar'd, of each four Scruples, both forts of 
Bezoar half a Dram, the beft Bole=Armoniack, Aurum Diaphoretz- 
cum, of each two Scruples, Bezoartick Minerval a Dram: Mix them, 
make a Cordial Powders the Dofe # from a Scruple to tivo Scvuples, or 
a Dram, with a fit Vehicle. : 

In Perfons feiz’d with a Plurifie, the following. things are ac- 
counted the moft proper Cordials; for as much as by dettroy- 
ing the predominancy of the acid Salt, they take away, or pré- 
vent the Coagulations and Extravafatings of the Blood. 

Take the Powder of a Wild Bores Tusk; from half a Dram to a 
Dram, Criftal Mineral a Scruple; Powder of red Poppy Flowers half a 
Scruple: Make a Powder to be taken in any Liquor. After the fame 
manner may be given she Powders of Crabs Eyes, and of: the Faw-bone 
of the Pike-fifh. 

To this place belong alfo preparations of Nitre, ‘which are offt- 
en given with good effect in Fevers, according to the following 
Forms. 

Take Criftal Mineral a Scritple, Volatile Salt of Hartfhorn, from 
three Grains to fix, mix them: Make a Powder, give it in a fpoon- 
Jul of Cordial Fulape. 

Take Criftal Mineral, Antimony Diaphoretick, of each a Scruple, 
Beroartick Powder half a Scruple: Make a Porwder, give it afcer the 
fame manner. | 

Medicines whofe Bafis is a fluid, or acid Salt, are preicribd in 
Fevers after the following Forms, to loofen the Texture of the 
Blood. 

Take Spirit of Vitriol, from four Drops to fix, Carduus water three 
Ounces, Treacle water two Drams, Syrup of the Fuice of Citrons three 
Drams, Pearl half a Scruple: Make a draught to be taken twice 
or thyice a day. Spirit of Salt, or of Nitre may be taken after the 

fame manner: For the fame the drink Cherbet, called alfo the D1- 
vine arink of Palmarius are proper. 

Take Powder of Hartfhorn Calcin’d, or of Antimony Diaphoresick, 
three Drams, Spirit of Vitriol, or us Salt a Dram; bray them rege 
i & cwer 
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ther. inva GlafsMortar, and leethem dry: The Dofe wfrom a Scruple 
to half'a Dram, in a Spoonful of Cordial Fulape. 

 Fixt, or Jixivial Salts: of Herbs often, enter the Compofitions 
of Alexipharmicks : Moreover, Medicines which have thefe for 
their Bafis, as they are accounted very: famous Febrifuges, fo they 
Ought to be numbred amongft Cordials; for inftance we pro= 
pofe that known Medicine, 

Take Sale. of Wormwood a. Scruple, Carduus. water three Ounces, 
Spirit of Vitriol, or Oyl of Sulphur a Scruple, Syrup of Violets thrée 
Drams: Make a. draught to\ be. taken three ov four hours before the 
Fit; | | 
| Take the waters of whole Cityons,- and of Wood Sorrel, of each balf 
a pound, Sale of Tartar a Dram and a half, Fuice of Limmons two 
Drams, Sugar half an Ounce, mix them , make a Fulape 3 the ufe of 
at # in Anomalous Fevers, which though always burning, have datly 
returns of fharp fits: The Dofe 1 three Ounces twice a day. 

The latt rank of Cordials, and truly in fome'refpect the chief. 
eft, is of Alexipharmicks, becaufe thefe-are more. vital than the 
reft. But Alexipharmicks. being: either for prefervation , or fer 
Curing: In the frit place, we fhalk fet down Select Medicines to 
be given to perfons, whilft yet in aftate of health, againft the Ins 
fection of the Plague, or any Malignity whaticever 5 omitting in 
the mean time what is ufually ordered concerning the alteration 
and rectifying of the Ambient Air: And then in the fecond place 
we fhall give you Select Forms-of Prefcripts to be ufed after the 
Contagion is taken.

Take Flowers of Sulphur four Ounces , melt them in a Crucible,

__ After the Contagion is receiv’d, and the Crafis of the Blood is 
vitiated, and begins to corrupt, the fame Medicines are ftill pfo- 
per to be taken, bit in a greater Dofe, and oftner. Moreover the 
Vinegars, and fixt Salts of Herbs, are very often added with 
good iuccefs to Alexipharmicks, becaufe by them the Coagulati- 
ons of the Blood are refolv’d, and then al! Heterogeneous Parti-< 
cles evaporating, and the other being brought into a due mix- 
ture, its liquor at length recovers its former {tate, and keeps it. 
There being innumerable Medicines in the Books of Phyficians 
for this end ; I fhall here only fet down a few. |

CHAP. xX. 
Of the Paffions of the Heart, and their Remedies. 


Fter Cordial Medicines, vulgarly, though improperly,fo call’d; 

% it now follows for us to treat of the Paffion ofthe Heart, in 
which the Heart is really ill affected, and therefore requires true 
Cordial Medicines : Under that namie two affects, fomewhat dif- 
fering betwixt themfélves are commonly denoted, to wit, Phe 
trembling of the Heart, and its panting: In. both affects the 
motion or beat of the Heart feems to be diforderly , and in a 
manner Convuluve; but the irregularity of the firft confifts in 
the frequency of its Vibrations, and of the other in their vehe- 
mency. 

As to the Cure of the panting of the Heart, fince its Caufes 
are various and manifold, its Cure alfo muit be various ; for 
what fome affirm, that thofe forts of Remedies vulgarly call’d 
Cordials, which are reputed to revive the Heart, and to relieve 
it when ill affected, are proper in any of all thefe Cafes, it is con- 
trary both to reafon and common experience. 

We fay then that the palpitation, or panting of the Hearf, 
proceeds either from the fault of the Blood, or of the Arteries 
belonging to the Heart : If it happens through the fault of the 
Blood, the chief intent of Curing mutt be to raife the Blood toa 
better Crafis, it being then“become too watery and unmeet for 
accenfion and fermenting, and to exalt or encreafe its active 
principles which are thea depreis'd or diminifh’d; for which end 
ipirituous Medicines, alfo faline Medicines of all kinds, Sulphu- 
reous and efpecially Chalybeates conduce : And to this place may 
be referr'd thofe things which are wont to be prefcribed in the 
Pica or longing Difeafe, in the Leucophlermatia, and in the 
cold Scurvy 
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Take Conferve of Sea Wormwood, the outward yellow Coats of O- 
ranzes and Limmons, of each two Ounces, Powder of IWinters B arke 
tive Drams, Species of Diacurcuma a Dram, Steel prepar'd with Syf- 
phur three Drams, Salt of Wormwood a Dram and a half, with a fufs 
ficient quantity of Syrup of Citron Pills : Make an Electuary, the. Dofe 
15 the quantity of 4 Nutmeg in the Morning, and at five in the Af~ 
ternoon, drinking after it of the following Fulape three Ounces, and 
walking upon it. | 

Take water of the Leaves of Wake Robin a pound, of Pennyroyal 
and HyfJop, of each four Ounces, Sugar an Ounce: Mix them, make a 
fulape. ‘ 

Take of the Tinttive of Antimony an Ounce; the Dofe « from 
twenty to five and twenty drops twice a day, with the {aid Fulape. 
Moreover, amongst thefe we may place the Tintture of Steel, and its 
| Syrup, alfo Elixir proprietatu, with many others. 

Secondly, The panting of the Heart, which is more frequent, 
and much more violent, happens through fome fault in the Arte- 
ries belonging to the Heart, which fault is e:ther an Obftruction, 
or a Convulfive affect. 

The firf€ default for the moft part is.continual, and often in- 
curable , but.efpecially if it arifes from Confumptive Lungs, or 
becaufe the Roots of the Arteries are half ftop’d, or comprefs’d, 
by reafon of fome Tulerculum,or bony Excrefcency in thern : And in 
this cafe all that can be done, is to give fome eafe now and ther 
by Hypnoticks. | 

Moreover, it is not improbable that the Arteries fometimes are 
almoift fill’d up with Polypous Concretions engendred in them, 
and fometimes within the Cavities of the Heart it felf, and that 
thereby the free paffage of the whole current of Blood is hin- 
dred; but as it is difficult to be fatisfied when this is fo, fo it is 
as rare to find a Cure for it. When there is a fufpicion of it, Sa- 
line Medicines feem to be moft proper, and of thofe we muf 
give fuch as have a Volatile; or Acid Salts but we muft not give 
them together, but for a time thofe ( which failmg of fuccefs ) 
try the others. | 

Lake Spirit of Sal Armoniack, Compound, viz. diftilld with Mille- 
pedes, or with other Anti-Afthmaticks three Drams, the Dofe % from 
Jifteen drops to twenty thrice a day, with the Fulape, or fome proper 
aiflilld water: After the fame manner you may try the Spirits. of 
Hartfhorn, Soot, Blood, and of an old Scull. 

Take Spirit of Sea Salt, or of Vitriol diftill'd, and often Cobobated 
with the Spirit of Wine, impregnated with Pneumonick Herbs three 
Drams 5 the Dofe « from fifteen drops to twenty after the fame man- 
ner; for thefe purpofes the Spirits of Tartar, Guatacum, and of Box 
() ade often us d. 


The 
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The panting of the Heart is very often a Convulfive affect, and 
wont to be produc’d from thé like Caufe, and manner of affect- 
ings as other Hypochondriack and Afthmatick affects 5 and its 
Cure alfo ought to be attempted by Antifpafmodick Remedies; 
but a choice of them mmft be made with fome difference, ac- 
cording as the Difeafe happens in a hot or cold temperament. 

In refpect of the former, the following Medicines may be pre 
crib’d: 

Take Spiritus fuccini Armoniact three Ounces; the Dofe « from 
fifteen Drops to twenty twice a day, with the Fulape, or fome proper 
aiflill’d water. After the fame manner may be given inter changeably 
the Tintture of Tartar, of Steel, or of Antimony. 


Of the trembling of the Heart, and its Cure: 


“He trembling of the Heart is an effect diftinct from its 

panting or Palpitation, and of a different nature from it¢ 

for in that its carneous and moving Fibres feem affected by them- 

felves; nor does the Morbiftck Caufe; as in the other affect feeny 
to lie in the Blood, or in the Arteries of the Heart. 

The trembling of the Heart may be well defcrib'd’to be a Spa 
modick Convulfion, or rather a trepidation of its flefh, by which 
the moying Fibres haftily, and only half contracted caufe moft 
fwift turns of the Syftoles and Diaftoles, but broken, and as i 
were at halfs; fo that the Blood is brought into, and carried 
forth of the Szmus’s of the Heart, only in very {mall Portions. 

As to the method of Cure to be us’d in the trentbling of the 
Heart; fince this affect is meerly Gonvulfive; therefore they are 
not Cordial Remedies, but rather Cephalicks, and Nervous Medj- 
cines that are Indicated; which neverthelefs according to the 
temperament and con{titution of the Patient , muft be éither 
moré hot or moderate, or, now of this, now of that naturé, To 
comprehend all in a few words, fmceé there aré three forts of Me- 
cines, that are wont to be mighty fuccefsful im this Diftemper, vz. 
teftaceous Medicinés, Chalybeates, and fuch as are endow’d with 
4 volatile Salt: I fhall here briefly fet down certain forms of each 
of thefe and their ufé. Therefore in the firft place a provifion be- 
ing made for the whole by evacuatives, and a choice being made 
of that fort of Medicine which promifes befty you may prefcribe 
as follows, 
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Take Coral prepar'd, Pearl, of each two Drams , both Bexoars, o 
each half a Dram, white Amber two Scruples, Amber-greece a Scruple : 
Make a Powder, the Dofe « half a Dram twice or thrice a day, with 
a djtilhd water, or fome proper Fulape. ) | 

Take Powder of Crabs Claws Compound two Drams, Powder of 
Male Peony Roots, and of Mans Scull prepar d, of each a Dram, Flow-= 
ers of Male Peony, of Lillies of the Valley, of each half a Dram: Make 
@ Powder to be taken after the fame raanner. 

Take Tvory, red Coral powdered, of each three Drams, Species Diam 
bre a Diam, double refin'd Sugar, aiffolu'd in a fufficient quantity of 
water of Naveits, and boil’d to a confiftency for Tablets feven Ounces : 
Make Tablets according to Art, weighing half a Dram 3 let one or two 
be eaten often in a day, as the perfon pleafes. 

Take Conferve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley fix Ounces, 
Powders of Coral prepard, Pearl, Ivory, Crabs Eyes, of each a Dram 
and a half, Vitriol of Mars a Dram, Syrup of Coral twhat JSuffices : 
Make an Eleduary: the Dofe « from 4 Dram to two Drams twice & 
day, drinking after it a draught of the following Fulape. 

Take the water of Navews. and of whole Citrons, of each fix Oun- 
Ces, of Orange Rines diffil'd with Wine two Ounces, Sugar half an 
Ounce: Make a fulape. | 

Take of our Syrup of Steel fix Onnces, the Dofe is a {poonfal in the 
Morning, and at five in the Afternoon, with two Ounces of the Fu- 
lape before written, leaving out the Sugars or with diftild water. 

Take Powder of Ivory, and of Coral , of each two Drams and a 
half, Species. Diambre a Dram, Sal; of Steel two Drams, Sugar eighe: 
Ounces, Amber-gréece diffolu’d half a Scruple : Make Tablets weigh= 
ing half 4 Dram, the Dofe is three or four Drams twice a day. 

Take frefh Strawberies eight pounds, the outward Coats of twelve 
Oranges, frefh Filings of Iron half a pound, being bruis'd together; 

pour to them eight pounds. of Wine ; let them ferment in a Pot clofé 
coverd for twenty four hours, then diftilt tt 2% common Organs. 

Take Spirit of Hartfhorn, or of Liood, or the like, three Drains - 
The Dofe is twenty drops tivice aday, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniack; Coral prepar d, of each two Drams : 
The Dofe zs a Scruple twice a day. o | 

Take Criffal Mineral two Drams, Salt of Amber a Dram, Salt of 
Harifhorn a‘Scruple: Mix them, the Dofe is from fifteen Grains te 
twenty twice a day, with the diftill ‘d Water: 
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Of the intermitting Pulfe, and its Cure. 


A Mone the Paffions of the Heart, the intermitting Pulfe may 
4 juftly be numbred, becaufe in this affect, or at leaft in fome 
kind of it the Heart it felf labours, though in fomewhat a different 
manner than in its panting, or trembling ; for in thefe itis ill dif- 
pos’d, and irregular as to its motion, but in that, as to its ‘reft, 
this being fometimes twice longer than it ufes to be in its ordi- 
nary courte. 

This intermitting Pulfe, or over-long Ceffation of Motion ia 
the Heart does not proceed from the mixture or Crafis of the 
Blood, but only from the irregular difpenfation of the Animal 
Spirits, from the Cerebellum into the Nerves that pafs to the 
Heart,. and thence into its Tendons, which irregularity happens; 
becaufe thofe Nerves are fomewhat obftructed. 

Although this Affect being very often without prefent hurt or 
danger, does not require an over-hafty Cure; yet for prefervati- 
on fake, left fome great Difeafes follow it, Remedies and a me- 
thod of Cure ought to be ufed; at leaft for the whole remain- 
der of the Perfons Life, let him keep to a Diet well ordered in 
all refpects. 

Moreover, let fome gentle Courfe of Phyfick be preferibd 
him to be conftantly obferv’d Spring and Fall 5 wiz. That all 
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the Seminal Roots of Difeafes founded in the Brain, or apt 
to be there engendred, may be taken away, as much as may be 5 


for this end we here direct you to the Prophylactick method,

Piats exert their Force not by raifing vapours to the Head,no 

by opening the Pores of the Brain, for any vapours.or other 

Soporiferous matter to be admitted into it, but only by deltroy- 

ing fome of the Animal Spirits, fo that the refidue being in a con- 

fternation, or. forc’d inward, or at leaft called back from tueir 

wonted Emanation into the nervous parts, quit their office, or 
in {ome meafure remit of if. 

The Narcotick force of Opiats confifts in this, that as the Ani- 
mal Spirits are moft fubtile.Corpufcles, compos’d of Spirit and a 
volatile Salt united together, and exalted to a very high pitch 5 
fo Opiats on the contrary confift of a fetid Sulphur, that is, of 
a Sulphur, together combin’d with a fixt Salt, and an Earthy 
matter, and carried wp to a moft high degree in like manner ; 
Which fort of Concrets are well known to be fo contrary to the 
fubtile Texture of the Animal Spirits, that fometimes they put 
them to flights, or fubvert them at a diftance by meer Effluvia’s, 
which are very hardly, or indeed not at all perceivable by the 
{mell. 

Opiats given in a {mall quantity chiefly and ina manner only 
regard thofe Spirits to which the particular charge of natural 
and ordinary fleep is committed, the reft being either untouch’d, 
or little letted by them: Wherefore atter a Dofe of Laudanum 
is taken, both the inward and outward fenfes are bound, but the 
Pulfe, Refpiration , alfo the functions of Concoction and Separa= 
hon are continued after their ufual manner, and after fome time 
the Spirits of the firft employ return to their wonted Pott. 

But if an Opiat be ftronger than it ought, it extends its Force 
farther into the Province of the Animal government, fo that an 
over-great Dofe of it being taken, the Appetite for the moft part 
oe cull'd, Refpiration is much ftreightn’d, and rendred not only 
difficult, but likewife uneven or interrupted, and fometimes alfo 
the motion of the Heart is fo far debilitated, that the Pulle pre- 
tently grows weaker, with a cold Sweat, a deadnefs, and an E- 
clipfe as it were, of all the faculties, fo that a perpetual fleep 
sometimes follows this Medicine. | :

[ ree then, Opiats are moft properly and neceffarily Indicated, 

in cafe of want of fleep, tor then being feafonably and duly 
Adminiftred, they give a refrefhing repofe. 

Secondly , In Delirous affects Opiats are given with good ef- 
fect, ( though fometimes they rather do hurt than good, as we 
fhall fhew hereafter ) becaufe the Spirits being then movd with 
too much eagernefs within the Brain, and as it were {truck with 
arage, and pafling their wonted bounds, the Opiats reprefs 
them, and make them quietly retreat into their former fta- 
tions. 

Thirdly, Opium is accounted of moft excellent ufe for appea- 
fing all forts of Pais: For fince Pain cannot be causd or con 
tinued, but a great plenty of Spirits muft always abound in the 
part affected, in cafe the Nerves are fo clos’d, that the pafling of 
the Spirits to the place griev'd be hindred, or much diminiihd, 
( which Opium effects ) it follows of neceffity that the Pain mutt 
ceafe: For the Particles of this Medicine befetting the extream 
parts of the Brain, do not only quell the forlorn Spirits in its outs 

1o0it part, but likewife ftrongly fupprefs them in their Original ~ 
fource within the Brain, and in the midft of the Cerebellum, and 
confequently hinder their Emanations from thence into the Genus 
Nervofum; fo that during the Energy of the Opium, they are fent 
more {paringly and thinly into the Precordia and Vif/cera, nay, and 
into all other parts. Hence the Pulfe and Breathing remit of 
their vehemency and frequency 3 many times alfo all the Members 
and Limbs are feizd with a Languor and Laiiitude. Moreover, 
hence the Vifcera before irritated into Convulfions, either tending 
to Excretions, as by Vomit, or feige, or’ caufing Pain, asin the 
Colick or Stone, depofe their diforders. 
gain, the good eftect of Narcoticks is notorioufly known in 
the Cure of the Scorbutick Colick: In Pains of the Gout they alfa 
do excellently well, and foin the Pazn of the Stone in tbe Bladder, 
which Difeafe, when jt cruelly torments Old Men, and cannot be 
Curd by Cutting, admits no eafe from any other Remedy, but 
from Narcoticks: Wherefore in this cafe | have advisd fome ta 
the conftant and daily ufe of Laudanum and Diacodium, which 
they have put in practice, to the great comfort of their life, re- 
ceiving no hurt thereby, though fometimes augmenting its Dofe, 
they have taken to a great quantity. 
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Fourthly, Opiats are feafonably given, if at any time the Puli¢

AY 7 E have found, by fad experience in many, the Uf of Opts 
um to be fomctine hurtful and deftructive ; ior that 
fome prefently after taking it, have fallen into a perpetual ieep, 
and others by taking a Dofe of it too great, or unfeafonably, have 
either fhortn’d their Lives, or by injuring their principal facul= 
ties, have rendered it afterwards uneafie and burthenfome. I have 
known fome, who upon taking a Pill of Laudanum, have fallen 
prefently into fo profound a {fleep, that they could never be rais‘d 
from it, they liv’d indeed for three or four days, and as to their 
Pulfe, Refpiration, and Heat were pretty well, but could never 
be Grought again to fenfe, and waking, by any Remedies or tors 
tures. i have obfervd others, who after taking Opium, have 
flept but moderately, nay fometimes little or fcarce at all; but as 
to their Pulfe, Refpiration, and Heat prefently grew worfes {0 
that incontinently after the Medicine, they began to havea failing 
of itrength, and then, growing fhort and thick Breath’d, to de=” 
cay more and more, nor could their vigour be renew'd by any 
Cordials, but fainting by degrees they died. I have Se ae 
related a {ft tory of a robuft man kil?'d by Opium, who had no flee 
at all after it, till his laft and mortal fleep, UR Death it felf fole

From what is faid, it will not be difficult to draw Phyfical 
Precepts and cautions concerning the right ufe of Opiats, which 
we may do by obferving the four following things, viz. beforea 


Narcotick Medicine be given, we.muft confider, Fuirft, What} 


kind of conftitution the Patient is of. Secondly, What kind of 
Difeafe it is he labours under. Thirdly, In what ftate the Ani-= 
mial Spirits are, in refpect both of the Animal and Vital fundcts 
ons. Fourthly, In what condition the Blood and other humours 
are. 

1. As to the firft, when a Hypnotick is indicated, fee that the 
temperament, habit of Body, -or Indifpofition, Cuftom, or man- 
ner of Life of the Patient do not indicate the contrary. For ex= 
ample, thofe that are of a mean {ftature, have a ftrong, well-fet; 
and fquare Body, with a hot Blood, and a lively or quick afpect 
are wont to bear this Medicine beft, and moft commonly re= 
ceive benefit thereby ; which alfo they may much more fecurely 
adventure upon, if they have been usd to it before; on the 
contrary it does not agree with, nay fometimes it proves very 
prejudicial to thofe who are too corpulent or very thin 5 alfo to 
thofe who being of a fubtle texture of Body, have their Spirits 
eafily. diffipable, or being of a cold temperament, have their Flefh 
foft and flaggy, and being of a fluggifh and intractable Nature, 
are of themfelves dull and fleepy 5 to which this thing may be ad- 
ded, andit augments the weight of the reft, if they never madé 
a Trial of that Medicine before. 

The nature of the Difeafe is fometimes of great moment for 
or againit the ufe of Opiats. None but flattering Phyficians will 
make ufe of them in flight affects. Moreover in fome great Dis 
{tempers they are either forbidden, or their ufe is much fufpecte 
ed: In the Palfy, Vertigo, Incubus, Apoplexy, Orthopnea, the Droply 
of the Breft, or of the Abdomen in the mumbnefs and trembling of 
the Limbs, in very malign Feavers, and in the fits of intermutting 
Feavers, or in the Crifis of others, Narcoticks are moft common- 
ly forbidden. Again, ina Cough with much and thick Spittle 
the Afthma, and in any other aftects of the Breft, with an oppref 
fion of the Lungs, and in Hyfterick and other Convulfive Pafli- 
ons, they are to be given but rarely, and not without caution, 
and the advice of fome prudent Phyfician: But ina violent Heads 
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ash, Catarrbs; the Colzck, Plurify , ordinary Feavers, in Vomiting, 
the Bloody Flux, in Nepbritick Fits, or fits of the Gout, and in any 
pains whatfoever, Opiats are not only allow’d, but we have re«= 
courfe to them as toa Divine Panacea. - | 

3. But as often as an Opiat is propos’d, or comes to be delj- 
berated on, we mutt farther confider in what ftate the Ani- 
mal Spirits prefiding in each faculty are, for if they are but few, 
or being opprett, flag already, and do not fufficiently difplay then 
felves, certainly they muft by no means be farther leffen’d, or put 
in a confternation by a Medicine ¢ Wherefore whilft the Animal 
faculties do not appear quick, nor with fufficient vigour exert 
themfelves as to fenfe or reafon; or when the Pulfe and Refpi- 
ration have the courfes of their Reciprocations but weak, alfo 
More quick or flow than ufually, or difturb’d, and inequal: And 
laftly, if a ftupor and enervation with an unwonted Languor has 
feiz'd the Members and Parts for Motion, we .muft wholly forbear 
Hypnotick Medicines ; but we may be free to ufe the fame, if at 
any time they are Indicated by reafon of fome great affects, and 
that the Animal Spirits at the fame time are ftrong enough, ac- 
cording to thefe and the other refpects, or alfo if they are too 
much expanded, or grown too raging and unruly. 

4. In the mean time the {tate of the Blood and humours is not 
to be neglected, for fometimes the uneven, or ill condition of 
thefe wholly forbids Opiats, or permits them to be taken but {pa- 
tingly, and with fome reftriction. The Blood Indicates againft 
their ufe when it is amifs either in its quantity, or in its quality, 
or Crafis< As to the forther, the bloody Latex either abounds, or 
13 deficient, and in both refpects it excludes Narcotick Medicines. 
For fyrit,if at any time the Blood grown turgid through its plenty, 
and withal boiling in a Feaver, fo exceedingly extends the Veffels 
as to make them ftrout forth; and therefore the precordia mighti< 
ly labour to circulate it as quick as poffible,by moft fwiftly repeat- 
ed turns of the Sy/foles, left it fomewhere ftagnates or overflows ; 
then certainly to give a Narcotick, whereby that labour and latt 
effort of the Heart , fo neceffary for preferving Life, woiild be 
hindred, were rather the Office ofa Poyfoner, than of a Phyfici- 
an. Wherefore in an over fullnefs of Blood, Phlebotomy ought 
always to precede the ufe of Opiats. Secondly; No lefs damage is 
threatn d from Narcoticks, if given when there is a want or {car- 
city of Blood, as after great Hemorrhagies, long Faftings, or long 

fickneffes : For when the current of the Blood is very flender, 

and by reafon of its fmallnefs {carcely continued, the Heart being 

movd with as quick a beat as may be, endeavours (as it were 

with redoubled efforts) to give it a moft quick Circulation, left 

its courfe be interrupted, and confequently ceafes: Hence itis ob- 
hi 


vious 
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vious to conceive how greatly prejudicial Opiats are, which put 
a itay, or lett to this endeavour of the Heart, fo very neceffary 
in {uch a juncture. And indeed it feems to be for this reafon, 
that we forbid fleep to Women prefently after Child-birth, when 
the Lochia flow in abundance, and to all others when a confide- 
rable quantity of Blood has been taken from them, and in great 
Hemorrhagies, to wit, left the Heart be deferted by the Spirits 
during fleep, with which it {wiftly circulates the leflend current 
of the Blood. Moreover fometimes the Blood being faulty in its 
quality, or (to {peak more properly ) in its Crafis, Indicates a- 
gainft the ufe of Opiats; for when in a Cacochymia, or Feaver, 
the Blood being mightily fill’d with droffy Excrements, ought to 
be agitated with a greater effort of the Heart, and be more fwift 
ly circulated, to wit, that the Heterogeneous Particles may be 
{ubdued, and foon evaporate; the Operation of a Narcotick in- 
tervening,. puts a {top to thefe endeavours of the Precordza, and 
confequently retards the Purification of the Blood, and fometimes 
difappoints it. 

As to other Excrementitious humours ufually heap’d together 
in the Ventricle, or the Inteftines, thefe alfo muft be purgd 
forth by Vomit or Seige before an Opiat be given : For other= 
wife being there fixt, they will {tick more pertinacioufly: For 
the Fibres of thofe parts being ftupified by the Medicine, are not 
irritated as before; nor do they readily fet upon excretory Con= 
vulfiens for expelling thofe droffy fuperfluities , or perform i 
with any vigour. Wherefore according to the ancient Precept; 
If any thing be to be Evacuated, let it be done before a Narcotick ve 
Z1VEN. 
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long experience is the Poppy and preparations of it: Where: 
fore as otten as we endeavour effectually and fafely to provoke 
fleep, the whole ftrefs of the Medicine is Plac’d in Opium or Die 
c.dium. 

As to the Heads of white Poppies, with the Seeds out of which 
Diacodium, allo Decoctions, Emulfions, and other Hypnotick 
Confections are made; it plainly: appears that thefe have much 
lefs of a Narcotick Sulphur in them, than the concreted Juice of 
Opium; and what they have of it, is much more pure and inno= 
ccnt :. Wherefore we give oftner, and with more fatety Medicines 

mace 


od pe fafeft Narcotick, and which is generally approvd of by 
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made of thefe, nor ought we to ufe Laudanum, but when through 
the violence of Symptoms, Diacodiats will not ferve: Again fince 
thefe have in them lefs of virulency, they do not want much 
preparation, but either a fimple Decoction, or Infufion, or Ex- 
preffion, being made of them, they may be apply'd to Phyfical 
ufe. Now Opium is feldom prefcrib’d fimply, and by it felf, 
but is wont to bé corrected and compounded after a various and 
diverfifyed manner of preparation, that it may become a fafe 4- 
wodine. 

The wild Poppy has a certain Hypnotick vertue, but much 
more mild and gentle than that other 5 wherefore in certain ca~ 
fes it agrees excellently well, and we may be more fecure as to 
its ufe. Of this a Syrup and a diftill’d water is always ready pre- 
pard in Apothecaries Shops, which in many continual Feavers 
are often given with good fuccefs, and they are judgd to have 
a certain {pecifical virtue in Curing the Pelurify, becaufe. they take 
away pains, and by putting fome ftay to the Pulfe, abate the 
Feaverifh boiling of the Blood. Moreover a Tincture is made of 
its Flowers Infus’d in Brandy, which is a famous Medicine a= 
mongit Empiricks and good Women, and is averr’d to be good 
azain{ft Surfeits. The reafon of which effect feems to be, that 
the Spirit of Wine frees the Contents of the Stomack from pu- 
trefaction, and the Narcotick force of the Flowers prevents. the 
Invafion of the Feaver. |

Anti-Hypnotick Coffee. 

Coffee, though in fome cafes it be very profitable and Phyfical, 
in others it is hurtful and unwholefome; for we fee that great 
Coffee-drinkers become lean, and are very often fubject to be Pas 
ralytick, and grow impotent for generation. 

Yet as to Affects of the Brain, and the Genus Nertofum, I very 
often preicribe this Drink for them. 

For indeed in very many Cephalick Difeafes and Infirmities, 
viz. in Head-aches, Giddinefs,the Lethargy, Catarrhs, and the like, 
where With a full habit of Body, anda cold temperament, ae

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one that is not hot, and a watery Blood, there is a moift Brain 


with a fluggifhnefs and dullnefs of the Animal Spirits, Coffee has 
often a very good effect, for being daily drank, it wonderfully 


' clearsand enlightens each part of the Soul, and difperfes all the 


Clouds of every function, But on the contrary, thofe who being 
thin,and of a Bilious, or Melancholick temperament, have a fharp, 
or burnt Blood, a hot Brain, and the Animal Spirits too much 
ftirr’d and reftlefs, ought to forbear this Drink altogether, as be- 
ing apt to pervert both the Spirits and humours in a greater 
meafure, and to render them wholly unfit, and unable to perform 
any functions: For E have obferv’'d many, not having a {ufficient 
plenty of Spirits, and being alfo fubject to the Head-ach, Verti- 
go, Palpitation of the Heart, and atrembliag or numbnefs of the 
Limbs, who prefently after drinking Coffee became worfe as to 
thofe Affects, and fuddenly found an unufual Languor in their 
whole Body. 
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Lnfiructions and Prefcripts for the Cure of the Phthi- 
Sick, and Confumption of the Lungs. 


/E mutt obferve the divers ftates of this Difeafe, or the 

diftinctive Marks which belong to it: As Firft, when 

it is meerly a Cough: Secondly, when it begins to degenerate in- 

to a Phthifick or Confumption: Thirdly, when the Phthifick is 
confummated, or paft recovery. 

1. And Firft, as to a new Cough from what Caufe foever it a- 
rifles, it is never free from fufpicion of danger, if it happens in a 
Body predifpos’d to a Phthifick; though in other robuit Perfons 
it be not prefently to be fear’d: For it at any time it be rais’d 
from fome great evident, caufe, and being without a Fever, and 
an indifpofition of the whole Body, it proves not very trouble- 
fome, then it is faid to be only a cold taken, and is either wholly 
neglected, or foon Cur’d. without much ado. Again, if it be ac- 
companied with a {mall Feaver, Thirft, and lofs of Appetite, there 
is hope that the Blood being reftor’d to its due temper, the 
Cough will alfo ceafe of its own accord ; but if drawing in length, 
and not eafily fubmitting to vulgarR emedies,it produces much Spit- 
fing, and that difcoloured, it ought no longer to be neglected, 
but muft be dealt withal with a method of Cure, and fit Reme- 
dies,and an exact Form of Diet: For then it may be fufpected that 
the Lungs having receiv'd fome prejudice in theirConformation do 
not tranimit the Blood entirely, but with a depofition of the Serum, 
or Lympha, and often the nutritive Juice 5 and likewife that thofe 
humours there depofed do putrify, and confequently that by a 
reciprocal injury they taint the Blood, whereby it ftill offends the 
Limgs the more, 
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2. But if to a Cough daily growing worfe and worfe, with 
much and thick Spitting there be added a Languor, and falling 
away of the whole Body, a lofs of Appetite, difficult breathing, 
thirft, and a boiling of the Blood ; there is great caufe to fut 
pect that a Phthifick is at leaft begun, if not well advanced; 
Wherefore we muft then ufe all our endeavours both to free the 
Lungs from the offenfive load of matter already gatherd toge- 
ther in them, and to fortifie them againft the continual Incurfion 
of the fame; and at the fame time to cleanfe the Mafs of Blood 
of its dregs, and to reftore it to a good Crajis, whereby it may 
duly contain its Serofities, and other humours within its own tex- 
ture, or convey them to fonie other place than the Lungs. 

3. But if beyond the ftate ev’n now defcrib‘d of this Difeafe; 
the Spittle daily increafes, and becomes more difcolourd, aad all 
other things {till growing worfe and worfe, there be joind to it 
a total decay of ftrength, and a Hectick Feaver, with a continu. 


al thirft, Night Sweats, a dying Countenance, with a falling a= 


way of flefh ev’n to the drought of a Skeleton; then there is no 
room left’for Phyfick, but only for a fad Prognoftick , or at 
leaft all hope of Cure being laid afide, we have nothing left to 
infift on but Amodines, which may help towards an eafie death. 

Wherefore according to the faid three ftates of this Difeafe, its 
method of Cure muft be in a threefold manner: viz. Firlt we 
mutt prefcribe what is to be done for Curing a Cough, whilft be- 
ing not entred the limits of a Phthifick, it has only the name of 
a Cold taken. Secondly, what is proper in a beginning Phthifick. 
Thirdly, what is to be done when it is conftimmated and defpe- 
rate.

Moreover, in the Winter when Snails are not eafily, or 
fcarce at all to be gotten, the Lungs of a Lamb, or of a Wea- 
ther may properly enough fupply their place, and fometimes alfo 
thofe of a Calf half boil’d and flic’d very {mall ; and let them be di= 
#till'd with the forefaid Ingredients,and added to a fitMenfiruum in 
common Organs, or a Rofe-ftill. 

In this C/laffis, where its treated of a Cough not yet arrived 
to a Phthifick; we may aptly range the Convulfive, or fuffoca- 
ting Cough of Children, commonly called the Chin-Cough. This 
Difeafe chiefly affaults Children and Infants, and at certain times, 
viz. in the Spring efpecially and Fall, its uiually Epidemical. The 
Diteafed have frequent and very cruel fits of Coughing, in which 
the Organs of Refpiration do not only greatly labour, but likewife 
being affected with Convulfions, varioufly interrupt, fufpend, or 
pervert their Actions: But for the moit part the Diaphragm be- 
ing teiz'd with Convulfions by it felf, or by the impulfe of other 
parts, obftinat lyf{o-continues for a very long {pace fometimes its 
Contraction, and fometimes its Dilatation, that Infpiratton or Ex- 
piration being hindred for a time, the Vital Breath can {carce be 
drawn at all; fo that the Coughers cry out as though they were 
itrangled, and their Countenance turns black through the Sta: 


ax 


nation of the Blood: If haply thofe Organs being not fo much 
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feiz d with Conyuliions, they can Cough out freely, neverthele(s 
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they are ftill fore’d to Cough with violence, and fo long till their 
dtrength fails them. 

Though this Cough feldom kills, or proves very dangerous; 
yet it is very difficult to be Curd, and oftner ceafes of it felf as 
the year changes, then it is conquered by Medicines. The reafon 
is, that we muft not only in this, as in an ordinary Cough; alter 
the Blood, and derive its droffy Excrements from the Lungs to 
the habit of the Body, to be fent forth by tranfpiration, but we 
muft likewife take care to correct the Nervous Juice, which tn 
this cafe is vitiated with a Heterogencous and Hlaitick matter 
which caufes the Convulfive motions. 

As to the Cure of this Difeafe, the method of Curing usd im 
other Coughs feldom proves fuccefsful in this 5 wheretore only 
Empirical Remedies are commonly Adminiftred. 

Amongft many Remedies of this kind, the two following are 
ufually preferr’d before all others whatfoever, and are chiefly in 
ufe, viz. to give inwardly Cup-mofs, and various preparations 
and compofitions of it, and if there be need of any further Cure, 
the Child is to be put into fome fudden fright. And if thefe 
things work not the defird effect ; Ptifans, Syrups, Julapes, oF 
Decoctions and other Pectorals are laid afide, and commonly all 
other Medicines are thrown by, expecting till the Difeate either 
ends of it felf in procefs of time, or be Cur’d by the fucceeding 
change of the year. 

Cup-niofs, fo commonly us’d amongft us agaiift Coughs of 
Children, has an Aftringent vertue, ( as we find by its taft ) and 
contains Particles of a fmart nature, which denote a plenty of 
Volatile Spirits, whence we guefs its ufe to be to fix the Blocd, 
and to moderate the Fluxions of the Serum, and likewiie by Vo- 
Jatilifing the Nervous Juice, to take away its Convulfive difpofi- 
tion: Its ufually given in the form of a Powder, Decoction, and 
Syrup according to the following Forms. 

Take Cup-mo{s Powdred a Dram, Sugar-Candy a Scrupie: Mix

the Animal Spirits being put to flights, and driven into new di- 
ftractions, quit their former diforders, and likewife that the Con- 
vulfive matter is either diflipated by that perturbation, or driven 
into other Nerves, where it proves lefs offenfive. 
' The Empirical Cure of this Difeafe being thus fet forth, toges 
ther with the Remedies vulgarly us’d, and their ALtiologies at 
leait probably explicated : { fhall now fet down a certain ratio- 
nal method of Curing, and haply more efficacious againft thefe 
forts of Coughs of Children : Therefore in fuch a cafe, I ufual- 
ly prefcribe according to the Forms following, and fometimes 
fucceffively enough: And Firft, fince we muft begin with a 
Purge; , .

When our Patient was lately ill in this manner, we prefcribd

tite, Digeftion, and Sleep, which afterwards were followed by 
degrees with an abatement of the other Symptoms, fo that at 
length he perfectly recover’d: He has us’d a method like to this, 
and with the like fuccefs, as often as till this time he has been 
troubled with a tedious and ftubborn Cough ; and now though 
he be wholly free from that diftemper, yet he is forc’d carefully 
to avoid all occafions by which the Pores are ftop'ds or, by which 
a Fufion or Precipitation of the Blood into Serofities is rais’d, 
fuch are chiefly his going by Water on the Thames, and his drink- 
ing Acid Liquors, as Cider, French, or Rhenifh Wines. 

The foregoing Relation gives you a Type, and way of Curing 


a Cough, causd through the fault of the Blood, and not reaching 


the limits of a Phthifick : Now follows another which Illuftrates 


the nature of the {ame affect, when it proceeds chiefly from the 


Nervous Liquor. ‘ 

A Boy about ten years of Age, fubject from his Infancy to be 
often troubled with a Cough, has undergone of late years fome 
great and tedious fits of that Diftemper., that is to fay, he is 
wont at times to fall ill of a hollow and fhvill founding Cough 
Without Spitting, which almo{t continually toyls him Day and 
Night, and fo tormenting him for many Days, nay and Weeks, it 
brings him toa very great weaknefs :. Afterwards the Courfe of 
the Difeafe being pais’d over, (which happens not till the ftore 
of Morbid matter be confum’d ) in a fhort time he becomes well 
enough again, and as free as may be from any Diftemper of the 
Thorax; till the Morbifick matter (as it (eems ) being heapd to- 
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Inftructions and Prefcripts for the Cure of Spitting 
Blood. 


r*He Indications for Curing a Spitting Blood, are chiefly thefe 
two, wiz. Firft, prefently to moderate and fiay the Flux. 

of Blood: And then in the Second place to heal the diffolution 
of Unity, without leaving a Confumptive Putrefaction in the 
Lungs. 

In reference to the Firft, Thefe.two things are chiefly to be 
procur’d: Firft, That the Blood do net flow to the part affe- 
dted: Secondly, That withal the Aperture of tae Veffel be fome 
way closds mys | 

1. Tokeep the Blood from flowing to the part affected, ma-= 
ny intentions of Curing muft be fet upon together, wiz. We mult 
leffen the quantity of Blood, moderate its ferveut boiling, alter 
its ill temper, retard its motion, or divert 1t another way < For 
which ends Blooding, Ligatures and Frictions moft commonly 
do well. Moreover, Julapes, Decoctions, Emulfions, and Juicy 
expreflions of Herbs ought to be given, and likewife moderate 
Hypnoticks $ efpecially Diacodiats are taken with good fuccefs : 
For thefe by putting a ftay to the motion of the Heart, allay the 
fervour of the Blood. : 

2. To clofe the Aperture of the Veffel, Aftringent Remedies, 
and Agglutinatives are moft proper: The chief of thefe are ufu- 
ally given in the Form of a Linéfus, fo that fome of its Particles 
in {wallowing, falling on the 4/pera Arteria may more immedi 
ately communicate their vertue to the part affected. But the 
way of this Operation feenis to be of no great moment, becaule 
the Efficacy of the Medicines reaches chiefly, and in a manner 
only by the way of the Blood to the Root of the Difeafe: Where- 
fore not only Loboch’s, but likewife Decoctions, Powders and 
Pills of Traumatick, and Balfamick Ingredients are fuccefsfully 
prefcrib d. 

The Second Indication, which is for prefervation, having re- 
gard to the Cure of the diffolution of Unity, without leaving a= 
ny blemifh in the Lungs, ought to provide againft two forts of 
evils, wiz. That the Spitting Blood (to which the Perfons affe- 
éted will be always fubject ) does not return at tinies § and that 
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the Confumjtion, which threatens all thofe that Spit Blood; does 

not follow it: For which ends in order to the prevention of this 

Difeafe, we muft take an aflidnous care of, or ufe a conftant 
method of Cure to the Blood and Lungs. 

I. As to the Blood, its Mafs ought always to be kept in a due 
Quantity, a juft temper, aid a gentle and continued motion ¢ 
Hence left it abound too much, or being affected with an evil 
temperament, grows turgid, or depofes impure dregs in the Breft, 
we mutt fometimes ufe Bleeding, arid a centle Purges; an exact 
Form of Diet is always neceffary. Moreover, drinking of Affes 
Milk, or of Mineral Waters contribute fometimes egregioufly to 
the purifying and {weetning of the Biood: SRY 

Again, Decoctions, Diftill’d Waters, Juices of Herbs, which 
take away the Dyfcrafies of the Blood, and derive the Serans 
and other Impurities from the Lungs, and carry them forth by 
Sweat or Urire, muft be diligently taken: Iffues alfo mightily 
conduce for this end. 

2. Nor muft lefs care be taken. of the Lungs therhfelves, that 
their whole frame, and efpecially the place affectéd, be preferv'é 
in a due Gonformation, and right Tone: Hence all violent moti- 
on; by which Unity is farther diffolv’d, or its reftauration hin- 
dred, is carefully to be avoided. Let the Perfon live in a clear 
and brisk Air, though it muft-not be too fharp and piercing. Let 
‘him abftain from grofs Food; long Sleeps, large Suppers; and 0 
ther errours in Diet, which caufe a Repletion,; or Obftruction in 
the Precordia: Befides this, let Remedies be usd, which are 
faid to Cure the Lungs, by a peculiar or certain Specifick Vere 
‘tue. 

Having given you the method of Curing Blood Spitting, I fiall 
now fet down fome Select Forms of Medicines, anfwering to each 


of the Fherapeutick Indications, and to the various intentions of 


Curing that belong to them: And we juftly give the precedency 
to thofe which encountring the moft urgent Symptome, pre- 
fently {top the flowing forth of Blood, caft out of the Lungs by 
a Cough, or otherwife + In.the Firft rank of thefe Medicines, we 
place thofe which hinder the Blood from flowing to the part af= 
feCted, and have a certain Aftringency, together with an Agglue 
tinative Vertue, by which the Aperture of the Veffel is clos’d@é 
and after a Glyfter and Blooding ( unlefs the weaknefs of the 
Pulte, and a deficiency of heat forbid it } they are prefently giver 
in the form of a Julape, Decoction, Emulfiony Juicy Expreffion; 
Powder, Pills and Lohochs : f thal! give yowfome of the choiceft 
and moit efficacious prefcripts of each of thefe, as alfo of Hypno- 
ticks, which neverthelefs muit not be us’d at random, and indif- 
ferently; but evéry of them méthodically and feaforiably; acéor-

his Chair, and almoft continually panting; he had very much a- 
do to draw in Air enough, to fupport Life: He being not able to 
lofe much Blood at atime, I drew Blood twice or thrice from him 
one day after another, frequent Glyfters were Adminiftred. Mores 
over Apozemes, Julapes, alfo Spirit of Sal Armoniack, and Pow4 
ders of Shells were given him by turns: Within four or five days 
the Feaver abated fomewhat, and he began to breath better, and 
to take now and then fhort fleeps, though he complain‘d {till of a 
mighty heavinefs. upon his Breaft, and an intolerable oppreffion 
of his Lungs. Wherefore bleeding being no longer fafe, I ap- 
ply’d large Veficatories to his Arms and Legs: The Blifters in 
his Arms dry’d up in a fhort time ; but thofe on his Legs did 
not only continue open, but ran mightily after five or fix days, 
and fo for near a Month daily difcharg’d a vaft quantity of a

Pleurifie. 


He Pleurifie is an Inflammation of the Pleura caus'd by 2 

. boiling Blood flowing into it through the Vertebral Arte- 
riés, and there growing clammy, with a continual and acute 
Beaver, a pricking pain of the fide, a Cough, and a difficulty of 
breathing. 

When a Pleurifie commencing paffes into a Peripneumionia, or 
an Empyema, or inclines to a Phthifick, there is a proper method 
of Cure particularly fet down in éach of thofe Difeafes for it: 
Eut as to what cofcerns our prefent purpofe, Three Indications 
prefent themfelves fora primary and fimple Pleurifie, viz, a Cura- 
tory, Prefervatory and Vital one. 

_ The Firft Indication takes care that the Inflammation or Ob- 
ftruction of thé Blood in the Lungs be remov’d by all poffible 
means as foon as may be : Wherefore in a Pleurifie let a Vein be 
opend, and fo the ftrength holds, and the Pulfe be {trong, let 
the Perfon bleed freely; and truly it is much better to take a 
large quantity of Blood at firft, and every time after (as often as 
there is need to repeat it) than to Bleed often, and to draw a 
a little at a time; becaufe a great many portions of the Blood 
grown clammy and degenerated into a vifcous nature, are gathe- 
red together about the part affected; which unlefs withdrawn 
from thence, upon a great emptying of the Veffels by a large 


'emiffion of Blood, fo that the greateft part of them flow 


forth, the bleeding will be fruftrated of its defired affect: Its all 
one in which Arm the Vein be open’d, though its now common- 

ly done on the fide aftected. | 
But if by reafon of the weaknefs of the Pulfe, and the failing 
of the Animal faculty, you ought neither to Bleed at Firfk, nor 
to repeat it though the pain be very urgent; then Cupping-Glaf- 
fes with a Scarification being apply’d to the place griev’d; may 
very well fupply its place: Moreover to take away the Inflam- 
Mation of the Pleura, befides an Evacuation of Blood by breath- 
mg a Vein freely, or by Scarification, its Serous and other Ex 
érementitious humours muft alfo be fet upon, and be gently 
purg’d forth of its Mats ; and from the Bowels by Siege; Urine, 
and Swéat; Strong Purges aré juftly forbidden j becaufe they 
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Pirft, Therefore xbout the beginning of the Difeafe, to take a-

Nay farther, according to 
this Analogy by which the Dungs of Animals ftor’d with a Vola- 
tile Salt give relief in this Dileafe; its probable that the Dung of 
a Dox may prove no lefs fuccefsful in Curing the Pleurifie than in 
the Squinancy ; and fo much the more likely, becaufe thefe Difea- 
fes often interchange their Types, and the one aflumes the like- 
nefs of the other: Chymical. Liquors endowd with a Volatile 
Salt, fometimes alfo work great effects in the Pleurifie. |

fome Spitting forth a purulent matter, nay a fetid Pus, to whom 
an Incifion of the Thorax has prov’d of no good effect, and not 
without fome prejudice. Therefore till it {halt appear by infal- 
lible Signs that it is an abfolute Empyema you may ufe fora 
while expectorating Medicines ( fuch as before prefcrib’d for 
Curing a Peripneumonia) and alfo things gently moving an Eva* 
cuation by Urine and Sweat: But thefe at length availing nothing 
and the Empyema itll continuing or encreas d ( fince it is better, 
fo there be ftrength, to try a doubtful Remedy than none ) you 
may proceed to the Incifion.

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A Gentleman of a middle Age, having been always ftrong and 
healthy, found himfelf ill without any maniteft caufe, and ina 
fhort time fell into a languifhing condition. lofing his appetite, 
fleeping with difficulty, was thirfty, and had a heat about his 
Preecordia : He was‘a Jong time under the hands of fome Phy. 
ficians for the Scurvy, and of others as Hectical, and after vari- 
ous methods of Cure had been try’d in vain, the Difeafe at 
length openly difcover’d it felf: For whilft one Night being more 
reftiefs than ufual, he tofs’d himfelf very much in his Bed; the 
Impoftume within his Lungs breaking on a fudden, he threw yp 
by Coughing a vaft quantity of Pus, which ftunk moft horribly, 
fo that within four or five hours he had thrown up about two 
pounds. Moreover the Cough continuing for above two Months 
afterwards, he daily voided by Spittle of that Purulent, thick,

After the Impoftume was thus broken, we carefully gave him 
Medicines to cleanfe and heal the place where it gatherd, and 
to mundify the Blood and the Lungs, and free them from the 
imminent Confumption. Onpr Tinéture and Syrup of Diafulpbur, 
together with Pectoral and Vuinerary Decodlions and Duftillations, 
alfo Linttus’s and Balfamick, Pills were taken day after day ina 
conftant method : With thefe Giifters, alfo gentle Catharticks and 
Diureticks were interchangeably given 5 Vaporations firit, then Syj= 
fumigations both Sulphureous and Arfenical were alfo usd Mornings 
and Evenings. After thefe things had been carefully followed a 
long time without any good; we concluded to open his Thorax,

As to its Cure e th ere are two Primary Indications, or rather {6 
many diftindd 1 methods of proceeding, wz. the one Curatory, the 
other Prefervatory: The Firft teaches what is to be done in the 
Fit, to free the Patient from prefent danger; the other what oug 
of the Fit, to take away the Caufe of the Difeafe.

is faid to confift ) as Wormwood, Germander, Ground-Pine, 
Fumitory, Tanfie, Agrimony, Liver-wort, Lignum Aloes, alf 
the Saunders, Tamarisk-bark’, Afh-bark, and the Roots of 
Capers, with many others which make up the greateft part of 
Botanicks, ; 

The fixt Salts of Herbs, and the Acid Spirits of Minerals claim 
a chief place amongft thefe,-becanfe they mightily agitate they 
Mafs of Blood, diffolve its Concretions, clear its ftoppages, and 
make it every where permeable. in all its parts. 

Its alfo manifeit both by reafon and experience, that preparas 
tions of Steel are often proper in Diftempers of the Liver, as & 
{pecially in the Jaundife, and the Dropfy. 

In the Antidotaries of the Ancients, we find a great many 
Phyfical Compofitions which feem to be wholly defign’d for the 
Liver, as the Electuary é@ fcorza ferri Rhafis, (Sc.

fuch as have been long ill, in whom the Gonformation and teme 
perament of the Vifcera are generally vitiated, it cannot prove 
of any good effect to let forth the waters by piercing Of the 
Belly; for prefently upon it the Spirits faint, the ftrength is dit 
folvd, nay and a frefh inundation of the Morbifick humour foon 
fucceeds it : But thofe who before having a good conftitution 
of the Vifcera, aud being found enough as to all other parts, fall 
into an Aicites upon fome great evident caufe, as they need not 
prefently at firft attempt an Incifion, fo they ought not to defer 
it long if tt be judg’d requifite.

ether Salts, and make void the efforts of the Spirits, for which 


ends we propoie the following things : If Fomentations ought to 
be usd at all, let them not be apply’d too hot, and let them not 
pbe prepard of the vulgarly call’d Carminatives, but chiefly of 
pSalts and Minerals. Cabrotius ( quoted by Helmont ) fays, he 
PCurd a Perfon eighty years of Age, whofe Belly he fomented 
Y 9 truicg 
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twice a day with a Lixivium, in which he boil’d Salt, Allum, and 
Sulphur, and after apply’d Cow-dung , fora Cataplafm, I ule to 
pretcribe as follows. : 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniack an Ounce , Cryftal Mineral two 
Ounces , fall Spirit of Wine containing much Phlegm in it two 
pounds: Mix them, and diffolve them in a Glajs. : 

Let a Woolen Cloath dipp’d in this warm, be applyd on the 
whole Abdomen, and be chang’d now-and then, dipping it afrefh 
Let it be done twice a day for half an hours fpace, afterwards let 
there be apply’d either a Cataplafin of Cow-dung, with the Pows 
der of Dogs-turd,; or the Plaifter following. ‘ud 

Take Emplaftrumm Diafaponis, that is, of Minium with Venice Soap 
what (uffices: Let it be thin fpread on thyn Leather, and applyd to 
the whole Belly, renewing it within ten or twelve days. 

The Second Indication requires chiefly altering Medicines, 7 
fuch as put a ftop to the Fermentations of the humours in the 
Vifcera of the Belly, and to the wild Efforts, and irregular excurs 
fions of the Spirits, and which likewife procure the even mix 
tures and due motions of the Chyle and Nervous Juice: For 
which ends Chalybeats are principally usd ; and truly not only for 
this Difeafe, but for many others belonging to the Vifcera of the 
Belly, it’s ufuial to have recourfe to Steel Medicines,though in the ¥ 
mean time many Empyricks confidently prefcribing them, do 
not confider after what manner fuch Medicines work, or what 
alterations for the better may be expected from them: And Ms 
deed it very often falls out, that nature her felf 1s deftroyed, and 
not the Difeafe, when Chalybeats, of which there 1s a great variety; 
and of diverfified Operations, are given without any diftinction 
or choice, or without refpect to the Temperament,Conftitution, 
and ftate of the Difeafe in Patients. | | 

We have treated elfewhere ex profeffo concerning Medicines 
prepar’d of Iron and Steel, and of their vertues and manners of 
working; fo that it’s needlefs to repeat the fame here: As to this 
Difeafe, if any of them are proper for it, certainly they are not 
all: For thofe in which the Sulphur {till remains, and being freg 
predominates over the other principles after that the texture of 
the mixt Body is opend, muft be wholly excluded from this 
umber; for by their powerful fermentation, they greatly fers 
ment the Juices of the Vifcera, and put the Blood and Spirits 
‘n fuch 2Commotion, that the whole Region of the Belly is pult 
up in a. greater Bulk, as though fome Spirit rufh’d violently inte its 

Nor are thofe more proper here, from which the Sulphureous 
Particles are wholly driven away with the Saline, as in Crocus 
Marts prepar’d by a very ttrong and long Calcination $ for a8 
this Medicine is good to flay all fluxions, fo it fixes more 
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any Impactions of Spirits and humours, and renders the more 
obftinate. | 

But there remains a Martial Remedy of a middle kind, in which 
the Sulphur being wholly , or for the createft part expell’d, the 
Vitriolick Salt remains, and has for the ereateft part the Predo- 
minancy, as it has in a Solution of the Filings of Iron, or in its 
Infufion either fimple, or in Mineral waters, in Salt or Vitriol of 
Mars, in our preparation of Steel, with many others, preparations 
and compofitions of which have been often found by experience 
to have done great good. in fome cafes; for thefe deftroy the 
Exotick, and reftore the Genuine Ferments of the Vifcera ; Open 
their Obftructions, fix the Blood, and keep its Texture from 
much diffolution : Wherefore Chalybeate Medicines, as alfo fome 
other Alteratives have haply fome effect againft the Procatarctick 
and more remote Caufes of a Tympany, but do little or no 200d 
at all againit its Conjunct Caufe. 

Take of our Steel ground very fine two Drams, of the Diftill'd 
tater akove written two Pounds, Syrup of the five Roots two Ounces, 
mix them in a Glafs, and let it Clarifie by fetling ; the Dofe is three 
or four Ounces in the Morning and at five in the Afternoon. 

Take Powder of Aron Roots,and of Crabbs Eyes of each three Drams, 
Chryfial Mineral two Drams , Vitriol of Mars a Dram and 2 half, 
Sugar ef Rofemary Flowers two Drams: Mix them, the Dofe is 
half a Dram, twice a Day with a fit Vehicle. 

Hartman highly extolls the Liquor of the Flowers of the Herb 
Mullein as a Specifick Remedy in this Difeafe: Pus thofe Flowers 
frefh gather’d into an Alembick and prefs them in hard,then the Vef- 
fell being carefully ftope thar nothing can breath forth, lez it fiand in an 
Oven whillt bread is bakt, and afterwards the Flowers being taken 
forth prefs forth the Liquor very hard, and let it be Diftill'd in Bai- 
neo: Ihe Dofe is a Scruple in Decottion of the Seeds and Roots 
ef Fennel. Certainly if this Medicine can do any thing, it ought 
to be given in a greater Dofe. 

Fohannes Anghicus Commends the Electuary Rofata Novella with 
Diatrion Santalon and Ants Eggs; which Medicine truly being 
probable enough feems to promife fomething : In Imitation of 
thefe I fhall here. propofe the following.

N Anafarca is defcrib’d. after this manner, that itis a white 
and foft Tumour of the whole outward part of the Body, or 
of fome parts of it, yielding to the Touch, and leaving a Pit up- 
ip POn Compreffion, proceeding from an Aqueous Humour extra- 
7 Vafated and heapt together, both within the Interitices of the 
r Mufcles, and within the Pores of the Flefh and Skin, and even 
/ Of the Glands and Membranes. 
"That watery Humour proceeds wholly or for the greateft part 
}from the Blood, for being continually product. within the Mafs 
ltl of Blood through the defect and fault of Sanguification, it is 
"Spourd forth of the Mouths of the Arteries in a greater quantity 
w@than that it can be receiv’d and carried back by the Veins and 
in Rimpheducts and be fent forth by the Reins and Pores of the 
Skin, and other Emiffaries of the Serous Latex. 
F An Anafarca whilft it is fimple, is the leaft dangerous amongft 
all the fpecies of Dropfies: And a_ particular Anafarca oc- 
Cupying only the Inferior Members, fo the Belly do not {well 
Withal, is much fafer than an Univerfal one. 

In order to aright proceeding towards a Cure,two chief {copes of 
je Curing here prefent themfelves , viz. Firft we muft take Care 
pthat the water betwixt the Skin and the Fleth be fome Way E- 

vacuated and Confumr’d 5 and Secondly that a new fupply be not 
0 Continually engendred and heapt together : For which end we 
mutt ufe what means we may both that the Vifcera of Concoction 
being cleansd from Excrements, and free from Obitructions, 
| prepare always a good Chyle, and fupply the Mafs of Blood 
Wewitk it in a due quantity , and likewife that the Blood, ( its 
p Principles being rettor’d to their fermenting Power) may duly 
Meferment and convert into its own Nature the Juice of the Chyle 
fe continually fent into it. The Vital Indication feems not neceflary 
fein this Difeafe as in many others,becaufe Fai ntings of the Spirits, 
por Watchings, for which Cardiacks, and Hypnoti 
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ypnoticks are required 
Mieldom happen here: And there is little need of reftoring Diet 
becaule Fatting and Abftinence do more good, and moff com- 
pmonly are the greateft part.of the Cure; the reafon hat: the 
pYeflels being drain’d by Fafting, d a 
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betwixt the Skin and the Fleth,or elfewhere, and fend them forth 
partly by the Reins, the Pores of the Skin, and other Emiffaries, 7 
and partly employ them moft Advantageoufly for nourifhing the} 
Body, they being yet full of a Nutritive Juice. Firft, to pers 
form the farft Indication which is for the Evacuation of the Mors) 
bifick matter, all Hydragogue Medicines both Simple and Come 
pound, and likewife the Forms of Medicines fet down beforeim 
the Chapter of the A/cites ought to be apply’d to ufe: Moreover 
not only Catharticks and Diureticks, but likewife Diaphoreticks) 
have often place in the Cure of the Anafarea, though for the moft 

part they are forbidden in other kinds of thé Dropfie. 
In a fimple Anafarca you may Purge Strongly, and it often 
does much good. ; 
I have given you before Forms of Hydragogue Catharticks of 
Both kinds. 7%. of fuch as exert their force both upwards ands 
downwards, and both of a gentle and ftrong Operation; frony 
whénce you may take them, and apply them to the prefent” 
Method of Curing. qq 
If you ask how Catharticks workin this Difeafe, and wheres 
fore they carry forth waters better and more efficacioufly than: 
in other kinds of the Dropfie: I fay that in an Anafarca They 
Morbifick matter (which is a Lympha) refieds partly in the Mais of 
Blood, and partly in the-habit of the Body within the Pores 
and empty Spaces lying betwixt the Veflells : Wherefore a ftrong 
Cathartick being given, it prefently Exagitates the Mafs of Blood; 
fufes it, and moves it to an Excretion of any fuperfluous or he=" 
terogeneous thing : And at the fame time irritates the Mouths of 
the Arteries which lye open towards the Cavityes of the Inteftines, — 
that the water caft out of the Blood may find a way forth ray 
ther by thefe Emiffaries. Hence in the firft place the waters” 
floating within the Mafs of Blood are cleard forth in a plens 
tifull manner, and then the Veffells being draind foon drink up 
the waters betwixt the Fleth and the Skin, and prefently  fend™ 
them forth partly by feige,and partly by Urine or Sweat: Theres 
is no fear in the mean time, left, as in an Afcites, the Morbifick = 
matter being Exagitated, and put m Fufion by the Medicine 
be driven from the Blood into the places affected, whence it 
cannot eafily get out again; or left, as ina Tympany, the Vie 
cera by reafon of the Fibres of the Ventricle and Inteftines be= 
ing too much irritated, are mov'd into Convulfive Extenfions§ 
for whilft the Vifcera are found, and in a good fate, the Par 
ticles of the Medicament do them no hurt, but being cat* 
rved thence into the Blood, do not only fetch waters from it;

Secondly, I have alfo fet down before the Hydragogues o« 
perating by Urine, both fimple and compound, and have given 
you Forins of Medicines prepar’d of both, and the ways of gives 
ing then): Wherefore I thall not repeat them here: But be- 
caufe all Medicines of this kind do not good alike in all affects 
we muit here obferve that Lixivials (as I have often found by 
experience) far exceed the reft of Diureticks in Curing the Ana- 
farca.. And now it’s a much usd and common Remedy-for 3- 
hy one who has his Members fwell'd, to Purge firft, and ther 
fo take twice or thrice a Day fix or eight Ounces of a Lixi- 
Vium made of White-wine with the Afhes of Wormwood or of 
Broom, and to continue its ufe for fome Days: This Medicine 
as b have obferv’din many, powerfully provok’s Urine, nay fome- 
times in fuch Abundance that the Patients within the {pace of 
fwenty four hours making above aGallon and a half of ‘water, 
have pretently recover’d almoft to a miracle. 
fhe reafon why Medicines containing a fixt and. lixivial Sat 
€xpell Urine more in an Anafarca than fuch as are endow d with 
an Acid, or Alchalifate or Volatile Salt, is, that in this Difeafe 
the watery Humours which upon failing of the Fermentation 
of the Blood, and of its fanguifying Vertue, are. gathered. to-

Diaphoreticks often do excellently well in a Leucophlegmatia 
( which begins or concludes an Anafarca ) and they uftially a+ 
oree better in this Difeafe when confirm’d than in other kinds 
of the Dropfie: And though at the beginning they are not 
able to move Sweat becaufe the habit of the Body is invefted 
with a deal of waters, however by exagitating the Blood they 
are a means that the active Particles implanted in it, which 
were dull’d before, and almoft overwhelm’d, are raisd up again; 
and difpos’d to a Fermentation, and that all the dreggy Excres 
ments, efpecially fuch as are Aqueous, are put in Motion,fo that 
prefently breaking forth of their Receptactes in a plentiful man=" 
ner, they readily pafs off by Seige, or Urin, andoften in fome 
meafure by tranfpiration: But after that the waters being well 
clear'd by Purging, the Morbifick matter is fo far diminifht 
that the bulk of the Body and the {welling of the Members 
begin to abate, the remainder of the Humour is excellently con- 
fum’d by moderate Sweats, and by a conftant perfpiration. 

We have given you before a Lift and Forms of Hydroticks; 
but as to our prefent purpofe for the Cure of an Anafarea, 
thofe things are moft proper which are given in fomwhata 
large Dofe; for as to fuch as are prefcrib’d in a {mall quantity, 
their active Particles being immerg’d in the waters are Over 
whelm’d’ before they can be diffusd in the Blood fo as to exert 
their force ; wherefore Spirits: whether Armontack, or Vinous, 
alfo Tinctures and Elixirs, nay and Powders, feldom come m 
ufe againft this Difeafe; becaufe in a {mall Dofe they do little 
and if it be made very large, they often offend the bowels by 
their excefs in operation,therefore let thofe things rather be made 
choice of which being taken in a full Draught and warm may 
be able to pafs the whole Blood uncorrupted , as chiefly the 
Decoctions of Woods and Roots, whofe Particles agreeing 
well enough with the Blood, but being not to be maftered by 
it, pafs through its whole Mais, and exert an Elaftick forces 
putting all the Humours in a Commotton. ? 

Fake Rafpings of Guaracum fix Ounces, Saffafras two Ounces, . 
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the Saunders of each fix Drams, fhavings of Ivory and Harts-born 
of each three Drams, let them infufe according to Art, and boyl in

So much of Hydragogue Medicines to be taken inwardly , 
Which caufe waters to be evacuated either by drawing them 
inwardly towards the Inteftines, or by driving them out to 
the Reins, or to the Pores of the Skin: Moreover there are 
certain outward Adminiftrations usd, by which waters gather'd 
together within the habit of the Body are put in motion, and 
fo difpos’d either generally to pafs off by Sweat, or Urine, or 
particularly, are prefently let forth, a Vent being made in fome 
peculiar’ places. 

In the firft rank we place Frifions, Liniments, Fomentations, 
Baths both dry and moif?: And particular things to evacuate 
Waters are Veficatories, Efcharoticks, and prickings by a Needle, 
I fhall fpeak of each of thefe, or at leaft of the chief of them 
as far as they regard this Difeafe. 

Frictions prove often of good effect in a Leucophlegmatia and 
an Anafarca: For as the habit of the Body is not nly fo 
ehargd with a Glut of filthy waters there heapt together, 
that nothing can breath through them, but even the outward 
parts grow cold upon the Blood’s being hindred of ‘an accefs 


= to them, frequent and ftrong Frictions give a motion to the 


ftagnating waters, and in fome meafure diffipate them from 
thence, and by opening the paffages call again the Blood into 
thofe parts whence it was banifht, wherefore it is good not 
only to rubb the {wollen Member, but even the whole Body once 
or twice a Day with a courfe Cloath, or with a little brufh now 

commonly made for that purpofe. | 
In rubbing, or-after it, Liniments and Fomentatiens are fome 
times proper : They are prepar’d either of Salts and other Mi- 
nerals diflolv’d, or’ of hot and difcuffing Vegetables boil’d 
with Lees of Wine in water 3 and being apply’d hot open the 
Pores, give a farther motion to the accumulated Waters and 
difcufs them, and enlarge the compafs of the Blood’s circuit, 
the watery Mafs being in fome meafure diffipated. The Liniments 
confift of Sulphur and Salts of divers kinds , or of Quick-lime 
and other Minerals, which being powdred and mixt with ae 
Z.2 stills 
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Mucilaginous extracts of Smart Herbs, are made inte an Oint. 
ment : To which for their better confittency let a fit quan- 
tity of Oy! of Scorpions be added : Nay this Oy! apply’d by it 
jelf (fo it be right ) gives often great relief. 1 knew a Boy 
{wollen very.much with an Univertal dnafarca, who was Curd 
by this only Remedy: For his Mother (I know not how ads 
visd ) anointed his whole Body Mornings and Evenings with 
Oyl of Scorpions, chafing well the parts with her warm hand = 
Upon which within three Days he began to make a vaft quanem 
tity of water, and having continued to make water fo for 
fome Days, the {welling vanifhing by degrees, he grew well, 
Baths are {carce proper. for any Dropfie but an Anafarea, 
nor for this but in the firft Difpofition to it, or as it goes 
off: For fince'by the heat of Baths encompafling the whole 
Body, the Blood being miade very hot and inftigzated, puts the 
waters every where in motion which were ftagnating before; 
and drinking them into it felf conveys them fundry ways; 
there is danger left. ( as it frequently happens ) receiving them 
from the habit’ of the Body into its Mats, it prefently depotes 
them in the Precordia, or the Brain 3 for there is nothing mores 
fual than that ‘the affects of thofe parts, wz. an Afthma, Om 
Apoplexy happen to Hydropical. perfons atter bathing: But 
when the conjunct caufe of the Difeafe ( wz. the {welling }) is 
moderate, or not very great, a Bath of water impregnated 
with Salts and Sulphur, or alfo a hot-houfe promoting a gentle 
Sweat, are often usd with good effect. Inftead of a hot-houle® 
it’s better that the Patients be plac’t in fome convenient Cells 
in a Salt-houfe near the Furnaces, in which the Mineral water 
is boil’d into Salt, which often proves of mighty benefit 16 
them.

Veficatovies let forth the waters betwixt the Fiefh and the Skim 
in a plentiful manner, and fomtimes too profufely, thefe are t@ 
be apply’d to Hydropical perfons with very great caution , for 
fich an Epifpaftick apply’d to fwollen places makes a vent tog 
wide ; upon the opening of which the water firft breaking 
forth, often draws after it from the whole Neighbourhood @ 
great Glut of it, whence prefently follows a great Confter 
nation of the Spirits; Moreover fomtimes the place fo draind 
en a fudden, being deprivd of Heat and Spirits, in a fhort 
time becomes mortifyed : Wherefore this Medicine is {ek 
dom apjly’d to the Leggs or Feet of Hydropical perfons whete 
the heat is weak, and the {welling very great, but fomtimes ty 
the Thighs: and Arms with fecurity, when need paquires.

folvd is fortifyd by the Ejchar againft the~lofs of heat. 
E knew an illiterate Eympyrick who often by an Echarotick fuc- 
Cefstully evacuated the Members of Hydropical perfons, though 
never {oO much {wollen, after the following manner. wz. Firft 
he fomented their Leggs Morning and Evening with a De- 
coction of Dwarfe-elder, Wormwood Camomill, and . other hot 
Herbs, the Lees of Wine or Ale being, added to them, and be- 
twixt the times of fomenting he apply’d a Cataplafm made of 
the Feces of that Decoction with Bran: After thefe things 
had been usd three Days he covered both Leggs and Feet 
with a Plaifter of Burgundy-Pitch, leaving only a fmall hole 
on each Calf to the bignefs of a fimall Nut, in which places 
he put an Efcharotickh of the Afhes of Afhen Bark to the naked 
Skin: which being remoyd after twelve hours a fmall Efchar 
was left, out of whofe Pores the Matter firft Sweated gently, 


Methen daily diftil’'d forth fomwhat more freely, and at length 


(the Eichar falling off ) it How'd forth ina plentifull Stream as 
from an open Source, till it was drawn from the whole Legg 
both above and beneath. 

There remains yet another way of drawing forth waters 
from betwixt the Flefh and the Skin, not inferior to the for- 
mer, though lefs in ufe, wz. by the pricking of a Needle: 
Which alfo muft be done very cautioufly and by little and little, 
Jeft a head-ftrong and exceflive Finx of waters be rais’d by it. 
Take an ordinary Needle, fuch as Taylors ule, and prick the 
Skin over with it in the place moft f{well’d, but let it not en- 
ter fo far as to draw Blood, and fo make fix or feven little 
‘holes at a time about an inch diftant the one from the other: 
The water will Iffue by drops forth of each little hoie and 
fo will continually Diftill forth till all the {welling be gone from 
the place prickt: Then the next time, after fomtimes twelve, 
Jomtimes eighteen, fomtimes twenty four hours prick again 
in fome other part either of the fame Leg, or of the other, 
and fo continue to make fuch ‘Vents for the waters once 
or twice a Day in this Member, or that, one alone, or two, or 
at the fame-time in many : For after. this manner the Hydro- 
pical Corruption may be drayn’d more freely and fafely than 
by any other exteriour operation):whatfoever ; and if in the 
paean time its frefh {upply be provided againft by inward Phy, 
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Phyfick, the Difeafe will be the more eafily Cur’d: Moreover 
in a defperate:Dropfie that Adminiftration ferves very well to 
prolong Life, becaufe the waters being continually emptied forth 
by thofe outward Vents, the inward and vital Inunda- 
tion is the longer delay'd : A Man of late feventy years of 
Age, plung’d in a Dropfie over his whole Body has continued 
in Life and kept his head above the waters for thefe many 
Months beyond the expectation of all Men by the means of 
this only Remedy. 

So far of the kinds and forms of Remedies prompted 
to us by the firft, that is, the Curative Indication} As for the 
Prefervative Indication which takes care to reftore the Crafis, 


and fermenting or Sanguifying Vertue of the Blood, it fug- 


gefts to us thofe Medicines with being endowed with hot and 
elaftick Particles, raife up the active or depreft Principles of 
the Mafs of Blood, or repair them being wafted ; for which 
ends the vulgarly call'd Altering Remedies are wont to be pre- 


{crib’d in the Form of an Electuary , Powder , Pills, Diftil’d | 
waters, Julapes, Apozemes, and Dyets, to which alfo Spirits, ¥ 


Tinctures, Elixirs are fomtimes added for the greater Efficas 
cy : I fhall give you an example or two of each of thefe, 


1. Take Conferves of Sea-Wormood, Scurvy-grafs, and the yellow 
Coats of Oranges of each two Ounces, Winters-Bark two Drams, 
Species Diacurcumae a Dram and a half, Steel prepared with Sulphur 
three Drams, Salt of Wormwood two Drams, Syrup of Citron Pills 
what fuffices, make an Eleétuary: The Dofe is two Drams inthe 
Morning and at five in the Afternoon, drinking after it a Draught 
of Fulape, or of the Diftil’d water to three or four Ounces. 

Chalybeats very often do great good in this Difeafe, as in the 
Green-ficknefs : Infomuch that the whole, or at the leaft the 
chief {cope of Curing Falls frequently on this Remedy : But we 
muit note that thefe kinds of Medicines do not all equally a 
gree in thefe cafes : For thofe that are chiefly in ufe, ozzy. Salt 
of Steel, or Vitriol of Mars, and others prepar’d with Acids, 
and wholly depriv’'d of Sulphur, do no good at all, be 


caufe they do not promote the Fermentation of the Blood, but. 


on the contrary rather fix it when too Exorbitant, or Elaftick : 
But for an Anafarca,and any other cedematous Cachexia in the 
habit of the Body, let thofe Chalybeats be given, in which the 
Sulphury Particles are left, and are Predominant, as efpecially 
in the Filings of Jron, and in its Scales reduc’t into a fine 
Powder, and in Steel melted with Sulphur and Powdred ; thele 
Powders being taken are prefently diffolvd by the Acid Salts 
within our Body, upon which the Sulphureous Metallick ete 
cing, 
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being fet free and convey'd into the Blood, ferment its whole 
Mafs, raife up the Symbolous Particles there, before lying dor 
mant, and being joyn’d with them give a vigour to the Blood, 
and renew its fermenting or fanguifying power before depreft: 
Wherefore we find after a little ufe of thefe Chalybeats the pal - 
lid Eelour in the Green-ficknefs goes off, and turns to a Florid 
Afpect.

So far of Phlebotomy compat ‘d with a Spontaneous Eruption 

of Blood: I fhall now fhew its ufe and effects both cood and 
evil in the Practice of Phyfick : Therefore in the firit place let 
us fhew in general what fort of alteration this Evacuation caufes 
in the Mafs ot Blood,.and then to what Difeafes either of the 
whole Body, or of particular parts it mott immediately hag 
refpect to. 

Concerning the firft it’s obvious that the Blood after Breath- 
ing a Vein is altered both as to its quantity, and as to its 
Temper and Crafis, and as to its Motion. 

The firft and moft common. {Indication for Brea thing a Vein 
is that by this Adminiftration the Mafs of the Blood b e leflen’d: 
Hence even the vulgar growing to an overtul nat it of Body 
caufe themfelves to be let’ Blood to remove that Plethorick Dif- 


Ppofition, but though the evils of that affect are remov’d or 


prevented by nothing better, yét the necefiity of this Evacuation 
ought to if eyoided as much as may be: Becaufe the Blood 
isrendred by it more Sulphureous and lefs Salt, and confequent- 
ly it difpofes Men toa Revel ifh habit, and to grow Fat: More- 
over the great Remedy, Bleeding, if made common on every 
flight occafion , will become of no effect in grand: Diftempers 
when itis needed : To which we may add that according to the 
obfervation of the vulgar, the more familiarly any one ufes Bleed- 
ing, the oftner he will want it: For the Bi ood being let forth 
to avoid an overgreat sree the reit of the Mats. foon rifes 
agaili to a Plenitude, though it’s worfe in its Crafis , For 
by this means being much bereft of its Balfamick Salt which 
preferves it from Putrefact ion: Inttead of it, it’s more fill’'d with 
a Se Le and inflammable S Sulphur. 

Ph lebotomy amends the Mixture and Temperament of the

Salt begin torife again, and.recover their Dominion, keeping the

Sulphur, and fixt S Salt under, as if ought to be: Hence Bleecd- 


ing gives often great relief not only in Fevers, but likewife in the 
scurvy, Ji aundite, and even ina beginning Phthifick: For the Blood 
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after the Veflells are emptyed, as the Stomack when difcharg’d, 
Concocts and Affimilates all Humours that come into it better,and 
more eafily feparates any Heterogeneous thing and fends it a- 
Way. 

But if the mixture of the Blood begins to be much diffoly’d, 
or wholly to fink,as in the Plague, and Malignant Fevers, we muft 
utterly abftain from Bleeding ; for upon taking away of Blood 
the provifion of the Spirits ( whofe only bufinefs it is to pres 
ferve the Mafs of Blood from Putrefaction and Corruption } ig 
diminifht: So that all things prefently tend to a pernicious Diffolu- 
tion. Moreover if the Difcracy of the Blood be fuch that the more 
noble Principles, vzz. the Spirits, Volatile Salt, and Sulphur being 
depreft or fpent, the watery and earthy Particles. have the Predo- 
minancy, the Blood muft by no means be let forth, but be prefervd 
as the Treafure of Life; Hencein aDropfie, Cachexia, Confump- 
tion and other affects, where the active Principles are mightily de- 
preft, you had as good cut a Mans Throat as open a Vein. 

In the forefaid cafes where the Crafis of the Blood is con- 
fider’d, it’s eafy to determine whether Bleeding be proper, of 
not, but in certain other cafes , as efpecially in a Putrid coy- 
tinual Fever, when Life and Death depend on this point, there 
is need of great Deliberation. Now in this difficult cafe we muft 
confider the State of the Blood, the tendency of the Morbije 
fick Matter, and the ftrength of nature: Firft as to the former, 
if in a Putrid Fever the Blood boyling very much caufes a mighty 
heat, with Thirft, Watchings, and a parching heat of the Jaws, 
and no free Sweat, or Eruption of Pufhes appears, or is ex- 
pected in any fhort time, Bleeding is fo plainly indicated, that 
it were a crime to omit it: But on the contrary if in a weak | 
Body, a flow and.remifs, but continual Fever arifes with a weak 
Pulfe, forbear taking away any Blood, and let it be cleansd by 
Tranfpiration, Urine, and Biiftering. In a middle State of the 
Blood, let Bleeding, being of it felf indifferent, be determined 
by other things. [herefore in the fecond place we muft con- 
fider the Tendency of the Morbifick matter, or its Propenfion, 
which matter if it lies dull in the Mafs of Blood and unapt to 
feparate, and fo (as it frequently falls out ) a Tranflation of it 
to the head inftead of a. Crtfis hapning, it threatens the Brain, 
and the Genus Nervofum, Bleeding ought. to be feafonably Ad- 
miniftred for the prevention of thefe evils: But if that mat- 
ter movd with a fudden Impetus, and either rufhing inwards 
to the Vifcera of the Belly caufes a violent Vomiting, or Flux, 
or driven outwards brings forth the Smiall-pox, Meazles or o- 
ther Pufhes; every fuch Impetus of nature, 1f good ought not 
to be difturb’d,-if evil muft not be rendred worfe by. Phle- 
botomy $ 
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botomy: For to let Blood in thefe cafes is not only danger- 
ous, but very often alfo Extreamly Ignominious. Thirdly, con- 
cerning Bleeding in a doubtful cafe, we muft confider the ftrenoth 
) of the Patient; for in a found Conftitution, a Vigorous Age, 
"the beginning of a Difeafe, and whilft the Functions both Vi- 
tal and Animal are in a vivid or indifferent State, we may 
with confidence order Bleeding unlefs fomthing indicates the 
“| contrary ; but when it is otherwife as to thofe conditions we 
}muit not inconfiderately proceed to that Evacuation. 

Thirdly, the diforderly Motions of the Blood, viz. when being 
“itruck, as it were with a Rage, it either rufhes violently, or 
“conveys offenfive matter fomtimes into one part, fomtimes in- 
iy £O another , it is excellently moderated, or reduc’t by Phle- 
i) Dotomy ; wherefore for violent Head-aches , all Convulfive, or 
| Sleepy Fits, for Catarrhs, Inflammations of the Eyes,and for the 
Cough , Afthma, Fits of the Gout, and of the Stone in the Kid- 
“heys , or for Phlegmons , Erifipela’s and for many other af- 
1 fects causd by the Fluxions of the Blood or Selim, Bleed- 
ing is commonly prefcrib’d, and that with good fuccefs , for 
“Upon draining the Veflells, the Blood getting a more free pat- 
tage is Circulated calmly and undifturb’d > Moreover whatfoever 
of this, or of the Serum is extravafated, is drunk up again and 
"brought into its due courfe. 
| Having thus fhewn you the effects both good and evil which 
» happen to the Blood in its different State upon Breathing a Vein, 
i) we muft now enquire to what chief Difeafes either of the whole 
) Body, or of fome particular part that kind of Remedy has a 
| molt immediate regard to it: And firft as to general affects 
pits well known that Bleeding is indicated by a hot and dry 
Diltemper, and forbidden by a cold and moift. In every Fever 
gf its ufually propos’d, never in the Dropfie: Next if we confider 
particular Difeafes, thereis no region or part of the Body but 
fome time may require it: The Headaking, the Brain oppreft 
P with Blood, or Serum ( whence a world of evils {pring ) the 
) Inflammation of the Eyes, Face, Mouth and Throat, all Difeafes 
W) of the Breft, and Pracordia ( to each of which the diforder 
p of the Blood gives a Rife or affords Fuel ; alfo obftruGions, 
) or inflam’d affects of the Liver, Spleen, and other Vifcera, fo 

lukewife both the overgreat fulnefs and athletick habit of the whole 
Body, and the Tumours, and Painful, or Convulfive Paffions of 
each particular Member feem to accufe the Blood as the Au- 
thor of all the evil, and require its Emiffion as it were by way of 
fatististaction. 

if at any time in thefe and many- other affects Bleeding be 
manifefily indicated, before we {et upon it we muft confider 
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of thefe four things, ez. in what place, after what manner 
and by what inftrument, at what time, and in what quantity 


the Blood ought to be Jet forth. 


t. As to the Firft, though according to the Laws of fli

Circulation of the Blood there. be little difference from what 


Veffel it be drawn, fo it be large enough 3 yet becaufe befides 
a general Evacuation of Blood role jes a partial Derivation pro- 
perly fo call’d (-as when the Blood is to be drawn from fome pars 
ticular placé where it is gathered together ) and likewife a Res 
vulfion , when it is to ‘be withdra wn into this or that part, 
are intended, therefore in the Body of Man ¥ various limited ‘pre. 
cincts, as it were, are aflign’d, out of which Blood may be let 
according to occafion, and for moft nekeths iry ufes , fomtimes 
out of this, fomtimes out of that,or the other. 

If therefore at any time a general Evacuation of Blood be 
mdicated the common or mid die Vein of the Arm is beft to 
be open’d, for this being of a good largenefs eafily admits the 
Lancet, and the Blood flows equally from the whole Bodyto 
its wide Orifice, upon the free pe NE, of whichnot only the 
Plethorick Difpofition is taken away, but the greater Veffells 
being every Ww where emptyed by this means, the Blood ftagnat- 
ing in any place is reftor’d again to Mot ion, and if extrava= 
fated is di ank up again into the Veins: Wherefore in great 
affects, where the Blood gathered together in the Brain or a- 
bout the Pracordia threatens a fudden Deftruction , the beft 
way, not only of a general Evacuation, but likewife for a Re= 
vulfion is to let forth the Blood in a full current by opening 
a Vein in the Arm with a large Incifion. 

But if without any great Plethora the Blood be to be E 
Vacuated from the whole Body, and to be withdrawn from the 
Superiour Region of the on dy to the Inferiour, as in fuppreffions 
of the Menfes, or Hzemo 10ids, it’s more propper to draw Blood 
from the Foot, or roi the éHemothald Veins by Leeches: And 
if after an Evacuation of Blood from the w hole, it muft alfo

As to what is faid that fome Veffels have a peculiar refpet

to fome of the Vilcera in particular’,.as the outward Vein of 
the Arm to the Head, the inward. to the Liver, Jc. All this 
is a meer vulgar errour, grounded on no reafon or Anatomi- 
cal obfervation : Thetefore affoon as it is agreed on for opening 
a Vein, and of the place, make choice of fome large Veffel, and 
very fair to the fight that it may be more eafily open’d, and 
let 1f not have any Artery, Nerve, and Tendon near it, that it 
may be Lanced more fecurely. Wherefore the middle Vein of 
the Arm is moit commonly made choice of, thotigh the Exte- 
viour call’d the Cephalick be more fafe, being lefs crowded with 
other Veflels. 

Lhe Jugular Vein, fo generally open’d in Beafts is moft fafe- 
ly and eafily lanc’t , and is as proper as any other whatfo- 
ever fora general Evacuation of Blood from the whole Body, 
befides its excellent Derivation from the Head, 

If you open the Vein above or near the Ancle you muft take 
a mighty care leit you hurt the Tendon, which fometimes hap- 
pens through the unskillfulnefs or rafhnefs or Chirurgeons, to 
the great prejudice of the Patient: Moreover you mutt take 
Care of opening a Vein near its Anaftomofis with an Artery * 
For if this be done the Blood fprings forth violently all of a 
scarlet colour, and its itream is not eafily ftopt, nor the Ori- 
fice of the Veffel foon clos’d. 

As to. the ways or Inftruments with which Blood is drawn 
forth, it’s done either by opening a Vein with aLancet, or by 
Suction with Leeches, or by Cupping-glaffes after Scarification, 

Its known by fad experience that in Lancing a Vein fome- 
times an Artery is ‘prickt, whence either Death, or a cutting off 
of the Member fometimes follows ; the reafon is that an Artery 
ought inceflantly to vibrate and beat in like manner as the 
Heart it felf, its Fibres iterating the perpetual charges. of Sy= 
ftole’s and Diaitole’s, wherefore a hole made in its Ductus be= 
comes as it were incurable by reafon of the continual Motion 


) of the Veffel, and the Efflux of Blood: It is far otherwife in 


‘a Vein whofe Aperture prefently clofes again of its own accord ; 
there being little {trefs of contraction lay’don its Tunicles, and

The quantity of Blood to be drawn being agreed upon, the 
next care muft be, that a large Orifiges being made, it flows 
forth equally mixt in as fhort a fpace as may, be: For others 
wife if it iffve, forth at a flender Orifices either by Drops, of 
in a finall ftream, the Mafs of Blood fermenting: will feparate 
into parts, and what is moft Subtle and Spirituous will {pring 
forth, the thicker, and more dreg sey Portion remaining behinds 
Hence itis to be obferv’d, that if at any time the Blood bes 
ing let out of a large Orifice with a full ftream be ftope

CHAP. IL 


Luftructions and Prefcripts for fiopping au Eruption 
of Blood. 


Eruptions of Blood, Phyfick is not needful to all of them; 


Wf a great Effufion of Blood happens through a Wound, @e. Chr 
rurgery undertakes to {top it : Moreover an Eruption of Blood, 
if it be Critical ought not to be difturb’d by any Medicine but 
to be left wholly to the governance of nature ( fo fhe be free 
and enjoys Her power). nay in oymptomiatick B B) leeding, fo long 
as it is but fmall, or not very prejudicial Phyfick is not re- 
quired : But then ‘chiefly and in a manner only it is needful, if 
at any time the Flux of Blood be either immoder ate, or breaks 
forth ii improper places. 

Bloody peep as of the latter kind require-help chiefly if 
haply the Blood be caft forth upwards by coughing, or vomit 
ing, or be voided downwards by the Funda: Bi ‘or the Ur 
nary paflages , for in thete cates though the quantity of Blood 


voided be notg commonly much feard, yet becaufe qa danger 
ous

ap uae being various and manifold kinds of Hamorrhagies of 
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dangerous or pernicious Ulcer often follows the Solution of Unity. 
fo made in the Lungs,or.in the Stomack,or Inteitmes,or ina Vein 5 
therefore we mult diligently take care of thofe Hemorrhagies 
from their very firft appearance, and therefore fuch Bloody Ex- 
cretions are ranged amongi{t the Difeafes of thofe parts, and we 
have already delivered elfewhere the Theories and Cures of Blood+ 
{pitting , and the Bloody Flux, fo that there is no need for us 
to repeat them here, no more.than that of Pilling Blood which 
belongs to the Pathology.of Nephritick affects, wherefore I 
fhall pafs to thofe Paffions; in which there being an tmmode- 
rate Efflux of Blood, there is a particular neceflity for Medicines 
to {top it. : 

The chiefeft. kinds of thofe forts of affects are thefe three, 
viz. an Eruption of Blood from the Noftrils, and of the Men» 
fes, and immoderate Fluxes of the Hemorrheides. The. Cure 
of this latter belongs rather to Chirurgery than Phyfick’, and 
we have thought fitting torefer the confideration of the other 
fo the Pathology of the Womb: An Effufion. of Blood by the 
Noitrills is the moit general kind of thofe forts of Paflions, and 
what I fhall here deliver for the Cure of this Eruprion of Blood 
may be apply d to ail other Hamorrhagies whatfoever. 

Therefore concerning the Cure of an exceffive: Bleeding. at 
the Nofe there are three primary fidications, viz. Curatory, Vi- 
tal, and Prefervatory : The two former have regard to the im- 
) mediate {topping of the Symptom as often as it preffes ; and the la- 
ter undértakes to remove the caufe of the Difeafe that the returns 
of the Eruption of Blood may abate of their violence, or wholly 
ceafe; Again this Eruption of Blood muft be manag’d: one way 
© if without a Fever, and fomewhat after a different manner if 
> joynd with it. 

If at any time therefore without a Fever much Blood flows 
from the Noftrils, prefently as there will be need of Remedies 
to ftop the Blood, there will be three chief intents of Curing, all 
of them to be put in Practice together, viz. the Turgetcency 
of the Blood mult be fo allay’d that it be not prone tomake 
diforderly Sallyes: We muit farther take care that its Fluxion 
being withdrawn from the Noftrils, be diverted elfewhere,and that 
the gaping Mouths of the Veffels within the Noftrils be closd: 
For which ends a great many Remedies both External and In- 
ternal, and of divers kinds are wont to be adminiftred, we fhall 
fpeak of the former in order and _ briefly. 

- Firft , therefore let the Patient keep himfelf quiet with. his 
Head in an upright pofture, then let the Joynts of his Arms 
and Thighs, many of them together, but not all of them be 


bound with ftrait Ligatures, which muft now and then beloosn’d 
SS ee | and 
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and remov'd to other parts; for upon their being bound ail at once; 
and’ fo continued a long time, I have known that terrible Swound« 
ings have happen’d, by reafon of the Bloods being detain‘d in the 
outward parts, and kept too much from ‘the: Heart: Though 
otherwife this Remedy being prudently adminiftred gives often 
relief. For fince by this means the Blood which paffes into 
the Members by the Arteries, is hindred from its quick return 
by the Veins , its violent taking to the Head is ftay’d: Mores 
over by the painful Ligatures of the Joynts the Mufcular Fis 
bres of the Carotide Arteries from whofe Branches the Blood iffues 
at the Noftrils are freed from the Gonvulfion which they often 
fall into. 

2. To withdraw the courfe of the Blood from the Nofttils, 
fometimes it’s proper to open a Vein in the Arm, or Foot, for 
the more Blood is carried by the Arteries to the place where 
a Vein is open’d, the lefs will flow to the Noftrils: Yet this 
Adminiftration does not always prove fo fuccefsful but its cons 
trary effect fometimes happens; as we have obferv’d before, where 
We treat of Spitting Blood: The reafon whereof is that the 
Veffels being fuddenly, and not fufficiently emptyed, draw ine 
to them again the difagreeing Humours before ejected, and ftag= 
nating within the Pores, by which the Blood is prefently ftirr’d 
up again to a greater Turgefcency for Eruption. 

3. Cold things apply’d to the Forehead and Temples , alfo 
to the Nape of the Neck where the Vertebral Arteries aicend, 
conftringe the Veffels, and fomewhat repre{s Or repel the Flux 
of Blood : But it is ill done of fome who advife topical cod- 
lers to be apply’d to the Jugular Veins, for this retarding the 


&/ 


courfe of the Blood in its return, caufes it to fow more plen- 
tifully out at the Noftrils : Moreover as to the ufual Way Of ape 
plying a Linnen-cloath or a Spunge dipt in Vinegar to the Share 
and Genitals, it gives relief only as a Ligature of the Members, 
viz. in as much as it hinders the return of the Blood of the 
Veins. A fudden and unexpected Sprinkling of cold water on 
the Face by ftriking a Terrour often {tops an Eruption of 
Blood. . 

4. Cupping-glafies applyed to the Hypochondres, Flanks, in 
Ward parts of the Thighs, and to the Soles‘of the Feet » have 
been accounted both by Ancient and Moderh Phyficians a fa 
mous Remedy for withdrawing an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noftrils. 

5. Frictions of the extream parts are commended in this af 
fect by fome Practitioners, which neverthele(s we judge not 10 
very good, nay fcarce fafe : For though they caufe a greater 
confluence of Blood to the Hands and Feet , yet they fo si 

celerate

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accelerate its return , that it endangers a more violent Sally of 
it to the Noftrils. 

6. Racutus Lufitanus among Revulfory Remedies propofes an 
actual Cautery to be apply’d to the Soles of both Feet, and. Cra- 
to the bending of the little Finger of the fame fide, which laft 
you may do well to try in regard it is done eafily.: Though 


-f do not advife fo of the other Remedy, unlefs the Cure by 


it were more certain, which might recompence the Pain, and 
Laimenefs that will enfue. 

7. ASwounding by what means foever caus’d, ftops prefent- 
ly for the moft part an Eruption of. Blood, be it never fo 
refractory ; Wherefore when perfons feiz’d with an Eruption 
of Blood and grown weak bv it are pull’d out of Bed , 
or if Blood be taken from them though in a fmall quantity 
by opening a Vein, they apprehending a danger in it, or if their 
Members are long bound, or they are fuddenly put in a fright 
with fome feigned Rumour, and upon any other occafion fall 
into a Swound, or a Fainting Fit, the Eruption of Blood from 
the Noftrills prefently ceafes: The reafon whereof is evident 
enough, becaufe as foon as the Motion of the Heart fails both 
the Blood and Spirits prefently rufh thither, fo that all oute 
ward Effufion is incontinently ftopt and that which before was 


immoderate does not begin afrefh. 


8. In the laft place we muft take a view of thofe Remedies 
for reprefling an Eruption of Blood from the Noftrils which are 
faidto work after an Occult manner, and by Sympathy, and An- 
tipathy: Of which kind chiefly are the Sympathetical Powder, 
made of Roman Vitriol Calcind to whitenefs by the Sun 


'in the Summer: Alfo a piece of the Wood of a Maiden or 


young Afh, cut about the moment that the Sun enters Taurus: 
The efficacy of which Remedy is attefted by many credible 
witneffes to have been prov’d in ftopping Eruptions of Bléod 
in wounded Souldiers during the late Civil Wars. So a dry’d 
Toad fewed up in a Silk Bag and worn on the Pit of the Sto- 
mack is faidto ftop any Flux of Blood, and to prevent its 
return. 

There are many other famous Medicines for ftopping Blood, 
whofe operation is wont to be referrd to Occult caufes, and 
to tome fecret Vertue: As Neck-laces of the Blood-ftone worn 
about the Neck, alfo U/nea, or the mofs of a Mans Skull car- 
ried in the hand: Epithems of the Leaves of Netles ftampt and 
apply d to the Soles of the Feet, andthe Palms of the Hands ; 
which Empirical Adminiftrations being to be try’d without trou- 
ble or charge, we have no reafon to reject them, efpecially 
fince ina dangerous cafe we ought to leave nothing unattempted, 
and, 
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and in regard that thofe applications may do good fometimes 
in this refpect, that they fortify the imagination of the Pas 
tient. 

Whilft thefe outward Adminiftrations are usd for repelling 
or withdrawing the Flux of Blood from the Noftrils, let Topicks 
alfo be put into the Noftrils to clofe the Gaping Mouths of 


the Veflels, for which ufe Injettions of Liquid things, Pledgets 


Powders to be blown in, and Fumes are wont to be prefcribd, 
which failing of effect we muft come at lait to Efcharoticks, 

9. Amongft Liquids, a Solution of Vitriol made in fountain 
water, is accounted not only the chief, but as good as all the 
reft? Some boaft of this as of a great fecret, and an infalli- 


ble ftopper of Blood: Indeed the fame apply’d to a frefh Wound, | 


for as. much as by corrugating the extremities of the cut Vet 


fels. it clofes them, it keeps back the Flux of Blood and power | 


fully ftops it: But in regard in an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noftrils ( where the Blood‘is convey'd to the gaping Mouths 
of the Arteries and ought to be receivd by the Veins, this 


application clofes thefe as well, or rather than thofe, it does here 


little, or no good at all, as I have often known ittryd. This 
Medicine is prepar’d of green. Vitriol, vzz. the Hungarian, or of 
that of our own Country, alfo of the Factitious Vitriol of Mars 
diffolv’d. ina fufficient quantity of fountain water. I know fone 


commend a Solution of Roman Vitriol, which they are-wont} 


to ufe not only by miecting it, but by applying it Syme 
pathetically. to. a Bloody Linnen-cloath: J have alfo knowna 
Water prepar’d, of an Infufion of white Vitriol with Bole and 
Camphire usd ficcefsfully to. Wounds, and often to other E- 
ruptions of Elood. 

But in. regard a water injected into the Noftril does not ftick 
enough to the Mouths of the Veffels, but is wafht away by 
the Bloods breaking forth before it can exertits Vertue; there= 
fore it is better either that a Stiptick Powder be blown into 
it; or that a Pledget. dipt in the water of Vitriol be thruft in- 
to the Noftril to the upper part of it, either by it felf, or ftrewd 
with. an. Aftringent Powder. Many Stiptick Powders and of 
divers. kinds. are wont, to be prefcribd for this purpofe : I coms 
monly uwfe either Crocus Marts Calcin'd to the higheft rednets; 
or the. Powder of Vitriol Camphorated, or a Vitviolick Soot ferapt 
from the: bottom of an old Brafs Kettle, the Powder of which 
I have often try’d with fuccefs in this cafe. In obftinate Hx 
morrhagies and not, yielding to other Remedies, let a Pleaget 
having on its top-a Cauftick Colcother be thruft up into the No= 
ftrils as far.as it will go, that the little Mouths of the Veffels be 
ing burnt, and covered with an Efchar, all Eruption of Blood 
may 
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may be prefently ftopt. There are many other Errhines famous ” 
amongdt Practitioners for ftopping Blood,as Hogs-dung thruft up 
into the Noftrils, which is thought meerly by the Naftinefs of 
ts Odour to repel the Blood ready to burft forth: Alfo the 
Fume of the Blood dropping on a red-hot Iron and return’d 
up into the Noftrils, the Powder of which alfo when burnt is 
blown up into them. U/nea or the growing Mofs on a Mans Scull 
which has not been inter’d is highly commended by fome for 
this effect, 

So much of outward Remedies for ftopping Bleeding ; whofe 
Vertue ought likewife to be promoted by inward things feafon= 
ably given and cooperating. | 

Qherefore a thin Dyet being prefcrib’d, and the. Patient. or= 
deredeto keep himfelf in an erect pofture, or not mitch leaning 
back , whilft the forefaid Adminiftrations are orderly, apply’d, 
let Medicines appropriated to the fame end be preicrib'd alfo 
fo be inwardly taken: Remedies of this kind haye two chief 


 fcopes , viz. Firft to caufe the Blood being kept within its 
i Veflels to be quictly Circulated, its Effervefcence,whether happning 
| through its Accenfion or Fernientation, being fuppreft. Secondly, 


| to retard by fit Remora’s, the violent Motion of the Heart, 
| driving round the Blood too rapidly, 


1. The firit intention requires thofe kinds of Medicines which 
fupprefs the too great Accenfion of the Blood; and appeafe its 
py undue Fermentation ; for which ufes I am wont to prefcribe 


, the following. 
| Take the waters of Plantain, red Poppies, Purflain, and of the 


Spawn of Froggs of each four Ounces, Syrup of Water-lillies two 
Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram; mix them, make a Fulape, the Dofé 
4s three Ounces thrice or four times a Day: 

Take Barley-water two Pounds, red Rofe-leaves a handful; Spirit 
of Vitriol as muclr as will give wt a grateful Acidity, or about 
half a Dram, make a warm Infufion for extracting the Tinéture,

Take Leaves of fiinging Nettles, and of Plantain of éach three 
handfuls, being bruis'd pour to them of Plantain water four Ounces;

Take Laidanum Cydoniated a Dram, the Dofe is fifteen Drops 
twice a Day in a proper Vebhicie. 

So much of an immoderate Eruption of Blood and its Cure, 
whilft it happens’ without a’Fever, but when it happens in a 
Fever, and muft be ftay’d becaufe of too much lofs of Blood, 
it is either Critical , growing to be immoderate by reafon of 
fome Accident, to which the Method and Medicines even now 
prefcrib’d'may ‘be’ accommodated ; though with fome’ caution 
anda due refpect to the State of the Fever: Or itis meerly Symp- 
tomatical, which hapning “in a Malignant, or Spotted-fever, 
the Small-pox, Meazles, or Plague, it {carcely either can orought 
to be repell’d: or ftopt by the forefaid Remedies: For letting 
Blood is not’ proper; repelling Topicks, alfo cooling Julapes or 
Decoctions, or Narcoticks have no place : Ihe chief intention 
of Curing will be to change the Eruption of Blood into a sweat, 
for upon raifing a gentle Sweat, the Flux of Blood, if it De 
not éxtreamly dangerous, ceafes of its own accora.

Of Stopping Bleeding, IQ Y 
and. rules particularly for them :-Concerning the latter the chief 
queltion is whether we ought to keep thofe that are {eiz’d With 
an Eruption of Blood either in Bed, or out of it: It’s an un- 
queftion’d thing Ahat thofe that are weak, and fubject to fay 
often into Swounding Fits, ought not to be ftird from Bed, 
unlefs haply it be to try a Cure (as we have intimated before - 
As to others that are not fo weak, we fay thus, thofe whofe 
Blood has not an eafy Tranfpiration by reafon of the Confti- 
pation of the Pores, and upon its being put in a ftronger Moe 
tion by the heat of the Bed is difpos’d to greater Turgefcen- 
cies, and tl Eruptions, it will be good for them not only to 
{tay out of Bed, while Bleeding, but likewife fometimes to be 
coold by outward Applications in the. whole habit of the Body, 
or at leaftwife in moft of its Members: Wherefore Fabritins

| Fiildanus relates how he prefently Curd one of a violent Bleed- 
ping at Nofe, after many ordinary Remedies try’d in vain, by 
{ putting him into a Veflel of cold water: With the like fuc- 
j cefs alfo Riverius having ordered another affected in like man- 
) ner to be taken forth of hisBed, and laid ona Woolen Rugg 
(in the Floor, fomented his whole Body with Linnen-cloaths 


Wetted in an Oxicrate: Yet this method is not generally proper 
for all Perfons , and at all times: But on the contrary thofe 


p Whofe Blood being of a free Tranfpirable difpofition, and en- 
) JOying open Pores, readily evaporates, and is wont upon any 


moderate ambient heat to be refolv’d into Sweat, and confe- 
quently to become more calm, it’s good for fuch to continue 
in Bed, not only whilft Bleeding, but as long as that Eruption 
is in danger of returning in a fhort time after: For this rea- 
fon it is that many Perfons fubject to violent Eruptions. of Blood 
live free from that Diftemper during the Summer, whilft they 
have a free Tranfpiration, but when the cold of the Winter 


' preffes them, their Pores being ftopt , they undergo more. fre- 


quent and dreadful Fits of it. : 

3. The third Indication. being for Prefervation ,. which re- 
garding theremoval of the caufe of the Diftemper, either hin- 
ders the Eruptions of Blood , or renders them lefs frequent 
or lefs confiderable , fuggefts to us thefe two chief intents of 
Curing : wz. Firlt , that the Blood being reftord to ‘its due 
Temperament and Mixture, be quietly circulated within its Vef- 
fels without Turgefcencies and Eruptions 5. And Secondly, that 
the Blood Veffels be kept in their due State as to their Con- 


formations of their little Mouths, and the Tones of their Muf- 
cular Fibres, fothat thofe Veffels neither caufe thofe diforderly 
Sallyes of the Blood to the Head, or give way to its Eruption 
from the Noftrils ; For both thefe ends, in the ficft placelet the 
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Redundancy of the Blood, atid its great foulnefs be provided 4- 
gain{t by a feafonable Adminiftration of Phlebotomy and Purga- 
tion; and then forprocuring and preferving its right Temperament 
let the following Alteratives be given in fit feafons for Phyfick. 

Take Conferve of red Rofes, and of the wild Rofe, of each three 
Ounces, Powder of all the Saunders, of each half a Dram, of Co= 
val prepar'd a Dram, of the reddeft Crocus of Mars two Drams, 
Sal Prunella four Scruples. With a fufficient quantity of Syrup of 
Coral , make an Elettuary, take early in the Morning , and going 
toBed the quantity of a Chefnut either by it felfs or Drinking af- 
ter it of the folowing diftilld water three Ounces. 

Take of the tops of Cypre[s and Tamarisk of each eight handfuls, 
tops of St. John’s-wort and of Horfe-tayl of eaci four handfuls, all 
the Saunders bruisd, of each an Ounce , Pith of White-bread tio 
Pounds, being flict very fmall pour to them of New-mulk eight 
Pounds, diftill tt with common Organs: Sweeten each Dofe as you 
take it with a fufficient quantity of the Syrup of the Fuice of Plan- 
tain. 

Take Leaves of Plantain, Brooklimes, and flinging Netéles of cach 
four handfuls , being bruisd pour to them of the foregoing water 
balf a Pound, {malt Cinnamon water tivo Ounces, exprefs it ftronge 
fy 5 the Dofe zs three or four Ounces in the Morning at nine of 
the clock, and at five in the Afternoon. 

Let Medicines of this kind be taken Spring and Fall for twenty 
or thirty Days, giving fometimes a gentle Purge between whiles ; 
But in the Summer let Mineral Chalybeat waters be Drunk for 
a Month, than which there is not a more excellent Remedy in 


this cafe. I fhall now give you an example of one Cured of 


an Eruption of Blood, whofe cafe was fomewhat particular. 

I was lately fent to for advice for a Gentleman living. far 
of who had been troubled a good while with frequent and vio-= 
lent Eruptions of Blood , fometimes from the Noftrils , fome: 
times from the Hemorrhoids ; this perfon had been often let 
Blood by the advice of his friends, but found no good there- 
by, nay moft commonly after opening a Vein falling into cold 
Sweats, and Swounding Fits, and till as liable to Eruptions of 
Blood, he was wont to be much worfe; To this Perfon (not 
having feen him) I prefcrib’d Julapes, and cooling Decoctions; 
and Anodyns, alfo Juicy expreflions of Herbs, and ‘other things 
to cool the Blood, but thefe things alio ( as though all yet 
were far from the mark.) had nothing a better, fuccefs ; at length 
being calld into the country to fee him, I found the affect with 
which he was feiz‘d to be meerly or chiefly Convulfive, for the 


Blood breaking forth daily, his Pulfe was weak , his Extream. 


parts cold, and all the Veffels were fallen, as though too ns 
; cone | emptied 
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emptied : Moreover the Patient was troubled with a continual 
Giddinefs, and’a Trembling of the Heart, and was taken now and 
then with Swounding Fits,or with the apprehenfion of it: Truly it 
“was fo far from it that the Blood fhould break forth of the 
) Veffels by reafon of any Redundancy or Turgefcency, that ras 
ther on the contrary its. Current was fo extreamly low and fmall, 
that it feem’d fcarce able to maintain the Stream of Circulation > 
But the thing was, that often in a Day he fentibly perceivd 
“fomewhat cn a fudden to pafs privately fometimes up, and 
' fometimes down his Body like a wind, and for the moit part ari 
r Eruption of Blood from the Noftrils or Hemorrhoids followed 
: the Tendency of that Motion. So that it was eafy hence to 
| conclude, that the moving Fibres of the Blood Veffels, by which 
" they are contracted, being feiz’d with Convulfions, drew fuddenly 
\ every way in a diforderly mannér the Stream of the Blood, as 
i fmall and low as it was, and forct it now and then to an 
Eruption: Which alfo was the eafier done, becaufe the Lax 
and Gaping Mouths of the Veffels permitted the Blood dri- 
# ven to them to flow forth without any due ftay: A Method 
# of Cure ordered purfuant to this Atiology confirm‘d it by its 
if good fuccefs; For Bleeding, and the ufe of Blood-{topping Me- 
f dicines being thenceforwards omitted , I prefcrib’d the ufe of 
the following Powder whereof he took a Dofe every fixth hour 
# with a proper Julape. 
§ ‘Take Powder of the Roots of Male Peony, red Coral, and Pearl 
| of cach a Dram, Ivory, Crabbs Eyes, Blood-ftone, of each half a Dram,

I farther ordered that Ligatures fhould be us‘d in due courle 
to certain places, and now and then to others as occafion re= 
quir’d, both to ftop, and to intercept the Convulfions of, the 

" Veffels: And by thefe Remedies and ways of Adminiftrations he 
' foon grew well without any Relapfe. 
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Aving treated of the Emiffion, and ftopping of the Blood, 
. & according to occafion, there remain certain other Humours, 
to wit the Nervous and Nutritious Humours, and likewife the 
Serous and other Excrementitious ones which are wont to a= 
bound within the Brain, Nerves , and within the Nervous and 
Flefhy Fibres, and even in the Pores of the Skin, and of the 
Solid parts , which being often depraved or letted in their Mo= 
tion, require an Emiffion, being otherwife apt to prove greatly 
prejudicial , and often to caufe dangerous Diftempers : Where= 
fore for a feafonable prevention of affects arifing, or which are 
apt to arife from fuch caufe , Phyfick has found out certain 
other Emiffaries to derive immediately, or mediately the fore= | 
{aid Humours. from the parts and places where they prove’ 
offenfive - And thofe Emiffaries are either continual, UZ. Iffues 
of various kinds , which as everlafting Sources continually dif’ 
charge that Ichor or Excrementitious Humidity 5 or they are 
Yemporary; when upon occafion the Scarf Skin being removd 
in fome part of the Body, the extremities of the Veflels in’ 
the Skin are laid naked, and withal fo irritated, that they dif 
charge in a great abundance Serous Humours of a various Ori- 
gine and Nature, and continue fo too Evacuate them for fome 
time, fometimes longer, and fometimes a fhorter while. Now! 
fuch a manner of drawing forth Serous Humours from the Ex=" 
teriour Surface of the Body, or of fome certain part of it 1S 
wont to be effected by Medicines call’d by the Ancients Phe- 
migms, or Synapifms , by the Modern Veficatories 3 of which ( be- 
caufe their knowledge prepares the way to the Dodtrine of 
Iflues ) we fhall in the firft place treat here, and fhall parti- 
cularly infiit on the explication of thefe three things, vsz. fir 
it fhall be thewn of: what fub{tances, and after what manner 
ordered, Veficatories are prepard. Secondly, they being of va- 
rious kinds, we fhall declare what are the ways and manners 
of working in each, or at lea{t in the chief of them; And 
Thirdly, we-fhall enquire for the Cure of what fort of affects 
they ought to be usd, and to what places apply d. 
t. As to the firft, the moft fimple Blifterers are either Fire; 
or 
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or Solid Bodies, or Liquors endtied with Fiery Particles ,, which 


heverthelefs are feldom put to this ufe by reafon of the Terrour 


they give, and the Imminent danger left being roughly apply’d 


they do not fo much Blifter the Scarf-skin , as burn both this 
and the Skin, and other parts: . What therefore is more fafe 
and lefs to be dreaded , let Epithems made of Concrets which 


have fmart Particles, or (as is faid ) Potentially Fiery, be ap- 


ply d to the places to be Bliftered ; which being either more 
mild were call’d by the Ancients Phenigms, becaufe the Scarf- 
skin being remov’d they made the part red: Or in refpect of 
the matter they were call’d Synapifms, and were wont to be 
prepard of Muftard, Pigeons-dung, Squills bruisd, Garlick , Milk 
of the Fig-tree , and the like; or they were more ftrong and 
for the moft part confifted of Euphorbium , Cantharides, Flam- 
mula Fovis, Batrachion, water Plantain, with: many other things, 
Which being endowd with a certain Burning.or Corrofive qua- 
lity are outwardly apply d for the faid ufe; but inwardly taken 
are Poyfonous and often Mortal. 

The Compofitions and Forms of  Blifterers are manifold and 


sof fundry forts: Though one, or two , and: the more. fimple 


the better, may fuffice here, and in moft cafes it’s all one which 
you ufe: According to our wont we’ fhall here fet down fome 
of the more felect, and moft ufeful prefcripts of thefe forts of 
Medicines : And to fay little‘here of .Dropax's, Synapifms, and 


| Phenigms, which are now in a manner out of ufe: Almoft all 
» Veficarories at this time made ufe of, have Canthayidesfor. their 


Bafis. 


|- «Take Powder of Cantharides from half a Dram to.a Dram, Pow- 


der of ‘Ameos-feed a Scruple: Stale Leaven wrought with Vinegar 
what’ fuffices ; make a Mafs for a Playfter , fpread part of it on 
“Leather, and apply it to the ac for twelve bours.: This works 
infallibly and ftrongly enough 5 but becaufe itis not compact and 
fiicking, but 1s apt to flide from the place where it is put, or to 
crumble , therefore for a more convenient ‘application the following 
aa very well, and is now every where. in. ufe. among(t moft per- 
ons. 

Take Cantharides three Drams, Euphorbium half a Dram, Potw- 
der of Ameos-feeds a Dram, Melilot Playfter what fuffices 5 let them 
be incorporated with .a warm hand, ufing as much of the Powder 
as. the Mafs of Playfter will receive. Let a: fufficient quantity of 
this be fpread on Leather , and be applyd. for twelve or fixteen 
hours. 

Some ufe to incorporate as much: of, the. faid Powder with 
Burgundy-pitch as it. will receive, and.to fpread it on Leather, 
and. then to cover the edges of this Playlter. with another 
Mais 
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Mafs of: Playfter, made of Powder of red Saunders incorpo. 
rated with Burgundy-pitch, fo adminiflwing a Dropax and 
Veficatory together : Moreover by applying continually the 
faid Playfter to the place rubified and ulcerated after the 
Scarf-skin is Bliftered and remov’d,~and by wiping it clean 
only once or twice a Day, and prefently applying it again, they 
make the little Ulcers, raisd by Bliftering, to run as long gg 
they pleafe, nay fometimes above a Month, and to difchargeg 
great plenty of Ichor, or Excrementitious Humidities, 

~' Others few up Cantharides bruis’d and {prinkled with Vines 
gar‘in a little Bag of very fine Silk, and apply them to the place 
to be Bliftered, 

Some Empiricks inftead of Cantharides lay on the place to 
be Bliftered a Mafs of the Leaves of Batrachion, or Flammulg- 
Fouis bruis’d, by which the Scarf-skin being Bliftered , or ra- 
ther eaten away, the Skin it felf, as if toucht with an aetual 
Fire, is often mightily inflam’d, and deeply ulcerated 5 whence 
not only a great difcharge of Ichor , but fometimes an Inflam: 
mation of the whole Member, and a Feverifh Difpofition en 
fae , wherefore thofe things muft not be us’d without com 
fideration. | 

2. If we enquire into the manner and way how thefe and 
other Veficatories operate, Firft we muft thew after what 
manner actual Fire, and things endued with Particles »~proceeding 
from Fire, caufe a Bliftering ; and then by an eafy Analogy we 
fhall come to know the force and manner of working of thofe 
forts of Medicines which are faid to contain a Potential Fire: 
Therefore concerning the former we obferve that Fiery Par- 
ticles , not apply’'d too roughly , Penetrating the Scarf-skin 
without Solution of Continuity, enter the Skin it felf, where 
the extremities of the Blood Veflels, Nerves, and Nervous Fi- 
bres , are terminated 5 and there altering thefe from their Po- 
fition, wreft them fundry ways, and pervert the Conformation 
of the whole Texture of the Skin: So that from all the VeF 
fels being mightily irritated, a Watery Humour fill’'d with Fiery 
Particles, and therefore rejected both from the Blood, and from 
the Nervous Juice, is voided in a great abundance: That Lym- 
pha, becanfe it cannot pafs through the Scarf-skin , feparates it 


‘from the Skin and raifes it into a \Blifter. 


Hence it will be eafy to underftand after what manner Ve 
ficatories perform their operation : vzz. Cantharides (and fo all 
other things cf the fame vertue ) being outwardly apply, and 
coming to be made warm by the Effiveia’s of the part they 
lie on, and fo ftirr’d up to exert their force, emit from them 


4 great plenty of Smart and Fiery Particles as it were, which

i) Certain weak, or tender Ductus’s. Hence many after the ufe of 
i) great or many Veficatories having their Urinary paflages there- 
iby affected with an Acrimony or Erofion, get a Strangurie 
i) Which in fome is moft fharpe and intolerable: Again in o- 
# thers troubled with the Stone that application fometimes cau- 
y fes Bloody Urine: Hence alfo it may be fufpected, that tender 
Lungs, or fuch as are inclin’d to a Confumption, may be much 
» endangered by the outward application of this Medicine : Which 
) neverthelefs I have not hitherto known happen to any; but 
 yather on the contrary I can teftifie by frequent trials that .it 
’ rather proves to their advantage than to their prejudice: For 
! the fmart Particles of the Catharides, upon long application 
" being fometimes plentifully imbib’d by. the Blood, infect its 
» whole Serum ; which Latex neverthelefs fo aculeated , as long 
| as it is mixt with the Balfamick Blood, offends no parts but 
| being feparated from it by the Reins, it fometimes hurts them, 
/and often not only twitches the Neck of the Bladder with its 
» Acrimony,but fometimes Corroding it fetches thencea Miicus,and 
§ little Schims,and even Blood it felf : But in the Mafs of Blood,thofe 
sfame fharpe Salino Volatile Particles often do great good; be- 
)caufe they deftroy the fixt. and acid Salts in it, and likewife 
SOpen the tooclofe Texture of the Blood, and fo caufe its gi 
| D d an 
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and other Motbifick Particles before faft bound in it, to be 
leparated from it, and to be readily fent forth by Urine and 
Sweat’; hence in Fevers, Veficatori¢s long apply’ d caule a large 
Evacuation by Urine and a free Sweat : Moreover the fame open 
the Ob{tructed paflages, and itir up the Portions of the Blood 
and Serum ftagnating in any place, or extravafed, and reltore 
them to Citculation: Wherefore they are wont to do good 
not only in Diftempers of the Serum , but alfo of the Blood, 
nay in the Pleurifie , Peripneumonia, and in any other Fevers 
whattoever. 

Hitherto having fhewn after what manner Veficatories work, 
firft on the Spirits, and then on the Humours and Solid parts ; 
I muft next {et down their effects both good and evil; alfo 
the manner of ufing them: That they work firft on the Spirits 
it is plain from hence, that they exert no power on the Dead :: 
And its an il Omen in very weak perfons when Veficatones 
do not work , becaufe it’s a fign that tne Animal Spirits are 
mightily dejected, or leffen’d in thetr {tore. 

Therefore to explain well the Energy, or Vertue of this Medi 
cine, we muft confider what Humours it evacuates, or alters” 
immediately or mediately : And then in what Difeafes, and in 
Bodies how difpos’d it does good or hurt. 

As to the firit, the Humours immediately let forth bya 
Veficatory partly iffue from the Pores and Glands of the Skin, 7 
and partly from the Mouths of the little Arteries, and partly 
from the extremities of the Nervous Fibres; haply fome littley 
of the Juice frefh receiv’d may be caft back again from the little 
Mouths of the Veins, though much of it cannot : The Humours > 
mediately voided by a Veficatory are thofe which the forefaid

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pwith good iuccefs not only for correcting the Blood it 
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forth by the faid Mouths of the Arteries, and with it other 
Excrements, and fometime the. Morbid matter it felf ina large 
meafure : Hence in Malignant Fevers, nay and in fome Putrid 
Fevers of a difficult Crifis, when the Refufe and Cor- 
ruptions of the Blood unapt for feparation threaten the Prx- 
cordia, or Brain-veficatories deriving it forth continually and by 
degrees, often give great relief; To which may be added that 
the fame alfo-(as;we have hinted before) alter and reftore the 
Blood degenerated: or deprav’d, as to its Salts, and likewife by 
opening or rarifying its Texture, difpofe it to a Eucrafy : Where- 
fore this kind of Remedy often. agrees excellently. well, not 
Only in a Feverifh State of the Blood, but likewife when it is 
otherwife vitiated, or Cacochymical. 

3. Reafon and Experienee convince us that Veficatories draw 


we-trom the extremities of the Nerves, and Nervous Fibres the 


Latex contain’d within their Ductus’s, and free it from Stag- 
Nation, and that they exagitate the Heterogeneous Particles 
mixt with that Latex, and deriving them from the Brain c Onvey 
them forth, whence they are found. of excellent ufe in Con- 
vulfive affects. 

From thefe things we may gather for the Cure of what Dit 
eafes this kind of Remedy is chiefly conducing 5 for in order 
to an Evacuation from the Pores and Glands of the Skin as 
Often as a Serous, fharpe or otherwife offenfive Humour is 
gathered together in or near them, and being excluded from Ci;- 
culating with the Blood obftinately fticks there, certainly there 
is no readier, or eafier way of, clearing the fame forth than 
by applying a Veficatory: on: or beneath the place affected ; 
wheretore it is not only indicated in: an Anafarca, and all Cu- 
-taneous foulneffes.and breaking forth; but a Veficatory is like- 
wile requir'd in ’Pains either of the Gout, or Scurvy any where 
fixt in the outward habit of the Body, or in fome Member. 

Secondly, Veficatories. are. always us’d in Malignant.Fevers in 
refpect of the .Blood ; both to Purge it by: degrees. from al} 
Heterogeneous and Morbifick matter, and to alter it from its

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Wherefore in Head-aches, Vertigo’s, and Sleepy affects this ig 
a known and vulgar. Remedy ; and fo in a Catharrh , and any 
Defluxion either into the Byes, Nofe, Palate, or Lungs, every 
rdinary Man Prefcribs Cantharides for a Revulfory without ad- 
vifing with a Phyfitian. I muft own that my felf having been 
often feiz'd with a violent Cough accompanied with much and 
thick Spittle (to which 1 am Originally inclin’d) have not found 
more good from any Medicine than from Veficatories; theres 
fore I am wont when that Diftemper preffes, firft to apply Blifter- 
ing-plaifters on the. Vertebre of the Neck, then thofe little 
Ulcers being heal’d, Lapply them behind the Ears, and afters 
wards if need requires on the Shoulder-blades ; for fo the Ses 
rous Filth breaking forth in abundance from the diffolv’'d Tex- 
ture of the Blood, is deriv’d from the Lungs, nay and the mix- 7 
ture of the Blood fooner recovers its Crafis, its irregular Salts 7 
being by this means dettroyed. 3 
3. In refpect of the Humour to be evacuated or derivd 
from the Genus Nervofum and the Brain it felf, Epifpafticks 
as they are of moft common ufe in Sleepy, Convulfive , and 
Pain-caufing affects, fo they often prove mighty beneficial 3 
Was ever any one fei2z’d witha Lethargy, Apoplexy, or Falling- 
ficknefs, but prefently his Freinds or Attendants, though never | 
fo ignorant, flead his Skin with Cantharides ? In ‘ftrange Con 
vulfive Motions, ufually afcrib’d to no lefs than Witchcratt, Da% 
have applyd Veficatories with great fuccefs to many parts 
of the Body together, and by renewing them now and then 
in frefh places, I have,continued them above a Month ; Again 
fixt and cruelly tormenting Pains in the Membranous parts are 
feldom Curd without this Adminiftration ; For fometimes Hits 
mours and Morbifick Particles, which being throughly radis 
cated, yield not at all to Catharticks, or Medicines working 
by Sweat, or Urine, feem to be utterly rooted out by Vefica- 
tories, laying hands, as it were, on the Difeafe. | . 
Yet this Remedy though very general, does not work fo rea= 
dily and fuccefsfully in, fome Difeafes and Conftitutions 5 where- 
fore we muft not ufe it inconfiderately, or indifferently to all 
perfons ; for thofe that have the Stone, and are fubject to fre 
quent and great Fits of the Strangury icarce ever undergoe its 
application without prejudice. Wherefore in perfons fo affected 
we mut not ufe Veficatories but in Malignant Fevers, or i 
Acute Difeafes of the Head to prevent-a greater Mifcheif. 
As to the various Temperaments and Conftitutions of Men, 
in refpect of which Veficatories agree or diffagree, more or les:

nough without any Difyry or great Inflammation of the place 
Bliftered, and then heal of their own accord ° Which effect 
happens only ina Blood of a good Temperament , where 
the Salt and Sulphur being in a moderate. quantity and ina 
due fiate, there is a good plenty of Serum 5 whofe Latex. re~ 
ceding readily and in a copious manner from the reft of the 
Blood takes with it the fmart Particles of the Medicine im- 
bib’d, and partly diftills them forth by the place Bliftered ; and 
partly conveys them out by the Urinary paffages without of: 
fending them: On this account alfo thofe good effects before 
mention’d are produc’t in the Mafs of Blood. | 

But Secondly, this Medicine does neither agree, nor work well 
With others, for it makes the place on which it is apply d mighty 


‘red, or rather excoriats it with a violent Pain, and a great In= 


flamation : And yet the little Sores there made, though they 
torment the Patient a good while, caft forth but a very little 
Ichor, or fcarce any at all: Moreover in thofe to whom Blifter- 
ing always proves fo torturing, a cruel Stangury for the moft 
part fiucceeds it: This troublefome and withal unprofitable ufe 


‘of Veficatories happens very frequently to Men of a hot and 
‘cholerick Temperament, whofe Blood contains Salt, and Sul- 


phur, ina great plenty, and but a little Serum, which 1s wholly 
tainted with the others: Wherefore when its Latex which ought 
to carry off the fmart Particles of the Medicine, does not part 


sreadily, nor in a plentiful manner from the reft of the Blood 


(to with them away prefently) thofe Particles ftill fticking in 
the Skin, Taint and Poyfon, as it were, the Blood in its paf- 
fage, and being thereby hindred in its Circulation , they caufe 


it to gather together and ftagnate within the extremities of the 


Veffels, whereby they are inflan’d: Moreover the Serous Latex 
at length feparated by the Reins, being but in a fmall quantity 
and fharpe of it felf, and made more fharpe by the Particles 
of the Medicine, irritate the Neck of the Bladder , and often 
corrodeit with its Acrimony. 

There remains a Third, though more rare cafe, of perfons Blift- 
ered, in whom the little Sores raisd in the Skin prefently pour 
forth the Serous Humour in fuch abundance, that there is f{treight 
way need of repelling Medicines, and fuch as clofe the Mouths 
of the Veffels; otherwife upon the too great Efflux of waters 
a Diffolution of the ftrength, and a failing of the Spirits are 
endangerd to enfue: I have known this to have happen’d fo 
conftantly in fome, that they were forc't for the time to come 
to abftain from the ufe of Cantharides, how great foever the 
the | , vy of sci 
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need were of them: The reafon of whieh feems to be that 
the Blood being endowed with an Overefalt aud fharpe Serum 
had its Texture too eafy to be -diffolv’d: Befides this reat 
Fifflux of Serum rais’d upon the firft application of a Vefica- 
tory, 1t hapning fometimes late in Malignant Fevers, and jn 
Others of an ill or no Crifis, and continuing for fome time, 
wholly drains the Morbifick matter, and often frees the Patient 
from the very Jaws of Death : In fuch a cafe after that the 
little Sores have voided little, or an indifferent quantity of Is 
chor the firft Days, at length nature attempting a Crifis this 
Way, a vait. quantity:of Serous-filth flows from the fame; and 
fo: continues: to flow forth for many Days, nay fometimes Weeks, 
till the Patient lookt' upon before as given over, recovers his 
perfect Health: As it. is not eafy to heal the little Sores fo 
flowing in abundance, fo it is not fafe to do it before the 
whole:Seminal .Root of thé Difeafe be fpent: Not long finee 
a famous Dr. of), Phyficly of Londom recovering with much @ 
doé of a Malignant Fever, had in many parts of his Body places 
Blifteted, daily diftilling forth a plenty of Ichor, after. fome 
time (they being. troublefome and tedious to him) he apply’ 
{trong Repercuffives to. them all, and fo prefently ftopt all Iflue 
of. Matter: Thofe Sources had been {carce ftopt two Days, but 
falling into a Relapfe.of his Difeafe, on a fudden he was feiz'd 


with .a:Languor of the Spirits, and frequent Fainting Fits, with 
a cold Sweat,: acd alow and weak Pulfe; and-not being 
able to be reliev'd by.any, Remedies, however cordial they were, 
he died within. three Days: The. caufe:of which feems to be 
that. the Malignant matter fuddenly ftruck back into the Nervys 
of the Heart s whofe action being therehy hindred, the Vital 
Function foon: fail’d, 
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Eficatories differ from Iffues in this, that thefe.are ordered 

for longer continuance. Moreover the former for the moft 
Part being requifite in. Acute Difeafes and others, whofe More 
bid matter requires a fpeedy removal, regard chiefly the taking 
away of the Conjunct caufe of the Difeafe, and therefore are 
made Of a good breadth, but fuperficial withal, that fuch run- 
ning Sores being large may evacuate much Matter, and. then 
be eafily Curd: But on the contrary Iffues being chiefly in- 
dicated for Prefervation, are defign’d for removing, or over- 
coming the Procatarctick caufe of the Diftemper: Wherefore 
they confilt of a narrower, but deeper Orifice, made through 
‘the whole thicknefs of the Skin, fo that letting forth the Mor- 


Pbifick matter ftill in lefs quantity, they derive it farther, and 


continue longer to empty it forth. 

Concerning Iffues there are thefe three chief heads of enquirie 
wiz. Firft what Humours chiefly thofe Emiffaries evacuate, and 
twhence they derive them. Secondly, mm what Difeafes and 
Conftitutions they agree better, or worfe 5 And Thirdly, in 
“what places, after what Form, and with what Inftruments they 
‘ought to be made. 


1. As to the former, Iffues in like manner as Veficatories 
Purge forth all Humours within the Skin, though lying in a 
lefs compafs, or fuch as are convey d throughit both from the 
Sangui-ferous and Nervous Veflels; nor do they only like Ve- 
ficatories irritate and draw from the outward Superficies of 
the Skin, but. perforating the whole Skin, convey forth what- 
foever flows from the fides of the Orifice through the broken 
Veffels, and whatever comes from elfewhere under the hole: 
Wherefore not only the Humours gatherd together within the 
Pores and Glands of the Skin, or convey d, thither by the Ar- 
teries and Nerves flow to Iffues, but moreover the-Serous Ex- 
crements under the Skin, which are wont to be convey’d., or 
to pats from place to place through the Interftices of the Mutcles 
and Membranes, tend to them from all parts, and there. find 


B their way forth. Again, an Iffue made in a fit place antici- 
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pates Morbifick Humours, which are wont to be conyeyd to 
parts 
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parts that are weak, and long afflicted, and fo frees fometimes 
this part, fometimes that, from their Incurfion : Hence the Gouty, 
or Nepbritick, or Colick, nay fometimes the Paralitick , of 
Scorbutick matter is intercepted by !fues in its paflages from 
its Sources to the Weakned places or Receptacles 5 and fo the 
ufual Fits of the Difeafe being evaded, is convey'd forth: And 
this Emiffary even as Trenches cut for draining Fenny mois 
ftures, empties forth by degrees’ Humours fticking in any part 
or region of the Body, and there doing hurt, and fo it pre 
vents or cures a Morbid Difpofition. | 

2. From thefe various ways of giving relief, with which Ie) 
fues are wont to do good in general its eafily gathered for what 
affects chiefly they are required 5 for though there be in aman 
ner no Difeafe, in which this Remedy either does hurt, or proves 
ufelefs, yet it feems more neceffary in fome cafes than in others; 
it’s prefctib’d even by the vulgar for almoft every Diftemper 
of the Head, both outward and inward: Every ordinary perfon 
advifes an Iffue above all things for the Convulfions of Infants 
and Children, for the Inflammation of their Eyes, their Swellings 
of the Kings-evil, and fo-for Headaches, Sleepy, Vertigious, Of 
Convulfive affects of Adult or Aged perfons: Nor is this Ree 
medy lefs extol’d againft Difeafes of the Breft 5 is there any 
one fubject to a Cough, Bloody or Confumptive-fpitting, or 
to an Orthopnea, who has not an Iffue made him P In like 
manner alfo Iffues are commended for affects of the Belly, there 
is fcarce any Hypochondriacal perfon, or Hyfterical Woman,and 4 
no Gouty or Caheci tical perfon but have their Skin piere t m more | 
places than a Lamprey. It would be a tedious thing to re 
count here particulary all the Djitempers for which Iffues are 
good. | | 

3. Neverthelefs this Remedy, however good and ufeful of it 
felf, does not agree with all, perfons, nor therefore muft it be 
indifferently prefcrib’d to”all: For there are two forts of Men, 
who thongh they happen to be fick, may be excus’d from 
fues ; becaufe this Emifary evacuates teo much in fome, and 
in others little, or le{s than it ought, and in the mean time1s 
mighty. painful and intolerable. 

An Iffue fometimes does not agree well becaufe it evacuates 
or {pends too much the Humour, or Spirits: For I Have ob-

Some order an Iffue to be burnt by a Cautery in the Co- 
ronal Suture, and recommend it for withdrawing the Humours 
and evacuating them from the Brain and its Envelopings: 
Though fome make a common Practice of this, yet 1 have 
found it not to have fucceeded well in many; fo that I have 
ordered many Iffues fo made on the Crown of the Head to 
be closd up, And this not without being taught by reafon 
and experience: For the Blood conveys much Filthy Matter 
towards the place where it ufes to difcharge its Excrements, 
and depofes it in the whole Neighbourhood, and efpecially im 
the part affected (as being weaker and more apt to receive 
them ) whence it-often happens that the Difeafe is rather in- 
creast than Curd: For the fame reafon, vz. to derive Hu- 
mours from the inward part of the Head outwards , others make 
Iffues in the Bregma on the Sagittal Suture, and others in the 
hinder part of the Head about the beginning of the Lambdowdes: 
But the fame exception lies againft thefe as againft the for 
mer. Certainly an Iffte made in the Arm much better air 
ticipates. the Morbifick matter which is wont to be deposd 
about the inner parts of the Head, i made in the Legg it 
revulfes it, and made_a little beneath the Head it derives tt 
thence. Hence for great affects of the Brain, and its Me 
ninges, in Infants and Children, we cut an Iffue on the Nape 
of the Neck: To Adult or Aged Perfons we apply a Cale 
ery on both fides the Spine betwixt the Shoulder-blades : And 
there we often make two Iffues capable of containing miany 
Peas with great fuccefs.

{ues in the Back do excellently well, not only in Difeates 
of the Head by evacuating and deriving the Morbifick mattth 
but tikewife in the Gout, Stone, and all Colicks, by anticipating 
the Matter that feeds the Difeafe, and intercepting it as it pafles 
to its lurking holes, which is plainly made appear by Expe 
riments and Obfervations made in perfons reliev’d by them. 

idues betwixt the Shoulder-blades are good for Difeates of 
the Breft ; alfo in the Arm, or Legg to evacuate or anticipate 
Humours flowing towards the Lunes, and to withdraw rhe 
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fame there depos’: That. an Iffue in the Thorax cut betwixt 
the Ribbs fometimes derives immediately the Confamptive mat= 
ter from the Lungs, we have. fhewn elfewhere. | 
' The Region of the Abdomen feems unfit to have an Iffue in 
any part of it : Neverthelefs the Practice of fome, though it 
be rare, is much-cried up, which order that a large Iffue ca- 
pable of containing many Peas, be burnt on the Region of the 
Spleen for al! hypochondriacal affects 5 I have known this done 
in, fome without any great good, cegtainly not enough to re- 
compence the trouble of fuch a Remedy. 

Some time fince, by an Iffuein the Groin I fuccefsfully Cur'd 
a mighty weaknefs and ache.in the Loins, not yielding to any 
other Remedies, and in.another perfon an’ inveterate Sciatica : 
For the Glandulous Emunctories feated in that place, imbibe 
a great ftore of Excrements of the Blood and Nervous Liquor, 
which if forthwith difcharg’d from them, and that in a con- 
tinued manner, it will conduce much to the freeing ‘of the 
Neighbouring parts from any Morbifick Seminal Root.

The Thigh being a large Membet feems fit enough for bear- 


ing many and large Iffues to evacuate Humours plentifully from 

the while Body,. yet it does not happen’ fo in many, partly 
becaule having a Figure too much déclining hike an inverted 
Cone, there is no convenient place.for binding to keep in the 
Pea; and partly becaufe a Solution of continuity made amongft 
the meetings of many Fendons, proves frequently Inflaming 
and Painful ; fo that it has.been found neceflary fometimes 
when an Iffue has been made there to caufe it prefently to be 
clofed up again to free the Perfon from Pain, and the trou- 
ble of Lamenefs : Though in fome it does better, becaufe an 
Inflammation does not always happen, to’ the place perfor- 
ated, and a Ligature apply’d to it, continues {tedtaft to thofe 
that ufe to Garter above the Knee. 

Moreover we muft not only, make choice of a At ‘part of 
the Body for an Iffue, but likewife of a fit place in the Mem- 
ber where it is made, which particularly requires’ the Judg- 
ment of a Phyfician, or skilful Chirurgion : For we muit be 
very careful ;that a Cautery or Incifion be not admitted over, 
or too near the Tendons or greater Veflels : Nor muft an 
Ife be made in the very Body of a Mutcle, but in the Space 
or Interftice betwixt the Mufcles; where the hole muft pafs 
the whole Skin.and fo much farther till the little Membrane of the 
Mufcle underneath be penetrated, wherefore this operation 1s 


“not to be committed indifcreetly to Quacks and others 1g- 


norant of Anatomy ; for upon an ill performance herein there 
enfues not only a.Fruftration of all good, but often great pre-

judices thence arife, nay fometimes even to the hazard of 
Life. 

Its needlefs for me here to defcribe the way of preparing 
and compounding a Cautery, or the figure and ufes‘of the In- 
cifion Inftrument for making Ifues, for thefe are commonly 
Known, yet it will not be amifs to difcourfe fomewhat here 
after, what manner we muft deal with the Symptoms which 
happen to thofe Emiffaries after they are made, and hinder of 
pervert their Energies. 

There being many and fundry forts of affects hapening to 
iffues, a Cure is not requir’d for them all, but only for thofe 
of greateft moment : Therefore in the firft place it is needed 
whenever an Inflammation happens to the part or place where 
it is. Secondly, if the Orifice voids more or Jefs Ichor than 
it ought. Thirdly, if the Sore be apt to dry up of its own 
accord, and now and then to be covered with a little Skin, 
or to grow rank with a Spungy Flefh growing up in its Cire 
cumference. As to the lefler detaults, as when the Sore bleeds 
often, or if changing its place it gets by little and little into. 
a worfe., with many others in which it’s wont to pre= 
varicate, it will not be worth while to mind them here. — 


1. An Inflammation fometimes happens to an Iffue, and that 
fometimes fo great that it threatens a Spacelus or Mortifica- 
tion of the part, nay and fometimes brings it: Now fuch an 
affect comes either upon the frefh making of the Orifice, or 
happens afterward by reafon of the Blood and Humours being 
upon fome occafion put in a Commotion, and rufhing in a, 
throng to that place. : 

When an Iffue is firft made, .prefently by reafon of the So- 
lution of continuity, and confequently the Blood’s being fome- 
what letted in its Circulation in that part, fome Inflammation 
and Sorenefs happen to all perfons: But in fome who have 
a very hot. Blood, and little diluted with Serum. this proves 
much jmore violent, there hapening fomeétimes a Mortification 
of the part inducing a Spacelys: Or Secondly, the Blood there 
{tagnating is chang’d, into a Pus to be evacuated by an Abfcefs: 
Or Thirdly, which more, frequently happens, and ought to be 
always procurd in our cafe, the Blood caufing an Inflamma- 
tion is return‘dagain into. the Veffels, and reftord to its Cire 
culation by other Ductus’s into. which it is forc’t, 

But thatit be convey (back thefe two. things are neceftarily re- 
quird,vzz. Firlt,that it be much diluted with Serum there plentifully 
abounding, or rather protruded into the part ; And then Se- 
condly, that the emptied Veffels behind the Tumour Drink up ~ 
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again the Blood diluted by the Serum, and driven back : For

jj 2t will not only {tick there with obftinacy, but will caufe‘a 
Hh violently Inflamed Tumour with a Fever, and fometimes other 
4, dreadful Symptoms, Not long fince a great-Divine whofe Blood 
yy. Vas thick and hot,having an [flue made in the infide of ‘his Lege, 
Ui though the Skin only was cut, an Inflammation fhortly fol- 
in lowed, which grew fo violent within a few Days that it could 
iicarce be hindred from turning to a Gangreen by the ufe of 

any Remedies whatfoever. Wherefore when the Blood extra- 

vafated through a Solution of Unity, and Wanting an accefs 
iif Serum for diluting it, and carrying it ‘back, tends'to a vio- 
ti lent Inflammation, Fomentations, and Cataplafms of Emollient 
Withings outwardly apply'd often do much good, becatfe the 
bmi and mild Parricles parting from them, enter the {tag 
nating Blood, and dilute it, and fo‘ giving it a gentle motion 
caufe it to return more readily into its Veffels; fo that thofe 

moift applications outwardly us’d fapply the defect of the in- 
award Serum requir’d for diluting the Blood : Neverthelefs that 
mete Blood fo diluted, and put in motion be reftor'd to Cir- 
jgculation, it’s farther neceffary that the Veflels which are to re- 
yeeive it be fufficiently emptied, for which end befides a flen- 
oer Diet, Bleeding and Purging are’ often of neceflary ule ; 
4yand indeed it is ufaal to Purge and often to Bleed Cacochy- 
yanical, and Plethorical perfons a little before, or after an Iffe 
ms made. Nor are thefe Remedies only proper to prevent or 
Meemove an Inflammation in cafe of a frefh Ifue, but are like= 
wife good whenever that affect happens to an Iffue of a long 
Mftanding : For if at any time the Blood being very impure, 
Nand withal Feverithly boiling enters upon an Excretory Tur- 
Igefcency, it often falls out that it depofes its Excrements and 
}Filthy Dreggs about the Hite, being hardly to be Purg’d elfe- 
Pwhere, and that it being there hindred from its Circulation 
Mpon their being heapt together, is extravafated , and fo caufes 
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a violent Inflammation: Such an affect lately hapening in an 
Ancient Nobleman, and at firft neglected, foon turn’d to a Gan- 
green, from’ which neverthelafs by the help of proper Medicines 
carefully adminiftred both inwardly and outwardly , he efcapt 
not without great danger. of his Life. 

2. If at any. time an Iffue difcharges too much Ichor, which 
for the moft part is thin, and of a very ill Smell, and fomes 
times difcoloured, fo that fuch vaft. Spendings of Humour, and @ 
withal ‘it’s intolerable Stench requires a Cure: In fuch cafe there 
are two chief Therapeutick intentions, 72. Firft, to {trengthen 
the mixture of the Blood that its Texture be not too prone 
to.a Diffolution, and Fufion of Serum: And Secondly, to pre- 
ferve. the place Ulcerated by the Iffue, and to keep it free 
from any Corruptive Ferment, fo that no Noyfome Filth there) 
lodg’d may defile the Blood as it pafles through in circulating, 
whereby being infected. it may prefently run into parts, and be 
forc’t to depofe the Serum there in fuch abundance, 

The former {cope of Curing orders fcarce any thing but now, 
and then:a moderate Purge, and a gcod Diet, wz. that the 
perfon, keep himfelf from all Surfeits, and irregularity asto the 
quantity, quality, and feafons of taking his Food ; and. paris 
cularly from. thin Wines, Cider, and other Acid Liquors 5 with - 
which. the Blood is wont to be fusd, and driven to Howings 
of Seruni: For Perfons fo affected moft furely pay for any. eér- 
rour or irregularity committed in Diet, a Pain prefently being) 
raisd about the Iffue. 

For. the due Prefervation of the. Tone of the place where the 
Itiie is made, and.for keeping it free from Putrefaction, you. 
muft, take a particular care, that for avoiding all Naftinefs, both 
the Solids to..be put into the Orifice, and the Coverings, be 
they either Plaifters, Ivy Leaves, or Oyl-cloaths be chang’d twice 
a Day ; For in fome each of thefe foon gets an ill favour, anda 
prefently, caules the Ulcer of the Iffue to dtink: In. cafe this 
tends to. Putrefaction, prefently inftead of a Pea, or Wooden- 
pill, let.a Pill. of Virgin-wax incorporated with red Saunders and 
Verdigreafe be put into. it 5 and likewife let a Fomentation of 
the Decoction, of .St.. John’s Wort, Yarrow, Centory, ©e. be 
apply d Morning and Evening. - 

. Sometimes it happens. that an Iffue even as a dryed Foune 
difcharges. no Humour: The reafon whereof ufually 1 
r becaufe the hole being not dee} 
the. whole 
eeper;.or the Sore 
of Blood, this having too clofe < 
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ture, and then the only Remedy is to wear within the Orie 
fice, Solids more irritating, and working more ftronsly on the 
Mouths of the Veffels: For which purpofe Pills are made of 
the Wood of Ivy, of Box, or of the Roots of Gentian, or of 
Hermodatts, and are oftenusd with good fuccefs, 

4. It often falls out that the Orifice of an Iffte being too 
fall, and diftilling forth little Ichor is covered over with a 
thin Skin with the Pea included in it, and that with the hole 
it is heal’d’ up: For which default there is {carce a proper Re- 
medy to be apply’d ; wherefore (rather than {till to fret the 
Skin to no purpofe ) it’s better to let fuch an Iflue clofe up, 
or to transfer it to fome other place. 

5. The Sore of an Iffie inclining to heal, and being hin- 
dred from it, has very often about its edges, and fometimes in 
its Cavity a Spongy Flefh growing up; the reafon whereof is 
that the Nutritive Juice convey d to the ends of the Arteries, 
and Nervous Fibres, and not prefently wafht away by the Se- 
rous Ichor, fticks there, and beginning to be affimilated extend , 
both thofe Veffels to fill the Cavity with Flefh; and the Blood 
in the mean while brought thither Forms within that Mafs little 
Sprouts of Veins. for its return; neverthelefs that Flefh, as 
yet rough and fhapelefs, being kept from the greateft part of 
the Orifice, grows up above its Brim, and when it ts rifen fo 
high that it can be no longer veiled and covered with the Skin, 
it continues {till Naked and Spongeous: This Excrefcency is 
eafily enough Cur’d by fprinkling on it Efcharotick Powders , 
of burnt Allom, Colcothar, or Mercury Precipitate 5 for thefe 
forts of Medicines with their Acrimonious and Stiptick force eat 
away the Flefh thus Luxuriant, repel the Nutritive Juice, and 
fhut clofe the Mouths of the Veflels. When that {tuperfluous 
Flefh grows continually and increafes about the edges of an 
Tffue, it’s a fign that the Nutritive Juice abounds more there 
than the Excrementitious Humour, and confequently that in 
perfons fo affected that Emiffary is not fo very beneficial, 
wherefore under the pretext of this reafon many are mightily 
averfe from that Remedy (which certainly is inoffenfive in moft, 
though it be not equally advantageous in all. ) 

There is now an unperfwadable opinion which has taken foot 
ing amongft many here in England (1 know not if it be fo 
in other Countries ) that an Iffue or Iffues dipofe' to Barrennets 5 
wherefore to all married Women, and defirous of Children, this 
fort of Remedy, though otherwife never fo conducing to their 
Health, is Religionfly forbidden ; though no reafon is yet given 
for this ferick Prohibition ; only ftories are told of certain 
Women having Iffies who are Barren 3° when it is as vob to 
inew 
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“hew more Barren Women without Iffues,; and many fertile 


with them : And truly I ufe to retort this as a chief Argy. 
ment againit that opinion, there being no need of any other,

CHAP. V. 


Lyfiructions and Prefcripts for Curing Cutaneous 
affects. 


N the Firft place the Cuticle or Scarf-Skin being void of 

Lite and Sence has {care any Difeafes belonging to it: This 
fometimes being too compact hinders Tranfpiration 5 fometimes 
alfo by reafon of fome Accidents it becomes too erOfs and 
callous in fome places: But of it felf being abfolutely infenfi- 
ble, it is not Diftempered, though it be the caufe that fome 
affects, to be paft off haply by Tranfpiration, ftick about the 
Superficies of the Skin; becaufe the Recrements and Filthy 
Dreggs of the Blood and Humours being driven outward and 
having paft the whole Ski 1, when by reafon of the clofe Tex- 
ture of the Scarf-skin th¢y are not able wholly to breath a- 
way, fixing on the outward part of the Skin, they produce 
various difcolourations and foul affeéts thereof : Of which {ort 
chiefly are thofe we call Summer Spots, alfo Scorbutical and 
Malignant Spots, and likewife Spots and any other Stains whatever 
bedecking the Skin, or Scarf-skin with any Marks or Specks 
without any tumour or unevennefs. 

As to the afiects of the Skin it felf in general, in regard 
they are various and of fundry forts, they are wont to be di- 
ftinguifht in a various refpect, and firft of all that they are 
cither with or without a Tumour: We took notice of thefe 
latter even now. : 

Cutaneous affects with a Tumour are either univerfal , dif- 
perit through the whole Body, of particular, rais’d in thefe or 
other. Members at random, and as it were by chance. 

The former either happen in a Fever, as chiefly the Small- 
pox, Meazles, and other Malignant Pufhes, to which alfo may 
be added the Flitting breaking forth of Children which foon 
vanifh 5 or they come without a Fever, as efpecially the Itch, 


the running Scab, and Leaprous affects. 
Pare 
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Particular outward Tumours hapning fometimes in one part, 
and fometimes in: another, for the moft part are not only be 
longing to the Skin, but alfo to the parts under it, #%7z. fome+ 
times to the Fleth, Membranes, or Glands, and confequently 
are of a various Nature and a differing Form: It would be 
‘too long to treat of all thefe here particularly, therefore at pre- 
fent I thall briefly fpeak meerly of Cutaneous affects fuch as 
before mention’d. 

Firft, as to Summer Spots it’s a fign that they proceed 
from Choller and other yellow Recrements of the Blood; be+ 
caufe they are moft familiar to thofe that are yellow Baird; 
again they happen to the Faireft Complexions, and in parts moft 
exposd to the Sun and Air, becaufe their Skin being of 4 
fubtle Texture tranfmits the Humour: rarified by the heat of 
the Sun, fo far till it be ftopt by a thick Scarfeskin, near the 
places where it fhould break forth: This affect-as to the State 
of Health does not forefhow or threaten any ill: Thefe Spots 
differ little or nothing from thofe they call Lenticular Spots. 
There are other large Spots about the breadth of the Palm 
of the Hand which defile the Skin in many places; but efpe- 
cially about the Breft and Back with Stains fometimes of 4 
dun colour, fometimes wan, or blackith. Thefe being wont 
to rife and go away at certain times, and as I have obferv'd 
in many; in certain parts, are commonly call’d Liver-marks, 
though not properly, for thefe Stains happen on this account, 
that the Filthy Dreggs and Refufe of the Blood, wheti not 


| fafficiently receiv’d by the Veflels of feparation, are carried to 


the Skin together with the Serum, with which they are di- 
ltited; and ther€ being thrown off by the Blood, and left by 
the Serous Latex which evaporates, they ftick faft to the out- 
ward Pores and little Orifices, as a Moffy down does to the 
narrow paflages of a River. 

-Thofe Spots appear chiefly in the Summer, and moft upon 


* the Back and Brett, viz. at that time, and in. thofe places that 


Men are moft.apt to Sweat in ; that is to fay, that Serous Latex 
which has carried thofe Filthy Dreggs from the Mafs of Blood 
to the narrow Pores of the Skin, leaves them there, as being 
unmeet to pafs forth by Evaporation. This affect has no e- 
vil joyned with it, nor is it: the Symptom of any prefent Dif 
€afe, nor does it portend any fhortly to enfue, and in regard 
for the moft part coming in places out of fight it cau- 
fes no deformity, or trouble, there feemis little or no need ef 
its Cure: But becaufe an opinion is fpread amongft the vulgar, 
that the Liver is much in danger by reafon of thofe Spots, and 
that it neceflarily requires help; therefore bo fatisfy fome. m=: 

Fi ain portunately 
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portunately. defiring Phyfick, befides outward Coimeticks we 
aré wont to prefcribe inward Hepatick Remedies; the ufe of 
which though not very neceflary, yet becaufe thereby the Blood 
is purified, and the Obftructions of the Bowels are open’d, they 
are not altogether in vain. The inward. Medicines uleful fop 
this purpofe are fet down before amongit Hepatick Remedies - 
The very fame outward Remedies, or Topicks are proper jn 
this,.as in all other Kinds of Spots, of which we thall give you 
dome, choice.Forms. : 

Having treated elfewhere profefledly concerning Spots of the 


Plague and-Scurvy, I need not repeat them here ; efpecially be-. 


caute the Method for thefe is quite differing from that of the 
other: For in one. kind of Spots in a manner only outward 
Medicines .are wont to be adminiftred without any that 
regard the Heart or the Vifcera of the Belly, and in the other 
only inward things are given. without applying any thing to the 
okin, 

Therefore as. to the Summer Spots, Lentiginous Spots, and 
the vulgarly call’d Liver Spots, the Art of Beautifying pro- 
perly takes care of them,and for removing thefe Blemifhes from the 
Skin, only. Cofmetick Remedies are prefcrib'd without any Me- 
thod of Cure; -there is an infinite {tore of thefe amongft cu- 
rious Ladys, and others that are nice in keeping the Skin fair; 


but all of them having regard only to two intentions of Cus 


ring may be reduc't to thefe two. heads :, vsz. either by open- 
ing the Pores of the Skin, and Scarf-skin, and fometimes by 
excoriating this, they endeavour to draw the Humour out: 
ward, and wholly to evaporate it; or.on the contrary they 
are adminiftred, and that with no lefs fuccefs..to .ftrike back 
the Impure, Matter. which makes the Spots, and to. drive it 
inward : I dhall here fet down fome ordinary Forms of Topicks 
of both Kinds, which have been rationally invented, and often 
usd fuccefstully enough; fince I may not without. offence to 
great Perfons. unvail the more. iecret Myiteries of the Cot 
metick Art, and proftitute them to the’vulgar. 

Firft, therefore to cleanfe. the Shin, and to draw the Matter 
of the Spots outward. ... 
Take of a forall Lixsviiin of Salt 
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three Ounces, exprefs st, let it be apply'd with a@ Rage dipt in tt 
twice a Day. 

Take Sulphur-vive powdred an Ounce’, black. Soap tivo Ounces, 
bind it in a Ragg, let it hang in a Pound of Vinegar ‘for nine 
Days, then apply it to ufe, wafhing and rubbing the places affetted 
with it titice a Day. 

Secondly, for the other intention, oz. for difcufling the Spots 
from the Skin, and repelling the matter, and driving it inwards. 
Lac Virginis was a famous Medicine amongf{t the Ancients, and 
is {till commended and us’d by many. The preparation of this 
is well known, viz. aSolutzon of Litharge made in diftill’a Vine- 
gar, by the affufion of Oyl of Tartar per Deliquium’ is “eggs 
into a Liquour as white as Milk: With which lerthe Face and 
Hands be ivafht and gently rubb'd twice a Day: A? Medicine like 
this, or the fame, at leaftwife of the fame Vertue is: prepar’d of 
a& Solution of Minium or Cerufe made in the fame Mesh eiAtin and 
precipitated with water of Allom, or Sal Gemm. (Or ) 

Take Gamplhire flicd two Drams, brutfe ie ina Glafs-morear 
pouring on it by little and little the Fuice of one Limon, then 
add to tt of WWhite-wine a Pound, ftrain it and leg ‘the Camphire 
yemaining behind be tyed in a Ragg, and hung ina ‘Glafs. 

Take Verdigreafe four Ounces, pour to. it. of White-wine two 
Pounds, being put into a Gourd-glafs, ler it be diftill'd in Sand, 
fee the Phlegm firft coming off be kept for ufe, wherewith lee 
the Face be anointed twice a Day. For this purpofe’ alfo the 
Dew or Phlegm of Vitriol diftil’d by st felf does excellently well; 


fome ave content with the water of Bean-flowers , or'ithe: fimple 


diftili'd water af Fumitory, or with the water which Bleeds from 
the Sprout of -eVine, cut in the Spring: But the more curious 
Women and Pretenders to the moft exquifite knowledge in the Cof- 
metick Art are fcarce fatisfied with any Remedies for the Skin 
but Mercurtal; Wherefore the following water is highly recom- 
menaed and fold by Empiricks at a great rate for ail Blemifbes 
of the Face. | 

Take Mercury fublimate an Ounce, being reduct to a Powder 


det it be put in a Tin-veffel with three Pounds of fountain water, 


let it (tand for treentyfour hours ftirring 1t now and then with a Wood- 
den Spatula tillthe whole Liquor grows black, which neverthelefs be- 
ing filtred through Cap-paper becomes clear; a Rage or Fea- 
ther vemng dipt into this, let the Face be gently done over with 
$t once 1n a Day or two. 

This Medicine is of great efficacy againft all foulnefs of the 
Skin, for it clears the Humours {ticking in the little Pores and 


Orifices, though never fo ftrait, and diffolves the ob{tinate and 
inveterate Combinations of the Selts, and Sulphurs, and as te 


hy {f rua all } 
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any ill Conformation of the Pores, it reftores the whole Skin, 
and makes it freely perfpirable. Wherefore it is not only good 
for cleanfing the Stains or Blemifhes of the Face, but like. 
wife. for removing Pufhes, and the rednefs of it, and Eryfi- 
pelous affects : Moreover it fometimes happens that many parts 
of the Face, but efpecially the Nofe and Forehead are thick 
uefet with blackith Specks as though burnt by Gunpowder;

thence the offenfive and defiling Matter from the Pores, and 
drive it away, and being ftruck inward they follow it, and 
foon infinuate themfelves with eafe into the Blood and Nervous 
Liquour (whofe Crafis they injure) and through their means 
very frequently pafs their Venom, often not to be rooted out 
afterward into the Brain, and fometimes into the Pracordia;

scab which molefts the Skin in moft places of the Body with 
{mall Pufhes,or breakings forth,being fometimes dry and often {cal- 
ly without much Itching, as in'tperfons of a Cholerick or Melan« 


| cholick Conftitution, fometimes moift and difpos’d for Ulcer- 
ation with a mighty troublefome Itching, as in Perfons of a 


moift Temperament, with a foul Blood: And this affect is 


» moft peculiarly a Difeafe of that part, feeing that it often has 


its beginning in the Skin it felf by outward Contagion, and is 
frequently Cur’d by certain Remedies apply d only to the Skin 
at leaftwife the reafon of both holds good fo far that’ it’s fel~ 
dom perfectly gotten, or Cur’d by other means, 

his Scab, or Itch is commonly defcrib’d to be a breaking 
forth of Pufhes here, and there through out the whole Body, 
proceeding from a fharpe and {alt Humour gather'd together 
within the Pores of the Skin; and by reafon ‘of its mighty 


Itch, caufing a neceifity of {cratching to difcufs-it thence. 


I conceive the Morbifick matter of the Itch to be the Lym- 


', phick Humour conftantly refiding in the Glands of the Skin, 


but degenerated from its Gennine,vz. Salino-volatile Difpofition, 


into an Acid, or otherwife vitiated Temper. 

_ That Lymphick Humour is wont to be depraved thefe three 
ways, and confequently falls into a Coagulative and Vitious 
habit with the Serum newly fupply’d from the Blood: uz. Firft, 
the Blood it felf being very impure, and withal diffolv’d leaves 
a great ftore of its corrupted and Filthy Dreggs in the Glands 
ofthe Skin, which becoming there a Leaven more Corruptive, 
ftrongly ferment, and are coagulated with other adventitious or 
tranfient Juices, and fo bring forth not only Scabby affects; 
but Leaprofies of divers kinds 3 hence frequent and continual 


z feeding on Shell-fith and others, and on Salt Meats, and fuch 


ashaye heen dry’din the Smoak or Sun: Alfo improper Drinks, 
Bi: | ee ; Me aaa 


and Venemous Medicines taken into the Body caufe breakings 
out all over the Skin, and thofe often very dreadful. 

Secondly, the Humour gathered together within the Glands 
of the Skin fometime putrifying by meer Stagnation does not 
only breed Scabs,but alfo frequently Lice. Wherefore not only Per- 
fons long Imprifon’d, but likewife fuch as leading a Sedentary Life 
ufe themfelves withal to Stench and Naftinefs, are ftill fubje@ | 
to the faid affects. | 

Thirdly, if haply thofe caufes are wanting, that the Glan-¥ 
dulous Humour of the Skin be neither defil’d through the fault 
of the Blood, nor its own Stagnation, yet a Virulent infection 
from without difpofes it as readily to produce thofe Difeafes; | 
as it’s daily manifefted to us, the Effluvia flowing from the Puthes 
of a Scabby Skin, being of no lefs efficacy than Barm or Yet, 
waereof if a very {mall Portion be put into new Ale un 
fermented, it prefently ferments the whole Mafs, be it never 
fo great, and changes it into the nature of the Liquour whence 
it was taken. | 

Therefore the Itch as to its Origine, either is taken by Cone: 
tagion, or by reafon of an ill Dyet, its Incentive and Fuels 
communicated from the Chyle and Mafs of Blood being vite] 
ated, or through naftinefs and want of Perfpiration its gene- 
rated in the Skin it felf: To which we may add that Infants 
fometimes get this evil Hereditarily contracted from theif 
Parents.. af 

Though this Difeafe be never Mortal, or very dangerous’ of 
it felf, but always éafy of Cure, yet it has often an ill iffue, 
becaufe being long continued it mightily vitiates the Blood, 
and the Nervous Liquour ; and 1f Curd on a fudden, the Mat- 
ter which is driven from the Pores: being inwardly receivd, 
brings a pernicious Taint on the Pracordia and Brain, or on 
other Noble parts. 

The greateft danger from the Itch threatens Children, and 
Cachectical Perfons, becaufe in .both thefe the Taint. of the 
Cutaneous Humour is more eafily fent into the Noble paits, 
which after the outward Contagion of the Itch 4s: taken 
away, remaining within, cannot be throughly overcome butby 
a great deal of Phyfick ( which neither of them can ‘wellbear) 
wherefore fuch perfons ought to be preferv’d with all care-and 
diligence from the Itch, as:from the Plague’ it. felf. | 
Concerning the Cure of the Itch there are two: primary ir 
dications, and both of them twofold: vz. the Firft being Cu* 
ratory has regatd to thefe two things, that the Glandulous Hu- 
mour (its.

Fter the Scab with the Itch, it follows that we treat of

Firit little Ais Wheals or Pufhes, fometimes fingle, 
fometimes many of them joyn’d together, arife in, many parts 
of the Body, but efpecially. in the Arms or Leggs 38§ and grow 
at length in heaps or clufters ; the Surface of each Scab when 
grown in clufters appears rough, and fomewhat whitifh and 
fcaly, fo that upon {cratching, Scales fall eis and a thin I- 

chor often iffues forth, though its foon dryed again, and hardens 
into another crufty Scale. 

Thefe ny of Puthes at firft are but fmall and seh: as 
in the Arm or Legg, or fome other particular Member, hap- 
ly three or four appear to the bigneis of a peny or two pence: 
Afterwards if the Difeate be fuffer rd to increafe es they break forth 
in many places, and grow to a crowns breadth, and at length 
if not ftopt, cover not only particular Members, but the whole 
Body with a whitifh Leaprofie, which ra an to this degree ‘was 
judg‘d for the moft part incurable by ae e Ancients. 

Thete breakings forth in fome are ily te emporary, as com- 
ing in the Winter, and going away in the phen’ in others 
on the contrary they come in the Summer, and vanith in the 
Winter : In many others this Diftemper is continual, having no 
time of remiffion or mean. 

The runn ing Scab differs from the Itch, that in this the Pufhes 
are generally fingle, and feparated from each other, thc igh but 
by fimall fpaces, but in the other they rife in clutters: ‘Again 
tne Itch is extreamly infectious, but the running Scab is not 
fo.

Thirdly, for the fame reafon as Whey, alfo Mineral waters 
coniung from Iron are prefcrib'd againit this Difeafe, and often 
do great good: For when all other Medicines have  provd 
of no effect , I have fometimes Curd a great and almoft Lea 
prous running Scab with this alone: Moreover to add to their 
efficacy we may fitly joyn the ufe of Sal Prunella, or of Vir 
triol of. Mars, or of the Electuary before written. 

Fourthly, in fome perfons having much Serum, and a Watery 
Contftitution, where drinking of Whey ,.or Mineral waters is 
not proper, it is good for them to take conftantly a De 
coction of Woods at Phyfical hours » and likewife for their or- 
dinary.

Spirits, which are too Exorbitant and Volatile ¢ and to fup- 
prefs their beginning Explofions: For which ends two Kinds 
of Remedies chiefly conduce,vz. Firft, Such as repre({s the Animal 
Spirits, apt to rife to an Exorbitancy and to thoot;and repel them 
by a certain Fumigation as it were ungrateful to them ; and 
force them imto their due courfe: Which Medicines en- 
dow d with a Volatile, and Armoniack Salt, or alfo with a Vie 
triolick Sulphur will effect Of which kind are Salt and Oyl 

of 
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of Amber, Spirit of Blood, of. Harts-horn, of Soot, Tincty@e 
of Caftoreum and the like: For thefe being inwardly taken 
or held to the Noitrils often give relief; nay and are thonght. 
to drive away the evil Spirits of this Difeafe, evenas. in Tobie 
the Fume of the Gall of a Fifm burnt did the Devil. Secondly ; 
the Animal Spirits ave diverted, or hindred from entring upon 
Explofions, when they are allur’d to, and kept imploy’d in fome 
work that is ufual to them, wherefore in the Fit, Fridions 
usd over the whole Body, and continued for fome time often 
do good: But as to raifing up perfons feizd, and wholly re- 
{training the Arms and Leggs from. the Convulfive motion, or 
bindirg them in this or that Pofture (as fome people ufe to 
do) and fo, as to blowing Sneezing-powder into.théir Noftrils 
and pouring itrong Cordials into their Mouths, or applying 
Cupping-glaffes and Scarifications, and dealing roughly with the 
Dileas’d by other ways of Adminiliration , thus difturbing the 
courfe of the Fit: I fay this fort of practice is very often ill 
taken in hand, becaufe by this means Nature is doubly toil’d, 
wiz. both by the Diteafe, and no lefs by ftanders by, and Ser- 
vants, wheieas it were much better to let the Fit pafs ac 
cording to its courfe, that fo the Difeasd might efcape with one 
affliction, 

Truly the greateft care of a Phyfician and efficacy of Re 
medies is in the Prophylactick part of this Difeafe, that its caufe 
being taken away, or its root cut off, all the Fruit may wi- 
ther: fhe Medicines requird for this Indication have regard 
to many intents, which neverthelefs may be reduc’ to thefe 
two chief heads, wz. Firft, that the fuel of the Difeafe fup- 
plyed immediately from the vitious Blood and Nervous Juice, 
and more mediately from the Vifcera.and firft paffages, be cut 
off; And then Secondly, that the evil Difpofition of the Brain, 
and Spiritsin it, which is peculiar to the Epilepty, be remov'd. 

As to the firft thing indicated, here Vomits, and Purges , 
and other both Evacuatives, and. Alteratives, nay and Bleeding, 
and Cauteries have place ; for as much as by thefe means and 
ways the Impurities both of the Vifcera and Humours are drawn 
away, and their Difcrafy is corrected: For though thefe Me- 
dicines and Phyfical Adminiftrations feldom or never Cure 
the Epilepfy alone, yet they remove Impediments, .raife up 
Nature, and ftir her up to fet upon her Enemy: They alfo pre- 
pare the paflages that thereby Specifick Remedies may more 
certainly and efficacioufly exert their Vertues: Wherefore when 
the Cure of this Difeafe is attempted Spring and Fall, and 
at other fit feafons, by Secrets and Arcana’s, it’s ufual te ufe 
betwixt whiles thofe forts of Medicines.

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“As to Specifick Remedies which aré affirm’d even alone, though 
not always, to reach the caufé of the Epilepfy, aud to over- 
come it, of which kind are the Male Peony, Miitletow of the Oak, 
Rue, Caftoreum, Elks-hoof, preparations of Mans Scall, Amber, 
Coral, with many others : Inregard thefe things are taken without 
any fenfible Evacuation, or even Difturbance following in the 
Vifcera or Humours, it feems i{trange by what formal way, or 
Vertue of Working they are wont ever to do good in this 
Difeafe. 

If there’ be any room for conjecture in this inti 
obfcuré thing, in regard the Procatarctick caufe of the Epi- 
lepfy confifts ‘in the Heterogeneous Combination hapning to the 
Spirits in the’ Brain it follows that thofe things which over-~ 
come, and remove fuch a caufe are of fuch a Nature, that by 
ftrengthening the Brain, and conittinging its Pores they keep 
off that Combination, and fo fix, and as it were conftipate the 
Spirits that abound in the middlé of the Brain, leaving their 
Combination, that they are no longer apt and prone to ir- 
regular Explofions: After the like ‘manner haply as when the 
Powder of Aururm Fulminaiis ground with Sulphur, and fprinkled 
with Spirit-of Vitriol lofes its fulminating Vertue: And in 
truth we may. conjecture nay. in fome meafure difcover that 
thefe kinds of properties, to wit, one, or both of them toge- 
ther, are in many Antiepileptick Remedies; for the Peony, Mitt< 
letow,of the Oak, Rue,Lillies of the valley, with many others excel 
ina manifeft fort of Aftriction, whence it is very likely that their 
| cle of the Blood, 
or Nervous Juice, convey'd to the Brain, fo conftringe and clofe 
its over Lax and Gaping Pores, that they no longer lie open 
for the entrance of the Morbifick matter: Moreover becaufe 
thefe concrets breath forth an Armoniack as it were, and dif 
fipating vapour, therefore the fame ‘are faid to purify the Ani« 
mal Spirits, arid to fix and corroborate them,having left their He- 
terogeneous Combination. This Vertue of purifying the Spirits; 
proceeding from the Armoniack Salt, fhews it felf moftin Re- 
medies takén from Minerals and Animals, fuch as are the pre- 
parations of Mans Scull, Blood, Amber and. Coral; as the o- 
ther Aftringent Vertue appears moft in the parts and prepara 
tions of Vegetables. 

ahere is no need for us here to fet forth a compleat Method 
of Curing the Epilepfy with exact Forms of Prefcripts, be- 
caufe general Precepts and excellent Remedies are every where 
to be had aniong{t Authors, and a prudent Phyfician will eafily 
accommodate ‘both the Indications, and that plentiful Apparatus 
of Phyfick to particular cafes of fick perfons: But becanfe we 
Rive 
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give a clearly new Theory of this Difeafe, a Therapeutick 
Method alfo adapted to the fame ought to be here given ; Which 
we fhall prefently fully delineate, after I have given. you a 
ftory of a perfon troubled. with the Epilepfy. 7 

The Daughter of an Alehoufe-heeper at Oxfurdhad been very 
fubject fiom her Infancy to a Catarrh falling on her Eyes, be- 
ing otherwife ftrong and found enough, fhe liv’d alfo daily us’‘d 
to hard labour; about the fourteenth year of her Age fhe be- 
gan to be feizd with Fits of the Epilepfy, whereof fhe under- 
went many, they chiefly following her according to the greater 
changes or the Moon: Being entreated to endeavour her 
recovery, I gave her a Vomit of the Solar Preecipitate, and 
advisd her to repeat the fame three Days before every new and 
full Moon, and likewife that every time, for four Days after 
the Vomit taken, the fhould take twice a Day 4 Dram of Pow- 
der of the Roots of Male Peony, with a draught of black Cherry 
Water: By thefe Remedies the Fits intermitted fo long that 
the Difeafe feem’d to be Curd. When afterward they return’d 
again, the was again recovered by the ufe of the fame Medi- 
cines : And then her Menfes hapning to flow, and keeping their 
due courfe, ihe continued for the time to come free from that 
Difeafe. 


The Therapeutick Method. 


N the Cure of the Epilepfy I judge we muft begin by Purging, 

and. if the Difeas’d eafily bears Vomiting, let him take a 
Vomit in the firft place, and let it be repeated for many Months

Leaves of the Lilly of the valley were 
boild: The, Infant continued-well.:for about four Months., but 
then began.to be troubled with.Convulfive affects: At, which 
time the fame Remedies. were given.in a greater Dofe..both to 
the Infant;-and<to.the Nurfe.. Veficatories were: alfo; applyed 
behind his’ Ears,.and Blood was drawn by Leeches strom ‘both 
Jugular Veins; aad.within two.or three Days.the.Child grew 
Well: afterward when within four or five Months. the Con- 
vuifions: return’d. at; times., ftill. by the ufe. ofthe fame Re- 
medies he was Curd: After a..year.and a half-the Convulfive 
affects wholly ‘ceaft', but about, the: lower. part. of. the.

The Therapeutick Methed againft Convulfive affeds 
in Children. 


FN Infants and Children we muft take care-either ‘to prevent 
imminent Convulfions,or being already begun to Cure them. 

For if former Children Born of the fame Parent have been 
found obnoxious to Convulfions, ‘that evil: ought''to be pre- 
vented in ‘the reft of the Children Born afterward by a feafon- 
able ufe of Remedies: For this end it is ufual to pour into 
the Mouth of an Infant newly Born, afloon as it begins to 
Breath, fome Anticonvulfive Medicine: Hence fome are wont 
to give it fome drops of moft*pure Honey , others a fpoonful 
of Canary fweetn’d with Sugar, and others Oyl of fweet Al- 
monds frefh drawn: By fome'perfons a drop of Oyl. of Am- 
ber, or half a fpoonful of Epileptical water is put into its Mouth, 

Befides thefe firft things given Children, which truly feem 
to be of fome moment; certain’ other remedies and ways of 
Adminiftration ought to be us’d§ 2%. let a {fpoonful of a Liquour 
appropriated to this affect be drank twice. a Day. For Exe 
ample 5 

Take water of ‘black Cherries and of Rue of each aw Ounce anil 
a half, the Antsepileptick water of Langius an Ounce, Syrup of Corral 
fix Drams, Pearl prepar'd fifteen Grains, mix them in a Glafs. 

On the third or fourth Day after it is Born, let'an [fue be 
made in the Nucha, then if it ‘has a Florid Countenance; let 
q little Bloodto an Ounce and a half, or two Ounces, be drawn 
from the Jugular Veins by Leeches, ‘care being taken left he 
Bleed too much when he Sleeps: Let the Temples and Neck 
be gently rub’d with fuch a Liniment, 

Take Oyl of Nutmeggs by expreffion two Drams, Oleuws Caprvit 
three Drams, Oyl of Amber a Scruple ; let a Persapt'of the Roots 
and Seeds of the greater Peony with a little addition of Elks-hooy 
be hung about the Neck. : | | 
‘Moreover let Anticonvulfive Medicinés be daily given the Nurfe: 
Let her take Morning ‘and Evening a draught of Whey in 
which the Roots and Seeds of Male Péony} andthe Seeds-of 
{weet Fennel are boil d. | 
Take Conferve of she Flowers of Betony; Male 'Peony, and Refersnt 
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of each two Ounes, Powder of the Roots and Flowers of the 
Male Peony of each two Drams, red Coral prepard, white 
Amber of each a Dram, Roots of Angelica, Acdoary prepar'd of 
each half a Dram, with a {ufficsent quantity of Syrup of Peony, make 
an Electuary: Let her take the quantity of a Nutmegg Morning 
and Evening. 

Take Powder of the Roots.of Male Peony two-Drams, Seeds of 
the fame a Dram, make a. Powder ; double refinid Sugar diffolv'd in 
the water of Lime-tree Flowers, and boil'd to a confiftency for “Tablets 
three Ounces, Oy! of Amber a Scruple: Let Tablets be made: ac- 
cording to Art, each Weghing half a Dram, let her eat. one every 
Sixth hour, and let her keep an exact Form of Diet. 

In cafe any Infant: be actually affected with Convulfions, be- 
cauie an Iffue works but little and flowly, it is proper to ap 
ply a Veficatory to the Nucha, and behind each Ear, and un- 
lefs.a cold Temperament forbids it, let Blood be drawn from 
the Jugular Veins by Leeches: Let- Liniments be. applyed 
about the Temples,Noftrils, and Neck, and Plaifters to the Soles 
of the Feet: Let Clyfters be daily injected, which — plen- 
tifully empty the Belly : Moreover Let Specifick Remedies be 
taken inwardly often in» a-Day; to wit, every. fixth or eighth 
hour. 

Take Oleum Caprvii, and. Oy! of Caftoreum of each two Drams, 
Oy! of Amber half a Dram, make.a Liniment. 

Take of the Emplafter Oxycroceum two parts, Galbanum diffoly’'d

Take Mans Scull prepar'd, Peony-feeds, Elks-hoof, Pearl prepar'd, of 
each half a Dram, Amber-greice fix Grains; make a Powder, the 
Dofe is fix Grains in 4 Spoonful of the Liquour beneath, written three 


| or four times a day. 


( Or) Take Mans Scull prepar’d, Pearl, of each half a Dram, Sale 
of Amber a Scruple, Sugar of Pearl a Dram, the Dofe is half a 
Scruple. 

(Or) Take Spirit of Harts-horn three Drops, let it be given every 
Yixth or eight hour ina Spoonful-of the Fulape beneath prefcrib’d. 

To poor peoples Children let Powder of the Root of wild Va- 
lerian‘be: given from half a Scruple to a Scruple; let it be given 


“twice a day in aSpoonful of Milk, or ef an Appropriated Liquour. 


Unezerus greatly commends the Gall of a-Sucking Whelp, vez. 


that all the Juice of the Gall-bladder be taken forth and given 
to the Child with alittle Water of Lime-tree-flowers- * 


A Learned Phyfitian lately told me that he had known many 
Curd with this Remedy : Moreover Empiricks, after the Gall , 
: dran 
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drank, are wont alfo to give to'greater Children to eat the Li. 
ver roafted. 

Jutapes, diftil’d Waters, and other Appropriated Liquours 
may be prepar'd according tothe Forms following. 


Take black Cherry-warer three Ounces, Antiepileptical-iwater of Lan 
gins an Ounce, Sugar of Pearl two Drams, mix them. 

Take freflo Roots of Male Peony cut into flices fix Ounces, Hunga- 
vian Vitrtol erght Qunces, Mans Scull two Ounces, ible 
Water of Langius half a Pound 5; mix them, and let them diftill in 
a Glafs Retort by a Sand heat: The Dofe 1s from a Spoonful to tw 
Spoonfuls. 

Take frefh Roots of Male Peony flic'd four Ounces, being bruis'd in 
a Marble Mortar, pour to them of Spanifls Wine a Pound 5 exprefs 
it ftrongly, add Manus Chrifti perlated half an Ounce, lee 1 be kept 
in a Glafs clofe {topes the Dofe ts a Spoonful or two, twice a day. 

When Convulfions happen by reafon ofa difficult breeding of 
Teeth, this Symptome is look’t upon as fecondary, and not dan- 
gerous, and therefore in the Method of Cure it is not always the 
firft or chief thing which requires help, but fometinies we are 
rather follicitous of appeafing the pain, and removing the fe 
verifh Diftemper, wherefore both the Patient and Nurfe ought to 
ufe a thin and cooling Diet; when the Teeth are upon eruption, 
let the paflage be made ‘open for then1j either by a rubbing, or 
Section of the Gums: And alfo let Anodines be applyed to thofe 
parts when {wollen and full of pain: Clyftersiand Bleeding often 
have place here : We muft procure fleep, and allay the fervour 
of the Blood: Mean while let Anticonvulfive Remedies be usd, 
but of the moré moderate kind, and-fuch as little trouble the 
Blood and Humours’; Veficatories, in regard. they evacuate the 
Serum, ‘which is too apt to be difcharg’don'the Head, often gwe 
relief. 

When Children are troubled with Convulfions, and that nel- 
ther prefently upon their Birth, nor by reafon of an» Eruption of 
Teeth, bnt through other occafions, and accidents, the caule 
of fuch an affect for the moft part lyes either in the head, of 
fomewhere about the Vifcera of Concoction.. When there 1s 4 
fufpicion of the former,’as it is wont to appear by figns: which 
fhew that a Mafs of Serous Filth is gathered together within the 
head; the above-cited Remedies ought ‘to ‘be given in a little lat 
ger Dofe ; moreover in thofe who bear Purging well, fometimes 
a Vomit, and a gentle Parge may be order’d them : Wine and 
Oxymel of Squills, alfo Mercurius Dulcis, Rhubarb, ‘and Rofin of 
Jalap are of excellent ufe. e 

As often as the caufe of the Convulfive Affect appears to ae 
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the Bowels, either Worms, or fharp Humours caufing Gripes in” 
the Belly are found to be in the fault, 

Againft Worms a Purge of Rhubarb, or of Mercurius Duilcis, 
With the addition of Rofin of Jalap is ordered. 

Formerly to a Child miferably troubled with Convulfions, f 
that he feem'd even a Dying, I gave a Dofe of Mercurius Dulcis 
with Rofin of Jalap: With his Stools, whereof he had four, ‘he 
voided twelve Worms, and prefently grew well. 

Take Roots of Virginia Serpentary powdred a Dram; Coral calcin'd 
to a whitenefs half a Dram, make a Powder, the Dofe is from half 
@ Scruple to a Scruple twice a day for three days one after the other, 
drinking after it a Decottion of Grafs Roots. Take Species of Hiera a 
Dram and a half, Venice-treacle two Drams, make a Plaifter for the 
Belly, or let a Plaifter of Galbanum be applyed to the Navel. 

if the Convulfive motions are thought to proceed from the 
irritation of the Ventricle, and the Inteftines, caus’d by fharp Hn 
mours, a gentle Purge, either by Vomit or Seige, or of both, 
the one after the other, ought to be ordered. For this purpofe 
let gentle Emeticks of Wine of Squills, or of Salt of Vitriol be 
taken; to wit, if at any time the Difeas’d be of their own ac- 
cord feisd with a {training to Vomit; but if the Evacuation 
feems rather fit to be attempted downwards, an Infufion of Rhu- 
barb, or its Powder, Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb, or of 
Rofes with Agarick ought to be given: And I have often feen a 
Convulfive affect in Children Curd by thefe Remedies when fea- 
fonably adminiftred ; moreover Clyfters in this cafe are of fre~ 
quent ufe : But withal let not outward Medicaments be omitted, 
viz. Fomentations, Liniments, and Plaifters to be applyed to 
the Belly. 

Take Cammomil Leaves {mall flict two handfuls, lee them be put 
into two vags made of fine Linnen or Silk, which being dipe snve 
warm Milk; and wrung forth muft be applyed fucceffively to the Belly. 

Take Tops or Flowers of Matllows flic’t, boil them in frefh Butter, 
|-0r Hogs Lard, and let them be applyed to the Belly in the form of ax 
| Ointment or Catapla/m. 
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Luflructions and Prefcripts for Curing Convulfive Difz 
eafes in Adult Perjons, hapning by reafon of the 
Origine of the Nerves being chiefly affected, 


“W"Hough Convulfive affects which happen to Adult Perfons, 

4  heing denoted by other Names, are alfo vulgarly accounted 
to have another Origine, and are wont to be refer d to thofe they 
call Hyfterical , Hypochondriacal, or Colick paffions, or to the 
Scurvy; neverthelefs if the thing be a little more attentively 
confidered, it will eafily appear, that certain, Convulfive Symptoms 
frequently happen both to Men and Women, which properly and @ 
duly claim the name of a Convulfion: Now thefe may be Vas 
rionfly diftinguifht according to the Manifold feat of the Mor 
bifick caufe, but efpecially into thefe three kinds, vz. into cer 
tain Convulfions caus’d by reafon of the Origine of the Nerves 
being chiefly affected, and into others which are caus’d by rea 
fon of the extremities of the Nerves being ftopt with a Morbi - 
fick Matter; and laftly into others whofe Morbifick Matter de” 
fcending from the Head, gets poffeflion of the whole, or the Wi 
greateft part of the Ductus’s of fome peculiar Nerves, or of 
them altogether. We fhall treat of each of thefe kinds of Con- 
vulfions one after the other. 

Therefore fuft of all as to Convulfions hapning by reafon of 

the Origine of the Nerves being affected, we muft note firft 
that the Morbifick Matter befetting the Origines of the Nerves, 
fometimes paffes chiefly into the foremoft Pairs of Nerves, viz. 
which attend the Mufcles of the Eyes and Face; and thence Con- 
tractions and: tremblings fometimes of the Nofe, Cheeks or Lips, 
fometiines of the Eyes or Mouth enfue. Secondly, fometimes 
the Par Vagum and Intercoftal chiefly imbibe the Heterogeneous 
Particles, and then Inflations or Contractions of the Abdomen 
and Hypochondres, and alfo a Palpitation and Trembling of the 
Heart, a difficult and interrupted Breathing, an intermitting 
Pulfe, and other Symptoms of the middle or lower Region of 
the Belly chiefly moleft us. Thirdly, but fometimes the Morbifick 
Caufe lying behind, chiefly affects the Spinal Marrows and there 
fore the outward Members and Limbs are rendred ebnoxious t0 
Twitchings and Contractions.

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Moreover as we may conjecture from various Types of the Con- 
Vulfive affect, it feems that the Convulfive Matter going to thefe 
or thofe Nerves, or to many of them together, either lodges it 

‘ felf in a manner only about their Origines, fo that upon frequent 
Explofions of the Spirits ‘there , an almoit continual and very 
W troublefome Vertigo arifes ; and fo Tremblings, anda fhort Faint- 
yy Mg, and danger of Swounding are perceiv'd about the Pracordia, 
and often Iwitchings and gentle Contractions in the Bowels or 
Mufcles: Or Secondly, the explofive Particles convey d to the 
" Origine of the Nerves, enter deeper into their Proceffes, and often 
: falling down into the Plexus's of the Nerves,belonging to the Praee- 
' cordia, or Vifcera of the Belly, or alfo to the outward Members, 
make there other feats, as it were of Convulfive affects, fo that 
a8 Often as the Spirits are forc’t to Explofions about the Origine 
) Of the Nerves, prefently Fits, as it were Hyfterick, Afthmatick, 
M or otherwife Convulfive arife in the Belly, Thorax, or outward 
™\ Members. I fhall now give you fomie inftances of Perfons in 
Wi whom the Morbifick Matter befetting the Origine of the Nerves, 
it} and not yet fall’n deeper into their Proceffes, causd frequent 
Wi Vertigo's,and only gentle Convulfions of the Vifcera and Precordia.

4) ng, but the laft year, through a diligent care and caution us‘, 
f fhe efcaped that evil: But after the Winter folftice, upon taking 
p cold, fhe was feis’d with aviolent Head-ach, a ringing in the 
Bars, a Vertigo, witha mighty Diftillation of Rheum at the Eyes 
p and Nofe, whence it eafily appear’d that the filthy Mafs of Serum 
i Which was wont before to diftil on the Breft, was then wholly 
) deposd within the Head and Erain: The effect whereof more- 
H over Was, that as often as the began to fleep, fhe was very much 
troubled with a fort of Hytterick Fits, to which fhe had. never 
before been obnoxious: For if at any time beginning to fleep, 
the clos'd her Eyes, prefently it caus’d a rifing of a heavy thing 
® in her Belly, a Suffocation in her Throat, and Tremblings: and 
) Twitchings about the Pracordia: Which affects neverthelefs, 
when fhe was perfectly awak’t, prefently ceas’t, fo that the Dif- 
f eas d was forc't to abftain in a manner wholly from fleep for 
| many days and nights together. 
‘ _ Being call'd to ae Lady after fhe was become very weak up=- 
| On many days Sicknefs, I was. fore't to ufe only gentle Medi- 
cinés: Therefore I ordered four Ounces of Blood to be taken 
from her Foot, and a Clyfter of Milk with Sugar to be daily 
| a given 
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Siven her, after which fhe was wont to have three or four Stools ¢ 
Moreover every eighth hour I gave her a Dofe of Spirit of Harts- 
horn in a Spoonful of the following Julape. 

‘Take Water of Penny-royal, Wallnuts, Wack Cherries of each three 
Ounces, Hyfterick Water two Ounces, Syrup of Clovezilly-flowers an 
Ounce and a half, Cxftoreum tyed in a Nodulus, and bung im the 
Gla/s half a Dram, Pearl powdred a Scruple, mix them. 

I apphed with good effect Veficarories behind the Ears, and €a- 
tapla/ms of Leaves of Rue, and Aron, with Bryony Roots, Sea Salt, 
and black Soap to the Soles of the Feet. 3 

Sometimes in the Evening I gave half an Ounce of Diacodium 
in alittle Draught of the Julape before. ordered; which was fol- 
lowed by a moderate fleep without being attended according to 
wont with Convulfions: Which kind of effect I have often exe 
perienced in {uch a cafe after Opiats given: For quenching Thirft 
I gave a Ptifan with Diuretick Ingredients boild in it: By the 
ufe of thefe things fhe was very much reliev'd within a fhort 
time: But that which fell out much for her good was, that an 
Abfcefs in the left Ear, breaking of its own accord, firft dif 
charg’d a yellow Gore, and afterward for many days a vaft quan- 
tity of thin Ichor: After which Evacuation the Convulfions of 
the Bowels and Praecordia wholly ceafing, the Difeafe was per: 
fectly determin’d. 

I have known many Perfons both Men and Women Difeas’d 
after this manner, who being ill of a Head-ach, an oppreftfion 
of the hinder part of the Head, or a Vertigo, perceiv’d in theit 
fieep prefently Convulfive motions in the Preecordia or Bowels, 
or in both of them together: Which happens from the Salley 
of the tumultuary Spirits reflected from the Brain into the On= 
gines of the Nerves: And as an Opiate gave the Patient before 
mentiond a quiet fleep without the wonted Sequel of Convul- 
fions, fo I have often fuccefsfully Cur’d terrible Convulfive Fits 
both Afthmatical, and as it were Hyfterical, by giving Opiats. 


1. A Woman fixty feven years of Age having {till a florid Coun 
tenance, and being of a grofs habit of Body, and who firft had 
liv'd long fubject to a Swelling of the Face, and great Fits of the 
Head-ach, upon the Weathers growing very cold in the Winter 
fell into a very grievous Vertigo, with a Trembling of the Heart, 
a Fainting of the Spirits, and a frequent ftriving to Vomit: Be- 
ing put to Bed if fhe open’d her Eyes, or was turh’d from one 
fide on the other, the was prefently feiz’d with a mighty Scoto- 
mia, a danger of Swooning, and moreover witha cruel Vomit 
ing. As I was to fee her I did not doubt but the caufe of the 
Difeafe .was the Cenyulfvye Matter convey’d from the sel

Region of the Head to the inmoft Receffes of the Brain, by 
the ill Breath, or Heterogeneous Combination of which the 
Animal Spirits being ftruck, they rais‘d the Vertiginous affects as 
they made their diforderly fallyes towards the Brain, and when 
they tumultuarily rufht into the Roots-of the N erves, they caus ’d 
‘the Scotomia, the diforders of the Praecordia, and the {triving 
to Vomit: The Cure of this was perform d within a few days by 


_ the application of large Veficatories to the Nucha, atid behind 


the Ears ; the dayly injection of Clyfters, and by a frequent ufe 
Of Spirit of Harts-horn, and a Cephalick fulape. 


Dr. Willis gives Inftances of Perfons in whom fome portion 
Of the Morbifick Matter which befets the Origine of the Nerves, 
deicending from the Head, often enters deeper into the Ductus’s 
Of the Nerves, and fo about their middle and extream Proceffes 
and Plexus’s makes a fomes of an explofive matter, as it were of 


Gun-powder : But for brevity fake I omit them. 


It is obferv’d that when a Convulfive Fit begins within the 
Brain, at the Origine of the Nerves, prefently the remoteft Spi- 
rits refiding in the extremities of the Nerves (as many as are pre- 
difposd for that Symptom): fall upon Explofions, and fo con- 
vey upwards, the Convulfive affect there more ftrongly be 
gun 5; which happens for this reafon, that when fome whdle Se- 
ries of Spirits is difturb’d, thofe which are in the extream parts, 


| are firft deftitute of their Original Influx, wherefore thofé before 


others begin to grow ina tumult, and to be-irregularly. difpos’d, 
as when a Nerve of the Arm or Thigh is conftring’d by lying on 


3, fo that it is hindred of its wonted influence of the Spirits, 'a 


{tupor with a fenfe of pricking is firft perceiv’d in the Fingers or 


‘Toes of the hands or Feet ; whence it creeps. upwards by de- 


grees towards the places affected: And hence it is we find that 
if whilft the outmoit Spirits are exploded, a ftrong Ligature, or 
Compreifion intercepts the fucceffion of others into the fame 
{pace, or their progrefs towards the parts, the Convulfion is ufu- 
ally hindred from afcending upward: Wherefore ( as Phyfical 
Hiftories teftify ) when a ftupor beginning at the top of a Finger 
or Toe of a hand or Foot, creeps to the upper parts with a 
fenie of Formication, or like a cold wind ; and at length taking 


_ to the Brain, caufes terrible Convulfions : If prefently at the firft 


feizure the Arm or Leg be ftrongly bound about, the Convulfion 
being not able to pafs that place, is hindred from getting to the 


Head: Nay and its an ufual thing for Hyfterick Women, affoon as 


/ a Swelling of their Belly, or an afcent of a heavy lump is firft 


perceivd in their Abdomen, to bind about hard the Trunk of 


their Body with Swathes, aud fo commonly the Precordia, and 
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he Region of the Head are kept from being affected with the 
Convulfive. Fit. 

It’s likewife obfervable that if Blood be let forth of a Vein in the 
nidit of a Convulfive or Apoplectical Fit, it prefently teems to 
be congeal’d, fo that being receiv'd ina Bafon , it does not Keep 
an even and plain Surface like Liquids, but accumulating it felf | 
drop upon drop, it rifes in a heap like Tallow melted and diftilld 
into a cold Veffel: Yet as to what fome conclude hence, wz, 
that Convulfions depend wholly on the thicknefs, ob{tructed mo- 
tion, and ftagnation of the Blood, we muft not allow of it? 
For Blood drawn from Perfons that are fubject to Convulfions a 
little before the Fit, is diluted with Serum,-and fluid enough 29 
Wherefore we may opine that that Congelation is causd by the 
Fit it felf: To wit, becaufe in Convulfive motions, from the ex- 
ceilive Contractions of the Mufcles and Vifcera , the Blood pafling 
betwixt them, its Spirit and Serum exhaling, is a little folvd inits

charging on the Head, the Heterogeneous Particles, either engens 
dred in it felf, or receiv’d from elfewhere from the Bowels, For 


this purpoge an Evacuation, ordered both by Purging and Bleed= 
ing, unlefs fomewhat indicates the contrary, is wont to be ad- 


A S to the Cure of thefe kinds of Convulfive affects, which in 
J 


Vomiting very often gives relief, wherefore let Vomits of the 
Ynfufion of Crocus Metallorum, or of Salt of Vitriol, or of Wine 
of Squills, be given in the firft place. Then in a few days let 
Blood be drawn, either by opening a Vein in the Arm, oF 
by Leeches applyed to the Hzmorrhoid Veins ; then afterwards 
let a gentle Purge be ordered either of Pills, or of a Purging Apo- 
zeme, and let it be repeated in due and convenient time. 

Take Cratos Pills of Amber, or Bontiuss Pills of Tartar we 
Drams, Rofin of Falap fixteen Grains, Caftoreum a Scruple, Oy! of 
Rafemary or of Amuer half a Scruple, Gum Ammoniacum diffolv d Mes 
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fufficient quantity of Hyfterick-water , make fixteen Pills, lee fou™ 


be taken every fixth or feventh day. 

Take Roots of Polypody of the Oak; fharp pointed Dock prepar’d, and 
of Chervil, of each fix Drams, of Male Peony three Drams, Leaves of 
Betony, Germander , Ground-pine, Vervain, Male Fiuellin, of each 
a handful, Seeds of Carthamus and Burr-dock, of each three Drams, 
let them boil in four Pounds of Fountain-water to half, add of White- 
wine 4 Pound, let it be ftrain'd into a Matrafs, to witch put Leaves 
of choice Sena an Ounce, Rhubarb fix Drams, Gummous Turbith half 
an Ounce, Epithimum, yellow Saunders of each two Drams, Salt of 
Worm-twood, and of Scurvy-grafs, of each a Dram, the outward yel- 
low Coats of Oranges two Drams, let them digeft clofe luted in a 
Sand heat: for twelve hours, let the ftraining be kept for ufe: Lee 
it be fiweetned (if need be) with a fuffictent quantety of Syrupus 
Auguftanus, or with Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb ; the Dofe is 


fix Ounces once or twice in a week, 


Each day in which Purging is omitted, Jet Remedies be given 
for ftrengthning the Brain, and for garding the Animal Spirits 
from incurring Heterogeneous Combinations, or from entring 
upon Explofions : Of which neverthelefs let a certain choice be 
made according to. the Temperament, Habit of Body, and Con- 
{titution of the Difeas’d: For to fuch as have a thin habit of Body, 
and a hot Blood, Medicines muft be given which -are not hot, 
and which do not ftir the Blood too much: On the contrary to 
phlegmatick and grois Bodies, whofe Urine is thin and watery, 
and whofe Blood circulates but dully, let hot Remedies be or- 
dered, and fuch as are apt notably to ferment the Humours: 
In the former cafe you may prefcribe after this manner. 

Take Conferve of the Flowers of Betony, Tamarish, and Male 
Peony of each two Ounces, Species Diamargariti Frigidi, a Dram 
and a half, Powder of the Roots of Peony, and of the Seeds of the 
fame of each a Dram, red Coral prepar'd two Drams, Vitriol of Mars 
two Scruples, Salt of Worm-wood two Drams, with a fufficient quan- 
tity of Fuice of Oranges, make an Electugry: Let it be takea twice 
or thrice a day, drinking after it a little draught of the Fulape be- 
neath preferib'd. 

Take of ved Coral ground with rhe Furce of Oranges on a Marble, 
or in a Glafs-mortar,and dryed hal an Ounce,Powder of M:ftlerow of the 
Oak, and of the Roots of Male Peony, of each two Drams,Sugar of Pearl 
three Drams,make a Powder 3 the Defe is from a Scruple to half a Dram, 
twice or thrice a day. | 

‘Take Species Diamargariti Frigidi two Drams, Salt of Worm-tvood, 
three Drams,Aron Roots powdred a Dram, mix them, make a Powder, 
let it be divided inte twenty parts, and let a Dofe be taken in the 
Morning, and at four of the Clock, z 
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Take Powder of the Roots of Butter Bur an Ounce, the Dofe is 
from half a Dram toa Dram twice a day. 

Take Leaves of the Bur-dock,and of Aron,of each fix handfuls, being 
flte’t and mniset together,let them be diftal’d:The Dofe zs from two Drams 
to three twice or thrice a day after a Dofe of the Eleftuary or Powder, 

Take of this diftilld Water two Pounds, of our Steel repar'd two 
Drams, mix thenina Glafs, let them be taken after the fame manner, 

Take Water of Wallnuts fomple, and of black Cherries, of each half 
a Pound, of Snails four Ounces, Syrup of Flowers of the Male Peony 
ti70 Ounces ; the Dofe is from an Ounce and a half to two Ounces 
after the {ame manner. 

Take Shavings of Ivory, and Harts-horn, of each three Drams, 
Roots of Chervsl, Bur-dock, Valerian, of each half an Ounce 3 Leaves 
of Betony, Ground-pine, Scolopendrium, tops of Tamarisk, of each a 
handful: Barks of Tamarisk and of Bitter-/weet of each half an Ounce, 
let them boil in four Pounds of Fountein-water to the confumption 
of a third part, add of White-wine eight Ounces, firain it into 4 
Flaggon, to which put Leaves of Brook-limes, and of Cuckow-flower, 
of cach 4 handful, make a warm and clofe Infufion for four hours, 
let the firaining be kept in Glaffes clofe flopt : The Dofe ts fix Ounces 
twice a day, after a Dofe of a folid Medicine. Sometimes in fuch 
an Apoxeme let two Drams of our Steel be infusd, and taken after 
the fame manner. 

In the Summer time the ufe of Mineral Waters is proper, for 
want of them let our Artificial Waters be given in their ftead. 

But if for the reafons above cited hot Medicines are indicated, 

ve may proceed after the following method. | | 

Take Conferve of Rofemary-flowers, and of the yellow Coats of 
Oranges and Limons, of each two Ounces, Wallnuts, and Miroba- 
dans condited, of each in number two, Lignum Aloes, yellow Saunders, 
Roots of Serpentaria , Contrayerva, Angelica and Aron, of each a 
Dram, Vitriol of Mars (or prepar'd Steel) four Scruples, Salt of 
Worm-wood and of Scurvy-grafs of each a Dram, with a fufficient 
quantity of Preferve of Wallnuts, make an Eledtuary. Let the quan- 
tity of a Nutmeg be taken twice a day, drinking after at a Dofe of an 
appropriated Liquour. 

" Take Roots of Male Peony, Angelica, ved Coral prepara, of each 
two Drams, Sugar diffolu'd in water of Snails boil’d to a confiftency for 
Tablets fix Ounces. Oylof Amber bighly rettified half a Dram, make 
Tablets according to Art, each weighing about half a Dram, let one or 
two be taken twice or thrice a day, drinking after it a Dofe of an Approe 
priated Liquour. 

Take Roots of Virginia Serpentary,Contrayerva, Valerian of each tio 
Drams, red Coral prepar'd,Pearls,of each 4 Dram,Winters-bark, Roots of 
baftard Ditany of 3 a Dram, Vitriol of Mars, Salt of Werm-wood, F 
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each a Dram and a half. Extratt of Centory two Drams, Ammoniacum. 
diffolvd in Hyfterick-water what fuffices, make a Maj; for Pills. 
Les four Pills be taken in the Morning and at four inthe Afternoon. 

Take Spirit of Harts-born, or of Soot, or of Mans Blood , or of Sal 
Armoiack what fuffices, take fromi@en to twelve Drops Morning 
and Evening in a Spoonful of the Fulape, drinking after it a little 
draught of the fame. 

Take Leaves of Betony, Vervain, Sage, Cuckow-flowers , Aron, 
Bur-dock, of each two handfuls, green Wallnuts in number twenty, 


the Coats of fix Oranges and four Limons, Cardamoms, Cubebs, of 


each an Ounce ; being flict and bruisd, pour to them Whey made 
with Cider or White-wine fix Pounds, let it diftil according to Art : 
The Dofe is two or three Ounces twice a day after a Dofe of a folid 
Medicine : To two Pounds of this add of our Steel two Drams. 
Take Water of Earth-worms, and of Snails, of each fix Ounces; of 
Walnuts Pe i four Ounces, Raddifh-warer compound two Ounces, 
na Sugar two Ounces, make a Fulape: The Dofe is four or 
Six Spoonfuls twice 2 day after a Dofe of a folid Medicine. 
Take Millepedes cleansd a Pound, Cloves flict half an Ounce, pour 
on them of White-wine two Pounds, let them diftil in a Gourd- glafs 5 
the Dofe 1s from an Ounce to an Ounce and a half twice a day. 
We may prefcribe for poor People Remedies more eafte to be 


had after this manner. 


Take Conferve of the Leaves of Rue made with an equal part of 
Sugar fix Ounces. Let the quesy of 4 Nutmeg be taken twice a 
day, drinking after it a Decottion of the Seeds and Roots of Bur-dock 
mide in Whey, prepard of White-wine. 

Or let a Conferve be made of the Leaves of the Tree of Life, with 
an equal part of Sugar; the Dofe is from balfa Dram to a Dram 
twice a day. 

Take Powder of Millepedes prepar’d three Drams, Ameos-feeds a 
Dram, make a Powder, divide it into ten pet let a Dofe be taken

pour d on them, let the Fuice be expreft, make a draught, let it be 
taken twice a day. 

In the mean while that thefe Remedies are taken inwardly, it 
is proper fometimes to raife Blifters by applying Veficatories 
on the Nucha, or behind the Ears; for fo the Serous and fharp 
Humours are very much deriv’d from the Head: Moreover 
Sneezing-powders, and Apophlegmatifms often give great relief. 
The drawing of Blood from the Hemorrhoid Veins, or from the 
Foot ought to be fometimes repeated: And during the Fit, 
Plaifters or Cataplafms are applyed to the Soles of the Feet with 
good effect : It is good alfo to apply Epifpafticks about the Legs 


and Thighs. :

Of Convulfive motions, whofe caufe lyes about the 
Extremities, or within the Plexus’s of the Nerves. 


Hat Convulfive affects, fometimes without any fault in the 
Head, arife from the Irritation and Explofion of the Spi- 
rits lying about the extremities of the Nerves, it plainly appears 
even froii this, becaufe when Medicines fmartly twitch the Coats 
of the Stomack or Inteftines, or when Worms gnaw them, Con- 
vulfions do not only follow in thofe parts, but likewife Convul- 
five motions are fometimes retorted on the Members and out- 
ward Limbs: For as we have fhewn elfewhere, when a fenfe of 
great pain torments any part, and is communicated from that 
to the Primum Senforium, prefently upon it, the Spirits being 
there irritated, an involuntary and irregular motion is wont to 
be thence reflected ; and that not only by thofe Nerves, by which 
the fenfe of pain was brought, but fometimes the Convulfion is 
reciprocated alfo by others, either of the fame pair, or belonging 
to a pair wholly differing : Thus a Stone fixt in the Ureter cau- 
fes Convulfions, not only in the Veffel affected, but in a man- 
ner in all the Vifcera of the Eelly, and cruel Vomitings for the 
moit part follow upon it : Wherefore it is not to be doubted but 
Convulfive Difeafes alfo,and fome fuch Symptoms are often caus‘d 
by reafon of fome outward offence offer’d the extremities of the 
Nerves within the Mernbranes, Mufcles or Vifcera: Nay and if 
at any timein Hyfterick, Hypochondriack, and certain other paf- 
fions, Convulfive motions are rais’d through the fault of the 
Womb, Spleen, or fome other. of the Vifcera, the Head being 
without hurt; truly thofe arife and are propagated on every fide 
into various Regions of the Body only this way, vz. by the an- 
noyances of the reft of the parts by the Way of the Nerves, and 
not at all by vapours convey’d to the Head. I fhall now give 
you fome inftances and obfervations of Convulfions arifing from 
the Extremities of the Nerves. 

A delicate Virgin about the fixteenth year of her Age falling 
from a Horfe, and dafhing her felf againft a rough Stone, forely 
hurt her left Breft, whence a Swelling with a pain arofe, which 
Symptoms neverthelefs at firft feem’d to be mitigated by the uf 
of Remedies, and afterwards for a long time to /pafs indifferently 
well ; but after three years upon taking cold, and having ps 
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{welling up in a greater bulk, was affected with a moft acute and 
almoft continual pain, fo that the Difeafed, through the mighty 
torment, paffed many days and nights without fleep; norcould 
the indure that the Glandules of her Breft, then become more 
{wollen, fhould be toucht or Ranedied, nay nor any noife or coné 
cuflion to be made in her Chaniber. | 

When to this Tumour, degcnerating towards a Cancer; Fo- 
mentations and Cataplafms of Hemlock and. Man-drake, and 
other itnpifying things, and Repercuffives were apply d, the noble 
Lady began to undergo certain Convulfive affects, which often 
molefted her : In the firft place as often as a violent pain came 
in her Breft, the felt there prickings, and likewife Convilfions 
and Contractions fhooting in and out: Prefently after the Ven- 
tricle and Hypochondyes, and after that the whole Abdomen were 
wont to be blown up, and mightily diftended with a rumbling 
and a itraining to Vomit: By and by the fame affed being con- 
vey d by degrees to the upper parts, Cook away her Senfes, and 
fhortly upon it fo ftrong Convulfions followed in her whole Body, 
that the Difeas'd could fcarce be heal’d by three or four robuit 
Nien. 


Thefe kinds of Fits at firft came at random, and were only 
Taisd occafionally, viz. they enfued as often as the pain of the 
Breft was rendred more intenfe by fome evident caufe: After 
ward thofe Convulfions more frequently molefted her, and at 
length becoming periodical and habitual, they return’d twice a 
day, vzz.conftantly juftfomany fet hours after Meals: And when

| Difeasd had been miferably afflicted after this rmanner for fix 


Months, at length fhe began to be troubled with a certain Ver- 
tiginous affects which continually followed her: For which evil 
when a Fomentation of Aromatick and Cephalick Herbs had been 
for fome time applyed, the grew better as to Her Vertizo 5 but 
from thenceforwards fhe was continually molefted with a new 
and very wonderful Symptom, vz. a violent dry Cough follow- 
ing her day and night, unlefs when fhe was fallen afleep: After 
this noble Virgin had tryed divers forts of Remedies, prefcrib’d 
by feveral Phyficians, without much benefit, at length vpon the 
ufe of the Baths of a moderate heat at Bathe, fhe was reliev'd, 


‘and being marryed prefently upon it, after conception and her 


being delivered of a Child, fhe recovered by degrees. 

_ As tothe violent Cough above mention’d, it feems that that 
Symptom depended on the Origine of the Nerves being affected, 
and not on any ftuffing in the Lungs, for fhe {pit forth nothing 
with the Cough ; we fay therefore that the Morbifick matter de- 
posd near the Origine of the Nerves being rarified and Pare 
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pricking p 
the was taken ill about the Stomack : To wit, a hard, and as it 
were {chirrous Tumour arofe there with an opprefling pain 5 this 
was prefently followed by an inflation of the Ventricle,with a diffi- 
cult Breathing, a Naufeoufnets and frequent Vomiting. Then 
the Difeafe growing worfe and worfe, with a more acute pain, 
and fhooting in and out every way, fhe fell into Conulfive af- 
fects of the Ventricle: To wit, the Convulfions fhooting in that 
place feveral ways, fhe was almoft continually in fuch a torment, 
as though the Stomack were torn in feveral pieces: Moreover a 
contitiual Perturbation of mind, and frequent Fainting Fits lead- 
ing even to Death’s door, accompanied with a Thirft and Watch- 
ings; purfued the fick Lady 5 all which Symptoms fhe plainly per- 
ceiv'd always to arife from that Tumour of the Ventricle (to wit, 
its fharp and heterogeneous Particles continually entring the Ey. 
tremities of the furrounding Fibres and Nerves.) To this Per 
fon all Vomitory, Cathartick, Antifcorbutick and Hyfterick Me- 
dicines, without giving any eafe, feem’d rather to have provd 
offenfive and prejudicial: After Bleeding by Leeches; and the 
ufe of Affes Milk fhe receiv’d fome benefit, and afterward by long 
drinking Mineral Waters, fhe was very much reliev d. 

What has been (aid here of Convulfions from a Morbifick caufe 
befetting each end of the Sy/tema Nervofim will be made mote 
clear when hereafter we fhall treat particularly of the chief Kinds 
of Convulfions, viz. of Hyfterick , Hypochondriack and other

rapeutick method to this Hypothefis of Convulfions hapning by 
reafon of the Extremities of the Nefves being affected 5 becaule 
the ways of Curing this affect may better be accommodated to 
thofe that we fhall hereafter deliver in particular. 

I have found alfo by ocular evidence, that there are Convul- 
five affects whofe caufe, or Morbifick matter lyes within the 
Plexus’s of the Nerves: For opening the Body of a noble Lady, 
who had been horribly troubled with thofe affects they call Hy- 
fterical a little before her déceafe, I found the Womb wholly 
without fault, but along the Nervous Plexus’s of the Mefentery; 
which (as it feem’d) had been wont, to {well and rife up ina 
bulk, I found-the Membranes of that Entrat loofen’d and fevered 
from each other, fo that they appear'd every where fwoll nail 
Jax, as if blown upin hittle bubbles or bladders. Nor is it be

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or time, by realon of a Scorbutick or otherwife vitiated affect, 
cegenerates trom its due Crafis into a fharp, acid, or otherwife 
Precerpatural and Convulfive Liquour, We fhall here confider 
of each of thefe cafes, and firit of Convulfive Fits, which are 
produc’t from Poyfon or Witchcraft. 

Firft therefore, That fome Poyfons act on the Nervous Li- 
quour rather than on the Blood, and depraving it, caufe chiefly 
Convulfive affects, it plainly appears from eating of Cicutaria 
Apium rifus, deadly Nightfhade, the wild Carrot, and 
other offenfive Herbs , which is wont to be followed in 
afhort time after with horrible Contractions of the Stomack, 
a Numne(s, Delirium, and Twitchings and Convulfions in the 
whole Bedy of the Tendons: Moreover thofe kinds of Convul- 
five affects enfue in fuch as are bitten by a mad, Dog, and other 
Venemous wild Beafts when the Virulent Miafmm receivd by 
the Nervous Juice, having lay’n hid in it a long time, at length 
exerts it felf, and infects and poyfons with its ferment the whole 
Mafs.of the Liquour in which it is involy’d: And this is more 
clearly manjfelied by the woncerful Symptoms, wz. the pain- 
ful Convulfions, and continual Dancing which are affirm’d by 
Authors of Credit to enfue upon the bite of a Tarantula: Which 
doubtlefs happen, becaufe upon the bite.of that Animal, {ome Ve- 
nemous Miafms are conyey’d intu the Body of Man, which ne-— 
verthelefs being little injurious to the Blood and vital Spint, 
affoon, as they have paft fiom it into the Nervous Liquour, pre- 
fently fpread themfelves like a Ferment, through its whole Mafs, 
and intecét the Animal Spirits, every where abounding in it} fo 
that they being fore’t apart from one another , and driven hi- 
ther and thither in a diforderly manner, caufe Convulfive affects, 
which fometimes are accompanyed with a Contraction of the

fo this is a kin the Evil, which is call’d the Dance of S.Vitus, 
concerning which Horfiius relates, that he fpake with certain 
Wemen, who vifit yearly the Chappel of S. Vitus, which 1s 
within. the Precincts of U/mes, and there exercife themfelves fo 
long in Dancing day and night, with a Perturbation of mind,

renew their Dancing. 

Indeed it is a ufual thing (as I have often obferv’d ) both for 
Men and Women to be infefied with fuch a reftlefsnefs, and.cer- 
tain rage as it were of the Members, that they are forc't to walk 
till they. are.a weary, and alfo to dance and run up and down, 
by this means to avoid greater Difturbances and Swoonings, 
which .would.otherwife feize them: The reafon of which feems 
to be, that the Animal Spirits, becaufe {timulated in the whole 
Genus Nervofum from a Heterogeneous Combination, become 
wholly in a rage and ungovernable, which therefore ought to 
be fo exercis’'d and wearied, both that they themfelves may be 
maftered , and that the Heterogeneous Combination may be 
fhaken off. | 

That Convulfive affects are fometimes caus’d by Witchcraft, 
it is,both vulgarly believ'd, and every where affirm’d by many 
Authors that deferve Credit: And to grant that wonderful affects 
are often product in the Body of Men by tricks of the Devil, 
viz. in as uiuch as by the wonderful fubtlety in operating, in 


which he excels, he infinuates Atoms or Heterogeneous Cor- 
: puicles

acts his part in this Tragedy. 
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pufcles into the fenfitive Soul, or the Texture of the Anima! 
Spirits, and fo fometimes ftimulates its Functions, fometimes 
binds them, fometimes violently perverts them: Nay and far- 
ther in fome manner he enters the Body of Man himfelf, and be. 
ing as another Soul of a more powerful Nature, is co-extended 
to it, actuats all the parts and members, infpires them with 
an unwonted Vigour, and governs them at his pleafure, and ftirs 
them up to the performance of wonderful and fupernatural acti- 
ons: Grant this I fay, yet all kinds of Convulfions which appear 
prodigious, as being befides the common courfe of this Diteafe, 
ought not prefently to be imputed to inchantments of Witches, 
or tricks of the Devil, for often, though appearing ftrange, they 
proceed from meer natural caufes, and ftand in need of no other 
Exorcifms for a Cure, than Remedies which are wont to be pres 
fcrib’d againft Convulfive affects: In truth the Animal Spirits 
when indued with a very great exp!ofive Combination, and dif- 
charg’d together by it, exert fo much of ftrength and vigour 
above their proper and wonted force, asa flafh of Gua-powder 
above the burning of a common flame, for that fuch, who, being 
obnoxious to this Difeafe, may when they are outwof the Fit 
be govern’d, carryed, and led at pleafure by the guidance of one 
Man, when the Fit comes upon them, are not to be manag dby 
the greateft ftrength and endeavours of four or more robuft 
Perfons: But if when any Perfon is diftempered there be a fufpi- 
cion of Witchcraft or Fafcination, there are chiefly two kinds 
of motion which are wont to create and maintain it 5 viz. Firft, 
If the Patient ufes fuch Contorfions and Gefticulations of the 
Members, or of the whole Body, which no found Man, even a 
Mimick, or any Tumbler, is wont to imitate; And fecondly, if 
he exerts a ftrength, which exceeds all humane force, to which 
if there be joyn’d excretions of monftrous things, as when heaps 
of Pins are caft up by Vomit, or living Animals are voided by 
feige, it comes to be without difpute that the »Devil has, and

Very Man knows that Convulfions fometimes happen to Per. 
ps4 fons in Fevers, and that from thence a’ great Prognoftick 
as taken of death or danger: For as in Malignant Fevers, and 
foinetimes in ordinary Fevers of an [ll-determination, a Vertigo 
or Delirium arife from the Morbifick Matter’s being depos'd from 
the Blood in the Brain; fo from the fame fall’n into the Genus 
Nervofum, Contractions and Twitchings of the Mufcles and Ten- 
dons, aid alfo fudden fhakings of the Members and Limbs, and 
fometimes horrible ftiff extenfions m the whole Body enfue, 
which forts of Convulfive affeéts happen for the moft part about 
the height of Fevers, when the Morbifick Matter, firft heap’t’ to- 
gether in the Blood, is convey'd thence into the Brain, and that 
being either prefently paft through, or infected together with 
it, is carryed into the Sy/tema Nervofum, and thence Convulfive 
affects, with or without a Delirium are rais’d. 
Neverthelefs befides thefe kinds of Convulfive affects which 
€nfie upon Fevers, and are fecondarily rais'd, we may obferve 
fometimes i a Malignant Conftitution of the Air, and aftera 


‘breath of a peftilential Contagion, that the Nervous Liquour is 


infected before the Blood, or apart by it felf from:it, and that 
thén a Delirium and Convulfions precede the Feverith Diftemiper. 
Moreover I have often obferv'd that forme Anomalous Fevers 
have been rife, in which the Blood being {carce feen to boil or 
to be extraordinary hot, the beginnings of a flow, and very dan- 
gerous Fever have been farft laid in the Nervous Humour; which 
being rais’d by degrees to a Maturity, caus’d Convulfive affects 
With a Delirium’ or Mania, and other failings or exorbitancies of 
the Animal Spirits: For the Difeas’d not complaining of heat’ or 
drought, ona fiidden becoming weak, and as it were enervated, 
were prefently rendred obnoxious to a frequent Giddinefs, alfo to 
Tremblings and Leapings as it were of the Limbs, and likewife 
to Twitchings and Contractions of the Mufcles and Tendons, 
and to pains moving from one place to another. This kind of 
Sicknefs, in regard it feems to confift in the folid parts, rather 


‘than in the Blond, is call’d by fome Phyficians a Malignant 


Hectick 
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FHeAick Fever, when in truth the fame being chiefly rooted in 
the Nervous Humour, is better faid to be a Convulfive Difeafe of 
the Nerves. 

Horfisus mentions a Convulfive and Malignant Difeafe, which 
heretofore was Epidemical in Haffia, Weftphalia, and the Neigh- 
bouring parts; thofe that were feizd with it, without any Fe- 
verith heat, or immoderate efferveicency of the Blood; as they 
were about their houfehould affairs, on a fudden {fcarce per- 
ceiving themfelves fick, were wont to feel a Formication witha 
Numnefs paffing in and out about their Hands or Feet, and 
fometimés in both: Prefently after their Fingers and Toes, and 
likewife their Arms and Legs, one while were clotely contracted, 
another while ftrongly extended, as though they had grown {tiff . 
Thefe Contractions and Extenfions followed each other alterna- 
tively, and now and then chang‘d places, fo that at one time the 
affect lay in this part, and then prefently in another : But in cafe 
( as it often fell out ) the Difeafe feiz'd the whole Brain all at once, 
Univerfal Convulfions, and often Epileptical Fits infefted the Di 
eas’d ; Moreover they were obnoxious at certain times to a Di 
lirium, Mania, and fometimes to a Lethargy: This Dii emper 
continued along time without a Crifis, or being perfectly refol- 
ved; and could fcarce ever be fo throughly Curd, but ill and 
morbid Difpofitions of the Brain and Nervous parts lafted after- 
wards during the whole Life. : 

It plainly appears that this Difeafe and its Symptoms wholly 
depend on the Corruption and mighty Depravation of the Ner- 
vous Juice: And the reafon why in this Nervous Fever, there 
happen’d a difficult, or rather no Crifis, or Solution at all, was 
becaufe the Nervous Juice being tough and mucilaginous ; 
as it were, and confequently flow in motion, is not purgd as 
the Blood, by an excretory effervefcence, nor does it eafily 
fallinto fuch a fermentation, whereby the pure is feparated from 
the impure. 

IT have known. a Difeafe like this, often to have reign d in our 
Country, and to have pafk through whole Families, at leaft 
among{t the Children and younger People.. Some years fince 
a popular Fever forely infefting the Brain and Genus Nervofum 
very much reign’d about Oxford, and indeed almoft throughout 
England : The Narrative of which Difeafe, written at the time 
it reign’d, wiz. An.1661. I fhall here briefly infert; for from 
hence it appears after what manner, and by what caufes Con- 
vulfive Symptoms which. happen in all Fevers, are wont.to be 
rais d. 
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An Account of an Epidemick Fever , reigning 
An. 1661. which chiefly infefted the Brain 
and the Genus Nervofum. 


A Fter the Vernal Equinox 4m”. 1661. 4 certain Anornalots 
iv and unufual Fever, feizd fome Perfons here and there; 


P which neverthele(s within a Month became {fv Epidemical, that 
pin many places it began to be call’d the New Diteafe : Reigning 
)chiefl y among Children and young People, it was wont to afflict 


them with a long, and as it were, Chronical Sicknefs ; Nay and 


) fometimes though rarely itinfefted Perfons ftricken in years, and 
» aged, but it kill’d them {ooner,and more ceitainly : The affect firft 
pfeizing any Perfon, fo tacitely ftole upon him, that the begin< 
Pnings of the Sicknefs were fearce perceivd: For arifing with- 


out any immoderate heat or great thirft, it prefently caus’d a 
great weakneis in the whole Body, witha languor of the Spirits, 
and a deadnefs of the Animal Functions: The Stomack loathed 
all Food, and found_it felf oppreft by what was taken into it, 


) and neverthelefs it was not inclin'd to Vomit. ‘rhe Difeas’d be- 
» ing indifpos’d to ail motion, fought only to lye on a Bed, and 
' do nothing: Within a fhort time, and fometimes from the firft 
Pinvafion of the Difeafe, they complaind of a great Giddinefs, 


a ringing in the Ears, and often of a turbulent motion and great 
perturbation in the Brain : Which fort of Symptoms were tfually 
accounted a Pathognomick fign as it were of the fudden approach 
of this Difeafe ; in cafe it happen’d that thefe were wanting, or 
remifs in fome Perfons, inftead of the dead being affected after 
that manner, the Difeafe fixt it felf deeper in the Breft, and 
raisd a Cough, as we fhall prefently acquaint you: Now whilft 


) pon the Brain and Nervous Appendix, their being affected after 


this mianner, the Animal Spirits prefently from the beginning of 
the Sicknefs waxt dull, a flow and hectick Fever as it were; 
was kindled in the whole Body : Neverthelefs the effervefcence 
of the Blood, which was fcarce continual, but hapning at ran= 
dom, and uncertain, was more intenfe in.fome, arid more reriifs 
in others according to the Crafis of the Blood it felf: And con< 
fequently the Thirft, roughnefs of the Tongue, and other Synip-

more or lefs. Sweating did not happen of its own accord, nor 
could it readily or with eafe be rais’d by Art : Nay farther, nei-

' t have orcen obferv’d in this Fever, after Oat Broath, a De- 
coction of Barley, and other thin Dyet, that no lels Ebullition 
of the Blood has been rais’d, than by a full Meat Broath: For 
iideed on one fide as well as the other, the Nutritive Juice fent 
from the Chyle into: the Blood, in regard it was not imploy d 
in the work of Nutrition, troubled the Blood, as fome Hetero= 
gcneous thing that would not duely mix with it: And by rea- 
{on of the Particles of this fuperfluous Juice, fent off in a plenti- 
ful manner with the Serum, the Urine was very thick and red, 
and mightily fill’d with Contents : And for this reafon the Belly 
for the moft part was loofe, in as much as the Blood being full 
of a Nutritious Juice, fuck’t a tefs Portion of Chyle from the 
Eowels, and difcharg’d again into the Intetlines a part of that 
which was brought into it; moreover the Feverith Diftemper 
fiuck for fo long time in the Blood, becaufe till wpon the Refti- 
tution of the Animal Governance, Nutrition was rightly pere 
form’d, that tuperfluous Matter was heap’t together in the Mafs 
of Blood. I fhall now give an inftance or two of Perfons af- 
fected with this Difeate, : 

A Robuft and ‘Florid young Man, about the beginning of the 
Spritz, An. 1661. falling fick without any evident caute, foon 
became weak, and as it were enervated, with’a lofs of Appetite, 
and a languithing of the Spirits : Cathartick Remedies, Antipy- 
reticks, Digettives, nay and Antifcorbuticks, and dathers of di- 
vers kinds, being given him, according to the prefcripts of fa- 
mous Phyficians, did not the leaft good: But the Difeas’d fill 
continuing in a languifhing condition, lay by it for fix weeks, 
With a flow Fever of uncertain returns, a quick and-weak Pulfe, 
and a deep red Urine. Moreover being mightily ‘pined away, 
he complain’d of a ringing in his Ears, and an Undulation of 
found, as it were, in his head: Theugh he was affected with a 
great Stupor, yet his Sleeps were very much troubled and inter- 
rupted witha talking Light-headed. After forty days, the Fever 
not yet. declining, 1t was thought good to draw about four of 
five Ounces of Blood from the Veffels of the Fundament by Leeches. 
Hereupon prefertly the Fever began to be very much exalper- 
ated, for the heat tecanje more intenfe, with:a Fhirft ,,- Watch

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ings, and an almoft continual toffing of the Body, the Tongue” @ 


alio growing dry and rough 3 fhortly after a troublefome Cough, 
with much and difcolour’d Spittle enfued: There were caretul- 
ly given him Almond and Barley Drinks, with temperate things 
againft the Cough boil'd in them, Water of Milk diftill’d with 
Snails aud Herbs appropriated to the Thorax, Powder of Shells, 
Niter prepar’d, and likewife Cordial Opiats ; which neverthelefs 
fcarce giving any relief, the Difeas’d ftill became weaker: And 
when atter this manner, having been fick above two Months, 
the Feverifh Diftemper, and the Cough alfo daily growing worfe, 
he feem’d to be at Death’s Door, at length a Sweat hapening of 
it= own accord, which fometimes came vpon him every night, 
fometimes every other night, he grew better by degrees there- 
by, and ufing afterwards the forefaid Medicines, he became per- 
fectly well within fix weeks. 

Whilft this Perfon lay ill, I went to fee another about Twelve 
years of Age, affected after the like manner; but this, when } 
was fiuft call’d, having lain ill above a Month, was reduc t to a 
Skeleton: Moreover he was affected with a Giddinefs, a ring- 
ing in the Ears, and a Deafnets, and likewife with a viclent 


‘Cough, accompanied with a yellow, and as it were Confump- 


tive Spittie: His Pulle was quick ard weak, his Urine red and 
thick, bis Appetite very much dejected, his Spirits fo faint, and 
his Suwength {fo fall’n, that he could not keep himfelf from his 
Bed: To this Perfon I gave often in a day Milk diflulld with 
Snails and temperate Herbs: Moreover inftead of ordinary drink, 
I ordered him: daily to take an opening Decoction, fuch as is 
re’d in the Richets: By the help of which Remedies he feemd 
to be reftor’d to his health within a Months {pace, 


This Fever in a certain Noble Mans Famiuy, provd very fatal 
amongft his Children, who had been originally fubject to Ce- 
phalick affects. About the Vernal Equinox, a Boy of about 
Eleven years of Age, began to fall fick. Inthe firft place with- 
eut an intenfe heat or drovght, a lofs of Appetite, and failing of 
Strength came upon him. Moreover an almoft continual Ver- 
tizo molefted him,with.a frequent inclination to Fainting,fo that 
he often thought himfelf reedy to fall ina Swoon: Tothis Per- 
fon,by the advice of fome Nurfe that attended him, Glyfters were 
daily given: And afterward when from the toulnefs of his 
Tongue and Mouth, the manifett figns of a Fever appear, that 
Empirick gave him a Vemit of the Intufion of Crocus Metallorum. 
And the feventh day giving him a Cordial Powder, and cover 
ing him over with Cloaths, fhe made him Sweat: His Skin no 
fooner began to ke moift, but prefently fpeaking ghia 
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me complaind that his Cap was fall’n into water, foon after bee 
comme Speechlets he dyed, ( whilft I was fent for ) within fons 
hour's, 

Shortly after, the fame Difeafe feizd his Sifter who was 
younger; whofe ficknefs neverthelels, becaufe it was accompa- 
miect with a frequent Coughing and Spitting, was firtt thought 
to. be only a cold taken: But within a few days, that Cough 
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tte i: epits to boil l, prefently difchar nges from its Embraces on the

{pecially Vomits, are given prefently at the beginning of the Dit 
eafe, for thefe donot only empty the Veffels of Concer “tion, and 
{o withdraw both the tit it, and asit were original fuel of the Dit 
€afe, but likewife draw Serofities from the Blood, and fo caufé 
its filth rather tobe diicharg’d in the stein; ge and Inteltines, 
than onthe Head or Lungs. Moreover ia 25 smuch as the Glands 
which receive the Lymphxducts, are twitcht and ftrongly tha 
Ken, by Emeticks, the Stiper fluities of the Nervous Juice are 
thereby prets’d forth into the lower Vifc era, that whey cannot of 
fend the Brain, and its Appendix: And for this end, let the Bel 
ly ftill be kept foluble by the paquent ute of Gl ly fters. Inthe 
mean time, while the Blood, being defil’d with the taint of this 
Difeafe, threatens i}] to the Brain or Przecordia it will not be fafe 
to attempt any thine wath Diaphoreticks or Diureticks, or alfo 
with ftrong Catharticks: For thefe forts of Medicines, greatly 
fufing the Blood, and driving its Serofities into the places moft 
Open to réceive them, ea fily obtrude on the Brain or Lungs 5 
if at any time they are of a weak Conftitution, any dreggy filth 
which 1s apt to depart from the Mafs of Blood: So in the Youth 
above mention’d, a Sweat being unfeafonably rais’d, it was fol- 
lowed by a lofs of Speech: And I have known that Sudorificks, 
on like manner as Chalybeats, have brought a Confumptioa in 2 
Morbid Difpofition of the Lungs. 
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Therefore Bleeding, and if need be, a Vomit or Purge, v12. 
one of them, or'both being prefently ordered at the beginning of 
the Difeafe, the other intentions will be to divert the Morbifick 
Serofities of the Blood, which are apt to flow to the Head and 
Brett, and to derive them off gently by other ways of Evacua- 
tions, and to clear them forth ¢ For this end Veficatories ought 
to be applyed on the Nape of the Neck, or behind the Ears, near 
the Arm-pits,in the Groin,or on the Thighs, or Calves of the Legs, 
viz. fometimes in this part, fometimes in that 5 to wit, that the 
little Sores made here and there, flowing continually, may plenti- 
fully difcharge the Serum filled with Heterogeneous and Morbid 
Particles. 

Moreover Remedies gently conveying the Serum to the Reins 
and Urinary paffages, are often given with good effect 5 for this 
purpofe let Diuretick Apozeims and fulapes be ordered accord- 
ing to the following Forms. : 

Take Roots of Scorzonera, Chervil, Grafs, Eringo's prefervd, of 
seach fix Drams, one Apple flict, Leaves of Burnet, Meadow fweet, 
of each a handful, Raifins an Ounce and a half, ournt Harts-born two 
Drams, being flict and bruisd, let them boil on a clear Fire, in 
four Pounds of Fountain-water till a third part be confum'd, to two 
Pounds of the clear Straining add Syrup of the fFuice of Citrons, or 
of Violets two Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram and a half, make an 
Apozeme ; the Dofezs from four Ounces to fix thrice a day. — 

Or let that Straining be pour'd on fifteen fiveet Almonds blanch, 
and on the four cold Seeds of each a Dram being bruis'd,make an Emul- 
ficn according to Art. 

Take water of Dragon-wort, and of black Cherries of each four. 
Ounces, of Scordium compound two Ounces, Treacle-water an Ounce 
and a half, Syrup of Clove-gillyflowers two Ounces, Spirit of Vitriol 
twelve drops, make a Fulape.

Ometimes univerfal Convulfions, without Poyfon, or a Feve- 
J rifhMiafm, are caus’d by reafon of aScorbutick or otherwife vi- 
tious dy{crafie of the Nervous Juices for the Liquor which lies in 
the Nerves, and Nervous parts, fometimes falling from its natural 
and due Crafis,is fo much fill’d with Heterogeneous and Explofive 
Particles, that the Animal Spirits admitting an incongruous com- 
bination , fome ways accruing to them, are irritated to continual 
Explofive Convulfions; which kinds of affects of the Spirits are 
either divided or feparate, betwixt which no Communication or 
dependence happens, viz. when many parts of the body are af- 
fected together with fo many Convulfions peculiar to them, 
which do not follow each other fucceffively, but are terminated 
in the fame Mafcle or Member where’ they begin: Or fecondly, The 
Convulfive affects which are rais'd together in the whole Genys 
Nervofum, are continual or connected, and being continued by a 
per petual fort of Viciffitude betwixt themfelves, fucceed each o-~ 
ther, fo that the diforderly motions of all the Members through a 
Mutual Succeflion when they begin at one part, prefently pafs in- 
tothe others. We fhall confider the nature of both thofe convul- 
five affects, and fhall fhew what method of Gure is to be us’d 
in each cafe.

to hold her Neck as it were ftill and immovable. Sometimes in 
fpeaking her Tongue was fo taken, that fhe repeated the fame 
word often, nay more than at leaft twenty times. When the 
Convulfive Motions were ftrong in the Exteriour Members fhe 
Was a little fomewhat free from that ftridulous Sobbing affects 
and fhe call'd this the {pace of Intermiflion and the time of her 
€afe ; tho’in the mean while her Head and Members were drawn 
Gvery Way with violent Motions: If at any time fhe lay on her 
Left Side, prefently an inward Contraction of the right Hypo- 
condre, with a Sobbing happen’d, within a few days, her ftrength 
being very much dejected by the afliduity of thefe affects, fhe 
got fuch a weaknefs in her Loins and Knees that fhe could nei= 
ther ftand nor g0: The Stomach being affected either witha 
Languor,or Convulfion threw up all by Vomit that was put into it. 
Coming to her the fourth day I gave her a Vomit, after which 
fhe Vomited feven times a vifcous Flegm , with {tore of Yellow 
Choler; but without any relief: The day after I drew fix Ounces 
of Blood from her Arm, -wherenpon the Blood prefently 
taking violently to the Head, fhe complaind very much of a 
Head-ach and Giddinefs; but being Blooded in the Foot, within 
three days, fhe was better : She took afterwards remedies appro= 
priatedto the Nerves, vz. Spirit of Harts-horn, and of Blood, 
Powders of Shells, Bezoars, Anticonvulfive Julaps, and Electu- 
aries : by the ufe of thefe things the Symptoms feem’d fome- 
What to abate, yet continued ftill in fome Meafure according to 
the Forms before defcribed : After afortnight, by the advice of 
fome Country Woman, fhe took fix -{poonfuls of Blood, drawn 
from the Ear of an Afs, in a draught’ of bear, whereupon on a 
fusden fhe feem’d to be Cur’d: For the Convulfive Motions 
prefently all ceaft, and fhe paft twenty four hours free from them, 


} 3 neverthelefs the difeafereturning fhortly upon it with its wonted 


violence, yielded not eafily to that Medicine, nor indeed to any 
other whatfoever, therefore for the time to come fhe took Me-~ 
dicines methodically prefcribed: She Purg’d gently once in fix 
days, befides fhe took a Powder made of Bezoar, Pearl and Coral, 
with the Seeds and Roots of Peony, alfo the Electuary Pie 

Pp y 
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by Horftius againft thefe kinds of marvellousConvulfions; and like« 
wife Julaps and DecoCtions appropriated to Convulfive affects : 
Glyfters were frequently given: Frictions, Veficatories and Line- 
ments, were adminiitred with good effect ; within a fortnight the 
Sobbing affect wholly ceaft, nay and the reft of the Convulfive 
Motions,being rendred more mild by degrees,remitted very much; 
but as ifhe was recovering of thofe affects fhe was fo troubled 
with a Catarrh falling on her Throat, that fhe Spit forth almoft 
continually a Sharp, and as it were Corrofive Spittle, as if a 
Salivation were rais’d by taking Mercury: Which kind of remedy 
the event prov’d tobe extreamly proper in this cafe; tho I whol- 
ly forbore ufing it, becaufe the difeafed and her friends were not 
free to admit of it. 

After that this Copious and very troublefome Spitting had con- 
tinued for many days the difeafe feem’d to be in a manner wholly 
Cur’d: So that the Noble Lady, being free from the Convulfive 
Motions, walk’t abroad, and had a good Strength and Stomachs: 
Only fae complain’d that at certain times in the day, fhe was 
affected on a fudden with a Shivering of her whole Body for a- 
bout a quarter of an hour : which kind of affect, fometimes alfo 
hapning by night, broke her fleep. Within a months fpace this 
Symptom alfo, and likewife the Catarrh, wholly ceaft: but after- 
ward fhe was fo afflicted, fometimes with a Sharpnefs in the 
Ventricle and Paflage of the ALfophagus , fometimes alfo in the 
Jaws and Palate, that fhe fear’d left thofe parts, the inner Skin 
being worn away, would contract an Ulcerous aftect : ‘More- 
over often in her fleep, and fometimes alfo waking, fhe us’d to be 
troubled with an Incubus. I ordered her a gentle Purge to be 
given Spring and Fall with the ufe of Antifcorbutick remedies, 
and fometimes Chalybeats ; Which kind of Method fhe obferved 
with fo great advantage to her, that fhe has enjoy’d her health for 
many years, and enjoys it ftill. 

Among many remedies which fhe took againft that Sharp- 
nefs, and Ulcerous difpofition as it were of the Palate and AL{o- 
phagus, I ordered that fhe fhould Drink every Morning her own 
Urine trefh made: This for the moft part being very Salt, was 
wont to give a mighty relief; but at certain times the Urine 
that came from her was thin, and ina great plenty, which ne- 
verthelefs was not Salt, but manifeftly Acid like Vinegar, after 
the Drinking of which fhe found little or no benefit. The rea- 
fon of the good effect of the one, and not of the other is this: 
In as much as Saline Particles of a differing ftate, and not thofe 
that are of the fame, mutually act on each other, and weaken 
their ftrength, therefore the Salt Urine and not that which was 
Sharp or tour Curd the Sharpnefs of the Throat : And it 
ap- 
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appear'd from hence that the Humour diftilling on the parts of 
this Ladies Mouth and Throat was Acid and drew near to the na® 
ture of a Vitriolick Vinegar, becaute the {moke of Tobacco 
receiv din the Mouth of the Difeas'd feem’d wonderfully Sweet 
as it ufesto do in any that taft Vitriol betore. 

Ten years fince Iwentto fee the daughter of a certain Noble- 
man, troubled with Convulfive Motions after fuch a manner, that 


fome thought her obfefs’t with an evil Spirit: This Virgin being 


about fixteen years of Age, Fair, and well in flefh, but begotten 
of a Father troubled with the Palfey, about the winter Soliiice 
began to be ill without any evident caufe: Firft for fome days fhe 
was affected with a Head-ach and a Giddinefs, though in no 
fevere manner ; afterward fhe perceiyda Trembling, and a fud- 
den Contraction in one Arm, and prefently in the other, which 
kind of Convulfions, returning often that day, fcarce laited a mo- 
ments fpace: The next day after fitting by her Sifter in a Clhair,on 
a fudden fhe ftarted up, and madea leap or two, and many others 
fucceflively to many feets diftance with a wonderful Agility : 
Then when fhe was come to the end of the Room, fhe ftood 
for fome while leaping up in the fame place, and every time toa 
wonderful height, when her legs were able to hold Leaping no 
longer, fhe fell on the ground and prefently threw herHead feveral 
ways, as though fhe would have thrown it off her Neck, affoon 
as the ceaft from this Motion, through her being tired, pretently 
the fame fury feiz’d her Hands and Feet, that fhe was forct to 
keep thefe members a going in a violent manner, ftriking them 
agzainft the Walls.and Docrs, or ftamping on the Floor ¢ When 
through Modefty, or Reverence due to Friends, or Perfons pre- 
fent fhe kept her felf from thefe Motions by main force ( for fhe 
was always prefent to her felf and {pake with fobriety ) prefently 
the affect being convey dinward, fhe was very much infelted with 
mighty oppreffion of the Heart, a Sighing, and very loud Sobbing, 
ten when fhe gave way to her felt, prefently the Rage bel

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va Powders of Precions Stones, Mans Scull, and the Male Peony : by 
the ufe of thefe things feeming to be recoverd, fhe liv’d for ma= 
ny days after free from the forefaid affects, but after a fortnight, 
the full Moon coming, fhe fell into a relaps of the fame difeafe 
more violent than before, for befides the wonderful Leaps, the vis 
Olent Contorfions, and Convolutions of the Head, and Members, 
fhe was alfo forc’t toRun up & down in aVehement manner in her 
Bed Chamber: She took at this time, by the Pretcripts of o- 
thers, Antihyfterick Remedies, and Purges at fome fet intervals 
of time, but without any relief: Being calld again, in ree 
gard that fhe was of a Robuft habit of Body, and feem’d affect. 
ed with a mighty raging of the Spirits, I gave her a ftrong Vo- 
mit, after which fhe Vomited ten times a Choler as green as Ver™ 
digreafe, with a Flegm as Sharp as. Agua Stygia, and was fuddenly 
reliev'd ; I gave her afterward, every morning a draught of 
White-wine Diluted with Black Cherry Water, pourd on Mil- 
lepedes bruis’d, and ftrongly expre{t, By the ufe of thefe things 
feeming to be Cur’d, fhe was perfectly well for a Montl,-nd meres 
and when afterward the at any time perceivd any forerunning 
figns of a returnof the affect, prefently by the ufe of a Vomit, 
and the fame exprefion of Millepedes, fhe kept off the Fit : With 
in three Mouths the fo recover d her former Health, that fhe 
has now lived many years wholly free from fuch Convulfive af 
fects: But from the time that the Convulfive Paffions wholly 
cealt, fhe was fometimes troubled about the parts of the Mouth 
and Throat with a Defluxion of a moft Acid Humour, like the 
diftill'd Liquor of Vitriol: Moreover fhe has fometimes been 
obnoxious to the longing difeafe of Maids, fometimes alfo ¢oa 
Cough witha difcolour’d Spittle threatning a Ptizick, which ne- 

Verthelefs were eafily Cur’d by remedies ufual in the like cafes. 
Whillt Iwas writing thefe things, I went to fee a Noble Vir- 
gin, who was troubled with Convulfive affects of another kind, 
and thofe Univerfal, and no Jefs Admirable - This about the 
eighteenth year of her Age, being of a frefh Colour, Handfome, 
and before found enough, now happening - unawares to incur the 
danger of being infected with the Plague, it being rife here= 
abouts, fell into a Panick Fear, with frequent Swooning Fits, 
the night following the underwent fuch Failings and Diforders 
of the Spirits that fhe feem’d even ready to Dye. But having 
paft that eyil with much ado,the had afterward every day Convul- 
five Fits, though retuining firit at uncertain hours, and in feveral 
forms : But within a fhort time the accefles of the difeafe be» 
coming regular, they return’d conitantly twice a day, viz.tat ele= 
venof the Clock in the forenoon,and at five in the afternoon,that 
mointermitting Fever keeps its periods more exactly, nay se 
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all thecircumftances of the Fit happen’d daily after the fame 
manner. 

When fhe had been thus ill three weeks, I was call’d on a cere 
tain day, that I might obferve all the Symptoms, and the whole 
form of the difeafe: Rifing from her Bed at ten a Clock in the 
Morning, fhe was well, and carryed her felf fo well in her coun- 
tenance, walking, and difcourfe, that no man would have fuf- 
pected that any thing ail’d her: ‘At eleven a Clock fhe began to 
complain of a Plenitude, and as it were Inflation in the Brain, 
‘and a Deadnefs of the Spirits with alight Scotomia : by and by 
fhe felt in the left edie cei a mighty beating, and ape 
ingasit were of a live Animal: I plainly felt this Motion by ay 
plying my hand toher fide, then a Retching and great Civitas 
followed, whereupon fhe was prefent ly led to Bed, and Bin to 
be held by a maid fervant fitting on the Bolfter: This perfon clap- 
ping her Arms avout the middle of the difeas’d, held her very hard 


PinherLap, during the Fit. Moreover fervants were at hand, and 
relations ttanding about her, who fometimes held her Hands and 


Arms, fometimes preit down her Belly and Hypocondres which 
rife to a mighty Bulk, {till forcing upwards : The chief Symptoms 
of the difeafe, which being raisd by turns, divided in a manner

before : And thefe remitting in a fhort time, and the Impetus ¢ of 
the Spirits flying back from ‘the inferiour Nerves to the Brain, fhe 
pave her felf again to the pleafantryes of Yalking and Singing. 
When at any time fhe difcourft with the ftanders by, if any thing 
that was Sharp or Ignominious were replyed by them, the fell 
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Se / into more Violent and Lafting Convulfions of the Bowels : After 
this manner the ufes to betroubled with an alternate affect of the 
Vifcera and Brain for about the fpace of an hour: Then the Fig 
drawing toward an end, the Convulfions cf the Bowels becom. 
ing more gentle, return’d three or four times with very little ins 
termiffion : Afterward thefe wholly ceafing, the Impetus of the 
difeafe paffes into the outward Members, whence prefently it whol. 
ly vanifhes: For the Arms and Legs undergo contraCtions and 
twitchings for a minute of an hour, and prefently after the dif | 
eafed rifing up, cornes off from her Bed, and is free from all Con- 
vulfion tilla new Fit returns, nay and having an indifferent good 
ftrength, walks up and down the houfe, and during the intervat 
of the affect, cheerfully performs the ufual Offices of Life, ftill 

xcepting that her Stomach being weak, loaths food during the 
day time, -in the evening after the fecond Fit of the difeafe, the 
eats a little fupper. 

About the beginning of this ficknefs the Convulfions of the 
Bowels were much more violent, and fhe lay Senfelefs with them, 
and during their intervals fhe would talk abfurdly, Sing Songs 
out of tune, and fall out a Laughing, or Crying, without any 
ground of reafon : But at length the Animal Spirits being foret 
into lafting explofions, perform’d them fo regularly, fometimes 
this way, fometimes that, as it was moft proper, that they 
feem d to be doneinfome fort by the moderation and command 
of the will. 

After I had been again to fee this Lady, having lain undet 
thefe periodical Fits for many weeks, I ordered that three hours 
before the fecond Fit, ten Ounces of Blood fhould be drawn from 
the Vein of her foot, whereupon the Fit, expected in the Even- 
zing, Wholly left her, nor did it ever return afterward: But the 
other Fit obferving its ancient courfe return’d daily, till upon 
Bleeding a little before its coming, the Patient was free of it that 
day, which neverthelefs returning the next day after followed her 
ror many months according to the fame form: In the mean while, 
becaufe the winter cold was very fevere, fhe delaid for fome 
time the ufe of Remedies: But as the Spring came on the noble 
Lady being brought to Oxford was cur’d by the following Me. 
thod. 

Inthe firft place I gave her this Purge, and took care for it to 
be repeated every fixth or feventh day.

As to the way of Cure to be us’d in general for fuch Marvel- 
lous Convulfions, it is not an eafie thing to affign Remedies €- 
qual to foHerculean a Difeafe, or a certain method of its Cure 
a C@ni- 
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confirm’d by frequent experiments : For befides that cafes 
like thofé feldom occur, we may likewile obferve, that the fame 
Medicine which did good to this fick perfon at one time, gave 
not the leaft relief to another perfon, or the fame, when giveg 
at another time, the reafon of which feeims to be that the caufe of 
the Difeafe feems to confift in the Difcrafy of the Nervous Juice: 
Which liquor is not always perverted after one and the fame 
manner : But fromthe manifold combination of the Salts and 
Sulphurs, gets a Morbid difpofition of a various kind and cons 
dition, andoften changes it : Wherefore in thofe dificult affects, % 
we muftnot prefcribe vulgar Medicines, taken from Apothecaries 
Shops, but Magifterial ones, as occafion requires, according to 
the appearances of the Marvellous Symptoms. A Gentle Vo- 
mit, a Purge, and Bleeding ought in the fiift place to be usd, 
and fometimes to berepeated, as it fhall feem convenient. And 
as to Specifick Medicines, and fuch aré,appropriated in thofe 
cafes, fincethe chief Indication will be to amend the Crafis of 
the Nervous Juice, we may try a great many things and fift” 
their vertues trom the effect : Therefore we may try what 
things endued with a Volatile or Armoniack Salt will do: For 
this purpofe let the Spirits and Salts of Harts-horn, Blood, Soot, 
the Flowers and Spirits of Sal Armoniack be taken: Thefe giv- 
ing no relief we muit come to Chalybeats; let the Tinétures and 
Solutions of Coral and Antimony be given: which fort of Medi- 
cines muft be given in fuch aDofe, and form, and for fo many 
times, that fome alteration may be made by them in the Blood 
and Nervous Juice: Again, if thefe have not fuccefs we mutt. 
proceed to Alexipharmicks, which are good againft Poyfon and 
a Malignity gotten into the Humours, vz. of thefe we muft or- 
der Decoctions, Deftillations, Powders, Conferves, and o- 
ther Preparations of Vegetables, and we mutt varioufly coms 
pound them the one with the other, and adminifter them feveral 
ways: It feems likely that thofe forts of Medicines which being 
inwardly taken are wont to do good to fuch as are bit by a Viper, 
or by a Mad Dog, and likewife againft Wolfs-bane, and Napel- 
lus, may alfobe of ufe in the above mentioned Convulfions : We 
may here, after the example of Gregor Horflius in his Tracts of 
the Malign Convulfive difeate, prefcribe aifo Magifterial. Remedies 
in form of a Purging Electuary, alfo of aPowder, and Convulfive 
Antidote for thefe Marvellous Convulfions, and varionfly. Com-:;

And whatever diforder or iregula- 
rities happen elfe about the Motion of the Blood, they are only 
fecondary and depending on the Convulfions of the Vi|cera, 
The way of the difference whereby the kinds of this difeafe both 
and from the other Convulfive affects 
is taken from the various Origine, and chiefly from the extenfion 
of the Morbifick Caufe ; for the Origine of this, as of many 0- 
ther Convulfive aflects fometimes refides in the Head, the Womb 
being wholly without fault ¢ Though fometimes this affect hap- 
pens through the fault of the Womb, and fometimes through 
that of other parts : As to the extenfion of the Difeafe, from 
whatever Origine it proceeds , for the moft part it chiefly af- 
fects the Interiour Nerves, to wit thofe that particularly regard 
the Vitcera and Precordia and their appendixes, and chiefly 
troubles the Spirits lying in them: Sometimes alfo, though rare- 
ly, the Spirits that prefide in the Exteriour Nerves and likewie 


shofe-in the Brain and Cerebeilum, are involvd in the fame

differ from each other, 
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As to the Morbifick Matter, or Explofive Combination, which, 
accruing to the Spirits within the Brain,and deriv d with them in- 
to the Proceffes of the Nerves, often is the caufe of the af- 
fects, which are vulgarly call’d Uterine, or of the Mother: We 
fay this to be Heterogen¢ous Particles ient from the Blood,asin 
other kinds of Convulfions ; and which are wont to be made to 
cleave to the Spirits-that pafs into the Origines of the Nerves, 
on two chief occafions, viz. either through the fault of the 
Spirits themfelves, or through the great force of the Matter ¢ im 
{tances of both kinds every where occur: Through the fault of the 
Spirits themfelves as when through a fudden Pa{lion, fuppote of 
Fear,Anger, Sadnefs, they are very much Troubled and fore t int 
irregularities; ‘through the Exorbitant force of the Matter, 
as in the evil Crifes of Fevers,-alfo in any Malignant, and 
Scorbutical, and other Chronical affects of an ill Determmn? 
tion + thefe caufesare much upheld and promoted by an il 01 
veak Cont{titution of the Brain and Genus Nervo/um, whe 
ther it- be hereditary, or acqnir’d by an ill dyet, hence Womet 
“emore obnoxious to Convulfive affects than’ Men, and thole 
ne more then another. 

#» Tho’ thefe they.call Hyfterical affects very often arife from the 
Brain, yet dometimes they are rais d-by a caule beginning eythet 
the Womb, orinother oft the Vi/cera's and this either by rea 

ontinuity.. through a Lumor or Ulett 
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or Stimulation of the part ; or by reafon of the obftruction of ——™ 


the Nervous Juice inits Circulation 5.thus when fome -accufto- 
med evacuation, whereby the fuperfluities of the Nervous Li- 
quour were wont to be difcharged, is ftop'd, as upon the fudden 
{topping of Iffues, or drying up of old Ulcers without Purging, 
many have fallen into Convulfive affects, which fometimes alfo 
happen to Virgins and Widows: through a retention of the Se- 
minal humour, which ought to be Voided:its proper way: 
And fometimes theNervous Juice regurgitates toward its Origine, 
becaufe its paffageis fomewhere ftopt by a Cancrous or Scirr- 
hous Tumour. To illuftrate our doctrine of, the, vulgarly cali'd, 
Paffions of the Womb ; I fhall now give an initance of a perfon 
troubled with them. 

A Renowned Lady, extreamly «beautiful, and endowed with 
an excellent temper of mind-and.manmers, lately lived in thefe 
parts, who for many years was obnoxious to Convulfive affects, 
fhe having contracted this -valetudinary difpofition | from her 
Birth, or Hereditarily, and having found in herfelf thefe fruits 
of the morbid root almoft every fourth year. of her Age 3 but 
efpecially as often.as fhe conceived with Child (as fhe often had, 
and undergone frequent Abortions ) fhe was wont to.be extraore 
‘dinarily troubled with Convulfive p.ffions, in-a manner Hytteri- 
cal: For prefently upon the {topping of the Menfes,.the Hete- 
rogeneous Particles being convey d'to the Brain,. and Genus Ner= 
vofum, brought violent Fits of the diftemper, 

After that fhe had laft conceived, in the firft Months accot+ 
ding to her ancient wont, fhe was often troubled with Convulfive 
affects; about the ninth week of her being with Child, vpoh 
taking Cold, fhe fell into a dangerous Fever, in which very acute 
Pains forely infefting her in the’ Loins, and about the lower 
part of the Belly, feem’d to threaten an Abortion: But thote 
Pains, as it appear’d at laft, being rather to be judg’d of. the Co- 
lick, proceeded from a Sharp humor; falling fromthe brain inte 
thofe parts by the Ductus’s of the Nerves ;. for about the dee 
clining of ‘the Fever, that matter being convey'd elfewhere, a 
Diarrhzea, Pains of the Feet, and a Bliftering as it were entued.' 

As foon asthis Lady grew well of her Fever, and: Pains, the 
Convulfive affects returned, for’ every morning -as fhe awaked 
from her fleep, fhe was wont to undergo violent Contractions 
and Conviilfions about the parts of the Mouth and Face; and allo 
in the Arms and Legs, which Symptoms doubtiefs arofe from 
the Serous filth heap’d together in the Head about the Origines ot 
the Nerves; and deeply Imbib’d by them during the fleep, toge- 
ther with the Juice that paffes in them; and) when afterward 
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the fame matter was carryed again by the conveyance of the

teriour Nerves, into the Plexus’s of the Mefentery, and the Loins, 
moft violent Pains of thofe parts, and likewife Fits as it were 
Hy fterical forely infefted her. 

For thofe Convulfive Motions of the Face and Members ceaft 
in afhort time, yet fhe continued {till Weak and Infirm, with 
a Pale Countenance, Trembling as fhe went, and having a mind 
to no Food but fuch as was improper, and to hot Liquors: as 
bout the end of the third Month, at which time fhe ufed con- 
ftantly to Abort, her Menfes broke forth, which pafling-from 
her for two or-three days together, with pieces of broken Mem= 
branes, fhe expected the Abortion: But the Flux ceafing, jPains, 
like thofe of a perfon in Labour, arofe in the Abdomen and 
Loins as before, and miferably tormented her day and night for 
a week: At length having us’d a Bath of Emollient Herbs, and 
then being put to bed to fweat, fhe was delivered of the burthen 
of her Womb: the Conception thus pafling from her. with a 
mighty torture was asa Pea-hens Egg in bignefs and figure ;the 
outward coat of this was ragged and broken; the inward coat 
remaining whole, contained about half a pound of clear Water, 
aid nothing elfe : And no rudiments, of a Fetus that was fornrd, 
or about to be form’d, did appears Afterward for four or five days 
the Lochia flowed from her with fome pieces of Membranes : 
Mean while Pains troubled her with their wonted vielence : And 
mn regard that after a week was paft, they did not ceate of their 
own accord, at length remedies were defird for appeafing 
them. 

For this end in the firft place, Liniments, Fomentations, 
Baths, and Glyfters were frequently adminiftred 2 And Medi- 
cines c'eanfing the filth of the Womb, on which the caufe'of the 
whole diftemper was charg’d, were inwardly taken : Upon the 
ule of the former, fhort intermiffions of the Pains followed+ 
But now and then the affect returned and was mighty tedious:Nay 
and within three weeks, the difeafe growing much wortfe brought 
many other horrible Symptoms along with it: For befides the 
Pains in the Abdomen and Loins, which grew daily more vio= 
lent, fhe was now troubled likewife with a great torture in her 
back, Neck, Shoulder Blades, alfo in the Arms and Leggs, and 
that more feverely as often as fhe gréw warm in her Bed: More- 
over fhe was afflicted: with a frequent Giddinefs, a Vomiting 
andNaufeoutnefs,and often ina day with vehementConvulfive Fits, 
vix. Firft a great heavy thing feeming to Afcend in the lowet 
parts of the Belly, prefently raifed up the Belly with violence: 
By and by, refpirdtion being ftopt, the became fencelefs with a 
Cadaverous afpect : After that the had lain thus dead, as it were, 
for three or four minutes of an hour, fhe was wont to ftart up

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» on a fudden, that fhe could fcarce be kept down of held by 
yy -perfons prefent: Then followed violent contractions and diltore 
\ tions in all the parts of the Mouth and F ace, andin all the Mem~ 
\ bers of the Body. Thefe Symptoms were judg’d really Hyfterj. 
\ cal, becaufe the noble Lady had fo lately Aborted. 

4 But confidering all thefe things, I was at length of this Opie 
® nion, That the caufe of both Fits, vz. the Paining, and Convule 
N) five, depended wholly on the evil affects of the Brain and Genus 
N Nervofum, without any fault in the Womb, to wit, that the tha rp 
i humour heapt together within the Brain, defcended thence, by 
i), the paflages of the Nerves, into parts very remote, and lying in 
i the Membranes and Fibres, and fermenting with the humour 
coming to it from the Mafs of Blood, irritated them very much, 
and caus d violent pains: then afterwards, when the heterogeneous 
and explofive Particles, admitted into the Brain with that Hu- 
mour, and entring the Ductus’s of the Nerves, joyn’d with the 
Spirits, thereupon the Convulfive difpofition, now and then break- 
ing forth into violent Fits, was caus d, as it will by and by appear 
more at large. 

Directing my curative intents according to this Atiology, 
ordered the fick Lady, at the time fhe was extreamly ill, that 
Blood fhould be drawn from ‘the Saphzena Vein, That a gentle 
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mi Purge fhould be given her within 
ili, be repeated once or twice a Week : Alo on other days I gave 
! her, Morning and Evening, Spirit of Harts-horn; and at other 
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hours, twice or thrice in a day, Powder of Péarl and Crabs- eyes, 
i with a Dofe of the following Julape.

preicrib d, according to the exigency of Symptoms. 

». After this method of Curing uled about fourteen days, the no- 
® ble Lady, being very much relieved, was wholly without the 
Convulfive Fits; nay, and the pains of the Bowels and Members, 
and other Symptomis, being very much mitigated, gaveus a ve- 
FY fair hope of a fpeedy Recovery; but after this, partly by rea- 
B fon of an ill Dyet, to which the Difeafed, upon never fo little an 
amendment, always indulg’d herfelf, but efpecially by reafon of

| happenin? within her own Houfe, had raisd, falling into a Re 
lapfe, the Difeafe was prefently brought to a much worfe condi- 
tion; for both the Convulfions, and Pains troubled her 10 a More 
violent manner, nay, and the Stomach, being {tirr’d up in a man- 
ner with a continual Vomiting, neither admitted Food nor Me- 
dicines: fhe took Affes Milk for fome days, with fome Benefit; 
yet in regard it turn’d to Choler in her Stomack, and gave her 
fome offence, it was foon left off. At length, in defpite of all 
Remedies prefcrib’d with all diligence by the advice of many 
Phyfitians, the noble Patient languifh’t daily more and more, 
and by degrees drew near to Death. Two days before her De- 
ceafe, the pains of her Belly and Loyns remitted very much, and 
becoming more chearful than her wont, fhe had fome hope of 
her Recovery; but in the mean while fhe complain’d of a pain 
and a mighty oppreffion of her Head ; and falling into a profound 
Sleep, about the beginning of the Night, upon her awaking, 
fhe fell into a very horrible Convulfive Fit, which prefently pait 
into a mortal Apoplexy, for becoming infenfible and fpeechlefs, 
fhe departed this Life within twelve hours. The Body of this 
perfon being open’d after her Deceafe, the Womb was found 
wholly without fault,tho’ many of the Vi/cera were preternatu- 
rally difpos’d: in the Mefentery, about the midift of it, where it 
is fixt to the Back, and contains great Plexus’s of the Nerves, a 
lax fubftance, and blown up as it were with many Bladders, was 
feen, it equalling a hands breadth in extent: opening this place, 
{ found no Humour in it, but only that the Membranes were 
feparated from each other, and that nothing was included in 
the {paces betwixt them but a Wind, which Separations doubt- 
lefs were caufed by the Convulfions and Explofions of the Spi- 
rits, fent from the Head into thofe Plexus’s: and as to thole 
pains in the Belly, and the afcent of the great heavy thing, as 
it were, and the Inflation of the Abdomen in the Convulfive Af- 
fects, it is not to be doubted but the Seat of the morbifick Canute 
lay hid in that part of the Mefentery. 

As tothe method of Curing to be usd in the Paflions vulgar- 
ly call’d Hyfterical, fince the greateft part of the Symptoms of 
this Difeafe are Convulfive; it is thence plain that anticonvulfive 
Remedies, fuch as above written, are chiefly indicated, Ne 
verthelefs, fince thefe Affects very often happen to the Female 

Sex, in which the Men/es, and other accidents of the Womb, are 
moft commonly taken in as a part of the Morbifick Caufe; there 
fore Medicines having regard to various difpofitions of the 
Womb ought to be added to the former, and be fundry Ways 


coinplicated, with them. The Therapeutick Indications are & 
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ing profecuted out of the Fit, remove the caufe of the Difeate, ual? 


and prevent its Accefles, As to the former,if the Fit be but 
{mall, let it pats off of its own. accord, without any farther per« 
turbation of the Spirits; butif it fo forely preffes that it is need- 
ful to give aid to Nature, as being greatly oppreft, let this one 
thing be endeavoured, That the Spirits being made free from 
the Embraces of their Heterogeneous Combination, remit of 
their Diforders and Explofions: For this end it is very ufual in 
the firit place to apply to the Noftrils ftinking and ftrong-{mel- 
ling things, the effluvias of which reprefs and reduce to order 
the Spirits, which are grown too wild and apt to make exorbi- 
tant efforts, nay and difcufs their Heterogeneous Combination, 
and often wholly exterminate it. <Affa Fetida, Caftoreum, Gals 
banum, tyed in a fine Linnen Cloth, and held to the Noftrils, are 
proper; alfo the Feathers of Partridges, or old Shoes burnt, or 
Sulphur kindled: moreover the Spirit and Oyl of Soot, or of 
Marts-horn, often give help; tho’ I have known that thefe kinds 
of Suffumigations have prov’d very offenfive to fome Women, 
and have encreas‘d the Fit; it’s probable that fometimes they 
irritate the Spirits too much, and force them into greater dif- 
orders. As ftinking things held to the Noftrils, fo the like be- 
ing pourd into the Mouth, often give help; wherefore we of- 
ten give with good fuccefs, to Hytterical perfons, the Tincture 
of Caftoreum, Solutions of Affa Fatida, and of Galbanum, alfo 
the Spirits of Harts-horn and of Soot, with appropriated Wa- 
ters. 

Take Spirit of Harts-born, from twelve drops to fifteen or twenty, 
het them be taken in alittle Draught of the following Fulape. @ 

Take Warer of Penny-royal and Mugwore, of each tour Ounces, Pa- 
ter of Bryony compound, two Ounces; Caftoreum tyed 1n a Nodulus, 
and hung in the Glas, balf a Dram ; double refined Sugar, an Ounce 5

Take Tintture of Caftoreum, from a Scruple te half a Dram; lee te 
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be taken in a little Draught of Small-beer. Take Afla Foetida, or 


Galbanum, two Drams; let them be diffolued in Spirit of Wine till 
ared Tintture be extratted: the Dole is a Scrupie in two or three 
Spoonfuls of Water of Featherfew, Riversus greatly extols that of 
Solenander ; Take Musk , Dragons-blood, of each a Scruple; lee more 
or lefs be taken in three or four Ounces of Water of Navews. Jo- 
hannes Anglicus commends the Seeds of Par{nips, or of Columbines 
in Wine, or an appropriated Water, as moft certain Remedies. \t 
the Fit, continuing a long time, renders the Perfon fenfelefs, 
or without any Pulfe; let fmart Clyfters, as of the Roots of Brs- 
ony, with Carminatives boil’d with them in Water, be injected ; 
let Frictions be usd to the Legs and Feet; and it we mutt pro- 
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TD Weg A ced to {tronger things, let Cupping-glaffes be applied to the 
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Belly or Stein, nay and let {neezing be often provok'd: it jg 
good tor fome to give them; in the midi{t of the Fit, a Draught 
of cold W ater, either fimple, or in Which Camphire has burnt. 
The pretervatory Indication comprehends thefe three chief j in- 
tents, wz. kirit, fo take away, or to drive to ras p! lace elfe, the 
impurities of the Blood, which are apt to be difchargd on theBrain 
and Sik eke im. Secondly, To fortifie the ‘Bi rain, and fo 
{trengthen the Spirits in it, that they either admit not at all 
the Heterogeneous Combination, or readily fhake it off. Third- 
ly, to amend whatfoever is amifs in the Womb , and contributes 
to the Convulfive Difpofition. 


1. The firft Intention is perform’d by Purging and BI eeding, 
and other common ways of Cleanfing and Purging the Blood and 
Humours. If there be room for a Vomit, I Judge we mutt al- 
ways begin with that, efpecially in Cacochymical perfons, or

3. Asto the third intent, which putting a ftop to the difors 
ders of the Womb, advances the Cure of the Hyfterick affect; 
I fay in the firft place that what was formerly believ'd concerning 
the Caufe ofthe Difeafe, and the Scope of Cuiing it, wz. That 
the Wombdid Afcend, and therefore that it ought to be reftor’d 
to its due place, is altogether Fictitious, as we have fhewn elfe- 
Where: The defcent, or falling forth of the Womb often hap- 
pens, but this feldom or never produces Hyfterical affects : More- 
over a Diflocation of the Womb fometimes happens to Child- 
bearing Women prefently after Child-birth, wz. When 
the body of the Womb. being enlarged and. newly emptied, 
does not fettle in aright place within its Cavity, but leans high, 
fometiines to the right fide of it,fometimes to the left,and there be- 
ing Contiring’d like a Purfe is folded up ina great Lump, which 
Lump lying a long time in the fide of the Inguen, is wont to Caufe 
{ufpicion of another Foetus, or of the afier Birth being left be- 
hind, or alfo ofa Scirrhous Tumour there Growing but atterward, 
When. upon the Lochia’s pafling away freely, the Womb is re- 
duc’t to its due magnitude, that Tumour vanithes by degrees: 
And whilft it continues there, unlefs haply the Lochia are there- 
by ftop’t, it does not caufe Hy fterick Paflions: For the quick re- 
ducing of this part to its due pofition, Fomentations, Liniments, 
and Plaifters contribute much: But very often that Symptom 
pafles away of its own. accord without any further offence :

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‘The Symptoms which are accounted as belonging to this Dif- 
eafe are'cothmonly very «many, and of:a differing Nature, nor 
have they in all alike Origine, or the {fame mutual dependance 
on each other: For we fee that-in thefe the Vifcera of the Beily, 
inthofe the Przcordia, in others the Confines ‘of the Brain are 
moft affected: Ina great many,but not in all,the Stomach much 
Labours; as to appetite it has often too much of it, but is pres 
fently oppreft by what is taken into itsand when the food through 
flowne{s of Goncoction tarries a long-time in it, the Saline par- 
ticles of it being rais‘d toa {tate of flowing, pervert the whole 
mafs of the Chyle intoa Pap, fometimes Acid or Aucere, fome- 
times Salt or Tart: Hence a Cardialgia, a mighty {tore of 
Flatus’s, a Rumbling, and a frequent Vomiting enfue 5 and be- 
caufe througha defect of aPneumatofis theChy me is not volatilis:d 
throughout, and carryed forth, but a Mafs of Vifcous Matter, 
{ticking to the Coats of the Stomach is left behind, an almoft 
continual Spitting molefts them, a diftention inthe left Hypo- 
chondre and often there and under theVentricle a violent beating 
is felt, and there pains every where arife; which. fhoot here 
and there at random, and miferably torture the perfon witha 
certain pungent Pain for many hours. Mean while, from. the 
Contractions ef the Membranes and the Fluctuation of the 
Flatus’s thence rais’d, Croakings and Rumblings are produc t: So 
in the Thorax there is often a great Straitnefs and Contiriction, 
fo that the Breathing becomes difficult-and painful. upon any moQ- 
tion; nay farther, in fome.very terrible Aitmatick Fits {upervene? 
Moreover the difeas’d are wont to complain ofa Trembling and 
palpitation of the heart, with a mighty oppreffion of the tame, 
alfo frequent Failings of the Spirits, and danger of Swoomng 
come upon them, that the difeafed always think Death at hand: 
In this Region about the Membranes, andefpecially the Mediatti- 
num, an acute Pain, which one while is determin d in. one part,

dinefs, Obftinate Watchings, a.Fervency and a moft troublefome 
Fluctuation of thoughts, inconftancy of mind, a difiurb’d fan 
cy, a.dread and fufpicion of every.thing, an Imaginary being Af 
fected with Difeafes of which they are free, ana many other 
diftractions of the Spirits, nay fometimes. Melancholy, and a 
Mania accompany this Sicknefs ; Befides thefe interiour Regions 
of the Body being befet with this Difeafe ; wandring Pam al- 
fo Cramps and Numbnefles with a fenfe of Fornnication tel 
wife almott all.the outward parts: Night Sweats, F 
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Blood in the Face and Palms of the Hands; Fevers of un certain 
returns, and many other Symptoms ‘of an incertain Origine on 
all havids arife, of which'in' regard it ‘has not beet! €afy to affien 
the Genuine caufes and ways of their coming to'pafs; Phyficians

A$ a great many have-afcribed this valetudinary difpofition to 
the only ‘fault of the Spleen? So others making ‘all the’ confines 
of this Entral'a party mm the fault, will have theBlood lying inany 
part foever of the Veflels of the Spleen andEpigaftrick Region to 
give'the Origine to this evil. But the’ renowned* Highmore: has 
‘eharg’d the chief caufe of this Difeafe wholly on the taulty Con- 
{iitution of. the Stomach. | : i : 

Concerning this opinion, though I fo far agree with this. fa- 
mous Aiithor, that I may grant the Ventricle'to be often greatly 

‘diftemper'd in this affect:°Yet I ‘cannot bé ‘bronght to think 
that all the Symptoms of theHypochondriacal Difeafe depend on- 
ly on the Ill’ cofftitution of the Ventricle; for’ fT have known ~ 
many forely afflicted with that Diftemper, whofe Stottiachs were 
well enough; and Ihave known’others who through an ill dyet 
have brought their Stomachs to be greatly Diftempered, yet, as 
to the Precordia and Animal Faculties being found enough, they 
were not at all accounted Hypechondriacal. 

_ As to what the Spleen contribtites to this Difeafe, Dr. 77Ifis 
firtt curioufly obferving the ufe of this part, to wit that ‘from 
the Blood brouglhtto it ‘from the Arteries, acertain Dreggy Por- 

tion, vz. confilting of an Earthly matter and a Fixt Salt, is de- 
pos'd in this Entral, which being there exalted asit were by Di- 
geftion, and raisd tothe nature of a Ferment, is again com-~ 
mitted to the Blood ‘as it paffes back by the Veins, which in- 
fpires it with a certain Fermentation, and performs the fame 
thing as to its Pneumatofis , as our cominon Leaven does when 
mixt ina Mafs of Meal; fo that as the Leaven inables the 
fluggith parts in the Breadfor Motion, fo the Ferment. of this 
Entral raifes the fluggifh’ Particles of the Blood to a fate’ of 
activity. And fecondly confidering the intimate communication 
betwixt the Brain and the Spleen by the means of the Nerves, of

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Wiz. Firft it fometimes. happens that the fpongy fubftance of 


the Spleenis very much ftuff t and obftructed. by the Faces of 
the Blood fticking too much in its Pores. and there Stagnating, 
fo that afterward it does not admit into jt the Dreggs of the 
Mais of Blood as much as it ougbt , but the fame being brought 
thither, but not receiv’d, Regurgitate into the neighbouring 
Branches of the Czliack. Artery, whence prefently they are

Jancholy Juice brought by it from the Blood to the Arteries, yet

or faulty {ome other way 3. wherewith when the whole Mafs of 
Blood, and the ftock of Nutritive Juice contained in it, are in-= 
fected, the fruits of a Hypochondriacal feed difplay themfelves 
throughout the whole. body ; the Bleod boiling more then 


it ought, is driven violently into certain parts, and at the fame . 


time in others it is apt to ftagnate : Hence fome prefently up- 
on eating have Flufhings in the Face, the palmsof their hands 
burn, &c. In fome again running pains with a Pricking happen 
nimany parts of the Body. 


3. From the Blood thus deprav'd through the fault of the 
Spleen, a prejudice alfo.is often brought.on the Animal funct- 
on, the Heterogeneous and Convulfive particles: being often dif- 
charged on the Brain and Genus Nervofium, hence perfons are 
troubled with fancies and thoughts, with Giddinefs, Scotomia’s, 
Fead-aches, and often Paralitick affects. Then as the Morbifick 
matter’paffes from the Brain into the Genys Nervafum, Convul- 
five affects are raifed in many parts of the Body, but chiefly a- 
» bout the Precordia, and Vifcera of theBelly, the Spirits that are 


in the Nerves which regard thofe parts being greatly troubled 
by the paffions of the mind, 


4. Itisalfo very probable that the Nervous Fibres ( whereof 
there are a world difperft through the Spleen, fometimes receive 
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into them its thoft Sharp Juice, which cree

S. there being an intimate commerce bet 
the Brain, we judge that befides the | 


they have a nearer Way Of communication by the Nerves Of the 
Par Vagum and Intercoftale by which they mutually affect each o- 
ther ; to that fometimes the Melancholy being difturb’d in the 
Spleen, conveys thence the paffion to the Brain, whence difore 
derly and Hypochondriacal fancies happen: And on the contrary 
When a violent Pafflion of the mind, occafionally raisd Within 
the Brain, troubles the Spirits refiding in it, the impreflion 
eiven the fancy, is convey’d to the fpleen by the courfe and 
fucceflive affect of the Spirits, lying within the Nerves of ‘the 
Per Vagum and Intercoffale; whence many difturbances are cayjf- 
ed in that Entral and in the parts adjacent. I thall now five ap 
inftance of a perfon troubled with theHy pochondriaca] affect. 
An honourable perfon of a Melancholick temperament, and al= 
Ways accounted to be troubled with the Spleen, complained very 
much ofa Pain and Inflation of the lett Hypochondre, With a 
frequent Rumbling, and a Sour Belching, alfo a Trembling

Troubled Fancy; about the thirty fitth y 
eafe growing worfe, he began to get Sleep with difficulty, o¢ 
very feldomi by night, and fo in the day time to be troubled With 
a Fervency and Inconftancy of thoughts, to be lufpicious of al) 
things and perfons, and to be Scar’d at every thing that came 
in his way 3 the Prxcordia feem’d to be very much Conftring’d 
and Straitn’d, and to fallin, as though the Heart it felf were de- 
preit into the Belly, which Symptom prefling him he became 
very fad, and dejected in mind : Yet afterward, thofe affects of 
the mind remitting, he plainly felt at once both the heart to 
be alittle rais’d, and the Precordia to be Relax’t and Dilated ¢ 
Moreover he had very frequently Pains and Contractions vari- 
oufly raisd about the Mufcles of the Vifcera and Mem 
and pafling from one place to another. 
He us'd a great many Remedies and Phyfical Adminiftrations 
a long time for the Cure of this Affect, but without any great 
good ; at length, being fomewhat relieved by the ufe of Mineral 
Waters, and afterwards growing better by degrees, he became 
free from thofe fevere Symptoms; tho’ he {till continues obnoxi- 
ous to the Hypochondriacal Affect. 
The [herapeutickMethod to be us’d againit Hypochondriacal 
Affects, requires chiefly thefe four general Indications, viz. Firft,

Fourthly,- that the Irregularities of the 
Brain, and Genus Nervofum, and alfo of the Humour and Spirits 
refiding in them,.contracted through the fault of the Blood’and 
Spleen, be amended or abolifh’t.. Since we mift drive at many 
of thefe Intents together, or at all of. them, let fit Seafons be 
chofen, in. which we may fatisfie each of thefe purpofes without 
any prejudice to, or neglect of the Reif. 


r.,. As to the firft Indication, fince a great Mafs Of crude or 
aduft- matter is wont to be heapt: together ‘in the firft paffages, 
and. fince the Tone of the Stomack ules to be weaken'd, and its 
Ferment to be varioufly perverted, let us feafonably obviate thefe 
Evils. of each kind with fit Remedies; therefore mild and gentle 
Evacuations, both by Vomit, if it comes eafily, and by Seige, ought 
to. be given. I advife thofe whofe Stomack eafily difcharges its 
Contents upwards, that once in a Month, by taking the Liquor 
of Squiils, or Salt of Vitriol, and drinking good: {tore of Poflet- 
drink, or warm Water, they caufe themfelves to Vomit feveral 
times: In thé interval of time, let a- gentle Purge, and only le- 
nitive, be often] given. For this end the Pslul. Tartaree Bontit, 
or Stomac. cum Gummis, or our Solutive Pills, may be, ufed. . 

Take of the befi:Senna, an Ounce; Rbubarb, fix Drams; Epr 
thymun:, three Drams; Yellow-Saunders, two Drams 3 Salt of Worm=

Of. the number of thefe 
Medicines (which are vulgarly called Digeftives) are Elixir Pro 
prieratis, Tinttyra Sacra, the Compound Powder of Aron Roots; Salt 
of Wormwood, Cream of Tartar; Tartar Vitriolate, Vitriol of Mars, 
with many others. Befides thefe inward Remedies, outward applis 
cations alfo often give help: For to aStomach ill difpos d a fomen= 
tation of White Wine with Wormwood, Céntory and other ae

Of which it will not be needful to difcourfe Particularly, and to 
prefcribe forms of thofe Medicines, 
_ 2. The Indication that tindertakés to ariiend the Faults of the 
Spleen, ( whether the fame be an Obftruction, or a Tumour or 
Pain, or afimple Dy{crafy ) is wont to be perform'd, or at leaft« 
Wife attempted by Remedies both inward and. outward ; thofe that 
are of the tormer kind are coincident with thofe that are indicated 
in the third place; (towit, with which the purifying of the Blood 
is intended) tor fince the chief,or-in a manner all of that which ig 
brought into or carried out of the Spleen,is by the conveyance of 
the Blood, the Irregularities, both of the blood’sLatex, and of that 
Entral, ought to be cured by an affociated Operation, the vertues 
of the Medicines being Joyn’d together: and we thall prefently 
€w after What manner: meanwhile forme outward applications, 
in the form of a Plaifter or Liniment,or Fomentation;have a more 
hear and immediate regard to the body of the Spleen,and often give 
a mighty relief, vz. in as much as they difcufs the Tumours,refture 
to Circulation the melancholy Filth there ftagnating; nay and ap< 
peafe and reftrain the Corrugatious and Convulfive Affects of the 
Fibres. There is a mighty ftore of thefe outward Medicaments 
to be found every where amongft Authors, the choice of which; 
in regard it ought to be ordered according to the vdrious paf= 
fions of the Spleen, and the differing Conftitutions of Patients; 
tt will not be expedient in this place to déliver particular forms 
of therm: 


3- The Remedies indicated in thé third place, wz. fuch as take 
away the Dyfcrafies of the Blood, contracted by the Spleen, and 
Withal cleanfé the priniary taint of the Spleen, are manifold, and 
Of a differing kind and condition ; the choicé of Which ought to’ 


be made according to the various taint of this and of the 


Other. Of thefe fome are more compounded, to be prepared ace 
cording tothe préfcript of a Phyfician, as Electuartes; Powders, 
Apozems, Tinctures, Infufions; and the like: othérs are more 
fimple, as Whey, Affes Milk, Spaws, and hot Bath Waters. 

. Phere are'two chief Cafes. of fick perfons, in which Magi- 
iterial Remedies ought to be accommodated according to their 
ftrength and qualities, vi¢. either the Blood is thick, coldifh, and 
éarthy, with an Obftruction of the Spleen, which requires hot 
fermenting, and efpecially chalybeat Médicinés; ot the Blood bé: 
ing manifeftly aduft, and inténfely hot, férménts above méafure, 
and withal theHypochondres aréin a great troublé, and theBlood 
and Vajrours boy! in them, in ey {tate only. temperate Rev 
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s often give relief; 
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dies are indicated, for appeafing the fervency and immoderateFer- 
mentation of the humours, where Chalybeats are altogether to 
be fhun’d. | 
When therefore to a cold Stomach cold Dyfcrafies alfo of the 
Blood and Spleen are joyn’d, I ufe to prefcribe according to the 


tollowing forms, 


Fake Traches of Rhubarb, Powder of Aron Roots, Winters bark, of 
each two Drams; Roots of Virginia Serpentary, Contrayerva, Diatricn 
Santalon, Crabs-eyes, of each a Dram; Extratt of Gentian and Cen- 
tory, of each a Dram and a half; Ammoniacum diffolved in Water 
of Earth-worms, what fuffices 5 make a Mafs for Pills: let four Pills 
be taken inthe Morning, and at four a Clock im the Afternoon, drink- 
ing ajter it a little Draught of Wormwood or Chalybeat Wine, with 
a moderate Exercife. 

Take Conferve of the Yellow Coats of Oranges and Lemons, of each 
three Ounces; Myrobalanes Condited, in numoer tiva, Species Aro- 
matici Rofatt, Winters bark, of aach two Drams; Salt of Vermwood, 
two Drams ; Vitriol of Mars, a Dram (or Steel prepar'd, three Drams) 
with a futficient quantity of the Fusce of Citron-Pilis make an Ele- 
uary; let it be taken twice a day, drinking after wt a Draught of 
Worintvood-wine, or of Wine in wiich the Bark or Elowers of Tamarisk 
are infus d. 

To thofe that like none but nice Medicines, and in a {malt 
quantity, you may properly give the Trnctures of Antimony ,of Coral, 
alfo of Steel prepar'd with Spirit of Wane, ( the Bedy being fir(t open'd 
by fit Menjtruums, and brought toa Calx ) nay, and I have hnonn 
that Spirit of Soot, alfa of Blood or of Harts-horn, taken twice a aay, to 
twelve drops, more or les, in an appropriated Liquor, have proved 
misty beneficial, abeve any other Medicines. Again, the affiduous 
drinking of Coffee, and of Tea, has done fome very much good. 

But if a Fervency and ovet-great Fermentation of the Blood 
be joyn’d to the Hy pochondriacal Affect, with a fervent heat of the 
Spleen sand a reftle{nefs of mind. 

Take Conferve of Hips, fi Ounces, (or of Flowers of Tamarisk, 
and Leaves of Wood-forrel, of each three Ounces ) Species Diarvrho- 
don Abbatis, the Confection of Alkermes, of each a Dram; Ivory 
Powdered, a Dram and a half; Pearl, half a Dram; Salt of T. amarisk. 
and of Wormpood, of each a Dram; with a fufficient quantity of 
Syrup of the fuice of Citrons, or of Clove Gulliflowers: Make an 
Opiate 5 let the quantity of a Nutmeg be taken twice’ a day. 

Take Ivory Powdered, two Drams 3 Pearl powdered, a Dram, § pecies 
Diarrbodon Abbatis, and Diamargarits frigidi, of each a Draman 
a half; make a fubtle Powder; add of double refined Sugar diffolved 
in Baulm Water and boiled to a Confiftency for Tablets, fix Ouncess 
hake Tablets according to Art: ‘Taxe from a Dram and a half to (ws 

Dyan; 


Drams twice a day. Or toother Medicines of the like kind | 
ufe of Spaw-waters be joynd, which - indeed in either, nay in any 
cafes of Hypochondriack Melancholy, are in a manner always 
taken with good Succefs, For want of thefe Waters, let our 
Artificial Spaw Waters be taken in their ftead- nay, and let Whey, 
and if there be a confiderable Atrophia, let Affes Milk be daily 
taken. 

Befides thefe inward Remedies, and the other outward Ap- 
plications above mentioned, Jet Bleeding or Drawing of Blood 
from the Veffels of the Fundament by Leeches, be frequently 
ufed, nay, and it is proper fometimes, according to the Prefcripts 
of the Antients, to open the Sa/vatella Vein. Moreover Cauteries 
and I/Jues, which continually derive forth the Recrements of the 


aduft Blood, and difcharge them by little and little, are wont 
to do good to all. 


4- The Fourth Indication, having regard to the Affects, or 
Convulfive Symptoms of the Brain, and Genus Nervofum, which 
€énfue upon the former, is feldom putin practice by it felf, and 
apart from the others, but the Remedies appointed for this end 
are complicated=with thofe above written. Liquors endowed 
with: a volatile or Armoniack Salt; as Spirit of Harts-horn, 
Of Soot, are very proper for this intent, and often likewife for 
the others, even. now mentioned: Wherefore let fuch Remedies, 


—unlefs fomewhat indicates the contrary, be daily given at a 


feafonable hour: Moreover, when the Spaw Waters are Drunk, 
let Tablets or Pills, fuch as are above prefcrib'd for Convulfive 
Affects, be taken at leaft twice a day. In a frequent giddinefs, 
and Scotomia, alfo in Paffians of the Heart, Faintings of the Spi 
rits, with a fear, and a dread, asit Were, of prefent Death, I h: ve 
known a mighty Cure often performed by the ufe of Chak leas

Ince mention is here made of Chalybeate Medicines, it feems 
a) expedient to enquire into the various Preparations of them, 
and confequently into the divers forts of Affects which they are 
wont to produce in the Body of Man, that hence it may appear 
by what means, and on what accounts, thefe or other Preparati- 
ons of Iron mightily benefit fome Hypochondriacal perfons, and 
very much injure others, 

Steel or Iron confifts chiefly of Salt, Sulphur, and Earth; it 
has very little of Spirit and Water and the Particles of the 
former Elements, efpecially the Sulphureous and Saline, in the 
mixt, combin’d together with the Earth, remain wholly fixt and 
without Action » but being loofed, and divided from each other, 
they have a very efficacious Energy. | 
- The forefaid Particles are diffoly dand fet at Liberty for Acti- 
‘on two ways, vzz. either by Art, when Medicines are prepared, or 
by Nature, after they are inwardly taken. We fhall confider 
both... plioghe wey nies 3 


1. The Filing of Iron inwardly taken is diffolved by the Fer- 
ment of the Stomach, as by an acid Menitruums and upon the 
Tron’s being diffolved within the Vifcera of Concoction, the active 
Particles, both Sulphureous and Saline, plentifully difplay them- 
felves, and mixing with the nutritive Juice, are carried into the 
Blood, and as they are ofa differing virtue, often both of them, — 
as it were by Joint Forces, confpire for the good of the Difeafed. 
The Sniphureous Corpufcles, paffing into the Blood, furnith it. 
with a new and more plentiful ftock of Sulphur, fo that its Mats, 
if it were before depauperated and effxte, ferments more {prightly 

‘within its Veffels, and being more kindled in the Heart, acquires 
a Heat moreintenfe, and a deeper colour. Thus many troubled 
with a Leucophlegmatia, and the longing Difeafe, whofe Coun- 
tenance 1s pale, and whofe Blood is cold and watery, after the 
ufe of Steel foon become of a more florid Afpect, the Blood being 
given a more intenfe Tincture and Heat. Again, upon the Filing 
of Iron being diffolved in the Stomach, the Saline Particles alfo 
are difplayed, and often produce good effects, both in the folid 
parts and the Humours ; for being of a Vitriolick and ftiptick 
nature, they aftringe and corroborate the over Lax and weaken’d 
Fibres of the Vifcera, and fo reftore their broken Tone: More- 
over they ftop the Impetus of the Blood, reprefs its over bale 
ashe vk : : 


“ — 
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and rifing toa ‘Froth, and’ keep it:in‘n ‘even Circulation. And 
again, ( which is their greatett Virtue’) they ftraiten and clofe the 
over lax, open, and gaping Mouths of the Arteries {o that neither 
the Serum nor bloody Latex may diftil forth, or break off the 
thread of Circulation; Wherefore in Dropfies and Hzmorrhagies 
Remiedies endued with the Saline Particles of Iron are ‘Of: notae 
bleufe and efficacy’; for many Difeafes proceed from this Cattle, 
That the little Mouths:of the Arteries being too open, and the 
Interftices of the Veffels being become foo lax, the Sertiin ‘or 
bloody Latex breaks forth’; which kind of Affects are oftentimes 
cured by the Vitriolick Particles of Steel, they conftringing 
and corroborating the Blood-Veffels and the Nervous Fibres. 

After this manner the Filing of Steel inwardly taken. feeings 
at the fame time to'put Spurs to, and ¢heck the Blood’; -but 
in regard that this Medicine is much more powerful in infti¥atin 
than reftraining, therefore it ought ‘to be given only to hott 
whofe Blood is very thick and cold, ‘as to Rufticks and very Ro- 
buft perfons: It is not proper in‘a very hot and fpirittious Blood, 
and in hot Bowels. Moreover in perfons of a delicate and tender 
Conftitution there is danger left {rial Portions of Steel, when 
they are not able to be diffolved, are'thrown on the Membranes 
of the Vifcera, and fticking pertinacioufly to thein, caufe Ulcers 
and mortal Gripes, which I have really known to have fome- 
times happen’d. 


2. After the Filing of Iron, the next way Of préparing it is 
by Calcining it with Sulphur, and reducing it to a Powder; in 
which Preparation of it, fome of the Sulphureots Particles exhale - 
In the mean time the Saline Particles feem to be encreafed, new 
Ones accruing to them from the burning Sulphur, fo that the 
active Particles of both kinds, wz. the Sulphureous and Saline, 
come near to an AEquilstrium; and fince by this means this Medi- 
cme, the Texture of the Metal being loofened, may be brought to 
a very fine Powder, it becomes of a much more excellent ufe thaa 
the Filing of Iron. In many cafés, where Steel ought not to be 
given in fubftance, as in a Cacheéxia, the longing Difeafe, and the 


like, itis proper to ufe this Medicine. 


3. In'the third place’ follows the Prepaiation of Stee! with 
Yimegar, {prinkling the Filings of Steel with Vinegar, and drying 
i till it may be reduced'inté<an impalpable Powder. In this 
Preparation the greateft part ‘of the Sulphuréous Particles evas 


porate, and the Saline are much encteafed by reafon of others 


accruing to them from the Vinegar. This Powder does little in 
pening the Obftructions of the Vifcera, or in reftoring the Fer- 
i | ment 
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ment of the Blood; neverthelefs in a hot: Conftitution, in Hz. 
morrhagies, and in the Hypochondriacal affect it is wont to 
be given with greater fuccefs, than the foregoing — Pre- 
parations. 


_ 4. The ruft of Iron follows, in which there being but few 
Sulphury Particles, it does not fo powerfully Ferment the Blood, 
or open the obftructions of the Vifcera, as Steel prepard with 
Sulphur, neverthelefs in Hot dyfcrafies of the parts or humours, it 
Egregioufly. performs the Intents. required from a Chaly- 
beate Medicine. 

In. this Claflis our preparation of Steel is juftly plac’t, in which 
allthe Particles of the Metal being freed from the Bond of Mix- 
ture, are contained together : Which alfo (the Concrete being 
firft reduc't to a Powder) are immediatly diffolv’d in any Latex,or 
Menftruum. This Powder inwardly taken excels in the fame ver- 
tue, as Steel Calcin’d with Sulphur ; But to the Menftruum or 
Liquorin which it is diffolv’d, it Communicates chiefly and in 
a manner only the Saline or Vitriolick Particles, the Sulphure- 
ous flying away, and the Earthly Particles fubfiding in the bot- 
tom: Lufe to give common Water impregnated with this diffo- 
lution inftead of Natural Spaw Waters, ina great quantity 5; And 
often with excellent Succefs : Moreover I make Medicinal Wine, 
Beer, Cider, Whey, and other Liquours by diffolving this Powder 
in them, and order them tobe taken for various Phyfical intents. 
So far of preparations of Iron in which theElementaryParticlesof 
each kind, though in a various proportion are comprehended: 
There remain others in which the Particles.in a manner only of 
one kind, vz. the Saline or Earthy are left, the reft for the 
greateft part being driven away, of which kind chiefly are Vi- 
triol of Mars, Salt of Steel, and Crocus Martis. 


5. Salt of Steel prepar'd as you may find herein Dr. Willis, has 

a Sweetifh Taft with fomewhat of a Rough Stipticknefs, and fo 
much partakes of a Vitriolick nature, that it feems not much to 
differ from Green Copperas: Taken uiwardly asa Medicine it 
fomewhat ferments the Humours, and powerfully conftringes 
the Nervous Fibres : In Cold and Phlegmatick Cachexia’s, be- 
caufe no Particles of Sulphur are exerted, this Medicine is not 
proper. It is often given with fuccefs either by it felfor mixt with 
other Medicines asa Spur, in Hot Dyfcrafies of the Vifcera, with 
a predominancy of aduft Sulphur, -alfo in Fitting, Scorbutical, 
and Irregular Boylings of the Blood, and Nervous Juice, Not- 
withftanding in tender Conftitutions there is danger left through 
Ba : its 
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its acrimony, and too great conftriction, the Tone of the Sto ame» <Cim 
mach, and the Fibres be injurd, 


6. In the lait place comes the aftringeiit Crocus Martis, pres 
pard by long Calcination in the Fire - This Medicine 
is of egregious ufe in fome cafes, and yields to none 
of the Chalybeats. vz. in every ExtraVafating, and too 
great Eruption of the Blood and Serum, as in inward, and out« 
ward Hmorrhagies, in a Diarrhaa, a Diabetes, in a Vehement 
Catarch, alfo in an Afcites or a beginning Dropfie I have known 
nothing more excellent than this Medicine,& I have heard it lates 
ly mightily commended by a Famous andExpert Phyfician ofour 

® Country, of which Medicine neverthelefs in regard it is wholly 

» deftitute both of Saline and Sulphureous Particles, and in a 
Manner only confifts of fuch as are Earthy and Fiery, it is much 
in difpute with what Faculty it operates and produces fo lauda- 
ble an effect in humane body. For it might {eem that nothing 
fhould remain in this more than the Capue Mortuum, or Terra 
Damnaca of Vitriol, and of other Minerals diftill’d by a mof in- 
tenfe Fire. To give my opinion concerning thefe things, it feems 
in the firft place, that a certain activity whereby it exerts it felf 
and difplays its virtues, either by opening ob{tructions, or by 
Aitringing the Veffels and Nervous Fibres of the Vifcera, ac- 
crues to this preparation from the Fiery Particles being included 
in the moft fixt Earth; and from their breaking forth within 
the Body. But the chief way of giving help confifts in this, 
that the Earthy Particles being wholly depriv’d of the Saline, 
(to which they were moft clofely bound) moft earneitly feek to 
be reunited to the fame, or the like: W herefore that Crocus 
Martis being Immerg’d in our Bodies, fuddenly catches to it 
felf any forts of Salts that come in its way, and clofely binds 
them toit, and fo whilftit drinks up like.a Sponge a great ma- 
ny Saline Particles, it takes away many Enormities chiefly a- 
rifing from the Flowings of the Salts. This way itis that Harts~ 
horn burnt, Spodium, and. Diaphoretick Antimony exert. their 
vertues, if at any time they give help. 


CH-AP. X: 


Of the C onvulfive C ough and Afthma: 


WT is Ufual in Children (and I have known it alfo fometimés ix 

Men) for aCough to arife froma Mafs of Serous Filth How- 
ing in the Lungs: Which being at firft Simple and Moderate af: 
terward' becomes vehement; and Convulfive, {o that in Cough- 
ing the Diaphragm being contracted upward, and fo held by a 
long; or very often repeated Syftole; the Lungs are 
greatly ftraitned and very much hindred; in their motion : 
Mean while by reafon of the refpiration being hindred; and 
the: Blood ‘being reftrain’d within the Pracordia, and con- 
fequently | its Stagnating in other places; the Difeas’d are in 
danger of being Suffocated and often turn of a Livid or Cadaves 
rous afpect : Moreover in this cafe, befides Convulfions with a 
violent Coughing, rais'd abotit the Pracordia, the Stomach alfo 
being often drawn in as a party concern’d; throws tp all by Vo= 
miting that is contain’d within it3 nay andI have known; in fome 
Yenderlings affected after this manner, that the Difeafe now and 
then paffing into other parts, has rais'dConvulfive Motions in 
the Face, Eyes and Limbs, and at length has become. Mortal. 
This Convulfive Cough happens very often amongft Children, 
and in certain years it ferzes fo many, that it feems plainly 
Epidemical, when it has got aRoot; it ig very difficultly con; 
quered with remedies, but commonly drawing out in length, 
is {carce ever Cured but upon the change of the feafon of the 
year. 

The caufe of this Diftemper feemis to be from thé Redun- 
dancy of the Serous Humour in the Mafs of Blood, and in fome 
meafure in the whole Body : A portion of which matter Di- 
{tilling from the Mouths of the Arteries on the Lungs, creates 
an Ordinary Cough 5afterward when the Sérous Filth; ftill aboun- 
ding in the Blood, and being fill’d with Convulfive Particles, is 
conveyed alfo into the Head, the famé entring the Nervés of the 
Lungs, raifes the Simple Cough to a Convulfive one = Moreover; 
Whenit fometimes happens, that the fare Matter gathered 
togetherin the Head,enters fome other Nerves; then other forté 
of Convulfive affects often énfue wpon the Convulfive Cough. 


Of the Convulfive C ough and Afthma, 321 


As a Cough arifes, neither only, nor always through a fault in aur 


the Lungs, but fometimes from a Convulfive caufe alone, 
though oftner fromtlis coming upon an affect of the Lungs: So 
We may fay the fame of the Althma ; for whether this Dit 
€afe be continual or periodical,in both cafes the Symptom which 
chiefly preffes, isa difficulty of Breathing 5 which indeed feems 
therefore-to be rais‘d,becanfe the Lungs being too much puft up 
and Diftended greatly, Fill the Cavity of the Thorax, and do 
not fuefide by terns as they ought : Hence neither can the 
Breath which lies within be freely fent forth, nor indeed the 
frefh Air be ealily istroduc't, by reafon of the {pace being fill’d 
before. Whilft the Lua vs are thusdetaind, fora long time ina 
continued, or little remitted dilatation, oftentimes the Dia- 
phragm, againft its Cuitom, is forc’t to a violent Syftole, and 
being coptracted upward, is wont to raife the Lungs more and 
More, and to withftand their Subfiding : Whence it happens 
that the Breathing becomes yet more difficult and laborious, 

That this affect of difficult Breathing fometimnes happens 
through the fault cf the Lungs, it has plainly appeard to us 
by ar Anatomical Infpection ; forif a mighty Mafs of Serous 
Filth depos in the Thorax, very much ftuffs' the Lungs, 
that the Blood being Jetted in its Circulation , does not 
Pats freely the Pneumonick Veflels, then perfons {fo aftect- 
ed are always fhort and, thick Breath’d.: Again, as often 
as the Blood becoming tov Hot, or heing sarified by exer- 
Cile, or the heat of a Bed-requires a larger fpace for its Cir- 
culation, Then prefently on fuch an occafion every thicls 
Breathing, oran Aithmatick Fit is rais’d, which often becomes 
Terrible and almoft Suffocative when the Serum Boyls very 
much within the Lungs. Moreover fometimes befides the Roots 
of an Afthma fixt about the Precordia, fome Branches of the 
fame difeafe fpringing from the Brain meet with the former, 
and being Complicated with them, produce more Terrible fruits 
of a difficult breathing. 

There are Inftances enough of thefe affects, viz. of a diffi- 
culty of Breathing, rais’d through the Single and Partial fault 
of the Lungs: For nothing is more ufual than that perfons 
troubled with an inveterate Cough, or with fome other evi! 
difpofition of the Lungs, at lengthupon the accefs of a Drop- 
fie or Scurvy, become Afthmatical, to wit, when the Blood be- 


ing rendred very impure depofes alfo its Serous Filth in the 


Head, this enters more readily and eafily the Nerves of the 
Lungs thanothers, as being become Weak, and frequently Ir- 
ritated in their extremities, and heaps together in them a mat- 
ter for a Convulfive ftraitnefs of Ereath, 

‘ fr More« 
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Moreover Thave fometimes obterred that. great Fits of the 
Aithma have happen’d without any confiderable fault in the 
Lungs, fo that I have really judg’d this Difeafe fometimesto be 
Meer! ly aoe ive, and that its Fits are only rais’'d becaufe a Se- 
rous Filth, fiil'd with expiotive Particles, entring the Nerves 
that ferve wai is Dilatation of the Lungs, } joyn ‘d with the Spirits 
there abounding, which Fane. hrough a fulnefs, or Irritation 
being exploded together, and for ome time ie, the Lungs are held 
as it were a d blown up, beh they can’ neither perform the 
functions of Expiration nor Infpiration: But the Fit being ended, 
and alfo beforeit is begun, the Breath is drawn free and evenly 
cnough, there appearing no figns of a Cough, or of a Mere 
nary difpofition of the Lungs: Ifhali givean Inftance of 
perfon troubled with this Shortnefs of Breath. 

A Gentleman of a Robutt and Grots Habit of Body having 
us'd for fome time a fulland diforderly dyet, without any exer- 
cife, about the beginning of Winter beg an to find himfelf ill; 
Firft he was affected with a Heavinefs and Pain of his Head, 
With a mighty Gi: i e(s, and danger of Swooning, believing 
himfelf now and then, even a Dying, being otherwife found e- 
nough; within a few days thefe Symptons palt into a manifeft 
Stupor. or Jest ee thargy E cing let ‘t Blood 1 in the Arm,f ordered 
that Ci : i fi ONES; Glyfters, with many o- 

| i ; adininittred to him: With- 
th aise of twe four hours, coming to’ himfelf, he was 
Sind 4 in Hioinitnd’s : 1 thoc k off all Stupidnefs : But though his 
a1 a be clear, he was feiz’d witha great Weaknefs and 
his Members: which affects neverthelefs were Curd 
in a fhort time with Antiparalytick,. and Antifcorbutick remedies: 
But after a fortnight hec omplaind again of the heavinefs of his 
Head, and the Gidd uneis, and the next day after he fell into a 
horrible Afthma, fo that the Lungs were blown ip on-a fudden, 
and rife upward; and being fcarce at all able to draw his Breath, 
Which was very fhort, painful, and 9: steatly letted, he was 
in danger of being Suftocated every minute of an hour. 
his fit, as Violent as it was, pafk off within twelve hours with- 
out a Cough, Spittng, © r Vomit, and for above a’week afterward 
he was Without any impediment in his Thorax: But then a like 
fit of t he Afthma returning, treated: him alittle more mildly, 
and afterward he was wont to be troubled with a like affault of 
the Afthmaupon great ch: anges of the Air, efpecially when 
an intenfe Cold and Snow were at hand. 

Peleg we judge that fometimes this Convulfive ftraitnefs of 

reath israis d by reaion of the Bronchia of the Trachea being 
foo much ftraitn’d, and often wholly clos’d by the Gon ve 
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of the Nerves and {tocks of Nervous Fibres, which every where ¢ 
compafs about the Rann ifications of the Afpera Arteria, that Coh-- 
ftriction happening when thofe Nerves are forced to frequent 
Convulfions from a Morbifick matter befetting them. 

A fine young Virgin, of a foft and tender Conftitution, ay 
of a florid Countenance, was {carce turnd of eight years of a 
but began to be forely troubled with Afthmatick Fits 5 bd the 
lived at leaft four years obnoxious to them before fhe was com- 
mitted tomy care; fometimes fhe continues two or three Months 
free from any Invafion of this Difeafe, yet oftentimes, by 
reafon of errors committed in Dyet, or upon great changes of the 
Year, or of the Air, fhe falls into cruel Fits of “fhraitnefs of Breath, 
fo that the Lungs eae blown up and raifed towards the Throat, 
aiid there held by an almoft continual dilatation, the Difeafed can 
fearce breath at all: mean while the Diaphragm and Muicles of 
the Breaft are laborioufly occupied in thick repeated CHUTES: of 
motion, in order to draw the Breath Dee one means or oth 
this accefs, within feven or eight hours, remitting by ea :, 

ceafes a while; but now and then within a W eck ortwo itis wont 
to return either of its own accord, or on any light oceafion being 
offer'd: after the violence of the Difeafe is pait, its matter being 
{pent inmany fuch Fits, the young Lady conti nues well enough 
for many Weeks, nay fometimes Months, and being free trom any 
Diffemper of the Thorax, fhe Breaths ely. i order'd. hex 
Spring and Fall the. following Method of Cine ; and now fhe 
has been without any Fit of the forefaid Affect above two 
Years. 

Take our Sulphur of Antimony fix Grains; Cream of Tar tar, fix 
Grains; mix them: Let it be given in the Pa ap of a idl ea Apple. 
After taking this Medicine, fhe is wont to Vomit four 
times: After four days, fhe takes this Purge, which alfo 
wont to repeat twice, allowing fix or feven da ys betwixt whiles. 

Take Calomelanos tivelve Grains; Rofin of Falap five Grams ; 
Caftoreum four Grains ; with a fuficrent quantity of eid ibe 
diffolved : make three Pills. She takes befides every day, Morning 
and Evening, twelve Grains of Tincture of Antimony in a Spoonful 
of the following Fulape, drinking after it fix or feven AS of the 

ame. 

Take Water of Snails, fix Ounces ; of Earth-tworms 
Water of Pennyroyal ana Rue, of each four Ounces 5 Hye rich F Water, 
three Ounces; Caftoreum tyed in a Nodulus, and hung in a Glafs, 
balf a Dram, “double refined Sugar, am Ounce: Mix th em ina Glafs ; 
make a Fulape. ; 

About Autumn the laft Year, another young Gil of Quality, 
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being ill after the like manner, vz. witha Periodical Atthima, 
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» Was brought to me to be cured, who ufing the forefaid Reme 


dies in a little lefs Dofe, and repeating the fame the laft Spring 
found a mighty Relief, 

As to the Remedies and Method of Cure that ought to be usd, 
if at any time to a Congh, or ftraitnefs of Breath, firft raifed 
through a fault in the Lungs, Convulfive Symptoms alfo fuper- 
vene, by reafon of an injury communicated to the Brain; let 
care be taken that Anticonvulfive Medicines be aptly complica- 
ted with fuch as have regard to any intents whatfoever of the 
Thorax; and alfo fometimes, That one while, thefe, another 
while the others being given apart, the times of Curing be in- 
terchangeably obferved. It will be needlefsto give here Bechick 
or Pneumonick Medicines and their forms, whereof there isa vaft 
{tore every where to be found amongft Phyfical Authors; it will 
be more to our purpofe to fet down a method of Phyfick, and ¢ 
fome felect Remedies that are proper in a Cough and Afthma, 
which are meerly Convulfive. 

As to the former Affect, which is chiefly familiar to Children, 
and for the moft part is not Cured but with difficulty, and after 
along time; the chief Indications will be, both to purge the fe- 
rous and fharp Humours from the Blood and Vifcera, for .pre- 
venting their Incurfion and difcharge on the Brain, and fome- 
times haply on the Breaft, and to ft; engthen thefe parts that they 
do not eafily admit into them the Superfluities of the boiling 
serum: for thefe ends Vomits and gentle Purges in a manner 
always are conducing, and ought by fore means to be re- 
peated. Veficatories are often beneficial; and if the Difeafe be 
obitinate, let Iftes be made in the Nape of the Neck, or in the 
Arm, or about the é.tm-pits: Let Drink and Liquid Food be 
taken in a lefs quantity than ufual; infead of Drink, let a Bochet 
of Sarfa, China, the Saunders, Shavings of Ivory and Harts-horny with 
Liuretick and Anticonvulfive Ingredients, be ufed. In this cafe 
certain {pecifick Remedies as it. were are greatly commended, of 
which Kind are Cup Mo/s, given in Powder, or boil’d in Milk, 
and fo given frequently every day; the Decodtion, or Syrup, of Ca- 
ficreim and Saffron, the Decoctions of Peony-Root, Mifteltow of the 
Oak, alfo of HyfJop, have helpt many 3 Water of Black-Cherries, of 
Saxifrage, Water of Snails diftilled with Whey, and appropriated 
Ingredients, are often given with fuccefs.

y 7-2 of Soot, impregnated with the fame 5 Syrup of Tobacco, of Ammo- 
Me niacum, our Syrup of Diafulpbur, Lohoch de alito, Pills of Elecampane 
Roots, Milk of Sulphur, Flowers of Benzoin, made up with 
fll Yar or liquid Amber; with many other things, which it would 
i’ be tedious here particularly to enumerate.

ha Of this Difeafe, or to fet forth in full all the chief accidents of 

it, and then to accommodate fome Hypothefis for duely Solving 
thofe appearances. 

As to the former, to confider the figns of the Scurvy from 
Head to Foot, we fhall begin with thofe in the higheft part :-To 
this place belong violent and habitual Head-aches, and thofe ei- 
ther happening at random, or periodical; fometimes a deadnefs 
and drowfinefs of the Spirits; fometimes obitinate W atchings, 

” frequent 
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frequent Giddineffes's and Scotomia’s, Convulfions,a Palfey,much 
Spitting, forenefs of the Gums, a loofenefs of the Teeth,a ftinking 
Breath. 2. Meanwhile about the Region of the Breaft, Pains in 
Various parts of the Membranes, and efpecially in the Sternum, 
which often being acute and ‘pricking, miferably torture the 
Difeafed for many Days and Nights, a frequent Afthma, a diffi- 
cult and uneven Breathing, a Conttriction and ftraitnefs of the 
Brealt, a husky Cough, a diforderly Pulfe, a trembling of the 
Heart, frequent Faintings of the Spirits, a frequent Swooning, 
and a continual being in danger of it. 3. In the Region of the 
Belly this Difeafe eftablifhing, as it were, its principal Seat, pro= 
duces Tliads of Evils. For there are often a naufeoufnefs, a Vo-~ 
miting,a Rumbling, a Cardialgia, Inflations and Murmurings of 
the Hypochondres, a frequentColick, and moft troublefome Pains 
{hooting every way, an almoft continual Diarrhzea, fometimes a 
Dyfentery or Tenefmus, an Atrophia, and fometimes an Afci- 
tes. 

The Urine is commonly very ruddy and lixivial, with a Scum 
{wimming on it, or fticking to the fides of the Glafs; tho’ now 
and then, at certain times, the fame being pale and Watry, is 
voided in a great plenty. 4. Befides thefe inward Affects, in the 
outward Members, nay in the whole Habit of the Body, wan- 
dering Pains, and often very violent, and chiefly infefting by 
night, are felt; a fpontaneous Laffitude, a Confumption of the. 
Flefh, an Ach in the Loins, and a weaknefs and enervation of 
the other Limbs, Spots of various colours in the Skin, Tumours, 
Tubercles , and often malignant Ulcers break forth; about the 
Mutcles a Stupor, Formication, and afcent as it were of a cold 
Wind, alfo Contractions and Twitchings of the Tendons: More- 
over to Scorbutical Perfons, diforders of the Blood, unconftant 
Boilings of it, reftlefs diftemperatures Feavers, without any con- 
fiant Courfe, and great H2morrhagies, generally happen. Befides 
thefe common and very ufual Symptoms of the Scurvy, whereof 
fometimes more, fometimes fewer, and thofe one while of .this 
Kind and fafhion, another while of that, infeft the Difeafed, fome-~ 
tines alfo unufual and prodigious Accidents enfue upon this 
Difeafe. 

As to the evident Caufes of the Scurvy, though an ill Dyet, a 
fedentary Life, a diforder of the Spleen, and Crudities heap’t 
together in the firft Paffages, are very much accus'd, yet the 
unwholfomne(sof the Air,and the Crafis of the Blood vitiated by 
former Diftempers are wont to be much rather in the fault; 
wherefore the Scurvy, in Maritime and Marfhy places, is often 
éndemious : It frequently feizes fuh as are long at Sea, and ule 
in tle mean while Salt Meats,;and fuch as are dryed in the smoak, 
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es, 2nd alfo corrupted Water: It every where fucceeds long conti- 
nued Feavers, and other Chronical Difeafes ill Cured, alfo over 
great Hemorrhagies and other immoderate Excretions, nay and 
the fuppreffion of ufual Evacuations, as of the Mentfes and Hx. 
morrhoids. Moreover this Difeafe, without any great procatarxis 
is often wont to be raifed by Contagion, and fometimes is he- 
reditary. 

The material caufe of this Difeate, or the Scorbutick taint 
diffufed through the whole Body, is founded either in the Blood, 
or in the nervous ui ice, or in both of them together. That the 
Scorbutick Taintis fix’t in the Blood, its diforderly Boili lings, the 
Eruptions of Spots and Puthes, thet ogee and as it were lixivie 
ated Urine plain! y teftifie; which is al fo. fhewn by the diverfified 
production of this Difeate, which for the molt part tucceeds the 
depravation of the mafs of Blood; That She Taint fticks alfo in 
the Nervous Liquor, is fhewn by the mote t troublefome Pains 
raifed both inwardly in the Membranes, and outwardly in the 
Genus Nervofum, by the weakneffes or refolutions of the Mem- 
bers, the Giddinefs, the Convulfions and frequent Failings of the 
Animal Spirits. Since therefore both general Humors. are In 
fault, let us fee which is firit or chiefin fault, whence it drew its 
Taint, and after what manner it is communicated to the other: 
Humour, and likewife to any other Parts that are wont to be 
affected. 

As to the Blood, ( in whofe Mafs the Scurvy feems chiefly to 
fpread its Roots ) we have fhewn elfewhere that in its Crafis it 
confiits of the like ri id of Particles, andis temper d almoft af- 
ter the like manner as Wines. Moreover we have intimated that 
as Wine, ab ui? the Blood, for two caufes chiefly, is ill difpo- 
fed, wiz. either becaufe fome extraneous thing, that will not

--Again, both Wine and the Blood fall from their due Temper 
for many other caufes: 1. Concerning Wines we may oblerve, 
that fometimesthe fame donot come to a ripenefs, but for want 
ofa Pneumatofis, becaufe the Spirits, and other active principles 
ef Salt and Sulphur, being ‘nvolv'd in fuch as are more Grofs, 
cannnot clear themfelves, remain wholly Crude: Wherefore the;

Spirits, is’ yet Spirituous and’ Sweet, and not very un- 
aptifor any offices itought to perform, but afterwards from the 
Mafs of Blood become depauperated, and very much Effete, .a 
much thinner’ Latexj and inclining toa Sournefs- is’ diftill’d: 
Moreover from the Dreggy; and’ asit were Rank, or Muddy 
slood, Heterogeneous Particles, and {uch as are very injurious to

Wherefore the Palfey, Convulfions, a Giddinefs, Pains, 
Tremblings, andother Praternatural affects of the Brain and 
Genus Nervofum care wont to enfue upon’a Scurvy when deeply 
rooted. Mean whilej:we may obierve in general that the Scor- 
butick Taint, fixtin the Nervous juice, Confifts.in thefe three 
things, vzz-In fome one of them or inall of them together, vz.

As tothe Prognoftick of the 


Scurvy, let your judgment in 
this cafe be wary, long fufpended, and not rafh, for many (as it 
has occurr’d to our obfervation ) accounted for defperate, have 
recovered : I have feen fome even ready to be Choak’t with a 
horrible Afthma; others juft a dying with frequent Swoonings, 
nay and others feiz'd with a Palfey or Convulfive Fits; or a ter~ 
rible Colick, who were wholly freea ma {hort time by the 
help of Medicines: Lhave known. fome :Scorbutical -perfons 
Swoll’n all over their body by the Dropfy, others brought to an 
extream Leanne(fs by an Atrophia, who were reftord again to 
their perfect health.

S to the Cure of the Scurvy, finceit is no one fingle preter-= 
A natural affect, buta Legion that is to be conquered, there. 
fore the Method of curing ought to comprehend Manifold «in 
dications, and’ thofe varioufly complicated and tubordinates 
Which neverthelefs according to our wont we fhall reduce to. 
three heads, viz. that they be Prefervatory, which have regard 
to, and take away the caule of the Difeafe; and Curatory, which 
have refpect to, ‘and remove the Difeafett felfand its Symptoms; 
and laftly Vital, which uphold or reftore the ftrength and vigour 
of the Patient. 


From, the very beginning of the Cure we ought to level againft 
the Caufe of the Difeafe, for this being cut off, or .torn up as 
the.root,..prefently. the Trunk, Branches; and Fruits wither 
away : Since therefore we have fhewn that the caufe of the

- The reducement of the Blood to its due Crafis by appropriats 
ed remedies is chiefly hindred by réafon of thefe two things s 
viz. firft becaufe none but-a vitious {tock of nutritive juice is 
continually carryed into it; and fecondly, becaufe the Recrements 
preduc't within it are not {ufficiently difcharg’d by fit Com- 
mon-fhores; therefore we muft provide both that the work of 
Chylification be rightly perform d in the firft paflages, and that 
the Vapoury Recrements be fufficiently difcharg’d by Perfpira~ 
tion, the Serous by the Reins and Lymphaducts, the Bilious 
by the Gall Bladder, the Melancoly by the Spleen, and others of 
any other kind elfe by proper Emunctories: Afterward, thefe of- 
fices being rightly. Inffituted, let us endeavour to reduce the 
Dy{crafie of the Blood by fpecifick Medicines, and efpecially by. 
fach as are endow’d with a Volatile Salt. The remedies regar- 
ding every of ‘thefe intents, ought to be Complicated together, 
and to be applied joyntly to ufe, but after what manner, and by 
what ways of adminiftration, I muft yet more particularly fet 


forth. 


1. That Chylificatton may be rightly perform’d in the firft 
Paflages, we muft: take care that the load of Excrementitious 
Matter heapt together in them, be clear’d forth, that the loft 
or deprav’d Ferments be reftor’d, that the Paffages and Pores 
howfoever ftuff't and obftructed be open’d : For thefe ends Ca- 
thartick, Digeftive and aperient Medicines are: defign’d.

undergo fuch an Evacuation vigoroufly enough) and with a well 
bearing, nothing hinders, fo the itrength be not too much caft 
down, from giving an Emetick Medicine. Yo thofe that are 
ftrong, let an Infufion of Crocus Metallorum, or Mercurius Vite, 
or the Emetick Tartar of Mynficht, or Glaubers Sulphur of Ans 
timony, be given. © Thofe that are Of.a weak or tender Confti< 
tution, may take Wine of Squills, or Gila Theophrafiz, which 
being given in a {mall Dote, let them drink a Sreat quantity of 
Whey after it, and then the Ventricle being filled to a naufeouf- 
nels, let a gentle. Vomit.be railed by putting the Finger ora Fea 
ther into the Threat, and let it be fometimes repeated, as the 
perion fees good.

Itherto we have fhewn concerning the Cure of the scurvy, 
what regards the Prefervatory Indication, to wit, the re- 
moval of the Morbifick Caufe, viz. both the intentions of Curing, 
and the Remedies indicated : Which kind ‘of method being fea- 
fonably begun, and duly profecuted, often does the whole work ; 
vi. itr as. much as the Caufe of the Difeafé, or thé Root of it 
being cut off, the affects depending of it dye of theirown ac- 
cord : Neverthelefs we muft not go on with this courfe of Pay- 
fick always directly, but turning afide feveral ways: For fome- 
times fevere Accidents and Symptoms happen, which require 
a peculiar, and asit were, extraordinary Phyfical help, to wtich 
we muft Immediately attend, and often interrupting the general 
Cure. Concerning thefe we muft obferve, that as affects which 
Happen upon the Scurvy, require Appropriated Remedies, ac- 
cording to the Nature of each of them, and to the difpofition 
of the Patient, yet Antifcorbuticks ought always to be mixt 
With them : It will not be needful to order,2 Method of Cure 
againft all difeafes and affects, with which the Scurvy is wont 
to be attended, for fo the whole Practice of Pyhfick would be 
here tranfcrib’d, but we fhall have regard only to the Sym- 
ptoms that are chiéfly prefling, by which either the life of the 
Patient is endanger’d, or the princijyal Cure Obftructed 5 after. 
what manner, and by what Medicines fuch are Curd, I fhall 
now fhew.

YCorbutical perfons are wont fometimes to be troubled with a 
JereatOppletion andPain of the Stomach, alfo with aNaufeouf 
nefs and Belching, and fometimes alfo witb a frequent and violent 
Vomiting ; which kind of diftempers fometimes arife from the 
Chyle, there degenerated into a Ma{s of Corruption, but oftner 
from the Morbifick Matter brought thither, either by the con-

The ufe of Opiates is found to be very neceflary here: Cer- 
tainly in this Cafe that Preefcript of Riverius chiefly has place, 
vzz. that Purging Pills be given withLandanum mixt wish them, for 
a plentiful Evacuation by feige, and Sleep being caus’d, the Fit 
Often is taken away. Moreover Powders of Shells, by which 
the fharp Salts are Imbib’d, or fixt, conduce very much to the 
removal of the Morbifick caufe; for example.

by the Menfes, or Hemorrhoids: Moreover,being fometimes caft 

up from the Lungs or Stomach, it gives us a Sufpicion of an 

Ulcer, or at leaftwife of a great weaknefs lying hid in the part 

affected. Wherefore excretions of Blood, if they are either 

immoderate, or happen in an improper place, ought to be {topt © 
for the prefent, and prevented for the future. 

For ftopping Blood when it breaks forth immoderately, the 
method is vulgarly enough known, and there remains nothing ~ 
more, or peculiar to be done, when happening in this Affect by, 
reafon of the Scurvy, than on other Occafions. But yet to pre- 
vent Hemorrhagtes, let Remedies be adminiftred which take 
away the Acrimony of the Blood, and conftringe the over-lax 
and gaping Mouths of the Veffels: both intents are excellently” 
perform ’d by Chalybeate Medicines: the ule of Vitriolick Spaw-wa= 
ters is very proper for this purpofe: Moreover, Infufions, Exe 
tracts, Salts, and the like Preparations of Steel, which contain chiefly 
the faline or vitrsolack part of the Iron, are always very profitable a- 
gainft. Hemorrbagies. We have fhewn before by what means Iron 
and its preparations produce thefe effects, and divers others, in 
Human Bodies.

7E conclude that this Affect proceeds from the congrefs 
and“mutual effervefcency of Salts that are of a different 
Origine and Nature, vz. of the hxt Salt coming from the Blood, 
and of the acid Salt coming from the nervous Liquor: The 
Subjects of both Salts are fuperfluous Dregs, deposd from the 
forefaid Humours fore’d into certain Turgefcencies, and difcharg’d 
fometimes on thefe Parts, fometimes on thofe : Wherefore that 
the Difeafe may be Cur’d, both let the Turgetcencies of the Hu- 
mours be appeas'd, and their fuperfluous Dregs be purg’d forth, 
and Jet the Salts degenerating both ways be reducd to a State of 
volatility. 

For the two firft intents a gentle Purge and Bieeding are 
chiefly requir’d, and now and then, as the ftrength will bear, they 
ought to be repeated ; and alfo let Diureticks and Diaphoreticks 
be now and then given which any way convey forth the Saline 
Serofities. And that thefe Evacuations proceeding calmly, and 
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‘with a well-bearing, and Nature affifting, may fucceed the bettéts 


let Opiats frequently be us’d. For the other Intent in which the 
chief ftrefs of the Cure confifts, Alteratives, and efpecially fuch 
as are endow’d with a volatile Salt, greatly conduce: Wherefore 
in this cafe its a vulgar, but no contemptible Medicine, to g7ve 
twice or thrice a day to four or fix Ounces of the Infufion of 4 Stone- 
barfe Dung, made in.a {mall Wine or Ale, or tn an appropriate Di- 
ftil'd Water: and a Medicine fomewhat more grateful, and no 
lefs efficacious, may be prepar’d, if a Wacer be diftilld from that 
Dung, with Antifcorbutick Ingredients infufed in VWhite-wine or Ce 
der, which may be given to three or four Ounces tivice a day.

\ Hereas we conclude the Dropfie, which is wont to hap- 
pen upon the Scurvy,to be twofold, vz. habitual ana 
oceafional ; Concerning the Cure of the firft, for the’ moft part 
all labour is loft; for no Remedies are able to reftore the Li- 
ver and the Lungs, and fometimes other Vifcera, whelly vitia- 
ted, and the Crafis of the Blood utterly fubverted: In fuch a 
cafe, if any thing feems. fit to be done, the Scope of Phyfickis 
very narrow ; ‘for there is no room left for Catharticks, nor Dia- 
phoreticks, nor for a ftrong Evacuation of any other kind: We 
muft infift chiefly, and im a manner only, on Diureticks and Cor- 
dials. For thefe ends let Elixirs, Tinctures, Electuaries, Pow- 
ders, Infufions, Decoctions, diftili'd Waters, €c. which confit 
partly of Antihydropicks, partly of Antifcorbuticks be given; 
the forms of which I have neverthelefs thought good to omit; 
‘as fignifying little or nothing. 

The Scorbutick Dropfie, raifet on a fudden from an evident 
caufe, or on fome accident, often admits of Cure; for the more 
eafie performance of which, the tumults of Nature ought in fhe 
firft place to be appeafed, and its diforders compofed. “Where- 
fore if Watchings continue very offenfive, let fleep be procured

on remains yet'a fymptom which happens fometimes upon 
the Scurvey, though rarely, vz. the crackling of the Bones, 
into the Nature and Cure of which it feems to concernus to en- 
quire. Ihave known fome, though {carce above three or four, 
who being long Sick of the Scurvy, found themfelves afflicted by 
it, not only in the Humiours, and the Carneous Parts, but at 
length in the very Bones : For as often as they mov'd any Mem- 
ber any way, the ends of the Bones, as though they were bare, 
fubbing againft each other, made a mighty. noite: Moreover, 
when they lay in their Bed, and there turned themfelves from. 
one fide to the other, a mighty Crackling was heard, as it were 
6f a®Scelleton forcity thaken, terrifying even the perfons al- 
fected, 
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The conjunct caufe of this haply may feem to be, That the

“ments being greatly confumed, their Joivts, as Mill-ftones when 


bare withow any Corn, by reafon of their mutual rubbing a- 
gainft each other, make a noife: But the thing appears to be 
otherwife, becaufe neither perfons mightily con{umed have this 
Crackling of the Bones, nor do perfons troubled with this Af- 
fect always wafte away 5 wherefore, we fay rather that the im-

haply of a Slimy or Lartarous Nature, brought to them from the

but it will not be eafie ( the thing being wholly in the dark ) to 
fearch out the particular Reaions of this Affect. 

Nor are we lets at a lofs when we proceed to the Cure of this 
Difeate ; for though the Primary Indication, vz. the moiftning 
of the Bones or of the foints be obvious enough, yet it does not 
fo'plainly appear after what Manner, and by what: Remedies at is 
perform d.

thod usd by one Phyiician for fome Months without Effect, he 
prefeatly betook himfelt to another, and fo afterwards to many 3

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Of the Vital Indication , in which are included 
Cordial Medicines, Opiats, and the Diet requifit 
in the Scurvy. 


He we have fet forth at large the Indications both Pre- 
fervatory and Curatory, which belong to the Method. of 
Curing the: Scurvy ; there remains yet to fpeak of the Vital In- 
dication, to wit, ‘that it may be declar'd by what Method, and

of the Scurvy in this late Age: For that Concret confilts of 
a very fharp and corrofive Salt, though mitigated with a Sulphur, 
asit plainly appears from its Chymical Analyfis: For Sugar di 
ftil'd by it felt, yields a Liquour fcarce inferior to Aqua Stygia: 
And if you diftil it in a Vefica with a great deal of Fountain- 
water, pour’d to it, though the fixt Salt will not fo afcend, ne- 


verthelefs a Liquour will come from it, like the Hotteft dgua 4 


Vite, burning and very pungent ; when therefore Sugar, mixt 
almoft with any forts of Food, is taken by us in fo greata 
plenty, how probable is it that the Blood and Humours are ren- 
dred {alt and fharp, and confequently Scorbutical by its daily 
ufe? A certain famous Author has laid the caufe of the Englifh 
Confumption on the immoderate ufe of Sugar, amongit our 
Countrymen: I know not whether the caufe of the fpreading 
Scurvy, may not alfo be rather hence deriv d. 


Let the Drink be midling Ale, mild and clear, and alfo letit 
be altered with Antifcorbutick Ingredients without an un- 
grateful favour: Let it not be thick and f{weet, nor alfo too old 
and turning fharp: Let this be taken in a moderate quantity, 
and in a manner only at the fet hours of Dinner and Supper: 
The euftom-which has prevail’d with many, vz. that affoon as 
they are out of their Beds, they prefently indulge themfelves to 
drink a large Mornings Draught (as they callit ) feems very 
pernicious : For by this means the Blood Veffels are too much 
fill'd, a ftore of new Chyle being almoft continually fent into 
them, and Crudities and Filthy Morbifick Dregs are engendred 
m the Blood, and the office of Sanguification is greatly debi- 
litated: Truly it is better for moft Men (unlefs it be thofe 
whofe Ventricle, as long as it is empty, is wont to be p ainfully 
contracted and corrugated ) to keep themfelves fafting till Din- 
ner time: Nor is that vulgar cuftom lefs contrary to Health, 
to {will themfelves with much Drink prefently after Meat : Wines 
and Ciders, fo they are mellow, pure, and not adulterated, 
being taken in a moderate quantity, do not offend: But the 
fame being counterfeit, mufty, auftere, or turning fharp, there 
is nothing more hurtful or injurious to our Health =~

though reftor’d to his Health, did not continue fo long: For 
half a, year being, fcarce over, he began to complain of a vio- 
lent Head-ach, with a Vertigo, and-an obftinate Watching 5 af- 
terward. without any evident caufe, he was feis'd with a horrible 
Vomiting :

A Renowned Lady, about Twenty five years of Age, of a Sans 
guine Temperament, and a thin habit of Body, frefh colour'd and 
handfome, had been ill of a Scorbutick Affect of a long time: 
For befides broad Spots and red Pufhes breaking forth in divers 
parts of the Body, fhe had been wont to undergo for a long 
time Pains and bitter Tortures, chiefly infefting her by night, 
one while in the Shins, another while in the Arms: In regard 
fhe was with Child, fhe had been forc’t to leave off a courie of 
Phyfick, often begun in order toitsCure. After her laft Child- 
birth, her Lochia flowing plentifully, fhe continued for many 
days faint and weak, with a difficult Refpiration, and being out 
of Breath upon any motion: A Month after being deliver'’d, be- 
ing taken out of Bed, and attempting to walk, fhe fell into 
a moft fevere difficulty of Breathing, with a Trembling of the 
Heart, and a frequent Fainting of the Spirits: Being prefently 
put to Bed, fhe continued almoft for a whole day itill Trembling, 
and continually Panting : Moreover the lower Limbs, as though 
Death were at hand, being quite chill’, waxed not warm by 
any Frictions or Applications of warmd Cloaths: At length, 
after near four and twenty hours, upon the frequent giving of 
ftrong Cordials, fhe was better about the Precordia, though 
there followed near the right Groin, in the top of the Thigh, 
a very acute Pain, reaching even to the Leg, and within a few 
hours a pretty hard {welling, refifting the touch, poffeft all 
that fpace: Being call’d at this time, the Difeas’d ftill fetch- 
ing her Breath fhort and with difficulty, prefently having ore 
der’d a Clyfter to be forthwith injected, I gave her twelve drops 
of Spirit of Harts-horn in, a fpoonful of the following Julape, 
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Take Water of Snails fx Ounces, Hyfterich Water four Ounces;® 
Water of Wall-nuts imple, and of Pennyroyal, of each three Ounces, 
Sugar one Ounce, Caftoreum tyed in a Rag, and bung in the Gla/s, 
a Dram. Thefe Medicines were repeated every fixth Hour. : 

I ordered a large Veficatory to be applyed to the inward part 
of the Thigh; then in the Evening, in regard during this whole 
Fit fhe had continued without Sleep, I gave her of Laudanum a 
Grain, Pearls powdered fix Grains, Confeétion of ‘Alkermes without 
Musk half a Dram: She flept quietly, and the next Morning the 
was much relieved, the pain and {welling of the Thigh fomewhat 
abated, alfo while fhe lay quiet in her Bed, fhe was well about 
the Precordia, but fitting upright, or turning on one fide, pre- 
fently fhe feem’d almoft ready to dye through ftraitnefs of Breath ¢ 
fhe continued the ufe of the Spirit of Harts-horn, and of the Ju- 
lep, to be repeared every fixth Hour for many Days. Moreover, 
becaufe fhe was prefs’d with Thirft, and made Water always in a 
{mall quantity, ruddy, and filled with Contents, fhe took twice a 
Day a Dofe of the following Julep to fix Drams. 

Take Roots of Grafs, Chervil, preferu'd Evingos, of each fix Drams, 
Shavings of Ivory and Harts-horn, of each two Drams, burnt Harts- 
horn 4 Dram and a half, Raifins two Ounces, one Apple flc’d, Lie 
corifla two Drams and a half, being flic'd and bruifed, let them boyl 
in three Pounds of Fountain Water, till a third part be confumed: 
Then four Ounces of White-wine being added to st,let it be trained in- 


§ to a Flagon, to which put Leaves of Scurvy-grafs, and Brook-limes, of 


each a Handfull ; Sale of Wormwood two Drams,make aclofe and warm 

Infufion for three Hours, let the Straining be kept inVeffels clofe flopt. 
Sometimes every Day, fometimes every other Day a Clifter was 

adminiftred: By the ufe of thefe things fhe feemed to grow bet 

ter daily, fo that within a Weeks.fpace arifing from her Bed, fhe 

was able to fit up two or three Hours by the Fire in her Chair : 

But if fhe kept from her Bed, or walkt a little more than was fit- 

ting, fhe was prefently wont to fall into a ftraitnefs of Breathing, 

or a fit of the A/thma ; fo that ofa certain Day having ftayed-out 

of Bed too long, fhe underwent a violent Fit of the Diieafe, and 

was aff-cted with a difficult Breathing, a trembling of the whole 

Body, and frequent Swoonings: Being called again by reafon of 

this Relaps of the fick Lady, I gave her Sparse of Harts-horn to 

twenty Drops, with the Fulep above prefcribed, and in tue Evening 
a Dofe of our Laudanum: And as thereby fhe found her (elf bet- 
ter about the Precordia, Pains and Swellings fucceeded in the right 
Thigh and Leg, fuch as before had hapned in the left. I ordered 
alfo ‘Veficatories to be applyed to that Thigh; and befides the 
Remedies hitherto mentioned, fhe took twice a Day of our Wine 
of the Fuice of Scurvy-grafs four Ounces, with swo Quaces of the Mae 
Cec giftral 
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giftral Antsfcorbutich Water: Moreover, I ordered -her to ‘be pura 


ged with our Solutive Syrup, above prefcribed; which doing 
Well, I ordered it to be repeated within three or four Days. By 
thefe Remedies the orew well within a: Month. 

A Noble-man about the thirty third Year of his Age, feeming 
to be of a fanguine Yempet -ament, tall and flender, of a very acute 
Wit,and quick Underftanding, hough he had a himfelf for a Jong 
time to immoderate and exceffive Studies, t ogether with a dif- 
orderly way of Diet, yet being ftill {prigh tly and full of Vigour, 
he feem’d to enjoy a found Mind in a found Body : A little more 
than two Years fince, when he had greatly tired himfelf by dans” 
cing a whole Night with Friends, and in the Morning being put 
in a cold Bed in a Room that was too moift, and having flept 
a little, he began to be fick 5 for upon his awake he fell into a 
mighty troublous Paffion about the Precordia, with terrible 
owoonings, as though he were ready to dye., After a Draught of 
Wine, and fome Cordial Remedies taken, he was a little better, 
but he often relaps’d, fo that all that Day both himfelf and His 
Friends dreaded either a Swoon without returning to himfelf, or 
an imminent Apoplexy: Moreover, after that this Fit of the Dif 
eafe was palit, yet {till he lived obnoxious to daily Paffions of the 
the Eidant 5 and upans any great Error committed in Diet, he was 
wont to be afflicted a a with a violent Pit. Notwithftanding 
the ufe of Reinedidé > Difeafe Frowmeg worfe within a few 
Months, did not only infe Fett the Precordsa, but in the whole Habit 
of the Body, Expanfions fometimes of heat, fometimes of cold ¢ 
moreover in the Limbs a a Numbi 1efs or Formication, or ene Coie 
wulfic ons, and fudden Giutohe actions were raifed 3 but of late, befides 

the Symptom: nerto mentioned, which Aint greatly moleft the 
Sghie Perfon: He i Is i noreov er forely afffic ted with a frequent 
Vertigo, and with Dittrad tions and Failings of th Spirits refiding 
in the Fore-brain, infomuch that he is fore’'d toa abftain from the 
Studies . and Pol itick Employs.( to which he has been always ad-= 
dicted ) and even from any ft ong Intention of the Mind$ for 
otherwife ue feels both in the Head, and in the genus Nervofum 
thefe troublous Paflions, that he may bie either an invafion of 


/the euoleny, or horrible Convulfive Affects: A aoe Fit of this 


Difeafe preffing upon him, the V entricle alio for the moft part is 
difturbed: Moreover, he has often found eafe after a Vomit, ei- 
ther hapning of its own accord, or raifed by the help of an Eme- 
tick Medicine: Hence fome have judged the Caufe of the Difeafe 
to be feated, wholly about the Stomach, or Hypochondres: Ne- 
verthelefs Cathartick M -dicines, Emeti icks, Dige {tj ves, Ceph al licks, 
satiric te pots (chart ih and others almoft of every kind, 
preicrh ibed to this Per fon for two ¥ €a rs by fam ious [| Phy ficians, and 
alfo 
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alfo by Empricks and Mountebanks, have not eficcted acure: He® 
lately tryed Aftrop Waters , but finding himfelf the worfe by 
them, he prefently left them off, and is now advifed to drink the 
Sulphureows Waters at Knaresborough in York-fhire : But what fuc- 
cefs he finds in them, I know not at prefent. } 
This cafe, in regard by the reafon of the concourfe of the va- 
rious Symptoms, it does not belong to any peculiar kind of Di- 
feafe, elfe is juftly referred to the Scurvy. As to, the Method of 
Cure, to be ufed in this and the like cafes; there are two Inten- 
tions on which we mutt chiefly infift : zz. Firft, we muft cleanfe 
the Mafs of Blood, and withdraw the offenfive Ferments convey 
ed to it from the Stomach, Spleen, and haply other of the Vif- 
cera. Secondly, the Brain and genus Nervofum ought to be 
ftrengthned, left they admit extraneous Particles: and the ner- 
vous juice that lyesin thofe Parts, degenerating from its due Crifis, 
to a fharp and otherwife morbid Nature, ought to be reitor’d, and 
rectifa.d : the firft of thefe is perform’d by Cathartieks, Emeticks, 
Bleeding, and efpecially {pecifick Medicines, correcting or wholly 
taking away the fcorbutick taint of the Blood: Now that the 
Iron or Vitrolick Spaws, that famous cleanfer of the Blood, did 
rather injury, than give help to this Perfon 5 the reafon feems to 
be, both that the Brain being become weak, by reafon of Cepha- 
lick Affects, with difficulty, throws off the filthy glut of Waters 
fent into the Blood ; nay, and is in danger of being overwhelm'd 
by it, as it violently makes to its confines: And likewile, becaute 
when the nervous Liquor degenerating from its Crafis, inclines to 
to a fharpifh Nature 5 it is wont to be,more perverted by the fluid 
Salt of the Spaw Waters. Wherefore we generally oblerve that in 
the Rheumatifm and Gout, the morbid Difpofition is increaft by 
the drinking of thofe Waters. The fecond Intent, is excellently 
performed by Cephalick Remedies, and efpecially tuch as are en- 
dowed with a volatile Salt, of which kind are Spirst and Sale of 
Blood, of Soot, of Harts-born, the Roots and Seeds of Peony, leaves of 
Wiiftletow of the Oak, &c. with which Antitcorbuticks are mixt, 
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Lnftructions and Prefcripts for the Cure of the 
Flead-ach. | 


4 Ince all Pain is an Action violated, or an irkfom Senfa- 
tion depending on the contraction or corrugation of the 
Nervous Fibres, the fubject of the Head-ach muft be 
the parts of the Head, that are moft nervous; that is, 
the Nerves themfelves, alfo the Fibres and Membranes, 
whereof it has many, plac’d both upon and under the Scull; and 
thofe Parts which are affected with pain, are chiefly the two 
Meninges, and their various Proceffes, the Tunicles of the Nerves, 
the Pericransum, and other Perioftza 5 the Mutcles, the Panucu= 
fs carnofus, and laftly, the Skin it felf: As to the Brain and 
Cerebelum, and their medullary appendixes, we conclude that 
thefe Bosies, in regard they want fenfible Fibres, apt to be cor- 
rugated and diftended, continue free from pain; and fo the fame 
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is alfo to be faid of the Scull, 
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Now whenever a painis raisd any where about the nervous parts 
of the Head, its formal caufe confifts in this, that the anima] Spi 
rits being feverd from each other, and put to flight, caufe the Bo- 
dies that contain them to be withal convulfed and corrigated, and 
fo raife that troublefome fenfation : And that which fo diftracts 
the Spirits, that a troublefome fenfation thence arifes, is fome- 
what difproportionate, rufhing againft the Spirits themfelves. or 
the Bodies that contain them, which entring the Pores or Inter 
ftices of the Fibres, fevers them from each other, and withal for-~ 
ces the Spirits there refiding to the Irregularities. 

As to the Prognoftick of this Difeafe ; in cafe the morbid difpofi- 
tion be inveterate, fo that Fits for many years have often return’d of 
their own accord, and likewife upon any flight occafion, we predict 
that the difeas’d, though not much in danger of life, willnot eafily 
becurd: Moreover, that the Cure will be yet more difficult, if hy- 
pochondriacal, or hyfterick affects often troubling them, are wont 
at frequent times to raife the Head-ach, or if the corrupted taint of 
an inveterate Veneral diftemper be radicated in the Part affected. 

And if the Head-ach be not only inveterate, but almoft conti- 
nual, that we may juitly fufpect it to arife from a phlegmonous or 
fchirrous Tumour, an Eryfipela, Abfcefles, or Worms, there re< 
mains but {mall or no hope of Cure, 

A Head-ach, whether continual or periodical,if it be violent,and 
has a Vertigo, Vomiting, and other affects, either convulfive or 
fleepy joyn'd with it, gives fufpicion of great danger; forafmuch 
as it frequently pafles into a mortal Apoplexy, and often into an 
Epilepfy, Palfey, Blindnefs, Deafnefs, and other Difeafes, either 


- very fevere or incurable, 


Fhe Therapeutick method of the Head-ach comprehends many: 
Indications, and thofe of various kinds, according to the manifoid 
fpecies, caufes, and differences of this Difeafe, which it will not be 
eafie to digeft, and place all here in an exact order. 

An accidental, or occafional Head-ach, viz. fuch as is wont to 
arife from an evident caufe alone, without any. Procatarxa, or pre- 
vious difpofition, as when it happens upon drinking Wine, Surfeit- 
ing, being in the Sun, or through a vehement exercife, alfo in fits 
of Feavers; this for the moft part ceafes of its own accord, upon 
the removal of the evident caute, and its confequences; or at leaft- 
wife is taken away by bleeding, reft, and {weating. 

In every habitual Head-ach, whether continual or intermittent, 
two chief {copes of curing occur ; to which all the other Thera- 
peutick intentions ought to level, and with which provifion. is 
made againft each caufe of the morbid origine. 

1. Viz. In the firft place, for the cutting off all the fewelof the 
Difeafe, we mutt endeavour, both that the matter flowing, or of- 
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‘en-times apt to flow to the affected or ill difpos’d places of the 
Head, be either ftopt, or withdrawn thence to fome other places 
and likewife that the Convulfions rais'd in other places, and thence 
wont to be propagated to the Head be prevented. 

2. Then Secondly, in order to the eradicating of the Difeafe it felf, 
or (if it may be ) of its conjunct Caufe, we muft endeavour; that 
the places of the Head predifpos’d for Aches ( whether only weak; 
or injur’d in their conformation’) being fortifi'd againft the fre= 
quent incurfions of the offenfive matter, recdver their ancient ftate 
and vigour ; which Indication, though it be feldom ever performed 
on a fudden, or throughly, yet fometimes by along and diligent care, 
the morbid root, how fix’d and radicated foever it be, is confumds 

As to the firft {cope of Curing, which we muft firft and:chiefly 
have refpect to, we fay that the matter, or Humours that are wont 
to be heap’d together about the parts. of the Head predifpos d for a 
Head-ach, and to raife the fits of the Difeafe, are the Blood, or its 
Serum, or the nutritive or nervous juice. Moreover, with all thefe, 
vapours and effiueza, alfo excrements, fometimes bilous, fometimes 
melancholick, fometimes acid, falt, fulphureous, and others of.va- 
rious kinds being receiv’d into the Blood, from the Vsfcera, fome- 
times thefe, fometimes others, are convey'd along with it to the 
Head; againft the falleys and incurfions, of all whieh, let Phyfical 
defentatives be ordered. 

r.And firft,if the Procaearxis,or difpofition for pains being placed 
about the Membranes of the Head, the Blood, as being hot, and apf 
for turgefcencies,rufhes now and then,all of a fudden into the Mem= ' 
branes of the Head, and upon its not eafily pafling them, ftretches 
the Veffels above meafure, and fevers from each other the nervous 
Fibres, aud fo raifes fits of this Difeafe 2 a fagn of which are a fan- 
guine temparement, heat, and a fuftufion of rednefs in the Head, a= 
bout the Face; alfo'a high and vibrating Pulfe, with Veins ftrouting 
with Bloodswe muft prefentely endeavour both that the Blood being 
rendred more calm, be not fo readily put upon turgefcenciess «and 
alfo that when ftirr’d and boyling, it be noticarried with a greater 
ialley to the Head,than to other Parts,nor be not fore d there to ftag- 
nate, by reafon of the Simm’s of the Meninges being too much fill'd: 
wherefore, if the fit continues long, let the Perfon be Blooded in the 
Armor in the Jugular Vein; out of the Fits, it is fometimes proper 
to draw Blood trom the Veffels of the Fundament,by Leeches;to wif, 
that by this means the Blood haply boyling, may be drawn down- 
ward towards that place, whither it often tends of its own accord: 


Let Oxyrbodinums,or other Epithems be appli’d to the Head 5 more- 
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over, let Juleps, Emulfions or Decoctions, which allay the fervour 
or fury of the Blood be taken: Let the Belly be cooled and kept to- 
luble by the ufe of Clyfters: Moreover, for prevention, Whey, of 
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: the ufe of Spaw-waters is convenient ; alfo drinking of Water,a thin 
N and cooling Diet do good: You mutt order a torbearance of Wine, 
» Spices, Bathing, Venery, any violent motion of the Body or Mind, 
\ and all hot things : Moreover, for fixing the Blood. and prevent- 
h ing its Effervefcencies, let diftilled Waters, Expreffions of Herbs, 
oor Decoctions, Electuaries, Powders, and efpectally Chryital Mine- 
N ral be frequently us‘d: It will not be needful to fubjoyn here a Me- 
ie thod, or particular Forms of Medicines, becaufe in this cafe a Imott 
\ every Perfon that is ill, being taught by frequent experience from 
\ things that do him good or hurt, ‘is wont to be his own Phyfician. 
1 2. Itis feldom that the Blood is in the Fault alone, or only by it 
i felf : Other Humors oftner, being carried to the Head by the con- 
y) Veyance of the Blood, and there depos'd, caule the Evil: If at any 
’ time therefore a filthy glut of Serum breaking forthin abundance 
® from the Blood, caufes frequent Head-achs (the Signs whereof are 
Catarrhs at the fame time infefting the other parts ; viz. the No~ 
il ftrils, Mouth, or Trachea) then Abftinence and Reft being com- 
iis manded, and the Belly being emptied by aClyiter, let the Flu 
ii, Of the Serum be permitted to appeafe it felf, and the Matter dif- 
fi, charg’d on the Membranes of the Head to evaporate : Which if 
ii, they do not follow of their own accord, and in a fhort time, in a hot 
i Conftitution, Bleeding often is proper; vz. inafmuch as the Veffels 
» being emptied of Blood, fuck in again the extravafated Serum > But 
@ incold Perfons Veficatories applied to the Neck,or behind the Ears, 
ip areof excellent ule: Then after that the Belly.is emptied by a Cly- 
iP fter, let the Fluxion be appeas’d b, the ufe of an Anodyne, or gentle 
me Ofsat: And that being appeas’d, it is proper to give a gentle Ca- 
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m ‘hartick, and then Medicines that operate by Urine, or Sweat, or 
# together by both, and fo gently evacuate the {upertiuous Serofities,

) fpect being always had to the Conftitution, femperament,Idiocrafis, 
( and other Accidents and Circumftances of the Patient.Wherefore.in 
regard it would be fuperfiuous to heap together here a great many 
Receipts,I've rather thought fit to propote here only a Form or two 
ofthe Medicines of each kind3vsz of fuch as regard the chief Intents. 
Take Pills of Amber half a D CRIA, Rifin of falap four Grains, 
Balfam of Peru what fiffices; make four Pills 5 let three be taken go- 
ng to Bed, and the next Morning.sf the former do not srork enough, 
Or, Take Scammony fulphurated half a Scruple, Ceveufe of Anté- 
mony fifteen Grains, Cream of Tartar eight Gr . : 
let 5¢ be taken in a Spoonful of Panada early in the Morning. 
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Take Sulphur of Antimony four Grains, Rofin of Falap five Grains, 
Cream of Tartar fix Grains: let them be bruis'd together, and with 
a fufficient quantity of Conferve of Veolets make a Bol to be taken 
early in the Morning with Governance. 

Take Roots of Butchers-broom, the great Burdock, Chervs!, Avens, 
of each an Ounce 5 preferv'd Eringo’s an Ounce and a half, Florentine 
Orri three Drams, the leffer Galingal a Dram and abalf, Bur-docks 
feeds three Drams, dryed Leaves of Betony, Sage, Vervain, Fluellin, 
of each half a Handful, Rasfins fton’d eo Ounces; boyl them im four 
Pounds of Fountain Water, till a third part of it be confum'd; then 
add of White-wine balf a Pound; ftrain it, let tt be fweetned (if 
need be) with Syrup of the Fsve Roots two Ounces 5 let fix Ounces be 
taken warm twice or thrice a Day, 4 good while after Meat. 

For fuch as have acold and flegmatick Conftitution, let a Deco= 


ion be prepar’d of the Wood Guaicum, Saffafras, Sargapar: With | 


the additionof the forefaid Ingredients make an Apozeme, wheres 
of let fix or eight Ounces be taken twice or thrice a Day warm. 

For Poor People, and often to the Rich, I ufe to prefcrbe; 
with good Succefls, a Decoétion of the dryed Leaves fometimes of 
Sage, fometimes of Betony, Vervain, or of Rofemary, made im Foun- 
eain Water, and then impregnated with the Tin@ture of the Powder of 
Coffee-berries, to be taken twice a Day warm to fix or eight Ounces. 

3. But; if with the abounding Serum, Particles alfo faline, acid; 
bilous, or otherwife infefting, are violently carried into the Mem- 
brances of the Head, either wholly from the Mafs of Blood, or by 
the Mediation of this, as receiv’d from the Vifcera, and there being 
fix’d, caufe more acute and laiting Pains; then it will be proper 
fometimes to repeat a {pare Bleeding,and alfo a gentle Purging: To 
apply Anodyne, and mitigating Epithemes to the Places affected; 
and alfo often to give gentle Hypnoticks by frequent Changes, Apos 
zemes alfo, and Juices, and Expreflions of Herbs, that allay the Per= 
vour of the Coler, and gently carry it off by Siege and Urine, are of 
excellent ufe : But, in the mean time,let imart or {trong Medicines, 
whether they operate by Siege, Urine, or Sweat, in regard they too 
much fule,and exagitate the Blood and Humors,be carefully avoid- 
ed. I have often obferv’d in Perfons troubled with an acute and ob- 
itinate Pain of the Head, that the Serum {wimming on the Blood, 
when let forth,have been ting’d with a Yellowne(s,or with bilous Ex- 
crements incocted in itz:and that alfo in this Cafe a {pare and frequent 
Bleeding,and afterward a free drinking of Whey and Spaw-Waters, 
have given a notable Relief, and beyond other Remedies.

This affect is free from Danger, and for the moft part is eafily 
enough curd. After a Provifion, being made for the whole, a gentle 
Purge, and fometimes Blooding being ordered, Remedies which re- 
ftore the Crafis of the Blood, fuch as are chiefly Antifcorbuticks, 
and Chalybeats, prove mighty beneficial. 

Take Conferve of Fumitory, Tan{cy, Wood Sorrel, of each two Ounces, 
compound Powder of Aron Roots three Drams, Ivory, Crabs Eyes, Corat 
prepar'd,of each a Dram and ahalf, Powder of yellow Saunders, Lig- 
num Aloes of each halfa Dram, Vitriol of Mars a Dram, Salt of Worm- 
wood 4 Dram and a half, Syrup of the five Roots what suffices, make 
an Eleituary: lee the Quantity of a Chefnus be taken in the Morning, 
and at five aClockin the Afternoon, drinking after it three Ounces of 
the folowing Liguor. 

Take Water of the Leaves of Aron, Vervain, and of the Flowers of 
Elder of each fix Ounces, magiftral Water of Snatls, and Earth-worms 
of each two Ounces, Sugar an Ounce, mix them. |

Head : wherefore, the Remedies mention’d by me elfewhere againft 
that affect, claim a place alfo here. 

6. There remains yet another Humour, to wit, the servous L¢- 
guor, which being carried into the Fibres of the Meninges and 
other parts of the He: ad, fometimes becomes difproportionate to 

the Fibres by its own difagreeing nature, as it is fharp or other 
mus degenerate, fometimes twitc ches the cot ntaining Parts, and irs 
itates them into Convulfions or painful Diftentions, as it ftrongly 
Beenie with fome other Humour, vsz. the nutritious or ferous? 
Humour flowing thither. , | 

The nervous Humour, where it is thus morbifick, either being 
vitiated in its whole Mals, brings a very great Injury on the Brain 
predifpos'd for it, or being faultlefs of it felf, is perverted within 
the Fibres affected, and fo becomes mor! rbifick fecondarily 5 the 
Cure of which then depen ids on the Reftitution of the containing 
Parts 5 viz. If th ages)! efles of the Fibres, or their injur’d Cons 
formations be amended, the Humour irrigating them, will pre=~ 
Yently be free from Fault. With what Remedies the Defaults of 
ig Parts predifpofed for Head-achs are remov’d, we fhall pres’ 

fently acq\ uaint you. 

Mean while, if the nervous Humour, being degenerate in ifs 
whole Mafs, caufes a great Offence to the Head predifpos'd for 
Pain, let thofe kinds of Medicin es, and that method be usd, with 
which being reduced toits due Crafis, and gently pafling through 
thofe Fibres, it may irritate them little, or not at all : for which 
end, neither ftrong Purging, nor large or frequent Blooding are 
proper, in regard ‘they exagitate the Blood and Humours, and 

impair the Stre ngth, and confequently five a greater Acrimony 

and Rage to the nervous Humour which. was faulty before. But 
gentle. Loofners, and a {pare Bleeding, will now and then be of 
ufe 5 whereby th e Vifcera may be cleans d, and‘the Mafs of Blood 
be (Aine what pu rg 5d scand-a way be prepard for other Medicines 
which will fucceed the be tter afterwards.

wiz. Whole Particl eS, being active enough, and withall fine and 
fubtle, pafsthe Blood without any Turgefcency or Tumult; and 


then infinuatis ng them(elves i to the nervous Liquor, gently actuate 
it, and caufe the D Ductus's c Cae > Nerves fo to open th em felves, that 
thereby the animal Spi its more freely irradiate all Bodies both fen- 
fible and motive, and infpire them without Swoonings, Convul- 
fons, or anomalous Diftentions, 
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Thefe kind of Remedies, though not yeh efficacious, never 
thele({s often remove fome Head- achs that are not very inveterate. 
and in others, th: ough never fo obftinate, they fi quently do goodz . 
moreover, thofe things that are prefc ibed againit Pains of the 
Head, are alfo given Seaintt affects of the Brain, and Genus Ner- 
vofum; aid,on the contrary, the things that are prefcrib’d in thefe 
are alfo given with good Succefs againft thofe 5 wz. the Vertue of 
them being difplay’d within the Brain, does good againft the Apo- 
plexy, Palfy, eek. and other Difeafes allied to the: mM, alfo 

ithin the moving Fibres again ft Cr amps arial Convulfive Mc otions's 
and likewife exerting their Forces within the fenfable Fibre es, they 
often relieve Pains. |

Thofe that are of a cold or flegmatick Temperament, may 
take twice a day a Dofe either of the Tindture of Antimony, or of S pirie 
of Armonsack ympregnated with Amber or Coral, or of Spirit of Harts 
horn, or of Soot sn an appropriated Vebicle. 

The ule of Millepedes ought not here to be omitted,or fet lightly 
by, in regard that thecr exprefs'd Fusce, diftill’d Water, and alfothe 
Powder prepar'd of them, often contribute egregioufly to the Cure 
of ancient and obftinate Head-achs. I might here propofe many 
other Medicines of various kinds ; nay, transfer hither, the forms in 
a manner, of all thofe which I have formerly heap'd together againft 
convulfive Affects. But the moft difficult thing of all concerning 
the Cure of the Head-ach yet remains ; viz. How the Conjundé, 
and fixt Caufe of this Dileafe, confifting in the Weaknefs or injured 
Conformation of the Fibres, may be heal’d or remoy’d. 

Now this, though it will be fometimes incurable, as when a 
{chirrous, or callous, or fome other ancient and fix’d tumour, has 
pofieit the Meninges; neverthelefs, fince the Diagnoftick of this is 
uncertain, and the Procatarxis of a Difeafe, how unconquerable fo- 
ever it may feem, fometimes by a continued method of Cure is 
Overcome 5 therefore in every kind of Head-ach, as long as the Pas 
tient will admit of Remedies, let not a Phyfician be backward ‘in 
prefcribing thofe things that fhall feem moft proper. 

Therefore, in the firft place, as we hinted even now, we mutt di- 
ligently. endeavour, that the Fuel of the Difeafe being cut off, and 
intercepted, the frequent Acceffes of the Fits be ftopt; for fo the 
indifpofed Fibres, whilft they are no longer molefted, fometimes 
recover their found ftate, Nature alone effecting the Cure. 

The helps of the Art of Phyfick, indicated in this Cafe, are taken 
from Chirurgery rather'than from Pharmacy ; for whatfoever is ta- 
ken by the Mouth, paffing through long Circuits, fpends all its Vire 
tue before it reaches the Membranes of the Head. 

Amongtft Chirurgical things, firft Topical Remedies occur,and of 
thofe, Plaifters are of moft advantagious ufe, and often prove very 
beneficial. Let not thefe be extreamly hot,which may draw the Hu- 
mours more to the place affected, but moderately difcuffing and 
corroborative. Tule to prefcribe Emplaftrum de Minio or Diafapons, 
with a half quantity of Paracel/us’s Plafter, to be applied to the Place 
grieved after it isfhaved, and to be worn for fome time. As to 
the Ancieuts frequent ufe of Phenigms and Sinapifms, and to the 
prefent Practice of applying Veficatorses againft violeut Head-aches, 
fometimes to the whole hinder part of the Head, fometimes to the 
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Sincspur: ifat any time eafe has enfued thefe hot Topicks, it was 
for this reafon, Becaufe by thofe Adminiftrations a mighty ftore of 
fharp Serum was voided from the Part affected, | 

Liniments of Oyls,and Unguents,though frequently us’d,do littles 


. becaufe ( asI guefs ) in cafe they penetrate deep, they render more 


lax the Tones of the Fibres, whereby they lye more readily open to 
the Incurfions of the morbifick Matter; moreover, they ftuff the 
Pores of the Skin, that the Effluvsa do not evaporate: for the fame 
Reafon,in.a manner, it is, that warm. Fomentations, prepar’d of 
Aromatick, or other Cephalick Decoctions, oftner do Hurt than 
Good, becaufe they draw Humours towards the Parts affected, and 
withall, open the Pores and Paffages, whereby they are more readi- 
ly admitted 3 and therefore alfoit is, that bathing of the Head, by 


» pumping Water onit in hot Baths, is ufed to Perfons troubled with 


the Head-ach with no better Succefs: whereas; on the contrary, it 
would be good for many to wafh their Temples, Fore-head, and 
Szmciput, every Morning and Evening, with cold Water: nay,to bath 
their Heads every Morning by pumping cold Water on it, or at 
leaftwife, to dip it in adeep Veffel or Well. 

Another Chirurgical help cryed up for the Head-ach, efpecially if 


f violent and inveterate,is wont to be a burning or cutting of [ues in 


feveral parts of the Body :It’s a thing without doubt,that thefe be- 


» ing made inthe Arms or Legs, are both lefs troublefom, and prove 


fomewhat beneficial; viz. inafmuch as they withdraw the fuel from 
the Part, and lead it, far away from the place affected : Moreover,an 
Iffue in the Nveba,and a Setaceum in the Neck, alfo in the lap of the 
Far, or near it 5 and likewife a pellet of the Roots of Wild Black 
Hellebore ftuck in the lap of the Ear perforated, inafmuch as they 
evacuate much ferofity, and caufe more to pafs towards the emun- 
tories, viz. the Glands are often us’d with benefit. But thereis a 
great deal of talk anda greater reputation concerning Cauterses ap- 
plied to the place griev’d, or near it, fo that large IMfues are madein 


the crown of the Head, or near the Commiffures of the Sutures. If we | 


meafure the fruit of this practice from the fuccefs, it will appear to 


» be little and feldom beneficial, but often unfortunate; for I have not 


known any perfon cur’d by thefe kind of Cauterses, but many aking 
Heads to have grown worfe thereby. And truly Reafon dictates it 5 
for wherefoever an Iffue is burnt, a ferious humour flows to that 
place from the whole mafs of Blood, and confequently from the 
whole Body ; and it is often heap’d together there in too greata 
ftore,thatit may be conftantly voided by that emiffary : Wherefore 
about Iffues,inflamed Swellings, Puftules, and various Humours eve- 
ry where arife: What therefore can we fufpect lefs, than that Cavte-

Fruly it doesnot appear to me what certainty we may expect from 
the Sculls being opened whereit pains; if an Abicefs lay hid there, 
this were the only way of Cure; but that is wont to caufe the fleepy, 
or mortal Convulfive affects, rather than to take away the Heack 
ach : if an inflamed’ Swelling; or Puftulesy or an Eryfipela has ez 
ed the Diplos, | know not whether thofe tumours expofed ‘to’ the 
naked Air will evaporate more eafily, or’ whether Remedies ei 
plied to them, when«bare, will do anything or not: “And in cafe 
the pains arife by reafon of the: Meninges being befet: with tubercles, 
or a fchirrous, or callous Tumour; Ijudge the opening of the:Seull 
will turn to little or no benefit:

mafterlefs,and raife more turbulent commotions in the Body of Mz 
than any Medicines befides : they fometimes infeft the Nervous 
Partsfirft, wheretore by reafon of the Fibres of the Ventricle, In- 
teftines, and other of the Vifcera being fretted, Grip es, hor rilste 
Vomitings, moft fharp and often Bloody Stools,C -ardialgias, Swoon 
ings,and other terrible affects fyequently happen foon after the Medi- 
= cine is given: But fometimes the Particles of the sais ury, when they 
» arenot prefent] y diffolv ‘d,without offendin om nuch the ¥; ufc eracarce 
exert their forces before they are « sonveyed into the mafs of Blood 
Therefore being mighty active, and difplaying themilelves every 
way, they readily enter this, and prefently infecting the whole,exa- 
gitate it, and often( when they are more fully diffo lv’d ) ftir itto a 
great effervefcency : then the Blood, to clear it felf of t] he difa Sree= 
mg Particles,beginning to ferment deli vers them that way it may,to 
the humours contained within it felf, wiz. the Serum, and Nutritious 
rh Juice, and throughly mixes them in as and withall endeavours to 
mp Gifchargeit felt of thofe, being imbued with fo preternatural a mixe 
ture, Now. this isnot done eafily, or plentifully enough by Urine, 
or Sweat, for the Liquamina of the Blood being become more vifcid 
and erofs, from the Particles of the Me reury ea in it, than 
that they may pafs the {mall colatories of the Reins or Skin, fome- 
times breaking forth (unlets they ales pt ) by the Czliak Arteries, 
pafs away upon raifing a Diarthoea or Dy fe ntery, the intent of Saliva- 
tion being thus letted or fruftrated ; but oitner the Latex being im- 
' bued with Mercui Y remainin ea hin the Blood,which is alfo fome- 
what infected,and | being carried violently withit hither and thither 
by the Veins or Arteries,butts againft various Parts, and a way be- 
ing made,either br eaks i ortn Out wa irdly,or is hurl’d into the Vifc cv a, 
1 Membranes, and other Parts, often with gre ae prejudice. Moreover, 
fome Mercurial Pasticles alo (oem 0 peneti ‘ate the Brain,and infinu- 
ating themfelves into the Ne rvous Juice, to be diffafed not only 
through all the inward parts oft he wi ad, but th sels all the Ner- 
vous Parts, and fo in fome fort to ferment the nervous Li iquor. 
But in the mean while ve Mercurial pen fities remait ining gin the 
Blood,are depos’d for the eueatel ft part in the Glands, whicl vare the 
"proper emunctories Ob the... Arteries >: Wherefore, fince about the 
parts of the mouth both a great many, and very great Glands are 
plac’d ( to whicha mighty cua of Serums fent for Spittle ) and 
from thofe the open Duétus’s by the excretory Veffels gape into. the 
‘eavity of the mouth,certainly by this way chiefly the envenom’d La- 
tex of thé Blood will find its paffage forth, which it cannot readily 
do elfewhere. Wherefore, upon a Salivation being rais‘d, the Blood 
long fermenting, like Wine or Beer purging it felf, throws off by

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' the Dudus Salivales, and the innumerable Meats every where fam 
ping into the Mouth, whatfoever extraneous and degenerate fub. 
{tance it may either contain within it felf,or can drink up,or receive® 
from elfewhere,be it from the Vsfcera, or folid Parts, or from other 9 
humours. Moreover, it is likely, that as the off-(cowrings of the 
Blood, fo alfo thofe of the Liquor that irrigates the Brain, and Ners 
vous Appendix, being ftirr'd upon the entrance of the Mercury, are™ 
voided forth alfo this way, v#%. by the Dwuétus Salsvales, i 

Therefore a Salivation caus’d by Mercury,if haply it fucceeds well; 
removes fometimes difficult and indeed Herculean Diftempers, and: 
fuch as will not be maftered by any other Remedies, vzz. forafs 
much as this Operation, by along expurgation, throughly cleanfes§ 
the Blood and nervous Juice, and other Humours, deftroys all exo=5 
tick Ferments, quells the enormities of Salts and Sulphurs, and alfo | 
-exagitates the morbifick Matter {ticking any where, or ftagnating, q 
and often leads it forth. 

Neverthelefs, this Medicine is not always free from danger, wz. 
becaufe the Mercury being become exorbitant,and carrying with it 
a mighty ftore of moft fharp,and as it were, envenom’d Serum, and 
rufhing violently into the noble Parts, and efpecially the Braing 
with the Appendixes, both medullary and nervous, or into the 
Lungs and Precordia,brings upon them an indelible, and fometimes 
a mortal prejudice : Wherefore, in an ancient and fore Head-ach 
there is danger left the indifpos'd Fibres be more irritated by the 
Mercury pervading them with much and Corrofive Serum, and be 
put upon greater’ Convulfions and painful Corrugations: And alfo, 
leit upon the mighty recourfe of Humours to the Head, the Brain 
be invaded, and confequently ( which happens too often ) left the § 
fleepy or Convulfive affects be caufed : I would have difcourfed more & 
concerning thefe things, becaufe it is of agreat concern, but that 4 
we daily expect an exact method of Salivation, and a full account 
of it, as toits ways and effects, advantages or difadvantages, to be 
fet forth by the Learned Phyfician Dr. Needham. 

From Chirurgery there remains yet another famous Reinedy for 
curing inveterate Head-achs, vsz. the opening of an Artery : Some of 
the moderns ule this,and very much extolit, it being greatly account- 
ed of amongit the Ancients: Neverthelefs, as far asit has appeared 
to our obtervation, fuccefs has often been wanting to that fo much 
cryed up operation:Nor is it a wonder,becaufe that ground on which 
the Ancients relying, blam’d the Arterious Blood, as differing from 
that of the Veins,and more exorbitant,and therefore advifed it tobe 
let forth, doesnot hold good: Nor indeed is there any other reafon, 
_ Wherefore Blood drawn from an Artery rather than from a Vein near — 
the place grieved, fhould give eafe, but rather on the contrary we 
may expect a greater help from the openin g of a Vein; becaule an 

Artery 
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Artery being emptied, receives and draws away nothing fiom the 
part affected ; but a Vein being opened, in the place of the Blood 
ifued forth, draws from the whole N eighbourliood, and often drinks 
in again, and reftores to circulation the Blood, and other Humotrg 
) Keaped together, and fta gnating near the feat of the Difeafe. How- 
p ever, left we recede too far from the practice of the Ancients,attribii? 
ting nothing to Artetiotomy; we gtant,that fometimes haply it gives 
» help, though not immediately and caftially,but only by way of cons 
fequent, and per accidens, viz. forafmuch, as the ends of a cut Arter ¥ 
» grow together,fo that the paflage for the Blood, that way is ftopt for 
the time to come; hence in regard, fomewhat ale(s ftore of Blood 
is brought towards the place by the Arteries, and an equal quantity is 
B itillcartied away by the Veins ; therefore, it fometimes happens that 
im tite fuel of the morbifick matter is diminithed, and thatits ftock ig 
p confumed by degrees. For this reafon; that adminiftration has often

. fucceeded well, in diftem pers of the Eyes. Moreover, Farriers ufe a 
#) practice,not unlike this,for curing malignant tumors in Hor(és Legs 
) to wit, they take and bind the Artery, by which the matter flows to 
me the part affected ; mean while,that which was there {ticking, partly 
» evaporates, and partly ts drunk up again by the Vein. Ihave heard 
MS that ina manner, the faine Method was fuccefsfully tryed by our 
MS Harvey, for curing frumiows and f{cbirrhous tumours, alfo in the Bod y 
i of Man. I might here fet down many other kinds of Remedies, 
Wp and alfo Pretcripts and Fortis of Medicines, which are wont to be 
i) ufed both by Phyficians and by Empricks,for curing Head-achesibut 
ig the Books of Phyficians abound too mucli with thefé. I {hall now 
Zive you fome rare cafes of Perfons troubled witli the Head-ach ¢ 
fy and firft, fome examples of a fevere continual Head-ach , which 
im alfo, the cauife being invincible, has often proved fatal.

rable gifts both of body and mind, fo that the was excellently skill’

Sex ; but (as though Nature thought it too much for her to enjoy fo 


great endowments, without fome affliction ) fhe has fuffered very 
forely from this Difeafe : Before ihe was eight years of age,upon her, 
recovery from a dangerous Fever, {he became obnoxious to pains of 
her Head,which were wont to arife {ometimes of their own accord,. § 


but oftner on fome light occafion offered ; the Difeafe being not lis 


mited to one place or part of the Head ; fometimes infefted the right} 


fide, fometimes the left, and often its whole circuit, During the ace 
ces (which feldom ending within the fpace of twenty four hours, 
often infefted her for two, three, or four days) fhe could not endure 
light, {peech, found, or any motion ; but fitting upright in her Bed 
in a darkned room 3 fhe was able to {peak with none, nor to take 
any reit, or food: at length, as the Fit declined, fhe ufed to fall into 
a deep and troubled fleep ; from which awaking fhe was wont to be 


better, and then by degrees to recover 3 and during the time of in- @ 


termiffion,to be indifferently well.Formerly the Fit being raifed only 
occafionally, feldom returned within twenty days, ora month, and 
then afterwards much more frequently ; but of late the is {eldom free 
_ from them. Moreover, through many occafions, or rather evident 
caufes ( fuch as are the changes of the Year, and of the Air,the great 
Afpects of the Sun and Moon, violent pailions, and erroursin diet ) 


the is forely tormented.with them, Now though this affe& having 4 


forely afflicted this noble Lady (when J went to fee her) above twen=. 
ty years, and pitching itsCamp near the Confines of the Brain, had 
fo long befieged its Royal Fort, however it had not yet gotten pof- 
feflion of it: But the difeafed being free from a Vertigo, Scotomia, 
Convulfive affects and any fleepy fymptom, had till the chief Facule 
ties of her Soul, whole and found. 

In order tg the obtaining, or rather endeavouring a Cure,through- 
out the whole progrefs of the Difeafe,a great many Kemedies, pre- 
fcribed by moft skilful Phyficians, as well of our Country, as Fos 
reigners; were ufed without any fuccefs, or eafe: She tryed all the 
Great Remedies of every kind and form, but always in vain? a great 
many years fince, fhe underwent.along-continued and moft trouble 
fome Salivation,by a Mercury Oyntment,fo that fhe incurred a great 
danger of Life. Afterward, a Cure was twice undertaken by a Flux, 
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though to no effect, by a Mercury Powder,(which the famous Empric#® 
Charles Hus generally gave) : She try’d hot Baths, and drank Spaw= 
waters, almoft of every Country and Nature, with the like fuccefs a5 
the re{t:She was frequently Blooded,and once in an Artery; fhe went 
with many Iffues, made fometimes in the Sinciput, fometimes in the 
hinder part of the Head:She took the Air in divers Countries, viz. be- 
fides her Native,that of Ireland and France:She took Medicines of all 
Kinds whatfoever ; to wit,Cephalicks,Antifcorbuticks,Hy ftericks alf 
famous Specificks, nay, and Empirical Remedies, given both by the 
fearn’d and unlearn’d, by Mountebanks and old Womens yet the de- 
clared,that fhe had not receiv’d any where from any remedy, or me- 
thod of Cure, the leaft help or relief:But the refractory and obftinate 
Difeafe, being deaf to all inchantments of Medicines, would not be 
matfter’d.Moreover,having poffets'd fo long the precincts of the Brain, 
though it could not enter its receffes ; yet when I went to fee her,ex- 
tending its limits into certain other parts of the genm Nervofum, it 
began to raife violent painsin the Limbs,alfo in the Loyns and Abdoe 
men,fuch as are ufeal in a Rheumatifm, and in a Scorbutick Colick, | 
A worthy man, about forty years of age,robuft,and found, when, 
upon riding a whole day in the rain, he had gotten cold, by reafon 
of the hinder part of his Head being continually wets (oon began to 
feel a pain in that Part; which ina fhort time being very much en- 
created, miferably affi:cted the Difeafed both day and night,and kept 


) him ina manner, always without fleep. Blooding, Purging, Cly- 


fters, Veficatories, Hypnoticks; nay, and a great many Remedies of 


all kinds, diligently adminiftred by the joint advice of a great many 


Phyficians, did little or nothing towards the Cure of this affect ; 


| When the Difeate, notwithftanding all thefe, daily grew worfe, after 


fix weeks, Glands, preternaturally fwoln and painful, arofe all over 


the Neck; the Hemicrania, in the mean while, abating nothing ¢ 
Moreover, the Tendons of the Neck being very much diftended, 
and ftiff, proved very tediousto him ; to which, in a fhort time, 
Convulfive motions and leapings of the Tendons, fucceeded in vas 
rious Parts, with a Delirium 3 and at length the Difeafed being 
worn out with pains and watchings, yielded to Death, 

As in the foregoing cafes, the Head-aches proceeded from Nodes 
and Tubercles of the Meninges, fo fometimes mortal and incurable 


| Head-achs arife from a Phlegmon and Abfcefs. A while fince, a Unie 


verfity Scholar,after he had complain’d for a fortnight ofa very great 
Head-ach, afflicting him almoft conftantly sat lengh the Fever become 
ing ftronger, prefently Watchings, Convulfive motions,and qa talking 
light-headed enfued ; at which time a Phyfician being called,Blood-

dies for withdrawing the courfe of the Blood and Humors from the 


) Head, being carefully adminiftred, he could do no good, but Death 
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@ 1 a fhort time followed. The Scull being opened, the Veffels fpread 
over the Meninges were filled with Blood, and very much diftended, 
as though the whole mafs of Blood had flown thither ; fo that the $= 
nus being diflected and apened, above half a pound of Blood flows 
ed forth ; Moreover, the Membranes themfelyes. being affected 
throughout with a Phlegmonous tumor, appeared difcoloureds 

Thefe coverings being taken away, all the Anfrattw of the Brain, 
and its Ventricles were full of clear water; and its fubftance being 
too much irrigated, was moift throughout, and nothing firm 2 For 
the Blood being there heaped together, when it could not circulate, 
threw off from it felf a plenty of Serum, by which the whole Head 
was foon floated; fo that the Difeafe, curable haply at the begins 
ning by Phlebotomy, afterward became mortal.

But though a continual Head-ach ( efpecially if it be drawn im 

length for many weeks without intermiffion)be not without danger, 

neverthelefs we muft not prefently defpair of its Cure, becaufe the 
caufe of this, how fixed and immovable foever it may feem, is often 
cured by a long ufe of Remedies, nay, fometimes without them, 
by Time and Nature; though ina cafe that is almoft defperate, 

hil there is need of {ome Phyfick, left the prefent affect pafs into 4 
i |) worfle, vz. into a fleepy or Convulfie diftemper. So much of the 
ii continual Head-ach; it now remains for us to propofe fome Ex 

amples, and fome rare Inftances of an intermittent Head-ach. 

Therefore, not to fet forth here cafes of the Head-ach, whofe 
Pits being erring and uncertain, proceed from the Blood or Serum, 
rufhing into the places affected, in regard that thefe are very fre) 
quent, and vulgarly known, _ I dhall now fet before-you certain: 
choice Obfervations of this Difeafe, being either periodical, or feem- 
ing to arife from fome one of the Vifcera, per Confenfum. As to the 
former, the periodical invafions of the Head-ach are produced, ei= 
ther from the nutritive Humour, or. from the nervous Juice 3 I 
fnall now give you Examples of both. | 
A venerable Matron, in the forty fifth year of her age, being of a 
thin habit of Body, anda bilous temperament, after having liv'd for 

a long time obnoxious to Head-achs, wont to be occafionally raisd§ 

about the beginning of Autumn,fhe began to be troubled with a peri- 

odical Head-ach: This affect feizing her about four a Clock in the 

Aiternoon,was wont to hold hey almoft till midnight,till the — 
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' many Days, nay Weeks,'with-a-violent Head-ach, which feiz’d h 
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being tired with Watchings and Tortures,was forced to fall afleep ? 
then,after a pretty profound fleep,upon her awaking in the Morning 
fhe was well. The Difeafed having undergone daily Fits of this Dif. 
eafe for three Weeks after this manner, .delay’d the ufe of Phy fick 
which fhe very much abhorr’d ; but at length her Appetite being des 
jected, and her Strength worn away, fhe was forc’d to defire a Me- 
thod of Cure, and, aftera gentle Purge and Blooding, fhe took. 
twice a Day, for a Week-or a Fortnight, the quantity of a Cheft- 
nut of the following Electuary, and grew perfectly well. 

Take Conferve of zhe Flowers of Cichery and Fumitory, of each three 
Ounces, Compound Powder of Aron Roots two Drams and a balf, Ivo- 
7y a Dram and a half, yellow Saunders, Lignum Aloes, of each half 
@ Dram; Salt of Wormwood @ Dram and a half, Vieriol of Mars a 
Dram, Syrup of the Five Roots what fuffices; make an Eleétuary, 

The caule of this.periodical Head-ach doubtlefs was, that the 
affimilation of the Chyme, or nutritive Humor into Blood Was 
hindred. For when its ftore received into the Mafs of Blood could 
not be. overcome, it was wont, after a little ftay, to fall at odds, 
and ferment with its Particles: Therefore prefently the Blood fal- 
ling into a turgefcency, that it might fhake of that incongruous 
mixture, depos'd its Recrements, as on other Parts, fo chiefly, and 
with:a greater Senfe of Offence on the Fibres of the Meninges, 
being betore weak, or injur’d in their Conformation, fo that the 
Pain lafted till the heterogeneous Particles, boyling by their mu- 
tual Congrefs, either were {ubdued, or did exhale. 

A handfome, tall, and flender Woman, long and forely obnoxi- 
ous to cephalick Affects, was wont to be infefted fometimes fo 


cz 
daily at her awake, early in the Morning, and afflicted her for three 
or four Hours: In the mean {pace fhe was alfo aff: ted with a hea- 
vinefs of the whole Head, a deadnefs of the Senfes, and a ftupidity 
of Mind: Which Affects vanifhing together with the Pain before 
Noon, like Clouds difpers’d, left all things calm and ferene: ‘Till 
the next Morning they poffes’d again the Brain like a Fog and dark 
Mift : For curing thefe Diftempers, I prefcribed purging Pills, a 
{pare Bleeding, Veficatories alfo, and the ufe of Spirit of 
horn, or of Soot, with Cephalick Juleps, or Waters. 

Jn this Gentlewoman the Pains of the Head rather folloy : 
than was curd byit 5 becaufe in this Morning Head-ach the morbi- 
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fick Matter refided in the nervous Juice,whole greateft crudity,and 
aggravation about the Head, happen pretently after fleep 3 but the 
other Bvening Fit of this Difeafe,in regard it depended on the plen.

tigated but after fleep, which appeafes the Diforders of the Blood. 
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© Though the Experience and Complaints of fick Perfons mani- 
feftly fhew that Fits of the Head-ach fometimes arife by confent 
from the other Parts; vz. the Wom}, Spleen, Stomach, @c. Nes 
verthele(sit as clearly appears from the Accounts of them, and the 
Phoenomena, being duly confidered, that this is done by another 
means than by Vapours rais’d from the Vifcera affected to the 


Head. And firft, as to the Pains of the Head feeming to be raisd > 
from the Womb, nothing occurs more frequently than for violent > 


Head-achs to enfue upon the fuppreffion of the Menjfés or Lochia’ 
Moreover, though the Men/es obferve their due courfe, yet fome 
Women are wont to be afflicted with a violent Pain of the Head 
juft as they are coming, others as foon as they are paft: But yet, 
though at the fame time that the Head is affected, the Womb ig 
alfo, yet it does not follow that the Injury is convey d immediately 
from this to that: But it is the Blood it felf which fixes the morbi- 
fick Matter on the Head 5 vz. it fometimes perverfly conveys it, 
being ingendered within its own Bofom,and defign’d for theWomb, 
into the Meninges of the Brain: And fometimes withdrawing it 
from the Parts of the Womb, it delivers it to the Head with a 
greater Mifchief. This AKtiology agrees alfo with the Head-ach, 
vulgarly imputed to the Stomach, Spleen, and other Parts. 

A beautiful young Woman, of a thin habit of Body, anda hot 
Blood,having been obnoxious to an hereditary Head-ach, was wont 
to undergo frequent Fits of it, and thofecoming at random, to wit; 
fome hapning on a light occafion,and others arifing of their own 
accord, that is, without any evident Caufe. On the Day before the 
{pontaneous accefs of the Difeafe, being very hungry in the Even= 
ing, fhe greedily eat a plentiful Supper, with a hunger-ftarv’d, not 
to fay Canine Appetite; moft certainly fore-knowing by this fign, 
that a Pain of the Head would feize her next Morning, which fign 
never fail’d of Events; for as foon as fhe awak’d, being affiicted 
with a moft cruel torture throughout the Sinciput, fhe was’ afs 
fected likewife with a vomiting of a Humor, fometimes acid, and; 
as it were, vitriolick, fometimes bilous, and extremely bitter $ it 
hence feeming to appear that that Head-ach had its rife from the 
fault of the Stomach. 

To undertake to give the reafon of this, in the firft place it is 
known that a Vomiting enfues upon the Head’s being injur’d 5 Viti 
after a Stroak, Wound, ora Fall from an high place ; neverthe=- 
lefs, a Pain of the Head feldom or never follows a Vomiting, Car- 
dialgia, or the Stomachs being otherwife troubled, unlefs an ef 
fervefcency of the Blood happens. Wherefore, in the forefaid cafe 
of the Perfon difeas’d, fince it plainly appear’d, that the Menin- 
ges of the Brain were predi{pos’d for Head-achs, and that its Fits 
had raifed an agitation of the Blood; hence it will be obvious ta 
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conceive,when the heterogeneous Particles, by reafon of the fauje 
of Chylification, were heap’d together in the Mats of Blood to a 
fulnefs, prefently upon its beginning to flow in Order to the ex- 
pulfion of that which was offenfive, they being fevered from the 
Blood, as difagreeing with it, and partly being fent from the Ar- 
teries into the Ventricle, ftir’d up its Ferment, and fo produc’d 
Hunger, and partly rufh’d into the predifpos’d Meninges of the 
Brain, and there depos’d the Fuel, or rather incentive of the Head. 
ach which was prefently to infue. This Patient loathing all Medi- 
cines,and refufing to undergo any Method of Cure,became at length 
alfo obnoxious to paralitical and convulfive Affects. From what is 
faid it will be eafy to give the Etiology of any other Head-ach; Viz. 
hypochondriacal, hepatical, or otherwife fympithical, fo that it 
will not be needful to add here more Hiftories or Obfervations, 


Lnfiructions and Prefcripts for curing the Lethargy. 


Hitherto we have difcribed with what Difeafe chiefly, and how 
diverfly the precincts of the Head, or the Coverings of the 
Brain are wont to be affected: Now, defcending to its inward 
Parts, and to its cortical Subftance, which immediately lyes un- 
der thofe Coverings, let us fee to what Affects chiefly this Part is 
found to be obnoxious. We have fhewn elfewhere, that the Cor- 
tex of the Brain is the Seat of Memory, and the Entry of Sleep ; 
wherefore we juftly afcribe to the cortical part of the Brain, that 
Difeafe which is wont to caufe an accefs of Sleep, and a defect, 
Or eclipfe of the Memory, to wit, the Lethargy. 

The word Lethargy is wont to fignify two kinds of Affects,which 
are only the act and difpofition of this Difedfe;for thofe that are {aid 
to be troubled with a Lethargy, either altogether keeping their Beds, 
through a very great Invafion of it,are fo far overwhelm’d with Sleep, 
that they are {carce able to be rais’d by any Impreffion of a fenfible 


| Object: Nay, and if haply they open their Eyes, or raife their Limbs 


upon pricking, or a {mart {troak, prefently becoming infenfible a- 
gain, they fink down,and often,when they are left to themfelves,fal- 
ling into a perpetual Sleep,they dye out right: Which kind of Fit 
has very often a Fever joyn’d with it, though when the Deceafed a- 
Wake,and come perfectly to themfelves,for the moft part it ceafes 
Of its own accord. Or fecondly,thofe are accounted for Lethargical 
who being oppres‘d with an immoderate deadnefs of the Senfes,are, 
Mi) 
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in a matiner always prone to Sleep? So that in walking, nay, whilft 
they are eating,or doing any other thing,they now and then fall ins 
toa dead Sleep: And fince there are divers degrees of this Sleepi- 
nef{s,and various manners of affectin g hence alfo there are made nas 
ny Species of the Lethargick Difpofition > At prefent we fhall fpeak 
of the former Lethargy,and fo properly called,and afterward of the 
continual Sleepinefs,alfo. of the Coma, Carus, and other fleepy Afs 
fects allyed to them; and likewife of continual Watching. 

Mean while you may obferve, that almoft in every kind of Les 
thargy, a Droufinefs or Sleepinefs, and F orgetfulnefs are always pre- 
fent, as Pathognomick Signs, and equally attend it. Wherefore,that 
the formal Nature and Caufes of the Lethargy may the better be 
known, we muft firft inquire Here concerning Sleep. and Oblivion; 
what they are, and for what Caufes they are rais d, : 

The Effence of Sleep confilts in this,that the corporeal Soul with « 
drawing it felf a little and contracting the Sphere of its Irradiation, 
in the firft place renders deftitute the outward part of the Brain or 
its Cortex, and then all the outward Organs of Senfe and Motion oF 
the Emanation of the Spirits,and clofes the Doors as it were; fo that 
they being called in for refreflament fake, lie down,and indulge them- 
fetves to reft ? Mean while the Pores and Paflages of the outward

afford a Paflage to the Nervous Liquor diftilled from the Blood for 
mew Stores of Spirits. In natural and ufual Sleep, thefe two Con-= 
caufes confpire and happen together, as it were, by fome mutual 
compact of Nature; viz. at the fame time the Spirits recede, and 
that nervous Humor enters: But in nonnatural, or extraordinary 
Sieep,fometimes this Caufe,fometimes that is firft: For either the? 
Spirits being weary,or called away, withdraw themfelves firft,and af 
ford an entrance to.the nervous Humor heaped together in a readi= 
ne(sfor it: Ora plenty of nervous Humor coming to thofe Places; 
and making a way by force,as it were,repels the 5 pirits,and entring 
their Paffages, floats them as it were. Concerning Oblivion, or the

evenall knowledge: for in both, the excoriated places, in regard 
they could not eafily be covered with an Efchar, difcharg’d a vait 
quantity of a thin Ichor, to wit, daily about halfa pound. It will 
not be needful for us to defcribe or fet down other Medicines of 
thiskind, they being vulgarly and every where to be found, what 
remains, for the illuttrating of what is faid before, [thall give you 
foie Hiftories of fick Perfons. 3 
A Husbandman about thirty years of age,of a phlegmatick tempe- 
rament, inclining toa fanguine, being long obnoxious to frequent 
Head-aches, about the beginning of Winter became very fleepy and 
drow fy3afterward,on a certain day when he was tilling a field, he laid 
himfelfon the ground, and fellinto a profound fleep ; and when he 
could not be awak’d by a Servant,and other Perfons call’d, being cars 
ried home he was put to bed : his Friends in the mean time expecting 
that the fleep being at length ended,he would awake of his own ac- 
cord. After the {pace of twenty four hours was paft, when they were 
not able to awake him by pinching,pricking, making a noife,and O- 
ther ways, they callme 3 when I came, I applied alarge Velicatory 
prefently to all the hinder parts of his Neck,then Blood being drawn 
to fixteen Ounces, lordered a {mart Clyfterto be given, his Face 
aud Temples to be Anointed with Oy] of Amber,Frictions,and pain= 
fil Ligatures to be ufed to his Legs: Moreover, I prefcribed Spirit of 
‘Soot to be taken often ina day with a cephalick Julep:notwithftand- 
ing he lay itupid all that day, without any fenfe, if, being irritated by 
hard pinching,he raifed himlelfa little,and opened his Eyes,prefently 
falling down and clofing them, he yielded again to his Lethargy. A= 
bout the Evening I ordered Cupping-glaffes with much flame to be 
apply d to hisShoulder-blades, which being done, he began to be= 
come a little awake;and as about that time he pure’d freely by sieges 
and the Plarfters being taken off, a great deal of Serum flowed se 
| the | 
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the little Bladders, we had thence. a great hope of his Recovery, 
Therefore Remedies being frequently ufed afterward that night, 
aWaking the morning following, he knew his Friends, and anfwered 
Well to what was askt him: butthe whole cloud did not yet va- 
nifh, for he continued fleepy and forgetful for many days, till be- 
ing twice purg’d he perfectly recovered. 

An Oxford Gardiner,fick ofa putrid Fever,and about the height of 
the Difeafe,inftead of a Crifis falling into a Lethargy,was overwhelm- 
ed with a drowfie evil three or four Days afterward, that he could 
not be {o roufed from his Sleep by the ufe of any Remedy, as to be- 
come perfeCtly awake: but at length, when his Head being fhaved, 
and Veficatories being applied almoft all over it, had raifed a great 
many Sores that flowed plentifully,awaking from his Sleep, he reco- 
vered fome fort of Senfe: Neverthelefs his Memory being’ almoft 
wholly abolifht,he was fo ftupid,that remembring no ones N ame,or 
Words,he had fcarce more apprehenfion than a Brute. When he had 
lain after this manner for almoft two Months void of Underftanding, 
and full of Sleep,the cloud began by degrees to be difperft ; and he 
at length returning to his wonted Labours became indifferent] y 
well, though he never got again the fame vigour of Mind, and for- 
mer quickneis of Sence, which he enjoyed before the Difeafe. 

Astor a Lethargy arifing from the ufe of Opiats,Iremember I fore 
merly obferv’d a good exact type of it in a Country Village,in which 
I was forc’d to ftay a night, my Journey being ftopt by reafon ofbad 
Weather : For as I was juft a going to Bed, my Hoft intreated me 
that 1 would go and fee two poor People in the N eighbourhood,who 
were affected after a ftrange and miferable manner 5 which Office 
being induc’d to perform, not only through Charity but alfo Curio- 
fity, I was willingly led to a very {mall and low Cottage, where 
found an aged Father and his Daughter ( in two little Beds plac’d 
here and there in the fame Cell ) overwhelm’d with a moft profound 
fleep, which had opprefs’d them the day before, after they had eaten 
Henbane-roots, then frefhly dug upin their little Garden, which 
they miitook for Par{neps. 

Yo both thefe,after a Vomiting plentifully rais’d by pouring Oy! 
and Oximel into their Mouths ; and thrufting a Feather into their 
Throats,t prefcribed einéture of Caftoreum to be given frequently du~ 
ring the whole Night ina Spoonful of Treacle-Water ( which Reme-~ 
dies I then cafually had by mes ) moreover that their Temples and 
WNoftrzls fhould be anointed with the fame Tincture, and ifit could 
be done, that a {mart C/fter fhould be injected: the day following, 
firft the old man, and afterward the Daughter, awaking, came to 
themfelves,the dead fleep being wholly fhaken off, in thefe Perfons, 
after the remainder of the Narcotick being caft up by Vomit, left-it 
did farther mifchief, it was only needful that the Spirits being railed 
Up by fit Remedies(in the number of which Cafforeum is juitly 
accounted 
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accounted againft the Poyfons of Opiats ) they fhould be freed from 
the Stupefaction inflicted on them. | 
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CHAP. III. 


Inftructions and Prefcripts for curing certain other 
fleepy affects, viz. the continual Sleepinefs, the 


Coma, and the Carus. 

"EO begin with the firft; many Authors call this not a Difeafe, but 

a drowfie Difpofition ; for the affected as to other things are 
well enough, they eat and drink well, they w4lk abroad, they take 
care indifferently of their houfhold Affairs, but in fpeaking, or 
walking, or eating, nay their Mouths being full of Meat, they now 
and then nod,and unlefs they are ftirred by others, they are prefently 
overwhelmed with fleep: and after this manner they fleep almoft 
a continual fleep, not only for fome Days or Months, but for many 
years ( asitisreported of Epinenzdes.) Wherefore we judge this 
Affect by which we are defrauded of more than half of our Life, 
to be really a Difeafe and to deferve a cure. 

The feat of fleepinefs,as of the Lethargy,is to be plac‘d in the outs 
ward part of the Brain, but with this difference,that the matereal or 
conjunc caufe of this Difeafe, though always preffling at the entran- 
ces of the Brain,does not penetrate fo deep asit is wont to do in the 
Lethargy;but affectsin a manner only the furface of the Brain,or the 
meer cortical fubitances of the Anfradtus, the medullary part within 
being as it were untouched 5 in which regard it differs not only from 
the Lethargy,but alfo from the Coma,for in the affect which we de= 
{cribe, though fleep be continually preffing, yet itis eafily broken 
off: and moreover being perfectly awak’d the difeafed remember a 
great many things,difcourfe with their Friends,being prefently ready 
to fall again into their fleepinefs: whence it appears that the caufe 
of the Difeafe ticks only in the outward border of the Brain, nor 
does it enter deeply its fubftance, as in other fleepy affects, 

This affect,as I have obferved in many,is not very dangerous ; for 
either( asit is often done ) it is perfectly cured,or at leaftwife conti- 
nuing for many years,without a Carus or Apoplexy ( which are wont 
to be feared) it does not prefently become mortal or terrible : the re- 
leafe of this affect often happens upon the change of the feat of the 
Difeafe:to wit,the Brain becoming clear,the morbifick matter is con- 
veyed to the Cerebellum, where lying, it produces Tremblings of 
the Heart, the Afthma, Faintings of the Spirits, and otlier trouble= 
tome Symptoms accounted for Hypochondriacal, 

The 
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The Therapeutick method fuggefts chiefly thefe intentions, v7, 
that after a provifion being made for the whole by Bleeding‘( if it 
proper ) and by purging, thofe Remedies May be afterward carefully 
given,with which the Blood and Brain may be freed from their wa- 
tery filth,and the latter may be corroborated,that it may not for the 
future receive and retain ferous Superfluities. For thefe ends let the 
Pilua de Succino,or Cochie be given with Rofin of Falap once or twice 
a Week : at other times going to bed,and ear! y in the Morning, leta 
a Dote of a Cephalick Ele&tuary,or of the Spirit, or Tindure of Sal Ar 
moniack, Amber, Soot be daily taken, with a Cepbalick Julep. The 
Forms of which may be chofen from thofe before written At eight 
aClock in the Morning, and at five in the Afternoon, let a draught 
of Coffee be taken, firft boyling in the Liquour of which it is pre- 
par d, Leaves of Sage or Rofemary, till it acquiresa green Tincture: 
for ordinary Drink let a Decoétion of Guaiacum be taken, adding a- 
bout the end, Leaves of Sage, Betony, and otber Cephalscks. Moreover 
at will be profitable to make two large Iffues betwixt the Shoulder 
blades,and likewife frequently to apply Veficatories about the N eck; 
the Hair of the Head being cut off, let a little Cap of Cephalicks and 
Aromaticks be worn, Let a Veffel filled with Salt of Urine, cr Spirst 


| of Sal Armoniack, be now and then held to the Noftri/s. Moreover 


an exact form of Dyet being ordered, let fome Servants, attending 
the Difeafed, not only ftir him up now and then ashe falls afleep, 
but keep him waking daily for fome fet Hours. 

A certain Gentleman, of a fanguine temperament, and, whilft he 
Was young, of an acute.and fubtle underftanding ; afterwards, in his 
ceclining age,being given to Idlenefs and Drunkennefs, became dull 
and torpid, and likewife Hydropical witha great Paunch, and fwel- 
lings of the Thighs and Legs: but from thefe Difeafes (into which he 
frequently fell ) if at any time he abftained for fome while from his 
drinking,and applyed himfelf to Phyfick,he both often and foon re- 
covered : but at length though free from his Dropfy,he was oppreft 
with fo great and almoift perpetual fleep,that he would be fleeping in 
all places, and doing any thing ; moreover, being awak’d by his Ser- 
vants or Friends,he was wont to be prefent enough to himfelf,and to 
difcourife well enough for fome Minutes of an Hour,of things propo- 
fed, falling prefently again into his fleep : To this Perfon, after many 
Medicines tryed almoft to no purpofe,I prefcribed at length that he 
fhould take every Morning and Evening a Spoonful of the Powder of 
the Leaves of Betony dried in the Summer Sun, and kept in aGla(s,in a 
Isttle Draughe of Water dsftilled from the Flower of Lavender : by 
which Remedy receiving eafe within a few days, he was’ perfectly 
cured within a Months {pace,and enjoyed an entire Health for four 
years from that time. Afterward when by reafon ofan ill courfe of 
Diet the fame evils returned,he repeated the fame Remedy, though 
not with {o great fuccefs, But befides there being need alfo of o- 
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“her Medicines, he took fometimes Spsrst of Harts-horn or of Sooty 
with an appropriate Fulep; fometimes Electuarzes of Cephalick Con 
Serves and Powders,adding fometimes Steel. As often as he would in- 
dulge himfelf to his wonted genius of Drinking, inftead of Wine | 
or Beer, he drank Coffee : moreover for his ordinary Drink, he had 
fometimes Ale with the Leaves of Scurvy-grafs, Sage and Aromaticks 
infufed in it,fometimes a Decoftson made Phypical with Woods Spices 
and Cepbalick Herbs, for many years afterward, being in a ‘Man- 
ner always intemperate and cacochymical, yet he lived free from 
the Lethargy ; at length a Cachexia feized his Breaft, being caft 
down by degrees by a Cough with an Afthma, he dyed. 

The next fleepy affect, viz. fomewhat greater than the former, 
and lefs than the Lethargy, is that which is vulgarly called the 
fleepy Coma : thofe that are obnoxious to this, for the moft part 
are oppreft with a great fleepinefs, to which in a manner always 
giving themfelves over, they lye with the mouth open, and the 
lower Jaw fallen, more like to Perfons dead than living : being 
ftirs’d up by hard pinching or pricking, they look about them, 
{peak to the ftanders by, anfwer to the things askt, but prefently 
fleeping again, they feemvery much troubled to be hindred or 
difturbed from fleep, thus pleafingly ftealing upon them: and be- 
ing indifpos’d after this manner, they continue in a fleepinefs for 
many days, nay, and fometimes Months, without a Fever, ac= 
companying it, or following it, or any injur’d refpiration, and 
being eafie to be awak’d, and not very forgetful, in which things 
they differ from Lethargical Perfons: mean while they differ no 
lefs from other troubled with the affect even now defcribed > for: 
as rnuch as thofe that have the Coma, keeping for the moit part 
totheir Bed, or a Chair, do not walk abroad, ortake care of do= 
meftical Concerns, as the others. They anfwer appofitely to fome 
fhort Queftions, but are not able to hold a Difcourfe, or deliberate 
of things to be done, 

The caufe of this doubtlefs is of the fame kind as of the former 
Difeafes.but of a middle degree betwixt both before defcribed. For 
we may conjecture that in this affect the morbifick matter peneé= 
trates the Brain alittle farther than in the continual fleepinefs, o7%. 
that it invades the outward parts of the Anfractus or Gyrs, together 
with the leffer Branches of the Medulla inclofed: but that it does 
not reach to the greater Sznus’s of the Medulla joyning to the 
Corpus Callofum, and which are wont to be poffeft in the Le= 
thargy. . 

The Coma iometimes beginning primarily and of it felfias the Le- 
thargy,either proceeds from a ferous filth difcharged from the Blood 
on the Cortex ofthe Brain,or froma ftupefaction inflicted on the Spi- 
rits there refiding : and then this affect, by how much lefsitis than 
the Lethargy, by fo much isit accounted lefs dangerous: but more

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commonly this Difeafe enfues upon other Chronick or Acute Di® 
{tempers ; viz. the Head-ach, Convulfions, and moft frequently upon 
Fevers of an ill crifis, efpecially in Children, old, and phlegmatick 
People.Some Years fince, in an Epidemick Fever, hapning through 
the affect of the Nerves (which we have elfewhere defcrib’d) as I ob- 
ferved fome to be Lethargical, fo many to be troubled with the 

Coma: Of Whom a great many recover’d, the morbifick Matter be- 

ing conveyed from the Head into the Breaft: Moreover, in other 

Cafes this Affect being of a doubtful event, betwixt Hope and 

Fear, requires the fedulous Care of a prudent Phyfician. 

In a Primary Coma the Therapeutick’Method fuggefts to us the 
like, and, in a manner, the fanic Intentions of Healing as in the 
Lethargy: As to the morbifick Matter, we muft indeavour, both 
that its new afflux to the Brain be prevented, and that that which 
is already fticking in it, be difcufs’d, or drawn away: Moreover, 
the Animal Spirits ought to be raifed up, and all Droufinefs or Stu- 
pefaction ought to be fhaken off from them. For this end we 
mult order Purging, Blooding, cupping: glalfes, Veficatories , revul- 
fing and difcuffing Topicks, give Cepbalick Medicines, and efpecially 
fuch as are endowed with a Volatile Salt, and ufe many other ways 
of Adminiftrations before-mentioned, 

_ But if this Difeafe, .enfuing upon other Affects, happens to any 
Perfon whofe Body is much worn away, the Blood vitiated, or 
greatly depauperated,we mutt ferioufly deliberate concerning let- 
ting Blood, and Purging before we order them ; nay, and for the 
moft part, we mutt abftain from them: Though fometimes, that 
the conjunct Caufe of the Difeafe, or the Matter, flicking in the 
Brain,may be put in motion, it may be convenient to draw Blood 
in a {mall quantity from the Fore-head, or from the Temples by 
Leeches,or from the Sholder-blades by Cupping-glaffés, with a Sca- 
rification : Veficatories have a chief place here,not only to be applied 
to the Neck or Head,but to the Legs and Arms, and to other parts 
of the Body by turns. Moreover, let Spirit of Harts-born, of Soot, 


or of Sal Armontack, impregnated with Amber, Man’s Scull, Coral, 


and other Cephalick things be frequently given, with an appropriated 
Fulep, or other Liquor. Forms of thefe, and of other Medicines ufual 
in thefe Cafes,together with Stories of fick Perfons,and Examples of 
their Cures, are to be found in the Defcription of the forefaid Sleepy 
Fever ; fo that I need not here again inculcate the fame.or the like. 
There remains yet another fleepy Affect or kind of the Lethargy, 
vulgarly called a Carus, which being greater than the Lethargy, and 
fomewhat lefs than the Apoplexy, is fo allyed to this, that it often 
paffes into it, but is wont to be diftinguifhed from both: For thofe 
that have the Carm, for the moft Part, breath well, if at any 
time they are hard pinched, they move their Members, fometimes 
Gge . raife 
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eaife up. themfelves, open, their Eyes, and often peak, which Apo- 


plectical Perfons donot; but the fame, though ftirred or roufed

to be ufed in the Apoplexy: Wherefore 
fet down here Claffes of Indications, or to heap together a migh- 
ty Mafs of Medicines, but that which feems more to the purpofe « 
I fhall here propofe a Story or two of Perfons difeafed, whereof 
Ihave a great many ready to relate. 
A worthy Man, about forty Years of Age, having loft his Health 
through intemperance, when he had begun to ufe iknow not what 
Remedies, prefcribed by an Empirick, fell into a Carus 5 haply be- 
caufe the morbifick Matter being ftirr’d,and agitated by the Medi- 
cine, rufh’d into the, Brain, Going to fee him the fecond Day, I 
found him buried in a profound Sleep, and almoft infenfible > for 
though upon hard pinching or pricking, he opend his Eyes, and 
mov'd ‘his Limbs, yet prefently falling afleep again, he perceiv’d 
nothing at all of what he did, or endur’d. In this Cafe, though 
declaring a fad Prognoftick,however I did hot forbear to ufe Phy-

“being much fpent, and his Blood depauperated, I prefently ordered 
a large Veficatory to be applied to his Neck, and a {iniart Chffer to 
be given him,of a Decoction of Briony Roots with Carminative Elop- 
ersand Seeds, adding likewife tio Drams of the Species of Evera: His 
Temples and Noftrils were anointed with Balfams: Cataplafms of Rue 
and Briony Roots were applied all over his Feet: Moreover, every 
other or third Hour I gave him a Dofe of Spirtt of Harts-horn; with 
a Cephalick Fulep.s and many other Adminiftrations, ufual in this 
Cafe, were carefully put in practice. To which,neverthele(s the Dif- 
eaft not at all yielding the Day following I prefcrib’d hints Purge 
of Seammony prepar'd, to be taken in a Spoonfui of Broth: After 
which,when he had frequently and freely Purg’d.he began to open 

his Eyes,to {peak ,and to know Standers by, and a little after, coming 
to himfelf,he fully awaked. This Difeafe (as I guefs) was therefore 

curd more eafily,and fooner than was hop d, becaufe that Cloud 

fent haply into the Brain by a Medicine,could the better be drawa 

thence by the help of another. Medicine. 

A renowned Man, fifty Years of Age.of a grofs Bodyand formerly 
obnoxious to a Vertizo.and afthmatick A f-¢ts had lived very found 
for two Years, having ufed Phyfick Spring and Fall, and having.a 
large Iffue near both Sholder-blades +: At the beginning of Summer, 
he living in the Country, and his Iflues being neglected for many 
Weeks,the Filth which was wont to be purg d forth,ran much les 
‘from them ; yet he was ftill in good Health, till about the Solitice, 
when as he was fitting one Mornin gina Porch. and talk’d cheerfully 
With his Priends,arifing on a fadden,he complained that’ he was ill : 
Going in a Doors,and fitting hitifelf down ina Chair,he vomited ve- 
ry much,then prefently, leaning to one fide, he fellintog profound 
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Of the Watching-Evil. 


from it all that Day. Coming in the Evening, ordered Blooding, a 
Ch/ter, Veficatories, and'many other Remedies proper in fuch a Cafe, 
carefully to be adminiftred : The next Day after,his Brain began to 
grow a little clear; fo that he looked about, and fpake diftintly a 
few words: Seeming to know his Friends,he could tellno ones Name; 
but by reafon of this matter finking deep in the Brain, a Palfey of 
the whole right fide feized him. Moreover, a mighty Sleepineds yet 


perfifting, on that Day Blood was taken from the other Arm: O- = 
ther Remedies alfo being continued as before, on the third Day, be= 


coming lefs droufy, he beganto know many, and to call fome by 
their Names, to perceive his Illnefs, and to be folicitous for Reme- 


dies: But, whilit the Brain grew better, the Injury communicated ~ 


to the Cerebellum and genus Nervofum, difcovered it elf; for on 
the fourth Day his Breathing became uneven and difficult, and his 
Pulfe weaker; Moreover,he was often affected with a Shivering, 


and a convulfive Concuffion of the whole Body : On the fifth Day, = 


the Cramps and Convulfions becoming more violent, oftener infe- 
fted him ; then the Pulfe growing weaker by degrees,on the fixth 
Day, though more free from Sleepinefs, he dyed : In this, and/o- 


ther the like Cafes, it’s probable that the morbifick Matter invades ~ 


the Brain and Cerebellum together ; but whilftit fticks in the Cor- 
tex of this (contrary to what happens in the Brain ) it caufes no 
very fenfible Injury, becaufe here the parts offended are neither the 
Seats of Sleep,nor Memory : But afterward,haply about the fourth 


or fifth Day, the Matter finking further to the Medulla of the Ce- © 
rebellum; whilft as to other things the Difeafed was better, the vital 9 
Function,by reafon of the Spirits appointed for it, being oppreisd § 
in their very fource, began to fail, and afterward declining on a} 
fudden, unexpectedly cut of all hope of Recovery, which before |

Concerning a continual waking, or the WatchingeEoil, we 
muft,in the firft place, here diftinguifh,that either it is a Symptom 
which happens upon fome other Difeafe, as a Fever, Frenfy, Mania, 

. oF 


® sleep,and Jay fo overwhelmed with it,that he could fcarce be raifed — 
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or Colick,Gout, and the like; and then its confideration and cure ben 
long to that aff-ct,whofe offspring it is; or elfe immoderate Watch- 
ings arifing alone, without any other knowg caufe, feems to be a Di~ 
feafe as it were of it felf,as ] have known it in fome Perfons, and fome 
of thefe Watchers, though deftitute of fleep,feem f{carce to want it : 
for the Spirits appear not thereby either torpid, or wearied, or ex- 
haufted : but others bearing ill Watching, foon become thereupon 
languid, and lofe their Stomacks, and are fore’d to haverecourfeto 
Opiats, which fometimes they ufe daily, and in a large Dofe without - 


-hurt. 


We have intimated before,that the caufe of natural waking which 
has fleep interlaced with it,confifts in thefe two things, vsz.in one of 
them, or both togethers to wit,firft,that the animal Spirits being fuf- 
ficiently refrefht,and freed from the fetters of the Nervous Liquor vi- 
goroufly exert themfelves,and are expanded every way, an efpecially 
from the middle part of the Brain, to its circumference ; then fecond- 


, ly, though they enjoy aclear {pace every where, and efpecially in the 


outmoit part of the Brain,being then free from the incurfions of the 
Nervous Juice ; yet left this expanfion of the Spirits ( which is being 
awake ) be any where protracted longer than is fitting, to there too 
great lofs, both the Spirits being now and then weary, flag, and as 
it were repofe themfelves of their own accord, and withal the Ner- 
vous Liquor coming to overfpread the Cortex of the Brain,ftuffs and 
clofes their Paffages. Hence it follows that preternatural and immo- 


‘derate Watching,depends alfo on one or both of tho‘e twosfor either 


the Spirits being two exhorbitant, and ftruck as it were with a rage, 
do not retreat of their own accord, or the Nervous Liquor does not 
fo filland ftop the Pores of the outward part of the Brain, that the 
Spirits may be forc’d thence inward, to a repofe: Types of both 
thefe, every where prefent them(elves to be obferved, 

And firft,we may obferve that the Animal Spirits becoming fome-. 
times exhorbitant,and fo elaftick, or otherwife irregular, cannot only 
not be appeafed, and repofe themfelves, but are {carce able to be 
contained in the proper Sphere of their emanation ; Wherefore be- 
ing expanded in a continual Watching, they fo fill the Brain, and 
Keep it extended, that the Nervous Juice, though heapt together 
ina great plenty, at the entrance, cannot be admitted 5 and if the 
the Spirits are recall'd inward from the Cortex of the Brain, for that 
to enter, prefently being there reftrained, or making a tumult with- 
in the midft of the Brain 5 they raife a thoyfand, and often horri- 
ble Fantafms, with which fleep is kept off; or directing farther 
their Tendency into the gems Nervofum, they raife their great dif- 
orders, which continually drive away, and break off fleep, though 
feeming never fo much to be ftealing on, or to be at hand. 

__ As forthe former of thefe,[ have often obferv’d fome rs ih 
Vatch- 
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« Watching, who dreaded to begin fleep, though it came on accord. 
ing to defire : for as foon as being about:to fleep, they clofed their 
Byes, prefently ftartigy up again, they cryed out that a confafed 
multitude of Fantafms made them mad ; fo that they found theme 
{elves neceflitated to:abftain from fleep, ; 

Secondly, when the Spirits being become exhorbitant, are called 
from the circumference of the Brain towards the inward parts, im 
order to fleep ; fometimes they convert their Sallies into the genus 
Nervofum, and then either rufhing’ ina tumultous manner into fhe 
Nerves that go to the Precordia, or Vifcera, they caufe diforders in 
the refpective Parts ; (hence to fuch as are fo affected, as often as 
clofing their Eyes they invite fleep, either Tremblings, Leapings, 
and Conftructions of the Heart, with Failings of the Spirits, anda 
fetted Refpiration happen, or inflations and Swellings of the Vifcera, 

a Senfe of Suffocation, and other Symptoms vulgarly accounted for 
hyfterical) or fecondly, the Spirits being called from thier Watch- 
ings, and converted to the genws Nervofum, fometimes transfer — 
their Sallies into the fpinal Marrow, and thence into the Nerves 
that pafs into all the outwaid Members: Wherefore to fome, when — 
being a Bed they betake themfelves to fleep, prefently in the Arms 
and Legs, Leapings and Contractions of the Tendons, and fo great 
a Reftletinefs and Toffings of their Members enfue, that the difeafed 
ere no more able to fleep, than if they were in a Place of the greateft 
Torture. Sometime fince, I was advifed with for a Lady of Quali- 
ty, who in the day time was wont to be afflicted with a Cardzaliza, 
and a Vomiting, and in the night was hindred from fleep, by reafon 
of thofe fpafmodick affects which came upon her, asnow and then 
fhe was upon the point of reft: nor indeed was fhe able to fleep all 
night, unlefs fhe took firft a pretty good Dofe of Laudantm:Where- 
sore Of this Medicine, which at firft was allowed her only twice a 
week, the took afterward, daily, for about three months, receiving 
no injury thereby, either in the Brain, or about any other function 3 
and when, in the mean while, by the ufe of other Remedies, the dif 
crafies of the Blood and: Nervous Juice being corrected, the animal 
Spirits became more benign and mild 3 fhe afterward leaving off 
wholly the Opsu2, was able to fleep indifferently well. 

As to the cure of the Watching-evsl (which we even now difcrib’d) 
becaufe it cannot be long endured, therefore thofe things are chiefly 
to be given, which give a prefent relief: for this end, thofe things 
are proper which.footh the Spirits, and gently appeafe their Difar- 
ders, as the vulgarly called Anodines,vix diftilled Wa ters Decoctio ns; 
Syrups, and Conterves of Flowers of N ymphea, Cowflips, Mallows, 
Violets, Knapweed, the Leaves of Lettice, Purflain; the Willow, alfo 
Emulfions, or jucy Expreffions. And if the reftlefs Spirits will not be 


mitigated by fair means, we muft force them to he quiet, by im-

tf horbitant; refufe to lye down of their own accord; and to yield to

| this; doubtlefs is. a burnt and melancholy Blood, which fupplies the

que), where we fhall treat of the Melancholy; mean while, for the 


‘immediate removal of that Symptom as often as it forely prefles, § 


we obferve that Opiats will not do; for being given in a good large 
quantity they feldom caufe fleep, and render the affected more faint 
and weak. It often fucceeds better, if going to bed they take fome 
gentle and pleafant Drink, as efpecially our Ale being clear and 
mild, or alfo Poffetedrink with Com/lip Flowers boyled sn st, or am 


emulfion of the Seeds of Melons and Almonds ina great quantity, 


viz. to two or three pounds. 


[ was advis'd with fome time fince,for an old hypochondrical Man, 


who, befides other fymptoms ufual in that cafe, had liv’d for many 
years obnoxious toa frequent, loud, and very troublefome Belching= 
He was wont every day to fall a Belching twice or thrice, for about 
two hours together, and with fo great a noife, that he was heard to 
“a great diftance: But fometimes tor a week or two, and fometimes 
fora month, that Belching was chang’d into a Watching ; for the 
former affect becoming much more remifs, the worthy Man paft 
often whole nights without fleep; and when fometimes he had 
been conftantly waking for three or more days, not yet feeming to 
want fleep, he complain’d of no drowfinefs, dulnefs, or failing of 
the Spirits. Narcoticks having feldom or never given him relief, 
he took fometimes in the evening Poffet-drink made with Ale, or 
Canary 3 at the beginning of the night he drank fometimes Ale, 
fometimes diftil’'d Waters, by the ule of which a little flzep often 
followed ; then afterward the Watching-evil vanifhing by degrees; 
the belching return’d. Whence it may appear that the caufe of 
both was the fame, vz. aduft and irritating Particles fent from the 
Mafs of Blood, fometimes into the Coats of the Stomack, fomes- 
timies into the cortical part of the Brain. ve 


2. Befides thefe diftinct affects or exorbitancies of fleep and was 


king, there remain other conjunct or complicated irregularities of 
them, in. which the acts ot both functions are perverted together, 
which we may obferve in the affect vulgarly call’'d the Watching 
Coma 3 concerning which we fhall now {peak in fhort. 

- Thofe that are troubled with the Watching Coma, though they 
are always inclin’d to fleep, yet they can {carce fleep at all, but feem, 
Kke Tantalus, to ftand always up to the Lips in the River Letbe, for 
fipping 
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fipping of which, whenever they fink themfelves deeper, the yield"« 
ing Waters always fubfide lower. They feel a very great heavinefs 
of the Head, with a drowfinefs of the Senfes, and all the Faculties 3 
fo that they are troubled to move themfelves any way in their Bed, 
or to be difturb‘d by the {peech of ftanders by, that {peak to them : 
ftill expecting to fall prefently in a quiet fleep : To which 
neverthclefs when they wholly yield up themfelves, and endeavour 
firaitly to embrace it, various phantafms prefenting themfelves 
to their mind, keep them ftill waking, nor permit them at all to 
enjoy that fleep which feems always to be ready for them. To this 
often is added a Delirium, fo that whilft the Difeafed lye with their 
Eyes clos’d, they talk always abfurdly and at random, and throw 
their Arms and Legs this way, and that, in a diforderly manner, 
and being awak’dlook gaftly. It’s a ufual thing for {uch as are in 
Fevers, to continue allnight overwhelm’d with a fleepine(s, as it 
were; but fo that in the mean while they are {carce filent for a 
quarter of an hour, but mutter various things with themfelves ; 
nay, fometimes cry out, howl, and leap out of Bed. If the reafon of 
this be enquir’d into, it feems that we ought to fay, that the Pores 
and Paflages in the Brain, which are the avenues of the Spirits, are 
very much poffeft by a gro(s and foporiferous Matter, fent from the 
Mats of the Blood ; fo that the Spirits being very much letted from 
their wonted expanfion and mutual commerce, a great and invin- 
cible fleep feems prefently to be at hand: But in as much as certain 
{harp and very active Particles ftick to thofe Spirits as fo many 
ftings, they are inceffantly incited to motion, and therefore fome of 
them forcibly pafs the ways; however ftopt and befet with fence, 
and meet againft each other directly or obliquely, according as they 
can find a way : And fuch their motion, though it be not able to 
procure a compleat exercife of the animal Function, yet it eafily 
hinders its reft and ceffation, fo that thofe ‘that are troubled with 
this Difeafe, keep betwixt fleep and wake. 

The Watching-Coma is feldom a Difeafe of it felf, but for the 
moft part is a fymptom, and happens upon other affects 5; as a Fe- 
ver, the Frenfy, Lethargy, and the like; wherefore, it does not 
require a peculiar method of Cure: But it feems only to be need- 
ful, that to the Remedies primarily indicated, other Cephalicks 
be joynd, which may difperfe thefe Meteors, as it were, like Clouds 


and Lightning; or if both of them cannot be exterminated toge= 


ther, let the Medicine joyn it felf to the aid of one affect, by which 


that being become {fuperior, let it prefently overcome the other 3 


fo ia a fleepy Watching, it is proper to procure either a perfect 
Sleep, or a perfect Watching 5 and in this cafe Ihave often given 
Narcoticks with good fuccels.

OO far of the irregularies, or morbid Exorbitancies of Sleep and 


.) Watching, which being proper to, and as it were peculiarly at- 


tending the Brasn, affect the Cerebellum but rarely, and only fecon= 9 


darily; but there remains an affect ( vulgarly call'd the Incubus or 
Nighbt-mare) which being peculiar to this Region, and in fome fort 
analogous to the foporiferous Difeafes 5 in as much as its Fits arife in 


amanner from hence, that by reafon of the animal Spirits being | 
bound or fuppreft in the Cerebedum, an Eclipfe or Interruption of § 
them (though fhort) is caus’d in the exercife of the vital Function. 7 

That the nature of this Difeafe may be the better known,in the firit - 


place let us confider its Phenomena. AFit of the Incubus moft com- 
monly, and in a manner only feizing us whilft we are afleep 5: is wont 
to be rais'd for the moft part aftemthe Stomach’s being loaded with 
food of ill digeftion, and a lying on the Back in the Bed: Thofe that 
are troubled with it, feem to perceive themfelves chiefly offended 
with it in the Breaft, and about the Pracordia : For refpiration be- 
ing fuppreft, or very much hindred, they think themfelves oppreft 
with a certain weight lying heavily on the Toorax 5 which weight 
cheats their imaginations, fometimes with one Apparition, fome- 
times with another 5 and when they think to fhake it off, or put it 
from them by the motion of their Body or Limbs, they are not able 
to ftir either their Body or any Limb any way ; but after a long 
{ftruggling in the Precordia, and fometimes almoft to the lofs of 


Life,at length they awake ; and being fully come to themfelves from § 
their fleep, the imaginary weight vanifhes on a fudden, and the mo-= § 


ving force of the Body is reftored’; there remaining neverthelefs for 
the moft part.a trembling of the Heart, and often a very quick and 
violent vibration of the Diaphragm ; afterwards, the Fit being end- 


ed, the deception of the Fancy, apprehending the dreadful fpecies § 


of an Incubus, comes alfo to be known. 

Now, though we allow the monftrous Species ( which is con- 
ceiv’d ) of the Incubus to be a meer Dream 5 yet it is manifeft that 
the Praecordia are really affected, and that the motionis of the Pulfe 
and Refpiration are in a manner fuppreft or letted, wz. in as much 
as that oppreflion of the Breaft is plainly perceiv’d by many whilft 
they awake; nay, as they are frefhly ftirr'd from fleep, and when 
that is removd, tremblings and diforderly motions of the Heart 
and Diaphragm enfue; whence it follows, that ‘thefe Parts are 
cumbrsed, and undergo a real dammage, 
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Wherefore,whatfoever others may think, I judge that a Fit of the 
Incubus is caus’d,infomuch as in fleeping a certain incongruous Mat- 
ter is diftilled into the Cerebeluon, together with the nervous Juice, 
which caufing a heavinefs or certain ftupefaction to the Spirits in 
their firft fource, forces them prefently to forbear alittle from the 
performance of their Functions; fo that by a fecond Lethargy, as it 
were, raifed. within the Cerebellum, the:vital actions fuffer a fhort 
Eclipfe; during which, partly from the ftriving of the overcharg’d 
Precordia, and partly from the Blood being very much heapt to- 
gether and ftagnating withinthem, that Oppreffion, and Senfe of 
an incumbent: weight,:as it were; is-caufed; Moreover, becaute all 
the other Faculties of the whole Body depend on the motion of the. 
Heart, therefore this being hindred-and fuppreft, thofe prefently 
fall into faintings and diforders, 

Though it-be feldom that any Perfon.dies of this Difeafe alone, 
yet thofe that are frequently obnoxious to it, if at any-time they 
are feiz’d with other Cephalick aftects,- as the Lechargy, Carus, Ap- 
polexy or Epilep/y; they are in averg dangerous condition, becaufe 
the morbificki Matter, {ent from the Blocd into the Brain, eafily in- 
vades the Gerebellum alfo, being fo predifpos'd 3 fo that the Difeaf- 
ed fuffering an Eclipfe of the vital Function, together with the ani- 
mal, are brought into a greater.danger of Life: Hence itsacomr 
mon obfervation, that thofe that are wont to be frequently trou- 
bled with the Incubus often die Apoplectical. 

» Another Iffue of the Incubus, is wont to be lefs pernicious, that it 
often leads to the: paffion of the Heart, and other affedts commonly 
accounted for Hypochondriacal. I have known many troubled with 
the Incubus in-ther-Youth, who, as they grew farther in-years; being 
free from that, were affected with a Trembling and Panting of the 
Heart, and with other Griefs about the Pracordia, and Hy pochon- 
dres, and very forely with Convulfions ; we judge the caufe of this

Asto the cure of this Difeafe, for astoits Fits, becanfe they foon 
pafs:away of their own accord, thereisno need of it: The therapeu- 


tick Method;after'a provifion to be made for the whole, by Blooding 


( whereit is proper.) anda gentle Purge, fuggetts to us the chief ufe 
of thofe Remedies which are vulgarly accounted Cephalicks:therefore 
the Powders of Amber, Coral, Pearl, Roots of male Peony, baftard D:t- 


tany, Contrayerva, allo Eleciuartes, Tablets, difti ld Wacers, Tinctures, 


E/sxirs, and other things wont to be prefcrib’d in the Lethargy and 
Apoplexy, have place here 3 but in the firft place,a due form of D.xc, 
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gcing ordered $ let food that is grofs; and of arvill Concoction,Pulfe, 
and hoary Fruits be avoided, nor muft the Perfon indulge himfelf to 
fleep, {tudying, or reading prefently after eating: Let large and late 
Suppers, and lying on the Back be forbidden. 

Becaule Infants and Children are often troubled with this Difeafe, 
(a fign of which is, that they are fhaken in their fleep, and upon their 
awake cry out terribly ) and having undergone frequent fits of it, Of — 
ten fall into convulfive affects: Therefore asfoon as they feem afs 
fected with it, let adue method of cure be ufed to them: Let it be 
enquired concerning the Milk they fuck, whether of it felf being 
without fault, and laudable, itagrees well with theirStomack? Let 
‘em not be permitted to fleep prefently after having fuckt their fill’: 
Let the Nurfejufing a good form of Diet,take alfo morning and evenmg 
a Dofe of a Cephaisck Powder, or Electuary, Drinking after st a draught 
of Poffet-drink, with the Leaves of Sage, or. Betony, or tbe Rootes or Seeds 
of Peony boyl'd init: Let the Infant take twicea day a Spoonful of an 
appropreate diftsll'd Water: Letitchave an [fuze in the napesof the 
Neck, let it lie fometimes of (ne fide, fometimes-on the other, but 
feldom or never on the Back, It will not be wholly without benefit, 
for it to wear about the Neck, or on the pit of the Stomack, Coral,or 
Bracelets made of the Seeds or Rootsof male Peony 2 Af at any time in 
fleeping, being often and forely fhaken, they feem tobe dangeroufly 
affected with this Diftemper, let Veficarories be apply’d to the Neck; 
or behind the Ears: Moreover, evening and morning, let a Dofe of -' 
the Pulvy de Guttera, or fome other that is appropriate, be daily 
given in a Spoonful of diftill’d Water, or in Juleps. 29 


CHAP. VI. 
Infiructions and Prefcripts for curing the V etig0. 


Fter having viewed the outward circumference of both Brains, 

and difcovered the Difeafes that befet the fenfitive Soul, a= 

bout the firft beginnings, and the firit fources of the animal Spi- 
rits 5; now defcending to the middle of the Brain, where the 
Fancy and common Senfe refides let us fee to what affects thefe 
Parts are obnoxious. Concerning this, let it -be obferv’d in the 
firft place, that of the Spirits refiding in thofe places, fometimes 
Troops, or rather mighty Armies, fometimes alfo {mall Handfuls 
are affected ; and then that the fame, whether many of them to- 
ether, for afew only are affected, either from their hetorogeneous 
combination are made elaftick, and confequently are forced into 
diforderly, or rather explofive motions, asin a Fit of the Epilepfie 3 
ehy 
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or undergoing an Eclipfe, as in the Apoplexy, are depriv’d of all « 
motion? We have difcours'd amply enough before of the former 
{pafmodick affect of the Spirits; and concerning the Apoplexy we 
fhall treat in the fequel.At prefent we fhall fpeak of a certain Paffion 


belonging to thefe Parts, vs. the Vertigo, in which fome Files of 


the Spirits are affected, and their motions feem partly to be per- 


» verted and partly to be fupprefs’d. 


The Vertigois thus defcribed, viz. that it is an affect in which vi- 
fible Objects feem to turn round, and thofe that are affected with it 
find a great trouble or confufion of the Animal Spirits in the Brain, 


fo that they do not duly influence the Nerves: wherefore the fee- 


ing and locomotive Faculties often fomewhat waver, fo that the 
Difeafed fall down and are often offufcated with Darknefs, 

In a fit of this, it is to be obferved that the Imagination and 
common Senfe arein fome fort deceived : whilft they think the 


© Objects that ftand fti!l do move, but the rational judgment holds 


good, for we know our Errour. ) 

That the morbifick caufe of the Vertigo, and the preternatural 
Way of its hapning may be known,we muit enquire after what man- 
ner the fame affect,how fuddenly foever it comes upon us,is wont to 
be raifed by non-natural things, for by a long turning round of the 


i Body,by looking from an high place,paffing over a Bridge,by failing 


in a Ship, or going in a Coach,by Drunkennefs, or taking Tobacco, 
and certain other ways, Perfonsevery where become Vertiginous, 
or contract a Giddinefs: which Affect thofe occafions produce, in 
as much asthe animal Spirits being greatly difturbed in their fet Se- 
ries and Orders, are both moved loofely and in a diforderly manner 
this way, and that, within the Paflages of the Brain ; and break 
off certain Lines or Threads, asit were, of their wonted irradition 
into the genus Nervofum; for thofe two things being in a manner 
always reciprocal,mutually fucceed and depend on each other, viz. 
the perturbation of the Spirits within the middle of the Brain, and 
their ‘Ietted emanation into the genus Nervofum: On whatever caule 
either-affect is produc’d; prefently the other follows. A turning 
round*of the Body, being carried ina Coach, or Ship, alfo Drunk- 
ennefs,’an unufual taking of Tobacco, force the Spirits to fluctuate 
or to reel diforderly in the Brain, which thereupon are prefently hin- 
dred from their due emanation iato the Nerves, fo that the Perfons 
affected are {carce able to ftand or go; In like manner,a looking from 
an high place,paffing over a Bridge, a Fainting or Swoon feizing us, 
recall the Spirits from their wonted emanation into the gen N:rvo- 
fum, which therefore falling ina tumult, or being diforderly mov d 
within the Brain, caufea Scotomia, or arunning round of Objects. 
Thefe things being thus permitted concerning the Virtigo, rais cd 
by reafon of fome accident, or by fomeevident, folemn, and non- 
natural

Concerning this you may obferve, that the Virtsgois fometimes a 
fymptom depending on fome other affect, {eating fometimes within! § 
the Brain,fometimes without it 5 but that fometimes it isa Difeafe by 
it felf, which being raifed within the middle of the Brain, is very) ) 
troublefome, and often terrible, and difficult to be cured. ; 

As to the former,many Difeafes of the Head,wz. an acute Pain,the 
Lethargy, Epsleply,Carus,Apoplexy, with many others, have often a Vare 
sizo joyned with them, vz. inafmuch as an even expanfion of the) 
Spirits ta the Brain, and their irradication thence into the Gesus: 
Nervofum, is lightly difturbed from thofe various morbifick } caufes. 

Moreover, this fymptom 1s wont fometimes to be produced by 
reafon of other affects {eated far from the Brain, and that chiefly af- 
ter two manners; For firft, it is ufual for a Scotomia to arife by reafon 
of the afflux of Blood call’d on a fudden from the Brain,as in a fwoon, 
and great fainting, in great hunger, hard labour, avery great he= 
morrhagy, long faftings, violent paflions of fear or fadnefs$ nayy 
through other occafions,if at any time the motion of the Blood fails 
or faulters in the Heart, fo that the affected are ready to fallinto a 
fainting of the Spirits, prefently becaufe the fupply of the Vital 
Liquour is withdrawn, the Animal Spirits alfo failing in the Brain, 
withdraw their irradiation from the Genius Neral For their 
Head- {pring being cut-off, thofe that remain flying back from 
theiremanation, run to and fro confufedly in the Brain, and raife 
Vertiginous, and often delirous affects. 

Secondly, a diforderly retreat of the Animal Spirits from fomé 
one of the Vifcera, or {ome outward member into the Brain; often 
cautes a Vertigo, viz. inafmuch as the Spirits. being troubled in- a 
long feries from the Part affected by the Dwétus’s of the Nerves, at 
length trouble others inhabiting the middle part of the. Brain,: and 
force them into the like diforders: for this caufe itis, that fharp 
humours twitching the Fibres of the Stomach, and that often an 
offenfive and irritative matter ftirr’d in the Spleen, Pancreas, or 7 
Intettines, and an acute Pain, Ulcers, €Jc. in. the Foot or Arm, 
often caule. light Scoromias in the Brain. 

But the Vertigo is hot only a fymptom, but fometimes isa Dit 
cafe primarily, and of it felf: for the through underftanding ‘of 
the nature of which, we muft enquire inte its fubject, formal 
ftate, and caufes. 

The Immediate Subje& of the Vertigo are doubtle(s the Animal 
Spirits, which every perton troubled with this affect perceives to be 
very much troubled,and to move about in a confuled manner but 
the mediate fubject are thofe parts of the Brain in which Imaginatt- 
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on and common fenfe refide, and whence the next way leads ina. 
to the Genus Nervofum: Now thefe are the Corpora Callofa, 
and Striata. 

For the Animal Spirits love to expatiate themfelves within thefe 

) medullous Bodies 5 and when they fmoothly flow in one feries from 
the two extremes attending the Corpus Callofum ( viz. from the Cor- 
pora Stréata, and Gyrs of the Brain ) towards its middle part,they re- 

 prefent pleafant imaginations and fancies: and when in other feries 

and haply by other Pores, they flow from the midft of the Corpus 
Callofum into the Gyrs of the Brain, they carry thither the figna- 
tures of notions for the memory ; and when they direct themfelves 
thence into the Corpora Striata, and origines of the Nerves, they 
actuate all the moving parts, and as often as there is occafion, 
convey to them the Inftincts of fetting upon motions. 

Now ina Vertigo thofe even emanations of the Spirits feem to be 
intercepted in various places, and to be diverfly perverted, for {ome 
files of the Spirits are rendred obfcure, others are wreited another 
way, and are driven this way and thatinto Gyrs and Vortex’s, and 
often areforcibly drawn crofs-wife; wherefore by reafon of the 
Spirits being fo troubled in the Brain, confusd fancies, erying and 
unconftant {pecies of fenfible things,or turnings round of them, are 
reprefented : And then, according as the Irradiation into the 
Gems Nervofum isieffen’d or ftopt, a Scotomsa, and failings and 
faulterings of the locomotive function ‘enfue. 

It feems probable that fuch diforders of the Spirits depends on 
two caules, vz. firft, that {ome exorbitant and extraneous particles 
being entredthe Brain deeply, together with the Nervous Juice, 
cleave to the Spirits,and force them into irregular motions 5 it be- 
ing manifeft to vulgar experience, that this happens to fome perfons 
after immoderate drinking of Wine, or Strong Waters, unutual 
{moaking Tobacco, the eating of certain Vegetables, an anointing 
with Mercury, Se. Secondly, we may imagine that fometimes a 
ferous glut of filth gets by degrees into the Brain, together with 
the Nervous Juice, and when at length it has penetrated deeply into 
it, defilesthele pure Medulla, and greatly ftuffs its Pores: So that 
the Animal Spirits do not difplay their beams with a light that is 
clear and full, but fuch as is weak and broken, with many little 
Clouds, asit were, {cattered here and there. 

In‘an habitual and inveterate Vertigo, the conjunct caufe compre- 
hends both thefe, as it appears from the things that. give relief; or 
prove offenfive. For Iobferve that that affect is altered for the 
better or worfe, on two kinds of occafions: For whatfoever things 
inwardly taken engender turgid Particles, and fuch as are too exor- 
bitant and apt to be troubled,as Wines, Strong Waters,pepper'd and 
flatulent-Meats,in a manner, always affect yertiginous Perfons : nor 
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eco they find lefs injury by reafon of occafions by which the Brain is 
filled and ftuffed, as are furfeiting, fleeping at Noon, or toolong in 
the Morning, a Southerly Wind, a moift, mifty, and thick Air; a 
low feated and marfhy Habitation: and onthe contrary, the fame 
are very much relieved by a thin and light Diet, a clear Air, and 
an open Country expofed to the Winds. 

If we enquire into the procatarctick Caufe of this Evil, osz. 
for what morbid predifpofition this double evil is wont to be 
brought on the Spirits refiding in the middle part of the Brain 5 
we find that here both the Brain with the Nervous Liquour, and 4 
the Blood with the Humours refading init are in the fault. | 

It isa common fault of the latter, that degenerating from its 
due Crafisinto a fharp or otherwife vitious temper, it perverts 
the nutritive Juice, and likewife heaps together within it a Se- 
rum, and filthy dregs of various kinds; which it is ready to dif- 
charge on the Head. 

The fault of the Brain is, that its temper ismoift and weak, its 
texture loofe and not firm, and has its Pores more open than 
they ought, and too much gaping, fo that any heterogeneous 
and elaftick Particles, and likewife ferous, or otherwife morbid 
recrements, being fent from the Blood into the Head, are eafily ad- 
mitted into the Brain together with the nervous Juice, and by rea- 
fon ofits paflages being too open, defcend without obftacle: into 
the midit of it, vsz. the Corpora Callofa and Striata. Moreover,fuch 
as are of a tender Conftitution, eafily contract this virtiginous 
difpofition ; for the Spirits of the Brain being weak, and unable to 
refift foreign incurfions, yield a paflage to any matter coming 
thither : Again, to others, though robuft Perfons, a ‘diforderly 
Diet, afedentary Life, frequent Surfeiting, alfo immoderate Sleep 
and Studies, likewife the Scurvy, an inveterate Cachexia, Fe- 
vers of long continuance, and other Cephalick Difeafes, often 
bring this ill habit of the Brain. 

As ‘to the prognoftick of this Difeafe, every new Vertigo for 
the moft part is void of danger ; but being habitual and con- 
tinual, though it feldom threatens a great or eminent danger, 
yet becaufe it admits not but a long and very difficult Cure, 
it moft commonly fo tires both the Difeafed and Phyfician , 
that before the Difeafe can be cured, one SrOws weary of the other. 

A primary Vertigo feated in the fore-part of the Head, which 
fearce at all caufes a dizzinefs or falling on the ground, being more 
fate and curable, is often chang’d into a Head-ach; fometimes. alfo 
it goes off of its own accord, by a bleeding at the Nofe, or a Flux 
of the Hemorrhoids, and is often removed by Phyfick. 

A vertiginous affect arifing in the hinder part of the Head, and in- 
tercepting the irradiations of the Spirits into the Nerves, being far 
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more dangerous, often paffes into an Apoplexy, or Pai, Or ints 
Convulfive Difeafes. 
A Theraputick Method does not properly belong to a Symptomattéle 


Veresgo.Jt will only beneceffary that certain Cephalick Remedies for 


difcufling the Clouds of the Brain, and appeafing the diforders of the 
Spirits be joyn’d to the firft things indicated ; or rat her, to {peak ac- 
cording to the capacity of the vulgar(which we muft (ometimes,tho 
only for fhew)that certain Medicines againftVapours be added to em. 
An Accidental Vertigo, Or any Other that is new, for the moft part 
is curd only by Blooding and a gentle Purge, fometimes repeated, 
Nevertheleis, for the more certain extirpation of the Difeafe, let 
Cephalick Remedies likewife, fuch as thall prefently be written, be 
carefully adminiftred. 3 
For the Cure of an Habitual Vertigo,and fuch asis become inveterate, 
in a manner, the like method ought to be order’d,as again{t moft o- 
ther Cephalick Difeafes, Which fuggefts thefe three chief intents of 
Healing:viz.firft,we muft endeavour that all fuel of that Difeafe being 
cut off,the Brain may continue free from any new afflux of morbifick 
Matter ; for which end, a due form of dyet bein g ordered,fometimes 
Bleeding, and very often a gentle Purge given at due intervals of 
time will conduce ; Let a dry and well ventilated Air be chofen, let 
immoderate and unfeafonable fleep and ftudies befhun’d ; let morn- 
ing and evening draughts be wholly forborn: Inftead of the for- 
mer, let a draught of Coffee or Tea be given, with the Leavesof § age 
boyl’d in them 3 let an Iffue be made in the Leg or Arm; and fomee 
times let the Hoemorrhoid Veffels be open’d by Leeches:Let the Per= 
fon affected, always arife early in the morning, and wath hisTem ples 
and Sinciput, with cold Water, and rub them witha courfe Cloth. 
The fecond Theraputick Intention will be to remove the Proca- 


that the Cacochymical dyfcrafy of the Blood be taken away,and that 
the weak and over-lax conftitution of the Brain be corrected. In ore 
der to the former Remedies, powerfully altering, as temperate An- 


© tifcorbutichs, Chabyleats, and fometimes Spaw-waters, or Whey are 


proper: To which, always by realon of the latter thing indicated, 
let Cephalick Medicines, vz, fuch as are prepar’d of Coral, Amber, 
Man's skull, rhe Root of male Peony, Miftletoe, Peacocks dung, and 
the like, forms of which we {hall prefently give you, be added. 
The third Intention, and which is pr 


properly curatory,attempts the 
taking away of the conjunct Caufe of this Difeafe,tho it ceafes for the 


moft part of its own accord, upon the removal of the procatarctick 
Caufes. For if the paflage of every extraneous Matter into the Brain 
be cut off, nothing will hinder, but that the Spirits being as pure as 
may be, and having gotten free and open fpaces within the Corpus 
Callofum, may flow thence every way. However, that we may pro- 
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fecute this fcope of curing, together with the former 5 we nmaft 
alfo interchangeably ule Medicines endow'd with a volatile Sale, 
whofe Particles being very fubtle and active, refrefh the animal 
Spirits ; of which kind chiefly are the Spzrits of Harts-born, Soot, 
Sal Armoniack smpregnated with Amber, Man’s skull,&c. the tin 
éfures of Coral, Amber, Antimony, the Elixir of Peony, &c. 

Thefe things being thus permitted concerning the Vertsgo in ges 
neral, it feems likewife proper for us to delineate a Theraputick 
Method, more particularly,and to give an orderly procefs of it: And 
firft, it fhall be fhewn what is to be done in the Fit for curing if, 
and then what out of the Fit for prefervation. 

1. Asto the former, though an invafion of the Vertigo, how vio= § 
lent foever it may feem, for the mofft part is free from danger, and 5 
often paffes off eafily of its own accord ; yet.becaufe thofe that are 
affected with it, fearing themfelves a dying, defire Phyfical Aid 5 
in {uch a cafe, if the Pulfe indicates it, a Clyfter being permitted, 
let Bleeding be ordered 3 then a Veficatory being applied to the 
Neck, let itrong-finelling things, as Cafloreusm, Spirit or volatile 
Sale of Harts-horn Urine, or Sal Armoniack be prefently held to the 
Noftrils: Moreover, let thofe Spirits be given twice or thrice a Mi 
day, with aconvenient Dofe of a Cepbalick Julep; going to Bed, let Wij 
a bolus of Mithridate with Powder of Caftoreum be taken: The day | 
following, if the affect be not yet gone, let a gentle Purge be gi- @ 
ven 5 or if the Difeasd be inclined, or eafie to vomit, let an Emetick 
be taken, than which, there is {carce any Remedy more excellent. 

Take Pillule de Suceine twenty five Grains, Rofin of Falap fix Grains, 
Tartar vitriolan feven Grains, Balfam of Peru what fuffices, make 
Jour Pills to be taken going to Bed, or early in the morning : Or, 

Take Sulpbur of Antimony five Grasns, Crea of Tartar half a 
Scruple, Caftoreum two Grains, make a Powder, to be taken with 
Governance, expecting a vomiting. k 

That Vomuits often do good in the Vertigo, befides the teftimony of 9 
Authors, it fufficiently appears alfo by common obfervationsand fince 
vertiginous Perfons vomit often of their own accord, hence an opinis | 
on has grown amongft many, that the caufe of this Difeafe lies hid in 
a tanner always in the Stomach, but we have fhewn elfewhere, that 
this is other wife; and that the vomiting frequently happens by reafon 
of the Spirits being troubled in the Brain. Now the reafon,why Eme- 
ticks do goad in this Difeafe, is, that by this kind of Medicine, both a 
very great Revulfions is made of Humors from the Brain,and that the 
Spirits there being in a tumult, are prefently reftrain’d, When the 
Membranes and Fibres of the Ventricle,and the Vifcera plac’d near it 
are twitchts various Humors,orz. the nerv ous,ferous,lymphick,pan- 
ereatick and bilous, are drawn into thofe Parts,and fo dreined that 
the Brain continues iree from their Incurfions, nay, and eafily ay 
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ff a great many then {ticking init: Then,as to the animal Spirits, we 
have fhewn elfewhere, that thereis always a very great conimunici< 
tion and intimate accord, betwixt thofe that refide in the Stomach 
and thofe of the Brain; fo that a grateful or ingratefal affect of the 
Stomach from things taken,caufes erections or dejections of the Spi- 
rits refiding in the Brain. Opiats, whilft remaining in the Stomach, 
bring a fleepinefs, fo in the Vertigo and other Cephalick Difeafes, it 
will not conduce a little to the redrefling and regulating of the Spi- 
rits in the Brain, when all in confufion, and mightily agitated, if their 
confociates or relations be put ina confternation within the Ventri- 
ele, by an irritating Medicine 3 for whilft, for the aid of thefe, a great 
many are call'd from the Brain, the others remaining remit of their 
ciforders, and refume their ancient Offices; doubtiefsit is chiefly for 
this reafon, that Emeticks often give great Relief in affects of the 
Mania, infomuch that certain Empricks tfein a manner thole alone. 

2. But returning from this {mall digreffion, let us confider what is 
to be done for curing an inveterate,and almoft continual Vertigo,out 
of the Fit: Therefore in the firft place,a Method being ordered con- 
| cerning Blooding and Purging to be us‘d, and repeated at fit inter- 
» Vals of time, according to the Conftitution and Strength of the Pa- 
p tient; I alfoufe to advife that Vomit ( if nothing indicates the con- 

| trary ) be taken once a Month; for which end, to weak Perfons, af- 

ter the Stomacks being fill’d with light food, let Vine and Oximel 
of Squills be given, to two or three Ounces, and afterwards let Po/- 
fet-drink with Cardus leaves boyl’d in st be drank in a great quantity, 

and let it prefently be thrown up again with a {pontaneous or fore’d 

vomiting: To others, let an Emetsick be given of Salt of Vierzol, or of 
the Infufion of Crocus Merallorum: Concerning E/fues, Veficatorzes, the 

opening of the heemorrhordes,al{o of a Plas/ter or Cap to be worn on the 
Head, and of topicks to be apply'd to the foles of the Feet, or to the 

Wrifts, for revulfion or derivation, let a Phyfician deliberate. 

Take Conferve of the Flowers of male Peony fix Ounces, Powder of its 
Roots an Ounce, Peony-féeds powdered two Drams ; Amber,Coral,Peart 
powdered of each two Drams and a half, Salt of Coral a Dram, Syrup 
of Coral what fuffices, make an Eleétuary. Toe Dofe «1 a Dram anda 
half, or two Drams in the evening, and early in the morning, drink» 
gng after it, three Ounces of the following diffilled }Vuter. 

Take frefh leaves of Miftlecow fix Handfulls, Roots of male Peony, 
Angelica, of each a Pound apd half 5 tise white dung of Pe.cocks Mo 
Pounds, Cardamum bruifed two Ounces, Caftoreum three Dramas, alt 
being flic’d fmall, and mixt together, pour to them of Waite wine, or 
of Whey prepara of it, esghe: Pounds, diftsl se with common Organs, 
lee the whole Liquor be mix'd. aes 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony half an Ounce, red Coral pre 
par d Species Diampr a of each a lege and half, Powder of male A, aie 
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* flowers frefh bruifed and dried in the Sun, a Dram, make a Powder, to % 
which add of double refin'd Sugar diffolved in Peony water, and bold % 


to a.confiftency for Tablets ten Ounces, make Tablets according to Art, 
weighing half a Dram, let one or two be taken often in a Day. 

Becaufe all things do not agree with all Perfons, but a Phyfician 
ought to afflay divers Medicaments, and infifting on a various Me= 
thod; at onetime to try thefe Medicines, another thofe, therefore 
I {hall here fet down certain forms of another kind. 

Take our Syrup of Steel, fix Ounces, let a Spoonful be taken im the 
morning, and at five of the Clock, with three Ounces either of the d=

So frequent and daily Examples of Perfons troubled with the 
Vertigo occur, that it teems but to little purpofe to give here any 
inftances of them : However that the Types of this Difeafe may be 
known, I fhall relate here fome few and rare Cafes. 

A Divine fixty years of age,after that he had been troubl’d for about 
three Months with a flight Vertigo,or a frequent Corufcation asit were 
of the Spirits in the Sinciput, at length the Difeafe increafing, he be- 
came affeCted alfo with a dizzinefs and a falling-Evilsin fo much that 
in walking lometis nes he would fall flat upon the Ground;Being call’d 
to cure him,! preicrib'd Blooding, with a gentle Purge to be repeated 


at fit intervals of Time, moreover [| diligently gave Ele¢tuaries and 
mixtures.{uch as above-written, Veficatories and eather Adminittrati- 
ons being not neglected ; after a fortnight no relief bein g found from 
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thefe things, I gave him a Vomit of Vieriol, and an In fuGion of Croq 
cs Mecallorum; upon which having ten eafie Vomits, he prefently 
from thenceforth was better, and Cephalick Alteratives being ufed 
for about a Fortnight longer, he grew perfectly well, and from 
that time he took yearly Spring and Fall for fix Years a Vomit,with 
certain other Medicines,and even at this time is in perfect Health. 

A certain Gentleman fixty fix Years old, after that he had lived 
for a long time obnoxious toa light Vertigo, and which was wont 
to be railed,as it were,only occafionally, about the end of Autusay 
being more feverely troubled with that Affect, became alfo for- 
getful: Going to fee him after he had been ill about three Weeks, 
J found him very much changed in his Countenance and Afpect, 
the vigour of both being very much broken. To this Perfon,who 
had every Evening a fmart Fever, with a high and ftrongly vibra- 
ting Pulfe, in the firft place, lordered Blood:to be drawn from 
the Arm,and after fix or feven Days,from the hoemorrhoide Veins ¢ 
moreover I had Vefcatories prefently applyed to his Neck, and in- 


_continently after behind his Kars, and Cauterzes betwixt his Shoul- 


der-blades for two large Iffues to }be there made: He took daily 
inwardly, at Phyfical Hours, Cepbalick Remedies, almoft of every 
Kind. Within a Months fpace, feeming to recover, he began to walk 
abroad, and to take care of his domeftick Affairs and other Con- 
cerns. But at the beginning of the Winter, upon taking cold, as 
he went daily abroad, he fell into a fmall Fever, with a great Per- 
terbation of the Spirits within the Brain: For, every Day towards 
the bivening, being light-headed, he fcarce knew what he did, 
faid; neverthelefs, within feven or eight Days, the Fever vanifhing 
after Blooding and athin Diet, the Affect of the Brain was changed 
from its former ftate. For the Vertigo wholly ceafing, he became 


very forgetful, and withal Paralyticalin the whole right fide. Be- 


ing often askt concerning his Head, whether it wasclear, and free 
from a Scotomza and confuled Phantafms, he anfwered, that as ta 


or 


thofe things it was never better: For he underftood well his Infir- 
mities, knew his Friends, Relations, and others that came to vifit 


him, but could fcarce call to mind any of their Names: And when 
he went about to difcourle of any thing, he wanted words to ex- 
prefs the Senfe of his Mind: Moreover as to the fide affected, in 
the right Arm and Thigh, there was not only a_total Refolution 
and Immobility, but likewife in both a very great edematous Tu- 
mor grew,infomuch that not only almoft all hope of Cure was laid 
afide,but even Of keeping him long alive; nay, others were already 
folliciting for the State Offices and Imploys he enjoyed. 
However, I defitted not from proceeding with a Method of Cure, 
and prefcribed him /oofning Pills to be taken by intervals: And on 
other Days,at phyfical Hours,Chephalick, Ants[corbutick, ana A im ip +4 
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valtick Remedies: Y ordered a Piaifter of Gums and Balfams to be’ | 
applyed tp his Head fhaved, the parts refolved to be anointed and 
{trongly chafed with Oyls and Balfoms: Whilft thefe things were 
done with fome kind of fuccefs,as to the greater clearing of his Un. 
derftanding ; I know not through what Caufe,in the midft of Wins 
ter he fell into a Fever,fo that he was greatly troubled every Night 
with a Heat, and mighty Drought, and an interrupted Sleep his 
Tongue was parch’d and rough, his Pulfe high,his Urine ruddy,and 
full of Contents; we abftained from Blooding by reafon of his old 
Age, and Palfy, and chiefly by reafon of a Dropfy began in the fide 
affected : Neverthelefsa thin Diet, and Barley and Oat Broths being | 
commanded,we gave him Day after Day Fuleps, Apoxemes, and other 
Remedies moving Sweat and Urine: And as at this time the Iffues 
made by his Shoulder-blades ran plentifully, the Difeafed began to 
be better as to his Memory and Palfy, and thenceforward recovers 
ing by degrees from both thefe Affects, and withal from his Fever, 
and daily growing better; within fix Months he was reftored to 
his perfect. Health, and at this time is very well. 

Being tired of late with the almoft daily Complaints of a certain: 
importunate Perfon, troubled with the Vertigo, after a great many 
Remedies us’d to no purpofe, I prefcribed at length, that fora | 
Months fpace he fhould take every Day twice about a Spoonful of © # 
the following Powder, drinking after it a Draught of 4 Decoétion 
of Sage or Rofemary, impregnated with the Tin&ure of € offets ee 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony two Ounces, Flowers of the — 
fame bruifed and dryed in the Sun one Ounce 3 the white Dung of a - Vii 
Peacock balf 4 Pounddouble refin'd Sugar two Ounces,make a Powder. 

It is {carce credible how great a Relief he found by this Remedy, 
Coming to fee me again a Month afterwards he feem’d to be a 
new, and another Man3; being freed from his Vertigo, he did not 
only walk about with confidence, but was able to take care of his 
Houfhould Affairs, and to manage other difficult Concerns, of 
Which before he was wholly incapable. ; 


CHA. Pie Neate 
Lnltructions and Prefcripts for curing the A poplexy. 


m E, Seat of the Apoplexy feems to be within the fame inward 
#. portionof the Brain, viz. The Corpus Callofium, as that of the 
Vertigo; to wit, inasmuch asin both Affects the Imagination, and 
common Senfe, though in a far differing degree, are affected, v7. 
in the latter the irradiation of the Spirits, is wont to be obfcur’d in 
tome places, and to be interrupted with little Clouds, as it i 
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{catered here and there, but in the former, the fame is forthwith 
wholly. darkned, and undergoes a total Eclipfe. 

The Apoplexy, according to the import of the Word, denotes z 
ftriking, and by reafon of the ftupendious Nature of the Affect, as 
though it containd fomewhat Divine.it is called. Sideration: For 
thofe that-are feized with it,as though they were Planet-ftruck, or 
finitten by an invifible Deity, fall on the Ground ona fudden, and 
being depriv’d of a Senfe and Motion, and the whole animal Functi- 
on (unlets that they breath) ceafing,they lye dead,as it were,for fome 
time, and fometimes dye out-right: And if they revive again, they 
are oftentimes affected with a general Palfy, or an Hemiplegia. 

Though it may feem a Paradox.it is not difagreeing with Reafon, 
toiay,that the Apoplexy is two-fold, and that one of them belongs 
to the Cerebellum, and that the other has its Seat in the midft of 
the Brain: The former happens by reafon of the animal Spirits de- 
fign’d for the vital Function, being fupprefs’d in their very fource, 
viz. within the Cerebellum, the Motion of the Heart being often 
thereby letted or fupprefs’d, as we have intimated before, that this 
happens in fome fort in the Incubus: And doubtlefs to this Caufe 
ouglit to be attributed what I have obferved in fome, that after a 
great Heavinefs in the Occzput, a Swooning, with a fudden privation 
of all thé animal Function,enfues: In which the Difeafed lye with= 
out Motion or Senfe,with a Pulfe and Refpiration greatly diminith’d, 
and {carce perceivable,and being all over cold for many Hours,nay, 
often a Day or two,tnore refembling Perfons dead, than living: We 
have known fometimes Perfons fo affected, who have grown cold 
and ftiff, their Pulfe and Refpiration feeming wholly to be ceafed, 
and who have been really taken for dead, and put in their Coffins, 
yet after two or three Days to have come to life again. 

To enquire into the caufes of the other,and the ways of its coming 
to pafs, we muft firft diftinguifh concerning the various Invafion of 
this Difeafe; to wit,how fometimes being raifed from a fudden.folemn 
and invincible canfe,without any previousDifpofition or Procatarxis it 
is for the moft part mortal; againft this no procatarCctick or preferva- 
tory Method can be orderedsand the Method of curing it,which is or- 
dinarily entred upon,for the moft part becomes inefficacious: Or fe- 
condly,an Apoplectick Fit,having an antecedent Caufe,or a previous Pre- 
catarx# is brought into act through various Occafions or evident 
Caufes. 

As to the feizure of the former kind, 7z. being fudden and un- 
awares,its conjunct, and immediate Caufe is either a great Solution 
of Continuity hapning fomewhere within, or near the middle of the 
Brain 5 through which its Pores and Paffages being obftructed, or 
comprett, allemanation of the Spirits is fupprefs’d, or it isa great 
and fudiden putting to flight, or extinction of the Spirits refiding in 
the Brain. 

The 
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The things which are wont to caufe a great Solution of Conti 
nuity within the Brain, are, Blood extravafated, an AbicefS fuppa- 
rated and broken,and an Inundation of a ferous Humor 5 and though 
this latter feldom or never happens of it felf, yet fometimes, by reas 
fon of {trong evident Caufes, fuch-a glut of ferous Filth rufhes Into

the Brain, that prefently filling and ftuffing all its medullary Pores) 
it renders the Perfon fpeechlefs, which I have known to have haps 


ned to fome upon fleeping prefently after having drank too largely 
of /mall Wine and Spaw Waters; Y have obierved the like Affeck 
upon a total and long continued fuppreffion of Urine. And in malige 
nant Fevers the {erous Recrements,by acrstical Metaftags,being con= 
veyed to the Brain, have often caufed alofs of Speech with Death. 
Of the evident Caufes, by which an extemporary Apoplexy is wont 


to be procured, the other kind confifts in a fudden profligation, © 


or extinction of the Spirits: Which frong Narcoticks, and an ims 
moderate drinking of bot PVaters often effect. 

Thus much concerning the Caufes of the accidental and extempo- 
rary Apoplexy, which brings a Fit of it on all Perfons indifferently, 
though not predifpos’d 5 and of which there can be no Prophylaxm 
ordered, andit is feldom that a Cure fucceeds. But we obferve be. 
fides, that this Difeafe fometimes is habitual, wiz. That there re=

_ The Therapeutick method either is curatory, for removing the 
Fit, after it has feized, or prefervatory for preventing it from re- 
turning : The former regards every Apoplexy, the other only that 
which ts habitual. | 

A fit of the Difeafe hapning(if it does not proceed from an outward 
or violent hurt of the Head ) thoit be unknown whether it be raifed 
by an invifible caufe (fuch as are an extravafating of the Blood in the 
Brain, or an Abfcefs broken, or not: However,we ought diligently to 
endeavour its cure. And becaufe the Blood being too turgid, is wont 
to induce the morbifick caufe,or at leaftwife to increafe it,and when 
it fubfides and becomes more calm,is wont fometimes to remove the 
fame: Therefore in the firft place, we ought to deliberate concern- 
ing the moderating of its courfe. And here a queftion arifes con- 
} cerning the fite of the difeas’d,viz. Whether he ought not pr&ently 
| tobe put to Bed, orratherto be kept out of it: for fome time 2 Some 
religioufly obferve the latter, nor is it without réafon,becaufe in Bed 
there is a greater prepenfion to fleep, and the Blood boyling more, 
and burning more freely, by realonof the ambient heat of the Bed, 
fends more of the recrementitious matter into the Head eae 
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the contrary, when the difeafed being thinly cloathed, is plae‘d ing 
Chair, the Blood Hows more flowly, and the fubfiding Veffels feem 


more fit rather for drinking up Humors fent from the Brain, than 


for fending them thither.Wherefore,if the Patient be ftrong enough, - 
it may haply be better for him to ftay out of Bed for fix or eight © 


hours, till the Fluxion of the morbifick matter be paft, and the 


courfe of the Blood: be made more calm by Blooding ; and other © 


Remedies carefully adminiftred. But let thofe that are weak; and 
of a tender Conftitution, be put prefently to Bed as foon as they are 
feiz'd. Let the fite of the difeafed, whether he be in Bed, or out 


of it, not be on his Back, but the Head fomewhat raifed, and lean- 7 


ing fometimes to one fide, fometimes to: the other. 

Blooding, being neceffary almoftin all Apoplectical Perfons,may 
not be delayed: But a fmart Clyfter being injected, let Blood be 
taken in a plentiful quantity. In the Clyfter let there be diffolved Spe- 
cses Heere Diacolycinth: Anda thick infufion of Crocus Metallorum: 
Let a large Veficatory be applyed to the Neck, and others to the 
Legs, aud drawing Cataplafmes to the Feet: Let the Temples and 
Noitrils be anointed with appropriate Oyls and Balfoms, and let 
painful Frictions be ufed to the Limbs, nay the whole Body : Mean- 
while let thofe things be now and then given, which raife up the 
animal Spirits, and free them from their Fetters,vs%. Spirit of Harts- 
horn, Soot, and the like, with a Cephalick Julep.” 


Afterward, the difeafed being put to Bed ( if he feems eafie and 


able enough to bear a Vomit)let a vomitory of Salt of Vitrol, Oxymel 
of Squslls,or an infufion of Crocs Metalorum be given: And now and 
then a Quill being thruft into his Throat, let a Vomiting be raifed 
four or five times, Poflet-drink by intervals being poured into him. 

The Vomiting being over, let comforting things, as Quercitans 
Elixir of Life, Spirit of Lavender, or of Treacle campbeorated, TinGure 
of Peony, or of Amber, or Coral, be given in a-fit Dofe, with Apo-= 
plectick and other appropriate Waters 5 and, as occafion requires, 
let them be repeated. 

On the fecond day, the fame Remedies being {till continued, let dry 
Cupping-glafles, or with afcarification, alfo be applyed about the 
Shoulder-blades, or in the Neck : Or, if more Blood ought to be 
drawn, let the jugular Vein be opened ; let the Clyfter be repeated $ 


Let Spirit of Sal Armonsach, or a fteam of Galbanum boyled im floarp 4 


Vinegar be beld to the Noftrils: Moreover, let Errbins, and Apophleg- 
matifms be wed: Afterward in the evening let a Purge of Pilule Rudis, 
or the Electuary of Rofes folutive diffolv’d in fome Liquor be given. 
Thefe things doing no good, though there be finall or no hopejlet 
either a burning hot Iron, or a large Veficatory be applyed to the 
Crown of the Head fhaved ; let the remaining part of it, and chiefly 
the Forehead, and Sinciput be fomented with Bezoardick Vinegar : 
Let 
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Let Leeches be apply d to the Temples, or behind the Ears; Let Spi- 
rit of Harts-horn,or of Soot be given him in a large Dofe, and often 5 
we muft infift on thefe and other ways of adminiftrations, till death 
feems to be at hand, which (as Celfius has it ) thofe kind of Remedies 
often only delay, and in the mean while prove troublefome to life. 

_ The Prophylactick Method regards both_thofe, who have been 
formerly fet’ upon with one or more Inv afions, and thofe who 
feem prone to them, as being born from Apoplectick Parents, or 
being obnoxious to the Vertigo, Incubus, or frequent Faintings, and 
fuch as have the Neck fhort and thick grown. 

Spring and Fall, let Purging and Blooding ( where it is proper ) 
be ufedsas to the former, let thofe that are eafie to Vomit, take firft 
a Vomitory of the Infufion of Crocus Metallorum, with Sale of Vitrsol, 
or of Sulpbur of Antimony, and then after three or four days, let a Dofe 
of Pilule Rudsi,or Amber be given 5 and afterward, by due intervals, 
let it be repeated three or four times: Let two large [flues be raifed 
near the Shoulder-blades, or if thofe Places do not pleafe fome, let 
them have one in the Arm, and another in the oppofite Leg. 

On other days free from Purging, let altering and Cephalick Mes 
dicines be taken twice a day. 

Take Conferve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley (or of male Peo= 
ny) fix Ounces,Powder of the Roots of male Peony half an Ounce, Man's 
Scull prepar’d three Drams, S ceeds and Flowers of male Peonypormdred, 
of each two Drams, red Coral prepar'd, Pearl and white Amber of each 
4 Dram, Salt of Coral four Scruples, Syrup of the Flowers of male Peony 
what fuffices, make an Blectuary: The Dofe #5 two Drams morning and 
evening, drinking after 1t of the following PVater,tiwo or three Ounces, 

Take Roots of male Peony, Angelica,Mafter-wort of each half a Pound, 
Roors of Redoary, the leffer Galingal,of each an Ounce, leaves of Mililes 
toe of Apple-trees, Rue, Sage, Betony, of each four Handfuls, the outward 
coats of ten Oranges and eight Limons, Cardamums, Cloves, Nurmegsy 
of each half an Ounce ; all being flic’'d and brusfed, pour to them of 
Woite-wine (in which two Pounds of Peacocks dung hath been infus 
fed for aday) ten Pounds: Let there bs a clofe infufion for three days, 
then diftil it according to Art, let the whole Liquor be mixt. 

Take (pecses aibre two Drams, Powder of the Roots of male Pe- 
ony, choice Zedoary of each a Dram and abalf, Pearl a Dram, Oyl of 
pure Amber half a Dram, double refined Sugar diffolved in Peony-waz 
ter, and boyledto aConfiftency for Tablets, fax Ounces, make Tablets ac- 
cording to Art, weighing half 4 Dramy let the Patient eat one or two 
often in a day at pleafure. | 

Within fifteen or twenty days,the Remedies,that they may be lefs 
loathfome and more advantageous, ought to be changed ; theretore 
snftead of the Electuary,give for a fortnight or three weeks fometimes

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony,Man’s Scull prepared of each 
half an Ounce, Species Diambre two Drams, make a Powder, to every 
Paper of which,add Cocao-nut-hernels a Pound, § ugar what fuffices,make 
a Confection; let half an Ounce,or fax Drams of this be taken every morn= 
ing in a draught ef a Decoétion of Sage, of Peony-flowers, or the like. 


Take Powiler of the Roots of male Peony,Man’s Scull prepared of each 


an Ounce and a half, Roots of choice Acaoary, baftard Dittany, Angelica, 
Contrayerva of each two Dramnis, make a fubtle Powder of all of them, 
add the yellow Coats of Oranges and Limons preferv'd of each two Oun- 
ces, let them be brus/ed together to a Powder. let about balf a 
4 Dram be taken an hour before and after meals 

For ordinary Drink, let aVefJel of four Gallons be filled with midling 
Ale, in which boy/ the Leaves of whtte Jweet-[melling Hore-bound 
dried fix Havdfii/ls. Anacardiums, C ardamums, of each an Ounce and 
a half, being flic’d and brusfed, make a Bag. 

But efpecially, let an exa@ form of Dyet be oblerv'd : Let.a tem- 
perate, dry, and well ventilated Air be Chofen ; let food only of an 
éafie concoction, and light, be eatens let the Supper be fpare, or 
none at all; let fleeping at noon, di inkings, and other ill accufto- 
Mances about nonnatural things be fhunned. ¢ 

I might here inftance feveral diories of Apoplectical 
of fome, who, though leiz d once or twice. are {til] Rving ; and of o« 
thers-kill’d by the firft, or fecond, or afterward at the third Invafion. 
The Right Reverend Father in Chrift, Grlbere Lord Arch-bi flop of 
Canterbury, lives ftill, who efcap’d above fix years fince from a fe 
vere Apoplectick fit, (God,to whom ever be praile, giving fuccels to 
Phyfical endeavours,’) and from that time. though he has now and 
then undergone light touches of the Difeate. yet he has never been fo 
proftrated by it as to become ipeechlefs, or infenfible : Butit’s to no 
purpofe to dwell long in fetting forth this and other examples, in re- 
gard they contain nothing very rare, whence the tsology of the 
Difeate may be illuftrated.”. Ihave dif ected fome dead Bodies, but 
they were in a manner. Only of {uch Perfons as were {eiz d Apoplecti- 
cal, after the Head being greatly hurt, as by a ftroke.or a fall; in all 
Which the Blood extravafated, or an Abicets was the caufe of 
Death: As to the opening of PRerfons dead of an habitual Apoplexy, 
We are molt commonly hindred by Priends, who expecting 
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Aheir revival, both delay the Interrment, and wholly forbid Ana- 


tomy. But J fhall give you here one notable Anatomical Obfere 
vation made about five Years fince at Oxford. 

An ancient Divine, an honeft and pious Man, of a grofs Body, 
and having a fhort and full grown Neck, being long ill-difpos’d 
in his Health, and leading a fedentary Life, had contracted a ve- 
ry Scorbutick Caccchymia 3 being aftccted witha difficult and pur- 
fy Breathing, and with an unwonted Heavinefs and Droufinefs of 
his Head, he was fcarce able to perform any thing of Labour or 
Exercife, but to go and come daily from his Chamber to the 
Chappel, and Refectory: Ona certain Morning, entring the Chap- 
pel, a little before Prayers, as he fet himfelf on his Knees, being 
ftruck on a fudden, and prefently becoming Speechlefs and infen- 
fible, he fell on the Ground; but being forthwith rais’d up, and 
his Cloaths taken off, he was put into a warm Bed: My {elf and 
other Phyficians being call’'d, and coming as quick as might be, 
we found him not only without Senfe, Pulfe and Refpiration, but 
cold and abfolutely {tiff throughout his whole Body ; Nor could 
he be brought to Life, or toa Heat by any Remedies, or Ways of 
adminiftration, though applied with all diligence for fome time ¢ 
Whence we imagin’d, that from his firft being ftruck, the 
beat of the Heart was wholly ftop’d, and its Flame being extinct, 
that prefently all motion of the Blood was fuppreffed. 

The next Day after we opened the Body, it appearing to’ be 
quite dead and {tiff; nothing doubting but very clear Footfteps 
of an Affect fo fuddenly mortal, left within the Brain, would 
fhew themfelves to the Eye; but neither there,or in any other part, 
was there remaining fo much as any fhadow of the Dileafe, though 
very violent: The Veficls irrigating the Meninges,were indifferent= 
ly fill'd with Blood, but without any inflammation or extra 
valation: The Brain, Cerebellum, and Medulla oblongata, with all 


their Proceffes and Prominences, appear’d every where firm and 


well-coloured throughout, both within and without: Neither Was 
there Serum, nor extravafated Blood heapt together any where 
within their Pores and Paflages, nor alfo within the greater Ven- 
tricles: Nay, and the Plexus choroezdes plac’d both within the Ca. 
vity of the Brain, and behind the Cerebellum, feem’d free from al} - 
fault ; fo that the morbifick Matter being as fine and fubtle as the 
Spirits which it affected, remained wholly inconfpicuous, and we 
could only argue its prefence there from the effect. 

Neverthelefs, left it fhould lye hid elfewhere without the Head, 
after having accurately infpeCted all the Contents of the Brain, we 
came to the Thorax, where the Lungs being difcoloured, and 
{tuft throughout with a frothy Ichor, fhew’d manifeltly enough 
the caufe af the difficult and purfy Breathing 4 but the Heart be- 
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ing found and firm enough, wasewholly free from any Obftru- 


tions, or polipous Concretions. Moreover, neither near it, nor 
“1 other adjacent Vs/cera was any Abfcefs or Impoftume found, by 
whofe contract or ill favour the Heart could fo be opprefs‘d,or the 
vital Spirit (in cafe this be poffible) on a fudden be {uffocated. 
Wherefore in this cafe we could imagine nothing elfe, but that 
the animal Spirits refiding within the middle of the Brain, were 
on a fudden put to flight, and extinguifh’d, as it were, by certain 
malignant, or nareotick, 
the motion of the Heart, as of the firft mover in a machine, fail- 
ing on a fudden, prefently all the other Functions, thereimpulfes 


being taken away, wholly ceas‘d. 


CHAP. VIIL 


Inftructions and Prefcripts for curing the Palfy, 


oaks middle of the Brain, or the Corpus calofum, where we 
have aflign’d the Seats of the Vertigo and Apoplexy, feems 
alfo to be the place primarily affected in the Epzlep/y 5 but of 
this, as alfo of convulfive Difeafes we have treated ellewhere : Where 
fore let us defcend to other lower Regions of the Brain, and its 
Appendix, and next let us defcribe the Affects that belong to the 
Corpora ftraita, Medulla oblongata, and alfo to the Nerves and ner- 
vous Fibres. 

Thefe Parts execute all the Functions that regard Motion and 
Senfe, wherefore the failings or enormities of thefe muft be Affects 
of thofe Bodies, or of the Spirits refiding in them: Now Senfe 
and Motion are injur’d chiefly two ways; for both are wont to be 
perverted, or ftopped ; when Motion‘is perverted, Cramps and 
Convulfions; when Senfe, Pains arife; when either Function or 
both of them together are letted or abolifht, the Affect thence 
rais’d, is call’d the Pal/y; of which we mutt treat at prefent. 
~ The Palfy is defcribed after this manner, viz. That ¢ # 4 Refo- 
lution, or Relaxation of the nervous Parts from their due Tentions 
by reafon of which Motion and Senfe, to wit, either one of them alone, 
or both of them together cannot be exercifed in the whole Body, or in 
certain parts of it after a due manner. 
~The nervous Parts are refolved, becaufe the animal Spirits do 
not fufficiently irradiate, raife, and actuate them with vigour: The 
Caufe of which defect is, either an obftruction of the Dutiw's, 
whereby their paffage or conveyance is hindred: Or an impoteacy 
of the animal Spirits, inafmuch as being affected with a ftupefa- 
tion, or being but few, they do not difplay themfelves vigoroufly 
enough: By reafon of thefe Various ways of affecting, divers kinds 
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or otherwife infefting Particles; fo that © 
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of the Palfy arife: For firft, as to motion by it felf, this {ponta~ 
neous faculty ( which chiefly, and in a Manner only, is obnoxious 
to the Palfy ) lometimes in the whole Body, or in certain parts 
is wholly abolifh'd ; but fometimes it being only letted, is dimic. 
nifh’d or deprav'd. Secondly, in like manner, we obferve as to 
Senfe by it felf, that either one Senfe, or many together, fomes 
times wholly are taken away, and that fometimes they are very 
much diminifhed or vitiated. Thirdly, fometimes it happens that 
both powers are injur’d together ; we thall {peak of each of thefe 
in order; and, in the firft place, of the Palf/y, in which {pontane= 
ous Motion is abolifh’d; which we conclude to happen chiefly for 
two Caufes, to wit, by reafon of the Du&iw’s being obftructed, or 
of the animal Spirits being ftruck with a Stupefaction, or, as it 
were, with a certain malignant Blaft. 

As to the former, the Interception of the Spirits from the Parts 
refolved by reafon of the Pores being obftructed,it being always a= 
Bove the Parts, is wont to happen in various places, and for divers 
Cautes 5 but efpecially in the primum Senforium, viz.in the Corpora 
Striata, or fomewhere about the Caudices Medullares ; or laftly, in 
the Nerves themfelves; and fo lightly it happens either in their Opis 
Zines, or in the middle of their Procefles, or in their extream Parts; 
viz. the nervous Fibres. When the Injury happens to the Corporg 
Striata, or Medulla oblongata, or Spinal#, it either obfiruGs the 
whole running of the Marrow of the Back-bone, whence a unsver fal 
Palfy arifes beneath the place affected; or one half of it, whence 
a Flemiplegta: Or it affects the heads of fome certain Nerves, ei« 
ther in one fide, or in both together, whence refolutions are 
Cais‘ in this or that Member feparately from the others. 

There are many ways, by which the Paffages of the animal Spi- 
rits in the forefaid Bodies are obftructed ; viz. either firft, their 
Duéiw’s are filled with an extraneous Matter fore’d into them; or 
fecondly, they are comprefs’d by extravafated Blood, a glut of {e« 
rous Filth, or fome Tumor lying on them; or thirdly, there is a 
Solution of their Continuity, asby a Wound, Stroak,Concuffion 3 
alfo an excefs of Heat or Cold. 

As often as a univerfal Palfy, or Hemiplegia (as is ufual ) enfues 
upon a Lethargy, Carus, or -Apoplexy, it is obvious to conceive, 
that fuch a Change of the Difeate happens by reafon of the remo- 
val of the Matter 5 vz. inafmuch as this paffing at length from the 
Pores and Paffages of the Corpus Callofum (which if firft poffets’d, 
and’ falling a little lower, ) enters into the medullary Tracts of 
one Corpus Strsatum, or haply of both. 

If it be askt why Sen/e is not always hindred as well as Motion 


_ in the Palfy, fince both are performed by the fame Nerves and Fi- 


bres, and as it feems, within the fame medullary Tracts, fo that 
one 
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one faculty is only the inverfion of the other 5 it feems hete to be 
faid, that, as Light paffes through Glafs, where the Wind is exe 
cluded, fo alfo Senfe continuing entire, Motion often is abolifhts 
Moreover, Senfe is only a Paffion, and fenfible impreflion, which is 
propagated by the continuity of the nervous Procefs, from the Or- 
gan to the Senforium commune, without any effort or force of the 
Spirits, which may be done,though the Sen/orsum commune be fome= 
where obftructed, and the Spirits refiding in it, are grown dull? 
But Motion is a difficult and laborious ACtion, to which it isre- 
quired, that the Spirits difplay themfelves vigoroufly, and make, 
as it were, explofive Efforts, not only in the moving Organs, but 
efpecially about the parts where the principle Motion and its firft 
Impeeus is, alfo in the whole Paffage through the nervous Parts. 
Wherefore, whereas a few Spirits, and thofe difabled, fuffice for 
Senfe, many are required for Motion, and thofe free and prompt 
as to thofe Expantfions. 

Thave obferv’d in many,that when they were firft affected with an 
Indifpofition of the Brainsa Dulnefs of the Mind,and a Forgetfulnefs5 
and afterward with a Stupidity and Dotifhnefs,they fell afterward(as 
| was wont to perdict) into a Pally; vz. the morbifick Matter being 
fallen by degrees, and, at length heap'd together to an opilative 
plentitude fomewhere within the Caudex Medullarn, where the me- 
dullary Tracts are more ftraitned than in the Corpus Strzatum. — 

What before we faid.in the Apoplexy, we affirm new in the Pal= 
fy, that the mordid Particles are not only opilative, but fometimes 
narcotick, and extinguifh the Spirits; thus the fteams of Antzmo- 
ayy Mercury, and Auripigment, caule Weaknefles, Tremblings, and 
often refolutions of the Members to tome ufing amongft Furnaces of 
Metals. In like manner we may imagine,that in certain fcorbutical 
and very cachochymical Perfons,heterogeneous Particles,and feemt= 
ingly of a vitriolick Nature,enter the Duciiu’s of the Nerves; and 
fubvert certain Files of the Spirits,or {upprefs their Motion; heace 
ftupors or refolutions fuddenly arife in the Members or Mufcles, 
fometimes in thefe, and fometimes in thofe, they often removing 
from place to place, and fometimes.a fixt Palfy is fettled: And in 
every Palfy caufed by obftruction, the morbifick Matter is not a 
grofs and vifcous Phlegm, (as Galen and many Phyficians affirm ) 
for {uch does not pervade the Brain, much lefs the Du&us’s of the 
Nerves; but feems to confift of fubtle and very active Particles, 
though injurous to the animal Oeconomy, for the Pzlfe happens 
to Men, as a Blight or,Ruft does to,Plants; for fome Winds ene 
dued with V apours more than Cold, Vie, of a vitious or vitrio- 
lick Spirit, when they blow upon young tender Plants, prefents 
ly caufe them to wither, ez. inalfmuch as the tender Stamina 
interwoven everywhere like Nerves in the Leayes and Branches 

are 
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are fo throughly conftring’d by the blaft of the Malignant Air, that 
they,n@ longer admit the Juice fent trom the runk and Root, 
through defect of which they withers After the like Manner extras 
neous, and as it were, vitriolick Particles admitted within the Or : 
Gans of Sente and Motion, in as much as at the fame time they ftop 
the Pores,: and dejeCt the animal Spirits, orsreftrain them from Mo- 
tion, bring as it were a blaft on the re{pective Part: 5 

As to the evident caufes of an habitual Pally, viz. 

occafions thofe that are difpofed to this Difeafe 
_or being already feiz’d with it, are more leverely troubled with it : f 
fay, all fuch things make for this, which add to the vitiating of the 
Blood, alfo which fill the Brain, and its nervous Appendix, or raife 
fuffufions of .a morbifick Matter init ; thofe things likewife which 
affect the Spirits with a Stupefaction. or diminith thei: Stores:In the 
number of thefe firft, occur diforders in the fix non-natural thi 
an ill form of Dict, a drinkin 2 of ftrong Wines. or hot Waters, too 
much or unfeafonable fleep, idleneis, anda fedenary Life, Iimmode= 
rate Venery, too great loffzs of Blood; a moift and marthy Aj r, Hou- 
les freth plaiftred,metallick Fume and Vapours frequent ufe of Nare 
coticks, or Tobacco, and excels of Cold, Heat, or Moifture. vehe= 
ment and long continued Patlions of Sadneis 3 
Other things, which I fhall not here 
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affect by reafon of an extream of 
valetudinary old age, alfo through immoderate loffes of Blood or 
seed; and likewife by reafon of being very {corbutical or cacochymi- 
CalzAnd many recovering with difficulty and flowly froma chronick 
diftemper, are troubl’d witha languifhing of the Limbs, and a great 
refolution of the Members from their due vi gour and ftrength;fo that 
tho their Stomack holds good, and their Pulfe and Urine be well difz 
pofed ; yet being enervated,as it were, and without ftrength, they 
{carce dare to fet upon any local Motion > and if they begin it, they 
cannot hold it long:nay fome,without any confiderable ficknelskeep 
their Beds for along time, as Perfons ready to die; whilflt they lie 
undifturbed, they difcourfe with their Friends, and are chearfi l, but 
they neither will,nor dare be raifed up,or walk about ; nay, they ab- 
hor all Motion,as fome dreadful thing.Doubtlefs in thefe,tho the ani- 
mal Spirits in fome fort actuate and irradiate the whole genus Ner@ 
E11 Vofum 5 
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vofum; yet their Stores are fo flender and loofly fet together, that 
when many Spirits ought to be gathered together fomewhere in it 
for Motion, there is great danger, left prefently in the Neighbour- 
hood their Continuity be broken off, and confequently the tenfion in 
the Nervous Parts be refolv’d. Wherefore, inregard the Spirits res 
fiding in the Brain are con{cious of the weaknets of the others placed 
in the Members;they refufe to impofe local Motion on their Compas 
nions, as being a task too difficult for them 5 for which caufe the af 
fected are fcarce led by any perfwafion to try whether they are able 
to g0 or not : But thofe who being troubled with a {carcity of Spi- 
rits, will force them as much as they may to local Motions, are able | 
at their firft rifing in a morning to walk, move their Arms this way 
afd that, or tolift up a weight with ftrength; but before noon the 
ftore of the Spirits which influenc’d the Mufeles being almoft {pent, 
ev are {carce able to move Hand or Foot. ‘I have now‘'a prudent 
and honeft W 
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gans, whofe Nerves are only relating to Senfe,as of the Sight, Hearing, 
Taft, and Smell, and the Reafon is plain enough. But that in the | 
utermott habit of the Body, or the Members 3; fometimes the touch 
perifhes, the locomotive Power being without hurt 5 as it is every 
where feen in Perfons affected with the Leprofy, Elepbantsafis, and 
in {ome troubled with the Manza, who are wont to go naked, and to 
lie on the Ground, and who are become fo infenfible in the Skin and @ 
the Fieth of the Mufcles, that they do not feel the cuts of a Penknife; i 
or Needles any where thruft into them. This I fay, is very diffi=% 
cult to be éxplained ; But concerning this it muft be faid, that the 
fame Nerves haply convey forward and backward the inftinets of Mo-" 
tions,and the Impreffions of fenfible things; but that the fame Fibres 9 
which are locomotive are not alway, or chiefly fenfible = We have 
{hewn elfewhere,that the Mu{cular and Tendinous Fibres execute the 
former Power, but the fenfible Species is received, in a manner,only 
by the Membraneous Fibres 5 wherefore the outward Skin is the pri= 
mary Organ of the touchsafter this the Membranes that cover the Mut: 
clés,and laftly, thofe that compofe the Vifcera are in the fame fortaf= 
fected by the tangible Object, wherefore the hurt or lofs of the touch 
happens by reafon of an Injury offer’d the outward Membranes 5022. 
when the Fibres of thete are obftructed with aVitriolick Matter,or are 
very much conitipated by an excefs of Cold,fo that the animal ota 
which 
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which ought to receive their Impreflions,are excluded from their Ore 
gans,and that thefe Inhabitants of the outward Membersare only af- 
fected, it thence appears, becaufe the Members depriv’d of Senfe do 
not wither,as thofe,depriv’d of Motion, but continue full and flefhy ; 
Which is .a,fign that the animal Spirits fill entring the Nerves and 
caineous Fibres,give their vertue to the Function of Nutrition: But 
when Motion being abolith’d, the Spirits are in a manner wholly ba- 
nifh’d from thofe parts; the Fleth withers away,becaufe the nutritive 
Matter,though brought to them by. the Arteries, is not affimilated. 

As to the Prognoitick of the Pa//y. 1. Any Pa//y that happens, the 
Knowing and vital faculties being unhurt, ought not to be judged 
an acute Difeafe ; but being free from fudden danger, admits ofa 
cure. at long run, or-at leaftwife of an endeavour for it. 

2. This Difeafe hapning through an evident caufe alone, as by a 
{troke, a fall from a high Place, a Wound,€9c. or coming upon an 
Apoplexy, Carus, Convulfion, Colick,, or other affects of the Brain, or 
Syftema Nervofim 3; ifit be not altered for the better, or yields to 
Medicines in a fhort time, for the moft part proves incurable. 

3. If upon the-origne of the Medulla oblongata being wholly obs 
ftructed, or through the Spine’s being vehemently hurt, a total re- 
folution follows and takes away Senfe and Motion ; the affcct is 
cured with difficulty, or fcarce at.all. 

4. A Pal/y hapning to Men that are Aged, Cacochymical, great- 
ly Scorbutical, or Intemperate, though the affect be not great, is 
cur’d with difficulty, 

As the Types of the Pal/y are many fold, and its caufes divers, fo 
its cure ought to be undertaken not always. after one manner, but by 
a Various method ; v. appropriate to each fpecies of that Difeafe ¢ 
For the moft part there will be thefe three kinds of it, or rather 
there will be three ways of healing, whereof fometimes this, fomes 
times that, or the other, ought to be entred upon in order to the 
cure of this Difeafe, to wit, according as the refolution (of what 
kind foever, and im what place foever it be ) is either firft caufed on 
a fudden by an outward accident, viz. a ftroke, a fall from a high 
Place, a wound, an éxcefs of cold, or the like 3 or fecondly, fuce 
ceeds fome other affect, viz. The Apoplexy, Carus, Colick, or along 
continued Fever; or thirdly, being a Difeafe primarly, and of it felf, 
depending of a. Procararxn,or previous Apparatus,is railed by degrees $ 
We fhall tpeak of each of thofe particularly. 

1. When therefore a Pal/y is caufed by reafon of fome accident, 
with a violent hurt, there will not be many Intentions ofcuring, but 

only that the part injured may recover its ancient conformationsand 
firft, left the Blood and other Humors flowing to it, as‘being affect- 
ed and weak, and there ftaying, increafe the Evil; let Phiebotomy, 
which moft commonly. is requifite in this cafe, be prefently put in 
L112 practice 3 
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practice; afterward’a thin diet, if the cafe requires it, of a diet of 


eafie concoction being ordered, we mutt infift chiefly on tHoderate 
Hydroticks ; to wit, that whilft the difeafed, put to Bed, t'kept in 
a gentle Sweat, all forts of Superfluities withdrawn from the part in- 
jured may plentifully exhale, and that the Spirits being gently agi= 
tated within the Pores and Paffages of it, fo opened by the warm 
effluvsa, may recover their former Paths and Traé@s, 

” For this end, let the Powder for a fall,de(crib'd in the Pharmacopeca 
_ Auguftana, be gsven to the quantity of about a Dram sn a draught of 
White-wine, or of Poffet-drink made with it, (it being ufual among ft 
us togive to the like quantity of Irifh-flat,) and let st be repeated every 
fix or eight hours: Moreover, lee a Traumatick Decottson, tf it may rea~ 
dily be had, esther of the Roots of Madder, or Butter-burr, or of the 
Blowers of St. John’s wort in Poffet-drink be frequently given. 

Moreover , let the place affected in the mean time be diligent! 
fearch’d-after, which will eafily be known, partly from the hurt in- 
Acted on it, and partly from the member refolv’d. Ifany thing be 
diflocated in it, we muft endeavour that it be prefently put in its 
place: If a tumour. contufion, or mound be made, let relief be given 
them by balfams, liniments, fomentations, or cataplafms: But if no- 
thing preternatural appears outwardly, let as much as fuffices of the 
Oxycroceum and Red Lead Plas/ters; mix’d together in an equal quan- 
tity, be applied to the part hurt, and let the Difeafed be kept at reft, 
and in a moderate warmith for three or four days: If the refolution 
gontinues obitmate, and an afflux of new Matter be not feared, let 
more refolving and difcuffing Remiedies be applied about the places 
afteCted 5 wherefore let fomenzations, and hot &iniments ; nay, and 
natural hot Baths, if it be convenient, or at lea{twife artifical ones 
be ufed : Sometimes, it is good to put the members affected in warm 
Horfe-dung, or Grains, and to keep them there for fome time : And 
now and then to interlace Clyfters and gentle Purges, with the ule 
of thefe things. But if no’relief follows thefé Adminiftrations, this 
affect ought afterward to be handled with the like Method, and 
the fame Remedies with which an habitual Palfy, or any other 
that is confirmed, or. follows upon other Difeafes is dealt with: 
Which way of cure we fhall give you beneath, in regard it is com- 
mon to every Pally deeply rooted. 

2. When a Pal/y, hapning upon a Fever, Apoplexy, Carus, or other 
Cephalick or Convulfive aftets is great, and comes ona fudden 3 we 
muft chiefly ufe a Phyfical means for the removal of its Conjundt 
saufe, which has its feat ina manner always in the Media oblongata, 
or Sprmals: Wherefore, in the beginning of the Difeafe, let Bloodin 
and Purging (ifnothing indicates the contrary ) C lyfters, Veficatories, 
Cuppsng-glafjes, Sneexers,Liniments, and other Adminiftrations ufual 
in Cephalick Dileafes, wiz. fuch’ as fome Way drive out, or with-

Of the former there are two chief cafes, in both of which the The- 
rapeutick method,regarding on ly the Procatardtickcaufesisordered af. 
terthe like manner: to wit, ‘whether any Perfon be in danger of 
being feiz’d with the Palfy, or recovering from it, be in hazard of 
a relapfe, we muft infift in a manner on the fame Medicines. 

Therefore the Bitenrsons o Curing mutt be, firft, that the functi- 
Ons Of Chylification and Sangurfication being duly perform'd, a Jau- 
dable matter for the peneration of Animal Spirits be fent to the 
Brainin a fufficient plenty = and then, fecondly, that the Brain be- 
ing ftill firm and of a ‘due conformation, admits into it, and du- 
ly exalts into Animal Spirits all Particles, xcluding fuch as are he- 
terogeneous ; for thefe ends we have thought good to propole the 
following method, which ought to be varied according to the 
various cOnftitutions-of the Difeafed: 

Spring and Fall,let {olemn courfes of Ph yfick be entred upon,nay, 
and the whole year befides, let fome Remedies be conitantly ufed = 
Bleeding is not generally proper for all Perfons: and if we forbid 
this, it is not for the fame reafon with the Ancients, {uppofing the 
Palfy tobe a cold Difeafe; but becaufe the Animal Spirits are both 
engendred from the Blood, and become elattick within the moving 
Fibres, by reafon of 3 fanguineous combination 5 therefore if the . 
{tore of this be leffened too much, they will fail and flag. Which 
truly I have obferved in many, and that-for the moft part in the 
Arm, from which the Blood was drawn, languifhings and trem- 
blings have begun, Neverthelefs, a {pare and moderate Bleeding 
fometimes agrees with fome that are endued with a Blood that is 
hot and fharp, and apt to too great effervecencies, though they 
are difpofed to the Pal/y. 

About the Equinoxes, purging ought to be ordered, and to be re- 
peated by due Intervals three or four times ; but,in the firft place,let 
a Vomit,if nothing indicates the contrary, be given of Sale of Viersol, 
Sulphur of Antimony,or an Infufion of Crocus metallorum-or Mercurius

But if the Pa//y, after.a previous difpofition in the whole, or in 
one fide, or in certain members,throughly feifes, and, notwithftand- 
ing the firft encounter of Phy fick,comes on again 5 for its cure 4 long 
and complicated method,which is always requifite,often times doesnot 
fuffice ; for not only the Difeafe, or its conjunct or procatarctick 
Caufe feverally, but all together, muft be affaulted: for which endg, 
blooding for the moft part being forbidden, only 4 gentle purge, and 
that but now and then, is proper. Again, and indeed chiefly, againft 


thele, 


the Procatarxis of the Difeafe, Gephalick and Antifcorbutick Medi-_ 


cines are wont to do good: but not at all of thefe kinds agree with 
all Perfons, but, as we have obferved in the Scurvy,according to the 
various Con ftitutions of the Difeas’d, the Remedies alfo muft be ofa 
differing kind and vertue: for with bilous Paralytscks,in whofe fharp 
and hot Blood there is much Sale and Su/phur, and very little Serum, 
hot Medicines, and fuch as are endowed with very active Particles, 


do not agree, nay often prove offenfive to them ; which neverthelefs 
zy 5 


prove greatly beneficial to phlegmatick Perfons,whote Blood is cold=_ 


er and contains a great deal of Serum, and a few active Elements. 
Wherefore, according to this two-fold ftate of the Difeafed, it feems 
fit for us to propofe here a double method of Cure, and two Claffes 
of Medicines, whereof this will do well to.be given to cold Paraly- 
ticks, and the other to fuch as are hot.

And it is in fome fort for this reafon that Vomitories often do e- \@ 


gregious fervice in curing the Palfy 5 to wit,that they withdraw the 
fuel of the conjunct Caufe,and do not drive only forward the Matter 
fticking in the Nerves, but revulfe it, mightily fhake it, and often 
break it into minute parts,fo that when the continuity of the damm 
is broken, the animal Spirits themfelves eafily diffipate the Particles 
of the morbifick Matter fever’d from each other; we have intima- 
ted before another reafon concerning the relief of Emeticks in the 
fleepy Affects, which has alfo in fome fort place in the Palfy.

ward becoming more dull than ufual, refufed any exercife and vi- 4 
gorous motion of the Body: Moreover, being melaricholy and fad, 
on any light occafion,nay,{ometimes without any manifeft caufe,he © 


was wont to break forth into a Weeping and tears: This Perfon a fhort 
while after (which Ihave alfo obferved of many others) was affected 
with a Weaknefs and a Trembling of all the Members, and afterward 
with a Refolution of the lower Parts, by which Difeafe (being me- 
lancholy and foon a weary of Phyfick) yielding himfelf overcome, 
and growing weaker by degrees, he dyed within fix Months,

A young man ofa fanguine temperament,clear f{pirited and for the 
moft part Healthy, fitting in a Chair after a pentiful Supper, and an 
immoderate Drinking of Wine,was fo affected “upidity in his 
right Hand, that hisGlove, which he hapned to hold, fell down a~ 
gainit his will; afterwards ftanding up and endeavouring to go, he 
perceived a refolution in the Leg and Thigh of the fame fide, falling a 
little afterward into a certain dulnefs of Mind,and a ftupidnefs,though 
without an Apoplexy;for he was always prefent to himfelf,anfwerin 


' aptly enongh,though flowly,and with fome trouble,to things asked, 


and doing things that were commanded him 3a very skilful Phyfici- 
an being prefently called,Blooding, Vomiting Purging, were uled in 
order,Cupping-Glafles,a Scarification,Liniments,Frictions,and other 
fit Adminiftrations were diligently applyed: neverthele(s the Pally 
increas’d,fo that befides Motion almoit taken away trom the Mem- 
bersof the right fide, he loft alfo the fight of that Eye: yet, though 
dull and fleepy, being ftill Compos ment, he knew his Friends, and 
being confcious of his Infirmity, and follicitous for the recovery of 
his Health, he took all Remedies offered, but notwithftanding this, 
the animal functions daily fail’d more and more, and through a 
confent with them, at laft the vital, fo that about the feventh or 


- eighth day falling ever and anon, fometimes into a Delirium, fome-

ample, with Anotomical Obfervations, which hapned whilft the 
precedent things were printing. ’ 

A Child. little more than three Years of Age,of a moift Brain, as it 
appear’d by fore Inflammations of his Eyes,and watery Puthes of his 
Face (to which he had been fometimes obnoxious) at the beginning 
of Autumn being ill, with a flow Fever and a dejeCted Appetite, be= 
came very drow(fy and fleepy,fo that he flept almoit continually Day 
and Night ; but being awak’d,he knew the ftanders by,and anfwerd 
aptly enough to things ask’d: Meet Remedies, viz. Chfters, Vefica- 
tories, Catharticksallo Fuleps,Spivit of Harts-born,Powders,with many 
other things ufual in this cafe,being forthwith, and carefully given 
him, did fo much good, that within fax or feven Days the Difeated 
being free from his Fever, waking fufficiently, and defiring Food, 
feem’d to recover.and {carce to have any miore need of phyYfical help. 7 
But in a fhort while after (I know not on what occafion) undergoing 
arelapfe, and being droufy again, he was prefently affected witha 
sreat Stupefaction, fo that being with difficulty to be awakd, he 


{carce knew any thing,or did any thing with Knowledge; the next @ 


Day after,being utterly ftupid, though being pinch’d hard,he would 


‘open his Eyes,and roul them this way,and that,he faw nothing: And 


within a Day or two a Palfy of the whole right fide followed: The 
former Remedies repeated to him,and likewife Sneezes, Apophlegma> , 
tifms, drawing of Biood, Catapla/ms to be applyed to the Feet, and ~ 
Epifpafticks to the whole Head fhaved, with other Medicines and 
Ways of Adminiftrations prefcribed in order, did nothing; but the 
Difeafed, after he had lain fo for three or four Days infenfable, the 
Pulfe and Refpiration at length failing, he dyed. 

The Scull being opened,the foremoft Region of the Brain, almoft 
as far as the Infertion of the fourth Sinws,was {wollen,being covered 
with a limpid Water fhining through the Membranes, which upon 
the diffections of the Menznges,prefently flowed forth: Moreover,at 
that place the portionsof the Brain cut oft by piece-meal, 'appeard 
too moift,and almoft without red or bloody Specks;but in the hinds 
moft part of the Brain the Veffels were red with Blood, and the corti< 
cal Subftance appeared more low and firm without a Tumor,or be 
ing floated with Water ¢ From thefe things (as we have concluded 
before) it will manifeftly appear that the caufe of the Lethargy des 
pends on a watery glut of Filth in the outward part of the Brain: J 

The Brain being cut off piece-meal, and a hole being made into 
the foremoft cavity, ftrouting with a lympha,the limpid Water 
fprung forth as though it had been put up in too narrow a fpace 
before: Whofe mighty {tore had filled all the Ventricles to the tops 
and (as it feem’d ) by compreffing the Thalami Optics had eaufed ¥ 
the blindnefs, and by entring or comprefling one Corpes Sériatum, 
or its Pores, had brought the Palfy. Ta 
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Of the Palfy, 
The Plexis Choroeides appear’d as parboy] 
almoit without Blood,its probable that alj 


eft part of it, wherewith the Ventricles of the Brain were floated, 
diltilled from thofe Veffels: though in this cafe if(asfome think) the 
Watery /atex finking lower from the cortex of the Brain,at length ha- 
ving wholly pa{s’d theBrain,could fall into thofe Sinus’s,a reafon may 
not uneafily be thence taken,wherefore the Lethargy feeming firtt to 
be cured, by and by being more violent,return’d again, with a Blind: 
vefs and Palfy joyn’d with it,to wit.as at firft the ftore of foporiferous 
Matter fell from the Cortex of the Brain into its Cavity, the animal 
Function grew a little clear ; but afterward, whena new Matter 
{prung in the Cortex of the Brain, and this falling into the Sinus’s, 
Was gathered together toa fulnefs,thereupon a Relapfe of the former 
Difeafe hapned with the addition of a Blindnefs and Palfy. 

Now though the Dropfy of the inner part of the Brain, or an 
inundation of its Ventricles, by comprefling the Corpora ftriata or 
Thalamai optsez, caufes a Palfy, or Blindnefs, or by twitching the 
Origines of the Nerves, conyulfive Affects 5 yet it moft evidente 
ly appear’d by a late Obfervation, that the Lethargy does not 
arife from fuch a Caufe, but only from the outward part of the 
Brain,being floated or comprels’d, . 

A certain Gentleman, long fickly, after that he had been trou. 
| bled almoft for five Months with 2 Colick, or rather with a moft 

violent {corbutick and running Gout, ( in which not only the Vite 
cera and Fibres were affected with great Gtipes, but likewife the 
Membranes, and all the Mufcles of the whole Body almoft with 
continual Tortures) and at length fuffer’d in his Members fome- 
times horrible Convulfions, fometimes apoplectick Invafions, as it 
Were, or an offu{cation of the sight,at lait his Strength being f{pent, 
and the Stores of his Spirits wholly exhaufted,hedyed, For féven 
Days before his deceafe (exeepting only the laft; fave one) being more 
lively as to his Senfe and Underftanding, he lay almoft continually a= 
) Wake: A little before this long waking, upona Veficatory’s being 

applyed to his Neck, a vatt quantity of Water flowed: to it 3 and 
» thenceforward flowed forth daily, even to his Death, that J may 
p hence fufpect he continued thus without Sieep, by. reafon of the 
Watery Humor withdrawn from the Brain in too great a plenty. 

The Head of the defunet being open’d, the inward Cavities of the 
Brain,or all its Ventricles appear’d iill’d to the top,and ilrouting,as it 
were,with a limpid Water ; nay,about the top.of the Spine the Funss 
medullarss it {elf feem’d to be furrounded with,and immerg’d asitwere 
"in Waters there heap’d together. Without doubt for this reafon fuch 
violent pains and cramps infefted him in his Loyns and Members,and 
in the whole Habit of the Body 5 and by reafon of the deluge ia the 
Ventricles,he became obnoxiaus to frequent offifcations of the BN 
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and refolttions of the 
here, and the long watching 
riv’d in too great a pl 
of the Brain. This Perfon had alfo gotten a Dropfy in his Breaft, by 
reafon of the Lungs 
bignefs, appeard every 
Blood; fo that the depravations

CHAP. IX. : 
Inftructions and Prefcripts for the Cure of the Delt 
rium and Phrenfy. 


(XO far of Cephalick Difeafes, by which the animal Fanctions b¥ 
.) themfelves, and as they are Corporeal, are wont to be letted of 
perverted,without refpect to the rational Souls in fome of them,viz« 
in the Vertigo and Palfy, the Underftanding for the moft. part con- 
tinues clear and lively: And in the reft,as an Eye plac’d inan obfcure 
place,it beholds either no Species at all,or a few only fet before it with 
a grofs appearance,but is not eafily carried intoa great Error,ora Fu- 
ry: Which kind of Symptomis are generally caufed by other Affects 
of the Brain; and of the Spirits refiding in it,of which we fhall now 
treat ; for ifat any time the Imagination be (o troubled, or perverted 
that it either conceives amifs,or ill Gompounds,or divides the Species 
and Notions prefented by the Senfe and Memory: I hereupon prefent- 
ly the lnderftanding defcries,or frames only deform Conceptions and 
Thoughts, diftracted from each other, and greatly confus’d, which 
are reprefented to it by the Brain ill affected, as erroneous appearan- 
ces bya variegated,and diftorted Glafs:T here being many ways with 
and confequently the Mind and Will, and

Though the Delirium be not a Difeafe by it felf,but is only a Sym 

prom, proceeding, f-om other Affects: Yet becaufe in the Cure of Y 
‘hefe on which it happens, it ts ufual to obviate it for the moft "i 
+ with appropriate Remedies: F herefore it feems to conceriiqy 
ns to enquire fomewhat firictly into its Nature and Caufes. Thaty 
word, taken properly, ‘c the {ame as Dementia, and denotes fuch 
an annoyance of the animal Function; ‘as arifing in the Fas of Fes

vers, Drunkenne/s, and fometimes in the Paffions called Hyfterical, 
induces Men to think, f{peak, or do obfurd things, ( vw. fome of 
thefe or all of them together ) for a fhort time. : | 

A Delerium is vaifed in as much as the animal Spirits either being 
too much irritated,or put in confufion,are carried hither and thither 
within the globousFrame of the Brain(where the Fanfy and Memory 
have their Seats jin a diforderly and tumultuous manner,for fo whilft 
the various Species of the Imagination and Memory being rais’d toe 
gether,are confounded with each .other,only obfurd and incongru- 
ous Phantafins are prefented to the rational Soul,and therefore the 
Acts of the Underftanding and Will are wrought only irregularly. 
By reafon of the animal Spirits being irregularly mov’d within the 
Meditullium of the Brain, or the Corpus callofum, incongruous Con< 
ceptions and confufed Thoughts are prefented to the rational Soul, 
it hapning in like manner, as when the Species of vifible things are 
brought to the common Senfe after along turning round of the Bo- 
dy,whence all things feem to run round, fometimes to be raifed on 
high, fometimes tobe deprefs'd low ; fo that nothing is feen fix’d 
and fettl’d in its due faite and pofition. Ina Brain rightly difpofed, 
‘the motion of the animal Spirits is perform’d in certain Numbers 
and Meafures, as it were, ina Dances while certain Spirits aremo- 
ved in thefe tracts, others lye ftillin thofe, afterward thefe maintain 
thofe with afupply in motion, and the feveral Acts of each Faculty 
become as fo many diftinct undulations of Waters ina River; but in 
a Delirium all the Spirits skip about together, and meeting each 
other ina tumultuous manner, or taking feveral ways, dance about 
like People diftradted: Moreover, even as thefe being ftruck with 
fuch a Rage within the Frame of the Brain, raife manifold and 
very troubled Thoughts: So while they are carried beyond the 
confines of it into the nervous Origine, they produce an idle Talk 
ing, abfur’d Geftures of the Body and Members, and often con 
vulfive Motions, yet fince fuch a wild Motion of the Spirits (othere 
wife than in the Phrenfy or Mansa) foon ceafes, and after that that 
tumult is over, no deviating tracéts are made in the Brain, the Des 
livrium foon paffes off, and the Affected in a little time come ta 
themfelves again, no foot-fteps of the Diftraction remaining, 

If it be ask’d, whence this fhort Fury is given the Spirits refiding 
in the Brain, that fhaking off the Reins of the Mind, they are fo all in 
confufion in their Oeconomy ; we fay, that they enter upon this dif 
order for a double reafon, vz. this Rage is either immediatey com~ 
municated to them from the Blood irrigating the. compages of the 
Brain; or certain animal Spirits refiding in {ome outward part within 
the genus Nervofum,firft begin a certain diforderly Motion; and after- 
ward the fame diforder being communicated to the Brain by the ner- 
vous Ductus’s, and affecting in like manner the Spirits there refiding, 
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460 Of the Delzrium. 

caufes the Delfrtum. There are various kinds and caufes of both thefe, 
whereof we fhall here briefly touch the chief; and firit, 1t thall be 
{hewn how and on what occafions the Blood,either {welling with too 


great an effervefcency, or being full of a venomous Matter, becomes 


the Parent of the Delirium : Inafmuch as it infinnates into the Pores 
and Paflages of the Brain, either exorbitant and mafterlefs Particles, 
or fuch as are malignant, and fubverting the animal Oeconomy, 

1. As to the former, in the Fits of intermittent Fevers, and the 
height of fuch as are continual:the Blood being troubled with an im- 
moderate burning, fometimes raifes a Delsriusm by the meerlmperus of 
its Ebulition ’ vz. inafmuch as being very turgid, whileit paffes the 
{inall Branches of the Arteries,{pread all over the outward circumfe- 
rence of the Brain,it greatly puffs them up,and ftretches them: And 
therefore compreffing the fubftance of the Brain,it drives the Spirits 
feveral ways, and forces them into very confuled crowds, as it were, 
Moreover,from the Blood’s growing thus turgid through a frothy Ra= 
refaction, Efflvvsa of Heat,and heterogeneous Particles with them en- 
tring the Pores and Paffages of the Brain, exagitate the Spirits, and 
carry them violently hither. and thither in a tumultuous manner. 


2. For a like reafon in a manner to this, Drunkenne/s caufes ay 


deep Sleep or a Deliriums vig. inafmuch as the Maf{s of Blood infi- 


nuates into the Pores and Paflages of the Brain, the fpiritous Par- 


ticles of the Wine, which caufes it to boyl, and by which the Spi- 
rits refiding in them, are either overwhelmed, or put into difor= 
derly or confufed Motions. 

3. Nor does theBlood only miniftring febrile and turgid,or vsnous 
and mafterlefs Particles,but fometimes fuch as are malign and vene- 
gnots as it were, caufe a Delirsum with or without a Fever. As to the 
former,in the Plaguefmall-Pox,malignant Fevers{though the heat be 
moderate) the malignant Matter convey d to the Head,produces ab- 
rupt.incoherent,and at length diftracted Notionsina{much asit diffi 
pates the ftores of the Spirits, rather than by driving them into a 
tumult. 

4. Fora like reafon to this fome Poyfons, and venemous things 
inwardly taken, and ( as fome fay ) outwardly applyed, foon bring 
a Delsrsum: This is vulgarly faid of Solanum furiofum, Mandrake, 
and certain other Plants: The thing is moft notorious concerning 
the Roots of the wsld Parfnzp, An intimate Friend of mine, and a 
Man worthy of Credit, and alfo very learned, told me once, that he 
went into the Houfe of a certain Gentleman, where the Lady, her 
Daughters, ard all the Maid-Servants (one only excepted ) being 
all delirous at the fame time, ran about the Houfe leaping and talk= 
ing incongruous and abiurd things; he thinking them plainly di- 
ftracted, was given to underftand by the Maid, who was well in 
her Wits, that all this hapned from eating Parfhip Roots, whieh 
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fhe alone had not touched ; and ‘the event alf confirmed it; for 
\ after, being.tired, they had flept, all-of them awak’'d fober, 
s 5. But moreover, we oblerve that a Delirium is fometimes raifed 
a bya fearcity 7 ms animal Spirits, and their Preat diffipation . for 
ini when thei 01 ders at ebroken and difcompofed, they minifter confu= 
\ fed and incongruous Notions, as well as when tumultuarily hudled 
Mi together. Hence we obferve, that fome have grown delirious after 
\ great Hemorrbagies,or long Watchings,and along Fafting: for this 
» Reafon many dying Perfons {peak light-headed and incongruoufly, 

There remains the other kind of Delirium,in which the Blood be- 
© Ing without fault, the animal Spirits refiding fomewhere in the gens 
§ Nervojum,firft begin to fallin diforder,and atterward the fame affect 

creeping to the Brain by the DuGus’s of the Nerves,moves the Spirits 


(jp tefiding in its Medstudinm to a Delirium - this is obviousin the Pafj- 
mee ONS Called Hy/ferscal,to wit,that after a rifing of the Belly,and an Ops 
th preffion of the Heart, at length fometimes a privation of Senfe,fome- 


fimes.a talking idly, witha Weeping anda Laughter enfues. In like 
manner, Ihave obferved in a violent Co/ch, that fometimes extream 
© Tortures about the V;/cera or Loins have prefently paftinto a Delj= 
Oe ¥2207,.then.a little after this ceafing, that the Tortures returned, [ 
eknew a Girl, who after taken an Emetich.Medicine was wont con-= 
{tantly to be delirous till it wrought : for this alfo makes what f of 
ten obferve, thata Delirium is raifed by a Gangreen, eginning in 
fome outward Member: and this is generaily accounted fora mor- 
tal fign ina Wound, or Uleers becaute it denotes the animal Spirits 
to be generally a killing in the part affected. 
Nor does that Symptom afford a better Prognoftick to fuch as 
| have been long valetudinary, and are almoft worn away : inthe Fits 
Of intermittent Fevers,its in a manner always fafe, but in continual 
H Fevers it’s of a doubtful and fomewhata fufpected event ; in malig~ 
nant Fevers it commonly threatens ill: in Convulfive Difeafes, the 
firft invafions of a De/zrium for the moft part are without danger, 
but a frequent accefsof it often begets a difpofition to a Carus, 
"Apoplexy, or Palfy. 
This affect, as often as it feems fafe,does not require a Cure,for the 
Fit foon and eafily paffes off: but becaufe fome,whole Brain is weal 
pandiax, and whole animal Spirits, being too diffipable, are apt to.a 
flight and confufion,being troubled on any light occafion, are wont 
prefently to act or {peak deliroufly;therefore there js need of Phy fick 
for thefe,though not of Hellebore but of Cephalick Remedies for cor= 
stoborating the Brain, and fortifying it againtt the incurfions of the 
Pmorbifick Matter; alfo for ftrengthning the anima! Spirits, and ren- 
dring them more fixt and ftronger to refilt.We have given the Fornis 
§ and ways of Adminiftration of thefe Medicines before they being pro- 
Hitable for removing the Procatarse of any other Cephalick Difeafe,

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A Delirium hapning upon continual and malignant Feversvequires 

a peculiar way of Cure; for it particularly indicates that the morbi- 

fick matter, dangeroufly convey’d toward the Head, ought to be re- 
vuls’d thence fome way or other ; for which end, let Veficatorses 
be applied to the Neck, Plazfters or Catapla(ms, or the Flefh or | 

warm Vifcera of Animals to the Feet : Inwardly, let termmperare €e- 

phalscks be given, as Powders of Coral and Pearl, the Waters of Black 

Cherries, of the flowers of Cowflips and Poppies, and other things re 
1 foothing the Spirits. ; 
hings being thus premitted concerning the firft and lighte™ 
Raving,let us afcend to a higher degree of it, oz. them 
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. lis faid'( as alfo in the Pleurifie though falfely ) toa=% 
rife from the fameconjunct Caufe, viz. a Phlegmon of fome Partsy 
Hat the Phren/y rather fucceeds the Fever, -both Hisppocraces 
e,and now every Vulgar Perfon obferves, and that it 1s pros 
becaufe the boyling Blood conveys its aduft recrements to the 
+. forafmuch as the Urine ofa Feverifh Perfon being chang=™™ 
ym being troubled and thick,to be thin and watery, indicatesy 
animmminent Phrenfy: of which affect therefore the caufe is gathered 
to be the removal of the febrile matter into the Brain. 

But as to the Conjunct Caufes of the Phrenfy and Parapbrenitmte 
will be eafic to fhew, that the former does notalways proceed fromig 
the inflammation of the Meninges,and the latter never from that om 
the Septum; in Anatomical DiffeCtions 1 have commonly feen they 
Meninges,nay fometimes alfo the outward circumference of the Brailg 

sefet-with a Phlegmonous tumorsbut the difeas’d being not affected 

with a Phrenfy,but on the contrary with a drowfinefs,dyed of a Caria, 
or other fleepy difeafes. And indeed Reafon plainly dictates the thing by 
to be thus, for inflany’d Meninges, and much more fwollen, greatlys | 
comprefs the Brain,and ftop the paffages of the Spirits, which caufesa™ 

Lethargy; whereas ina Phrenfy the Spirits are dilated above meafurege 
the Pores of the Brain being all open’d though it may happen by @ 
long continuance of that Difeafe,that the Blood being heaped toge- 
ther too much within the Veffels of the Meninges, and there ftragnas 
ting, 
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ting at length begets a Phiegmonin them. ; but then we fufpect for 


‘that caufe { by reafon it frequently falls out fo ) that the Phrenfy 


paflesinto a Carus or Lethargy, of which fuch as have the Phrenfy 
often dye. 

Nor do we lefs reject the inflammation of the Diaphragm,which 
Galen,with others, have affign’d for the cdufe of the Parapbrenitss : 
Anatomical Obfervations plainly make out the contrary. Some time 
fince, opening the Body of a Girl dying of a fudden Letpothymsa 
we found in the flefhy part of the Diaphragm, a great Ab{cefs with 


Mi _a Bag, full of a-gore and little Bladders of Water, yet fhe was ne- 


ver wont to be troubled with a De/srium or Phrenfy. And hereto. 
fore,when we diffected the Body of a Renowned Perfon of the Uni- 
verfity, who dyed of a baftard and long continued Pleurify, it ma- 
nifeftly appear’d that a great Abfcefs in the Pleura and sntercoftal 
Mujcles,being fuppurated and broken inwardly,had pour’da mighty 
quantity of Pus into the cavity of the Thorax, which corroding the 
fubjacent Diaphragm,had made a mighty hole init ; and yet this Per- 


p fon in all hisSicknels had neither the Phrenfy, nor was dilirious 3 
® Wherefore I judge that this Affect is {carce ever produced by fucha 


Caufe: But that Opinion feems to haverifen thence,that oftentimes 
in a true Phrenfy, together with a continual Raving, the motion of 
the Diaphragm is wont to be hindred or perverted ; as may be ga-= 
thered from the uneven and difficult Refpiration, viz. fometimes be- 
ing painful and fufpended,asit were, fometimes thick and (wifily re- 
peated with an Infpiration, fometimes doubled,which kind of Sym- 
ptoms,and withal the alienation of the Mind are faid to proceed from 
the § eprum being inflamed, and therefore convuls’d: Wherefore the 
Ancients call’d the diaphragm Pbrenas:tho theyneed not have done it, 
if they had confidered that all the action of the Diaphragm depends 
on the efflux of the animal Spirits from theCerebellum:and therefore, 
if when the Phrenetick Matter invades the Brain, {ome part of it 
withal rufhes into the Cerebelum,befidesthe raving, the motion alfa 
of the Sepewm,though in it felf being without fault, will be altered, 


Therefore the formal nature of the Phren/y {eems to confit in this, 


| that the animal Spirits being very much irritated,chiefly in the whole 


Brain,are driven into diforderly,very confufed,and witha! impetuous 


Motions ; fo that the acts of every animal Function are depraved,and 
\ 


varioufly perverted: The Ideas of things are confounded, €9c. More- 


over the Spirits, not only in the Brain, but likewife in the Cerebellimn, 


and every where in the gents Nervofum,being ftruck,as it were,with 


_aRage, fall in a Tumult ; wherefore fuch as have the Phrenf{y do not 


only {peak ravingly, but breath unevenly, cry out, beat their Fitts, 
throw their Hands and Feet, and exert all their Members with a 
mighty ftrength and force;that really the whole Soul feems furioufly 
to fret and rage in the whole Body,or rather being {et on Fire, as it 
were, 
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were,to be all in a Flame: And indeed the Phrenfy cannot be more 
aptly defin’d, than that st # a Phlogofis or inflammation of the whole 
Jenfitive Soul, or of the animal Spirits +1 ther whole Hypoftafis: This 


burning Flame always beginning from the Spirits refiding in the 


Brainy and thence paffing into the other parts of the fenfitive Soul, © 
‘feems to receive both the Matter which firft kindles it, and the 


eonftant fupply of Fuel for it from the Blood, firft burning witha 


feverith Blaft ; for its probable that. the Blood, feverifhly burning; 


brings into the Brain fometimes {ulphurcous Particles together 
with the fpiritous; which being half kindled, and in a manner on 


light fire; if they have penetrated together with the others,thence 


prefently entring all the medullary and nervous Ductus’s, every 
where cleave to the Spirits, and render them, being fo inflamed; 
mightily exorbitant and implacable. Certainly it 1s more likely 
that the Phrenfy is caufed after this manner by the inflammation 
of the Spirits, than by that of the Menznges of the Brain, which 
(as [have found by frequent Diffedtions ) will more certainly bring 
the Head-ach or Lethargy, than a Fury. 

As to the Procatarctick Caufes of the Phrenfy, we fhall find them 
partly in the Blood,and partly in the Brain,and in what refides init. 

The previous difpofition of theBlood difpofing to a Phrenfy,fomes 
times is fimple,and fometimes two-fold : The former is its hot and 
fharp or bilous Conftitution,to wit,that it contains a great many ful- 
phureous Particles in it felf, which being kindled more than they 
ought ina Fever,are apt to inflame the Blood more,and to infinuate 
their burning Flame into the Brain: This Difpofition,when it is pow- 
erful and mightily actuated, often produces’ that Difeafe by it felf 
‘but for the moft part there is another difpofition of the Blood, which 
aids the former, and renders it more efficacious, to wit;that befides 
dulphureous and inflamable Particles, there are others {harp and pe- 
netrative,which enter the Pores and open them, and {fo more readi- 
ly introduce the others: Saline Corpulcles joyned with fulphureous 
in fome fort effect this ; hence colerick and melancholy Perfons that 
are ina Fever, are more inclind to Phrenfies: But much rather he- 
terogeneous Particles, when they are in the Blood,being ftirr’d by 
a Fever, open the entries of the Brain, and let in all fuch Particles 
as are inflamable: Wherefore the Phrenfy frequently happens upon 
the {mall Pox, and malignant and peftilential Fevers. 

‘The other Preparation for a Phrenfy,belonging to the Brain,con- 
filts ‘partly in the temper and conformation of it, and partly in the 
difpofition of the Spirits refiding init: Asto the former, thofe that 
have a hot and dry Brain are found more prone to a Phrenfysnot that 
that Conititution is more obnoxious to an inflammation, or Phlee- 
mon, (fox it is lefs apt to this). but becaufe in {uch a Brain, otherwifé 
than in a hot and moift, or a coldand dry, the Pores and Paflages 
are 
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are more open, and gaping too much, afford a paffage to.the in. 
centive matter miniftred by the Fever: Which likewife will much 
more eafily be admitted, if the Spirits being very apt to be put to 
flight, and pathetick, on any light occafion are prone to.the pafit- 
ons of Sadnefs, Fear, Anger, or Hatred; fo that they lefs withftand 
the incurfions of the extraneous matter, and more readily take 
fire themfelves. _ Tig | 
_ The evsdent caufes of the Frenfy are either remote, viz.whatfoever 
things are wont to raife the febrile Diftemper 3 as Surfeiting, Drun- 
Kennefs, a violent preturbation of the Body or Mind, folemn evacia- 
tions fuppreft, with many others; or immediate, as a Fever, and 
its little appendixes and adjuncts ; vz. if it be peftilent, malignane, 
or ill difpofed ; if it arifes by {urfeiting with Meats or Drinks which 
are very difagreeing 5 or if it follows upon violent paffions of Love, 
Hatred, Envy, Indignation, or Sadnefs, or immoderate Studies ‘For 
thefe kinds of occafions render the Blood and Spirits feverifhly 
boyling, very much inclin‘d to the affect of the Frenfy. ie Se 

This Difeaie, according to the temperament of the Difeafed, is 
faid to be Sanguine, Bilous, Phlegmatick, or Melancholy ; and this 
not. improperly, for the animal Spirits, according to their various 
' Difpofitions, are wont to rage after a different manner in this 
eiteale. | 
__ The Prognoftick in this Diftemper is always dubious, and to be 
made with the fufpicion of an ill event : For the Frenfy is a mott 
acute and dangerous Difeafe of it felf; Moreover, if it happens 
upon a peftilent, malignant, or ill difpofed Fever, we may. expect 
none but a fatal event. | | 

If a Prenfy happens to a found Body, well in Flefh, a Sanguine 
temperament, and in Youth; there isa greater hope of doing well, 
than if the Difeafed be elderly, lean, bilous, and fubje&& to violent 
paffions. ae | | ) Sa 
_ Ifa Frenfy frequently remitting, has lucid intervals, it is better 
| than if the fury be without difcontinuation : But if the Difeafed feem- 
ing fometimes to be better, after moderate fleep always awake fran= 
tick, it is a fign that the Difeafe will be obftinate, and confequent- 
ly dangerous; vz. inafmuch as a new ftore of incentive matter is 
often miniftred to the Brain, which we have fhewn elfewhere to be 
done much more plentifully during fleep, than whilft Waking, 

The Frenfy is either terminated in a fhort time witha Fever, by 
a Recovery,. or Death; or being long protracted, and remaining 
after the Fever, it is either curd at long run, or pafles into other 
Difeafes, viz. a Lethargy, or Mania, or Melancholy. 
_ If a Fever having a laudable crifis, by a plentiful fweating or ma- 
king water be throughly folv'd,the Frenfy alfo for the moft part will 
wholly ceafe; but if the Fever being not determined, {till wii 
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Morbifick matter into the Brain; fo:that befides the animal Fun. 


ctions being deprav’d, the vital begin to fail (which will plainly 
appear from the Pulfe and Refpiration altered for the worfe ) if the 
Urine be pale, if frequent droppings of Blood from the Nofe, if 
Vomitings and Convulfions happen, the Phyfician may conclude 
that Death is at hand. 

Sometimes a Fever, though it be not determined at once and 
perfectly, yet afterward pafling off by degrees and leifurely, leaves 
the Frenfy or Raving behind ; which if by its long ftay it has not 


defac’d the former tracts of the Spirits in the Brain, afterward it) 


either ceafes by degrees of its own accord, or is cur’d by the help 
of Medicines. 

But if by reafon of the Frenfy being long protracted, the Mensn- 
ges, or Cortex of the Brain are at length poffeft with a Phlegmo- 
nous tumour, or a ferous glut of Filth hapning from the Blood or 
Serum, there heaped together and ftagnating, the Lethargy, or the 
fleepy affects enfue 3 whofe Cure is often difficult, or none at all: 
But if after a long Frenfy, either the animal Spirits ( though there 
burning ceafes ) contract a vicious difpofition, or if the Pores and 
Paflages of the Brain are perverted, often a perpetual raving ( the 
former Difeafe paffing into a Mania, or Melancholy, or Fatusty) 
enfues: Wherefore it is vulgarly faid of Franticks, not foon curd, 
that the Brain » crack: 5 fo that afterward they always are Mad, 
or become Delirous. | 


In the Cure ofthe Frenfy, we muft have regard both to the Fever - 


and to the Fury: The feverith burning,or immoderate effervefcence 
of the Blood, which for the moft part is the antecedent caufe of the 
other affect, ought in the firft place to be reftrained and appeafed, 


and withal, the animal Spirits ought to be pacified and freed from | 


any violent excandefcence. If a Frenfy happens about the begins 
ning, or middle of a Fever, in a manner, the fame Remedies and Me- 
thod of curing, conduce for both ends: But if that affect happens 
upon this, whilft it is in its greateft force or height, the ways of 
curing often are contrary to each other; and there is need of great’ 
caution, left while we give help to one Difeafe, we increafe the o-

ther 5 in this cafe the vital indication, concerning the prefervation 
of the ftrength, has the firft place 5 and‘let not Blooding or Purg- 
be ufed rafhly, and in a large meafure, 

n the former cafe, when the Fever and Frenfy are almoft of the 
fame {tanding, let Ph/ebotomy, which is feldom or never to be omit- 
ted, prefently be us’d; and if the ftrength bears it, let it be fome= 
times repeated, for nothing depreffes and diminifhes the immode-

ed in them ; emulfions of a decoétion of the Roots and Flowers of Nyme- 
phea, with the Seeds of Melons, or Fountain, or diftilld Water, with 
the pulp of boyled Apples diffolued in them. 

Hypnotscks are often neceffary in this Difeafe, but fuch as are 

rong are not proper prefently at the beginning, nor may they be 
frequently ufed, becaufe fleep caufed by Opiats brings the matter 
more to the Brain, and fixes the more deeply.

I have often obferv'd that 
thefe kinds of Hypnoticks have caufed a great oppreffion in the 
Ventricle, and that then prefently its inflation, and a little afters 
ward diftractions and diforderings of the Spirits in the Brain, nay, 
in the wholé Body followed: So that not'only a fruftration of 
fleep, but a mighty reftlefnefs was caus’d. | : 

Let a dofe of liquid Laudanum, prepared with Sale of Tartar, or 
the Fuice of Quinces, be gives in a convensent Liquor.

Inthe mean while a very great regard ought to be had of the 
Strengro, for this being too much broken; all hope of Cure is loft:

In the Frenty not only the Belly, but likewife the Bladder, when 


—unmindful of its Office, ought frequently to be moved or irritated to 


it. Wherefore the Difeafed are to be admonifh’d, and a Chamber-pot 
being prefented, to be entreated to make Water ; which if they do 
not obey, Lez the Region of the Share be fomented with a Deco&tion of 
Peliitory of the Wall, Elder Flowers, the Seeds of Parfly and wild Car- 
rots with a Spunge, and after the Fomentation let it be anointed with 
Ovl of Scorpions and Unguentum Dialthea: In a long Suppreffion of 
Urine you muft put a wax Candle snto the Urethra. 
* So many and fo various Cafes and Stories of Perfons troubled 
with the Frenfy, are written by Hippocrates in lib. Epidem: That it 
may feem to little purpofe to add others here: Efpecially becaufe 
it would be a thing of an immenfe Labor and Tedioufnefs, to relate 
the various Conditions and Geftures of Franticks : Mean while, as 
to the event of the Difeafe, no great diverfity occurs. For, for 
the moft part either, the Fever being determined, the Frenfy ceafes 
by degrees; or that having no Crifis or an ill one, either death ov 
a long raving enftles: Neverthelefs for the Illuftration of our Hy- 
pothefs concerning the Inflamation of the Spirits, I fhall here fet 
before you one rare inftance. 
Some time fince, I was call’d to cure a robuft Maid fervant, who 


_ being ina Fever, and very much diftracted, was continually kept 


bound in her Bed: To this Perfon I ordered Blood to be drawn in 
plentiful manner, and afterward the Blooding to be repeated; the 
Revi si es | Belly 
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Belly to be frequently loofned by a Clyfter, and all other Admini- 
{trations ufual in this cafe to be performed in order 5 mean while, 
Igave her Emulfions, fuleps, Hypnoticks: But thefe doing little or no 
good, fhe continued ftill for feven or eight days without fleep, and 
extreamly raving, howling, and crying out continually for cold 
Drink : Wherefore it being allowed her to drink her fill of cold 
Water, fhe became not at all the more appeafed or lefs dry ; There- 
fore (it being Summer ) Lordered, that in the midft of the night, 
being taken up by Women and led forth, fhe fhould be put intoa 
Boat, then her Cloaths being taken off ; and the Cords with which 
fhe was bound being untied, fhe fhould be dipt in the deepeft part 


of the River, only a Cord being bound about her middle to keep 


her from drowning: But there was no need of that fupport; for 
fhe fwam of her own accord, almoft as well as a Man that had well 
learned. After the third or fourth part of an hour, fhe was taken 
out of the Water found and fober ; then being put to Bed the flept, 
and {weated freely, and afterward grew well without any other Re- 
medy. This Cure hapned fo fuddenly and fucce(sfull, in as much as 
the exceffes, both of the vital and animal flame. being increafed to 
avait height together, were taken away by the proper Remedy of 
an intenfe Fire, vsz. a Humectation and Infrigidation. 


CHAP. X. 


Lnftructions and Prefcripts for the curing the 
Melancholy. 


S the Frenfy arifes from the burning of the animal Spirits, or 
from the inflamation of their Subftance; fo other affects of 
raving proceed from their Subftance being altered after other man- 
ners, and its being changed from its genuine difpofition ; viz. [pi- 
ystuo-falzne, into an acetous or tharp nature, refembling aqua fiygia, 
or into a flatnefs or deadnef{s; which therefore are either Melan- 
cboly, or a Mansa or Madnefs, or a Morofis or-Fatuity: Of which we 
fhall now {peak in order, and in the firft place of Melancholy. 
Melancholy is commonly defined, a Raving without a Fever or Fury, 


joyn'd with fear and fadnefs,; whence it follows to be a complicated 


affect of the Brain and Heart 5 for, that melancholick Perfon rave, 
it proceeds from the fault of the Brain, and the diforder of the ani- 
imal Spirits refiding in it ; but that they are fad and tsmoroms, this 
is attributed to the paffion of the Heart. 

There are various and fundry kinds of the Imaginations being de- 
praved 
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praved in Melancholy, concerning which you may obferve in gee 
neral, that the affected either rave concerning all things, or at 
leaftwife concerning moft, fo that they pafs a right judgment in a 
manner concerning no fubject 5 or they imagine amifs, only in one 
or two particular cafes; but of moft others, from notions not al- 
together abfurd. Firft, we fhall enquire concerning this affect, 
as itis more Univerfal, how the Imagination is prevaricated con= 
cerning moft things, to wit, for what Caufes, and with what difz 
ference of Symptoms this is wont to be done; afterward we fhall 
{peak of the parezcular Raving. 

Though the delirous affect of univerfal Melancholy contains mani- 
fold Symptoms, yet they confift chiefly in thefe three things; firft, 
that the affected are almoft continually occupied in thinking, fo 
that their Fancy is {carce ever idle,and at reft. Secondly, in thinking 
they comprehend fewer things in their mind than they were wont 

before, fo that they often roul in their mind the fame Objects day 

and night, being nothing follicitous of other things, which fome- 
times are of far greater moment. Thirdly, the Ideas of Objects or 
Conceptions appear often deform’d, and like a frightful Appariti-~ 
Ons as it were, and they are always reprefented ina greater Species, 
fo that every fmall thing fcems to them great and moft difficult, 
and by reafon of this horrid and unufual appearance, the Image 
once conceived is not eafily, nor foon let go. 

The Indifpofition of the animal Spirits in this affect, is wont coim- 
monly to be defcribed after this manner, to wit, that whereas they 
ought to be tranfparent, fubtle and bright; in Melancholy they be- 
come obfcure, opake and darkith, fo that they reprefent the Images 
of things covered, asit were with a fhadow or ob(curity. But Icon- 
ceive the ftate of the animal Spirits in raving is moft aptly eXxplica- 
ted, according to the Analogy they bear with certain chymical 
Spirits, as it will appear from what follows. 

1. Liquors chymically diftilled are of divers kinds, according as 
the active Elements are combin’d in them after various manners 5 
the moft excellent of thefe, by the confent of all, is faid to be, in 
Which the Spirit united to the Salt, volatizes it, and is again acula< 
ted, and receives fomewhat of a firmnefs from it: Of this nature 
are conceived to be the great El:xir and the Liquor Alkaheft: And 
in truth, in fome fort are the Spirits of Blood, of Harts-horn, of Soot, 
and the like, they being very fubtle, volatile and penetrating, and 
yet not inflamable, or apt to be foon diffipated. And indeed the 

animal Spirits enjoying a found and mect difpofition, feem in fome 
fort to be as the fpirituous Liquor, filled with a vo/azsle Salt, which 
is diftilled from the Blood: Unlefs it be that to this a mighty Acri- 
mony and Empyeuma are caufed by the Fire, of which the Liquor 
which is in the Brain and Nerves is wholly free. 
2. Other 
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2. Other chymical Liquors are too fulphureous and burning, as 
Spirit of Wine and Turpentine,which confifting of Spirit and Sulphur 
combin’d together, are eafily inflam’d and readily feparate from others, 
and take this way and that, as they find a Paflage: Of which kind 
of nature, the animal Spirits in fome fort participate in the Frenfy.. 

3. Some Liquors or Spirits are produe’d by chymiftry, in which 
the fixt Salt being raifed to a flowing, has the Dominion : Of which 
kind-are thofe which are diftilled from Vinegar, ponderous Woods, 
and certain Minerals by a gentle Fire ; whofe particles are very 
movable and reftlefs, but of a fhorter activity, fo that the effluvea 


do not flow far from them; and if they are diftilled in Balzeo, no- ~ 


thing but an infipid Phlegm is rais’d into the Alembick: And in- 
deed we conjecture that the animal Spirits have fuch a kind of ace- 
tous Nature, with the dominion of the flusd Sa/t in Melancholy af- 
fects, as we fhall by and by fhew more at large. 


4. Some Liquors {pagyrically drawn, are fometimes extreamly — 
fharp, in which the wild Particles of a flusd Salt, and of an arjenscal ~@ 


Sulphur combin’d together are exalted, as are the Stygsan Waters di- 
ftill’d from Nitre, Vitriol, Antsmony, Arfenick, Verdigreafe, and the 


like ; all which are of a wild, very penetrative and invincible Nature, - 


fo that their efflvvza are agitated with a perpetual motion,penetrate 
any thing, and diffufe themfelves to a great widenefs: And thefe 
Kinds of Liquors aptly enough refemble the Difpofition of the ani- 
mal Spirits acquir’d in a Mansa, as we fhall declare beneath. — 
But at prefent, that we may deliver the formal Nature and Caufes 
of Melancholy, we may opine, that the Liquor diftilled from the 
Blood into the Brain ( which filling and irrigating all the Pores and 
Paffages of the Brain, and its nervous appendix is both the Vehicle 
and Vinculum of the animal Spirits) has degenerated from its mild, 


benign, and fubtle Nature, into an acetous and corrofive Difpofi- ° 


tion, fuch ‘as that of the Liquors drawn from Vimegar, Box and 
Vitriols and that the animal Spirits, which difperfing their Rayes 
from the Meditullium of the Brain, both into its globous Subftance, 
and into the Syftema Nervofum, produce all the Functions of Senfe 
and Motion, both inward and outward, are difpofed in like man- 
ner, as the effluvza pafling from thofe acetous chymical Liquors. 
Concerning which, we may obferve thefe three things, vsz. Firft, 
that they are in perpetual Motion; fecondly, that they do not 
flow far; thirdly, that they are not only carried by open Paflages, 
but make new porofities in neighbouring Bodies, and infinuate 
themfelvesintothem. From the Analogy of thefe Conditions con- 
cerning the animal Spiritsit happens, that Melancholy Perfons are 
always thoughtful, that they comprehend only a. few things, that 
they form their Notions concerning them amifs, [ You may find the 


fuller explained in Dr. Willis at large. |

r. As to that therefore, that the Origine of Melancholy is fome- 
times afcrib’d to the Head, and the diftemperature of the Brain is 
accus‘d by fome as too hot, and by others as cold: I think we 
ought rather to fay that the Affect fometimes firft begins from the 
Brain, and from the Soul refiding in it. 

2.As for theOrigine of this Affect, being fometimes drawn fromthe 


Womb,it muft not be thought that the melancholy Humor is there 


firit engendred,but that the oceafion of Melancholy proceeds thence

As to what regards other Medicines which do not evacuate, though 
the Ancients plac’d the leaft, we put the greateft ftrefs of the Cure 
in them; for they (with whom alfo many Moderns accord) conclu- 
ded,that there was nothing more to be done for curing Melancholy, 
than to purge forth the atrabilarious Humor: Wherefore making 
Purging the thing of chiefeft moment,they ordered the reft of Phar- 
macy,called by them, Preparatory,only for the fake of this; directing 
thus their Intentions, that as foon as the Humor was brought to a 
fit confiftency by altering Medicines, and the ways made open e- 
nough for its excretion,then to carry it forth by Catharticks : Which 
kind of bypothefs feems not to agree with Reafon or Phyfical Expe- 
rience, to wit, in as much as melancholy Perfons, after a frequent 
purging, how methodically foever ordered, receive rather an injury 
than a relief. Therefore we, placing the canfe of thts Difeafe in 
the dyfcrafies of the Blood and Spirits, and in the weaknefs or ill 
conformation of the Brain or Vifcera, put A/teratzves, and Corrobo= 
yatives in the firft rank of Medicines, and fometimes interlace Ca= 
tharticks only for the fake of thefe. Purging therefore being pre= 
fcribed for the due removal of Impediments, and at due intervals 
of time; as to the reit you may proceed after this manner.

“Moreover, they cleanfe the filth of the 
Vifcera, open Obftructions, and which is of mighty benefit; by 
their aftriction they both ftrengthen the weak or over-lax Vifera, 
and clofe the mouths of the Veffels gaping into the Brain, that a 
paflage may not lye open into it for the extraneous matter, toge= 
ther with the Nervous Juice : And in this refpect, to wit, by cor-

Let Broaths be prepared of the Decottion of a Chicken, with the Roots 
of Polypody, Chervil; Fennel, Butchers-broom, and the Leaves of Ce- 
terach, Hares-tongue, Scolopendrium,&c. let a draught be taken in 
he morning, and at five of the Clockin the afternoon, in which diffolve 
Vitriol of Mars from fix Grains to ten, Sale of Wormwood, Cream of 
Tartar, of each a Scruple. 

Fuices and Expreffions of Herbs, fometimes contribute egregioufly to 
the taking away of the Dyfcraly of the Blood.

In the Summer, @ Bath of fiveet Water, inalmuch as tt cleanfes the 
filth fiscking in the Skin, and promotes infenfible tran{piration, does 
great zuod to fome. 

Becaufe Melancholy perfons Sleep with difficulty, and after long or 
frequent Watchings are worfe; therefore let Anodynes, and fome- 
times gentle Hypnotscks be preicrib d to be taken Jate at might, when 
there is need. For this purpofe, 4 Decottion of Cow/flip-flowers or 
of the Leaves of Lettices, or dsstilld Water of the red Poppy, or Syrup 
of the fame: Moreover, Emutlfions of the Sceds of the white Poppy, 


— Syrupus de Meconso, and other things that are mild, and foothing 


the Spirits, are proper. 

There being an infinite number of Melancholick perfons, as well 
as of Fools, I {hall illuftrate our Hypothefs only with two Examples, 
in one of which the Difeafe began from the fenfitive part of the 
Soul, or from the ansmal Spirits 3 and in the other form its vital 
part, to wit, from the Blood. 


Some time fance a renowned Man, about Forty Years of Age, of a 


florid countenance, chearful, and quick at all bufinefs, being af 
Acted in Mind, and very much dejecked by reafon of fome misfor- 
tunes, 
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tunes, became thenceforward very Sad and Melancholy, with a dead 
and fallen Afpect : When firft I went to fee him, he complained of 
much trouble and diftraction of his Thoughts, which were fo 
great, that his Fancy being occupied day and night without in- 
termiffion, he liv’d wholly without fleep: And, neverthelefs this 
Perfon minded not at all the concerns of the Publick, nor of his 
own Family, nor was he greatly follicitous concerning the welfare 
of his Soul, or the health of his Body; but rather was continually 
perpiext about petty things, and almoft of no moment: He was 
fo fearful of all things, that he fancied fome Harm, or Death would 
prefently happen to him upon any little. accident. In fine, he al. 
ways liv’d fo fad, as though he endeavour’d to exceed Heraclitus in 
Mourning. Moreover, he was troubled with fo great a ftraitnefs and 
con{triction of his Heart, that it feem’d to him as though the whole 

Precordia were moft clofely ftrain’d together, as a fift contracted ¢ 

and he thought that he always carried a vaft and very oppreffive 
burthen there, which fore’d him always to go forward, and ftooping 

towards the Earth, Whilft he was difcourfing with his Friends, that 

conftriction and oppreffion of the Precordia was wont {omewhat to 

remit 5 but then upon any unufual object ftriking him with a ter- 

rour, it returned with more violence: Nor was he only troubled 

with a certain conftriction in the Precordza, but in the whole Body 

befides, and a certain weight, as it were, feemed to lye one the 

Region of his Loyns, alfo on his Shoulders and Arms. 

As to the Cure of this Perfon, after various Medicines.us’d with= 
out any great fuccefs, at length I perfwaded him, becaufeit was Sums 
mer, to. drink our artificial Spaw-waters for fix weeks: Therefore in 
the firft place, 1m four Pounds of Fountasn-water,\ infus’d for a night, 
of our Steel prepar'd half a Dram, and afterward as much in eight 
Pounds of Water. The Difeafed every morning drank the clear Lis 
quor, and within four or five hours difcharged the greater part of 
it by Urine. He took, moreover, going to Bed, and early in the 
morning, a dofe of an appropriate Electuary, {uch as above defcrib’d, 
with a Cephalick Fulep: Within two months he was much better, 
and afterward came to himfelf by degrees. | 

Whilft I was writing thefe things, a young Man of Quality, lately 
returned from travelling beyond the Seas, and being become fickly, 
committed himfelf to our care: This Perfon, being formerly of a fan- 
guine and chearful temperament,of a gay behaviour,alfo of an acute 
wit and aclear difpofition 3 as he travelled through Foreign Coune 
tries,and being in.a certain Summer in Spasn,he felt in himfelf'a great 
alteration from the intenfe heats of that place : For firit, he became 
obnoxious .to frequent Effervelcencies of the Blood, with fudden 
flufhings of heat in the palms of his Hands and the foles of his Feet, 
and to prickings often wont to arile in his whole Rody, and pres 
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fently to go away again. Afterward, finding himfelf worfe as tq 
his Appetite and Sleep, and likewile erowing aulf and Somewhat 
fad, he began to affect lefs, and fometimes to fhun any bufinefs or 
delights, nay, and converfation with his Friends. At length this 
indifpofition daily growing worfe, without any maniteft caufe, or 
real trouble of mind, he became Melancholick 5 fo that always be- 
ing thoughtful, fearful, and fad, he took delight in nothing: For 
Studies, Exercifes, Travelling, Converfation with learned Men, and 
all other things which before he delighted in, were then wont to 
be a trouble or a terrour to him: Being affected atter this manner 
for two years, he was fo much changed from himfelf, as though 
he were another Man. In order to a Cure he confulted the moft 
skilful Phyficians of Spasn, France, Holland, and of late in England, 
and tryed various Methods of Curing, though fcarce with any be- 
nefit. To wit, that Melancholy‘ Ditcrafy of the Blood, firft con- 
tracted by the diftemper of the Air, continuing ftill; caufed Spi- 
rits of an acetous nature, as it,were, to be fupplied to the animal 
ceconomy. | In. the firft place [thought good to commend to this 
Perfon, the following Remedies. :

So far of univerfal Melancholy, in which the Difeafed are in a man- 
ner indifferently aff.cted by any Object, fo that in every place, by 
any Accidents and Circumftance they are continually perplext with 
a multitude of Thoughts, with a Raving, Fear and Sadnefs, 

A Melancholy is faid to be Special, when the Difeafed have regard 
to fome peculiar thing, or to fome certain kind of things: Of which 
they in a manner always think, and by reafon of all the Powers of 
the Soul being continually fpent in this one thing, they live always 
penfive and fad: Moreover, they have abfurd and incongruous No- 
tions, not only concerning that Object, but alfo concerning many 


other Accidents and Subjects. In this affect the corporeal Soul being 
Jaitered from its proper fpecies, affumes a certain new one, and be- 


ing not conformable to the rational Soul, or to the Body, or to it 
felf, it undergoes a certain Metamorphofis.

morphofis of the Body, or of its Parts, or the fantaftical Goods er 
Evils of Fortune ; we thall ipeal briefly of each ‘of thefe. 

~Ttisa vulgar and moft common Obfervation, that if any one once 
being taken with the Afpect and Convertation of a Woman, begins 
inwardly to be Love-fick for her, and to defire fier earneftly3 and for 
his moft devoted affection gets nothing but Denials and Contempt, 
unlefs he be upheld'by avery {trong Reafon, or being feiz'd by other

affections, be turn’d another way, as it were, there isa great danger 
left he fall into a Love-melancholy ; with which Paffion, if he happen’ 

to be affected, prefently he feems transformed from himlelf into a4 
living Statute, as it were; he things, or {peaks of nothing but his 
Miffrss 3 he feeks to put himafelf upon any of the greateft dangers of 
Life and Fortune,for her fake: Mean while he does not only neglect 
the care of Domeftick, or Publick Concerns, and even of his own 
Salvation, but, being fruftrated of his Defire, often lays violent Hands 
on himfelf; or if he be content to live and furvive, pining away 
both in Body and Mind,he almoft depofes Man ;. for the ufe of right) 
Reafon being loft, omitting Meat, Drink, and Sleep, and the other 
neceflary Offices of Life; he yields up himfelf wholly to fighing and | 
fobbing, and to a mornful habit and gefture of Body. 

If we enquire into the reafon of this affeck, we eafily find, that 
the corporeal Soul of Man being obnoxious to violent Paffions, 
when it is wholly carried forth into an Object moft dear toit; a2. 
a Woman belov’d, andis not able to get and embrace her, it is dee 
lighted, or contents it felf with nought befides; alfo paying no obe- 
dience to the rational Soul, it wholly grows deaf, and does not hear 
its Dictates ; and crowding the Imagination only with Tragical Nos | 
tions, it dulls the edge of the Underftanding. Moreover, in as much 
as the Precordia (a plentiful afflux of Spirits being denied to.them } 
fail as to their Motions, the Blood heap’d together in the Szmus’s of % 
the Heart, and apt to ftagnate, caufes their a great heavinefs and 
opprefiion, and confequently Sighs and Groans 5; mean while the 
Face and outward Members, by reafon of the afflux of Blood and 4] 
Spirits withdrawn from them, grow pale and languifh : Hence it is § 
commonly faid of Defperate Lovers, that chesr Heart w broken 5 to § 
wit, in as much as this Mutcle being not vigoroufly enough actuated | 
with the animal Spirit, vibrates flowly and weakly, and does no lone % 
ger fend forth the Blood with vigour into. all the Parts. 

Such difcorder of the animal Function as an exceflive Love brings, 
concerning the Acquifition of its Object;.the like in a manner is§ 
brought by Jealoufie, concerning the keeping of the fame when got-¥ 
ten: So that always (vez. both in the Fruition, and in the Defire.) 4

ing troubled, cafts a Cloud and Darkne(s on its own ferenene(s: And 9 
afterward, being infected with a bilous Tinéture, every Object feems 
to it ting’d of a yellow Color: For as a ferment of the Stomack | 
grown fharp, perverts all things taken.into it into its own Nature, 
fo the affect of Jealofie once rifen, turns all Accidents and Circum-~ 
{tances to a Food, forits own Venom: And fince, in this affect the 
fenfitive Soul being bent awry, as it were, does not become con- 
bens eee: | ; | formablg 
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formable to its Body ; therefore the ceconomy of the Animal, Vi- 
tal, and Vegetative Functions, being depraved, the Jealous Man 
raves and pines away. 

Superfistion and Defpair of eternal Salvation, are wont to imprint 
almoft the like affects of Melancholy on the fenfitive Soul, the Blood, 
and the Body, as Love, and Jealoufie, but fomewhat after a differ- 
ing way of affecting ; for in thofe, the Object whofe acquifition or 
lofs is in danger, is wholly immaterial ; and its affec& being firft 
conceiv'd by the rational Soul, is imprinted on the other corpore- 
al Soul; in the profecution of which, if this readily obeys, then 
no difturbance of the mind of Man arifes 3 butif the corporeal Soul 
fhewing a reluctancy, (as it often falls out) the rational ftill pref- 
fes with advice and threats; prefently that growing troubled, ftirs 
the Blood and Spirits in a diforderly manner, oppofes the corporeal 
goods and delights to the Spiritual, prefented by the Underftand- 
ing, and endeavours to draw the Man to its fide. And. as thus 
there is a continual bickering between the two Souls,and fometimes 
_ the Will is fuperiour, fometimes the fenfitive Appetite prevails s 
at length a Court of Confeience is fet up by the Mind, where every 
Act is narrowly Examin’d: By réafon of thefe frequent variencies 
of the Souls, the animal Spirits, as being too much, and almoft 
continually exercis’d, being often commanded , and as it were dj- 
firacted, now this way, and now that way, at length fall fomewhat 
from their vigour and good difpofition, and at laft being become 
fixt and melancholick, in as much as they are with-held from their 
wonted Expanfion ; they form bye an unufual Tracts in the Brain, 
and fo bring a Delsrsum with a mighty Fear and Sadnefss in thofe 
kinds of affects the corporeal Soul being violently drawn away, as 
It were, both feparates from the Body, and being modified ac- 
cording to the character of the Idea imprinted, is wont to affume 
anew Species, either Angelical. or Drabolical; mean while the Un- 
derftanding, for as much as the Imagination fuggefts to it only dif- 
orderly and monftrous Notions, is wholly perverted from the ufe 
of right Reafon. 3 

After a like manner of affecting, as this, it happens that fome 
Melancholy Perfons undergo imaginary Metamorphofes, either as 
to their Fortunes or their Bodies. Vz. whilft one imagines him- 
felf, and acts a Prince, another a Beggar: Another believes him- 
felf to have a Body of Glafs, another thinks himfelf a Dog or a 
Wolf, or fome other Montter: For after that the corporeal. Soul 
being affected, with a long continued Melancholy, the Mind be- 
ing blinded, is wholly fallen both from it felf and the Body; fhe 
affects a new Species or Condition, and as much as in her lycs, 
really affumes it. 
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Tnftructions and Prefcripts: for curing Madnefs, oF 
the Mania.

i. is fo far ally’d to the other, that thefe aftects often change 
turns, and each pafles into the others for a Melancholy difpofitson 
growng worle brings a Fury, and a-Fury coming to abate, often 
ends in a Melancholy difpoftson. 

Since Madnefs, raifed without a Fever, and with a mighty an- 
noyance of the animal Function, is wont to be continual and long- 
lafting 5 its next and immediate Subject muft be the ansmal Spsrsts 5 
which being affected not per confenfum, nor by another thing for- 
cibly moving them, but per fe, habitually, fall from their proper 
and genuine Difpofition; viz. falino-fpirieuous , “into a falino-ful- 
phureous Nature, refembling Aqua Stygia, as we have hinted bes 
tore: And confequently, they exert none but diferderly Actions, 
and continue fo acting amifs for along time: To this their Fault 
haply the Brain, the Blood, or other parts contribute fomething 5 
but the Spirits themfelves are firft, and chiefly in the fault. 

Concerning Maniacal Perfons, we muft obferve, that thefe three 
things are in a manner common tothemall; vs». Firlt, that their 
Fancies or Imaginations are perpetually occupied, with the raging 
of impetuous Thoughts 5; fo that mumbling to themfelves, or cry- 
ing out and yelling, they talk aloud various things, both day 
and night. Secondly, that that their Notions, or Conceptions 
are either incongruous, or are reprefented under a falfe or ere 
roneous Species to them, Thirdly, that with their Raving, a 
Boldnefs and Fury are moft commonly joyn’d, contrary to what 
it isin Melancholy Perfons, who are always affected with a Fever 
and Sadnefs. 

The Depravation or Maniacal Difpofition of the animal Spirits, 
together with the juice irrigating the Brain, is wont to arife af 
ter various manners, and for divers caufes 3 but for the moft part 
that affect (as we have obferved in Melancholy ) begins either 
from the Spirits themfelves, or from the Blood. 

I, A Madne{s beginning from the Spirits, fometimes arifes from 
a folemn evident caufe, as from a violent Paffion ; fometimes alfo 
it proceeds from a Procatarxis laid in the Brain, as when if 
happens upon Melancholy or a Frenfy ; Let us confer a little the 
Cafes, Reafons, and the various Ways of the coming to pals of 
both.

. t. The Spirits are wont to be caft down by a violent arid terrible 

Paffion ; foit many times happens, that fome UpONn a real of imagis 

nary feeing of a Ghoft, prefently being ftruck with a Penick terrour, 

fall into a perpetual] Madnefs.Moreover,fome,by reafon of fome Sreat 

difgrace, or reproach; others, by reafon of the hope of an excetlive 
Love being fruftrated on a fudden, and unexpected! y 5 and others,by 
reafon of Vows rafhly broken, and their Con{cience being violated ; 
firft being mightily difturbed in Mind, become fhortly after Made 
The reafon whereof is, that the animal Spirits being driven out of 
their Ranks and ufual Paffages, and put in a Confufion, frame new 
and bye ways for themfelves; which entring, they prefently fortt 

delirous Phantafms: Mean while the faline Particles of the nervoug 

Juice fall from their volatility, the Spirituous being depreffed, and 

coming to flow, take to them the ‘ulphureous Corpufeles fent from 
the Blood info the Brain, being then weak and open; whence this 
Liquor prefently becomes moft fharp, like Aqua forts, and the anie 
mal Spirits exorbitant, and very much troubled. 

Secondly, the animal Spirits, fometimes, whil ft they are raifed téq 
much, almoft after the like manner, Gring both to themfelves. and 
the nervous Juice, a Difpofition to Madnefs; hence Ambition, Pride: 
and Emulation have made fome run Mads; the reafon Whereof js; 
that whilft the corporeal Soul, fwelling through the Opinion and 
Pride of its own excellency, raifes and endeavours to expand it felf 
every way, as far as may be beyond the limits of the Body 5 the aniz 
Mal Spirits Cumultuarily call’d into the Brain, are notable to be 
contain’d within their wonted Tracts: but being there refracted; 
and diverfly reflected, by reafon of their too great exertion, are 
fore’d into new and Wholly devious Tracts; wherefore, both them: 
felves being difturbed from the courfe of their proper Emanation, 
and the nervous Liquor, foon acquire a fharp and ifritating difpos 

fition, and confequently a Madnefs enfues. / 
_ So far of Madnels, raifed by reafon of a folemn evident canfe alones 
But this Difeafe alfo arifes often by reafon of a P, OCatarx's preexi ft. 
ingin the Brain, and chiefly by reafon of a preceeding Melancholy 
Or Phrenfy: In that the animal Spirits being exalted a ltttle too 
Much with the nervous Juice, and in this being a little too much 
deprefs’d, acquire the Difpofition to Madnefs. 

2. The Difpofition to Madne no let trequently has its Roots jn 


the miafs of Blood, and at length is produc’d into act, to wit, when 
the Blood being mightily depraved, anc nitrofulphureous; either 
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together with the animal Spirits, or 
hich kind of taint of the Blood, is ei-

fuarnifhes fuch as are evil 5 w 


ther bereditary or acquired. | 
Firft, its a common obfervation,that Men born of Parents that are 


fometimes wont to be Mad, will be obnoxious to the {ame Difeafe : 
And tho often they have liv'd prudently and foberly above Thirty or 
Forty years,yet afterward without any occafion,or evident caufe, will 
fall Mad. The reafon whereof is, that the Blood at that time being fal- 
len from its due crafis by degrees,to be nitrofulphureous,furnifhes the 
Brain with animal Spirits,and a nervous Juice of a moft fharp Nature. 
We have formerly fhewn,that the Elementary Particles in our Body 
perfalt during Life, feparately from thofe that are fecondary,fupplid 
by Nutrition, and that they have times of their Crudity, Maturity, 
and Decay : Wherefore we judge alfo,that the morbid Semsnza Come 
to a ripene(s alfo,according to the periods of ages Moreover, we ob- 
ferve, that often thefe morbid Fruits being ripened, continue a good 
while, or during Life, and that fometimes they wither away again as 
it were of theirown accordsand that then afterw ard,after fome tract 
of time,new Fruits {pring forth again from the mia{m left behind,and 
rifes by:degrees to their height ; wherefore an hereditary Madnefs 
{ometimes is continual, fometimes intermittent, and its Fits fome- 
éimes are wont to return after fhorter intervals,fometimes after longer. 
>. Asthe Procatarxis of the Mania, {ticking in the Blood, is often 
‘nnate or originally in it, fo the fame fometimes is engendred by de- 


grees, either by anil form of Diet,or by a fuppreffion of folemn Eva: 


cuations, by reafon of a precedent Fever, or for other caufes, and at 
length, being brought to a Maturity,breaks forth into a Madnels. It's 
ufualin a great dearth, for certain poor People who are fore'd to live 
only on difagreeing Food, or fach asis of anill digeftion; at firft to 
become fad, with a ftaring and wan afpect, and in a fhort time after 
to turn Mad: The Flux of the Hemorrhoides or Menfes being re= 
rained, or malignant Ulcers fuppreft, difpofe towards this Difeafe. 
Moreover, thofe who originally or acquiredly are of an eager Tem- 
perament, an extravagant. 
becaule of beingnigh toa nitrofulphureous Difpofition of the Blood, 
gre in danger of falling Mad upon fome ftrong evident caufe. 
3.Venemous Fermentsinfinuated into the Blood and nervous Juices 
as e{pecially from the biting of Animals that are Mad.or by the taking 
of fome venemous things,are wont to caufe Madnefs. Concerning the 
reafon of the former,we have elfewhere propos’d our Conjectures.OF 
late a noble Lady, and worthy of Credit, related to me of her own 


Knowledge,that acertain Gentleman after having eaten at Dinner the 1)

tender Leaves of Wolf-bane, in a Sallet with other Herbs, found him- 


Behaviour, and an earneft Countenance, | 
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felf ill in the evening, and complaining of a great agitation and refte \y 
le(nefs of his Blood and Spirits, entreated his Friends that a Chirure i 


geon 
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geon might be called to open a Vein, and faid that otherwife he 


fhould prefently run mad; which indeed hapned as he faid, for, be~ 


fore he could be let Blood, falling mad, he dyed within the {pace of 
twenty four hours ; which deadly affect hapned fo on a fudden, in 
as much as the Poy{on did not only pervert both the Blood and a- 
nimal Spirits as to-their Crafis, but by its malign Ferment prefently 
fubverted them utterly. 

The Reafon why mad Perfons are bold and very confident,{o that 
they fly no dangers,and fet upon the moft difficult of things, is, that 
the animal Spirits being very exorbitant, and vehemently moved, 
both fortifie the Imagination, that no Object feems greater or more 
terrible toit than ufual, and actuate the Pracordia with Vigour, fo 
that they ftrongly and {wiftly convey the Blood,and briskly drive it 
into the utmott bounds of the Body. In this affect the Soul ftrives 
to outgo, and to fpringit felf as it were beyond the circumference 
of the Body, and fo making an effort every way, it bears it felf un- 
daunted againft any incurfions of exteriour things. 

2. The Reafon why mad Perfons are ftrong to a Miracle, is, that 
Particles as it were nitrofulphureous, or otherwife very fharp, or 
as it were Stygian, are contained in their Blood and nervous Juice, 
whence the animal Spirits excel in a ftupendous and incredible ela< 
ftick, or explofive force, far above the natural. 

3. It is to be obferved, that mad Perfons are hardly ever wearied, 
for though by raging and ftriving they ftrongly exercife their Limbs 
for many Days and Nights, and in the mean while live without eat- 
ing and fleeping,they {carce at all faulter,nor defift from their ftrug- 
ling through a failure of Strength; which doubtlefs fo happens, 
for as much as the animal Spirits, though very movable and elaftick, 
yet are not volatile and eafily diffipable, but by reafon of the faline 
Particles deprefs’d from their volatility into a flowing ftate, and 
being combin’d with the fulphureous ones, become firm and fixt, 
and therefore hold out very long in their Activity. 

4. Almoft for the fame Reafon, many Perfons, how much foever 
they fuffer or are afflicted, are not hurt : but endure Cold, Heat, 
Watchings,Faftings, Stripes and Wounds, without any fenfible dam- 
mage,becaufe the Spirits being ftrong and fixt, do not faulter nor fly 
away. Moreover, the Blood having got a nitrofulphureous difcrafy, 
isincapable of any other change, wherefore, though infenfible tran¢- 
piration be ftopt, and other folemn evacuations are fuppreft, or fup- 


 plys of the nutritive Juice are deny d, neither a Catarrh, nor Fever, 


noran Atrophia, or Cacochymia lightly enfue upon Madnefs, for in 
this affect,though the Particles of the Blood are grown very turgid, 
yet by reafon of the ftore of Salt,they do not take toa feverifh Flame, 
As to the prognoitick of Madnets,fince the aff.cted are never ob- 
noxious to a Fever,nor to other Difeafes befides, nor are eafily hurt 
Rrr2 | by 
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by outward Accidents,it is not a mortal Difeafe of it felf: but is very 
difficult of Cure, becaufe a great alteration 1s to be made in the 
Biood and Spirsts, and the Difeafed are refractory to amy method of 
Cure, being Enemies both to Phyficians, and themielves. 
~ If the Madne/sbe snveterate ov beredstary,or be caus’d by the bite 
of a mad Dog, itadmits of a perfect Cure with difficulty, or not at 
gli, that whichis rais’d through fomeoccafion, whetherit be from 
an evident caufe alone, or comes upon a Fever, allo on which the 
Icch, Small Pox, Hemorrhoids, ov Varix’s happen, is more eafily 
Cured. : 
Thofe that are obnoxious to this Difeafe at times, are very much 
in danger about the Summer Solfice, or in the Dog days ; allo in great 
changes of the Air, as when long colds or heats are changed into 
oppofite conftitutions of the Heavens. 
“” Since there are two kinds of Madmefs,to wit, a continual and snter- 
wuttent one; the method of Curing alfo ought to be twofold. 
y. The Therapeutick methed to be ufed in a continual Mansa, fug- 
gefts to us three primary Indications fo vulgarly known : Vig. the 
fir ff Curatory, which, regarding the Difeafe it felf, endeavours to cor- 
rect or appéafe the furses and exorbitancies of the Ansmal Spirits : 
The fecorid Prefervatory, which, levelling at the caufes of the Difeafe, 
undertakes to remove or amend the fharp and nitrofulphureous 
Dy {crafies of the B’ood and the Nervous Fusce, and the Stygian difpo- 
fition, as it were, of the Spzrits.. The third Vital, which directs fuch 
a way of Diet and refumptive nourithment, that both the nutritive 
and vital functions may be able to be carried on and- maintained as 
ig barely neceffary in this Difeate, = x | 
The firft Indscatzron, viz. Curatory, requires Difcipline, viz. threats, 
bindings, or ftripes, as well as Phyfick; and therefore the mad 
Perfon,being put into a Houfe fit for that purpofe, let him be fo ma- 
naged both by the Phyfician, and prudent Attendants, that he be 
kept in a manner always in his due behaviour, and in meet geftures 
and motions, either by advice, chiding, or by punifhments now and 
then inflicted on him 5 and indeed there is nothing more efficatious 
er neceffary for curing mad Perfons, than that they always dread 
and ftand in awe of certain Tortures, as it were; for by this means 
the Corporeal Soul,being fomewhat depreft and reftrained, is forced 
to remit of its haughtineis and exorbitancy 3 and therefore after- 
ward grows mild by degrees, and is reduced to order. Wherefore 
mad men are fometimes fooner and more certainly cured by pu- 
nifhments and tortures, ina pent up room, than by, Phyfick, or 
Medicines, , | : as | 3 
But withal, tuch a courfe of Phyfick alfo ought to be us’d, which 
may reftrain and bring down the haughtinels of the Corporeal Sout: 
Wherefore in this Difeate Blooding, Vornstories and Catharticks, how 
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ftrong foever they are, and given at rovers a 
do good.

Take Extract of black Hellebore, Calamelanos, of each 4 Scruple 5 


make a Bolts.

Take Confectio Hamec, or the Ele&uary of the Fusce of Rofes from 
balf an Ounce to fix Drams 5 lee it be given in Broth.

In the mean while that thefe things are done, let the prefervatory 
Indication take care Of the Caufe of the Difeafe. Wherefore with — 
thefe frequent Purges and Bloodings, let altering, Remedies be in- 
terlacd, for tempering the Blood and nervous Juice, and for redu- 
cing them to their due Crafis; if haply the Difeated, being obfequi- 
ous and tractable, do not refute to take fuch things methodically.

Moreover, let {pecifick Remedies be applyed to ufe, 
kind the Decoétion of Pimpernell with a purple Flower y fa 
the tops of St. John’s-wort, and other Decottions, Opiates, and Pewp- 
ders againft Madne/i, well known by all famous Empricks, 

As to the cuire of Madnefs,caus’d by tbe biting of venemous or mad Ani- 
mals, fince it isin a manner only Empirial, and vulgarly known, there 
is no need for us to Difcourfe of it in this place, we having alfo pro- 
posd our Conjectures concerning it elfewhere * Again, the Decoction 
or infusion of Apples either crude or boyled in fountain Water, the Liquor 
Lea, Emuifions, with many other things, forms of which we have gi- 
ven in the cure of Melancholy, are proper in this cafe. 

Moreover, many other helps befides Blooding are wont to be af- 
forded from Chirurgery for Curing this Difeafe: Cupping-glaffes, with 
a Scarification often do good 5 Veficatories, Cautertes, both actual 
and potential, are commended by many. Some commend 4rte- 

Tiotomy, others Trepanning, and others Salivation: But thefe kinds 
Of admins{trations, befides that they are of a doubtful effect, cannot 
eafily, and fcarce with fafety come in practice, by reafon of the 
intelectable difpofition of the Difeafed. Wherefore it would be 
fuperfluous here to enquire into the reafons of the relief or cure to 
be expected from thofe things. It is good fometimes, the Head 
being fhav'd, to apply the warm Lungs of a Lamb or Sheep, and 
other fomentations to the Sinciput, and now and then to change 
them. But thefe Epitbemes, alfo, in regard they cannot be metho-

f  dically applied and repeated to the Difeafed, who admit them with 


reluctancy, often do more hurt than good. 
30. Phe /2tal Indication directs how mad perfons ov ght to be hand- 
led, as tO their Gowernmenr, Diet and Sleep. In this Difeafe, other- 
Wife than in many others, there is no need of rcftoring : For neither 
ought the /frengeb to be rettor’d with Refumpezves, nor'the Spirits 
with Cordials; but onthe contrary, a fuppreffion, or as it were, a 
certain extinction is to be us'd to both, being too exorbitant of 
themfelves, refembling a flame, as it were, burning above meafure : 
Therefore let the Diet be thin and not delicate, the Cloathing courfe, 
the lodging hard, the dealing with them fevere and rigid. But Sieep, 
becaufe it is very neceflary, if it be whol! y Wanting, ought fometimes 
to be caus'd by giving Remedies; for which end, the Hypnotsck Me- 
scones prefcrib’d before for Melancholy, are proper alfo in this Di- 
feafe, thofe who have an inveterate habitual Midnef are feldom put 
CO 
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to aPhyfical cure, but being committed to Hofpitals for mad Per- 
fons, by the ordinary difcipline of that Place, either return at length 
to themfelves, or are kept there from doing hurt to themfelves or 
others. 

It is not needful to illuftrate the nature of this Difeafe with Hifto- 
ries and Examples, and to fet forth many Types of it 5 but rather 
addrefs your felves to the Hoipitals of mad People, where, not with- 
out a great admiration, you may behold asit were a New, and Mon- 
ferrous Generation of Men, vz. contrary to fuch as are rational, and 
as it were our Antipodes; who, if they could all be gathered to- 
gether into one place, and all the Fools and fenfelels Perfons be 
joyned with them, I know not whether they would not make an 
equal divifion of the whole Earth with the fober and prudent. 

So far of the cure of a continual Madnels. But the intermittent 
has perfectly lucid intervals, in which the Difeafed return toa found 
Mind, or the Fury only ceafes, the Delirium ftill remaining, fo that 
the affected become gentle and tractable: Yet continuing ftill to 
err as to their Imagination and Judgment, they fpéak and doa 
great many abfurd or incongruous things, and afterward become 
mad again at: times. | 

The remedy of both thefe affects,as to thie curatory Indication, 1s 
the {amie as in a continual Madnefs, that it will not be needful to fet. 


down here any other Method or Medicines:But as to what regards the ~ 


Prophylaxis, or prefervatory Indication, to wit, whereby the way of 
curing to be ufed out of the Fits for preventing or leffening them is 
order’d, in which the Fury only intermits, the Delirium remaining, 
the very fame Phyfical Method and Remedies, which we have pre- 
fcribed for removing the Procatarxis of Melancholy are proper. 
Ina Madnefs which intermits perfectly, as to all fyinptoms; at the 
mott fit feafons, -to wit, Spring and Fall, folemn courfes of Phyfick 
ought to be entred upon 3 and alfo there is always need of a Care 


and governance of the Dileafed ; both that as to. his Diet, and way “} 


of Life, he be kept alwaysin an even and moderate Temper 3 and 
that as foon as the figns of an imminent Fit appear, Blooding and 
Purging being prefently ufed, its accefs be kept off. 

Therefore, at the approach of the Equinoxes, let Blood be drawn 
from the Arm,and then after feven, or eight days from the Hemorr- 
hoid Veins by Leeches:Let Purges and Vomits by due intervals be St- 
yen twice or thrice: Moreover, on intermitting days, let altering Re- 
medies be orderly taken at Phyfical hours:forms of thefe are deliver d 
both in this Chapter,and in the foregoing tor the cure of Melancholy- 
Let the Diet be thin and of good digeftion 3 as to Sleep, Motion, and 
other non-natural things let all be moderate: Ifat any timea Perfon 
feems to be threatned with an accefs of Madnefs,conftantly before the 
Summier-folftice,let Blooding with Vomiting,and a thin Diet be usd.

CHAP. IX. 

Luftructions and Prefcripts for the Cure of § tupidity 
85 CO therational Souii 


or Folly. 
Fupidity or Folly, though it chiefly belon 
S and fignifies the defect of the Underftanding and Judgment: 
nevertheleis it is not improperly placed among the Difeafes of the 
Head, or cf the Brain 5 to wit, inafinuch as that Eclipfe of the 
-fuperiour. Soul proceeds from the Imagination and Memory in- 
jured 3 and the failings of thofe depend on the Faults of the anis 
mal Spirits and of the Brain it felf, 

I. As to the animal Spirits, how they ought to be qualified of 
their proper and genuine Nature, and what they are by reaton of a 
preternatural Difpofition in the Phrenty, Melancholy, and Madnefs, 
we have fufficiently declared 3 but befides, fometimes the animal Spjs 
tits being in a manner dettitute of a@ive Particles, become,as it Were, 
dead and effete, to wit, whereas the {piritous Particles ought to pres 
dominate and gather to them the faline volatiz’d; in a Stupidity as 

fulphureous,being too much depres’d,are almoft 
drown’d and overwhelm’d jn fuch as are watery and earthy. 

2. As to the Fault of the Brain,firft,it’s a vulgar Obfervation that 
the Wit and towardly Difpofition depends fomewhat on the greats 
nefs and figure of the Head,and confequently of its Brain + for as to 
itsbulk, it is a Proverb, that too little or roo much Brain argues Fol- 
ly: And though this does not always happen fo,yet it does frequetit= 
ly, the reafon of which is, that in a little Brain only a few Spirits 
are €ngendred and exercifed: And a great Brain, confifting for the 
It for any acutenefs of Wit. 
Secondly, the genuine and beft figure of the Brain ought to be 
globous, to wit, for this end, that the Spirits may be diffus’d with 
an even efflux trom the midf of it on every fide to its circtmfe~ 
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, "ence, and may be thence retorted everywhere with equal Angles 


of Reflexions ; but thofe who have a flat Head, or too copped, or 
otherwile difproportionate, for the moft part have fome notable 
failing in the animal Faculty. 

3- The Subftance of the Brain ought to be well tempered and of 
a laudable texture, nor only as to the qualities of Heat and Cold, 


Drought and Moifture; but its Conttitution fhould be fubtle and a- 
Creal, confifting of a plenty of volatile Salt and Spirit, with a mo- 


‘rate proportion of the other things, that the Spirits may readily 


) Pals the whole,and frame Tracts for themfelves;and withal it thould 


€ indifferently firm and compact, that the Tracts and Paflages 
elently be defac’d by the fubfiding 
ol. -

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Parts too tender. But in Perfons that are ftupid we may imagine, 

fometimes an excefs of fome’ manifelt. quality in the Brain, as 

chiefly of moifture and cold 5 for which reafon Children and aged 

Perfons are often wont to be affected with.a Dulnefs of the Sentes ; 
fometimes a Texture too grofs and earthy, fo that the Spirits can- 

not eafily irradiate it, or make Tracts for themfelves. To this 

grofs Texture of the Bratn fome, born of Rufticks, are frequently 

obnoxious, fo that in fome Families, looking back upon many 
Generations, you will {carce find one wife or witty Man. 

4. Sometimes the evil conformation of the Brain as to its Pores 
and Paflages, acquired by reafon of fome Diforders, is the caufe 
that the animal Function is not duely performed: For fometimes 
thefe Pores are either wanting, of perverted, that the animal Spi- 
rits cannot duely operate. 

So far of the conjunct Caufes of Folly,as to the procatarctick and 
evident Caufes,there are many occafions by reafon of which the fore- 
faid blemifhes are brought on the Brain or Spirits,or both of them. 

For firft, Stupidity is fometunes originary, or born witha Man 3 
and fo either it is hereditary, as when Fools beget Fools,the fame ef- 
fete Particles concurring to frame the animal Organs in the Son 
which were in the Father 5 or the connate Stupidity is accidentalas 
it were,to wit, it frequently happens that wife and mighty ingenious 
Men beget meer Sots,which fometimes fo falls out for thefe reafons, 
either that the Parents fpend their Spirits in ftudy and too much 
thinking,or weaken and enervate the Body through Intemperance,, 
Luxury,and ill Living : Whereas we fee in other Animals,as in a good 

breed of Eforfes and Cocks, that their Young-ones do certainly patrs- 

gare, 10 that prefently they are fold at a great rate, their Vertues, 
in regard they are not broken by a diforderly and preternatural 
way of living, defcending in a dong feries to their poiterity. 

Secondly, there are many evident Caufes, by which Stupidity is 
brought on fuch as are originally found: some at firit being witty

Fourthly, trequent D runkennefs and Surfeiting, efpecially if Men 
fleep prefently on eating and drinking, very much weaken the

Underftandings of fome, and impair the ufe of Reafon; asa fre- =

quent ule of Oprats has fhrewdly blunted the edge of the Under- 
ftanding of others. 

Fithly, violent and fudden Paffions, fuch chiefly as an exceeds 


ing 
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ing great ferrour coming unawares, or an extreath fadnefs, have 
rendred fome doltith. 

Sixthly, We may obferve, that fome Men by reafon of great Dif- 
eafes of the Brain have turn’d Fools: This frequently happensin a 
fevere and long continued Epilepfy 5 inafmuch as this Affect poffef- 
fing the Medjtullca of the Brain,perverts, and fo ftuffs with Feculen- 
cies, and fills all the Pores and Paflages by reafon of the Spirits there 
frequently and vehemently exploded, that the Tracts of the Spirits 
being clofe fhut, the Acts of the inward Senfes and Motions are hin- 
dred: Moreover, Ihave obferved Stupidity toaccompany and pre- 
cede the Palfyin many, to wit, the {ame matter whichin the Corpus 
Stréatum brings a Refolution, being gatlicred together in the Corpus 
Callofum,ifit does not bring an Apoplexy or Carus, often caufes Folly. 
There aremany differencesof this Difeafe, and firft, weufe to di- 
ftinguith betwixt Folly and Stupidity 5. that thofe who are affected 
with the former,apprehend fimple things well and quick enoughjand 
Keep them faft in Memory, but for want of Judgement,ill compound 
Or divie Notions,and far worfe infer one thing from another: More- 
over, by fooling, and doing, and {peaking a great many things un- 
happily or ridiculoufly, they move Laughter in theftanders by: On 
the contrary, thofe that are ftupid by reafon of the defe@s of the I- 
Magination, Memory, and Judgement, neither apprehend Well, nor 
nimbly, nor argue well: Moreover, they do not behave themfelyes as 
the former, in making Sports and Geftures, but blockifhly and un- 
featly, and, as it were, like Apes, and confequently the fimplicity 
of thefe is more, who fo carry their Difeafe in their Countenance 
and Gefture. In Folly, it feems that the animal Spirits being fome- 
What nimble, but unftedfaft, and having only fhort and oblique 
Tracts, do not pafs the Brain with an even and conftant irradiati- 
on, but making excurfions this way and that,after 3 defultory man- 
her, exercife only flight or ridiculous Acts of animal Functions: But 
in Stupidity, the Spirits of their own Nature being dullandobtufe, 
and refiding in a grofs and unpervious Brain, are not able to exert 
themfelves for duly performing the Offices of the animal Oecononiy, 
There are many degrees of Stupidity, for fome Perfons are ac- 
Counted unfit as to the comprehenfion of all things; others only as 
to. fome; Some being wholly unfit for Learning, and the liberal 

Sciences, are apt enough to mechanical Arts: Others, though in- 

Capable of both thefe, yet readily comprehend Agriculture, and 

Country Affairs : Others, being incapable in a manner of all bufi- 

nefs, can be taught only thofe things that regard eating and drink- 

ing, and the common way of living, others being meer Dolts, fGarce 
underftand any’ thing at all, or do any thing with! Knowledge. 

As to the Prognoftick, Stupidity contracted by Birth, or here- 
ditary, or hapning through fome- unknown Gaufes, if it continues: 
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to the time of Puberty, is fcarce ever curd: Though foenetimes it 
happens that little Children, at firft dull, and almoft fenfelefs, when 
the Crafes of the Brain and Spirits come afterward to a maturation, 
become ingenious, and apt enough to learn. 

The Difeafe raifed through fome fole evident Caufe, as by a hurt 
of the Head, ora violent Paffion, alfo hapning upon an inveterate 
Epilepfy, if it perfeveres fore time, is afterward incurable. 

That, which enfuing upon other fleepy Affects, depends chiefly 
onthe hurt of the Memory, fometimes thofe Affects being cured,va- 
nithesof its own accord : If at any time therefore in thete Cafes the 
Cure of Stupidity is ordered, in a manner the (ame Method of Heal- 
ing and Remedies which we have prefcribed for the pretervatory 
Indication of the Lethargy will be proper here: Whereof the chief 
Intents muft be, that the animal Spirits being tree from any Dead- 
nefs and Stupefa@tion, make Pores and Paffages within the tranf- 
~ Iycid Brain, and duely expand themfelves in them. 

Sometimes a Fever has cur’d fome Foolsand ftupid Perfons, and 
has rendred them more acute: Huartws relates, that a certain Foo} 
inthe Court of Corduba, being affeCked with a malignant Fever, -ar- 
riv’d in the height of the Difeafe to fo great an acutenets of Judg- 
ment and Difcretion, that he put the whole Court in Admivration, 
and for the whole remainder of his Life continued a very prudent 
Perfon: And we have knowna certain Perfo of adull, and indeed 
Becian Underftanding, who raving in a Fever, was very quick at 
breaking {mart Jefts, and feafan’d with much Sait : The reafon of 
which things feems to be, that the febrile Heat (ometimes rarefies 
and difperfes the mift invefting the Brain. 

Therefore, as to the cure of this Difeafe, Stupidity, whether in- 
nate, or acquir’d / if it be not a plain Senfelefnefs, and Doltifhnefs 
incapable of all Erudition ) though it be not ufually cur’d, yet it is 
wont to be amended. Wherefore the Cares both of a Phyfician and 
Tutor muft be us’d for polifhing fomewhat the Underftanding of 
fuch as are fo affected,and that being brought to the ufe of, at leaft, 
fome little Reafon, they may be exempted from the rank of Brutes. 

For thisend, becaufe Bards, or fuch as are very blockifh, learn 
not the Notions of things more readily than Children their A. B. CG: 


therefore they are to he inftructed in all things by an afliduous and | | 


very diligent Mafter, and the fame things are to be incultated again 
and again: For by this means the Spirits, though dull andtorpid, 
willin fome meafure be actuated by perpetual Exercife; and being 
continually ftirred up, will make at length tor their Expanfion fome 
Tracts or Paffages, though imperfect, in the Brain,how grofs lo- 
ever. For the better and more ealy eff-cting of thefe things, 
phyfical Remedies alfo ought to be given for purifying and volati- 
zing the Blaod and nervous Liquor, together with the animal

The Fries of this Affe ( whichina manner is always intermittent ) 
either feize at random, or periodically 3 which ending fometimes foon- 
er, fometimes later, good lucid Intervals enfue s prefently, upon the 
firft invafion, Pains for the moft part arife without any {welling s 
though afterward, about the height of the Difeate, the Part affecked 
often {wells the Pains about the beginning {carce yield to any Reme- 
dies,but are wont to be very much exafperated by Catharticks, and 
not prefently to be driven away,or aflwag’d by T opicks;the Fits moft 
commonly feize on a fudden, and without a previous afte, thi ugh 
fometimes it has a fore-running effervefcence in the Blood, or a little 

Fever. The Difpofition to this Difeafe fometimes is Hereditary ,fome- 
times acquir’d through an ill Diet : the Occafions or Caufes, which 
being wont to actuate the Dif pofition, raife the Arthritick Pains are 
fome violent alterations,or Paffions infliGed on the Humors and Spi- 
tits. Hence Surfeiting, immoderate drinking, efpecially of acid and 
thin Wines, Tran{piration letted, Anger, immoderate Venery, Sad~ 
nefs,alfo the Revolutions and great Changes of the Year and Air,eve- 
ry where bring Fits of this Difeafe : thofe that are obnoxious to this, 
are alfoin danger of being fometimes troubled with the Stone or Gra- 
velin the Kzdneys,and on the contrary: moreover, the Goue increa= 
fing, gathers together every where about its chief Seats, to wit, the 
Joynts,.a calculous matter, and there raifes a tophous mafs. 

The Parts affected, upon the twitching of whofe Fibres, the Paing 
areraifed, for the moft part are the Perioftia, or the Membranes co- 
vering the heads of the Bones, alfo the Tendons, and haply the Liga- 
ments there plac’d: but fince the Pain in thofe Parts depends wholly 
on the folution of continuity, and this proceeds from a certain mat. 
ter fticking in, or lying on thofe Bodies we muft enquire, firft, of 
what kind that morbifick matter is 5 fecondly, whence it is brought 
thither, and thirdly, after what manner, by folving unity in them, 
it caufesfuch periodical Fits of the Goue. 

As to the morbifickh matrer, it (eems in the fi. t place that it is nei- 
ther the Blood nor the nervous Juice by themfelves ; nor alfo one fin- 
gle Humour depos’d by either of them, but that in the chief Seat of

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twitchings of the nervous Fibres arife. 

Therefore a faline or tartarous matter,deposd from the arterious 
Blood about the {paces betwixt the Bowels,is asit were the feminine 
Seed of this Difeafe; which neverthele(s, though heap’d together in 
a great plenty, is wholly unfruitful of it felf, till the nervous Liquor 
slowing turgid,fends acetous Recrenients, fallin 2 tromit, to the feat 
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of the foriner, which,as the mafculine Seed,prefently renders the other 
prolifick ¢ for, ip as much as thofe two particles, which are ofa dif 
fering jiate and origine, meet, and mutually contelt, they twitch 
the Fibres of the Membranes and Tendons, and fo caufe the Fit of 
the Gout, the appeafing of which depends wholly on the mutual 
fubduing and diffipation of the {harp Particles ofboth kinds. 

As to the evident caufesfor which the nutritive Liquor, brought 
from the Blood to the Joynts,is too much {tored with a fixt Salt,and 
by reafon of which thete Parts become over-ready and eafie to re- 
ceive what is difproportion’d to them, in regard they are various 
and manifold, we fhali here briefly touch the chief of them. 

1, And firft, an hereditary difpofition is wont to produce both 
the failures: for Gouty Perfons for the moft part engender Gouty 
Children ; and this Difeafe, defcending from Parents to Children, is 
wont to have in both not only the like frutt,and to be brought to a 
ripenefs about the fame terms of Age; but for the moft part it fixes 
sts firft roots in the fame members, and every where obferves the 
like progrefs. 

2, But neverthelefs,the Artbritical difpofitron,without an original 
taint, is often caufed by reafon of an ill Diet, and errours in the fix 
non-natural things; for thofe who being given to feafting and good 
fellowfhip, delight themfelvesin Eating and Drinking much, and dif- 
orderly, and efpecially if they feed on falt and fumptuous provifions, 

and drink Wine plentifully, eafily contract this Difeafe. For by this 
means none but an indigefted Chyle, and fuch as is endowed with 
wild and unmeet Particles is prepared in the Vs{cera ; moreover, 
after much drinking of Wine, Salt dregs and heterogeneous filth, 
which otherwife would ftay in the firft paffages, being too much 
exalted, are conveyed into the Blood: To which irregularities mn 
Diet, if a fedentary Life, Idlenefs, and much fleeping are joyned, fo 
that neither the fuperfluities exhale, nor the faline Impurities are 


blown off by exercife that they do not fubfide about the Joints 5 


certainly a great ftore of this dlchalifare feed will be fown for produ- 
cing this Dsfeafe of the Foynes. 

The weaknefs and Arthritick difpofition of the joints is not only 
hereditary, but is frequently caufed on feveral occafjong; the falling 
down of the morbifick matter often brings it: for if by chance 1t 
happens that the firit fit of the Gout be in this or that Part, the pec- 
cait humour will afterward more readily fall on that member 3 and in 
a thort time will make there, asit were, its neft, where it will con- 
tinually lodge its brood: Moreover, folution of Continuity alfo, or 
an injury hapning to fome Joint by cold or moitture, a wound oF 
luxation often caufe a Gouty difpofition. 

The evident Caufes, which in refpect of the Nervous Liquor, 
-aufe Fits of ahe Gout, either pervert the particles and Portions 
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into an acetous nature, or being before d 
fluxions. 

1.Many acid Liquors,and many {mall Wines 
and experience teaches us, that Cyder and ftal 
things to be fhun’d by Arthritical perfons,/for thofe kinds of Drinks 
do not only bring into a the latent caule of the Difeafe, but by file 
ling the Brain and Nerves with a great many acetous Particles the 
contribute to its fuel, and encreafe the morbifick Matter, 

2. Immoderate or unfeafonable exercife of the Body , violent 
Paffions, immoderate VY enery, and a diforderly Diet, and hkewife 
whatfoever things greatly troublé or exagitate the Spirits and Hu- 
mors, and confequently raife fluxions of the nervous Juice, or of 
its Recrements caufe Arthritick pains. aed 
3. Solemn Evacuations fuppreft, allo at admittance of cold and 
moifture, forafmuch as by this means the Blood, and contequently 
the nervous Liquor fall inte effcrvefcencies and fluxions, bring fits 
ef that Difeafe. | 


4.For the fame reafon changes of the Heavens,and of the Alr,alfe 
the revolutions of theYe 


th ar are wont to bring pains of the Gout,that 
it is become a Proverb,that Gouty per/ons carry thesr Almanack in their 
Bones, and from their pains draw moft cettain Prognofticks of the 
p Seatons 5 for as often asa moitt conftitution of the Year, and South. 
or North Winds, or Snows are at hat d, they are wont to predict 
thofe things from the acceffés of their pains. Moreover, at each 
ll, they are more forely 
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Quarter of the Year, efpecially Spring and Fa 
tormented 3 wherefore the Equinoxes are alwa ys religioufly obferv’d 
p by them: The reafon of thefe things partly confifts in this, that in- 
fenfible tranfpitation is varioufly altered, by reafon of the chan Ses 
Of the Air, and of the Year > for which reafon, the Effiuvia, which 
were wont to tranipire, being reftrain’d, ferment the Blood and 
nervous Humor, and eafily ftir them to Arthritick fluxions. More- 
over the Humors of our Bodies, as the Juices of Vegitables, and 
other natural and artificial Liquors, diverfly ferment according to 
the changes of the Seafons, and fall into various { ti 
of fixation, fornetimes of volatility, fometime 
The chief differences of this Difeafe are taken from the 
fected, and therefore they are made, as 
Of the fame, 
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crafy of the Blood, in both affects depending on the fixt Salt 3 and 
likewife that the Scorbutical difpofition eafily comes upon Gouty 
per(ons; for that keeping long to their Bed or a Chair, they ufe no 
exercife. Secondly, the Scorbutick affects which imitate the Gout, 
are a Rheumatifm, and the Arihbritm vaga Scorbutica, concerning 
which we have written in our Tract of the Scurvy. * 

The Gout has fo near a relation to the Stone in the Reins, that 
both affects, asthough they were of the fame Origine, moft com- 
monly concur: For fcarce any Perfon is troubled with that Difeafe, 
but he is found obnoxious to this; Moreover, an inveterate Gout 1s 
wont to caufe ftrong concretions in the Joynts, fuch as the Ne- 
phritick Difeafe in the Reins: Hence I think it very likely, that the 
ach in the Reins arifes from a-like, or wholly the fame caufe which 
we have affign’d for the Gout; to wit, that the Sa/sno fixt Matter 
depos’d by the Blood inthe Reins, ferments with the acid Humor, 
often fent thither by the Nervous Ductus’s; and that therefore Ne- 
phritick Pains are frequently caufed 5 and that afterward, the Stone 
is form’d by both matters coagulated after fermenting. 

As to the Prognoftick of the Gout, every Man knows it to be a Di- 
f{eafe that fafe enough 3; but extreamly difficult to be cur’d. 1. Asto 
the former, this Difeaie is not only void of danger as to it felf, but is 
a prevention againft moit other Dijeafes:For Gouty perfons by reafon 
of a faline-fixt Difcrafy of the Blood are not obnoxious to Fevers: 
Moreover, they live for the moft part free from other affects of the 
Wead orVifcera,in as much as the Recrements both of the Blood and 
Nervous Juice are continually depos’din the Joynts. 2. But as to the 
way ofits cure,it is fo difficult,that for the removal of the Procatarxis 
of the Difeafe there is requir’d both a moft perfect amendment of the 
two Humors, wz. of the Blood and Nervous Juice, to wit, that they 
engender not any Saline-fixt, or acid Particles, and likewife a Refti- 
tution of the weakned Joynts ( neither of which can ever eafily be 
done) to which may be added, that the conjunct caufe of this Difeafe 
lies in parts very remote, where the Vertues of no Medicine reach. 

Sometimes it happens by reafon of the fluxions of the Arthritick 
Matter, being fuppreft or ftruck back, that one while gripes of the 
Belly or Vifcera of the Abdomen, another while a Dy{pnza, Afthma, 
or other affects of the Breaft, and fometimes alfo that the Apoplexy, 


and other fleepy or convulfive Difeafes are raifed ; from which things © 


being obferved, it will be obvious to obje&, that the Ménera of the 
Gout is not fuch as we even now defcrib’d it, becaufe its faline part, 


in regard it is the fame which is appointed for the nourifhment of 


the Joynts, cannot be driven thence, or convey’d, or depos’d elfe> 
where: Then as to the other part, to wit, the acid Seminsum de- 


pofed in its ufual places it feems that that cannot eafily be driven” 


back, and being {uppreft by it felf, or in its Paffage, or convey d 
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elfewhere, that it will not much fiurt ‘any part ; but it may eafily 
be replyed to this, that the acetous Portion of the Arthritick Mat= 
ter flowing in the Duckus’s of the Nerves may be repelled, or ftopt, 
and that being difcharged on other parts, it often caufes very fore 
Difeafes ; and indeed the Nervous Liquor and itsReerements, fince 
they confift of Particles that are very fubtle and active, upon any 
{mail let or repulfe are driven into divers forts of fallies and fluxions 
Moreover, when thofe grow turgid about the noble Parts, or within 
the Ductus’s of the Nerves, or meet with Particles of other Humors 
of another kind, and ferment with them ; they caufe various affects 
either inducing pain, or convulfive: And often, in as much as Parti- 
cles of a differing nature are coagulated together, Tumours, fome- 
times Strumous, fometiimes Cancrous, or otherwife malignant arife. 

Whilft I was writing thefe things, I was called to a renowned Mae 
tron, who formerly having been very obnoxious to the Gout, after 
that fhe had been ill of fate,for about three Monthsjof a very great 
weaknels of the Stomack with an dmorexia, a Naufecufne(s,.and ale 
moft a continual Vomiting, at length I know not on what occafion, 
falling into frequent Swoonings, a little after fhe was often troubled 
with a Vertigo,with a failing of Memory and {ometimes with a flight 
Delirium ; and when fhe had continued fo-for many days, and in the 
mean while being free from the Gout, and having a good Stomack; 
fhe eat Broth twice or thrice, and Flefh once a day with an Appe- 
tite, and digefted it without troubles this was a plain fign that the 
Recrements of the Nervous Huiior, which formerly were wont to 
fall by the {pinal Nerves into the Feet, to the feat of the Gout, af- 
terward being depoted by the Nerves of the Par vagum and Inter- 
coftale in the Ventricle, raifed continual Troubles in it, which at 
laft, partly reftagnating in the Brain, and parly being convey'd into 
the Nerves of the Heart, were followed by thofe affects of the 
Leipothymia, Vertigo, and Delirium. ) 

The Theraputick method fuggefts three primary Indications, 
whereof the firit being curatory, is ufed only in the Fits, for the ap- 
peafing,or fooner putting an end to the Pains: The fecond being pre- 
fervatory, and appointed for the intervals of the acceffes, endeavours 
to remove the Procatarxis of the Difeafe, fo that the invafions of the 
Pains may return but feldom, or more mildly, or not at all. The third 
being vital, orders by what kind of Diet, and with what Remedies, 
the frrength may be fupported among the {aid Tortures 3 and Life, 
notwithftanding the frequent and almoft continually troublefome 
oppreffions of the Difeafe,may be prolong’d,and withal reinvigorated. 

The firft indication,vsz. the appeafing of the Pains, contains thefe 
two chief intents: “sz. that the Solution of Continuity be taken 
away, and in the mean while that the irritation or excandefcency 
of the Fibres, or of the Spirits.abounding in them, be allay’d. 
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1. To take away the Solution of Continuity in the places affect- 
ed, both the fluxions of the Humors which are apt to tend thither 
ought to be ftop’d, and the Minera already there fticking ought to 


be difcufs’d or diflipated, and its Particles be reftrained from their 


mutual effervefcencies.’ For thefe ends Evacuating and altering Re- 
medies, and both of wags as well inward as outward, are appoints 
ed: We thall fet down certain fele& Forms and Ways of Admini- 
ftration-of the fe in or fer 

B] cod ing ina new Gout, or which is not very inveterate, and 
efpecially im a hot Conftit io on, being ufed about the beginning of 
the Difeafe, often gives relief: ABU in an habitual | Difeafe, alfo'in a 
cold Temperament, and in i Age, it is wont to do more hurt 


than goo cd, in as much as it depreffes the vigour of the Blood and 
Spirits, wl hich are not too exer bitant, without a diminution of the 
Morbifick Matter. 


Concerning Purging about the beginning of the Difeafe, the thing 
is very much controverted. whitft fore Phy ficians religioufly abftain 
from all Purging before the declinatic on,or en nd of the Fit 3 and others 
on the contrary conftantly give he: Pur: ges about the beginnings

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In Purging, what Solesander prefcribes happily may be of fome 
moment ; vz. by putting a Plaifter, or fome other defenfive Me- 
dicine on the place, to hinder the-falling of the Humor to it. 

Vomiting, with thofe with whom it ufes to be {fafé and eafie, 
does well alfo in this Difeafe ; for which end the Emetick Tartar of 
Mynficht, Sulphur of Antimony, its Flowers, Mercurius Vite, Vinuns 
Emeticum, Gutta Gamba may be given. 

Moreover, in a Fit of the Gout, Powders of Stones, Bones,and Shells, 
and alfo of /mare Vegetables do good, which being {aid to be the An. 
tidotes of this Difeafe, fubdue all Particles, and fermenting with 
them, mortifie them as it were, and at length being fubjugated, 
fend them forth by Urine, or Sweat. 

Take compound Powder of Crabs Claws two Drams, Ivory, Roots of 
baftard Dsttany, Roots of male Peony of each a Dram, Lignum Aloes, yel- 
low Saunders of each balf a Dram, make a Powder, let it be takem from 
balf a Dram to a Dram, either by it Self in aSpoonful of red Poppy. 
Water, drinking after it fix Spoonfuls of the fame, or let st be made 
nto a Bolus, or Pslls with Venice Treacle, or Venice Turpentine what fuf- 

ces; the Dofe % a Dram twice a day, drinking after st of the dsftalled 
Water bencath prefcribed, ewo or three Ounces. Or, 

Take of tbe fame Powder fix Drams, conferve of Clove-giliflowers 


| and Betony-flowers of each an Ounce and abalf, Diafcordium two Drams, 


Syrup of Meconium what fuffices, make an Blectuary, the Dofe 4 a 
Dram, to two Drams evening and morning.’ 

Mean while that thefe things are done for withdrawing elfewhere 
the Morbifick Matter, which would flow into the places affected, 
for fending it forth, let altering and qualifying Medicines likewife 
have their turns, which may appeafe the Turge(cencies of the Blood 
and Nervous Juice, and ftop the fluxions of the Recrements falling 
from them; for this end a thin Diet, and a drinking of Water (if 
it be proper ) being ordered, let Emulfions,Fuleps, Apoxemes of mild 
things and Anodines be preferibed. 

As to what concerns the other Scopes of curing, v2. the difcuffion 
of the Minera fticking in the Parts, and the mitigating the excande{= 
cenciés of the Fibres and Spirits 5 we mutt infift firft on this latter, 
without the performances of which we cannot anfwer the other in- 
tent:For this end therefore it is expedient to ufe both outward things, 
71%. Topioks of various kinds, and inward things, viz. Fypnoticks, 

There being a vaft number of Topicks, they either being onl y Ajo- 
dines, have regard to the Pain it felf ; or levelling at this, together 
With the Tumour, they are either Repercuflives, or Refolvents and 
Difcuffers ; there are various Forms and Ways of Adminiftrations of 
every kind of thefe: But:thofe of chiefeft ufe are wont to be Fomen: 
tations, Cataplafms and Plaifters 3 we fhall fet down fome of the mot 
hoted of thele, and firft Anodyne Applications, which moderate the 
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Fibres and appeafe the Spirits by a certain foothing: For this ufe, 


a Cataplafin of Milk and Crum of Bread, or of thofe things with the 


poundings of the Leaves and Roots of Malows and Althea, and the like, 
are every where in common Practice with the Vulgar. 

Others commend a Cataplafm of fr  Cow-dung apply’d warm. 

Take PWater of Night-fhade, or of the Spawn of Frogs, of each fix 
Ounces, Saccharum Saturns a Dram, mix them, let Linnen Cloachs 
dipt in thw to be apply’d warm. 

Take of red Lead three Ounces, diftsiled Vinegar two Pounds, digeft 
them for many days: Let either thes Lsquor by se felf,or 4 Water draton 
from it by a diftillation be ufed for a Fomentation. | 

Alfo a diftilled Water made of the Tinéture of Verdsgreafe diftilled 
sn Vinegar, often appeafes Pains. 

I was told by a Gentleman, often troubled with a fevere Gout, 
that he, in the cruel Tortures of that Difeafe, had always prefent 


eafe from a Fomentation with aWater diftited from the contents of 


a Bullocks Paunch newly killed. 

Again{t extream Tortures of the Gout, outward Narcotscks fome- 
times ought to be ufed. 

Take Leaves of Henbane; and Hemlock of each three Handfuls, let 
them be put into boyling Water, and as foon as they grow tender, 
let. them be taken forth; to which, being bruifed, add Powder of 
the Flowers of Camomi/ about two Drams, the yolk of one Egg, make 
a Cataplafm. Or, 

Take Tindlure of Saffron made in Spirit of Wine four Ounces, Cam- 


phire, and Opium of each a Dram, let there be a clofe and warm dige- 5 


(tion till they are diffolved; let the part that pains be anointed with 
this Liquor: There are innumerable Medicines of this kind every 
where to be found in Books of Phyfick, and are every where wont 


to be prefcribed by every vulgar Perfon; which likewife may fuf> 9 


fice for fulfilling the other intent, to wit, the repercuffion of thé 
Humors, if at any time it feems to be indicated. 
Asto what regards refolvent, and difcufling Topicks,fuch are not 


required, which only open the Pores, that the Serum may evaporate, 9 


and the Blood may be reftored to Circulation, as ina Phlegmon or 
fEdema, but whofe faline Particles being deftinated for ftrongly af 
faulting the faline Particles of the Arthratickh. Mimera, may either 
draw them forth by laying hold of them, or,by precipitating them, 


keep them from their Pain,caufing Effervefcencies:wherefore,in this | 


Difeafe, when Fomentations, or Cataplafms of Camomsi/, Mallows, 
Marfiomallows, Linfeed, and Fenugreek-feeds do little or no good, 


nay often much offend the Nervous parts by relaxing them, the Dif 9 


folutions, or Stillatitious Liquors of Sal Armoniack, Sea-falt, Nitre, 
Vitriol, quick Lime, and the like; which in other Humors and Pains 
are always oftenfive, are wont to prove very beneficial, 
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Of thefe kinds of Liquors to be applyed to’ the part pained in 
Fits of the Gout, feveral are prefcribed by Quercitan, Crollins, Hare- 
man, and other Chymifts ; which fince other Famous Phyficians, 
upon frequent tryals have approved off, we conclude them to have 
given relief for the forefaid reafon. 

[need not repeat here the forms of thefe; as I could fuggeft many 
other Preparations of the fame fort, I fhall here only add one or two: 
Take Salt of Tartar and Armoniack powdred of each two Ounces, dif- 
folve them in four pounds of Rain-water or Fountain-water: let se be 
ued luke-warm with Linnen-Cloaths dipt inthem. 

Take Spirit of Vitriol mot rectified a Pound, Sea-falt calcin’d and 
powdred a Pound, mix them, and diftill them in aGlafs Retort with @ 
fand beat ; there wsll come forth a pure Spirit of Salt,to wit,which being 
driven from its feat by the dsftilled Liquor of the Vitriol, and leaving to 
st sts poffeffion, will eafily afcend : to ibe Caput mortuum pour Spirit of 
Wine two Pounds, make aclofe and warm digeftion,adding of Camphire 
two Drams, let it be applyed warm to the payt grieved with Linnen 
Cloaths. 

Take filings of Tron, Floweryof Sal Armoniack of each fix Ounces, 
mix thew by boyling them together, let it be diftitledin a Glafs Retort 
wl the Blowers are fublimed: tothe Caput mortuum bruisd pour Spirse 
of Wine, digeft, and keepst for ufe. 

I have heard that fome for appeafing Pains of the Gout, put the 
Foor affected ina bag fill'd with Sea-falt calcin'd and powdred, from 
Which they ftill expect a-certain and quick relief. 

In the declinatipn of the Fit, to ftrengthen the part, and to difcufs 
the remainder of the morbifick matter,Plaifters are ufefully applyed, 
which neverthelefs do not all agree indifferently with all Perfons;but 
with thefe more hot,with others lefs hot,though with moft thofe are 
wont to be moft efficatious,in which are red Lead,Litharge,Mercury, 
and-other mineral or faline things,we ufe chiefly a Plaz(ter of red Lead, 
Ceruffe, and Soap boyled with Oyl, or take ved Lead Plaifter two parts, 
Paracelfus’s Plasfter one part, mix them and fpread themon Leather. 

Inward Remedies to be ufed againft Pains of the Gout, are in a 
manner only Narcoticks,which ought to be giyen ina cruel and long 
continued Pain. Of thefewe moft commend Preparations of Opium, 
with Salt of Tartar or its Tindure. Moreover, for this ule Paracelfus s 
or the London Laudanum,Pilul.de Styrace, de Cynogloffo, S prup of Meco- 
niumVentce Treacle and Diafcordium are wont to prove beneficial. 

The fecond indication called prefervatory,has refpect to the remo- 
valof the Procatarctick Caufes of the Gout; fo that the Fits of the 
Gout may moleft with invafions more feldom, and le‘s, or not at all. 

For this end evacuating,altering, and corroborating Remedies, toze- 
ther with an exact form of Diet are prefcribed ta be ufed out of the 
Pits, : : ; ‘ , 
mse t. Theres 
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1. Therefore Gouty perfons ought to Purge folemnly Spring and 
Fall:and it will be’convenient then to give a Vormst,if nothing indicates 
the contrary,and afterward to repeat it fometimes by intervals. Thofe 
who have aftrong Stomach and Precordia may take Mineral Eme- 
ticks, prepar’dof Antimony and Mercury : Thofe who are of a more 
tender conftitution,after having eaten flippery food, may take Wine 
of Squills,or Salt of Vitriol with Whey: Atterward,the Stomach being 
filled with warm Water, or plain Poffet-drinkjjor with the leaves of 
Carduus boyled in it,let a Vomiting be raifed twice or thrice or oftner, 
For Purging to be ufed alfo frequently at fit intervals of time, the 
forms of Purges above prefcribed may be proper enough. Of, 

Take threads of black Hellebore cleanfed an Qunce,lignum aloes,€loves, 
of each two Drams,being bruifed pour tochem le of Wine not rects- 
fied,wo Pounds 3 let there be a clofe and warm digeftion for man} days; 
the dofe 1 two or three {poonfuls in the morning twice or thrice a week,and 
let Vomiting and Purging always be begun before the Equinoxes, left 
haply the fit,hapning firft, may prevent the courfe of Phyfick.Blood-

Among altering things, a Milk Diet does not claim the laft Place § 
vie. that the Patient ufe no other Diet for three or four Months $3 
Morning and evening let him drink Milk as it comes from the Cow 5 
about noon let him eat of it boyl’d with White-bread, Barley, or 
Oatmeal. Ehave known fome who by this kind of Diet have found 
great Relief, and that others have been much worfe after thé ufe of 
Milk, and the Gout being not cured, to have contracted great Ob« 
fiructions of the Vilcera and a Cacothymia. Therefore, let not that 
Method rafhly be entred upon without the advice, and careful obfet- 
vation of a prudent Phyfician whether it agrees or not. 

Not long fince,it grew avulgat Cuftom for Geuty Perfons to drink 


© every morning their own Urine,which [remember to have done good 


tofome: The reafon of which relief feems to be, that the Saline latex 
Of the Urine, paffing again through the Blood, carried with it the Sa- 
lino-fixt Particles, which were wont before to be convey'd to the 


Joynts * Wherefore this Method, if at any time it gives eafe in the 


Gout, for the moft part it encreafes the Nephritick affect. 

A very Learned and Pious Man, the Glory both of our Nation and 
of Ledrning, D.D. HH. having: liv’d for many years greatly obnoxi-« 
Uuy ous 
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ous to frequent fits of Pains, Vomiting and Piffing Blood ; at length, 
upon the conftant ule of the following Remedies, becoming almoft 
free from the Nephritick affect, he liv’d above feven years without 
any very great Fit of it. The Method of Cure which a certain Gen- 
tleman had taught him, without any Phyfick, was thus, Abftaining 
from Wine and Cyder, he drank for ordinary Drink a fmall Ale made 
of Oaten Malt; Moreover, once a week he took in the morning a 
draught of the fame Ale about half a Pound, with three Spoontfuls 
of the Powder of Offa Senelorum diffolv’d in it: By the ule of thefe 
things feeming to have bid farewel to the Difeafe of the Stone with- 
in four months, he prefently begun to be troubled with the Gout, 
and was aften infefted with fevere Fits of it during all the time of his 
being free from the Stone; and at length, upon every little occafion, 
he became fo obnoxious to them, that if prefently after Eating he 
any way exercis’d his Body or Mind, vz. either by walking or ftudy, 
he certainly expected invafions of the Pains; the reafon of which 
was, that the Blood being (aturated to a fulnefs with Salino-fixt Par- 
ticles, and the Nervous Liquor with Acetous, when, upon a frefh fup- 
ply of Nutritive Juice, they were fiir’d and grew turgid, prefently 
they depofed their Superfluities, viz. the Morbifick Matter of both 
kinds in the Joynts, as being very weak. 

Therefore that Venerable Perfon, being tired with fo frequent and 
almoft continual a Torture, by the Advice of a certain Friend drank 
his own Urineevery morning, by the ufe of which, within a Month 
or two he was tormented fomewhat lefs with his Pains of the Gout, 
but by anill change the Nephritick affect begun to come upon him 
agains for he was often affected with a Pain about the Loins, with 
a Vomiting, and Dyfuria, which being not to be overcome by any 
Remedies, caus’d the Death of the Renowned Perfon after about 
a Fortnight. 

_ The Body being opened, all the Vifcera excepting the Reins ap- 


peared very found and firm, but the right Kidney feém’d to have © 


been almoft confum’d long before,there remaining only a little heap 


of Glands, all the Veffels and the Ureter growing together, and being: | 


wholly ftop’d, that no Urine had pafs’d there for a long time : The 
left Kidney being large enough, contain’d a great heap of Gravel- 
Stones within its Cavity and Ductus’s. Moreover, a round, hard, and 
whitith little Stone being fallen about three Inches deep into the 
Ureter, and there fticking, had wholly ftop’d the Paflage of the 
Urine, the Membrane of the Ureter, where the Stone ftuck, was bes 


come fo thick and callous, and confequently without Pain, that it 


could not be ftirred thence by any means upward or downward. 

It feemd in this Cafe, that whereas the Coagulative Particles of 
the Blood and Nervous Juice, vz. Salino-fixt, and Acetous firft 
meeting together in the Reins,had long caus’d the Nephritick affect; 

afterward, 
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afterward,by the we of that abovefaid Powder, the Saline being ftill 
fent into the habit of the Body, and not readily convey d forth, heap- 
ed together a Seminium for the Gout in the Joynts; the Reins in the 
mean time being almoft free: But at length, when by drinking bx 
own Water, the Saline-minera was brought back to the Reins, the Di- 
feafe of the Foynes was changed into a faecal Nephrits. 


CHAP. XIV. 
Infiruttions and Prefcripts for curing the Colick. 


ay what right we place this Difeafe among the affects of the 
Brain, and the zenws Nervofum, it is intimated in the forego- 
ing Chapter, to wit, in refpect of the Symptoms chiefly preffing, 
which are Pain and Convulfive Motions. arifing thence. 
Concerning the word Colick taken from the Inteftine Colon 
( which vulgarly, though falfely, is fuppofed to be chiefly affected in 


| this Difeafe ) we fhall not contend; the affect may be defcribed, 


that itisa mighty Vellication of certain Parts of the Abdomen, whence 
a very acute Pain, to which for the moft part a vomiting, alfo 
Cramps and Contractions almoft of all the Vifcera of the Belly are 
wont to be joyn’d. For the Navel and its neighbouring parts fome- 


f times are drawn inward, as it were with a certain perforation, fome- 


times they fwell out with an inflation, and a:great {pringing forth 
as it were; the inteftines, by an inverted motion of the Fibres, are 
often drawn upward: Wherefore the Belly, being mightily bound, 
difcharges little or nothing at all, nay, though it be frequently pro- 
voked by Clyfters, it doesnot eafily depofe its contents, That the 
Ventricle is likewife convuls’d with the Duodenum, and Gaull-Blad- 
der, it plainly appears from the copious Vomiting and Cafting forth 
of the Yellow, or Green Coler Sometimes alfo the Ureters, and 
the Bladder which contains the Urine are fo contracted, that du- 
ring the whole Fit, the Urine is either ftop’d, or voided more {pa- 
‘ingly: Befides, in the Head vertiginous affects frequently preceed, 
or follow the invafions of this Difeafe : Nay, and the Colick encrea- 
ing and becoming inveterate, often brings Pains in the outward 
Members, and at latt is terminated in a Pally ; Since therefore many 
Parts are wont to be troubled by it, we muit enquire which is pri- 
Marily affected, and by the means of which the reft fuffer, and thew 
What is the conjunct Caufe of this Difeale; in what place it fuh- 
ifts, and whence it draws its Origine. 

4s to the Part primarily affected, when the Difeafe preffes, the

whole region of the Belly is wont to be troubled, yet its primary feat 


ought to be plac’d where the Pain infefts chiefly, and fticks moftob- | 


{tinately. Now this is faid by many Phyficians to be fomewhere in 
the Colon, becaule we generally obierve, that the Inteftines, and 


chiefly the Colon, being irritated by F/atiw’s, by Coler and. hap. - 


ly other Humors, contained. within their Cavities, fall into Pains 


and Gripes; but if the Pains of the Colick proceeded from the ™ 


{harp and irritative contents of the Colon, doubtlefs thofe things 
which loofen the Belly, and copioufly expel F/atus's and the Faces, 
would bring a moft certain relief: Phe contrary of which often- 
times happens, vz. that after frequent, or violent Purging, that 
Difeafe becomes worfe. r 

Wherefore, that the feat and nature of this Difeafe may be duely 


known ; we muft firft diftinguifh here concerning the Gripes, or” 
Pains of the Belly, vulgarly accounted as of the Colick. For either, 


being meerly occafional, they arile from an evident caufe alone,and 
without a previous difpofition in any Perfon indifferently ; thus al- 
¢erations about the fx non-natural things, often raife mighty di- 


fturbances in the Vi/eera of the Belly with Pains: Which kind of | 


affect neverthelefs ought not to be lookt upon as a Difeafe, but only 
as a Symptom rais’d from a manifeft caute. 


But befides, the Colick properly (peaking, does not only happen 


to any Men indifferently, being produc d by an accidental caufe, but 
following fome Men predifpos’d after a peculiar manner, depends 
wholly on a Procatarctick caufe brought to a ripenefs by degrees; 
The greater fits of the Difeafe for the moft part have their periods, 


and obferve the alterations of the Air, and of the Year. Moreover, f 
being rais’d, they do not eafily yield to Remedies, nor foon pals q 
off: But notwithftanding the ufe of Epithems, or the Bellies be= i 
ing purg’d,though in a plentiful manner,by Cly fters or CatharCticks, 9 
they often continue many days, and fometimes weeks with great) 


violence; the Pains in every Fit take always to the fame Part, 


and for the moft part are attended with the like concourte of other @ 


Symptoms; Moreover, Colick Pains, though they have not the 


fame feat in all; but fometimes rage moit about the Ventricle,® 
fometimes about the Navel, or Hypochondres, fometimes in the @ 


Hypogaftrick Region, or toward the Loins: Yet as often as they 
return in the fame Difeafed, they moft commonly obferve the 
fame feat. 

I fay now, that the Part primarily affected in the Colick is the Mes 
fentery : We have fhewn elfewhere, that the caules of certain comvuls 
five Motions, which are vulgarly call’d Hy(fersca/,oftentimes lie hid mq 
the Plexss’s of the Mefentery ; And then we afferted the Pains of the 
Colick,fometimes to have their feats in the fame places, and we mad¢ 
if plain enough from Anatomical obfervation, But it isnot the 
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fame, but fomewhat a differing matter which is wont to raife thofe 


fo different affects under the fame roof: In the Paffions called hifte- 


rical, we have fet forth at large in the former Tract, that the animal 
Spirits being overcharg’d with an elaftick Combination, burft from 
one another, or, are exploded, as it were, and confequently that they 
force in defpite the containing Bodies into irregular or preternatural 
Motions:But in Pains of the Colick the fame Spirits being irritated by 
reafon of a Matter annoying them, and being dilproportionate to 
them, and thereupon, being divided and fevered from each other, 
they force the fenfible Fibres to very troublefome Corrugations : 
After what manner this is done in the Colick, and’what is the con- 
junct Caufe and Procatarxis of that Difeafe, we dhall now fay fome= 
what more plainly. 

Therefore, for the Stimznum or Minera of the Colick, we fuppofe 
that certain Recrements of the nervous Humor falling from the 
Brain by the Nerves,and paffing into the Mefentery,and other Plexus's 
of the Abdomen, are there heap’d together. Which, if they are fa 
grofs and vifcous, that they cannot be receiv’d and fent away by the 
Lympbeduéts,or diftil forth into the cavities of the Intettines by the 
{mall Branches of the Veffels,then ftagnating and being heaped toge- 
ther by degrees in thole Parts, they arife at length to anirritative 
plenitude: Afterward, that matter becoming more degenerate,and 
more olfenfive by ftagnation,and growing turgid on fome occafion, 
or of its own accord, or. haply fermenting with the $alimo-fixe Hu- 
mor {ent thither from, the Bload, will torture with very traublefome 
and painful.corrugations the Branches of the Nerves and nervous 
Fibres, with innumerable of whici the Mefencery is ftor’d. Which 
Affect of them does not wholly ceafe till the fermenting Matter ei- 
ther is difcufs’d, or expreis'd into the cavities of the Inteftines, or 
at length is fubdued. 

Again, forafmuch as from the Mefentery and its Plexus’s, nervous 
Branches and Fibres are moit thickly protended to the bottom of the 
Ventricle,the Gall-Bladder, the Ductus Choledochi, all the Inteftines, 
and on every fide almoft into all the Vz/cera of the Abdomen; there- 
fore,whilft the Colick Matter,fermenting in its Mivera’s,caufes there 
often moit {harp Gripes.and Tortures, at the fame timein mott other 
membranous Parts, Crampsand convulfive.or painful Contractions 
will be every where railed. \ Hence, by reafon of the Mefentery,pri- 
marily affected under the Navel, there is.a cruel pain, asthougha 
Stake were, {tuck there,or.a Piercer were making a hole; moreover, 
all about almoft in the whole: Abdomen, by reafon of the Inteftines 
being varioufly drawn forward and backward at the fame time.in 
differing places, erring pains fhoot this way and that; and by reafan 
of the Mations of the Fibres being diftracted or inverted, as well in 
thofe parts, asin the primary Veflels, the Belly.is in a manner always 
vi si Seah aes bound, 
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bound, and there enfues fometimes a fuppreffion of Urine, or very 
little is made. Moreover, the Duodenum, the Gall-Bladder with its 
Ductus’s, and the bottom of the Stomach being affected with a 
Cramp, and their Fibres being drawn upward, a frequent Vomiting, 
with a copious Cafting up of a yellow or greenifh Coler, often 
happens during the Fit. : 

Ina Fit of the Colick, to Pains of the Belly,moft violent Pains of 
the Loins rai the lower part of the Back are oftentimes joyned, 
which certainly can arife from the irritation of no Inteftine, but it 
will be eafy to conceive,that they are raifed from a morbifick Caufe 
plae'd in the Mefentery : iz. In as mugh as. certain confiderable 
Nerves of the Loins enter the great mervaus Plexus of the Mefentery: 
So that hence not only painful Convulfions are conveyed by confent 
from one part to the other; but it is likewife probable, that cer- 
tain Recrements of the Back, alfo and of the Loins, are derived in- 
to the Mefentery by this Paffage, and that in fome fort, for this 
Reafon {corbutical Perfons are fo very obnoxious to Gripes of the 
Belly, and to its Loofnefs. 

As to the Procatarxis of the Colick,it confifts chiefly in thefe two 
things, oz. firft, that many Recrements are heap’d together in the 
nervous Liquor,and fecondly, that they being chiefly received by the 
Nerves appointed to the Vifcera of the Belly, and conveyed to the 
Mefentery,make there the morbid Minera’s. Firft,the former of thefe 
tor the moft part happens through the Fault and Diftemper of the 
Brain,to wit,for as much as this admits within its Precincts, together 
with the nervous Juice, heterogenous Particles,and fuch as trouble the 
animal Oeconomiy,and does not readily difcharge other ordinary Re- 
crements by fit common Sewers: Wherefore the incongruous Mats 
ter,fince it cannot be otherwife fent from the Brain, moft readily ru- 
thes into the Nerves of the Par vagum, which are very open for it 2 
And for this reafon it'is that Women,upon any diforder of the Brain, 
frequently contract the hy {terick Habit ; to wit,in as much as the Re- 
crements of the nervous’ Liquor,whether they are convulfive and elae 
ftick,or only paintul and irritative,being apt to be depos’d in the Par 
vagum to generally raife convulfive Symptoms, as well as thofe of the 
Colick. Secondly, that this Matter running into the Par vagum of the 
Nerves, is depofed in the Mefentery, or in other Plexus’s within the 
Abdomen,the reafon is, that many, and the greater Nerves of that 
Conjugation, are ultimately terminated in thefe nervous Plexus’s, 
Wherefore, if the Recrements of the nervous H umor {ubfiding here, 
as it were, to the loweft place, can neither be carried back by any 
Veffels, nor pafs into the Cavities of the Inteftines, of neceffity the 
fame muft make morbid Seats in this Part. 

The evident Caufes are of two kinds,véz. Firft,fuch as being injuri- 
ous to the Brain and genus Nervofum make a greater encreafe of the 
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morbifick Matter: Or, Secondly, fuch as by agitating the Blood and 
Humors,roufe up the Minera’s heap’d Cogether, and before | ying ftill, 
and ftir them to Pain caufing Effervelcencies. It would be tedious to 
exainine here the manifold and diverfified Occafions by which the 
Pains of the Colick are {tirred up in Perfons predifpofed to them ; for 
both great Diforders in the fx non-natural things,and changes of the 
Air and of theYear,and likewife the Medicines themfelves/from which 
relief is expected ) being unfeafonably given, often bring thefe, 

As to the Prognoftick of the Colick,it is vulgarly enough known, 
that an accidental Colick, vz. raifed from an evident Caufe alone, is 
moft commonly fafe,and cured without much ado > but that an ka- 
bitual one is both eradicated with great difficulty, as to its Difpofi- 
tion, fo that the Fits may ro longer retnrn, and that fometimes the 
Fits themfelves notwithftanding Remedies are very obftinate, and 
perfift for many Days, nay Weeks, and fometimes Months. 

2. A Colical Difpofition frequently enfues upon intermitten: Fevers 
of long continuance, and upon continual Fevers of an ill deter mina- 
tion, vz: in as much asthe nervous Liquor being mightily vitiated, 
heaps together many Recrements which are depos d deep in the 
Plexus's of the Abdomen,as Receptacles the moii ape 
for this Reafon an epidemical Fever has reigned fome Y ears,to which 
a Colick has been joyned as a_pathognomick Sign: Hence, in like 
manner, a long continued and growing Scurvy, for as much as it 
perverts the nervous Liquor, brings alfo the Colick. 

3. After that the Colick Pains have raged fome time in the Belly, 
they oftentimes affail the Loins,and afterward,the Difeafeincreafing, 
the Limbs,and almoft all theMufcles in the whole Body,and at length 
are often terminated in a Palfy, which certainly isa manifett fign that 
the morbifick Matter is not conveyed by the Arteries, but by the 
Nerves,and that its feat is not the Cavities or Tunicles of the Inte- 
ftines but the nervous Plexus’s of the Mefentery : For that the Pains 
of the Loins happen upon Gripes in the Belly,befides that the Nerves 
of both Places communicate,the caufe alfo is, that the morbifick Mat- 
ter being much encreafed in the Head, gets not only into the Par vge 
gum, but alfo into the fpinal Marrow, and falling to its lower part, it 
firft caufes Pains to arife in the Loins, and afterward many other 
Nerves which proceed from the Spine being affected, it caufes the 
like in the Members, and other Mutcles; finally, the Dutus’s of the 
Nerves being ftuft by the morbifick Matter heap'd together to a 
plenitude in them, the Palfy is caufed. 

4. A fierce Colick, and very violent, whofe Caufe is an inflam- 
mation or ab{cefs of fome Inteftine, for the moft part brings a mor- 
tal Iliack Paffion. 

The Therapeutick Method in the Colick, as in moft intermitting 
Difeafes, fuggefts three primary Indications W herefore, the firft, 
which is curatory,being to be uf€ed in the Fit,has regard to the ap- 


peafing 
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peafing of the Pains, and to the fpeedy and eafy removal of the ac- 
ces of the Difeafe. The fecond being prefervatory, teaches what is 


to be done out of the Fit for taking away the Caufe of the Difeafe, 


that the Fits do not often return, or prove forely offenfive. The third 


being vital, furnifhes Remedies for preferving the Strength, and re- 


frefhing the Spirits during the Gripes and cruel Tortures. We fhall 
fpeak of each of thefe a little more at large in order, 

1. We have regard in a manner only to the curatory Indication in 
an accidental Golick ; for the evident Caufe,which ts the irritation of 
the Inteftines by the fharp Contents being removed,the Pains for the 
moft part ceafe of their own accord,nor is a Relapte feared without a 
like occafion: Wherefore,for the fpeedy Cure of this Difeafe, there is 
a Practice proper enough known by every vulgar Perfon,v7¢.pretent- 
ly to adminifter emollient Clh{ters,coprcal Anodines, and Narcorscks 5 to 
which, if there bea Fever, orit be feared, Blooding is often joyned 
with benefit. We fhall prefently fet down Forms of thefe,and the 
order of ufing them in the Cure of the habitual Colick. | 


Therefore,for the curing the Fit of this Affect, there are two chief ' 


Tatentions, vz. both the painful Solution of Continuity ought to be 
removed,and the excandefcence of the Fibres or Spirits in them to be 
appeafed.. On the account of the former, we muft endeavour both 
that the Matter {ticking and fermenting in one or more Mcnera’s be 
either difcuft, or fubdned, and in the mean while that the afflux of a 
new Matter be ftopt;the fecond Intention,on which we mutt infift in 
the firft place,and without intermiflion,is performed chiefly by Ano- 
dines and Narcoticks: After what manner, and by what Remedies 
all thefe things aré to be done methodically, we fhall deliver. 

The Cure of the Pain of the Colick is begun moft communly,and 
properly enouvh by a Clyfter,let this in the firft place be only lenify- 
ing and emollient: By which,as by an inward Fomentation,the cor 
rugations of the Fibres may be mitigated,and the raging of the Spi- 
rits be appeafed: For this end,warm Mi/k with Sugar, or Moloffus, or 
Syrup of Violets: Alfo emollient Decottions of Mallows, Mar{h-mallows, 
Herb Mercury, and the Flowers of Melslot, Elder, with Oy! of Almonds, 
. or of Olives, alfo a Decoétion of a Sheeps-head, or Calves-feet are pro- 
per’: Sometimes a Ci 
wont to give help before all others. 

But in cafe mild Clyfters do not eafily come away,or not loofen

by force,asit were, the Humors from the little Mouths of the Arte= 
ries: For this end let carminacive or bierer Decocttons be prepared,in 
which let the Eleéiuary Diaphénicon, Diacatbolicon,or e baccrs Lauyi,or 
Species Hiere be diffolved, A\lo to thofe Liquors it is ufual to add 
three or four Ounces of the snfufion of Crocus Metcllorum: Or to a Pound 
ofan emollient Decottion, add of Venice Turpentine diffalved mith the yolk 
ofan Eeg an Quneceor au Ounce. and a balf.er take Urine of a found Man 
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fier of meer Oyl of Olsves or of Linfeeds ate - 
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a Pound,Venice Turpentine drffolu'd an Ounce and a half, Moloffus an 
Ounce, mix them, make a Clyfter. Ihave known this often to have gi 
ven a greatrelief; the reafon of which feems to be, that the Bal- 
- famick Particles of the Turpentine comfort the Inteftines, and like« 
wile being received by the Venous Blood, and circulated with it 
through the whole Body,they move Urin e,{o that a copious making 
of water often follows fuch a Clyfter, andit always’ carries a {mell of 
Violets, haply alfo the Particles of the Turpentine diffus’d every 
where, move the Morbifick, or Stagnating Matter, or incline thar 
which is acetous, or otherwife degenerate, to a better Crafis. 

Whilit the Inteftines are fo wafht with Clyfters, and fomented, 
as it Were, inwardly ; let outward Epithems alfo be apply'd to the 
Abdomen. : 

Take Leaves of both Mallows, Herb Mercury, Wallwore, of each four 
Handfuls ; Flowers of Eider, Camomil, Melilot, of each two Handfuls, a 
Caives-bead cloven: Let them boyl in a sufficient quantity of Foun 
tain-water, Let the ftraining be ufed for a fonentation, with Linnen 
Cloaths dipt into it as warm as may be fuffered, and wrung forth, and 
applied by turns 5 repeating it as often asthe pains prefs violently, In 
the Intervals of the fomentation let a Cataplafm vr Liniment be ufed. 

To che magma of the Herbs bruisdadd Oatmeal what Suffices,nake a 
Cataplafm, and let st be fewm in rows in tio Bags of a(quare Figure, for 
covering the Abdomen: Let one of thefe be warm'd at atime in a Plat- 
ter on Bes Coals, with Oyl of Earth-worms, or of Frogs, let st be pue 
on warm, changing it as foon as it begins to grow cold. 

Or, Take Oy! of Earth-worms, or of Frogs, what fuffices, let the 
Part paining be anointed after the fomentation; and let C ap-paper 
moifter’d with it be applicd and worn. 

The Catel of a Lamb, or the Lungs, or other warmVifcera of Brutes 
laid on the Belly, and often chang’d, fometimes wonderfully appeafe Pains, 

- I have obferved in fome Conftitutions and Temperaments, that 
Epithems of hot things, or applied hot ; have rather encreaft Pains, 
_ than mittigated them: Wherefore in thefe cafes it feems neceffary 
to order fomentations of the Solutions of Nitre, or of Sal Armons- 
ack, or of other Chymical Liquors, as in Pains of the Gout, fome- 
times ( as Sepralsus relates) of meer cold Water. 

But-if the Gripes of the Belly do not remit by the ufe of thefe 
things, we mutt ufe Hypnoticks; vez. Which being given ina juft 
Dofe,often give great truce: Mean while, for refrefhing the Strength 
and failing Spirits; and to order yet a greater Apparatus againtt the 
Difeafe. 

Take liquid Laudanum tart avixed from fixteen Drops to twenty, g1Vve 
it going to reft in a Spoonful of the Water of C amomsl-flowers, drink 
ing after it of the fame fix Spoonfuls; let it be repeated every otbers 
or third might, if the Pains are very pr effing. 
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Ina hot Conftitution. Take Water of Camomil-flowers three Oun- 
_ ccs, Syrup of Meconium half an Ounce, Aqua Mbrabsls two Drams, 
mutke « draught. to be taken going to reff, 

Mean while that thefe things are done for appeafing Pains, and 
either for difcufling, or at leaftwife loofning the Matter fticking in 
the Morbid feats, let evacuating Remedies have. their turns; to 
wit, both for wholly extirpating the Minera of the Colick, and for 
cutting off the fupplies or fuel of it, that it grow no further, For 
thefe ends, a Vomit (where it agrees) and a gentle Purge 5 and 
alfo in a hot Temperament, where a Fever preffes, or is feared, 
Blooding ought to be ufed. 

Take Sulphur of Antimony, from five Grains to feven or eight, conferve- 
of Borage a Dram.give st in. the morning with Governance.\n this cafe, 
according to the Judgment of a Phyfician prefent, either an infufion |

Take Colomelanos a Scruple, Rofin of Falap fix Grains, Scammony @ 
four Grains, Ammoniacum what fuffices, make four Pills, lee them @ 
be taken going eoreft. In along continued Colick, when all other ‘ 
Remedies have done little or no good, Ihave often known this Me- 
dicine given once or twice, to have raifed.a Salivation to the great @ 
relief of the Difeafed: For, if at any time the Morbifick Matter & 
plentifully gathered together in jthe Nervous Plexus’s, and other @ 
places about the Abdomen, and their firmly fticking, is not able \ 
to be moved by other Medicines 5 the Mercurial Particles difplay- & 
ing themflelves every way, eafily diffolve it, and divide it into & 
minute Parts, and drive them varioufly this way and that, and at 
length wholly diffipate them. Whereforein a long continued and 
+ obltinate Colick, they may fometimes be given with fuccefs, in 
order to a gentle Salivation, 
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Baths and Sudorificks are generally wont to be prefcribed in Pains 
of the Colick : Though, as far as it has appear’d to our Obfervation, 
feldom with good fuccefs: For thefe, by exagitating the Blood and 
Nervous Humor, make them depofe more yet of Matter into the Mi- 
nera of the Colick, nay, and make the Matter there depofed ferment 
more and be more unruly, and very feldom perfectly difcufs it. 

Diureticks are wont to be given much more advantageoufly, by 
which, inregard the Blood is fus’d, and its Serofities are copioufly 
precipitated, thereby the Fuel of the Difeafe is cut off, and the’Mafs 
of Blood being emptied, receives into it a part of the Morbifick Mat 
ter, fo that the remainder of it is eafily difcuft. For this end, 

Take Spirit of Tartar excellent'y rectified half an Ounce, let half a 
Dram be given twice or thrice a dayin aS poonful or two of the follow 
ing Fulep, drinking after it of the fame four or five Spoonfuls. 

Take Water of the Leaves of the great Burr-dock, or of Aron, or Arf- 
mart a Pound, Water of the Flowers of Elder and Camoml of each four 
Ounces, compound Water of Gentian and compound Raddifh-water of 
each two Ounces, Sugar fix Drams, mix them, 

After the fame*manner as Spérit of Tartar, you may give itina 
neat Dofe, fometimes Tincture of Salt of Tartar, fometimes Mixture 
Simplex, or Spirit of Sal Armoniack, fuceinated. 

Take Millepedes prepar’d two Drams, Flowers of Sal Armontack tars 
tarix’d a Dram, Oylof Nutmegs half a Scruple, Turpentine what fuffis 
ces, make a Ma/s, let it be form’d into Pills, let three or four be taken 
once or twice a day, drinking after it a Dofe of the Fulep, or five or 

fix Spoonfuls of the following diltilled Water. 

Take freflp Millepedes cleanfed a Pound and a half, the yellow Coats of 
fix Oranges,andof four Limons,Nutmegs in number fix,being flied final 
add tothem Crumof ftale white Bread a Pound, all being bruisd toge= 
ther and well mix’ d, pour to beni of freflo Milk four Pounds, Sack two 
Pounds, diftil them according to Art, let the whole Liquor be mixt, and 
fweetned with Sugar, or Syrup of Violets, at pleafure. 

Ina long continu ’d and obftinate Colick,where there ate a hot Tem- 
perament and Vilcera, purging Spat-maters, or Whey with Syrup of 
Violets is often wont to be drank with great relief: For both Liquors, 
where they agree, being drank in a plentiful manner, cool the Sto-= 
mack and hot Inteftines,and prefently eafe and relax,’em, being con- 
tracted with Cramps,and painfal Corrugations,or being convulfively 
extended with Flatuss. Moreover, whence { Lconceive ) they chiefs 
ly give help, infinuating faline Particle 
Morbifick Minera, they conquer,and fubdue the Saline and Irritative 
. Particies refSiding in it, and often carry then torth by purging. ~ 

In this Difeale, fince ad things do not agree with all Perforssn Vy 
nor the fame always,or along wnile with the fame Perfor there ts 
need of the careful oblervation and daily advice of acpradent Phy fici- 
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an, that by cofadscatsons taken from things that do g0od or hurt, the 
method of Cure may be rightly order’d, and now and then chang’d, 

The Vital Indication ought to be joyn’d to the Curatory. and be 
now and then interchangeably usd with it: For fince the Dileafed, 
being almoft continually affected with Tortures. Watchin 3s, Vomit- 
ing and Abftinence, often fall into Faintings, and are fometimes In 
danger of Life; let Remedies which {upport the Strength, refrefh 
the Spirits, and procure ‘certain times of truce againft the Fits of 
the Difeafe, viz. Cordials and Hypnoticks Have their turns. 

Take Water of the Flowers of Camomil and Elder of each four Oun- 
ees, of Cunamon bordeated, of the whole Citron of each two Ounces, 
Pearl powdred a Dram, Sugar four Drams, make a fulep, let five or

3. The Prefervatory Indication, having place only in the Intervals 
of the Fits, endeavours the removal of the prefent Procatarxis of the 
Dileafe, and the hindring of a future = SO that the Invafions of Pains 
may return feldom or never afterwards. In order to thefe things, the 
Blood and Nervous Liquor ought to be purifi'd and kept in a due Cra- 
fis, that they do not engender a Morbifick Matter, and the Brain and 
Nervous Plexus’s of the Abdomen to be ttrengthned, that they do not 
receiveit tooreadily. For thefe ends a way ot Diet being ordered, 
Spring and Fall, let folerin Courtes of Phyfick, fuch as we have pres 
icribid for the Prophylaxis of the Gout, be entred upon, 
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Let Vomiting, if it agrees, never be omitted in this cafe; as by 
which the Emunctories of theVifcera being emptied,they may more 
plentifully receive the Recrements of the Blood and nervous Liquor, 
which would otherwife encreafe the morbifick Matter. And like- 
wife that the nervous Plexus’s and all the parts may be fo fhaken, 
that Nothing which would turn to a. Minera of the Difeafe nay be 
permitted to ftagnate or be heap'd together there, 

Let Purging for three or four times by due Intervals, alfoina hot 
Conftitution let Blooding be ufed: Moreover, let altering Reme- 
dies, and chiefly Chalybeats, when the Perfon re{ts from Purging, 
be daily taken at phyfical Hours. 

But above all other Medicines whatfoever, Spam-waters coming 
from Tron, drank in the Summer ‘time for a Month, are wont to give 
moft relief: But when they are drank, diligent care muft be taken 
that they pafs off well and quick by Urine or Siege 3 Jeaft happily if 
they ftay long in the Body, by taking to the Head oy Feet, they 
caufe the Vertigo or Gout, (as it frequently comes to pats. ) 

Take our Tintture of Steel an-Ounce,give from fifteen Drops to twen- 
ty twice 2 Day in feven Spoonfuls of the following Fulep. 

Take Water of the Leaves of Arvon,of the great Bur-dock of each kalf 
4 Pound, ef magiftral Water of Eartb-worms, of Gentsan compound and 
of Peony compound,of each two Ounces, Sugar balf an Ounce, mix them. 

After the fame manner, Tincture of Antimony and of Amber, nay, 
and many other altering Remedies, above prefcribed for cephalick 
Affects, alfo in the Prefervation from the Colick, in regard its 
Procatarxis proceeds from the Brain, have juftly place here. 

Being fome time fince entreated to take care of the Health of a Re- 
verend old Man, who had been very forely obnoxious to the Colick 
for many Years [ufed the Method and Remedies which are now de-~ 
{cribed: By the careful ufe of which,after a Month or two,he was bet- 
ter, and within a Year and ahalf he feemed perfectly cured, that af- 
terward he lived wholly free from Fits of Pains: But the Colick Dif 
pofition had not long ceas‘d,and he omitted the ulual courfe of Phy- 
fick but about the Throat,in the Mufcles ferving for Deglutition, he 
had a Refolution which frequently trouSled him,that. oftentimes by 
Aliments,and efpecially Liquids there fticking, he incurr’d the Dan- 
ger of Suffocation: Receiving help againtt this evil by Antiparalitick 

Remedies, for the fix or feven Years following’ he enjoyed an indifte- 
rent Health, and at laft, as he was travelling, being then firft {eized 
with an Apoplexy,he died: It is obvious enough in this cafethat the 
Recrements of the nervous Liquor,wont to be depos’d about the ner- 
vous Plexus’s of the Abdomen, firft raifed the Colick, afterward that 
the fame being excluded from that part, and betaking theimlelves to 
another feat, about the Nervous Plesxus’s Ganglioformes of the Throar, 
brought the Refolution or fhort Palfy of the Afophagus,and at laft, 
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by reafon of the fame Matter reftagnating in too great a plenty j, 
the Meditullia of the Brain, the mortal Speechlefnefs enfued. | 


A certain cunning and fubtle Lawyer,fifty Years of Age, having been 


wont to be troubled for many Years with a periodical Headach, a 
deadnefs of his Senfes,and a mighty heavinefs of his Head : About the 
-mid{t of theSummer,being mighty ill of the forefaidA ftects,upon the 
Application of topick Remedies,on a fudden found eafe,but a little af- 
ter he had a firft feizure of a violent Colick; the invafion whereof was 
fo fierce, that his Strength failing on afudden, he fell into frequent 
Faintings with a cold Sweat: Which Fit-neverthelels within twenty 
four Hours vanifht by degrees, without any eruption of Flatus’s or 
Purging. But from thence forward being obnoxious to this Difeafe, 
he had frequent acceffes of it:All which (as I carefully obferved)were 
preceded by a Pain of the Head,witha Vertigo,and.a Stupor, fo that 
he was wont to foretel hence,that the Pains of the Colick were to fal- 
low foon after. Ina certain Fit,which continued for twelve Days with 
a mighty fiercenefs, the Difeafed himfelf obferved and told me, that 
the Affect of the Abdomen coming upon him,he had found no illnefS

Life, began to complain of a great Deadnefs and Dulnefs of 
his Senfes,alfo of a heavinefs of his Head,and almoft a continual Sleepi- 
nels. Moreover, his Stomach was become fo flow.and dulled, that it 
was wholly deftitute of all Appetite : Whilft a Cure is ordered againft 
this evil Difpofition by Remedies, which roufe up the Spirits, and 
flake off the Burthen lying on them,the Perfon falls into a moft vio- 
lent Colick, to which he had never before been obnoxious, by which 
a violent and, as it were, piercing Pain, poffeft the middle of the Ab- 
cdomen,the Navel being drawn inwards,and,notwithftandin gs the dai- 
ly ule of Remedies of all kinds, it continued with a°mighty Violence 
for three Weeks; fo that during that while,he could never fleep but 
by taking Narcoticks, nor receive any eafe from his Pain, but by a 
very hot Fomentation. Certainly, in this cafe,it is obvious to any 
Man to obferve, that thefe [Impurities of the netvous Liquor, gathe- 
red together to a certain fulnefs, were the immediate or conjunct 
Caufe of all the Ilnefs; which Matter firft fubfifting in the Head, 
caufed the mighty Dulnefs of the Brain, and the Oppreffion of the 
anima’ Funetion,and afterward being fallen by the conveyance of the 
Nerves into the nervous Plexus’s of the Abdomen, caufed the vio-

The Anatomy of the Blood; Its Refolution into five 
Principles: Its Comparifon with Wine and Milk. 


ei is only 4 Fermentation, or an immoderate Effervefcence 
brought on the Blood and Spirits; now that this feverifh Effer- 
vefeence may be explicated as it ought, thefe three things are to be 
confidered. Firft, what that Liquor is which ferments, whether it 
be only the Blood, or other Humors befides. Secondly, of what 
Principles, and of what Proportion of the fame that Liquor confilts 
in its Mixture. Thirdly, andlaftly, with what kind of Motion and 
Turgefcency of thefe Patts or Particles of which the Blood is com- 
pos’d, the feverifh Effervefcence is raifed. 

I. That the Blood boyls violently, and makes an effort ina Fever, 
it is evident enough, and we may conjecture, that that Juice with 
which the Brain and nervous Parts are irrigated, is often alfo in the 
fault ; for fince this Liquor is carried by a conftant Motion and a 
certain Circulation from the Blood into the genus Nervofum, and 
thence by the Lymphick Veflels into the Blood, it’s probable, if by 
reafon of a Taint contracted by the Blood, that Humor is deprav’d 
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'n its Crafis, or is perverted from its regular Motion, that thence 
the Shivering and the Pain, the Convulfions; Delirium, Frenfy, and 
many other Symptoms of the genus Nervofum,utual in Fevers, arife. 

After the Blood and nervous fuice there are two other Liquors 
which are to be confidered, as being apt to ferment, vez. the Chime 
Or Nutritive Fuzce always coming to the Blood, and the Serous Las 
rex perpetually parting from it; which, though firft and laft are 
Liquors fever'd from the Blood, and. diftiné from it, yet whilft 
mixt with it, they ought to be lookt upon as Parts received into it, 
or belonging to its Accomplifhment: And as long as both thefe 
are circulated with the Blood in the Veflels, they participate of the 
Effervefcencies of the primogenious Cruor, and often begin the 
fame on occafion, or increafe them, being begun. 

2. As to the Principles of which the Mafs of Blood confifts in its 
mixture, and what Proportion they have in it; We do not allow of 
the Opinion of the Ancients, That the Mafs of Blood confifts of the 
four Humors, 727. Blood, Fiegm, -Choler, and Melancholy; and 
that, according to the Eminency of this or that Humor, the divers 
Temperaments are form’d, and that by reafon of their Feritiéntings 
or Exorbitances, in a manner, all Difcafes avife: Nor has this Opi- 

“nion been fo generally ufed for folving-the Phanomena of Diteates; 
fince the Cifculation of the Blood, and its other Affects, before un- 
Known, came to light: And fince thofe Humors confilt of other 
Principles, vsz. Choler' of Salt and Sulphur, with a mixture of Spi- 
rit and Water, and Melancholy of the fame, with an addition of 
Barth; and fince the Blood is im mediately compofed of thefe kind 
of Principles, and is wont to be fenfibly refolved into them, Ihave 
rather chofen, omitting the vulgar Acceptation of -the Humors, to 
make ufe of thefe known Principles of the Chymifts for expicating 

the Nature and Affects of the Blood: Therefore there are in the 

Blood, as in-all other Liquors, apt to ferment, a oreat deal of Wa- 
ter and Spirit, a fmall Proportion of Satt and Sulphur, and fome- 
what of Earth... Ifhall briefly ron over thefe Principles,and endea= 
vour to fhew after what manner they conttitute the Confittency, 
Properties, and Affccts of the Blood. 7 

I. Lhe Spzrses (which without Difpute have the frft place ) are 
the fubtle,and moft.volatile part of the Blo@d: Their Particles being 
always expanded, and endeavouring to fly away, eXagitate the grof- 
fer Corpufclesof the reft in which they are involv’d, and keep them 
aiways in a motion of Fermentation ; by the Effervefcence and even 

E xpanfion of thefe in the Veflels, the Liquor of the Blood continually 

boyls, and the reft of the Principles are kept in an orderly Motion, 
and in an exact Mixture: If any thing thatis heterogenous,or unapt 
for Mixture,comes into the Mafs of Blood, prefently the Spirits, being 
troubled in their Motion; make an Effo: {, exagitate the Blood, and 
make 
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rhake it boy! vehemently, till that which igextraneous and im- 

mifcible with it, be either fubdued, or reduced, or driven forth: 
» From the Diffolution of Sulphur in the Blood, it is likely that 

the ruddy Tincture of the Blood arifes. For fulphureous Bodies, 


above all others, give the higheft faturated rednefs to a folving 


Menftruum 5 and if at any time by reafon of too much Crudity, the 
Sulphur is not diffolv’d, the Blood becomes pale and watery, that 
it fcarce gives a rednefs to Linnen. The mafs of Blood impregna- 
ted with Sulphur together with Spirits, is very fermentative, and 
when the fulphureous part is raifed, and abounds too much in the 
Blood, it perverts its Crafis from its due ftate, that thereby the 
Blood being deprav’d, or rendred bilous, does not rightly concoct 
the nutritive Juice, or being wholly inflamed, falls into heats and 
burnings, fuch as arife in a continual Fever. For the Sulphur 
being too much exalted, and growing more turgid than it ought, 
raifes mighty Effervetcenfics in the Blood ;.and thofe whofe Blood 
is plentifully impregnated with Sulphur, are very obnoxious to 
Fevers: By reafon of the Particles of this incocted in the nutritive 
Juice, and thence applied to the folid Parts, Fatnefs, Softnefs and 
Tendernefs happen to our Body. 

3. We difcover Salt in the Blood by the Tafte, which is there 
highly volatiz’d by circulation; and.if at any time in the Blood, by 
reafon of an ill digeition, the faline Particles are not duely exalted, 
but continue crude, and for the greateft part fixt, thereby the 
Blood becomes thick and unapt for circulation, fo that obftructi- 
ons are engendred in the Vifcera and folid Parts, and ferous Crudi- 
ties are every where heap’d together:But if the Spirit being deprefs’d 
or fainting, the Salt is exalted too much,and comes to a flowing,an a- 
eetous and auftere difpofition is brought on the Blood, fuch as is ob- 
ferved in Scorbutical Perfons, and in fuch as are troubled with a 
Quartan Ague: Alfo from the Salt by this means varioufly coagula- 
ted, the Gout, Kings-evil, the Nephritis, the Leprofie, and a great 
many Cronick Difeafes arife. When the Salt is exalted in a due mea- 
fure, the faline Particles reftrain the wild efforts of the Spirits, and 
efpecially of the Sulphur ; wherefore thofe who have the Blood wel! 
faturated with a volatile Salt, are leaft fubject to Fevers, and fo 
alfo thofe who are often let Blood, are more apt to Fevers, 

4. By the earthy Particles‘in the Blood, its too great volatilifa- 
tion is ftay’d, and its over quick occafion is hindred: Moreover, 
from the Terreftrial Particles of the Blood and nutritive Juice, the 
bulk and increafe happens to the Body. 

5. On the watery part of the Blood its fluidity depends, for here- 
by its ftagnation is hindred, and the Blood is circulated in the 
Veins without growing thick ; alfo its too great conflagration 
and aduftion is quallified, and its heat is allayed., 
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as to its Confiftency, Coagulation, and Separation of the parts 
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What we have fatd even now concerning the Principles of the 
Blood, and the affects to be drawn from thence, will appear more 
clear, if we confider a little the Blood according to its fenfible Par. — 
t#les; and compare it with the Liquors which are frequently in 
ufe among us. Now thofe Liquors which have the greateft An- 
alogy with the Blood, are Wine and Milk; as to its ways of Fer- 
triehtation and Effervefcence, it is moft aptly compar’d to Wine; © 


from each other, it is compared to Milk. q 
Firft, therefore we may obferve concerning Wine, that as long as 
it is included in a Veffel, its fubtle and fpirituous Parts continually 
exavitate and refringe the more grofs, and render them apt for an 
exact mixture; that which is heterogeneous and unapt to be fub- 
dued, is fever’d by Effervefcence : Mean while the depurated Li- | 
quor gently Permenting, is'in perpetual motion, whereby all the © 
parts expand themfelves every way, and pafs by a conftant circum- 
giration from the top tothe bottom, and again from the bottom 
to the top; by the particular fretting and refraction a great many | 
effluvias of Attoms part from the Liquor, which if they are kept in | 
by a Veflel clofe ftopt, the Liquor Ferments too much, and often | 
makes a Veffel ;fly in pieces. So the Blood within the Veins is, preft | 
on bya conftant Circulation: The vital Spirit fubtilifes, refringes, 
and prefently fubdues the groffer Particles; drives forth that which # 
is heterogeneous and immifcible: Mean while from the refraction, wh 
and working of the Parts and Corputcles, the effluvia of heat con- Wj 
{tantly flow forth, and evaporate by the Pores: Upon the clofing iil 
of which, if tranfpiration be hindred, prefently by reafon of the Ca 
too great Effervefcence of the Blood a Fever is kindled. ie 
Secondly, we obferve concerning Wines, that they grow turgid if iH 
any thing that is extraneous and of a fermentative Nature be mixt Mj 
with them: Nay ,that fometimes they are troubled more than ufually Wy 
of their own accord: For when by long digeftion the fulphureous ty 
part of the Wine is exalted too much, it fails into an Effervefcence hy 
greater than it ought, and ( unlefsit be prefently appeas’d ) it per= 
verts the Crafis of the Liquor by its Turgefcency ; the fame thing 4, 
altogether feems to be in the Feverifh Effervefcence raifed in the = | 
Blood, which is wont to be introduc’d for thofe kinds of caufes. | 
The Third Obfervation, or Comparifon of the Blood with Wine N 
is this: Wines ( as many other Liquors’) have their times of Cru- ‘i 
dity, Maturation, and Decay, the fame thing being to be obferv’d in ‘ 
the Blood. | Concerning which, fee Dr. 7/45 at large. } \

So far of the Comparifon of the Blood with Wine, what follows, ‘ 
its finsjlitude with Milk confifts in the diverfity of its parts, and 7 
their parting from each other, which is chiefly feen in it, when 4 
at is let out of the Veins, and grows cold in a Veflel: For m 
when 
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when the heat and vital Spirit , which preferve all in a mixture; 
are fled away 3 the remaining parts depart from each other, and 
there is made a feparation of the thin from the thick, of the Se- 
ram from the Fibrous Blood, &e. 

After having confidered the Blood, we may Obferve, that the 
nutritive Juice, {upply’d from the Blood, and fevered from its mafs 
for the Nutrition of the folid Parts, fometimes by reafon of its de- 
pravation and irregular motion, caufes many Symptoms in Fevers ¢ 
This nutritive Juice which is fupplied from the mafs of Blood, by 
4 certain Circulation, after it has paft the Nervous Parts; what 
remains of it being effate and poor, as it were, is fent again by 
the Lymphick Veffels to the Blood. 


CH ALR. LL 
Of the Motion and Efferve|cencies of the Blood. 


VW. muft next enquire concerning the Bloods Motson, both 
Natural ( wz. by the help of what Ferments; and by what 
fort of turgefcency of the Parts, itis.circulatedin a continaal Mo; 
tion through the Veffels) and Preternatural, viz. for what caufes, 
and by the efforts of what Parts, fometimes it boyls above meafure 
in its Veffels, and falls into Feverifh Effervefcencies. 

Concerning the Natural Motion of the Blood, we do not here en- 
guire concerning its Circulation: Vsz. by what kind of ftructure of 
the Heart and Veffels, as it were in a Water-Engine, it is carried 
round in a conftant courfe, but concerning its Fermentation, wz. 
by what kind of mixture of the Parts, and their mutual Action 
On each other (like Wine Fermenting in a Veffel ) it continually 
boyls: And this kind of Motion depends both on the Hererogenity 
of the parts of the Blood it felf, and onthe various Ferments, which 
are infpir’d into the mafs of Blood from the Vifcera. 

As to the Firft, thofe things which have altogether the like Par- 
ticles, do not Ferment, wherefore neither diftill’d Waters, chymical 
Oyls, Spirits of Wine, or other fimple Liquors are ftir’d at all, but 
the Blood, confifting of various Elements of a contrary nature, 
and working on each other continually, Ferments, and has all its 
Particles in a perpetual Motion. 

It isan Argument that Ferments are requir’d for Sanguification, 
becaufe,when they fail by Nature.they are fupply’d by Art with good 
fuccefs: For fixt Salts, Alchalies, Extracts, Digettives, and efpecially 
Chalybeat Remedies give help only in this refpect, that they res 
ttore a new the ebullition of the Blood,either weak or almoft extinct, 
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As to what concerns Natural Ferments, certainly many may be 
form’d and ftor’d up in divers Parts, or Vifcera : For any Humour in 


which the Particles of Salt, Sulphur, or Spsrse, beeng very much exalted, 


are contain d, indues the Nature of a Ferment; After that manner Jet 
and Leaven come to be fuch, with which new Beer, and a mafs of 


Bread are excellently Fermented: In like manner, an acetous Humor ¥ 


in the Stomack, participating of an exalted Salt, helps there Con- 
coction: And in the Spleen, the Dregs of the Blood, by reafon of 
the Salt and Earth exalted in them, turn to a Ferment. | 


How great a Vigour comes to the Blood,from the Womb and Ge- | 


nital Parts, appears hence, becaufe from the Privation or Difcrafie 
of thefe in Virgins a Green-ficknefs; in Men a want of Beard, a 
weak Voice, and an amiffion of Virility follow 5 but the chief Fer- 
ment which ferves for Sanguification is lodged in the Heart; forhere 


is the greateft feat of heat, in which the more crude Particles of the 


Chyme are kindled as it were, and acquire a volatility. 
Therefore the Motion and Heat in the Blood, depend chiefly on 
two things, vsz. partly on its proper Crafis and Conftitution, where- 


by being plentifully compos’d of the active Principles of Spirit, Salt, | 


and Sulphur, it grows turgid of its own accord in its Veffels ( as 


Wine in a Hogs-head) and partly on the Ferment implanted in the Wi 
Heart, which very much rarifies the Liquor, paffing through its Si- Wil 


nus’s, and forces it to fpring forth with a frothy Effervefcency. 


Let thus much fuffice concerning the Natural Motion, Heat and | 


Fermentation of the Blood, in the even tenour of which the ftate 
of our Health confiits: To fpeak now of its Preternatural, or over 


great Effervefcency, on which the Types, and Fits of Fevers depend. | 
I call an over-great or preternatural Fermentation, when the Blood | 
(like a Pot boyling over the Fire ) boyls above meafure, and being } 


rarified with a frothy Turgefcency, {wells the Veffels, raifes a quick 


Pulfe, and, like a fulphureous Liquor taking Fire, diffufes on all} 


fides a buruning heat, 
This kind of Motion or Fermentation of the Blood is excellently 


illuftrated, by the example of fermenting Wines : For Wines, be- 

fides the gentle and even Fermentation, whereby they are firft de- | 
purated, at certain times boy] fo mightily, that they work over the * 
Veffels: And if they are clofe ftopt, they make them fly in pieces § 7 
after this manner, ‘being put upon effort asit were, unlefs they are 


prefently drawn off from ‘the Tartar,or their Lees into another Vel- 
fel,they ceafe not to boyl,till the Spirit,being very much {pent, and 
the Sulphur or Salt too muclr exalted, they either become over- 
fretted, or degenerate into. Vinegar. 

Such an Effervefcency is wont to be raifed chiefly for two Caufes § 
Firft, when any thing extraneous and immifcible is put into the Vef= 
fel (fo fome drops of Tallow or of Fat dropt into the Veflel, pros 
ben ‘ ‘ ie hy M4 ‘ . guice 
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duce this Motion ) or Secondly, when Wines having too much Lees 
or Tartar / by reafon of the fulphureous Parts exalted above mea- 
fure ) fall into an Effervetcence of their own accord, and boy! vehe- 
mently :, For in whatfoever fubftance Sulphur abounds,and its Parti- 
cles being loofned from their mixture,joyn with one another,and are 
kept clofe together, there {uch immoderate Effervefcencies are 
procur d. 

After the like (though not wholly the fame) manner as Wines Fer- 


ment, the Ebullition of the Blood is caufed, vsz. either fome extrane- © 


ous and heterogeneous thing ismixt with the Blood,which,in regard 
it is not affimilated,is wont to caufe a perturbation and Effervefcence, 
till the heterogeneous thing be either fubdued, or fent forth, and the 
confufed and troubled Particles of the Blood, are clear’d again, and 
take to their former pofition and fite in mixture. Or Secondly, the 
Blood is troubled above meafure, becaufe fome Principle or Element 
which compofes it, ( v#z. the Spirit or Sulphur ) is rais'd beyond the 
Natural Temper, and becomes exorbitant, whereby the Particles of 
this, or that not agreeing with the reft, are loofned from their mix- 
ture; being loos’d make an effort more than they ought, exagitate 
the Liquor of the Blood, and caufe an Effervefcence, which isnot ap 
peas’d, till the Blood, being inflam’d as it were, has burnt a long time 
with a Feverith blaft. But there is this difference betwixt thele two 
boylings of the Blood, that the Effervefcence which depends on the 
mixture of an extraneous.thing with the Blood, is for the moft part 
fhort, or coming by Fits; which when the heterogeneous thing is 
feparated or fubdued, ceafes of its own accord, and the troubled and 
difordered parts of the Blood readily return to their Natural Site or 
Crafis: But the Ebullition which arifes from the difordering of the 
exorbitant Spirit or Sulphur, is continual: To wit, here the whole 
mafs of Blood is fo open’d, and loofn’d from the {trict bond of mix- 
ture, that taking a Fire like an Oyly Liquor, it does not ceafe to 
sage and flame till the Particles of the Spirit or Sulphur, or of the 
combuftible matter are for the greateft part confum’d, 

There remains yet a third Preternatural way of Effervefcency, in 
which the Blood undergoes an‘alteration, which does not happen to 
Wine, but very frequently to Milk: sz. fometimes a coagulation 
of that Liquor is induc’d by a Morbifick caufe, fo that its fubftance 
is fus’d, and feparates into parts, and there is a fecretion made of 
that which is thick and earthy from the thin; by reafon of which 
the Blood is not meetly circulated in the Veffels, but its congealld 
portions, being apt to be fix’d in the extreme Parts, or to {tagnate 
in the Heart, interrupt its even motion, and greatly hinder it. For 
teftoring of which Effervefcencies greater than ufual are raisd in 
the Blood $ to wit, fuch as every where occur in the Pleurefie, 
Plavue, Smaall- Pox, and malignant Difeafes. 
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CHAP. III. : 
Of Intermitting Fevers. 


A Fever may be defcrib’d after this manner, That it is'a di/ére 
derly Motion of the Blood, and sts over great boyling, with a 
Heat and Thirft, and other fymptoms befides, with which the Natural 
economy % varioufly troubled, As we obferved before concerning the 
Effervefcence of the Blood, fo we may now concerning the Fever, 
that its accefs is either fhort, and coming by fits ; which therefore 
is called Intermittent ; Or great, and drawn in length, which is cal- 
led a continual Fever: We fhall {peak firft of the Intermittent, 

Concerning this Fever, we fhall Firft enquire in general what kind 
of Effervefcence of the Blood it is which caufesits Fit, and whence 
itisrais’d. Secondly; Wherefore the Fit confafts of a coldnefs, with 
a fhivering, and a {weat enfuing. Thirdly, What is the caufe of the 
Intermiffion, and of the {et times of return. Fourthly and laftly, 
we fhall fubjoyn certain irregularities of Intermittent Fevers. 

As to the Firft, We mutt fuppofe, that for an Intermittent Fever, 
fome heterogeneous thing is mix’d with the Blood, whofe Particles, 
in regard they are not affimilated, make fo long an Ebullition of the 
fame, till either being fubdued, they are rendred mifcible, or being 
fubtilis'\d,they are fent forth: Wherefore,fuch matter being fubdued 
or fent forth, the Fit ceafes ; and when this matter {prings a frefh,it 
caufes a new Ebullition, and confequently a new Fit happens. 

Now that which caufes an exactly periodical Effervefcence of the 
Blood, mutt of neceffity be fome thing which againft each of the fet 
returns, or accefles of the Fever is engendred in our Body in a fet 
mea{ure, and always in an even proportion, and is communicated 
to the mafs of Blood : Wherewith, when the Bloodis {faturated to 
a fulnefs, prefently it grows turgid, and fallsinto an Effervefcence: 
Now what(oever others may think, I judge this thing to be the 
nutritive Juice, f{upplyed from the matter of things eaten and con- 
vey’d to the Blood in weight and meafure, which, in regard it ‘is 
not affimilated through defect of Sanguification, being heaped to- 
gether to a fulnefsin the Veffels, it caufes a Turgefcency in the 
Blood: for its expulfion. 

I have obferved before a three-fold State concerning the Particles 
of the Blood, wz. of Crudity, Maturity and Decay, that is to fay, 
the nutritive Juice {upplyed from the daily Food, comes crude, be- 
ingmixt withthe Blood, and Circulated for fome time, it is affi- 
milated, and maturated into a perfect Humor 3; afterward waxing 
ftale, it runs into parts, and is feparated, while the Blood is con- 
tinually renewed after this even manner, and its loffes are repaid, 
it 
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‘+ Ferments quietly, and is Circulated within the Veffels without 
tumult or immoderate Effervefcence ; but if the fupply of the nu- 
tritive Juice be not maturated as before, nor turnsinto Blood by a 
perfect digeftion 5 its Particles mixt with the Blood, continue in its 
mafs as fome heterogeneous thing, and not exactly agreeing ; with 
which, when it is faturated to a fulnefs, prefently the Blood grows 
turgid,.and falls into a Feverifh Effervefcence, whereby the frefh 
fupply of this depraved Juice is either fubdued or fent forth. 

If it be ask’d for what caufe the nutritive Juice, being mixt with 
the Blood,.is not affimilated, but degenerates into a heterogeneous 
and fermentative matter <I judge that this is done for the moft part, 
not through the fault of the Aliments, or of the Vifcera, but of the 
Blood it felf. For the Blood, even as Wines, fometimes falls from 
its native and genuine Difpofition, into a fharp, acid, or auftere Na- 
ture, and becaufe the Blood fanguifies, it happens that when that 
is fallen from its due temper, it eafily perverts the ftore of nu- 
tritive Juice, wherewith it ought to be repaired. : 

Secondly, as to the fhivering and cold preceeding the heat in 
this affect, doubtlefs the true and genuine canfe of thofe is the 
flowing and turgefcency of the Nervous Juice degenerated into a 
nitrous Matter, wherewith the Spirits and heat being charged, 
are obunded, and the Nervous Bodies being irritated are put into 
a Trembling : But afterward when theie nitrous Particles, being in 
part protruded to the Superficies of the Body, the Blood is fome~ 
what freed from their cumbrance and oppreffion, the animal Spi- 
rits recollect and begin to difplay themfelves, and then a moft 
intenfe heat infues, becaufe both the mafs of Blood being opened 
by reafon of its Effervefcence with the frebile matter, and its mix- 
ture being loofned, the fulphureous Particles are freely kindled in 
the Heart: And becaufe { the Pores of the Skin being poffeft by the 
fame matter protruded toward the circumference of the Body ) the 
vapory Effluvia are inwardly reftrained, which much exagitate 
and heat the Blood: And which heat continues ftill in it till the 
fermantive matter being wholly bnrnt, and fully fubdued and 
fubtiliz’d together with the aduft Recrements remaing after the 
Deflagration , and joyning with the Serum, they evaporate by 
Sweat or infenfible Tranfpiration. 

Thirdly, from what is faid it will be eafy to fhew the Caufes of 
the Intermiffion, and of the Set Returns, v7. the Intermiffion fol- 
lows, becaufe the Morbifick matter is all.clear’d at one Fit, and fo 
till a new be brought in place, an Intermiffion follows of necef- 
fity. Now anew matter begings to be engendred from the time 
that the laft Fit ceas'd, and when the Blood is filled again to a Tur- 
gefcency, it boyls and comes to a flowing. 

As to the Set Returns of the Fits, thefe bappen, becaule for the 
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moft part the nutrittve Juice is fupplied from the Vilcera to tlie 
Blood, paffing in the Veins in an.even meafure and quantity, though 
fometimes, if the Perfons who have Intermittent Fevers gorge 
themfelves too much, or are very abftemious, the Fits happens 
fooner or later than ufual. 

If it be ask’d, wherefore the Set Returns of Fevers,are not of one 
kind, and of thefame diftance, but that fome come every day, fome 
every third or fourth day ; the caufe is the different con{ftitution of 
the Blood, whereby it is pervertec! from its due temper into a fharp, 
fometimes an acid, or auftere dilpofition. According to this differ- 
ing Dyfcrafy, the nutritive Juice, frefh brought, falls more or lefs 
from its maturation, and is perverted into a matter fooner or later 
apt to Ferment. 

The Procatar¢tick Caufes of this Difeafe plainly fhew its Origine, 
from the temper of the Blood being chang’d. For Intermitting Fe- 
vers are chiefly rife in that Seafon, and thofe Places, in which the 
Blood receives the greate(t alteration from the Air. 

The fame thing is made out by the Cure of Intermittent Fevers, 
whether it be natural and critical; or artificial, and be performed 
by the help of Medicines: As to the firft, Intermittent Fevers are 
wont to be terminated after a two-fold manner : The firft is, when 
the temper of the Blood is altered by the Fits themfelves, and it 
is brought to its Natural ftate; the other way is, when the change 
of the Air or Place of abode brings a mighty alteration of the Blood, 
for fo Fevers begun about the Egusnoxes, are terminated about 
the Solftices ; alfo the Difeas’d travelling into another Country of- 
ten recover. 

As to the Cure to be perform’d with Medicines, it is undertaken 
either Empirically or Dogmatically; and in this Difeafe Empyrical Re- 
medses, taken from Mountebanks or old Women, are moft efteem’d, 
and often effect more than the Prefcripts of Phyficians given ac- 
cording to an exact method of Curing. | 

The Emperycal Remedies which are {aid to Cure Intermittent Fe- 
vers, are fuch as without any evacuation keep off the invading Fit: 
And are either taken inwardly, or are outwardly apply’d where the 
Pulfes chiefly beat,vsz. they are bound for the moft part to the Regi- 
on of the Heart, or to the Hand-wrifts, or to the Soles of the Feet : 

Now it is worthy to be enquired into, after what manner thefe work, 
and by what means they ftop the Feverifh accefles, It is manifeft in 
the firft place, that the virtue and action of thefe things which are 
outwardly applied, are communicated to the Blood and Spirits im- 
mediately; and in regard they drive off the Fit by Way of preventi- 
on without the evacuation of any Humor or Matter, of neceffity the 
reafon of this effect muft confift only in this, that by the ufe of thefe 
kinds of Medicines the Turgefcency and Fermentation of the Blood 
with 


‘Mmiferably tormented, and the Difeate is 
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with the febrile Matter are ftopt, that is to fay, from the Medicine 
bound about the Veffels, certain Corpu(cles or Effluvia are commu. 
nicated to the Blood, which greatly fix, and conftringe its Particles, 
or alfo by fufing and exagitating, precipitate themyas it-were : Afte¢ 
both ways, the fpontaneous Effervefcence of the Blood is hindred é 
Like as when cold Water is putinto a boyling Pot ; or as when Vj- 
negar or Allum is put into new and working Beer, prefently the Fer. 
mentation ceafes, and the Liquor acquires a new taft and confiften< 
cy, and is as fit for drinking as if it had been ripened a long tiie. 
Now that thefe Febrifuges operate after this manner, it feems plain 
enough, becaufe thofe that are of chiefeft note,excel ina ftyptick and 

aftringent,or alfo ina precipitating Virtue: Hence Sea-fale,Nitve,Sal 
Gerim,the Fuice of Plantain,§ bepherds Peuch,all aftringent Herbs brug: 
fed with Vinegar,and the like things bound to the Wrifts s the Roots 
of Yarrow, Tormentil, allo Camphire hung about the Neck, are faid to 
remove this Difeafe: Moreover the thin gs that are taken in wardly are 
of the like fort,the Juice of Plantasn,red Rofewater, Alum,in as much 
as they fix and con{tringe the Blood 5 a Decottion of Pepper,Sal Armos 
wack, or ot Wormwood,Spirit of Vitriol,alfo a {adden Paffion of Anger 
or Fear,in as much as by fufing and exagitating the Blood, they preci- 
pitate it;often hinder the feyerith accefs: Like asa concuffioh and 
exagitation of any Liquor, or an infufion of altringent things in it; 
hinder a {pontaneous Effervefcence or Effort. itis ufual with fome 
Empiricks for the Cure of Intermittent Fevers, to make a hard Balf 
of Flax or Paper rowled up,and to bind it fo clofe to the Wrift where 
the Pulfes beat, that the Circulation of the Blood in that place is in 
fome manner ftopt,and by this means the invading Fit of the Fever 

is driven away. [have certainly Known many cured after this man- 

her of a long continued Difeafe: The reafon of which feems.to be, 

that whilft the Blood is ftayed in its Motion in any part, it ftirs 
more violently in the reft, and fo from that trouble rdifed in the 

Whole Blood the fpontaneous Effervefcence of its Liquor, which 

Was to follow a while after, is ftopt: And upon the Fits being put 

off twice or thrice, Nature takes to the digeftion of the Matter, and 

fo its ancient Regularity, ) 
The dogmatical Cure for the moft 

and Cathareicks, alfo by letting Blood: 
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part is undertaken by Vospise, 
With which the Difeafed are 


{cldom brought to an end, 
though fometimes Tertian Fevers are taken away by a Vomit given 


alittle before the Fit,which happens,becaufe by this means the Blood 
is pretty fully cleanfed of its bilous Humor: Though its worthy Ob- 
tvation that Vomits do no good in a Quartan Ague, and feldom 
Ma Tertian, unlefs they are given prefently at the beginning, when 
the febrile Difpofition is yet light, and not fully confirmed. 
Concerning Intermitting Feversin general, there remain yet to be 


Z% explained 
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explained certain Irregularities of them,in which they alter from the 
common-way: Fifft therefore,the Fits are wont fometimes to be with- 
out cold or fhivering: An Intermittent Fever was rife this Autumn, 
whofe accefies troubled the Difealed only with Heat,andthat very in 
tenfe, in maily there wasa violent Vomiting, but no Cold or Sweat 5 
after four or five returns had hapned,as the Fit invaded,the Difeafed 
were wont to be alittle chill’d,and afterward plainly to have the cold 
Fit,and,as it went off,to (weat: The reafon of this was,becaufe by the 
hot Summer the Conftitution of the Blood was become fharp and ve- 
ry much burnt: Wherefore the Particles of the crude Juice mixt with 
it, were prefently fcorcht and burnt, that they did not ferment firft 
with a fournels (like new Beer) and then afterward burnt out: Buta 
Turgefcency being raifed,the whole (like dry Wood laid on the Fire) 
prefently burnt outin alight Flame ; but afterward,the Liquor of the 
Blood, after having burnt for fome Fits, became lefs torrified; that 
the depraved nutritive Juice was not preteatly {corcht,but paffed in- 
to a nitrous Matter,and fermenting with a fournefs; which firft grows 
ing turgid, brought a fenfe of coldnefs on the whole Body. 
There remains yet a great doubt concerning the diftances of the 
Returns, which fometimes feem to be double in the fame Fever,that 
the firft accefs anfwers to the third,and both happily inthe Morning = 
And again,the fecond to the fourth, and both happen in the Evening, 
and fo on: Wherefore fuch a Fever is wont to be called adouble terezan 
ov quartan 2 \t {eemsto me,that in this cafe fometimesit happens that 
the Fever is fimple, and of one kind, and that the Types are alike, and 
allagreeing with each other ; but thatthe error chiefly arifes,becaufe 
the Intervals of the Returns are not computed by hours,but by days ¢ 
For fince the Intervals of the beginnings of the Fits, are not diftart 
from each twenty four hours exactly but either fixteen or thirty hours 
in. a quotidian,and ina tertian not forty eight hours, but forty or fifty 
fix,more or lefs,or thereabout,it will come to pafs, that the alternate 
Fits will happen before, and thereft after Noon: To which alfo may 
be added, that the uneven way of living,which the Difeafed ufe, may 
oftentimes produce great unevenneffes of the Returns, that fome- 
times the Fit comes twice a Day, as I have often obferved in cachecti- 
cal Perfons,and (uch as have ufed a diforderly Diet: Neverthelefs it of 
ten happens that Intermittent Fevers have returns of Fits,which nel- 
ther obferve the fame diftance, nor keep wholly to the fame fort of 
Form : [have frequently noted in a quartan Fever,that befides the fet 
accefles, returning about the fame hour,the fourth day,certain erring 
and uncertain Fits troubled the Difeafed,that fometimes,the Day pre- 
ceeding the wonted Fit, fometimes following it, another Fit alfo 
(though flight) was raifed anew,carrying exaCtly the T ype of an In- 
termittent Fever, with a fhivering,a heat and (weat: And neverthelefs 
the primary accefsreturned at the ufual time: This for the moft part 
is 
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is wont to happen either by a Diet ill ordered, efpecially by furfeiting 
and drinking of Wine,or by the illadminiftration of Phyfick:The rea- 
fon of which, I takeit, confifts in this, that by thefe errors in Diet 
more Matter is heap’d together,than can be clear’d off at one Fit.

\ AN JE calla Tertéan Fever, not that which happens at three Days 

diftance ; but inclufively from the Day in which one Fit be. 
gins, on the third thence, another returns: Mean while, fometimes 
if the Fits are long, véz. protracted to twenty four Hours, and with~ 
al come before the ufual time of their accefles, the {pace of Intermi- 
tion is often lefs then twenty four Hours. 

The effence of a Tertzan Fever confifts in this, that the Blood (like 
Beer made of over-dryed Malt) being too fharp and burnt, does not 
foon fubdue and ripen the nutritive Jaice,which is brought into it 
erude,from things eaten, but perverts a great deal of it into a Nitro 
fulphureous Matter, wherewith, when the Mafs of Blood is faturated 
to a Turgelcency, like new Beer put in Bottles,it falls a fermenting : 
From the flowing of that nitrous Matter, which obtundes the Heat, 
and vital Spirits,and twitiches the nervous Parts, firft a Cold is caufed 
with a fhivering: Afterward,the vital Spirit preparing again,this Mat- 
ter fermenting in the Blood, begins to be maftered and to be kindled 
in the Heart, by the burning of which, an intenfe Heat is diffus’d 
throughout the whole Body: Afterward its Relicks being fevered, 
and mixing with the Serum, are fent forth by Sweat, 

This burnt Difpofition of the Biood confifts in this, that it is im- 
pregnated more than it ought with Particles of Sale and Sulphur ; 
Wherefore the procararfick Caufes which difpofe to this Difeafe are a 
hot and bilous Temperament, Youth, a very hot Diet,asan immode- 
rate ufe of Wine and peppered Meats ; but efpecially the Vernal and 
Autumnal Seafons of the Year;though moft commonly fome evideng 
Caufe befides is requir’d for putting this Difpofition in act, and we 
afcribe the origine of this Difeafe to fome notable accident: Wheres 
fore a lying on the Ground, or taking Cold after Sweating, or Tran 
fpiration any way hindred, alfo furfeiting or a troubling of the Sto- 
mach by diforderly eating, and whatfoever things caule an immo- 
derate efferve(cence of the Blood, bring into act, the latent Difpos 
fition of this Difeafe: For on every fuch occafion the nutritive Juice 

heap'd together in the Blood, and fomewhat deprav’d, fallsa how- 
| | | ie Pag ing 
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ing, and feparating from the reft of the Blood, ferments it with a 
nitrous fournefs, afterward being kindled and exagitated with the 
vital Spirit and Heat, it brings the Fit with a very intenfe burning. 7 

A Tertian Fever is wont to be moft common in the Spring, at 
which time the Blood is moft vigorous and in beft plight. A Fe- 
ver hapning, if it continues not long, is commonly faid rather to 
be Phyfick, than a Difeafe, which in part is true, becaufe by this 
means the Impurities of the Blood are confumed, the Obftructions 
of the Vifcera are opened, and indeed the whole Body is ventilated, 
fo ‘that it is wholly freed from any excrementitious Matter, and 
from the Seminaries of growing Diféafes: But if this Difeafe be 
drawn out in length, it is the caufe of many Diftempers, and of a 
Jong Sicknefs : For hereby the Mafs of Blood is very much’ dépri- 
ved of the vital Spirit 5 (and like Wine too much fermented ) in 
{ome manner loofes its Strength, wherefore a Fauudife, Scurvy, or 
Cachexia follow upon this Fever, when it is long acuring: For by 
the frequent Fits, the vital Spirit very much evaporates, whichin 
regarditislittle reftored by things eaten, the Blood becomes there- 
by watery, and almoft without Strength: Mean while, thé Particles 
of the Salt and Sulphur are raifed and exalted more, whence the 
Blood is made fharp and falt 5 and fo more unapt for Circulation 
and a Pneumatofis. » | : 

Moreover this Difeafe, protracted in length, often changes its 
form, and from a Tertian, becomes either a Quotidian, or fome= 
times a Quartan 3 and afterward, fometimes it returns from both 
toaTertian: The reafon of this is, the various Change of the Dif 
pofition of the Blood; for when from being fharp and bilous, as it 
isin a Tertjan, it- comes to be lefs fharp, but more watery, and 
weaker in its’ Crafis, the increafes of the fermentative Matter are 
more quick, and the acceffes return daily, but when it turns au- 
{tere and pontick, the increafes of the Matter being more flow, the 
Fit comes but on the ‘fourth Day; eer. 

Certain Symptoms are wont to happen upon a Tertian Fever, 
which are vulgarly accounted for the Crifis of this Difeafe ; and in 
truth, fometimes thofe appearing, the affect either clearly ceafes,or 
begins to:remit of jts wonted fiercene{s: Thofe Symptoms are chief- 
ly thefe three; viz.-a breaking forth of the Lips, a Faundife, anda 
Phiegmon {uddenly,raifed in. any part of the Body ; Though I have 
fometimes obferved, that notwithftanding fuch breaking forth af 
the Lips,the Fever has continued obftinate. for a long time: Where= 
fore I think it muft be faid, that that eruption of Pimples denotes 
only a fuller Diaphorefis in the ‘whole, whereby the grofs,: as well 
as the fubtle Recrements of that aduft Blood, evaporate forth 3 for 
{ have known in fome, : thatina Tertian Fever, Pifhes have broke 
out allover their Body, as though they had the Smajl-Pox 5 and ie 
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by this free ventilation, as by a Purging, the Blood is fo freed, that ~ ” 


it recovers its ancient Crafis, the Fever is come to a Crifiss but if 
(as it fometimes happens) fome Recrements, though the more 
grofs, break forth, and others remain within, and ftill foment the 
feverifh Difpofition, thofe Sores argue only a greater Taint of the 
Blood, and an Obftinacy of the Difeafe: Therefore it is to be obs 
ferved, if upon fore. Lips the Fever does not remit, it will prove 
of long continuance, and fevere. 
Sometimes a Faundife happens upon a Tertian Fever, and puts an 
end to it, the reafon is, becaufe when the Blood has gotten a fharp 
or bilous Difpofition, that thereby it perverts the nutritiveJuice, and 
fo heaps together an excrementitious Matter, itis often freed from 
that Difcrafy, when by a fudden excretion, the Recrements of the a- 
duft Salt and Sulphur, are freely purged: The Gall-veffels being irrita- 
ted by a Medicine, or {pontaneoufly, and fo plentifully clearing forth 
the Coler from the Blood, often perform this: For Vomiting, Purge 
ing, and efpecially a Diarrhaea conduce very much to the Cure of this 
Diteafe, nay, fometimes the Blood alone, exerting it felf of itsown 
accord, throws off its bilous Recrements asits refule, and depofes it 
in the Skin in circulating, and fo the Jaundife cures the Fever. 
When a Phlegmon (as it {ometimes is wont) happens upon this Af- 
fect, it is commonly faid,that the Ague is fallen into the place fwoll’n, 
Now it feems not {trange that the Difeafe is determined by fuch an 
abfcefs: Becaufe the Blood by this means continually fevers from its 
body the ftore of the degenerated nutritive Juice,and conveys it to 
the Part aftected: Wherefore a Belly continually loofe,has freed fome 
by degrees: Becaufe by this means the Blood has prefently caft forth 
its unprofitable Burthen, ftill growing upon it, nor has allowed it 
a full increafe: And fometimes alfo a Deatnefs hapning on a fudden, 
the Tertian Fever has prefently ceas d,vzz. by reafon of the continual 
Metajtafs of the febrile Matter from the Mafs of Blood to the Head. 
But if a Tertian Fever neither declines by degreesofits own accord 
within a fhort time, fo'as to ceafe wholly within feven or ten returns, 
hor is brought to a Crifis by any of the ways above-mentioned, nor is 
remov'd by the help of Phyfick 3 but/after ten or twelve Fits conti- 
nues ftill forely to afflict the Difeafed, it will prove a very difficult 
thing to cure it : For the Blood, by the continual heaping together of 
the febrile Matter, and by its frequent being inflam’d, becomes at 
length fo depraved, that it concodts nothing rightly for nourifhing 
the Body and fupporting its Strength: Nor isit able Wholly to fhake 
off the Impurities and Excrements from its Mats that it may makea 
Crifis of the Difeafe; but the fame daily prevailing, the Blood, befides 
its dyicrafy, begins to be fomewhat injur’d in its Mixture, wherefore 
the Fits return more frequently 3 nor does a perfect intermiffion 
Come between, but the Difeafed being very weal and faint, are in 
a Bie fas a a Manner 
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a manner always feverifh, with a Thirft and Heat. Whien the thing 
is brought to this pafs, unlefs Art affords a Remedy, or the Change 
of the placé.of aboad. or the revolution of the Year bring relief, 
this Affect often is terminated in Death. 

As to the Cure, the Method of Healing commonly is directed to 
this only fcope, wz that the Mineraof the Difeafe be extirpated,and 
that the febrile Matter be eradicated out of our Body without any 
remaining fomes or fear of a Relapfes wherefore we diligently infaft 
on Vomits and Purges, which, when they do little towards a Cure, 
but the Strength of the Difeafedisvery much broken, they are left 
by the Phyficians, and the whole bufinefs is committed to Nature. 
The Intentions (as at feems to me) ought tobe theie; Firft, the 
reftoring of the Blood toits natural Temper. Secondly, the preven- 
tion (asimuch asmay be) of the depravation of the nutritive Juice. 
Thirdly, the ftopping of the feverith Fermentation for keeping off 
the Fit. And thefe Indications have place not only ina Tertian Bes 
ver, but in every Intenmittent Fever befides: Which neverthelefs 
are not to be perform d by the fame Ways or Remedies,but by one 
fort and another, according to the diverfity of the Difeafe, the con- 
dition of the Sick, and the Symptoms chiefly prefling: Howfoever, 
in the Cure of this Difea'e, there is more to be imputed to Nature, 
and to a well regulated Form of Diet, than to Pharmacy. 

r. Concerning the firtt Iveentzon, vig. that the Blood may be re- 
duc’d to its natural Temper,Vomuits, Bleeding and Purging are-of great 
ule ; efpecially if they are ufed in the beginuing of the Difeafe. Vo- 
mits do good,inafmuch as they purge the Stomach,that the firft con- 
coction may be better perform’d, and that thereby a purer nutritive 
Chyme may be fupplied for the Matter of the Blood, and chiefly, in- 
almuch as by forcing the Coler plentifully fromthe meatus cholede- 
chus, they empty the Gall-bladder, that-thereby the Coler may be 
more copioufly clear’d from the Blood, and fo the Blood may be 
cleans’d from the Recrements of the aduft Sulphur and Salt-.Opening 


a Vein, cools and ventilates the Blood, that thereby it is lefstorrified - 


or parch’d, and is circulated mere freely inthe Veflels without dan- 
ger of being burnt. Purging alfo draws plentifully the Coler from 
thre Gall-veffels, and confequently from the Mafs of Blood, and by ir- 
ritating them, forces it forth. For this end, v7z.the reducement of 
the Blood, Digeftives conduce, being fharp qualifiers, inafmuch as 
they fufe and alter the Blood, and allay itsfervour. Sometimes alfo 
the change of the place of abode,and of the Airjegregioufly corrects 
the evil Conftitution of the Blood above any other Remedies. 

The fecond Intentzon is excellently perform’d by a Diet,and an ex 
act Form of Food, which in this Diteafe ought to be thin and {pare : 
Wherefore Hunger 1s commonly-faid to be the beft Remedy of this 
Difeafe; and wefind by common Experience, that by a fpare feed- 
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ing the feverifh accefs is moft commonly put off beyond its ufual 
time. There are two things chiefly to be obferved concerning 
Diet 5 firft, that the Aliments be thin, let nothing be given fulphu- 
reous or {piritous 5 for {o the conflagration of the Blood is leffened = 
Then fecondly, that when the Fit is a coming, or has feized, no 
Food be taken; wherefore in fafting Perfons the Fit is more mild 
and is fooner over. 

What was propos’d in the third place: A itopping of the feverifh 
accefs, is undertaken by Remedies which ftop the fermentation of 


the Blood; and though this Remedy be loock’d upon by Phyficians 


as Empirical, Immethodical, and Deceitful, yet I have found by ex= 
perience, that thefe Fevers have been oftentimes cured this way, 
when Medicines did nothing at all: Though you muit obferve, that 
the ufe of thefe after Bleeding and Purging (if there be need of them) 
will do moft good,and unle(s thefe are duely permitted, thofe others 
feldom ftop the Fit: And Vomiting, Purging, and Blooding, unlefs 
they are ufed prefently and at the beginning, do little good, nay, 
are oftner wont to do hurt; wherefore if the Coler about the he- 
ginning be plentifully cleanfed forth, or the Blood be ventilated by 


_ breathing a Vein, it is reduced to its due Crafis$ but afterward, in 


the progrefs of this Difeafe, ( the Spirit being very much exhautted, 
and the Salt and Sulphur being too much exalted ) if thefe Evacua- 
tions are us’d, ‘they weaken the Crafis of the Blood more; and 
therefore it is found by Obfervation, that a Tertian Fever is {el~ 
dom or never cur’d, and often paffes into a Quotidian, where thefe 
Medicines are us’d very late. Ihave known my felf in the Spring- 
time, that certain Perfons enjoying a good intire Health, have fal- 
len prefently into a Tertian Fever, after having taken a Vomit for 
prevention-fake, which caufed a violent Evacuation; and that o- 
thers, who have been curd for fome time of this Fever, have pre- 
fently undergone a Relapfe upon taking a ftrong Purge for Carry= 
ing off the remainder of the febrile Matter : It may readily be faid, 
that the Minera of the Difeafe lying quiet before, is rous’d up by 
this means by the Medicine, and brought into act; but if you 
confider this thing rightly, it feems rather to be faid, that by a 
ftrong Purge the Crafis of the Blood is very much injur’d, and 
Whereas before it was prone to a bilous Difcrafy; fo that it affimi- 
lated with difficulty the nutritive’ Juice, upon this evident Caufe it 
prefently degenerates more, and that it forthwith perverts the Nu- 
triment into a fermentative Matter, and fo incurrs the feverith 
Difpofition. An Opinion has vulyarly prevail’d, that a Tertian Fe- 
ver can {carce be cured without a Vomit ; wherefore fome Medi- 
cafters are wont, under the pretext of neceflity, to give an eme- 
tick Medicine to any Perfons whatfoever troubled with this Dit. 
cafe (though weak and infirm ) not without great danger of Life; 
and thofe whom they judge wholly unable to bear this Remedy, 


they 
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"hey leave to Natures as not eafily curable. But (as Iam well fas 
tisfled by having often try’d the eontrary ) that this kind of Prag. 
ice isill founded: And I rather think that Vomits are feldom or nes 
ver réquir d for the Cure of a Tertian Fever, unlefs it be in a robuft 
Body, and readily inclin’d to vomit, and when it happens that the 
Stomach is loaded with an excrementitious Matter ; but inftead of 
this, that a gentle Purge may be more properly us'd; for a Purge 
in this cafe does the fame. thing asa Vomit, to wit, it evacuates the 
Veffels containing the Coler, that this being plentifully exhaufted 
from the Blood, the feverifh Dyfcrafy may be corrected. Now 
when the Humor of the Gall, emptied in the Stomach,is drawn forth 
upward, a great offenfe is thereby brought on the Stomach, and a 
mighty Perturbation is raifed in the whole Body: Butif bya gentle 
Cathartick,that Humor is allur'd downward, it is fent forth with- 
out any trouble. Moreover, if to a gentle Purge repeated once or 
twice, avery thin Diet, and without any Meat, be added, it will of- 
ten an{wer the Prefervatory Indication, that there will not be need 
of other Remedies for removing the Caufe of the Difeafe, but thefe 
things being duecly permitted, let thofe things be ufed, which ei- 
ther inwardly taken, or outwardly applyed, itop the accefs of the 
Fever. By this plain and eafy Form of Phyfick, viz. by purging 
with an Infufion of Sena. and Rhubarb, a thin Diet, and a topical Fe- 


brifuge applyed to the Breft or Wriffs, Lhave oftentimes known Ter= _ 


tian Fevers cured in,a fhort time, without the ufe of any other ofs 

fenfive Medicine. Nay, athin Diet alone, with Periapts,feafonably 

applyed, has curd very fuccefstully a Woman with Child, aged Per- 

ae and fuch as were very weak, whofe Strength would not bear 
urging. | : 

Ihave fo frequently experienc’d the wifhed fuccefs of that Me= 
thod, that I do not doubt, but a Tertian Fever, if it be manag d 
this way ftom the beginning, to wit, before the Temper of the 
Blood be more injured by an ill Form of Diet, or by Phyfick ill ad~ 
miniftred, it will be cured aseafily as any other Difeafe: For proof 
of this I fhall give the following Relation. 

A certian nobleYouth,of a colerick Temperament, was feized with 
an Intermittent Tertian Fever; as the Fit came on him, he vomited: 
very much yellow and greenith Coler, afterward for many Hours he 
Was forely troubled with a moft intenfe Heart-burning, a Heat anda 
Drought. The Day of Intermiffion,on which it was my chance to be 
prefent,eight Ounces of Blood were drawn by my order from this Pere 
fon, and in the Afternoon an emollient Clyfter was injected : Heufed 
alfo, avery thin diet, (v7z. only of Barly Meats) he took every Night 
going to reft this Opiate,wz. Conferve of Rofes vitriolated half a Dram, 
Diafcordium a Scruple, and every Morning a Scruple of Salt of WVorme 
wood,in 4 {poonful of the Fuice of Oranges: But thefe things not fuc- 
ceeding. (for the Fit returned fomewhat more remifs, but with 
a Yi~ 
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tick not long before he had Vomited about thirty times, even till 
being feiz'd with a Cramp and Convulfions, he was.brought to a 
great failure of Strength with danger of Life) therefore, the day 
following the faid Fit, I gave him a potion of the znfi/ion of Senna, 
Rhubarb, and yellow Saunders with Sale of Wormwood sn Fountata- 
water, by which he purg’d ten times with relief? Thenext morn- 
ings three hours before he expected the Fit, J apply’d febrifuge 
Epitbems to his Wrifts, and Blooded him again to fix Ounces, from 
which time he had no Fit of his Fever, and afterward, being purged 
again after the fame manner, he grew perfectly well. 

But if a Tertian Fever, by reafon of the evil conftitution of the Di- 
fealed, or by reafon of errours committed in Diet, or Phyfick, has 
laid its Roots deep, that after a long continued affcct the Fits ftill 
grow worle and worfe, and the Difeated mightily languifh, their 
Strength being dejected, with a Thirft, and burning almoft conti- 
nual, a lofs of Appetite, Watchings, a weak Pulfe, a ruddy Urine, 
and very full of contents; fomewhat a diff ing method of Cure 
ought to be ordred? In this cafe, firft, it muft be endeavour’d that 
the Difcraly of the Blood be removed: Wherefore let the Difeafed 
feed only on thin Diet, as Barly or Oat Meats, with the opening Roots 
boyled in therm, wholly forbearing Meat Groaths; let the Belly be 
kept foluble (if it be needful ) by the uie of emollsent Chyfterss 
Moreover ( Catharticks being omitted) it {eems that we ought only 
to infitt on digefiive Medicines, which file the Blood, and gently 
lead forth the ferious Impurities by Ueine; ad comforting Reme- 
dies, which ftrengthen the Vifcera, and refrcfh the Spirits: For this 
end Apozemes of dturetich Herbs and Roots, neatly prepared, alfo 
Opiats of temperate Conferves with Sal Nitre, or the fixt Sait of Herbs, 
and with reftateom Powders, and Spirit of Vitrsol mixt with them, 
excellently conduce, when the Crafis of the Blood is fomewhat 
amended, that the Urine is clearer and lefs coloured, alfo the fleep 
quieter, with an abatement of Thirft and Heat; then Remedies 
may be profitably given for ftopping the fit of the Fever : Wherefore 
let febrsfuge Epithems be applied to the Wrilts, and to the Soles of 
the Feet; alfolet the Powder of rhe Peruvian Bark, or of sts Succe- 
daneum, or alfo of the Bark of an Afh, of Tamariuk, or of Gentian, be 

given in Woite-wine with the mixeure of Salts: After that the ac- 
cefles are taken away, and the Difeafed begin to gather Strength, to 
have aStomach, and in fome meafure to concoct what they take, 
gentle Purges will be of ufe, but let the Difeafed ftill abftain from, 
feeding on Flefh ov rich fare, and it is not to be doubted, but 
he will foon recover his perfect Health without violent Purging

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a violent Vomiting as before ) and likewi‘e if regard this fick Perfon 
greatly dreaded a Vomit (becaufe upon taking a very gentle Eme-

ATExt efter a Tertian Fever, by reafon of their Affinity and the 
likenefs of the Fit, follows a Quotsdian, viz. whofe accefs is 
wont to return every day. It is the Opinion of fome that this 
Fever is only a double Tertsan, and that it arifes from the matter 
being difperft, and getting poffeffion of a two-fold focus; to which 
neverthelefs I do not agree, and I judge that its rife is to be attri- 
buted to a peculiar Difcrafy of the Blood : In this the fymtoms of 
Heat and Cold are more remifs; but the accefs holds longer, and 
is often wont to continue eighteen or tweenty hours: This Fever 
for the moft part follows upon a Tertian, for when the vital Spi- 
rit is much {pent by a frequent Deflagration of the Blood, and 
( the Feverith Difpofition ftill remaining ) the Blood is become 
weaker, it lefs concocts, or brings to perfection the nutritive Juice, 
and perverts it in a manner wholly into'a fermentative matter ¢ 
Wherefore it is fooner brought to an increafe, and is heapt toge= 
ther toa plenitude of Turgefcency in half the time as before: But 
becaufe the matter heapt together partakes as well of crudity as 
aduftion, therefore the heat of the fermentation is more remifs and 
more uneven, and (like green Wood laid on the Fire) it burns 
miore flowly ; wherefore the Fit is of a longer continuance. 
Sometimes it happens that a Quotsdian Fever arifes firft without 
a foregoing Tertian, v7z. when a Feverith affect feiles a Body that 
is Cacochimical, and filled with evil Juices: For ‘then the Blood, 
being poor in Spirits, perverts the nutritive Juice in a greater ftore, 
and heaps it together in a fhorter time to a plenitude of Turgef- 
cency: And that which at firft is a Quotidian often changes its 
Type, and becomesaTertian: Even as a Tertian often paffes into 
a Quotidian, there being a great vicinity betwixt thefe Fevers, and 
their Caufes; and a little change of the Conftitution of the Blood 
makes a tranfition of the one into the other. An Intermittent 
Quotidian Fever is not fo eafily cur’d as a Tertian:For whether that 
comes firft fimply, or follows upon another Intermittent 3 how- 
ever it is raifed froma ftronger caufe, and argues a greater Difcrafy 
of the Blood, which does not prefently yield to Remedies : More- 
over, this Fever if it be of fong continuance, or comes upon ano- 
ther Cronick Difeafe, befides the vice of the Blood, it has moft com- 


‘monly joyned with it infirmities of the Vifcera: To wit,the Blood 


being vitiated, eafily faftens its Impurities, heapt together by de- 
grees on the Vileera, as it pafles through their Involutions. ( Hence 
in 
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ig a Quotidian Fever 5 a loading of the Ventricle, a tenfion of the 
Hypochondres, Obftructions, or Tumors fometimes of the Liver, 
fometimes of the Spleen, or of the Mefentery, are joyn’d) though 
thefe kinds of affects are not the caufe of the Fever (as is vulgarly 
thought ) but only its products, Wherefore in this Fever, befides 
the fimple Method of Cure which is indicated in a Yertian, many 
other Intents or Coindicants come in confideration,w/z. We mutt ufe 
all our Endeavours, that the Ventricle be purged of its load of Hu- 
mors, that the ftuffings of the Vifcera be clear’d, that their Infirmi- 
ties be ftrengthned, and together with thefe, that the Difcrafy of the 
Blood be amended, and the Feverifh acceffes ftopt, fo that by reafon 
of thefe various kinds of Intentions, we muft proceed by a longer 
way to the Cure. In this cafe Vomits, (if the Strength will 
bear them ) will be of ufe above the reft; alfo Purges, with which 
the affiduous increafe of the excrementitious Matter may be fent 
forth, muft be often repeated 3 befides thefe, digeftive Remedies 
and deobftruents which reftore the Ferments of the Vifcera and of 
the Blood, and correct their Difcrafies are frequently to be ufed. 
Wherefore, fixt Sales of Herbs, their extrafs, the acid Spirits of 
Minerals, and fometimes Preparations of Steel do excellently well. 
Concerning thefe means there is a difficult task, fince, becaufe of 
the manifold evils, many things are to be done together, whereas, 
by reafon of the affiduity of the Feverith Fit, the Difeafed can ufe 
onlyafew. In affects thus complicated, though the way of Method 
requires firft a removal of Impediments,and then to cure the Diteafe, 
yet Lhave known this kind of Fever cured often without Method, 
and empirically, in a Cacochimical Body, attended with many other 
affects; to wit, after a light provifion for the whole, febrifuge Re- 
medies outwardly applied, have firft taken away the Feverith accefs, 
that afterward, time, and occafions of curing might be the better 
afforded for the other affects. [lately went to fee a Lady of Quality, 
who having long had a Cachedtical habit of Body, and besng weak 
and feeble, a month after Child-birth, was feiz’d with an Intermit- 
tent Quotidian; after fix or feven acceffes of which, her Strength 
was fo cait down, that fhe was not able to rife from her Bed, or 
{carce to berais'd up in it; nor could fhe take ever fo little Food, 
though very thin, but it caus’d great difturbances in her Stomach: 
Moreover, the Region of the Stomach, and the left Hypochondre, 
Was all befet with a hard Tumour, and violently paining: By rea- 
fon of the Strength being extreamly caft down, there was no place 
here for evacuation befides the ufe of Clyfters; and the Stomach 
being mighty weak, refus’d all other Remedies, unlefs they were 
pleafing, and ina fmall quantity. In this difficult cafe, and pent 
up within narrow limits of Curing, I advis'd thefe few things, vz, 
that fhe flaould take twice a day this mixture; 77. Magsftral 
Aataa 2 Ware: 
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Wrarer of Earth-worms two Ounces, Elixir Proprietaty fix Drops; 


Moreover, I ordered a fomencatson to be apply'd to the Stomach, 
of rhe Leaves of Powtick Wormwood, Centory, Sourhernwood boyld 
in Wrhite-wine with the Roots of Gentgan, the Veffel covered; and 
that atter the fomentation, a toaft dipt in the fame Liquor fhould 
be worn on the Stomach 3 befides, I had febrifuge Epithems bound 
to her Wrifts ; and by thefe Remedies alone, on the third day fhe 
mifs’d her Fit. and continued freé from the fame afterward, and 
then by the ule of Chalibeat Remedies, fhe grew perfectly well 
within a fhort time. 


CHAP. VI. 
Of the Quartan Fever or Ague. 


rN a Quartan Fever, the time for the return of the Fit is longer 
than in the reft, it being extended to the fourth day inclufive- 
iy; and it’s wont to be of no longer continuance, and more difficult, 
Jy cured : For this Difeafe is protracted for many months, and of- 
ten years, and feldom or {carce at all yields to Medicines. 

The Fit for the moft part begins with cold, and a fhaking, which 
are followed with a pretty troublefome heat, but more remifs than 
in a Tertian, Sweat for the moft part concludes the accefs. If the 
Difea‘e fticks long, it brings the Scorbutick or Hypochondriack 
affect, and involves Men in an unhealthy habit of Body. : 

The Caufes which difpofe to this Difeafe are, firft, the conftitu 
tion of the Air, and of the Seafon; for the time of Autumn is always 
proper for this affect, that you thall feldom obferve a Qurrtan Fever 
to arife but about the Fall: Alfo in certain places, efpecially about 
the Sea-coaft,. this affect is wont to be endemious, feizing any that 
live there, or come thither as {trangers 5 for this alfo makes’a de- 
clining Age, alfo a melancholy Temperament, and which, by reafon 
of an'ill form of Diet, is obnoxious to the Hypochondriack affcct ; 
ynoreover, Fevers of another kind, that are of a long continuance, 
and Chronick Difeafes, often pafs into a Quartan Fever. 

_ Thete things being confidered, it feems that it muft be faid, that 

a Quartan Fever, even as other Intermittents, depends on the vi- 
tious difpofition of the Blood; for the nutritive Juice, conveyed 
by degrees into the Veffels, is perverted into a fermentative Mat- 
ter, and the Effervefcency of this heapt together to a plenitude 
of Turgetcency, makes the Fit of a Quartan Fever. But fince 
yn this fever there are fame things peculiar! from the reft, we 
. MUS 
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muft enquire what fort of Dyfcrafie of the Blood there is in this 
Difeafe diftinct trom the reff, and after what manner it raifes the 
moft obfervable Symptoms. 

I {aytherefore, that in this Difeafe the Liquor of the Blood has 
pais'd from its (weet, (pirituous,and balfamich Nature, to be acid and 
fomewhat auftere, like Wine turning four. That is to fay, there is 
a(carcity of Spirits,and the Earthy or Tartarous part (which confifts 
chiefly of Earth and Salt) is exalted too much, and being raifed to 


a flowing, brings a fourne(s to the mafs of Blood: Lhe Blood dege~ 


nerated after this manner from its native Difpofition, does not duely 
concoct, and affimilate to it felf the nutritive Juice, but perverts it 
into. an extraneou: Matter, wherewith, when it is faturated to a ful- 
nefs in the Veffels,and the Nervous Parts are irrigated with the Juice 


thence arifing, there follows a flowing, and as it were a {fpontaneous 


Effervefcence of this Matter, whereby the Feverith accef{sis wont to 
be caufed with a fhaking, and a heat, as ina Tertian. 

In a Quartan Fever the returns have longer Intervals, becaufe the 
Difcrafy of the Blood being toward an acid, and therefore lefs (mart 
and hot,it perverts the nutritive Juice without a conteft and tumult ; 
wherefore fomewhat of it is affimilated, and the depravation of the 
reft does not recede fo far from its natural ftate asin a Tertiane And 
hence its heaping together to a plenitude is flower, and it rifes to a 
Turgefency in about as much time again and a half asin a Tertian. 

The reafon why this Difeafe is of fo difficult a cure, and fo obfti- 
nately intefts the Difealed,-is the melancholy Conftitution of the 
Blood, which is not eafily removed, and yields {carce to any Medi-~ 
cines; for there being in it a fcarcity and defect of Spirits, and the 
Salt and Tartar being too much exalted (as when Wines turn 
four ) it is extream hard to reftore it, and it is in a manner of the 
fame labour and difficulty as to renew the vinious Spirjt'and Vigour 
in Vinegar; becaufe for reftoring the Blood depraved after that 
manner, there is need that its whole mafs be volatiz’d, and that 
it {piritualifes as it were a-new. Wherefore in this cafe evacuatives 
do not the leaft good, nay , by depauperating the Blood more 
without remedying it, they often impair the Strength: But there 
is need of thofe things which may exalt and volatife that which 
is fixt: And may promote a Pneumatofs in the whole mafs of 
Blood : Thence it is that in this Difeafe the change of the Air, and 
of the Soil moft commonly give relief, before any other Remedies 
whatfoever. For Quartan Fevers arifjug about Avtwmn, are often, 
cured by the following Spring, which doubtlefs happens becauie 
the changed quality ot the Air 1s wont to alter the evil habit of the 


Blood for the better: And for the fame reafon, the change alo of 


the place of aboad mo{t commonly cures this affect when it will 
not yield to any Medicine, of 
ie | The 
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The Autumnal Seafon is moft proper to*produce this Fevérifh ha. 
bit of the Blood, becaufe when very much of Spirit and Sulphur has 
paft away by the Summier heat, and that which remains begins to be 
preft upon by the cold,the Liquor of the Blood (as Wine turning four 
after too much Effervefcence) eafily degenerates into a pontick and 
fharpifh Nature:This alfo is procur’d by the Air of the Sea,infecting 
the Blood with faline Vapours, which fix the Spirits. Moreover, the 
affinity of this Difeafe which the Scurvy andthe Hypochondrial affec 
plainly thews that the evil Difpofition of the Blood is in fault, where- 
by it is become {alt and earthy with a defect of a Pneumatofs. 

The laft year, towards the end of the Summer, which had’ been 
very hot, an Epidemick Fever arofe:*Then Autumn coming on, 
when that Difeafe ceafed, a Quartan Fever began to be very rife, 
fo that in many places well near the fourth part of Man-kind was 
feiz’d with the fame, and thofe of all Ages and Temperaments, 
which plainly fhew’d that this affect did not take its rife from a 
melancholy Humor heapt together, through the fault of the Spleen, 


(as fome have thought ) but from the Difcrafy of the Blood caufed 


through the diftemperature of the year. 

Tho many Phyfical Apparatus's were order'd againft this evil, yet 
very few were cured within the compafs of the Autumn: In fome, a= 
bout the firft beginnings of their Sicknefs, before the Difeafe had ta- 
ken Root, Vomits gave relief: Tho, 1 moft, Medicines purging any 
ways,tho repeated a hundred times,did not the leaft good at all: Thofe 
in whom the evil was deeply rooted,received not any relief from the 
moft exactly devifed Remedies ufed throughout the whole Autumn; 
whien at this time I faw the vulgar Methods of Phyfick put in practife 
in vain. Toa certain noble Virgin who defired a fudden Cure to be 
performed by any manner of means, I propos’d, that if fhe would 
undergo a Salivation for fome days by a mineral Medicine, the might 
thence hope a {peedy conqueft of her Difeafe:She readily agreeing to 
this, [gave her a gentle and very fafe Medicine, by which only a gene 
tle {pitting was raifed, and that ended within twelve days ; from 
the time the Salivation began, fhe prefently mift her Fits; but at the 
times they are wont to come fhe found a difturbance in her whole 
Body, with an oppreffion of the Heart, and a danger of Fainting, 
but afterward, the {pitting being ended, fhe feem’d throughly re- 
covered; and when after two months time fhe had again certain 
flight acceffes of this Difeafe, an Hmetich Powder being given her 
twice or thrice, fhe was perfectly cured without a relapfe. 

After the Winter-Solftice this Difeafe was not fo violent, but began 
fo grow mild, in (ome, of its own accord,and to be more eafily over- 
come in mott others by the ufe of Medicines, for at this time the Dif- 
crafy of the Blood, contracted by the Summer heat, is wont'to be res 
moved by degrees by the cold of Winter,and the inveteraicent mafs 
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ef the Blood to depole its old taint, and to return towards its na- 
tural ftate: But thofe Who were of a melancholy Temperament, or 
had the Vifcera, and efpecially the Spleen ill affected, or thofe that 


time; and fome there were, who having paft the Summer-Solftice, 
had not yet fhaken it off: Now, though many were troubled with 
this, as it were, Epidemious Fever almoft for a whole year, yet 
none that { knew of contracted it firft in the Spring, and very few 
recovered of it during the Autumn, that I cannot doubt but the 
Difcrafy of the Boold was really the caufe of it, and that its cure 
confifted in its change. 

The Remedies which oftentimes gave relief (at leaft as far as it 

agreed with our obfervation) were fuch as ftopt the Fit of the Fevers 
For the evil habit of the Blood being fomewhat amended, upon the 
change of the Seafon of the year, in cafe the habitual ufance of the 
Fits be broken eff, Nature recollects her felf, and eafily recovers her 
ancient itate of Health by her own endeavour.And this kind of intent 
( viz. the {topping of theFits) though it be fometimes performed 
by Vomits given a little before the acce(s (for thefe often {top the Fe- 
verifh Motion of the Blood, by raifing another contrary toit) yet 
this indication is far more certainly, and indeed more fuccefsfully 
performed by the ufe of thofe kinds of Medicines, which do not at 
all evacuate from the Vifcera, but caufe in the Blood a certain fixa« 
tion, Or precipitation of the Feverifh Matter for atime. Wherefore 
thofe, whom I undertook to cure as the Spring came on, and thence 
forwards, I ‘managed with this Method ( and in many with good fuce 
cefs ) a provifion being made for the whole by a Medicine, fome- 
times Vomiting,fometimes Purging three hours before the Fit,] wag 
wont to order Epsthems to be applyed to the Wrifts, and withal a 
Sebrifuge Powder to be taken in Sack, and the Difeafed to be kept i 
Bed in a gentle fiveat : It feldom hapned but at the firft, or fecond 
time the accefs of the Fever was ftopt after this manner, and after- 
ward the fame Remedy being fometimes repeated, at lenoth the 
Difeafe wholly ceafed: This kind of Practife ( befides what I have 
found by experience ) feems to be made good by the ufe of the 
Powder of a certain Bark lately bronght from the Indies; which 
is faid moft certainly to cure this Diteafe, whereas the Virtue or 
Operation of this, without any Evacuation, con&lts only in this, 
that it ffops the invading Fits of Fevers. 
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Concerning that Peruvian Bark, becaufy of late it begins to bein 
daily ufe, thefe few things whieh occur to common obfervation are 
to be aid, the vulgar way of givingit is to snfufe :wv Drams of thn, 
being made into a Powder in Wioste-wsine or Sack for two Hoirs,the Vef- 
fel being clofe covered, and then as the Fit approaches to let the Difeaf- 
ed, lying in Bed, drink the Liquor with the Powder. This drink of. 
ten removes the imminent accefs, though many times that coming 
after its ufual manner, it prevents the next enfuing, howfoever, whie- 
ther the Fit be ftopt at the firft, or at the fecond,or third time of re- 
turn, and the Difeafe feem to be cured, yet it oftentimes is wont to 
return within twenty or thirty days: And then this Powder being 
given again, the Invafion of the Difeafe is again put off for the fpace 
of about the fame time; and after this manner I have known many 
troubled with a Quartan, to have undergone only a few accefles of it 
during the whole Autumn and Winter,and fo to have held the Enemy 
foreguarded till the Spring coming on, by the help of the Seafon of 
the year, and of other Medicines, the Difpofition of the Blood was 
altered for the better, and fo that affect vanifht by degrees : Thofe 
who by this means procured frequent times of truce of the Quartan, 
being cheerful and (prightly,liv'd prompt for all bufinefs, whereas, o- 
therwife bcing enervated and pale,they were brought toa Languour, 
and a vitious habit of Body:Scarce one of a hundred tried this Reme- 
_dy without effect, nay, if it be taken in half'a quantity,or lels, vz. to 
the weight of balf a Dramor a Dram, it oftentimes takes away the 
accefles,and fufpends the fame only for a fhorter {pace, nor # st mat- 
ter whether it be raken in Woite-wine or Sack, but with refpeet to the 
Temperaments of the Difeafed ; for in a hot Temperament it may con- 
veniently be taken in a diitilled Water or Whey 5 alfo its clear infu- 
fion, the thick fubftance thrown away, produces the like effect but 
of fhorter continuance. I have ordered thy Powder to be given to 
forme made into Pills with Mucslage of Tragacanth, with the like be~ 
nefit to the Difeafed; after what manner {foever it be taken, it caufes 
no manifeft Evacuation, unlefsit be in fuch as are apt to caft, and 
loath all Phyfick,-and it takes away the Fit in a manner in all 5 nor 
is it only given with benefit in a Quartan Fever, but in other kinds 
of Intermittents, vz. in all where there interceeds a time of ceffas 
tion of the Fever: lt is commonly ordered, that a gentle Purge be 
given before the ule of this ; but in fome who have been very weak, 
and kept their Beds, this Powder-taken alone without a previous 
Purge, has procur’d laudable effects: Mean while I muit ingeni- 
oufly confefs,that [have not yet feen an Intermittent Fever through- 
ly cured by once giving this Powder, nay, not only Fits of a Quar- 
tan Fever, but of a Tertain and Quotidian, eafie to be wholly over- 
come by other Remedies, feeming to be driven away with this, 
conltantly returned after a fhort time ; for this reafon thofe, who, 
wien

der in a great quantity and often, v3. two Drams 
for three fits one after the other, whether the acceffes return or not, by

If it be enquired concernin g the nature of this Bark,and of itsVer- 
tue in fuppreffing the fits of Intermittent Fevers,we mutt not diffeme 
ble,but it is a difficult thing to explicate the caufes of thefe kinds of 
Effects, and of the ways of Operating 5 becaufe we cannot find the 
likeefficacy in any fubject befides: and a general rule is not well 
adapted to a fingular experiment, however, by a deligent conferring 
the Phanomena, we thall make an orderly deduction of certain Po- 


fitions, which if they do not attain the truth of this matter, at leaftd 
wife may make fome ftep towards it. | 
In the firft place it may be obferved, that this Medicine inwardly 


s 


taken chiefly exercifes its force and energy on the mafs of Bloods for 
it does not at all irritate the Vifcera, nor doesit caufe any exertion 
or trouble to them ; Moreover.until its vertue be communicated to 
the Blood, its antipyretick force is not all exerted, wherefore the 
fit immediately enfuing is not always prevented, but the fecond or 
third after its being taken: and for this reafon, that it may affect the 
Blood the iooner,it is ufual,that together with the Powder a Liquor 
ftrongly impregnated with the fame be given, for fo its Particles are 

more readily conveyed into the mals of Blood, | 
Secondly, the vertue of that Bark conveyed into the Blood conti- 
hues for fome timein it, and that fhorter or longer, according as a 
greater or lefler portion of the Medicine is inwardly taken ; for the 
Particles of this mixt with the Cruor,are circulated a long time with 
it,and the more there are of them,the more they affect its mafs, and 
Produce a move lafting affect;for though Aliments,and certain other 
things taken inwardly, inasmuch as they are prefently fubdued by 
the natural heat, exert whatevet force they have within a few hours, 
and then being affimilated or caft forth, ceafe to operate 3 yet fome 
Medicines taken into the Body, becaufe they arenot eafily fubdued, 
Bbbb nor 
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nor by a fudden irritation are prefently fen? forth, contimue very 
active for many days and keep the Blood and Juices a long time in 
this or that courfe of Fermentation 5 this may be obferved of certain 
Medicines,alfo of Poyfons,and many Antidotes; whereof one only gi- 
ving is wont to affe our Bodies for many days,and the fame repeat- 
ed for a longer time: for it is ufual after Cathartick Medicines,if at 
any time they do not operate by Vomit or Seige, that Pimples and 
Puthes break forth outwardly,after many Weeks.Moreover, if after 
Toxicum being drank Death be elcap d, every Man knows that its 
virulency lurches fora very long timein the Blood and Juices. In 
like manner alfo this Powder, and haply a great many other things 
inwardly taken, continue till to act on the Spirits and Humours 
how much foever they feein lulled a fleep. 

Thirdly, though that Medicine acts immediately on the Blood 
and Humors, yet it does not throughly take away the feverifh Dil- 
crafy feated in them, fortas {oon as its force is fpent, and all its Par- 
ticles are paft off from the mixture of the Blood, the affect, fup- 
preffed only for a time, breaks forth a new, and takes to its accelles 
afterits wonted manner: but for as’ much as nature during this 
time of ceffation is become more {trong, therefore after the relaps, 
the fits are wont to return (not a8 before } but on the third or fourth 
dav, according to the firft [ype of the Difeafe. 

Fourthly, itis to be obferved, that this Remedy does not ftop 
the acceffes of Fevers, as vulgar febrifuges, by fixing, or alfo by fu- 
fing the Blood; for then always the imminent fit, and not the fe- 
cond, or third to follow after would be prevented. 

Which things being confidered,that we may fubjoyn forme things, 
as. a Corallary,concerning the way of operating, whereby this Medi- 
cine {cems to Work, we fay, thatits likely that when the Particles 
proceeding from the fame taken inwaraly,are mixt with the Blood, 
they force it into a certain new Fermentation, wherewith whilit the 
Particles of the Blood are continually agitated, they are wholly hin- 
dred from heaping together an excrementitious matterjand trom fal- 
ling into feve: ifh Turzefcencies: for.as atter the biting of a Mad-dog, 
or the ftinging of venemous Animals, the Blood it felt, and nervous 

Juice are long Poyfon’d; yet Alexipharmicks taken hinder them 
trom falling prefently into great Irregularities, by keeping their Lt- 
quors in another Fermentation, the ufe of which if fo long continu- 
ed, till the virulent Corpufcles are wholly patt away, no. dreadful 
{vy mptom is fear’d from that taint contracted 5 but if the ftrength of 
the Remedy, given in too {mall a quantity, be fitt fpent, prefently 
the Poyfon fprings forth anew,and the ancient venom which feemed 
to be driven away, is again brought into act: after the like man- 
ner, when the Blood having gotten a vitious habit perverts the nu- 
tritive Juice and for the better expelling it when heapt together to 
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a fulnefs,falls into feverwh Turgefencies, that Peruvian Bark reduc’d 
to a Powder, and given, by the commerce of its Particles fo exagi- 
tates,and alters the Blood,though affected with a Difcrafy by ftirring 
anew Fermentation, that itin fome meatfure concocts the nutritive 
Juice,and continually evaporates its recrements, fo that they are not 
heapt together for a matter of the fit, as before, but when the Parti- 
cles of this Remedy are wholly exhal’d from the community with the 
Blood, and.all the vertue is {pent, the evil Difpofition of the Blood 
before contracted breaks forth again,and therefore the fits of the Fe- 
ver return after their wonted manner : haply fometimes it falls only 
that whilft by the ufe of that Powder the acceffes are fuppreft, that 
Difcrafy of the Blood, by reafon of the change of the Seafon of the 
Year, or by help of fome other Remedy, or of Nature her felf, is 
amended by degrees,and fo at length the Fever difappears of its own 
accord : though I have known this to have hapned but feldom, that 
you may expect the feverith fits to return in a manner with the 
like certainty, as they are fuppreft by that Powder, 
As to the fenfible qualities with which this Bark is endowed, it ts 
manifeft that it excells ina bitternéfs, with a certain ftipticity, that 
by the tafte it is difcovered to carry ina manner the like favour as is 
ufually found in moft Alexipharmicks,tuch as the root of Gentsan,Ser- 
pentary, Contrayerva, €$c. For things which are aCtually bitter are 
mighty powerful in fuppreffing the forces of preternatural Fer- 
ments: nay, and the root of Gentsaw, which excellently refembles 
this Bark, was tormerly of famous ufe for curing Quartan Fevers ¢ 
and now, though this Peruvian Powder bethe only <Alexsterzon yet 
found for the Quartan Fever, which ftops the fits of it and of others 
(though only for a time ) yet it isnot to be doubted, but there are 
other Medicines in nature, equally febrif{uges ; and it may be hop’d, 
that being led by the example of this new invention,we may be ftir~ 
red up to fearch into the Vertues of Herbs yet unknown to us : 
thus while we infift on the tryalof Particulars, and joyn Empirical 
Phyfick with the Rational, it is not to be doubted but the Cures of 
theQuartan and of other Herculean Difeafes will go on more prof- 
peroufly : which I the more freely enfure for in this age, orat leaft- 
wife in the {ucceeding, becaufe being guided by the Analogy of that 
Bark, Imy felf not long fince, running through many things, light- 
ed on a Medicine of no contemptible ufe for f{ubduing Fevers: which 
alfo I give to all poor People, as a Succedaneum, with good fuccefs, 
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Of continual Fevers, 
CHAP. VI. 


Of continual Fevers. 


A, Continual Fever isthat whereof the accefs is prolonged tq 
many days without any ceffation : it has its times of remif- 
fion and exacerbation, but none of intermiffion ; the burn- 

ing fometimesis more remifs, fometimes more intente, but the 
Difeafed are ftillin a Fever, till the Difeafe be wholly folv’d by a 
Crifis, or an infenfible recovery. | 

 Nowthere are three degrees or manners of Effervefcency by which 
the Species of continual Fevers are determined : from the fubtle por- 
tion of the boyling Blood, or from the Ebullition of the Spirits arifes 
the Ephemera,alfo the Synocus of one or many days :-from the fulphu- 
reous or oily part of the Blood too much heated and kindled, is raifed 
the putrsd Fever ; thirdly, on a venemous Mia{m infecting the Blood, 
and congealing its Liquor,malignant Fevers depend: in ea ch of thefe, 
from the depravation or rather corruption of the nutritive Juice, 
frefh heapt together in the Blood, various Paroxifins, Inequalities, 
and critical Motions arife. 


Ifit be askt after what manner the Effervefcency of the Blood ina 


continual Fever differs from that other which makes Intermittents;] 
fay, that the Effervefcence of the Blood in the latter depends only on 
the mingling of {ome fermentative Matter with the Blood,which will 
not duely mix with it, and on its heaping together to a plenitude of 


Turgeicency:by reafon of the Efferve(cency of this with the Blood in * 


the Veffcls,and its deflagration in the Heart,the fit is caufed,its diffla- 
tion ts followed by an Apyrexia,fo that in the intervals of the fits nei- 
ther the Spirits nor the Sulphur make an effort,but the Liquor circu- 
lates evenly and without tumult in the Veffels,the bond of mixture 
being entirely prefervedjon the contrary,in a continual F ever,the Dif- 
orders of the Spirit or Sulphur,or of both of them together caufe the 
Ebullition of the Blood by their proper Effervefcence, without the 
mixture of another thing : Wherefore, for a ceffation of the burning 
heat, befides the difflation of the excrementitious matter,a deflagrati- 
on of the kindled Blood,and itsreduction toa due Crafis,are required. 
~ The Conftitution of the Blood in a’ continual Fever a 
as that of Wines when they ferment by too rich Lees; that 
is to fay, they are ftrong with Spirit, and grow turgid with 
an exalted’ Sulphur, and therefore’ of their own accord with- 
out the mixture of another thing, * they fall into a heat and 
boy! violently : In an Intermittent Fever the Blood is per 
1. i : : by 4 " Ope 4" rane CPS after 
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after fuch a Manner as Wines when they falla fermenting, by reafon 
of fomething which is not miffible being put into them - Moreover, 
in this Fever the Difpofition of the Blood is like that of Wines, when 
in their declining ftate they become over-fretted, ropy, or alfo four; 
in which the Spirit is depreft, while the Salt or Sulphur, or both 
together, are above the reft, and affect the whole Liquor with theit 
diforder: An Intermittent Fever for the moft part is without dan@ 
ger, becaufe the parts that compote the Blood, though they have 
changed a little their Crafis, however keep their bond of mixture 5 
and whilft they are at liberty, circulate even in the Veffels ; and 
pervert the nutritive Juice into a Matter not altogether Preternatu- 
ral, but rather infefting with its Plentitude and Turgefcency. Ina 

continual Fever, befides the diftemperature, the mixture of the 

Blood, and the texture of the Liquor are fomewhat diflolv'd, that 

its corruption eafily follows, wherefore this Difeafe is often termi- 

nated in death; and the nutritive Juice is depraved to a Matter 

wholly vitious, and altogether offenfive to Nature. 
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T Have faid that the leaft degree of Effervefcence which brings a 


continual Fever is placed in the fubtle and fpirituous Portion 
of the Blood, being too much agitated and heated: For this, like 
Spirit of Wine, boyls on any light occafion, and gets a heat, be- 
ing irritated either by too much Motion of the Body, or Preturba- 
tion of Mind; from an ambient heat, as that of the Sun, or of a 
Stove; by hot things inwardly taken, as drinking of Wine, eating 
of peppered Meats, and the like: For the Spirits of the Blood eafi- 
ly wax very hot of their own accord, and being violently moved, 
are not prefently appeafed, but exagitate, varioufly confound, and 
force to arapid and diforderly Motion other Particles of the Blood : 
Alfo by this Motion of the Spirits, the Sulphur, or the Oily part of 
the Blood is more boyled, a little more diffolved, and fomewhat 
more freely kindled in the Heart, whence an intenfe heat is raifed 
in the whole Body, but for as much ag the Sulphur is heated and 
inflamed only by minute Parts, and not throughout the whole, 
that fervour of the Spirits is foon allaied and ceafes: Wherefore 
the Fever which is raifed after this manner, is terminated for the 
moft part within twenty four hours, and therefore is called an Epbe- 
mera, And if by reafon of a greater heat of the {pirituous Blood,

it be prorogued longer, it feldom exceeds*three days, and it is cal. 
led an Ephemera of many days, or 4 Synochws not putrid: But if it 
happens to be extended beyond this time, this Fever readily paf- 
fes into a putrid, to wit, from the long continued ebullition: of 
the {pirituous Blood, at length the groffer Particles of the Sul- 
phur fall a burning, and involve the mafs of Blood in this Effers 
velcence. | | 

An Ephemera Fever and a fimple Synochys {eldom begin with« 
out an evident Caufe 5 befides the things before-mentioned, jm- 
moderate Labour, Watchings, a fudden Paffion of the Mind, a 
conftriction of the Pores, Surfeiting, alfo a Bubo or Wound, in 
Child-bearing, Women an increafe of Milk are wont to bring 
thefe; the procatarétick Caufes which depofe to them, are a/hot 
temper of Body, an Athletick habit, a Sedentary Lite, anda 
Difufe of Exercife. 

The Firft beginnings of this Difeafe depend on the prefence of 
an Evident Caufe; for either the Corpufcles of an extraneous 
heat mixt with Blood, make it boy! like Water on the Fire ¢ 
Ora Fever is brought by motion, or by reafon of Tranfpiration 
being letted, even as when Wines being heated, or {topt clofe in a 
Veffel, are fet in a ftrong working : After what manner foever the 
Inflammation be firft raifed, prefently the Spirits make an ef- 
fort, and moving hither and thither, force the Blood to boy], 
and to inlargeit {elf in a greater fpace, with a frothy raretaCtion : 
Wherefore the Veffels are ftretcht, and the membranous Parts 
are vellicated ; hence a Pain, efpecially inthe Head and Loins, a 
{pontancous laffitude, and an inflation, asit were, of the whole Body 
enfue. But if with the Spirit of the Blood fome fulphury Part withal 
be fomewhat kindled, a {mart heat is diffus'd through the whole; 
the Pulfe becomes high and quick, the Urine ruddy 5 alfo Thirft, 
Watchings, and many other offenfive Symptoms arife. 

Concerning the Solution or Crifis of an Ephemera Fever, and 
of a Synochus not putrid, there are three things chiefly requifite, 
viz. a removal of the evident Caule 5 fecondly , a fevering or 
diffation of the depraved or excrementitious Matter from the 
Mafs of Blood; thirdly, an appeafing of the Parts of the Blood, 
and their reftitution to a natural and even motion and fite. Ac= 
cording as thefe things happen, fometimes fooner, fometimes 
flower, and with more difficulty, this Difeafe is ended in a thorter 
or longer time. 

t. The Evident Caufe, which for the moft part is extrinfecal,is €a- 
fily remov’d,and Difeafed Perfons,as {oon as ever they perceive them- 
felvesinjur d by any thing,are wont to avoid the pretcence of,or con- 
tinuance with that thing : No Perfon being in a Fever upon drinking 


Wine, continues ftill to drink it; whew any Perfon grows more hot 
than 
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than ufual by the heat ofda Bath or of the San, it is irkfome to him 
to continue in it longer. 

2, As to the excrementitious Matter which ought to be feparated 
and blown off from the Blood, this is either brought from without, 
as when by furfeiting, drinking of Wine, ttanding in the Sun, or 
bathins in hot Water, the Blood is infected with hot and fermenta- 
tive.effluvia’s or Corpufcles, or that. matter is ingendred inwardly, 
as when upon the deflagation of the Blood its Liquor is ftufed with 
aduff Recrements or Particles; both thefe Matters muft be fepara- 
ted and blown off from the Blood, and be femt forth cither by 
Sweat, or infenfible Tran{piration, before the Fever is appeas’d = 
wherefore. when the Pores are clos’d, and Tranfpiration is hin- 
dred, the Ephemera Fever continues a longer time, and paffés from 
a fimple Synechus into a putrid Fever. | 

3. The Evident Caufe being remov’d, and this degenerated Mat« 

ter blown off, for a ceflation of the burning heat there is required ar 

appeafing of the Parts of the Blood, anda reducement of them to 
order: fora rapid and diforderly motion begun in the Blood is not 
prefently ftopt, but ought to be allay’d by degrees: alfothe divers 
Particles of the Blood diforder’d after this manner, and being driven 
this way and that, by realon of the feverith Effervefcence, do “not 
prefently take to their former order of fite and pofition, but it is 
neceflary that they be extricated by degrees, and reftored to their 
due mixture by little and little. 

Though this Difeate, after the removal of the Bvident Caufe ceafés 
for the molt part of itsownaccord, yet forme Phyfical Remedies 


are advantageoufly applied to Ufe, efpecially where there is danger 


left the Ephemera Fever paffes into a putrid. The chief Intentiotis 
mult be to allay the fervour of the Blood, and to procure a free 
Tranfpiration, to which chiefly conduce Blooding, a very thin Di= 
et, or rather abftinence, cooling Drinks, a withdrawing the ex- 
crements of the Belly by Clyfters; but above the reft, Sleep and 
Reft do mo{t good, which if wanting, they muft be feafonably 
procur’d ‘by Opiats and Anodines. | 

A renowned young Man,about twenty years of age,of an athletick 
habit of Body,by an immoderate drinking of {trong Wine fell intoa 
feverifh diftemper,with a drought, heat, and a mighty trouble of the 
Precordia ; being Blooded, he drank a vaft quantity of Fountain- 
water, and thereupon a copious {weat prefently enfuing, he fuon 
recovered. ) 

An ingenious young Man,ofafedentary Life,and withal very much 
addicted to the ftudy of Learning,when of late he had exercis’d him- 
lelfabove meafure in the Summer Sun, began to complain of a Head: 
ach,a want of Appetite, a trouble of the Precordia, and a” feverifh 
diftem perature over the whole Body. To whom (in regard he loath- 


ed 
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ed all Phyfick) lordered a total Abftinjnce, unlefsit were from 
{mall Beer and Barley-meats : On the fecond day, and again more on 
the third, the Symptoms remitted by little and little; at length, on 
the fourth, he became free from his Fever without any Medicine. 


CHAP. IX. 
Of the Putrid Fever. 


ae Fever is when the oily or fulphureous part of the Blood, 
being too much heated, grows turgid above meafure, and is 
brought as it were to flame ; and therefore, from its likenefs to hu- 
mid things putrifying which contract a fervour, this kind of ebulli- 
tion of the Blood, becaufe it caufes an immoderate Heat, ts called a 
Putrid Fever: Which name it ought properly enough to retain, be- 
caule in this Fever the Compofition of the Blood ( as it ufually hap- 
pens in Liquors putrifying ) is very much diffolv’d; and fo that its 
Principles are in a manner wholly fevered from each other by the 
ferment of the Heart, and the active Particles being loofened from 
the mixture, break forth as it were into a flame. Wherefore the Li- 
quor of the Blood being after this manner rarified, and as it were 
kindled in the Heart, is carried thence with a moft rapid motion 
through the Veffels, and with its deflagations fends a great many 
effluvia’s of heat from it 5 hence the}whole mafs of Blood, (like wa- 
ter fet on the fire) continually boyling, ftretches the Veffels, velli- 
cates the Brainand nervous Parts, raifes Cramps, and. Pains in 
them, very much confumes the Vital Spirits by its Effervefcency, 
deftroys the ferments of the Vifcera, hinders the functions of con- 
coction and diftribution, often depraves the nutritive Juice fent in- 
to the genus Nervofum, that thereby very great diforders of the 
animal Spirits enfue 5; nay, it perverts in a manner the wholececo- 
nomy of Nature. 

The Procataréick Caufes which difpofe to this Difeafe, are, a hot 
and moift temperament, an Athletick habit-of.. Body, Youth, the 
Spring or Summer feafon, a plenteous andrich Feeding ; moreover; 
an afliduous drinking of rich Wines,a fedentary and idle Life, a Body 
cacochymical and filled with evil Juices: but above the reft.it is ob- 
ferved, that a frequent letting Blood renders Men apt to a Fever 3 
whereforeit is commonly faid, that thofe who have been let Blood 
once, unlefs the fame be done yearly, are prone to a Fever. Therea- 
fon is,that by a frequent letting Blood the Sulphur is more copioufly 
Reapt together within the mats of Blood, the Salt in the mean 

while 
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while ( which ought tq, moderate and keepit from growing exorbi- 
tant } being by this means withdrawn. 

The Evident Caufes which draw the latent difpofition of this Fever 
into act,are of the fame kind as thofe which bring an Ephemera Fe= 
veranda Synochus Semples : in this rank we place chiefly per/piration 
leceed, and furferting. By reafon of the efluvia b ing raftrain’d, the 
ma{s of Blood, being increas’d in its bulk, grows turgid, and being 
infpird anew with a certain ferment, as it were, falls a burning, and 
boyls violently ; thereupon prefently the Pores are more obftructed 
by the {tuffing of the effluvia.: and the texture of the Liquor being 
diffolv'd, the Particles of the abounding Sulphur in the Blood get 
free from. the, mixture, and areinflam’d by. the fermentation of the 


oc 


Heart,as though Fire were applied to them,and fo they kindle.a very 
intenfe Fever. And by furfezting, both an immoderate fermentation 
is caufed in the Blood, and alfo a nitro-fulphureous matter fit for 
burning, and being enkindled, is conveyed asa fuel into the inflam’d 
Blood. 
In; this Fever four ftates of time are to be obferv’d,by which,as by 
fo many Stages, its courfe is performed 3 and they are thele,the begsn- 
ning,the Increa/e,the besgbe,and the dec/iming ftate: thee are wont to 
be pais'd over in fome {ooner, in fome flower, and in a longer time, 
The beginning ought to be computed fiom the time that the Blood 
begins to.grow hot,and its Sulphur to fall a burning, tillthe burning 
Heats and inflammations are diffus’d throughout the whole mafs of 
Blood... The sncreafe is, from the time that the Blood, being heated 
and kindled throughout, has burnt for fome fpace, and its mafs is 
loaded with Recrements, or aduft Particles; which alfo increafe the 
Fermentation. The hezgbe of the Difeafe is,when (after the Blood has 
burnt enough, and its inflammation is remitted ) the long troubled 
Blood,as a noble Championyits adverlary f{omewhat giving ground, 
recolleCting all its Forces,¢ndeavours a fubduing and feparation of 
that .aduft matter wherewith,itys: faturated to a fulnefs, and a dri- 
ving ofit forth, a €rz/is being.attempted once or oftner. The declin- 
ing ftate follows after the Crzfs, in which the Blood, the inflamma= 
tion erowing Weak, becomes leis hot, and either the vital Spirit {till 
prevailing, it fubduesand purgestorth by degrees what there is res 
Maining of that aduft and extraneous matter, till it. be reftored to 
its ancient vigour :or the fame Spirit being too much depreft, the 
Liquor of the Blood is fiill, tainted with aduft Recrements,and there- 
fore becomes troubled and depauperated 5; that it neither affimilates 
the nutritive Juice nor continues fit for Circulation,nor for accenfi- 
On in the Heart, for futtaining the lamp of Life, 
When therefore any one.is feized with a Puerid Fever,for the moft 
Partacold ftiffnefs, or.a fhivering accompanies the firft invafion, 
Which is followed by a Heat which 1s unequal,and not as yet intenfe 5 
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becaufe the Blood being yet full of crude Juive, 1s kindled only by 
parts,and therefore it burns a little and then ceafes, and then begins 
again, like a flame burning wet ftraw: in this ftate the Difeafe conti- 
nues for fome days, the Urine becomes more ruddy than ufual, by 
reafon of the Salt and Sulphur more diffolv’d, and incocted with the 
Serumzit retains ftill its Hypoftafis,becaufe the coction and affimilati- 
on are not altogether depraved, it has a fediment greater than it 
ought, which neverthele(sis eafily feparated, and fubfides of its own 


accord: at this time you may let Blood,and give a Vomit ora Purge, 7 


fo it be done without any great Perturbation of the Blood: It often 
happens upon the feafonable adminiftrations of thefe kinds of Eva- 
cuations,that the greater increafes of the Difeafe are prevented, and 
that the Feveriskilled as it were zm ovo : the limits of this ftage are 
varioufly determined according to the temperament of the Difeafed, 
and other accidents of the Difeafe. Sometimes within a day or two the 
firft Rudiments of this Difeafe are laid; fometimes the beginning of 
the Difeafe is extended to more, ifit happens in a Body wellin Fleth, 
full of Spirit,and of a hot Blood and Juice, in the time of Youth,and 
in avery hot Seafon,in cafe the Difpofition to aFever be great,and 
4 {trong evident caufe fupervenes,the feverifh Effervefcence once be- 
gun, foon pervades the whole Blood, and on the fecond or third day, 
the root being laid, the Difeafe arifes to its increafe : but if the fe- 
verifh Indifpofition begins in a body that is not hot, a Phlegmatick 
or melancholy temperament, in old age, or in a cold Seafon, it has 
a longer Preemsum, and {carce paffes the limits of this firft ftage 
before the fixth or feventh day. 

The increafe of this Difeafe is computed from the time that the 
burning of the Fever has got poffeflion of the whole mafs-of Blood ° 
that is,the Sulphur or the oily part of the Blood, being long heated, 
anid boyling vehemently by parts, at feéigttlike Hay laid together 
wet,after a long incalefcence, burfisfdrth@ll together into a flame: 
through the violent boyling of the Bood“At this time the Difeafed 
complain of an intollerable Thirft ; Mote6ver, a Head-ach, obftinate 
Watchings,often alfo Deliriums 5 a Phrenfy, and Convulfive Motions 
moleit them : they loath all Food,or caftit forth by Vomitjor if hap- 
pily it be retain’d being parcht by the too much heat.it turns toa fe- 
brile matter: there is alfo a bitternefs in the Mouth,an ungrateful fa- 
vour,roughnefs of the Tongue, a vehement and quick Pulfe, a Urine 
very ruddy, for the moft part troubled filled with Contents, without 
an Hypottafis or laudable fediment :the Blood at this time being ina 
rnanner wholly kindled, it engenders by its deflagration a mighty 
quantity of aduft matter,like the athes remaining after-a Fire:where- 
by both the Serum, being mightily fill’d, yields a Urine that is thick 
and full of Contents:and the Blood being loaded with it to a Turgel- 
cency,isirritated into critical Motions, wherewith that febrile mat- 
ter 
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ter ( ifit may be ) beingfubdued and feparafed, may be fent forth 
and this brings the heighth of the Fever, in which judgment is gi- 
ven betwixt Nature and the Difeafe, the conteft being brought as 
it were to a tryal, and therefore the Evacuation which thereupon 
enfues is called a Crsfas. 

Therefore the height of a putrid Fever,is that time of the Difeafe, 
in which Nature attempts the expulfion of the aduft matter remain- 
ing after the deflagration of the Blood : to this are requir’d firft,that 
the Blood for the greateft part has paft burning,for in the midft of it, 
Nature is not at leifure for a Crifis,nor ever attempted it prof{perouf- 
ly,nor isit procur’d by Art with good fuccefs.Secondly,that the Spi- 
rit firft in fome manner fubdue this aduft matter of the Blood,and fe- 
parate it from that whichis good, and render it fit for expulfion. 
Thirdly,that this matter be heapt together in fo great a plenty, that 
by its Turgefcency it irritates Nature toa critical Expulfion: when 
either of thofe things is wanting,the Crifis for the moft part is of no 
effect and not to be relied on,and feldom puts an end to the Difeafe. 

A Crifisin a continual Fever is in a manner the fame as the fit of 
Intermittents;for as in thefe,when the mafs of Blood is faturated toa 
fulne{s of Turgefcency with the Particles of the nutritive Juice depra- 
ved.and unfit for Maturation, there happens a flowing, fecretion, and 
expulfion of that matter ;fo in a continual Fever, after the deflagra- 
tion of the Blood and nutritive Juice, a great many Corputcles of a- 
duft matter are heapt together,with which the Blood being oppreft; 
when it is a little free from burning,it fubdues and feparates them by 
degrees, and then, a flowing being raifed, endeavours to fend them 
forth. Wherefore as the fits of Intermittents do not happen but ata 
{et time,and after fo many hours, fo aifo critical Motions happen from 
the fourth day to the fourth,or haply from the feventh to the feventh, 
for in fuch a kind of fpace the Blood burns off, and by. its burning 
makes a heap of aduft matter, as it were of Afhes,which being offense 
five to Nature, .caufes critical Motions by its irritation. 

Therefore,as to what fome fay,that the Crifis depend altogether on 
the Influences of the Moon and Stars,and that they follow their Quar- 
tile,or oppofite Afpects,or their Conjunctions, it is not true: becaufe 
Critical Evacuations are determined only by the heaping together 
and Turgefcency of the aduft matter,whofe Particles,if they can eafi- 
ly be feparated from the Blood,and the Pores of the Skin are openee 
nough, being involved in the Serum they arefent forth by {weat.: and 
this is the beft way of a Crifis,which ifit fucceeds well, it often at one 
bout puts a perfect end to the Difeafe,without fear ofa relapf.cto this 
next ducceeds that CriGs which is attempted by an Hemorrhagy,for 
this matter,as by an Efflore{cence arifing with the Blood (if by reafon 
of an unfree perfpiration it be not fent farth by fweat)it is conveyed 
into fome part remote from the Heart,and is frequently fent inte the 
Cc ec? | Head 
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Head by an impetuous fally of the Blood, where, ifthere be an open 
paffage from the Sinus’s {preading into the Noftrils: the morbifick 
matter {prings forth together with a portion of the Blood:but other- 
wile often fticking in the Brain, it brings a Delirium, Frenty, or other 
fore,and Jafting Difeafes of the Head: and 1¢ 18 to be obferved, that in 
almoft any continual Fevers, if at any time they come to anim perfect or 
dificult Crefts.fo that the Blood % corrupted for a long time with a feve- 
rifts Matter or aduft Recrements 2 thereby the nervous Fuice (as 2f feems ) 
coming to be tainzed ,obftinate Affedts, viz. Watchings, alfo Deliriums, 
Trembling s,Convuifive Mottons,and long Stacking B Veakneff es of the ner- 
vous Parts follow. There are other ways of Crifssin which Nature 
€ndeavours to expel the febrile matter, not at once and entirely, 
but by little and little, and by parts 5 fometinies by Urine, fome- 
times by Vomit, or Seige, fometimes by Puthes. or Buboes; which 
way foever it be done, that it may be with 9ood fuccels, it is re- 
quir'd that the deflagration of the Blood preceeds it, and that the 
aduft matter be concocted, and render apt for feparation. 
Therefore the height ofthe Difeafe is not one and fimple, nor-al- 
Ways happens after the fame manner, but with a various diverfity of 
Symptoms, and with a tendency to events far differing : now a pru- 
dent Phyfacian muft give his Prognoftick , in what {pace of 
time the Difeafe will come to its height, and what event it will 
have. | | 
If the Fever from the beginning be vehement,and on a fudden per- 
vades the whole ma(sof Blood witha burning if with the flercenefs of 
Symptoms it preffes in a conftant and even manner without remifj- 
on,for the moft part the Blood will foimuch burn off within four days, 
that the aduit matter which is to maké a Crifis,rifes by that time toa 
plenitude of Turgefcency : butif the beginnings are flow, and the ac- 
cenfion of the Blood be often interrupted,the Fever will come to. its 
height about the feventh day:ifit begins yet more remifly,the height 
of the Dileale is wont to be protracted to the eleventh or fourteenth® 
mean while it ts fo be noted,that as the fits of Intermittent Fevers re- 
turn at fet times,fo do critical Motions in fuch as are ‘continual, (and 
for the moft part they obferve the fourth day) for though a perfect 
Crifis be prorogtied to the fourteenth or feventeenth,or haply to the 
twentieth day, becaule all things requir’d to a full determination of 
the Difeafe do not concur: yet inthe middle fpace, light Motions 
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happes,with which the febrile matter,rifing by degrees to an increafe 
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isa little emptied, and cut Off, as it were, by parts, till Nature is 
able to fet upon'a more full ‘difenfion of it: and fince upon the 
Blood'’s burning a mighty ftore of aduft matter is h apt together in 
the Veffels within four days, Nature, unlefsit be otherwife diftur- 
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ter; endeavours to thake off a part of its burthen with a certain

Turgefcency : Wherefére, for the moft part on the fourth, fe- 
venth, eleventh, and fourteenth days, critical’Motions happen, not 
through a direction of the Planets,but through a neceffity of Nature. 

As to the event, whether the Crifis will be good or no, certain 
fore- knowledges are taken from the Strength of the Dj leas’d the Pulfe, 
Urine, and other Signs, and the concourfe of Symptoms: If the burn- 
ing of the Fever preffing,the Difeas’d holds his Strength in fome mea- 
fure, has a ftrong and even Pulfe, if the Urine be of a middle Con- 
fiftency, with fome Hypoftafis, a Separation of Contents, and an 
eafie {ubduing, if the Difeafe makesits progrefs without violent Vo- 
miting, Watchings, a Phrenfy, Convulfive Motions, and the Sufpi- 
[cion of Malignity, the height of it may be expected to be laudable, 
with a good Crifis: If the contrary to thefe things happen, viz, that 
the Strength be prefently caft down, and the Difeafed be fubject to a 
frequent Fainting, Convulfions, or a Delirium, with a weak intermite 
tent or uneven Pulle, if obftinate Watchings, and intolerable Thirft, 
and a Vomiting continually moleft the Difeafed if the Urine be thick 
and troubled, without an Hypoftafis or a fubfiding of the Parts, i€ 
whilft the burning {till preffes, Nature be ftimilated to critical eva- 
cuations, the extremity or height of the Difeafe will be dangerous, 
nor is any good to be hop’d of the Crifis. 

Concerning the Crifis of a putréd Fever, 1 fhall here fubjoyn a pars 
ticular Prognottick, in which, though the things that appear at the 
beginning promife a wifhed for event, a very fad one is at band:I have 
oftentimes obferved in a putrzd Fever, which begins flowly and with 
a {mall burning, if the Urine be ruddy, and, when it is made, be 
prefently troubled, and opake, which is neither precipitated by the 
cold, nor depofes a fediment of itsown accord, andif at the fame 
time the Difeafed lye for many nights without Sleep, though they 
are quiet, and without tofling, their ftate is very dangerous; and 
_ there will be a greater fufpicion, if in the mean time they are not 
'preft with an intenfe Fever, nor with a Thirft, and a Heat very 
troublefome : For thofe that are affected after this manner, about 
the height of the Difeafe, for the moft part fall into Deliriums, Con- 
vulfie Motions, and often into a Mania, from which they are in a 
fhort rime precipitated into Death, and when thefe Symptoms ap- 
pear, the Urine is altred from being thick and ruddy, to be thin and 
pale, Melancholy. Perfons are moft obnoxious to thefe kinds of F 
Vers, to wit, in which the Exorbitancies of the Sulphur are little 
re{trained by the Salt and earthy Dregs troubled together with it ; 
and all which being raifed by little and little, break forth after- 
ward with a greater deftruction. 

When the Difeafe is come to the height, either the thing is brougty 
toa ftrefs at one conflict, and thence forward there is a manifeft ten- 
dency to Health with a Declination,or to DeathsOr there are frequent 
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Bickerings betwixt Nature and the Difeafeand critical Motions are 
ofien attempted before the Victory falls to either fide. 

As to the firft, if with a good fore-running of Signs and Symtoms, 
after that the Blood has burnt enough, and its burning has remitted, 
the aduft matter being evenly fubdu’d and fubtiliz‘d, rifes with a full 
increa(e to a Motion of Turge(cency,and Nature being free from any 
impediment or depreffion, is of Strength fufficient for a conflict, the 
feverith matter is exterminated for the moft part at one motion of 
Efflorefcence. and the Blood being become free from its Contagion 
and Fellowfhip, recovers ina fhort timeits ancient Vigour. 

9. Butif Nature be irritated to a critical Motion, before the Blood 

has perfectly burnt off,or that aduit matter be prepar’d for excretion, 
though, as to the reft, affairs are im an indifferent ftate, yet none but 
an imperfect Crifis follows hence, whereoy fomewhat of the Bur- 
then, or Load wherewith the Blood is oppreft is diminth’d; but in 
its ftead prefently another f{prings afrefh from a new burning, and 
at fet times afterward ( haply in the {pace of four or feven days) 
as the fits of intermittents, critical Motions return haply the fecond 
or third time before that, the conflict being decided, the advan- 
tage plainly inclines to this or that fide. 

3. But when an ill apparatus of Signs and Symptoms preceeding, 
the burning of the Blood ftill preffing, without any concoction or 
fubduing of the feverifh matter, a critical Motion is ftirred up, Na- 
ture is fometimes overthrown at the firft confli&: Nor does the re- 
cover her (elf again, but yielding her felf conquered by the Difeaie, 
is precipitated into Death: Nor are things in much a better ftate, 
when a Crifis at firft being imperfect and of no effect, comes with- 
out any relief of the Difeafed, and afterward the next to this hap- 
p-ns to be worfe, and then by another or haply another conflict the 
Difeafe prevails, till the Strength being whoily broken and proftra- 
ted, there is no hope left of recovery. So much of the bezgbe or 
Crifis of the Difeate. 

By the Word Declination I under{ftand the Condition of the Difea- 
fed and of the Difeafe, which follows the height of it, whether # 
tends to Recovery or to Death: Whether the Fever, or the Life it 
(elf of the Difeafed at this time declines. 

As to the times of the declinsrg fare, it will be neceffary for us to 
enquire what the temper of the Blood is, and what alterations it un- 
cergoes, as often asa progrefs is made froma good Créfs, or an 
evil, to a Recovery, or Death. 

The vice or depauperation which the Blood contracts from a fe- 
verifh Effervefcence, confifts in thefe things 5 the Spirit very much 
evaporates ands loit; the fulphurous Part is too much fcorcht, and 
is much {pent by the deflagration,and after its burning,an aduft mat- 
ber is left,as a Caput morrunm,with whofe Particles the mafs of Blood 
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:s loaded and weak’ned, grean while the Saline and Earthy Parts are 
too much exalted even as it is wont to happen in Wine or Beer too 
much fermented. . The Blood being tainted after this manner, ill 
aflimilates the ftock of nutritive Juice 3 nay, and not duely ferment- 
ing, or being inflam’d in the Heart by reafon of the fcorching, or de- 
fect of the Sulphur, it ill diftributes the Vital Spirit ; mean while, 
by reafon of the aduft Matter, and the Salt too much exalted, it boyls 
more than it ought, and deftroys it felf more. 

1. After a good Crifis, the Spirit, though*become weak, ftill bears 
the {way 5; wherefore it fubdues by degrees, and expells what there 
is remaining of feverifh Matter, and concocts and affimilates the nu- 
tritive Juice, ( foa thin Juice be adminiftred ); whence the mafs of 
Blood is refrefh’d with a genuine Spirit and Sulphur. 

2. After an evs! Crsfis the thingis otherwife, the Liquor of the 
Blood ( like Wine too much fermented ) wholly lofes its Strength ; 
its Spirit is greatly diminifht, what there is remaining of it for the 
moft part isinvolv’d, and as it where overwhelm’d with Particles of 
aduft Matter: Whence a continual Effervefcence remains ftill in the 
Blood,though without coction, or affimilation of the nutritive Juice, 
or a feparation of that which is ufelefs from what is good: The be- 
nign Sulphur and Food of the Vital Flame is much confum’d,fo that 
the Blood is kindled in the Heart lefs than it ought : Mean while, 
through aduft Recrements, and raifed to too great a height with 
Salt and Earth, it continually boyls in the Veffels, with a Drought 
and a Heat, and becaufe it is daily depauperated upon the continual 
{pending of the benign Spirit and Sulphur, and is more tainted with 
the Salt and Earthy Feculencies too much exalted, its Liquorin a 
fhort time grows vapid, and becomes unfit for circulation and ac- 
cenfion in the Heart for upholding the Vital Fire; wherefore Lite 
muft neceffarily fail. 

3. After an zmperfect and doubtful Crifis, when the Difeafed being 
broken by a long continued Weaknefs, recover not but after a long 
time, the cafe {ftands thus: The Spirituous and Sulphureous parts of 
the Blood are very much con{um’d by their long burning; there- 
maing Liquor being not purg’d from the aduft Recrements and Fe- 
culencies isrendred very impure ; and there remaing ftill fomewhat 
of Oyl for the Vital Flame, and the Spirits not ceafing wholly from 
working upon the febrile Matter, the Blood is ftill circulated, and 
(though ina {mall meafure ) is kindled in the Heart: Nay, and the 
Spirits recover themfelves by little and little, and begin to fet upon 
the Matter remaining after the Fever, and at length wholly fubdue 
it, and reftore a fprightly Fermentation de Novo in the Heart. 
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CHA P./IX. 


Of the moft obfervable Symptoms and Signs ina 
putrid Fever. 


“TH E accidents which a Phyfician ought chiefly to confider in 

& giving a true Diagnoftick and Prognoftick of this Difeafe, 
may be reduced to three Claffes, as it were, or common Places 3 
that is to fay, they have regard to.the Vilcera of Concoction, 
viz. the Ventricle and Inteftines .with their»Appendixes 5 or fe- 
condly, to the Humors flowing in the Veflels ;.to wit, the Blood 
in the Arteries and Veins, and the thin Liquor in the Nervous 
Parts, together, with the firit.fources of both, 2%. the Heart 
and Brain:.Or laftly, thofe Symptoms regard the habit, of the 
Body, with the various Conftitution of the Pores, and the firm- 
nefs or pining away of the folid Parts; thofe who will exactly 
ebferve the courfe of the Difeafe, and aptly draw the Curative 
Intentions, muft;mind thefe three heads of Symptoms, and dili- 
gently obferve what alterations happen in thefe diftinct Regions, 
as it were, according to the differing times of the Fever, 

1. Concerning the Ventricle and. firft Paffages; in the whole 
courfe of this Fever, tedious affects and Diforderss as a Naufeouf- 
nels, a Vomiting, lofs of Appetite, Indigeftion, a Diarrhoea, a 
roughnefs of the Tongue and Mouth, a bitter favour are wont 
to moleit them; thefe things for the moft part are-attributed 
to the Humors,, firft heap’d together in the Stomach and there 
putrifying 5 but befides that, the Recrements of the Chyle be- 
ing burnt with too much heat, degenerate into an offenfive Mat- 
ter; often thofe kinds of accidents happen, .becau‘e-the off- 
{courings and filth of the Blood and: Nervous,juice, whillt,they 
Ferment, are carried inwards, and, being depofed..within the 
Membranes .of. the Vifcera,: caufe Contractions, and. make a 
filthy heap ofa vitious and: very infefting. Humor :.I have. of 
ten obfery’d, that about the beginnings of Fevers, the Blood ve- 
hemently boyling, {till depos’d its Rectements inwardly, to the be- 
nefit of the Difeas’d, where, though. {ome tedious affects hapned 
about the firft Paflages, yet the Effervefcence. was thereby more 
mild, the Pulfe moderate, and the Urine laudable ; and after this 
manner thofe that were illof a Fever, with a thin Diet. and the 
we of gentle carriers forth of Excrements, recovered in a {hort 
time; but if in this cafe  gavea violent Cathartick for extirpating 
the Humors, that natural purging of the Blood being letted, pres 
fently the Fever became intenfe, with a ruddy and troubled Urine, 
a highs 
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ahigh Pulfe, Watching s,/and other horrid Symptoms 3 alfo often af= 
ter the he ight of the Difeafe,the adult and excrementitious matteris 
fever'd from the Blood, by this kind of inward luftration, hence fome- 

times a loofnets, fometimes crufty breakings forth of the Mouth and 
Throat happen: Wherefore concer re the accidents which happen 
in the firft paflages, there is ne -d of caution, left whilft we obviate 
thofe, we pervert the Motion of Nature: And left wiht we forti- 
fie t the'e Parts againtt the incurfion of the morbifick Matter, We 
perverfly keep the fame fhut up in the mafs of Basak 

The Symptoms chiefly to be confidered in reference to the Mafs of 
Blood; are a heatdiftus 'd through the whole, a great trouble of the 
Precordia, a rudd @ulrine, a 4pontaneous Laffitude, a swooning, 
frOarwhich, being duely confidered, thefe following re may be- 
come known: Vix. what the degree of heat 1s, or accoi ding >to WwW hat 
tenor the inflaismed Blood burns, what times of ren iffion or €Xa- 
cerbation 1s Efferveicence oblerves whilit 1 bufns; whether it re 
tains its Crafis. or its mixture entire: What rength or thie Heart 
fuffices, and what tpace the Veflels afford for its b { 
Circulation of it; being kindled, in what ftore the Blood  whilft it 
boys, on together adult Kecrements, atter what manner ut {nh 
dues and ferves them, or at leaftwife endeavours to ferve them 3 in 
fine, w a at Way of Crifis it endeavours, and with what tuccefs. 

The Aceidents which regard the thin Laquor, with the Brain and 
the Nervous Ap pendix x, are diforders about Sleep and Wa aiahhnt a 
Weaknefsof the whole Body, aI Seem ii: a Tetanus, Pains, Convule 
five Motions, Contractions of tle Vifces a, a Stupor, aPhrenfy, and 
the Obfervation of which will tuggeft to us, what isthe Temper and 
Conftitution of that thin Liquors after what m anner it irrigates and 
influences the Nervous parts, and circulates thtous igh them 3 how the 
animal Spirits perform the Functions of the Vifcera 5 whatis the ftate 
of the Brain ; whether it continue free from the incurfion. of the 
feverith Matter: ¢ Whether it be not in danger of being overwhelm’d 
by reafon of its critical Metaftafis. 

Concerning the Habit of the Body,we muft confider the manner of 
its 2 aa and the degree of it whethel -it be onl 
Effluvia,or by Sweat,or alfo by Pufhe fk whether the Fie 
fudden fir om its wonted bulk, or whether it retains i! 
What: is the color of the Face C; and the V¥ ig our,or dulnefs of the Hives 
From thefe things being duly compared together, we excellently 
meafure the Courfe of the Fev er, at: what time it will come 
height, whether Nature will prevail over the Difeafe or not? With 
what way ot Rsabie mice and withow nat faccefs it endeavours the ex= 
pulfton of t] the febrile Matters by thefe figns alto we are taught by 
What degrees the Blood termenting and often being coagulated, 
tends to tow ards A p (] treraction. Or Corrupt ion’ Whether iLanyY Ways 
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concocts the nutritive Juice mixt with it\ or whether or no it does 
not forthwith caft forth its whole ftore by Sweat, as it often hap. 
pens in the declining ftate of this Difeafe. 

From the forefaid Symptoms and Signs a fuller inftruction yet is 
had ; if it be firft known, on what caufes each kind of them depends, 
and in what orderly courfe they are wont to be raifed in our Body, 
Wherefore I have thought it expedient, particularly tofet down the 
chief of thefe, and to explicate the Reafons of them, and their ways 


of coming to pafs: Now ina putrid Synochw, or continual Fever, the — 


Symptoms chiefly to be obferved.are, a heat inthe whole Body, a 
fpontaneous Laffitude, a great trouble of the Przcordia,an intolera- 
ble Thirft, a burning and roughnefs of the T@#gue and Jaws, a pain 
of the Head and Loyns, obftinate Watchings, a Phrenfy, Convulfive 
a@Motions, a Swooning, a Cardialgia, a Vomiting, Naufeoufnefs, lofs of 
Appetite, a Loofnefs, a Dyfentery, with which, not all of them toge- 
ther, but fometimes thele, fometimes the others, this Difeafe-is wont 
to be attended : Amongit the Signs, the Pulfe and Urine give the 
greateft light. I thall obferve a few things concerning each. 
r.The heat, which is perceivd in the whole Body to be fharp and 
piercing, depends on the too great Effervefcence of the Blood, and 
its accenfion in the Heart : For the Sulphureous or Oily part of the 
Blood, being exalted and falling a burning, is kindled at leaft in a dou- 
ble,portion more than its wont in the Heart: When the Sulphur is not 
duely diffolv’d in the Bloodand kindled in the Heart,as in the longing 
Difeafe of Maids,the Leucophlegmatia,€9c. The heat fails in the whole. 

2. A fpontaneous Laffitude is felt in the whole Body, to wit, by rea= 
fon of the Veflels being extended with the boyling Blood, alfo the 
mufcular Flefh is much ftuft with Blood, and a copious Vapour, fo 
that it is not fit for Motion: As thofe who are troubled with an Ana- 
farca have their Limbs lefs free, by reafon of the Redundancy of the 
{crous Humor : Moreover, in Fevers, by reafon of the inflammation 
of the Blood, the Juice, which is fupplied to the genus Nervofum falls 
from its due Temper, fo that it is lefs fit for actuating Bodies. 

3. The great trouble of the Pracordia happens, by reafon of the 
Blood being copioufly kindled in the Focus of the Heart, which 
boyls thence with a great inflammation into the Lungs ; wherefore 
the nearer this Region is to that Focus of heat, by fo much it is 
affected with a greater burning. 

4. The almof{t unexf{tin guifhable Thirft is caufed both by reafon 
of the growing inflammaticn in the Praecordia, and by reafon of the 
fharp and hot Particles of the febrile Matter fixt in the Ventricle by 
the Blood in circulating; which require to be wafht off even as Salt 
and pepper 'd Food eaten in a plenty, or as fharp things kept fometime 
tn the Mouth or Throat:For this kind of affect fuggefts a free taking 
il Of Driuk,as a Member too hot does a pouring of cold Water ge - 
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5, The burning and roughnefs of the Tongue and Throat, and of* 
ten alfo the growing of a certain white, yellow, or black Lee upon it, 
doubtlefs happen by reafon of the Heat and Fumes breathing from the 
Ventricle and Lungs ftrongly burning;and the Tongue grows white 
as often as that Moifture ( wherewith it is naturally much imbued ) 
grows dry, the Saliva then growing too thick and vifcous: But if it 
happens that the Tongue be inwardly fil’d, or outwardly ting’d with 
a bilous Humor ( asit comes to pafs in Vomitings of Coler ) then its 
Villi, in regard they are fpongeous, imbibing the yellow Matter, pre- 
fent alfo a like Color: Andif the Heat.becomes fo intenfe, that it 
burns the Blood,and kindlesa Fire more ardent than ufual,it follows, 
that Fumes are raifed from the Focus of the Heart, through the 
breathing Pipes of the Lungs, they {carce fufficing for ventilating fo 
great a Blaft; which coming to the Roof of the Palate, ftrike the 
Tongue as it were by Reverberation, and tinge it with a blacknefs. 

6. Sometimesin Fevers (and efpecially about the time of their de- 
clining ) it happens, that the Tongue, Palate, Gums, nay, the Cavity 
of the whole Mouth and Throat, are covered with a Vi/Cous Matter, 
refembling fome whitifh Cruft; which being often cleans‘d,prefently 
a new fucceeds; and unlefs by diligently rubbing and wafhing the 
Mouth,this Crufty Matter be frequently clear’d,the Difeas‘d often in- 
cur danger of Suffocation:That kind of affect very often happens to 
Infants newly born ; for they are wont, for the moft part, within 
fourteen days by an outward Efflorefcente,to be bedeck’d with large 
and red Spots all their Skin over 5 and if this over-fpreading of Red- 
nefs does not break forth freely, or difappears fooner than it ought, 
for the moft part,that whitifh Cruft enfuesin the Parts of the Mouth. 
This Symptom, when after this manner it molefts Infants, is wont to 
be afcribed to the fault of the Milk ; in feverifh Perfons the fame is 
yulgarly attributed to thick and fuliginous Vapours rais‘d from the 
Stomach: But it feems more likely to me, that in both, this affect 
arifes from the Impurities of the whole Blood, ( and haply, in fome 
meafure of the Nervous Juice) depos’d about thefe parts;for,as often 
asin the Mafs of bath Humors, fomewhat extraneous inwardly mixt 
with them, is contain’d, which is neither to be blown off by Sweat, 
nor is eafily fent away by Urine, that very often is fix'd about the 
Mouth ‘with a ferous Filth 3 whence Catarrhous affects, Tumorus, 
and troublefome Spittings, are rais’d:For in regard, for the Maftica- 
tion of Food, the falvial Humor ought to be plentifully difcharg’d 
in this Place, Nature often endeavours to fend forth here what is fu- 
perfluous, or otherwife troublefome, by thefe open and accuitomed 
ways of Excretion : Hence, after Mercury is given, when both the 
Blood and NervousJuice are abundantly fill'd with its Particles moft 
minutely divided, and endeavour to fend them forth involv'd in the 
Serum, becaufe they ave not able to exterminate thefe Mercurial Car- 
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pufcles, inwardly mix’ with them,neitherby Sweat,Urine, or other 
way 5 What remains, they ftrive to expel the fame, mixt with the Ses 
rous Latex, by the Arteries and other Ductus’s, which convey the 
Spittle to the Mouth. In like manner allo in Fevers, when after 9 
long Deflagration of the Blood, the aduft Matter is much heapt to- 
gether, whereof.a good part, remaining after the Crifis, is {rill mixt 
with the Blood and Nervous Juice; or being f1x'd on the Brain, or 
Other place, is again drank up by the fame; it’s probable that the 
Matter, by long coction, is fo parch’d, and grown thick almoft like 
Glew ; wherefore it is neither to be blown off by Sweat nor infenfible 
Trantpiration, nov is fit to be feparated by the urinary Paffages, but 
at length dittils forth by degrees fyom the littleArteries, and other 
Ductus’s of the Sa/zva, which open themfelves into the Mouth, (ag 
being the ulual way of Excretion jand prefently by reafon ofits thicke 
nels, it fettles into that clammy Humor. The fame reafon holds 
concerning Infants, whofe Blood being rendred impure, from the 
Filth contracted in the Womb, prefently, by making an outward Ef- 
florefcence, it endeavours to purge it felf; which, if by reafon of the 
thicknefs of the Matter, it does not fucceed well, prefently the vif- 
cous Impurities are exterminated this way, as the more open. | 
Knew a certain Perfon in the Declination of a Fever, who had not 
only an Incruttation of this kind of a clammy Humor in the Parts of 
the Mouth, .but.a copious Salivation, as though he had taken Mer= 
cury, was railed in him for many days, with a ftinking Breath, and 
a {welling of the Tongue and Gums: 

7- A Head-ach is raifed in Fevers by reafon of the Meninges of 
the Brain being twitcht by Vapours, and by a fharp and boyling 
Blood ; for, the: Blood being violently moved, it is carryed in a grea- 
ter Plenty to the Head by reafon of the {treight Direction of the 
great Artery, than to the infertour Parts, to which it is carryed ob- 
liquely. And fometimes Head-achs arife by reafon of the Nervous 
Juice ( which is {upplyed from the boyling Blood ) being too fharp 
and pungent 5 wherefore, when the Membranes and Nervous Parts 
are irrigated with the fame, being twitcht by its Acrimony, they 
are caft into Pains and Contractions. . : 

. 8. In like manner-allo, the other affects of the Head, as Watch- 
ings, a Deliriuma Frenfy, Convulfions, 3c. fometime  arife from 
the Blood making an Effort, and fo raifing diforderly Motionsin the 
B ain; fometimes alfo trom the Nervous Juice degenerated, and 
therefore become difproportionate for the Governance of the animal 
Spirits; But moft commonly thefe kinds of Symptoms are rife in Fe- 

yers by reafon of a Metaftafis of the febrile Matter from the ftoeck of 
Blood into thefe Parts ; for the Blood being full of aduft Recrements 
remaining aiter Deflagration, endeavours (like working Wine) whol. 
‘y to {ybdue them, and to exclude them from its Society, which 
a bb sae ~*~ when, 
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when, a flowing hapning, it 1s not able to e&pel by Sweat, Urine, 
or an Hoemorrhagie, it often conveys them into the fubftance of 
the Brain, and there tixes them: And hence chiefly the forefaid 
Affects, when they are fixt and firmly rooted, take their Rife 5 but, 
when they are light, and eafily movable, they often proceed from 
the Caufes before-mentioned. 

9. Convulfive Motions happen in Fevers for divers Caufess; fome= 
times by reafon of a Matter heapt together in the firft Paflages, 
which,by reafon of its mighty Pravity, twitches there the membra= 
nous Parts,and afterward,by the Conient of the genus Nervofum, pre- 
fently a Convulfion is communicated to the Origine of the Nerves in 
the Brain 3 and thence isretorted fometimes into thefe Parts,fome- 
times into others: After which manner, Worms gnawing in the En- 
trails, {aarp Humors moved, and venemous Medicines,caufe Convul- 
fions ; or fecondly, when a Fever partakes of fome Malignity: So 
Convulfions frequently happen in the Small-pox, Meazles,or Plague 5 
to wit,becaufe the Blood is altered from its benign and natural Tem- 
per,to a venemous Nature, whereby the Nerves, and their Origines, 
are put upon Motions and ContraCtions: Often alfo,without a fufpi- 
cion of Malignity,in a putrid Fever,convulfive Motions are caufed by 
reafon of a Metattafis of the febrile Matter to the Brain,as it was hin- 
ted even now 3; foT have often obferv'd, whena Difea(e is not pre- 
fently folv’d by a Crifis, the Difeafed lye ill of a long Sicknefs,and be- 
come obnoxious to convulfive and trembling Motions. Thirdly, 
For the moft part,in every Fever,convulfive Motions are the fad Fore~ 
warners of Death; which I think to happen not only through the 
malignity of the Matter, whereby the genus Nervofum is twitcht and 
troubled, but becaufe the Spirits being very much exhaufted and 
weakned,; do not fufficiently influence and extend the Bodies of the 
Nerves ; wherefore being relax’d from their wonted Tenfion and to- 
nick Motion through the weaker effort of the Spirits, they are ftill 
put upon a diforderly Motion. 

Lo. Swooning is wont to be caufed many ways in Fevers,but chief- 
ly for three Caufes ; vz. Hither through the Mouth of the Stomach 
being affected, which part being interwoven with fundry Plexus’s of 
Nerves, is very fenfible ; and becaufe from the fame branch of the 
fixth Pair, branches of Nerves are derived to the Heart and Ven- 
tricle, if the Orifice of the Ventricle,fo befet with Nerves be affected 
with great Pain, the offence alfo is communicated to the Heart,and 
in this the Motion is either ftopt, or at leaftwife a diforderly one is 
raifed, whereby the even afflux of the Blood and Spirits is interrup- 
‘ted for atime, I knewacertain Perfon, in an acute Fever, feiz'd 
with a frequent {wooning 3 which Affect,neverthelefs,wholly ceafed 
after that he had caft up, by Vomit, along and round Worm. Se 
condly, a f{wooning alfo is fometime caufed, becaufe a venemous 
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Matter is circulated With the Blood, which fixes and extinguithes — 


the vital Spirits on a fudden: and congeals the Blood it felf, that it 
is apt to itagnate in the Heart, as it is ufualin the Plague, Small. 
pox, &e. of which we fhall {peak particularly beneath. Thirdly, 
A Swooning is wont to happen by reafon of the fine Texture of the 
Spirits, which-being very thin and fubtle, eafily yield toa Fainting 
upon anyimmoderate Motion or Pain: So I have known fome, who 
lying ftill in their Bed were well enough, but being moved to any 
fide, prefently fainted. 

‘11. A Cardsalgsa happens in Fevers, when the Ventricle,and e- 
{pecially its Oriffees being very fenfable by reafon of the manifold 
Infertions of Nerves, are befet with a fharp and biterifh, or alfo with 
an acid and corrofive Humor 5 for hence a Pain arifes from the Acri- 
mony of the Humor, after the like manner as when the Sphin@er of 
the Anu is affected with a tedious Pain in bilous Dejections. 

12. For the like Caufe,a Vomiting and a Naufeoufnefs are wont to 
be raifed; to wit, the Ventricle being befet and irritated to a Contra-= 
ction by a Matter which is extraneous and not agreeing with it felf, 
Such an exerementitious Matter is heapt together in the Ventricle, 
after three manners: For, either the Aliments, partly through de- 
fect of an acid Ferment,wherewith they ought to be duely concoct- 
ed; partly by ceafon of the burning Heat of the Ventricle,are parcht 
into fucha Mafs of Corruption: Or fecondly, this kind of Matter is 
depofed into the cavity of the Ventricle,from Arteries terminated in 
it, as it ufually happens in the Small-pox, Plague, and malignant Fe- 
vers: Or thirdly, meer Coler expreft from the Meat Choledochus 
into the Inteftinumyeyunum, by reafon of an inverted,and,as it were, 
convulfive Motion of the Inteftine, is caft upinto the Stomach. The 
lofs of Appetite alfo happens by reafon of the Ventricle being filled 
with vitious Juices,and becaufe the acid Ferment is wholly perverted 
by the {corching Heat. Thefe kinds of Affects of the Ventricle and 
Vifcera, fometimes arife from an excrementitious Matter, (viz. the 
Alimentary degenerated whilft it was concocting) heapt together in 
the firft Paffages a long time before the Fever, which often is the 
occafional Caufe of the Fever it felf: But fometimes the Naufeoufnels, 
Lofs of Appetste,Vommsting Cardtalgsa,&c. are the immediate Products 
of the Fever; for, when the day before the falling fick,the Affected 
had a Stomach good enough, afloon asthe immoderate Effervefcence 
is brought on the Blood, whilft that boyls above meafure, both the 
Effluvia and Recrements wont to be evaporated outwardly, and the 
bilous Humor flowing from the Va/a Choledocha,are pour’d into the 
Stomach, with which its Crafis is perverted s and the Relicks of the’ 
Chyle, and other Contents in the Vifcera, are mightily depraved, 
whence the forefaid Affects draw their Origine. 

13. Nor ts a Loofnels a lefs frequent Symptom in Fevers, which 
fome- 
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fometimes happens about the beginning of the Difeafe,and arifes(for 
the moft part) either from the Coler flowing from the Va/a Chole 
doca, into the Duedenum, or from the Recrements of the Blood and 
nervous Juice pour’d from the Arteries and Ductus of the Pancreas 
into the Inteftines: Sometimes alfo about the height of the Difeafe 
and in its declining {tate a Loofnefs is raifed: And fo either Nature 
being conquerefs,the groffer off-fcourings of the Blood are this way 
critically voided, or the fame being overcome, the Loofnefs is ay 
effect and fign of the Vifcera being wholly diffolv’d in their Strength 
and firm tone. Sometimes it happens in a Fever that the Belly is 
always bound, and unlefs irritated by a Medicine, it difcharges no- 
thing, and though the Difeafed have taken only liquid things for 
many Days, the Stools are always of a folid and hardifh confiften- 
cy: And this feems for the moft part to be done, when the Blood 
burning greatly with a {mart Heat, confumes the moifture lying in 
any part like Fire; and by a copious emiffion of {tems draws the wa= 
tery Matter from the Vifcera into it felf, and prefently caufes it to 
evaporate outwardly 5 wherefore the groffer part left in the Inte- 
ftines, is thickned by the parching heat, asthe Caput Mortuum re- 
maining after diffillation. 

14. The bloody Flux is an affect fo frequent in continual Fevers, 
that in certain Years it becomes epidemious, and being as bad as a 
Plague, it kills many : The caufe ufually is not a Humor produc’d 
inwardly in the Vifcera, which corrodes the Inteftines with its Acri- 
mony, {as fome affert ) but fome Miafm paft into the Blood, and 
fo inwardly mixt with it, that it cannot be fore’d from the Blood 
under the form of a Vapor or fincere Humor: Wherefore being 
driven toward the Inteftines, it opens the Mouths of the Arteries, 
and caufes little Ulcers and Diftillations of Blood there, as when 
froma feverifh Blood taking toward the Skin, Puthes and inflamed 
Swellings break forth outwardly; and it is likely that thofe Affects 
of the bloody Flux which accompany malignant or epidemious Fe- 
vers, may arife from a certain coagulation of the Blood. 

The Pulfe and Urine bring up the rear of the Symptoms and Signs 
in a putrid Fever, which arechiefly to be minded for knowing both 
the ftate of the Difeafe, and the ftrength of the Difeafed; for there 
being two things by which our Life is fupported, viz, Heat kindled in 
the Heart,and Coction to be perform’d in the Vifcera and Veffels, be- 
caufe the Pulfe and Urine excellently fhew the alterations caufed in 
both by the Fever, therefore hence a moft certainJudgment is taken 
of the Affect whether it will terminate in Death or a Recovery. Firft, 
we confult the Pulle as aT hermometer conitituted by Nature for mea- 
furing the heat kindled in a Fever: Whichiif it be intenfe, and raifes 
a great ebullition of the Blood,the Artery has a vehement and quick 
beat, aslong as the Spirits hold a good Vigor ; afterward eee 
JOLY 
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being fomewhat exhaulted, the ftrong Pule remits,which neverthe. 
lefsis recompens’d by quicknefs, and becomes quick and fmall. If 
the Fever be mild,and be attended by a lefs burning,the Palfe alfode. 
clines lefs from its natural ftate ; andin the whole courfe of the Dif; 
eafe, the moderation of this denotes a truce of Nature, nor does the 
Pulfe only difcover the ftrength of the Fever, as it were of the Ene. 
my, but plainly fhews alfo the ftrength of Nature,and its ability of 
refifting : As long as the Pulfe is laudable, things are in fafety,and it 
gives very good hope: But from the evil ftate of this a very ill Omen 
is given, anda difpair of doing well. Sothat without a frequent and 
diligent examining of the Pulfe, the Phyfician can neither makea 
due prognoftick, nor fafely order a Medicine. 

1. As to the firft: He ought to know (as far as he may ) what 
fort of Pulfe a Perfon has according to his natural Conftitution, for 
in fome it is ftrong, in others»weak 3. againin each change of Fevers 
he muft weigh by what degreesit differs from its natural ftate ; for 
one while it is more vehement thanit ought, and argues the Fever 
to be intended: Another while it’s depreft lower than ufual, and 
denotes the Spirits and Strength to be dejected. 

Thofe whofe Artery has a weak and lanquid beat in their ftate of 
Health, when they are taken witha Fever, it is not fo very ill with 
them to have a fmall and weak Pulfe, that we muft prefently de- 
{pair of their well-doing : Thoie who have naturally a ftrong and 
vehement Pulfe, if after the Crifis of the Difeafe it fcarce holds a 
mean Vigor, though it be not altogether weak, it argues the ftate 
of the Difeafed to be fufpected, and not fafe. ; 

If at the beginning of a Fever, before the Blood has much burnt, 
or if after a Crifis, when part of the burthen is diminifht.or if at ano- 
ther time the Pulfe becomes weak without an evident caufe,it fore- 
bodes ill: But if after long Watchings, or after a great Evacuation, 
the Pulfe becomes fomewliat weaker, we may not therefore defpair 
cfa Recovery: Becaufe Strength dejected or impair'd by thefe 
means may be again reftor’d, and the Spirits may be refrefht. 

When the Pulfe on a fudden is altered for the worfe, though the 
Difeafed as to the reft of the Symptoms feems to himfelf to be bets 
ter, you may give a fad prognoftick of Death, and on the contrary, 
though horrid Symptomsare preffing, if notwithftanding the Palle 
be laudable, we may ftill hope for a Recovery. If in a robuft Man, 
being in a Fever, the Palfe becomes very {mall and formicating, 
Death is near at hand. 

2. In giving Medicines,Cautions and Rules ofno finallenoment are 
taken from the Pulfe: Purging and Vomiting are prohibited by an 
over-quick and violent Pulfe,alfo by a low and depreft one: For when 
the Blood boyls too much,an Evacuation does little good, both be- 
caufé that which is offenfive, is not feparated, and alfo for that by 
that 
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that Perturbation the Strength is more debilitated. And when the 
Spirits are broken, and the Strength dejected, a Purge cafts them 
down more, and fometimes wholly refolves them, Wherefore when 
a Phyfician thinks of an Evacuation upward or downward, firft le¢ 
him try the Pulfe, and let him fet upon this work only when Na- 
ture is ftrong and in a calm; that it may both be at leifure for the 
Operation of the Medicine, and have Strength enough to bear it. 
Nor is there need of lefs Circumfpection in Diaphoreticks and Car: 
diacks; which if they are given in the feverith fit, they too much in- 
tend the motion of the Heart, which before Was Violent, and very of- 
ten break its Strength: And when the Pulfe is very faint, if hot and 
ftrong Cordials are given, Life is eafily extin guifht, (as when a {imal 
Flame is preit with a ftrong blatt of Wind) wherefore its a vulgar ob- 
fervation that Cordials often accelerate Death, for that by too much 
exagitating the Blood, they fooner confume the Strength. 
_- There is yet need of the greateft Caution and Direction of the 
Pulle in giving Narcoticks ; for thofe ( becaufe they perform their 
Operation by exftinguifhing and fixing the over fierce vital Spirits ) 
if they are ufed in a weak or wavering Pulfe, either by diminfhing 
the vital Spirits they render them wh olly infufficient for the Difeafe g 
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or by fuffocating them too much they bring a perpetual fleep: 


Wherefore in a languid, unequal, or formicating Pulfe tet Opiats 


be fhun'd of all things. 

The uneven and intermittent Pulfe haye an ill name in the writings 
of Phyficians:¥et thothey are lookt upon asill,they donot fo certain- 
ly portend Death asa weak Pulfe:For [have known many with thofe 
Kinds of figns to have efcapt,who were condemn’d to the Grave :For 
the diforder of the Blood and Spirits may much more certainly and 
eafily be reftrain’d or appeas’d, than their dejetion be reftored. 

2. The infpection of Urines in Fevers has move of certainty than 
in.any other Difeafes, and is of very great ufe: For hence the ftates 
of the fick Perfon and of the Difeafe are excellently ‘known, and 
the Phyfical Intentions concerning things to be done are hence beft 
directed: Some of the chief Obfervations and Rules concerning 
this matter are as follows. 

Concerning the Urines of Perfons in Fever, the things chiefly to’ 
be obferv’d are the Colour, Confiftency, Contents, and Setling 3 the 
Colour of the Urine fhews the degree or excefs of heat in the 
Blood, which as it is increaft, or is more remifs, the Urine alfo is 
More or lefs ruddy. eee ty, 

Neverthelefs the Urines of fome are mighty ruddy, when they aré 

but lightly feverifh: And on the-contrary, the Urines of others trou- 
bled with the burning heat of a Fever are lefs Coloured. Thofe who 
abound with a vigorous heat, and a very hot Blood, or are ob- 


noxious to the Scurvy, Pthyfick, or the Hypocondriack affect,when 
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upon taking cold, or 
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through a Fulnefs, Surfeiting, or drinking 


Wine, they are fet upon by any {mall Fever, they make amintenfly 
ruddy Urine, becaute the P articles of the Salt and Sulphur are ex- 


alted, and half diffolved iy their Blood before; wherefore, Of ne- 


ceflity, when t the Fever prefies, they are more incocted in the Serum : 
On the contfrary,thofe who-having a cold parities ‘nt, and a weak 
Pulfe, are ta stn with a Fever, though they have ag nis ‘Effervess 
cence of the Blood, void Urine lefs Coloured. 


The Confiftency, Contents, and Setling of Urines, s, being placed, as

it were, in the fame Rank, depend alt ageine on the adult and re-

Thatis faid to be Suspte wmmatick which 
draws its Origine from fome other affect or Difeafe firtt raifed in 
the Body; fo that the Fever is only the fymptom coming upon 
that other affect, as that is accounted which depends on a Squi- 
nancy, Plurifie, aie UVicer ic. in or near fome principal Part 3 
of which we think fomewhat other. wile 5 ; towit, that in the Truth 
there is no putrid Fever which is meerly fympt omical ; occafion- 
ally perchance it may arife fmf fome other affed ‘t+; butit is found- 
ed in nmediately in a Sulphureous part of the Blood too much

Moreover, uvthefe Kinds of Fevers we may obferye a certain apt: 
E “at ok EE Hee 
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nefs of the Blood to coagulate, whereby it becomes lefs fluxible, and 
fo apt to be congeal’d in the leffer Veffels: Even as we find in Milk 
When it begins to turn four, for then it cannot be boyl’d nor warm’d 
on the Fire without coagulating : In like manner we have reafaen to 
fufpect in the Blood alfo a certain Difpofition to turn fharp, by rea- 
fon of which it is obnoxious to coagulation ; for it plain enough 
appears, that in the Phrenfy, Peripneumonia, Squinancy, and the 
like Difeafes, an Inflammation or Extravafation of the Blood does 
not always depend on the exuberancy of the Blood, and the pleni- 
tude of the Veffels > For often with a weak Pulfe, anda fubfiding 
of the Veffels, the Blood is ftopt in its Motion, and being extrava- 
fated in the fide or elfewhere, caufes an acute pain, 

It only remains for us to enquire whether the Fever which accom- 
panies theie affects, be to be accounted of the number of thofe 
which are called putrid, or not; To this we reply, that oftentimes 
they are fimple Synochz, in which only the {ubtle and more {piritu- 
ous part of the Blood isinflammed, and therefore, if after a copi- 
ous taking away of Blood, or the Veflels being emptyed by Sweat, 
the extravafated Blood be reftor’d to Circulation, prefently the Bf- 
fervefcence is reftrain’d, and the Fever in a fhort time is appeas’d: 

- Neverthele(s fometimes when a Predifpofition happens, asin a Ple- 
hora, or mighty Cacochymia, a putrid Fever is kindled together 
with thefe kinds of affects wholly:from the fame occafion. 

Among Symptomick Fevers they place that which is vulgarly cal- 
led Febris Lexta, thofe that .are troubled with this grow hotter 
than they ought, efpecially after Meats, or any Motion, or Exercife, 
the Urine for the moft part is ruddy, the Spirits are weak; and the 

Strength dejected ; as to Appetite and Sleep they find themfelves 
indifferently well, they aré without a Cough, or much Spitting: 
But daily ( like Confumptive Perfons ) they pine away, and with- 
out any manifeft caufe: The fault for the matt part is a‘cribed to 
Obltructions in fome one of the Vifcera (fuppofe the Liver, Spleen, 
or Mefentery ) by whofe default, the Food is not well concocted, 
nor duely difperfed: But it feems to me that this kind of affect 
is immediately founded in the evil Difpofition of the Blood, where- 
by it inclines to an over-falt and fharp Temper, and therefore js 
rendred Jefs apt for Nutrition, and an even Circulation. 

But the Fever which moft deferves to be called Symptomical, 
ys that which 1S raifed in Pthyfical Perfons from an Ulcer or Con- 
fumption of the Lungs: For the Blood, whilft it wholly paffes 
through the Lungs in its Circulation, often imprints on this entral 
the Ideas of many Difeafes 3 and on the contrary, from the Lungs 
being ill affected, it receives the fame. W hatfoever impure is 
contain’d in the Mafs of Blood, is caft forth of the extremities pf 
the Arteries, as the flowrings of new Wine; Wherefore, when 
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Nature being become weak, is not able to convey its Recrements 
to the fupeifices of the Body, it depofes the fame in the Lungs by 
a nearer way of purging it {elf Hence a mighty Cacochymia, and 
many Cronick Difeafes frequently end ina Pthyfick. In like man- 
ner, when the Flefh of the Lungs confumes, or abounding with an 
Ulcerous Ichor, is. become half rotten, the Blood pafling through 
jt is infected with the purulent Matter, or the Confumptive filth, 
and confequently is put upon a continual Effervefcence, by reafon 
of that immifcible Subfiance being contounded with it, Wherefore 
it brings an affiduous Fever , and wholly. perverts the nutritive 
Juice: The like reafon holds concerning Fevers caufed from an 
Ulcer, or Abfefs often hapning in other parts: For thofe even as 
the Con‘umptive Confiitution of the Lungs, often bring the Pthyfick, 
or HeCtick Fever: A full confideration of thefe things belongs not 
to this Place, wherefore let us return to the putrid Fever properly 

fo call'd, or effential Fever. 

The effentzal putrid Synochus is wont to be divided into the pu- 
trid (fuch as above defcribed J into the Caufus or moft fharp burn- 
ing Fever, and moreover into the Quotidian, Tertian, and Quartan, 
Phe putrid Synochus even now difcribed ought to be the Rule or 
Square of the reft, according to the Type of which, for the mot 
part Fevers which are of this kind are compounded, as to the reft 
even now mentioned, I fhall briefly fet them down according as 
they vary their Species. 

A Caufus or burnsng Fever is that which performs its courfe with a 
great burning,an intollerable Thi: ft,and other Symptoms thewing a 
migty Inflammation of the Blood:Its formal Nature wherein it’s dif- 
ferent from thereit; confifts in this, that the temper of the Blood in 
thoie that are effected with it,is hotter,that is,it more abounds with 
a combuftible Sulphur;therefore when it rages,it is kindled ina grea- 
ter plenty,and by its burning diffufes Effluvia’s ofa moft intenfe heat 
throughout the whole Body 5 its Motion is acute; and foon comes to 
its height, it is attended with more horrible Symtoms than others. 
it has a difficult Crifis, and its event is very dangerous, 

Now as to what regards thofe periods or paroxi{ms in which a pu- 
tiid Fever now and then at a fet time is wont to havea fharp fit, and 
(intermitting, asit were ) fometimes every day, fometimes every o- 
ther,or fourth day refumes ifs febrile accenfion as it were: The rea‘on 
gf this which feemsto me moftlikely,is as follows. In a continual Fe- 
ver there are two chief things (as we have hinted above) which for 
the moft part caufe the Effervetcence of the Blood,vz. aii exaltation 
and accerfion of the Sulphureous part in the Bloods and then confe- 
quently a heaping together, of the adutt Matter remaining after the 
deflagration of the Blood, toa Turgeicency: On the former,the con- 

tinuity of the Fever, on the other its height and critical P returbati. 
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DN . beg 
ons dep end: To wes “fe fometimes a third thing is added, to wit, g 
fulnefs and tur gelcency of a crude eJuic e from Aliments freth gather- 
ed together, which at fet intervals of times caufes a greater Effer. 
vefcence in a continual Fever (asin the fits of Int ermittents. ). 
Concerning the Cure of putrid Fevers af what kind foever, there 
are four general Intentions, o which the whole ftrefs of the Bufinels 


lies, Farft, that the Blood (if it may be) be freed from its-burning, 
and that the Flame or Fire kindle din its seg part bew eae" ipx.> 
preft, which often happens to be done about the firlt begi 5 of 
this Difeafe. Secondly, that when the Blood, being {et pers. ning, 
cannot prefently be extinguifht, i it may goon wit th it at k aft mildly, 
and with as little dammage as may be. Thirdly, that the burniag 
being over, the Liquor of the Blood may be clear’d of the Recre- 
ments of the burnt and aluit Matter, a ud be reftor’d to its natural 
Vigour and Crifis. Fourrbly, that the Symptoms chiefly prefftng be 
feafona bly obviated, without the removal of which, the attempts 
both of Nature and Pl yfick will be in Vain. 

As to the particular Remedies, with which thofe intentions are 
antwerd, there 
every where in ufe, not only amonegft Phyf 
Women and Ea i icks; from which 'n everthele! s, in regard they

and an exact Met od of Healing, more danimage than benefit of 
ten accrues to the D feafed.

drawn by t the frequent Uie of Clyiters. 

4. After what way or method the Symtoms chiefly prefling ought 
to be handled, it is not aneafie thing to prefcribe by certain Rules; 
becaufe the very fame fometimes require to be forthwith reftrain‘d 
and appeas’d, iometimes to be moved on fafter : And thofe that 
have jomewhat greater in them, baply at another time are to be 
left wholly to Nature: This,in fome, may be obviated with affwa- 
ging and lenifying Remedies, but in others with a rough and irri- 
tating Phyfick : Mean aoe it is a Precept to be ftood to in all, 
that we religioufly follow the Foot ne of Nature: Which, if it 
acts amifs, its Diforder is to be redu : ; if rightly. but too vehe- 
mently, it is to be checkt 5 and if ri “ight ly, but flower or weaker 
than it ought, it muft be our bufinels to encourag ge and aid its 
Effort by Phyfical means. 

5. In the declining ftate of a Fever, when after a perfect Crifis, Na- 
ture has gotten the upper -hand of the Difeate, things are in Saf ety; 
eae much left tor a Phyficianto do: It only remains, to pro- 
pofe an exact form of Diet, that the Difeafed may foon recover their 
otreng a vithout fear of a Relapfe: Alfoit is good to clear the Re- 
mainder of the febrile Matter by a gentle Purge. Concerning the 
Diet, Men very often incur : i Relaple, to wit, by an over-hafty eat- 
ing of Flefh or {trong Food, the Difeafed fall back into the Fe- 
ver, for fince the Vilcera are weak, and do not eafily concoct 
Food, ( unlefs it be very thin ) and fince the Crafis of the Blood is 

(o weak that it does not affimilate a {tron g nutritive Juice, if any 
ung dij pUrporst onate be b: bp ht to either. the ceconomy of Na- 
ture is again perverted, and tte things run ami(s. Wherefore, let 
{uch as are upon Recovery torbear a long time from F\ efh, and let

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4, When after an evil or no Crzfis all thing grow worle,and when 
the Phyfician, in a manner, c defpairs of the Cure of the Difeafe, he 
may declare the event of it to be fu! pected, and greatly to be feared ¢ 
neverthelels, we muft not fo yield toa bare Prognolick, that Fear 
fhal! put us by all eines elfe ; but ftill, as much as lies in the Art of 
pak’ let Care be taken for a Recov very, though the Cafe be de- 
{perate; let Remedies be ufed to the Symptoms that are moft dan= 
ous let the Spirits of the Blood, almoft extinct, be aldo 
ted with Cordials. When we e defpair of a Recovery, let Life be 
drawn out in length as long as it may be, at leaitwife let an eafie 
Death be procur’d. 

I fhali now briefly give you fome few Examples having regard to 
each Species of the forefaid Fever. 

A noble Matron, about fifty Years of Age,of a thin habit of Body; 
alow Stature, and a frefh colored Countenance, having cloathed her 
felfthinner than ufual on the fifteenth Day of fune sby reafon of thé 
summer-heat, in the hip was taken il], and upon it,wasfeifed 
With a Naufeoufnefs, and an Oppreffiofof the Stomach: She had 
wandring Pains troubling her fometimes in the Shoulder-blade,fom- 
times in the Back, ‘being very thirfty, though without any immode= 
rate Heat. On the fecond and third Day the found her felf almoft af 
ter the fame tnanner. On the fourth Day,safter a Vomit given her, viz; 
an Ounce of the I:fufion of Crocus Metallorum, fhe vomited four times 
a yellow Coler, and purging thrice by Stool, fhe feemed to Papas 
eafe: The following Night fhe flept fomewhat better 5 ; but the nex 
Day, the Fever being kindled throughout the Body fhe complain ‘4 
of a Thirft,a burning of the Preecordia, and of aP ‘ain fometimes in 
the Side, fometimes in the Back,pr efently eight Ounces of Blood were 
taken from her; her Urine was ofa very faturated Rednets, opake, 
and troubled, without an Hy pottafis 3, of fubfiding of the Contents 3 = 
the Pulfe was nneven,and often inter mitting : The fol lowing Night 
Was without R elt On the fixth Day of the Difeafe, early in the 
Morning,a {mall Sweat arofe,whereupon the Heat eg fomewhat 
more mild,which grew more tnt enfe again inthe Evening, On the 
feventh Day there was avery fharp Heat, witha Thirft, Burning, a 
diforderly and intermittent Pulte, alfo a mighty Reftlefnefs of tie 
On the eighth, the Symptoms were fomewhat more 
remifs; alfoin the Urine noe e were fome Tokens of an Hypottafis 2 
She took on that Day, Wh ey W ith the Leaves of Meadow-iweet boyI'd 
init; the fweated freely ; the Fever cametoaCrifis. All the time 
of her Sicknefs her Diet was only {mall Ale, Whey,’ Barley and*Oat 
Broaths; Clyfters were frequently us’d 3 Drink and cooling Juleps 
were given her at her Pl leafure. | ; 

About the beginning of the Summer, Anne 1656. a worthy Man, 
of anathletick habit of Body,without any manifeft Caule (unlets that 
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being very much addicted to Study, he ufed no Exercife before) felf 
alle Firft he complain’d of a Naufeoufnefs and a wont of Appétite, 
with a violent Head-ach. On the fecond Day he was affected with a 
cold Shivering, fometimes with a Heat coming upon him by Turns 
and likewife with a Thirft, and burning of the Precordia, witha 
roughnefs of the Tongue.and an ingrateful Savor: On that Day he 
took ten Drams of an Emetick Liquor, after which he vomited feven 
times, and threw upa mighty quantity of yellow Coler,and had four 
Stools: The Night following was reftlefs, and ina manner without 
Sleep ; at which time,the Difeafed,the Heat being increaft,.grew more 
intenfly feverifh. On the third Day, when the forelaid Symptoms in- 
creaft.ten Ounces of Bload were taken from him: His Urine was rud- 
dy and thick,with a copious Sediment; thePulfe was quick and ve- 


hement; in the Night he fweated a little, with a fhort,but troubled, ~ 


Sleep: The Morning following hefeemed fomewhat relieved; but in 

the Evening all things grew worfe again,with Watchings, and a ,moft 

fatenfe Heat and Deought. On the fitth Day, after a light sweats the 
burning fomewhat remittegs which,neverthelefs,return’d again with 

sts wonted fiercene(s a little before the Evening; the Night again 

was without Sleep, with an almoft continual toffing of the Body : In 

the Morning, upona gentle Sweat, he found a little Relief; in the 

Evening again there was an Exacerbation of all things;(he Night alfo 

was very reftlefs. About the beginning of the Day following a Sweat 

hapned, as before, and fomewhat more plentifully : This Day there 

was a manifeft Change toward a Recovery; the Heat and Thi ft aba- 

ted by degrees; the Urine waslefs ruddy, with fomewhat of an Hy- 

poftafis: Afterward,for three Days,the Fever leifurely declin'd 5 yet 

he had every Night a certain Fit,though more remifs than before. On 

the eleventh Day he fweated more freely,and came to a perfect Cras. 
During the whole time of the Sicknefs,he ufed a very {pare Diet, as 

defiting no Food but fmall Ale, and Whey made with it: He took 

now and then cooling Drinks, and Juleps of a Decoction of Barley, 

and diftill’d Waters; every Day, if he had not a Motion to Stool of 
his own accord,an emollient Clyfter was injected ; He u‘ed no Medi- 
cine befide, viz. either Cathartick or Cardiack ; but the Fever being 

over, he was twice purg’d, and afterward foon grew well. 

A young Student, about twenty five Years of Age,of a pale Couns 
tenance, and a melancholy Temperament, without a manifett Caufe, 
in Aguft,1656. began to be fick:Firft he complain’d of a feverifh Di- 
ftemper, witha Thirlt, a fpontaneous Laffitude, and a want of Ap- 
petite. On the fecond Day he was troubled alfo with a Pain in the 
right fide, and a Diftenfion of both Hypocondres,alfo with an almoft 
continual Vomiting, Watchings, and a violent Head-ach. On the 
third Day, a Phyfician being called, prefently twelve Ounces of 
Blood were taken away: In the Evening he grew hotter and deliri- 
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ous; afterward a Sweat,though {mall,hapning,he was better the next 
Morning. Onthefourth Day, he prefently threw up again whatfo~ 
ever Was given him, and was troubled with an almoft continual ftrie 
ving tovomit; the giving of a Vomitory being propos’d by the Phy- 
fician, both the fick Perfon and his Friends, refufed to admit of it, 
being taught by Experience of the Danger of it before: A Clyfter be« 
ing given him, he had fix Stools, and feem’d to be fomewhat relie« 
ved, and the Night following he flept a little. On the fifth Day 
again there was a frequent Vomiting, with a continual Thirft; he 
burned inwardly;but the fenfe of that immoderate Heat wasnot pers 
ceivable outwardly to theTouch becaufe theRecrements of the boyle 
ing Blood, which ought to have breath’d forth through the Skin, 
feemed to ftagnate within, and fo float the Vifcera 3 therefore in the 
Evening,for provoking a Sweat, this Bo/w was given,Conferve of Ro- 

fes vitriolated a Dram,Gafcoins’s Powder a Scruple,Laudanum diffole’d 
in Bawm Water a Grain : That Night he flept indifferently,and a co- 
pious Sweat enfuing, the Symptoms feems to be mitigated: Never 
thelefs,on the fixth Day all things grew‘bad agains a Heat through 
out the whole Body, a Thirft,and a burning of the Praecordia preft 
violently, On the feventh and eighth Days the Pulfe was uneven and 
diforderly : For the moft part,he {poke delirous,and if he was ftirr’d 
in his Bed, he fell frequently into a fainting Fit. On the ninth Day 
the fame Symptoms continued ; moreover, he was troubled witha 

Contraction of the Tendons, in the Wrifts,and with convulfive Mo- 

tions of other parts, fo that we defpaired, in a manner, of his welle 

doing. That Morning, becaufe Nature feemed to yield her felf overe 
come,it concerned us to do what Art could afford; wherefore, ine 
tending a copious Sweat as the laft Refuge,I gave him at one taking, 

a Dram of Spirit of Harts-horn in a little Draught of a Cordial Fulep 5 

from thenceforward, for four Hours, being very reftlefs and raving, 

he could fcarce be kept in Bed; but afterward, Sleep ftealing upon 
him, hef{weated very much, and his Cafe was foon brought to be ont 
of Danger: The following Night, in order to continue the Sweat, 

I ordered a Dofe of the Powder of Contrayerva tobe given bimevery fix 

Hours, The Fever, and the Affects of the genus Nervofum, ceas’d 

ina fhort time, and the fick Perfon recovered. 

A Woman about thirty Years of Age, of a robuft Body, and a 
Melancholy Temperament (as we might guefs from her very auftere 
way of Behaviour) in the third Month after Child-birth, as fhe gave 
her Infant fuck in the Night, the Cloaths falling from her,took Cold, 
and fhortly upon it fell into a cold Shivering; a Heat, greater than 
ufual, followed it, which afterward ( a gentle Sweat arifing) foon res 
mitted. On the fecond and third Days fhe was very thirfty, and had 
no Appetite, tho without any immoderate burning, that fhe fcarce 
yet believed her felf ina Fever; every Night fhe Jay quiet,but wholly 
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without Sleep,the Urine was intenfly ruddy,and fom ewhiat thick and 
opake,through the multitude of Contents, which neverthelefs being 
not difturbed by the Cold,continued {till after the fame manner with- 
out an Hypoftafis or fubfiding of the parts: On the fourth Day, the 
Heat was kindled throughout the whole,wherefore a Phyfician being 
then firft called, about twelve Ounces of Blood were taken from the 
Arm: After theletting Blood, and the Belly being copioufly emptyed 
the fame Day by a Clyfter given, in the Evening the fell into a Sweat, 
by which neverthelefs being not relieved, fhe paft the Night with- 
out Sleep,as before,though an Anodyne Medicine were given her: On 
the fifth Day, after a Clyfter injected, the had three Stools,and found 
eafe The ltlrine ftill continued the fame,ruddy and troubled : When 
it was prefcribed her to have Blood taken from the Vein running un- 
der the Knee, the Difeafed earneftly refufed it, thinking herfelf upona 
Recovery: The Night following,after that fhe had lain without fleep, 
and reftlefs for a long time,at length fhe fell into a fore Fit,fuch as is 
vulgarly faid to be Hyfterical,and in the firft place fhe was affected 
svith a certain numnefs or a fenfe of pricking which feifed the extream 
parts of the Body, efpecially the Feet, Legsand Thighs, and withal 
with a Flatus violently diftending the Inteitines, Ventricle and Hypo- 
chondres: She felt in the lower part of her Belly a certain great and 
heavy thing,as it were,to rife up gently, which when it was rifen ta 
the Heart,and thence to the Brain,prefently the Difeafed failed in her 
Underftanding, and for all the Night afterward, lay delirous,and talkt 
light-headed: On the fixth Day, after the Belly’s being loofned by 
a Clyfter,fhe came to her felf again,was very found in her Mind,and 


feemed to be indifferently well: But in the Evening, as fhe was mo- 
yed in her Bed, fhe began to feel an invafion of fuch a kind of Fif, 
as before, to wit, in her whole Body fhe had a Senfe of Pricking, as 
though the were ftung with Nettles: And withal in her Belly fhe felt 
a Ball, as it were, which creeping upwards, diitended the Inteftines 
andVentricle,fo that {tore of Flatus’s and Belchings were thence cau- 
fed: For relief,fhe defired cold Water might be given her to drink ; 
moreover Remedies ufual in hyfterick Affects, as Caftoreum, a {mell 
af Affafetida,Fumes of Feathers burnt,Ligatures,and Frictions of the 
Legs and Thighs,and the: like things were ufed,by which the feeméd 
for the prefent, free from the faid Affect, and was wholly cleared 
from it for four Hours; but as fhe lay on her Back in the Bed,fettling 
her felf to fleep,ona fudden fhe complained that the fame Symptoms 
pervaded her whole Body together, and prefently upon it, fell into- 
a Delirium, all the Night without fleep, howling and crying, fhe 
talkt light-headed , ON the Day following, fhe lay with her Eyes open, 
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howling,fometimes ftupid as it were without’ Motion or Speech, but 
ftill fhe was troubled with convulfive Motions about the Tendons of 
the Mufcles; on the tenth day fhe fetcht her Breath deep and fhort, 
with a weak, and asit were formicating Pulfe5in the middle of the 
night fhe dyed. | | 

A Learned Young Man,of a thin habit, and apale Countenance, in 
the beginning of the Spring,not being confcious of any errour in Diet, 
began to complain of a Laflitude aid a Debility in walking,alfo ofa 
Drowfinefs of his Head, and a Sleepinets: on the fecond day he was 
withal tormented with a Thirft, alofs of Appetite, anda burning of 
the Preecordia; on the third day,a Phyfician being called,he took a 
Vomitory, after which,when he had thrice vomited, and had voided 
five times by Seige hot and bilous Excrements, he became fomewhat 
more cheerful, and the following Night fleep indifferently well : on 
the fourth day he bled a little at Nofe: afterward the Thirft and 
Heat were very much increas d: the Urine was ruddy, with a copi- 
ous Sediment and fomewhat of an Hypoftafis: but becaufe after figns 
of Concoction in the Urine there appear‘d an effort of Nature, op- 
preft asit were, for voiding fomething without a {ufficient Evacuati= 
on,therefore feven Ounces of Blood were taken away, and thereupon 
he feemed to be very much relieved : Neverthelefs, in the Evening all 
things grew wor'e,and thence forward for three days the Fever feem- 
ed {till to be rendred more intenfe, on the feventh day he comptained 
of a great Drowfinefs in his Head, and of a Dimnefs in his Eyes: in 
the Afternoon avery large Hemorrhagy happened, that through the 
vaft lofs of Blood, the ftrength of the Difeafed was almoft wholly 
fpent, and there was an extream need of phyfical aid for ftopping 
the Blood: for this purpofe, when Blooding in the Arm, Ligatures, 
Epithems apply’d both tothe Head and the lower part of the Belly, 
anda great many other Remedies (the inftantaneous occafion of 
Cure prefling for it ) prefcribed by al] Perfons, were tryed in vain ; at 
length by the perfuafion of a Woman being there by chance, a red 
hot Iron was held to the Nofe as it dropt, and ona fudden upon 
the receiving of the Fume of the burnt Blood into the Noftrils, its 
Flux was {topt: I have known this Remedy ufed fince in many o- 
thers with good fuccefs : by that copious Hemorrhagy, the continu- 
al Fever came to a Crifis; though an Intermittent Quotidian fol» 
lowed it, which afterward was foon curd according,to the Method 


above delivered. 


A Matron fixty years of Age,lying a certain night in Sheets not well 
dry’d, began to be ill: firft fhe was affeted witha {uffocating Catarrh, 
that through the ferous Mafs of filth diftilling on the Laryux,fhe could 
{carce breath, much lefsfleep ; the next day after,fhe had a Naufeouf- 
nefs and a want of Appetite, with fomewhat of a Thirft and an Excefs 
of Heat : on the third day an acute Pain (eized her fide, with a Cough 


and 
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and an increafe of the Fever, the Urine was ruddy, and clear, witha 
laudable Hypoftafis ; the Pulfe was uneven and intermitting. A Phy- 
fician being called ten Ounces of Blood were taken away; alfo, on 
that day 2 Clyfter being given, fhe purged freely : About night the 
Pain vanith’d,and fhe flept indifferently : The Urine then was ruddy, 
troubled, and filled with Contents. On the fourth day the Fever 
was {omewhat more increaft ; in the evening the Cough was very 
troublefome, being followed with an acute Pain in the fame Side as. 
before; the Urine was clear again with an Hy poftafis: The Pain,upon 
letting Blood again,foon ceas d.On the fifth day the Fever was fome- 
what more remifs3 yet the night was retilefs with a Heat and a Tot 
fing of the Body, but without Pain: The next morning fhe fweated } 
freely, and was relieved : Afterward, by a thin Diet ufed for fome 
days, and being once purged, fhe recovered without a Relapfe. It 
is worthy tobe obferv’d, that the Pain preffing, the Urine was clear, ~ 
and with an Hypoftafis; nor was it troubled by the Cold: Which 
neverthelefs, the fame being appeas’d, prefently grew thick and 
more ruddy, and fill’d with Contents. 

A robuft young Man,and well in Flefh,about the Summer-Solftice, 
after immoderate Exercifes, and then a fudden Cold coming upon 
the Heat, fell ill. Firft, he was affeCted with a lofs of Appetite, a 
Naufeoufnefs, a violent Pain of the Head, alfo with a Thift, anda 
- Heat more intenfe than ufual. On the fecond day, an acute Pain in 
the right Side, with a Cough and a difficult Refpiration, feiz’d him; 
Blood prefently being plentifully drawn trom the Arm of the fame 
Side, that Pain fomewhat remitted; which neverthelefs, returned 
imore violently in the evening, with a Cough and a fpitting Blood; 
the night paft without fleep, and very reftle(s. On the third day 
Blood was taken away again; and moreover, Liniments and Fomen- 
tations were applied to the Side pained ; Antipleuritick Powders, 
Juleps, and Decoctions, were inwardly taken ; About night, the 
Pain, in a manner, wholly ceas’d; prefently after, the Difeafed was 
affected with a violent Head-ach, anda Vertigo, On the fourth day 
he bled two Ounces of Blood at the Nofe ; after which, that affect 
of the Head clearly ceafed 5 but in the evening the Pain returned in 
the Side firft affected, with a greater fiercenefs: Mean while, the 
Pulfe was low and weak 3 that when it was confulted concerning 
letting Blood, there was danger left the dejected Strength would 
not admit of fuch a Remedy ; wherefore, Blood being taken only 
in a {mall quantity, 1t was prefcribed, that a Fomentation and Ca- 
taplafins fhould be diligently applied to the Side ; moreover, that 
twenty Drops of Spirit of Harts-horn fhould be given in a Spoonful 
of aCordial Julep, and that the fame fhould ftill be repeated every 
fix hours: He {weated plentifully that night,and the Pain very much 
abated; the Spirit was but little,fprinkled with Blood, which wholly 
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ceasd within a day, the Pain alfo vanifhing by Degrees: The Dj- 
fealed took twice a day a Scruple of the fame Spirit of Harts-horn, 
and perfectly recovered within a few days, without a Relapte,

Of the Malignant, or Peftilential Fever in 
general. 


Efades the continual Fever, fuch as above deferib’d, and which 
arifes by reafon of fome Principle in the Blood exalted too 
much, and difproportionate with the reft ; there is another Species 
of it, which is raifed by reafon of the Blood being tainted with 
fome venemous Mia{m, and thereupon ready to incur various Coa< 
gulations and Corruptions; in which, not only the Spirit and the 
Sulphur, as in a putrid Fever, make an exorbitant Effort, and force 
the Blood to boyl immoderately, but withal, the mixture of the 
Blood is forthwith diffolv’d, and its Liquor runs into parts; and fo 
that horrible Symptoms, with a manifeft danger of Life, are caufed 
in this kind of aff-Ct. Under this Rank we comprehend Malignans 
and Peftilentsal Fevers, the Plague, the Small-Pox, and Meafles 5 
concerning which, it remains for us to treat at prefent. 

By the unanimous Confent of all, the Force and Power of thefe 
Difeafes are plac'd in a venemous Matter ; becaufe, upon a Peftilen- 
tial affict, even as upon drinking Poyfon, wefind that the Strength 
is fuddenly cait down, and that Lifeis oon deftroy’d:And therefore, 
for explicating the nature of the Peftilence, it will not be ami(s, firft 
to enquire concerning Poyfon in general, and after what manner it 
affects our Bodies; and then to fhew what fort of Venomis difperft 
in the Plague and contagious Diteafes: Which being permitted, we 
fhall {peak in particular of the affects even now mentioned. 

We may juitly give the name of Poyfon to what(oever fticking in 
our Body, violently and after a fecret manner, injures the Temper 
and Actions of any part, or of the whole, deftroys the Spirits, or 
perverts their Motions, diffolves the mixture of the Liquors, caufes 
Coagulations and Corruptions, fubverts the Ferments and Functi- 
ons of the Vifcera, and fo on a fudden, and privily endanger Life. 
Lhere is a vaft ftore of thefein Nature, which are often engendred 
Within eur Bodies, and abundantly fupphied outwardly from the 
Earth, Air, and Water, and from the diftinét Families of Minerals, 
Vegetables, and Animals, 
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As there is a great variety of Poyfons, fo there is no lefs a diverfity 
of them, as to the SubjeGs, and the ways of their hurting 5 for 
thougha great many Poyfonous things are {aid to be contrary to Us, 
as to the whole Subftance, fo that they fet upon any thing, and like 
a Funeral Flame, with a cauftick Force reduce it, as it were, into 
Afhes: Yet fome of thefe, being endowed with a peculiar Force of 
offending, rather hurt one Part or Subftance than other. The Sub- 
jects on which the Taint of the Venom fixes it felf firft of all, and 
moft immediately, are two-fold, to wit, the Animal Spirits, or the 
{pirituous and fubtle Liquor pafling in the Brain and genwés Nervo- 
fum, and the Blood flowing in the Heart and Veffels. Whena dif- 
proportionate Object prefents it {elf to one of them alone,or to both 
together, fo that thereupon the Crafis of the Liquors or of the con= 
taining Parts, is fubv erted, whereby Functions neceflary for perform- 
ing the Offices of Life and Senfe, are letted, and this is done after a 
fecret manner, atid as it were on a fudden; thefe kinds‘of Effects we 
a{cribe to Poyfon. | 

The Nervous Bodies, with the animtal Spirit, are not fet upon 
wholly after the fame manner by all forts of Poyfons; for fome- 
times they are affail’d with a stupor, fometimes with Cramps and 
Convulfive motions, and thofe of divers Kinds and Conditions. The 
Bite of the Tarantula caufes a Dancing; the force tran{mitted from 
a Tortoife by a Spear, or the Cords of a Net, ftupifies the Hand of 
the Fifher; the Roots of Wild Parfnips, or the Seeds of Darnel, 
eaten, make Men run Mad 5 Opium, Mandrake, Henbane, and the 
like, caufe a deep, and fometimes a mortal Sleep. Thefe, and a 
great many other things, without any mighty Perturbation of the 
Blood, or Injury brought on the Heart, faiten chiefly their Venom 
on the Animal Faculty or Spirit. 

There are alfo fome Poyfons which chiefly infinuate their Maligni- 
ty into the mafs of Blood ; wherefore, after ufing fome Medicines, a 
yellow or black Jaundife, fometimes a Leprofie, leprous Affects, or 
Swellings of the whole Body,are produc’d; Vapours rifing from fub- 
terraneous Vaults, alfo from Charcoals newly kindled, often {uffoca- 
ting the Vital Spirits, congeal the Blood withal,-and ftop its motion 5 
{o that the Flame of Life cannot be continued in the Heart. Every 
Man may fee how great a Corruptton is communicated to the Mafs 
of Blood from the peftilential Miafm, by the Spots and Pufhes which 
are the infamous-Marks, as it were, of the blafted Blood. 

if the Injury firit infli@ed on either, vz. the ceconomy of the 
Heart or Brain be light, for the moft part it is brought to an end with- 
out any great Offence of either; wherefore, Convulfive motions, 2

) Astothe firft, we obferve, that that fabtle Liquor, or the Animal 
; Opirits, with which the nervous Bodies are influenced, and by thé 
Expanfion of which, Senfe and Motion perform reciprocal AGions, 
are €afily perverted from their Continuity, and even Expanfion ¢ 
' for; the Nerves being of a foft Texture, and the Spirits wherewith 
| they are fill’d, being of a very fubtle Subitance, they are not able to 
) endure any forts of Objects that are ftrong or vehement ; whe: efore, 
when any violent or difproportionate thing affails them by Surprifey 
p they are often fore’d from their Expanfion and Excurfion,to a Flight 
‘and a Retreat,and often into Irregularities of Motions; wherefore, 
Ais Mudden Pafftons of the Mind diftract them, and ftir them to TF witch- 
Pings and Convulfions: When the nutritive Juice,wherewith they are 
fupply'd, is fent to them too fharp, acid; or auftere, they undergo 
)fometimes Refolutions, fometimes Shrinkings: And if fome Odjec 
More contrary (fuch as we affim Poy fon tobe) prefents it felf, whofe 
Particles are of fuch a fierce Nature,or of fuch a Configuration,that 
f they violently ferment with the nervous Liquor, they itrongly drive 
® the fubtle or {pirituous Part of it this way and that, or wholly drive 
re it away ; and either by their {typtick Force, they fix the reft of the 
f Liquor, or force it by an Ebullition into diforderly Motions ; Hence 
heceffarily avife the evil Affects of the Brain and nervous Parts, viz. 
fometimes a Convulfion, a Trembling, a Shivering, fomfetimes a Stu- 
Dor, or Refolutions, and other fevere Symptoms. The things which 
| infect with Venom the nervous Juice after this Manner, fometimes 
» ate grofs, and only inflict their Injury when they are applyed in a ve~ 
TY corporeal Subftance; fometimes they are lubtle, and being re- 
B® foly’d into a Vapor, or even toa Breath, they difperfe the Ferment of 
| the Poyion from a little Point throughout the whole genus Nervo- 
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fum.,.. Sometimes the Poyfon of an ill thing eaten firft, begins its 
Tragedy in the Stomach, but oftner by a bare Contract on the Sur- 
face of the Body,it leaves the virulent Miafm,which foon and readily 
defiles, with its Ferment, the Spirits difpers'd through the whole, A 
Taint inflicted on the Extremities of the Nerves, any where,whether 
inwardly or outwardly, is difp sd toa diftance by their ready Con- 
yeyance, prefently many Sprouts of the fame Branch being brought 
o communicate of the Evil. . Often, a light Touch of a venemous 
or the extream part of any Member, prefently 
sonveys the 1d thence it is retorted on 
he whole Body, and the moft remote The reafon, of this 
is,that the Particles both of the nervous Juice, and of fome venemous 
Miafm, are fo active and quick of Motion, that cither of them pafs 
moft fwiftly. through the whole Mats of the other, as Rays of Light 
through a Diaphanous Medium, :

There are Poyfo: is of another kind far more dangerous,which con- 
geal the Blood, and corrupt its mixture by deftroy yingit, wz. n firft 
they bringa re lee tion on the Mafs of Blood, and then a Corrupti+ 
on; for, when the Spirits of the Blood, put to flight byt the Conta- 
gion of the Po yfon, are diffipated, the even mixture of tf the Liquor is 
diffolved ; a the groffer Particles mutuall ly lock with each 
other, and ¢ (like Milk upon Rennets being put into it,or turning four 
of its own accord) hey are coagulated together; hence the Blood 
grows clotted in the Veffels that it is not readily circulated in them: 
the coagulated Portions of it being convey d inwardly into the Si- 
nus's of the I teart,are there apt to ftagnate,and fo they caufe fi reguent 
Faintings and Swoonin gs: Being carried outward, and ituckin the 
Skin in circulating. | fometimes, when caft on ever y fide ina plentiful 
Manner, they, caufe an over-{preac ging < of Blackne(s. thr ‘oughout he 
Whole; fometimes being difperft more {paringly, they* caufe only 
Spots, or black and blew Marks, and the reft of the Phosnomena of 
Malignity: Now the Coagulation of the Blood foon difpofes it to Pu- 
trefaCtion or Corruption, as it is to be feen in extravafated Blood 
which foon mee black, and is wont to putrefy 3. for the Spirit be- 
ing exhal'd, the remaining Particles of the Salt and Sul niphs in the 
Blood begin i iépanate from each other, and to difficlve the Bond 
of Mixture, whence Putrefaction enfues, 

Thete things being thus permitted concerning Poyfon in general, 
the Method of Healing requires that we fet upon the Tract of Fe- 
vers, which draw their Origine wholly from a venemous and malig- 
nant Miafm: And fince among thefe, the Plagveis undoubtedly the 
chief, I fhall begin with the Confideration of that and fhall Ipeale 
afterward, in order, of Malignant Favers,.the Aeafle s and Smai- 
Pox. But before I give its Definition, I fhall ath brie fly con- 
cerning the Peftilenti: al Venom, of w hat Nature and Dit (pofition if 
is; alfo whence.it ariles ; ane laftly, after what manner it is pro- 
pagated by Contagion in others, 

The Effence of the Peftilential Fever is founded in a.vapory and

ment 3 for, whether being di Bits through the Air, or {tor 
infome Fomes, if they come to hitupona Hamane Body, thongi 
it be lightly, and, as it were, wee a Glance, they readily 

trate it, fodn infect the Animal Spirits and thofe of the Blood 
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and thereby overfpread all the Members with a venemous Contagion. 
When a peftilential Breath or Vapor hds affailed any one, and that 
Venom has firit feiz’d the Animal Spirits, or thofe of the Blood, or 
both of them together; from the {ubtle and thin Subftance of thefe 
the Taint is foon derived into the groffer Matter, for in a fhort time 
it ferments the whole Mafs of Blood,or nervous Juice, and the excre- 
mertitious Humors in any place abounding 5 and thence 1s drawn in- 
to the folid Parts, and fixes the Evilin them. If this Contagion firft 
feizes the Animal Spirits, prelently the Injury 1s communicated to 
the Brain, and the gemus Nervofum,and efpecially to the Ventricle ; if 
forthwith poy fons the Humor lodging in thefe, diffolves its mixture, 
perverts its regular Motions,and renders it wholly cifagreeing and of- 
fenfive to the tender {ubftance of the containing Parts: Thence forth- 
with Cramps,and convulfive Motions, violent Vomitings,a Cardialgia, 
alfo a Phrenfy, Delirium,or obft:nate Watchings,are ratfed about the 
firft Invafion of the Difeafe; whereas in the mean while, the Taint 
being not yet difperft through the Blood, the Difeafed arenotina 
Fever, nor intefted with a diforderly Pulfe, or a Swooning, Or an ap- 
pearance of Tokens 3 whichSymptoms, neverthele(s, affoan as the 
Blood is infected, thew themfelves afterward. If at any time the 
Spirses of the Blood are firft feized with the venemous Mia(m, either 
breathed in with the Air,or attracted by the Pores, by and by its fer- 
ment js difperft throughout the whole Mafs of Blood,the infected Por- 
tions prefently begin to be loofned from their even mixture, to fepa- 
rate into parts,and to be coagulated,and the fame being conveyed in- 
to the Sinus’s of the Heart,to ftagnate there,and to caufe a Swooning, 
Paintings, and often a fudden Death: Alfo being carried outwardly, 
and fixt about the Skin,they are wont to caufe Bubo’s,Pufhes,and the 
other marks of a Venenofity, mean while the Difeafed are prefent e- 
nough to themfelves,and are not affail’d with aDelirium or convulfive 
Motions : But if froma ftronger caufe an Injury be inflicted on both 
Parts at once,the courfe of the Dileate is carried on with amore hors 
rible apparatus of Symptoms,and with a Phrenfy infefting together. 
As to what regards its rife ; when the Plague firft arifes in any Re- 
gion or Tract of the Earth (whatfoever others may think) we place 
the firft and chief natural Seminary of this Poyfon in the Airs for it 
feems confonant to reafon,that from the fame Fountain from whence 
the Food of common Life is derived, the beginnings alfo of Death, 
which is no lefs diffufed,fhould be taken: The fame neceflity lies 
upon us for breathing the Air, as for Fifth of living in the Waters; 
wherefore,as the common Deft:nction of Fith dying in Multitudes, 
is afciibed to Waters being infected with Poyfon, fo nothing but a 
Taint of the Air, breathed by all, can kill Men that dye without a 
manifeft Caufe, by an epidemick Deftrudction. — 5 
Pop the Air, which we neceifarily breath in for the fupport of Life, 
rer rigae me. confifts 
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confilts of thiek Steams and Vapors which continually. are breathed 
from the Earth 5 to which the exhalations of Salts and Sulphurs be- 
¥ig m xe, h-y make here a thick Fog, as it were,of Atomous Core 
puicis. Line Motions of thefe being both very {wiit and reftlefs 
of a manifold and very differing Figure; wherefore fome of them 
continually encounter others, and according to their various Confi- 
guiations, they clofe with thefe, and are mutually combined.and are 
driven and fly from others: On this the Reafons of every Sympathy 
and Antipathy chicfly depend ; from the divers Agitations of thefe 
Kinds of Atomes near the Surface of the Earth, this or that Tra& of 
the Air undergoes divers Alterations, with which Bodies, efpecially 
thofe that are living,are varioufly affected for the inward Motion of 
the Particles of each Animal, depends very much on the Motion and 
Temper of the Particles of the Air: Since thefe continually exagi- 
tate thofe, {tir them up when they are drowfy, repair the Loffes of 
thofe that fly away,exagitate the vital Flame with thei Nitrofity,and 
fupply it with a nitro-fulphureous Food,and eventilateit, being kind- 
led by the continual Courfes of Acceffes and Recefles: Aslongasan 
apt Contemperation happens for the Motion and Configuration in 
both, Animals enjoy a pertect Life and Health; but if the Corputcles 
flying in the Air are of fuch a kind of Figure and Power,that they are 
manifeftly contrary to the Spirits implanted in Animals, they loofen 
the mixtures of thefe from the reli of the Elements with which they 
are bound,and pervert their Motions: Hence the Crafes of things are 
deftroyed,Life is overthrown, and that being f{carce extinct, the Bo= 
dies incur Putrefaction; hence the Tops of Trees or Corn being 
ftruck with a Blaft,wither on a fudden; hence the Murrain oftentimes 
reigiis amoneft the Cattel, which kills whole Herds together. For 
this kind of Caufe the Seeds of the Pcftilence firit exert themfelves, 
, and threaten a univerfal Slaughter of Mankind; for even as venemous 
Corpufcles gathered together in the Bowels of the Earth, or on its 
Surface.produce Arfenical Mixts, or venemous Herbs; {> thefe being 
refolved into a Vapor,and gathered thick together in the Air, create 
pernicious Blafts, from which malignant and peftilential Difeafes a~ 
rife : And it feéms to me not improbable, that the things which firft 
) giveafeminary of the Peitilence to any peculiar Track of the Air,are 
» the venemous Effuvia of Salts and Sulphurs grown exorbitant, and 
_ breath’d forth of the Bowels of the Earth; which fometimes, being 
firft long included in the Earth, are exhal’d by degrees; fometimes, by 
_reafon of Tremblings or Openings of the Harth,break forth together; 
of which kind alfo there are generally breath’d from the Tents of 
Souldiers filled with Naftinefs, by reafon of dead Carcaffes lying un- 
buried,or from places fill’d with fagnating and ftinking Mud.” And 
Corpulcles exhaled after this manner,by a long Putrefaction,aequire 
to themfelves wonderful Rowers and Difcongruencies, that aes 
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they are difagreeing and héterogeneous to all others whatfoeversand 
fo being received into’the Air, they ferment it { like a Mafs of Li- 
quor) afd'pervert it froma whelefome-and benign, into a pernici- 
ous and curft Nature: | 

‘Some Bodies eafily receive the malignant TinCture of a peftilential 
Air, ‘others not fo readily ; thofe who have a very great Cacochy- 
mia by reafon of an if Diet; and thofe who;by reafon of a Plethora, 
havea Blood filled with an inflamable Sulphur, a light Blaft of a ve- 
nemous Air faftens«the pettilential Venom on them, efpecially if 
they lye under a Fear and Sadnefs, which’ convey inwardly the light- 
eft Parts of Contagion; “asit were, by a certain Infufion. On the 
- contrary, ‘thofe who have the Vifcera clean, and the Mafs of Blood, 
well tempered, and thiofe who carry a ftrong and undaunted Mind, 
do not fo cafily receive tilis luteCtion; ard fometimes being receiv’d, 
they-expel it again. 

Sofar of che Peftilence ‘and its Communication, according to its 
firit Being; and the Souree of the infected Air thence drawn ¢ it re- 
maitis for us to-{peakoF its Propagation by Contagion, as it is often 
communicated from fome Men to others, as it were, ex ¢radice. 

By Contagion we undeftand that Force, or Action, whereby any 
Affect being in one Body, ftirs up the like to it in another; biit fince 
this happens either immediately by Contact, as if any one lying in the 
fame Bed'with another Man feiz’d with the Plague, gets the fame Dif 
eafe ; or mediately, and at a diftance,as if it happens that the Conta- 
pion be convey'd from one Houte to others at a diftance ; and fo if 
the Plague afflails any Perfon handling a Garment or Houfhold-ftuff 
of an infected Houle.after fome Days, or Months, or haply Years : 
Pherefore; ‘that the Nature of a Contagion, and the divers manners 
oft, may be plainly known, let us examine firit, What that thing 
is whieh-flows from an infected Body: Secondly, How it is difpo- 
{ed in: the medium through which it paffes: Thirdly, After what 
manner it engenders an Affect like it felf in another Body, 

“I. That from every Body, though of a fixt Nature, Effluvia’s of 
Atoms conftantly flow,which make, as it were, a mift or cloudy Cir- 
clé about them,and invett them,as it were, iike the Down of a Peach, 
it is lo receiv'd'a thing among the foundeft Philofophers, that there 
em HOLME More 5 and the more active Particles any thing confifts of, 
by fo much it fends from it Corputcles of a more notable Vertue, and 
Energy : Hence the Effluvia which part from Blectrick Bodies, are 
able to move other Bodies from their Places ; from Sulphurs Emana- 
tions pals, which fill the whole Neighbourhood with Odors Since 
therefore the peftilential Venom, as is faid before, thoina {mall Bulk, 
isof a mighty Efficacy and Operation, wherefoever it is fixt, certain 
Emanations neceffarily proceed from. the Bodies imbued with it, 
which carry the nature of the fame Poyton and Malignity and diffafe 
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iton every fide according to its Sphere of, Activity : But fince thefe 
Corpufcles which retain the Contagion of the Pe {tilence, when they 
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inquire how they are dilpofed in refpect of their paffing through 
the Medium. | 
Where prefently occurs the difference of them from moft others in 
regard that theEffluvia,which generally evaporate do not long retain 
the Nature of the Body whence they flow, but either vanith in the te- 
nuated Air,or clofing with other Bodies, are a ffirmilated with them 2 
But thofe Particles which part from a peftilential Miafm,are not eafily 
abforb’d by the Air, or other Body, fo that they v holly perifh; but 
among various Confufions of Atomes.and-Dafhings againft other Bo- 
dies they preferve them(elves entire : For this Poyton being tn a man- 
ner mafterlefs,and infuperable by otiers,continues ftill the fame; and 
though it confifts of a very {mall heap of Atomes,1t doesnot preien= 
ly vanith, but taints with its Ferment the next Corpufcles toit,and fo 
acquires to it felf new Stores,and gets Strength asit goes: Whence it 
lies long hid in every Fomes,and after a long Lime,when it haslighted 
on a fit Subject,it exerts it felf,and communicating the Infection of its 
Venom tothe other, it refu‘citates a-new the Difeafe of the Plague, 
which before feemed to be driven away, and tho from a very {mall 
Seminary, it di‘perfes its mortal Poyfon far and near. 

For the Plague difclofes fuch mc ft certain Signs of its Contagion, 
that fome Authors affirm it to fubfiit among Mortals only by this 
means, and that it no where arifes a-new, but is preferv'd only by a 
Fomes,and that it is now and then conveyed from one Region into 
another. Hiftories tell us,that the Seeds of it have lain dormant for 
many Years in a Garment or Bed-cloaths, that upon thefame after- 
ward being ftir’d,they have fhewn themfelves, and have brought the 


Difeale of the Peftilence,arifing a-frefh,with a mighty Deft: uction of 


Mankind: When by reafon of a Fomes, the Peftilence is propagated 
to a diftance after this manner; the venemous Corpulcles which re-~ 
main in the Miafm, being ftirred, prefently {pring forth, and difplay 
their Venom on every fade, as it were by a certain Irradiation: If 
they any where light on a humane Body, they prefently feize the Spi- 
rits,and are conveyed inward by their Vehicle,and then eafily enough 
infect theBlood,and all otherHumors flowing in theVeffels with their 
Ferment,and ina fhort time caufe Coagulations and a Putrefaction in 
them. Andafterthismanner, by molt fubtle Effluvia,there is made 
a certain Tran{migration, as it were, of the peftilential Difeafe, “even 
as when a Graft cut from fome Tree, and laid afide for fome time, 
and afterward inferted in another Trunck, is able, though from a ve- 
ry fmall Bud, to produce a Tree of the fame Kind and Nature. 
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CHAP. XIL 
Of the Plague. 


“E7H E Plague may be defribed after this manner, That s& is an Eps- 
T demious Difeafe, contagious, very deftrudive to Mankind, taking 
dts Rife from a venemous Miafm firft recetocd by the Atr, afterward 
propagated by Contagion, whsch ferting upon Men after # htdden and je- 
cret manner, caufes Extinttions of the Spirses,Coagulations of the Bisod, 
Syderations and Mortsficatzons of it, and of the folid Parts, and brings 
the Dsfeafed in Danger of Life, wsrb an Appearance of Puflecs, Bubo's, 
or Carbuncles, and with the addition of other horrsble Symptoms. 

There are a great many Signs occurring to us, which fore-fhew 
that the Pettilence will happen in a fhort time,to wit,if the Year does 
not keep its Temperament, but hasimmoderate and very unfeafon- 
exceffes of Heat or Cold, Drought, or Moifture: If the Meazles or 
Small-pox are every where very rife, if Phlegmons, or Bubo’s accom- 
pany reigning Fevers ; from a preceeding Famine a moft certain Pre= 
{age is taken of an enfuing Plague ; for the like Conflitution of the 
Year,which,for the moft part,brings a Dearth of Provifions,by reafan 
of the Corn being blighted, is apt alfo to produce a Plague; allo the 
evil fort of Diet, which fuch as are preft with Hunger make ule of 
eating all kinds of unwholefome things without choice,difpofes their 
Bodies more readily to receive the Contagion. Moreover Earth- 
quakes, and frefh-opened Grotto’s and Caverns upon the cleaving of 
the Earth, by reafon of the Eruptions of a malignant and venemous 
Air, have often given Beginnings to Plagues. Again,as there is need 
of great Diligence in taking a fore-view, as it were, from a Watch- 
Tower, of an imminent Plague, fo we ought to be no lefs fagaciousin 
obferving the fame as it firft arifes, and caftits firit Darts 5 for often, 
being too follicitous,we dread even vulgar Fevers.if haply they end in 
Death, for this Contagion 5 and fometimes being too fecure, con- 
temning the Peftilence by reafon of its Symptoms refembling thofe 
of 'a common Fever, we find our Dangers but too late : Wherefore, 
for the fuller knowledge of this Difeats, we fhall fet down its Signs 
and. Symptoms both common and pathognomick. 

Befides the Signs above-delivered,which by a certain Demonftra= 
tion,4 Prsorz, give a Sufpicion of an enfuing Plague; there are others 
whofe concurrence with it plainly thew its Prefence in a Body dif- 
easd: Of thefe fome are common to a Plague with a putrid Fever, 
{ome are more proper to this Affect; for the Linpreffion of the Plague 
oftentimes ftirs up an Effervefcence of the Blood, and-has a Fever fo 
ire- 
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frequently joyn’d with it, that by fome, in the Definition of the 
Plague, the Fever is put as a Genus 5 Wherefore, by reafon of the 
Ebullition of the Blood, and the injury brought on the Vifcera, pre- 
fently an Incalefcerce witha {pontaneous Laffitude, a Thirft,a burn- 
ing of the Precordia, Vomitings often violent, a Cardialgia, Gripes 
in the Bowels, a Roughnefs or Blacknefs of the Tongue a Swooning, 
anda fudden Fall of the Strength enfue. Though vulgar Fevers are 
oftentimes attended with thefe kinds of Symptoms, yet if at the fame 
time a Plague be rife in the Neighbourhood, and a fear of the fame 
feifts the Minds of Men, hence a greater Suipicion of this Evil is gi- 
ven 5 and efpecially, becaufe, when a Plague reigns, all other Difea- 
fes leave their own Nature and pafs into that: Wherefore, if to the 
Affects even now mentioned, there be added a Communication of 
the fame Difeafe to many, and many die of it, fo that it generally 
becomes mortal, and {preads it felf; and befides, Buboes, Carbun= 
cles, Pufhes, or other’Marks of a peftiferous Contagion appear, the 
thing is put without doubt, and we hence proclaim a Pettilence, 
With no lefs Confidence, than we do a Fire when we fee a Flame 
burft forth through the Roofs of Houfes : But bécaufe a mention 
is here made of Buboes, Carbuncles, and other Symptoms, it re« 
mains for us to give briefly the Caufes of them, and the ways of 
their being produced ; they are thefe, a Carbuncle; Bubo, Puthes, 
Wheals, and malignant Puftules. 

Concerning thefe, we fay in general, that they are all Products of 
the Blood, and Nervous Juice, ftruck with a peftiferous Venom, and 
coagulated by Parts in their Circulation, and varioufly affected with 
Putrefaction ; for the Spirits refiding in both Liquors, efpécially in 
the Blood, are no fooner touched with the breath of'a malignant 
Contagion, but a Coagulation is caufed in the remaining Liquor, 
even as when Milk turns four, or has any acid Juice mixt with ite 
Wherefore, Portions of it being greatly tainted with Venom, foon 
stow clotty, and like extravalated Blood, fall into a Corruption 
with a Blacknefs ; whence prefently they {top the Motion of the 
reft of the Blood in the Heart and Velfels, and coagulate it more 
by reafon of their Ferment, Now whatfoever is gathered together 
into Clots by Coagulation, unlefsit be prefently caft forth, brings 
Death in a fhort time, by ftopping the Circulation of the Bloods;and 
being driven outward, to the Circumference of the Body, is ftopt 
in motion in the narrow Involufions of the Veffels 5 and either bee 
ing wholly deftitute of Spirit, as though it were Planet-ftricken, 

it produces Black or Blew.Marks by its Mortification; or by reafon 
of the Salt and Sulphur exalted by the peftilentia! Ferment, and af- 

fecting new thiiigs, it grows into Tumors of various kinds. 
A Carbuncle is a fiery Tumour, with very {mart and burning Pu- 
ftules about it, infelting the Diteafed with an acute Pain which 
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arifing in various places indifferently, does. not: fuppurate, but 
y round about, burns the Fleth, and at length, 
a hollow Ulceg, 


fpreading large! 
throws off lobes of it being, cor rupted, and leaves 
as though burnt by an Efchrotick. | 
The Generation of Carbuncles feerms to be after this manner; when 
ch’d with Heat. before, its 
cies of the Body.3 and at 
r the Bloodisa littie letted, firlta 
afterward, the malignant Venom pre- 

fently {preading it felt farther,being increaft by little and Jittle,creeps 
into the Neighbourhood. Suppura tion does not follow, becaule the 
matter extravaiated, and ftagnating, 1s not concocted and digefted 
with a gentle heat, but by reafon of the Particles of the Sulphur, 
grown exorbitant together with the Salt exalted, being heap d toge- 
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ther into thefe Tumours,and by reaion of the Stagnation being forth- 
with diffolved from mixture, an Aduftion is caufed, asif a Cautery 
were applied to the part: the pieces and lobes of Fiefh, eaten as 
though covered with an Eichar, fall away, becaufe the corrofive 
Venom fticking to the Mufcles, does not corrode them only in their 
Surface, put through their whole Subftance ; wherefore, before the 
whole Elefh is confumed, the Membranes in which it is involved be- 
ing eaten away, fome pieces fall from the reft-as though cut froma 
it: Often one, often more Carbuucles arife 3 fometimes they are 
alone; {ometimes they have a Bubo accompanying them, 

A peftilential Bubo arifes only in glandulous parts 5 toward the 
bull of which, not only the Blood congeal'd by the Venom, and car- ° 
ried thither by the Arteries, but alio the Nervous Juice there heap 
together, and to be carried back into the Veins, contribute. Becaule 
this Tumour happens from Juices le's parchd, aid in a colder part, 
therefore it partakes of Suppuration ; tor,the Mutter heap'd together 
by degrees when ( the vital Spirit departing by reafon of Stagnation ) 
+¢ has loft the Form of Blood, through the Particles of the Salt and 
Sulphur being exbaled, and kept in the Tumour, is converted into

a Pus by long conccChion., Now that thefe Tumours only happen in 
the Glands, the Reafon is, not that the Fewel of the Diieale is con- 


veyed to th fe Parts by a certain Appointment of Nature, but as the 
Particles of the virulent Miafty abound every where in the Blood and 
Nervous Juice, they are heap.d together there more readily, as in 
a common place of, Retreat, where both the Blood conveyed to the 
Extremitics of the little Arteries, is with difficulty and not fo readily 
received and carried back by the Veins, and withal, where the Nu- 
tritive Juice, to be carried back from the Nerves into the Veins, is 
depofed. That both of thefe are done about the Glands, it is mani- 
feft, both by Experience, and late Anatomical Experiments; where- 
fore fince both Humors fill’d with the Seeds of the peftilential Con- 
tagion 
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tagion met together in thefe Parts, a feat of Malignity is here made 
by reafon of the Virnlency depofed here by both. 

Pufhes, Wheals, and Purple Spots,in refpect of the Venenofity, are 
of the fame Batch with the Tumours eyen now defcribed;butin help 
the Products of the Virulency arelefsin bulk, though with a greater 
danger, by reafon of the Seeds of the Venom being more d fperfed : 
Small Portions o f coagulated Blood {ticking in the Skin, bi thele 
lefler Phgenomena 5 wherefc ore, fofhe of thefe, raisd into Ble idders, 
fuppurate, 5 others, by reafon of a certain Mortification or Syderati- 

‘on of the corrupted B lood, turn into Purple Marks and Spots. 

Though the Plague, by reafon, of the Deftruction wherewith it 
threatens the Dit (eas. dboth fecretly,and HY, much ona fudden,fcarce 
affords Placeor;Timefor a Prognoftick;and though by reafon of the 

occult ways of its Mi{chief, this Dife fe carries all things fufpect- 
edimits yetitis maniteft, by frequent Obfervation, that fome Signs 
appearin the Courfe of it, from which we are wont to divinea Re- 
covery or Death, The Cale is full of Danger if the Contagion, fud- 
deuly pafies 1ito.an univ Ra east res and. makes violent Invafions 5 
if an Hemorrhagy, or only a fmall Pain happen in the beginning of 
the Dil eile if tie Urine be thick, and troubled, the Pulfe un nequal 
and weak 3 if.a Convulffomor Frently prefently follow ; if the Vomit- 
Ings} or Stools; are livid, black, or very {tinking 3 ifthe Pufhes at firit 
red, afterward.turn black and blew 3 1 the-Carbuncles are numerous, 
if the Buboes firtt arifivg, difappear; if. the Strength be caft down 
on a fudden ;if the Countenance looks difmal, or turns black and 
blew.; if.with a-cold 5: iffuefs of the extream Parts there be a burn- 
ing of the Vifcera, efpecially if thefe or, moft of them happen in a 
Body very-Cacochy mical, or inan,unwholfome Seafon. On the con- 
trary, the Difeated are bid to be of good Courage, if the itate of the 
Peitilence be lighter, and le{s dangerons; if the Di feale aacone ina 
found-and robuft Bod y» witha fortitude of Mind ; if Remedies are 
{eafonably adminiftred before t the Difeafe has fei! fed the whole Mafs of 
the Blood ; alfo, if the Courfe of the Difeafe goes on with a conftancy 
ot the Strength, a. Vigour and Evennets of the P! ulfe, a Suppuration 
Buboes, and.a large.di{charge of Pus, and. with the ap cengs of 
he orrible Symptoms; Mean while,though we emay hope here all good, 
yet it is not free for us to be fecure, becau’ e fometimes, sith a lau- 
dable Appearance of Signs, Ambuthes ar e privily laid for Life 5 and, 
as from a_reconciled Enemy, we fufter moft feverely, when we 
feem’d to have eicap d his raging- Threats. 
“Tn the Cures. of molt Difeafes, the chiefeft Work is committed fo 
Nature, to whofe Failure Phyfiek gives a helping Hand: And the Ot- 
fice and Scienceof a Phyfician chiefly confiits inthis, To wait fit Oc- 
cafions of giving Aid to her, when the | is at aFault,, But.the Plague 
has this peculiar, that the Cure of itis not to be left to Nature atk we 
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muft fight againft it all ways with Remedies taken from Art; nor 


muft we be here follicitous of a more feafonable, and as it were, a 
milder Time: But we muft get Medicines affoon as may be, and in- 


fift on them at all hours, and almoft minutes. But, becaufe when a 


Plague reigns there is need of no lefs care for driving away the 
Contagion, than that the Contagion receiv'd, be cured : Therefore 
a Phyfician has a double Task; to wit, both that he take care for 
the Prevention of this Difeafe, and for its Cure. | 

Prophylaétick Cautions either regard the Publick, and belong to 
the Magiftrate, or private Perfons; by which it is taught what 
muft be done by each Man when a Plagne is feared. ~ © ) 

The Publick care, in a time of the Plague, chiefly corfilts in thefe 
things; That Divine Worfhip be duely obferved; that all Matters 
maintaining Putrefaction be taken away ; that Filth, Dunghils, and 
all ftinking Things, be removed from the Streets, and every occafion 
of Contagion be moft diligently avoided > that Commerce with in- 
fected Places be forbidden 3 and that a wholfome kind of Diet be 
conftantly kept to by the Citizens; let the Poor,who have not a plen- 
ty or choice of Provifions, be fed at publick Charges. Ifthe Plague 
be already grown rife,let the venemous Force of the Air be corrected 
as much as may be, which will excellently be purgd by a frequent 
burning of fulphureous things:let the infected be feparated from fuch 
as are fonnd,and let thefe keep from their Carkafles or Houfhold-{tuff. 
Laftly,let skilful and meet Phyficians and Attendants be gotten to fup- 
ply the Wants both of thofe that are in Health,and of the Difeafed. 

The Rule of a private Prophylaxz is wont to be concluded in thefe 
three things ; viz. Diet, Pharmacy, and Chyrurgery: The Diet regards 
the fix non-natural things, among ft which, thofe of chiefeit Note are 
the Azr, and the Paffions of the Mind: As to the reft, the Precept of 
Hippocrates {uffices, vz. that Labour, Meat, Drink. Sleep, and Venus, 
all keepa mean: Let the Petftilential Air either be avoided by remo- 
ving into another place, or let it be corrected by fulphureous things 
duly kindled, or let it be refreth din breathing by Fumes and odo- 
riferious things frequently held to the Nottrils: As to the Paffions 
af the Mind, Fear and Sadnefs, whilft a Peftilence reigns, are as a 
fecond Plague 5 for, by thefe the {eeds of the venemous Contagion, 
Which lye on the Superficies of the Body, asit were in the outmoft 
Margin of the Vortex, are violently drawn inward, and delivered to 
the Heart; wherefore, a cheerful and confident Mind is better than 
the moft exquifite Antidote. I have known many, who were wont 
to fay in the Words of Helmont, That by fortifying the Archeus with 
Wine and Confidence, and ufing no other Alexipharmicks, they paft 
their Time among infected Perfons without any injury by Conta- 
gion; and thofe who liv’d otherwife, imbib’d the Seeds of the Pe« 
{tilence, as though deriv'd from the Stars. 
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Cauterses, and Amulets, are ufually recommended: Where 
“Plethora with a great Turgefcency of the Blood, or when 
Ufance Perfons have accuftom’d themfelves to be let B] 
ing a Vein agrees with them ; for, by how. much the lef the Blood 
boyls, and is circulated in the Veins without trouble, by fo much 
the flower is it infected with the venemous Contagion. Iffies 
made by Cauteries are fo much approved of by theSuffrages almoft 
of all Men, for Préfervation againft the Plague, that their ufe IS On 
netally receiv’d among the Vulgar; for thele conftantly drain the 
aflidons encreafe of the exerementitious Matter: And if any Mi- 
atms of the Peftilence are inwardly admitted, they caft them forth 
by their open paffige. 
dmuters, hung about the Neck. or worn about the Arm-Wrifts, 
are thonght to have a wonderful Force againit the Peftilence: OF 
thefe the moft excellent are accounted by fome, which confift of 
Arfenick, Quick-filver, the Powder of Toads, and other venemons 
Things: That the fame do good in fome Cafes, befides the Obfer- 
vations of Phyficians, this Reafon feems fomewhat to convince; the 
Effluvia, or atomous Corpu(cles which fometimes flowing from cer- 
tain Bodics, fometimes fettling on others, fly about the whole Regi- 
On of the Air 5; thefe being diverfly fizur’d, fome of them excellently 
clofe with others; but if they jut againft Corpufcles of another Form, 
they enter a Conflict with them, and fabvert them 3 hence the Par- 
ticles of the Peftilent Miafm, which are contrary to our Spirits, ex- 
cellently agree with thofe Corpufcles of the Poyf 


oy‘on coming to ’em, 
and readily clofé with thems Wherefore Amulets. made of Poyfon 
do this; to wit, they gather into themfelves the Seeds of the Pefti- 


lence coming againfé us, by reafon of a Similitude of Parts 5 nay, 
and-by drawing the fame from our Body to their Embraces, they 
infome fort free. the Infected from the Malignity. 

“The Pharmaccutick Prophylaxis has a double Scope; firft, That 
the aifiduous Increafe of the excrementitious Matter,or Humors be 
remoy'd by a gentle Purge as often as there is need : Secondly, That 
by Alexipharmicks daily taken, the Spirits and our Bodies be fortif§« 
ed againft the Incurfion of thé Venom: By the former, the Food and 
Fewel which increafe the Putrefaction caufed by the Venom, are 
Withdrawn 5 by the other, the fir(t kindling. of the Peftiferions Con- 
Cagion, as it were of a funeral Flame, is hindred : For Alexipharmicks 
feem to give help againft the Contagion of the Peftilence under this 
two-fold Refpect; both becanfe the Mafs of Blood, and the Vifcera 
fill'd with the Particles of thefe, alfo.the spirits being firft poffeft by 
the fame, do not eafily admit the Fellowfhip of the venemous Miafm, 
and for that the Blood being quick in its Motion by the gentle In. 
Rigation of thefeParticles, is freed from Coagulation, 
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So far of P vefervation: It remains now for us to treat of the Cure 
of the Peftilence; the Doctrine whereof 1s either general, and com- 
prifes the Remedies which are ta ken for this end from Diet, Chi- 
surgery, and Pharmacy 5 or fpecial, which delivers the u fe, and cau- 
tious’ concerning the giving of thofe Remedies, and after what 
mantiet we mult obviate S Sym] ptoms varioufly emerging. ; 
The Diet comprehends the nfe of the fix non-natural things,theu “ee 
the’chief Care and Phyfical Cautions are conce rning the Food 5 
primary Indications of this have not place together, and at the Haas 
time, but ought to be fiupply’d as occafion requires, now one, LOW 
another, and acco rding to the xigency of Nature, In re(peck df the 
Malignity and the Dejection of the Strength, Aliments are required, 
which: eas iH cereeth the Spirits,and | affor: Ja plentiful | Nourifhment:

oM at rcines, In order to the C ire of the Plague, are eithen Evacua: 
ot. Alexiph armicks. “ Thelntention of;the fart is, that the: Se- 
rous Late in the Blood, and the excrementitious Humors, whic 
abound inthe Vilcera, be ferit forth 5 and teaeh ns with them,a great 
many \Pa ayticles of the veremous Miat m every Where difpens’d in the 
Body. Now thefe things are perform’d by Vomitaries and Purges, 
whote ue is rare, and only inthe beginning, of the Difeafe; alfo by 
Diaphoreticks, which at all.fames,, as Tong as the Strength is able.to 
bearthen are indicated in the Plague:For thefe evachate more fully, 
and withal from the whole Body, and alfo Py eXagitating the Blood, 
they fee it from Congelation,and’in regard they move fromthe Cen 
fer to the Circumference, Eliey drive the venemous Ferments, and al: 
fo the Corruptions of the Blood and Humors tar-trom the Heart, and 
repel the Raemy from the Port:Bat Vomitortes and Purges evacuate 
tefs generally, and often by Concentrating the malign ant.Matter,draw 
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they. work by Purging, or Sweat, ought to be fuch as have Particles 
of the fame kind with the venemous Miafm, rather than with our 
Blood or Spirits 3 for {uch a Medicine will pafs through the various 
Involutions of our Body with its entire Force, and by reafon of the 
Similitude of both, will certainly lay hold on: the virulent Matter of 
the Difeafe, and through a mutual Adhefion of Parts, Nature being 
irritated, will carryit forth with it felf: Wherefore Medicines, whe= 
ther Catharticks or Sudorificks, are moft recommended, which are 
prepard of Mercury, Antimony, Gold, Sulphur, Vitriol, Arfenick , and 
the like ; which, in regard they are not {ubdued, or overcome by 
our Heat, become excellent Remedies againft the Venom of the 
Peftilential Contagion ; for, thefe do not, only powerfully evacuate 
fuperfluous things, but for as much as they exert,. and difplay on 
every fide in our Body very ftrong and mafterlefs Particles, they dif- 
fipate, and hinder from Maturation, the Ferments of the Venona 
gliding every way. And fince the Remedies themfelves, being in- 
fuperable by Nature, miuft of neceffity be fent away by. the open 
paflages of the Body, they carry forth together with them what- 
foever is extraneous and hoftile. 

As to Alexipharmicks, which are faid to refilt.the Venom of. this 
Difeafe without a fenfible Evacuation; they are for the moft part 
fuch whofe Particles are neither very agreeing with Nature,that they 
turn to.an Aliment, nor are lo contrary toit, that they ftimulate an 
Excretion. Ihe fame being inwardly taken, and refracted to-moft 
minute Parts, they, by their Corpufcles, infpire as it were with a 
new Ferment, the Blood and Juices flowing in the Veffels and. Vit 
cera, and by moving them gently, and keeping them in an even-mix- 
ture, they tree them from Coagulation and Putrefaction:By the fame 
gentle Agitation they diffipate from each other,and- hinder from Ma- 
turation the Particles ot the Venom beginning to be gathered. thick 
together. Laftly by praeoccupying the Blood and Spirits,they defend 
them from the Ingreffions of the peftilent Character:Of thefe Rente- 
dies {ome Simples are recommended, as Rue, Scordsum Se. but thofe 
are <{teem’d far better, which are more compounded ; wherefore 
Treacle, Methridate, and Diafcordium,whereof fome confift of at leatt 
fifty Simples, are accounted Medicines fo compleat in all Re(pects, 
that it is efteem’d a Crime to omit, in the making of them, evenone 
Plant;the Reafon haply is, Phat many. things being put together make 
a Mals, whofe diverfify'd Particles, being exalted-by a long Digefti- 
on, cafe a greater Fermentation in. our Blood and Humors. 

Having thus fet downthe Remedies with which we ought.to-be 
provided for curing the Plague, we fhould {peak next of its method 
of Cure, to wit, what is to be done in the firft place,and.what next 
inorder; but that all things are fo precipitated in this Difeate; that 
there is no 100m) for Deliberalion, nov wiil a Phyfician be frequently 
pre- 
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prefent with the Difeas'd for fear of Contagion: Wherefore there is na 
need here of many Prefcripts, or a long Series of Indications, This 
thitig is to be done quick,and muft be comprehended in a few words: 
When therefore a Peftilence reigning, any one is infected with this 
Difeafe, God’s help being implored, we muft prefently fly to Reme- 
dies. Ifthe Plague happens in a Body that is not well purg’d, and 
prone to Vomit, prefently let a Vomitory be taken; the Operation 
of which being ended, prefenitly Diaphoreticks being given,let a Sweat 
be procured,and let the fame be continued as the Strength will bear; 
afterward letit be often repeated : Moreover, Alexipharmicks muft 
be ufed almoft every moment, till the Venom be wholly fent forth 
by the eruption of Pufhes, Carbuncles, or Buboes; neverthele&, in 
the mean while, let refpective and proper Remedies be oppos’d to 
the Symptoms chiefly preffing ; but efpecially for the cure of Bu- 
boes and Carbuncles, let fit Aids be taken from’Chirurgery. The 
whole ftrefs of the Bufinefs relys on thefe two chief Intentions, that 
the peftiferous Venom be by all means expelled from within, ottt= 
wards; and then that the return of it, being expulied, be with an 
equal Diligence prevented. 

It is not an eafie thing for us, in the Plague, to give Examples and 
Hiftories of Perfons Difeas’d, with exact Diaries of Symptoms 3 for 
thefe kinds of Sicknefles donot happen every year, nor when they 
are rife, is it free for every Phyfician, who minds his own Health, to 
vifit the Sick with’a curious Eye, or to {tay long with thema, that he 
may diligently obferveevery Accident, and carefully weigh the Rea= 
fons of thems which Task, neverthelefs.the Famous Dzemerbrocb has 
fo accurately performed, that fince him,others may lawfully furceafe 
from this Work. When heretofore in this City, o7%. Anno1645. a 
Plague (tho not foexceeding great ) wasrife, Mr. Henry Sayer,a Phy- 
fician very learned, and fortunate in Practife, boldly went to vifit all 
forts of Sick Perfons, both poor and rich, many others refufing this 
Undertaking : He daily gave them Medicines, touching Buboes and 
virulent Ulcers with hisown'Hand ; and fo by a diligent, tho dange- 
rous means, cured'many of the Difeafed. To fortifie himéelf againft 
the Contagion, before he went to infected Houfes, he only was wont 
to drink: a good Draught of Generous Wine, and after he had gone 
his Circuit, to‘repeat the fame Antidote. After that he had taken 
Care along time of the Sick in this City,without receiving any Injil- 
ry, as tho he were Plague-free 5 he was {ent for to Wallinoford Cattle, 
where this Contagion violently raged, as a fécond A feulapius, tothe 
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Governour of that place 5, and there, inathort {pace, having dar’d - 


to lyein the fame Bed-with a certain Officet feiled with the Plague, 
whofe Society he very much delighted in,he took the Infection of the 
fame Difeafe : Nor could then thofe Arts prove of Ufe to their Ma= 
fter, Which had been. beneficial'to all others; nor without a me 
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lofs in the Art of Phyfick, did he perith by that Difeafe., To others 
feifed with the Pe.jilence, he was wont to oider this method of 
Cure 3 If he was called before Pufhes or Buboes appeared outwards 
ly, for the mott part he gave Voynitories, the Preicripts of which 
were of the Infufion of Crocus Metallorum, fometimes with white 
Vitriol, and ‘ometimes with Roman; the Vomiting being over, he 
caufed them to be caft into a Sweat, by giving prefently Diaphore- 
ticks 5 and afterward, fome Intervals being allowed tor the reftor- 
ing of the Strength, he ordcred the Sweating to be continued even 
to the Declination of the Di'eale: But. it he was called to Perfong 
affected after the Tokens appeared, Vomiting being outed; he 
wnfifted only on Sudorificks. 
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Of peffilential and malignant Fevers in Specie; and 
other Epidemick Fevers. 


Fter having explicated the Nature of the Plagne, according to 
the Order of our Tract, we ouvht to p ocecd io thole afk ects 
which feem nearett to carry its Nattie; asare chiefly the Fevers 
called Peftslentsal and Malignant: For it is valgarly Known, that 
Fevers fometimes reign among the People, which for the vehe- 
mency of Symptoms, the mighty Slaughter among the Difeated, and 
the force of the Contaginn,{carce yicld to the Peftilence,though be- 
eaule they imitate thé Types of Putrids, nor do not fo certainly 
kill the aff-cted,or infect others,as the Plague, they do not delerve 
the name of Plague, but ii a milder Appellation, of a Peftslential 
Fever. Befides thefe, there are Fevers of another kind, whole De 
ftruction:and Contagion are more remi’s; yet becaufe. they are 
more dangerous than Putrids, and contain fomewhat of Divine in 
them, as Hippocrares calls it, they are called in a lower Expreffion 
than the others, Malsenant Fevers. | 
Thefe Fevers differ both from the Plague, and from each other, 
according to the Degrees and Véehemency of the Contagion and De- 
ftruction ; fo that the Plague is a Difeafe Contagious, and Deltrus 
Ctive to Mankind in the higeft Degree: A’ Pe/tilential Fever is that 
which generally reigns with a le{s Diffufiony of its Miafm, and with 
4 lefs Mortality: When Infection is only fufve@ed, and only a 
treacherous or unfaté Crifis happens, above the Events of vulgar 
Fevers, it is faid to bea Malignans Fewer: They may be defcribed 
yet more fully, thus: 
: Livi When 
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When a Fever vulgarly reigns, which for the variety of Symptoms 
catries the Nature of a Puerid, fo called, ox. which has:a Thirit, 
Burning, Laffitude, reftlefs Pain, a Roughnefs of the Tongue, Watch- 
ings, a Frenfy, Vomiting, lofs of Appetite, Fainting, Swooning, a 
Cardialgia,and the concourfe of other terrible Accidents joyn'd with - 
it; if moreover, there be added to it Spots, either like {mall Flea- 
bites,or broad and black and blue,like the Impreflions of Stripes; we 
efteem this Difeafe of an ill Nature: Again, if 1t does not dilcover it 
felf after the wonted way of Fevers, but the Strength of the Sick falls 
without a manifeft Caufe, and Death often happens on a fudden, 
and unexpected, contrary to the Prognoftick of the Phyfician, there 
grows ftilla great fufpicion of Malignity: But if moft of the Sick 
dye, and thofe that converfe with the Difeafed take the Infection of 

the fame Difeafe, fo that oftentimes the fame runs through whole 

Parifhes and Gities, it is called, above the Appellation of a Malig- 

nant, a Peftalential Fever; of which, a farthar Proof is made, if it 

generally rages in moft with fome common Symptom; as with a 

Quvinfey, a Dyfentery, or if a mortal Sweat, {uch as heretofore was 
. famoufly known in England, accompanies thefe kinds of Fevers. 

But if a Fever arifes, which affects many together living in the 
fame Region for the moft part after the fame manner, which never- 
thelefsin its Courfe obferves the laws of a vulgar Putrid, and comes 
toa Crifis almoft after the fame manner, ( but thatin fome, trou- 
bled with a mighty Cacochymia, it difcovers certain figns of Ma= 
lizgnity by an appearance of Spots or Buboes, fometimes by a’mor- 
tal Crifis, and a Contagion fpreading to others.) this is not called 
a Petiilent, but only a Malignant Fever. 

{ff it be enquired in which Claffis of the Fevers above treated off, 
Peftilent and Malignant Fevers are placed, we put them only in the 
Rank of Continual Fevers, and exempt Intermittents from them, be- 
caufe by Intervals thefe grant fuch firm Truces to Nature, and like. 
‘wife obferve regularly and exactly their Periods, which will not 
confilt with a venemous Diathefis: We exempt all HeCticks from 
Malignity, becaufe otherwife they would not protract Death fo 
long; but, partaking of Venom, would kill fooner. Ox Continual 
Fevers, though we do not look upon Simple Ssnochs, as free, yet 
we affert them to be feldom touched with this Taint 5 but moft 
commonly, the Fever which gives marks of a Pcftilent Nature or 
Maliznity, is fuch as imitates the Type of that we calla Putrid Fe 
ver: For fince in thefe Fevers, befides the Phoenomena. ef a Viru- 
lency, we obferve a continued Effervefcence of the Blood; which, 
asin Putrids, paffes through the Stages of a Beginning, create, 
Ficight, and Declination, we juftly conclude, that the Sulpbureots 
part of the Blood here, is heated, and kindled, and by its burning, 
brings the Fever: Wherefore, in thefe hinds of Fevers two things 

are 
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are chiefly to be noted, to wit, the Effervé/cence of the Blood, and 
and a Malsgusty joyn'd with it, of which fometimes this, fometimes 
that, excels, and in both there is a great Latitude, and there are 
many Degrees of Intention, according as the Fever becomes more 
or lefs acute, or malignant. 

The Effervefcence happens after the fame manner, asit is faid bes 
fore af putrid Fevers, to wit, the fulphureous part of the Blood, grow- 
ing hot above meafure, by its fervour, takes to a Flame,asit were $ 
whilft it burns, it heaps together a vait Store of aduft Matter in the 
Blood; on the fubduing and exclufion of which, after the wonted 
manner of Fevers, the height and Crifis depend: But befides, the 
Blood being infected with a certain vememons Miafm, begins, in 
burning, by reafon of the malignant Ferment, to be coagulated and 
to putrify by Parts: Wherefore, befides the ufual Symptoms of a 
vulgar Fever, by reaion of certain Portions of the Blood being cen= 
gealed, or mortified, a Fainting and Dejection of the Spirits; alfo 
Appearances of Spots and Marks enlue. Moreover the venemous 
Effluvia, which part from the Difeas’d, by the force of the Conta- 
gion, are able to ftir up the like Affect in others: Wherefore, by 
reafon of the Deftruction and Contagion, and the various Degrees 
of the fame, it is call’d a Peftilentsal or Malignant Fever. 

When the Blood, boyling over vehemently, is infected alfo with a 
malignant and venemous Ferment,not only Coagulations of its own 
Mafs, with a Di'pofition to a Purefaction are caus’d, but the nervons 
Liquor alfo readily contracts this Taint; whence being rendred dif 
proportionate to the Brain, and for the aeconomy of the animal Spi- 
rits, it ftirs up great Irregularities in them : Wherefore not only Spots 
and Pufhes, but oftentimes a Delirium, Phrenzy, drowfy Affects, 
Tremblings of the Limbs, Cramps, and convulfive Motions, happen 
upon thefe Fevers. We often obferve, that in certain Years malig~ 
nant Fevers are ¢ife, which, without an appearance of Mirks, thew 
their Virulency chiefly about the gerus Nervofims; for in fome, pre- 
fently from the Beginning, a Sleepinefs, with a mighty Drowfinels 
of the Head, inothers obftinate Watchings, a Difturbance of Mind, 
with a Trembling,.and convulfive Motions: But in moft, either no 
Crifis, or a deceitful one; andinftead of it, a Tranflation of the fe- 
brile Matter to the Brain has followed. It has been farther obferv’d, 
that theie Fevers have paft by Contagion into‘others, and that many 
have died of them; {o that they deferve to be callf'd Malignant. 

Now thefe kinds of Fevers fometimes are firft begun by a vene- 
mous Miafm; andthe Blood being blafted with the Particles of the 
Poyfon, naturally fallsinto an over-vehement boyling, and is infla- 
med 5 as when any one, by a Contagion,or by breathing a malignant 
Air, falls into a malignant Fever, without an evident Caufe, or Pra- 
difpofition: And fometimes a feverith Diftemper arifes from itsown 
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eaufe; and afterward the Seeds of the Malignity, either lymg hid 
within the Body, exert themfelves iu the Blood boyling over vehte- 
mently, or come from elfewhere trom a coitaminated Air, asa 

swel to a Flame firft kindled : For it is manifeft by frequent Ob- 
fervation, that during the time an Epidemick Fever reigns, others, 
after what ‘manner fuever they arife, pats into it. 

Maliguant Fevers, as alfo Peftilentual, for the moft part,are Popu- 
lar, ‘and feize many together 5 but fometimes they are peculiar and 
fporadical, that hap'y they feize only one or two ina whole Coun- 
try. In‘fuch a cafe we may imagine, that they proceed, not from 
an infected Air, or Epidemick Caufe, but froma morbid Dilpofiti- 
on of the Body 3 for [have’often obtery d, that when,Spring oi Fall, 
a pretty common Fever has reign’d in fome City, or Viliage, of 
which a great many Sick efcap’d; haply fome one, on whom an 
evil Pradifpofition; and a ftrong cvident Caute, brought the Fe- 
ver, lay feiz’d' with more dreadful: Symptoms, and great Notes of 
Malignity : In which Cafe, that Malignity isnot to be faid a com- 
mon Fever, but only a fperadical and accidental one. | 

Thoughithe greateft Difference whereby thefe kinds of Fevers are 
diftinguifhed betwixt themfelves, and from othets, confifts in their 
Mortality and Contagion; yet fometimes they are: mark’d by fome 
peculiar Symptom, from which both the note of Malignity, and the 
Name they are called by, are taken for that times: Hence tn {ome 

Years an epidemick Fever reigns, which caules in moit that are af- 
fected with it, a Quinfey, at another time a Peripneumonia, Pleu- 
rifie, Dyfentery, or {ome other Affect, and that often dangerous and 
contavious: So that not only the Seeds of Dileafes deriv'd from Pae 
rents ex eraduce, difclofe their Fruits, by a certain Deliiny, as it were, 
inthe {ame Part or Member 3 but-alfo iuch as are received: froma Ve- 
nemous Mialm generally reigning, produce in all Perfons Aff.cts of 
the fame manner and form: Which neverthelefs Isudge to happen, 
not beeaufe the Seeds of the venemious Miafm regard this or that Re- 
gion of the Body by fome peculiar Vertue: But they affect thus the 
Mals of Blood after the fame manner in all; forafmuch as; ‘for wafh» 
ing off that Taint, a Crifis muft of neceffity be attempted after the 
fame: manner in all; for when without Malignity, the Blood is apt 
to be extravafated by reafon of Coagulation, er haply for other 
Caufes; the ufual Places in» which the Portions of the fame ex- 
travagated, are wont to be fix’d, are, the Throat, Pleura, Lungs, 
and Iateftines: Wherefore it's no Wonder when aCongelation, and 
therefore an Extravafation of the ‘Blood is procurd from a malig= 
nant Caufes it the Dileafe lodges it felfin the ufual feat of Nature. + 

As to'the Signs of thele kinds of Fevers, befides by the Contagion 
and Mortahty,the Malignity of the Fever is {hewn by a (udden Deje- 
chion of the Strength, a weak'and umever Pulfe, an evil Affect of the 
whe Brain 
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Brain and nervous Parts caus'd ona fudden, violent Vomnitings, a 
blacknels of the Tongue, an over-{preding’ of Blacknels ovér the 
whole Body, but efpecially:by an appearance of Spots, Bubo’s, and 
other Marks. | : 

For the Cure of Fevers, both Pefti/ential and Malignane; there ig 
neéd of a greater Judgement and Circum/{pection than in any others 
whaifvever s for there being too primary Indicants, to wit, the Ma- 
dipmity and the fever:flp Diftcmperature, aiid fince we can {earce pro~ 
vide for the one withoit the Detriment of the other, it will not be 
eafy to judge which we muft obviate firft,and chiefly take care offs 
In refpect of the Fever Purging Bleeding, and cooling things, chiefly 
eonduce; but whilftthete shings are ufed;the Ma/senscy, tor the mait 
partjis increafed, and they being neglected, it diffufesit felf farther. 
Againit the Malignity, Alexipharmicks,aud Diaphoreticksarerequi- 
red; but thefe greatly intend the Fever, exagitate,as by'a blowing 
of Bellows, the Blood-and Spirits kindied before,and put: them in a 
manner all in a Flame: Wheretore there is need here of agreat Quick- 
nefs of Underftanding, that thefe things be duely compared betwixt 
each other, and that the curative Intentions be there directed where 
moft danger fhews it {elf ; though fo,that while one is takem care of 
the other, be not neglected; but in thefe Cafes,befidesthe private 
Judgment of each Phyfician, Experience furnifhes us withthe chief 
Method of Healing; for, when thefe Fevers firft grow rife,-almoft 
every particular Perfon trys particular’ Remedies; and trom. their 
Succefles compar’d’ together, it is eafily learnt, what kind of Me- 
thod we mutt infift on,. till at laft, by a frequent Tryal, as it were, 
by the Foot-fteps of Paflengers, a common, and Road-way;: as it 
were, is mace to the Cure of thefe kinds of Affects, being fortified 
with various Obfervations and Precepts. 

Befidesthefe kinds of Fevers, which affail many together; and by 
reafon of their Contagion, Mortality,and con{picuous Marks of Viru- 
lency,deferve to be calléd Pefts/entzal or Malignant; thereare found 
fome other Epidemick or Popular Fevers, which almoftévery Year, 
either Spring or Fall, grow very rife in certain Countries, of which a 
great many of the Jahabitants are wont to fall fick, and nota few, 
e!pecially of the more elderly People, to dye: In which,neverthelefs, 
10 Signs of a pefislent ov malignant Nature appear 5 nor does the Dit- 
éafe feem fo much by Contagion to pafs from fome incontinently to 
others, as to feize many together by reafon of a Predifpofition:com- 
municated almoft to all, Now thefe kinds of Affects depend chiefly 
ona foregoing Conttitution of the Year; for it a Séafon very intem- 
erate. by reafon of exceffes of Cold or Heat, Drought or Moitture, 
has preceded,and hasfo continued along time,it changes our Bioad, 
for the moft part, from its due Temper,whereby it is apt afterward 
to fall into feverifh Effervetcencies ; And hencea Fever, fometimes 
| eet Ses PSH As Reha. cee Of 
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of this, fometimes of that Type and Idea, is produced, which pres 
fently becomes epidemical, becaufe it draws its Origine from a com- 
mon Caufe, whereby the Bodies, in a manner, of all Men,are affected 
together. Now fuch Fevers,in as much as they depend on the Blood, 
getting a Difpofition,fometimes fharp, fometimes auitere,or of ano- 
ther kind, according to the Temper of the Year, for the moft part, 

they are of the number of Intermittents, though they are wont to 

bé mark’d with a peculiar Apparatus of Symptoms, according to the 

peculiar Conftitution of each Year. We cannot comprehend thefe 

under a certaincommon Rule, or formal Confideration,which apte 
ly anfwers to each of the Particulars of this Nature,becaufe they va-. 
ry yearly according to’ a great many Accidents: Though however, 
of thefe kinds of Fevers reigning of late Years in this Country, we 

fhall give the Defcriptions taken at that time; and fhall fet them 

down. as a Conclufion at the end of this Work. 

It remains for us ftill to add to the number of Malignant Fevers, 
certain other private Fevers, partaking of no Contagion,as are thofe 
efpecially;, which are. wont to happen to Women in Child-bed, by 
reafon of their difficult Labor, or for that the Lochia are detain'd 5 
for ithis: manifeft enough, by common Obfervation, that thefe are 
very dangerous, and often mortal: Forif the Parts of the Womb 
being: injured, or upon the admiffion of Cold, or haply for fome 
other Caufe, the Lochia are ftopt, and the Humor which ought to 
have been voided forth,comes to be mingled with the Mafs of Blood, 
it fouly defiles it with a certain venemous Mixture, as it were, that 
thereby prefently a Fever is raifed, which, for the moft part, is at- 
tended with an ill Company of Symptoms, véz.a Heat, and violent 
Drought, a Vomiting, a Cardialgia, and Watchings, and generally 
comes either to no Crifis, or a very difficult one; becaufe, unlefs 
the flowing of the Lochia after their wonted way be again reftor'd, 
after the Blood has undergone an Effervefcence for fome Days, the 
Faint is wont to be communicated to the Brain, and the genus Ner= 
vofum; whence prefently.a Delirium,Phrenfy,Convulfions,and other 
very ill Affects, for the mott part, are caufed, which often termi 
nate in Death. But thefe kinds of Fevers deferve a peculiar Conf- 
deration ; which we refolve to have more fully beneath, in a Dit 
courle appropriated to this purpofe; Mean while we mutt give fome 
Inftances or Examples of the Fevers above-treated of, viz. of the Pe- 
fiilential and Malenant. 

The peftslentsal Fever,of late Years has reign’d more rarely in thefe 
Parts,than the Plague it felf. I fhall give you briefly the Defeription 
of the only one of this kind,which has occur’d to our Obfervation, 
Amiio 1643. when in the beginning of the Spring the Earl of Effex 
befieg'd Reading, kept by the King’s Garrifon, in both Armies a very 
Epidemick Difeale began to arife; tho however,he purfuing his work 
till 
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till the Befieged were forced to furrender, The Affect fo prevail’d, 
that in a fhort while afterward there was aCeffation on both fides,and 
thenceforward; for many Months, there was a Conflict, not with the 
Enemy, but with the Difeafe. “ Effex withdrawing his Forces, feated 
himfelf at ——~, and the adjacent Places, where, in a fhort time, 
he loft a great Part of his Men: And the King returned to Oxford: 
where the Souldiers firft keeping themfelves in the open Field, and 
afterward being difpofed offin Towns and Villages, he underwent 4 
lofs not much inferior; for his Foot (whom it chiefly feized) bein g 
lodg’d a great many of them together in ftreightned Lodgings,when 
they had filled ali Places with Naftinefs and Filth, and {tinking O- 
dors (that they feem’d to have defil’d even the Air it felf,) fell fick 
many of them together,and,as it were,in Files: At length the Fever, 
reaching farther than the Souldiery, affailed every where the weak 
Multitude, to wit, the Perfons of the Houfes where the Souldiers 
lodged, and others, tho many of them at firft (the Contagion being 
yet but mild upon them ) efcaped, yet lying a long time in a very 

languifhing Condition. About the Summer Solitice,this Fever began 

fo fpread it felf with a worfe Attendance of Symptoms,and to {eize a 

great many Husband-men, and others living in the Country: And 

afterward it reigned in this our City,and the whole Neighbourhood, 

for at leaft ten Miles round about; mean while, thofe who liv’d in 

other Countries far from hence,as tho they were beyond the Sphere 

of the Contagion, continued free from harm. But here that Difeafe 

grew {o general, that the greatett part of Mankind was infected with 

it: Whatfoever Houle it entred, prefently it fet upon the whole,that 

there were {carce enough remaining in Health to attend thofe that 

wereill 5 fuch as came to them from elfewhere,or Hierlings called to 

attend the Difeafed, were prefently feized with the fame Infection’ : 

That at length, for fear of the Contagion, fuch as lay fick of this Fe- 

ver, were fhunnd by thofe that were in Health, m1. a manner,as Per- 

fons troubled with the Plague. 

Nor did a {mall Mortality or Deftruction of Mankind attend this 
Difeafe; for a great many old Men, Cachectical, Ptyfical, or other- 
wife unhealthy Perfons, fell under this Fate 5 alfo not a few Chil- 
dren, Youths, and fueh as were full grown, JFremember, that in 
certain Villages, all the elderly People, in a manner, were carried 
off this Year, that there {carce remained alive any for upholding 
the Cuftoms and Priviledges of the Parifh, by the Traditions recei- 
ved from their Anceftors. 

When this Fever firft began,it carried fomewhat the Type-of a pu- 
trid Synochns, but it'came with difficulty to a Crifis, and when it 
feemed to be folv’d by a Sweat,or a Loofnefs, it was wont prefently 
to wax worfe again: But for the moft part, after a Deflagration of 
the Blood, continued for fix or feven Days, this remitting, ai in- 

ead- 
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ftead of a Crifis; the aluft Matter being convey’d to the Brain, the 


Difeafed lying a long time, fometimes raving mad, oftner with a 
Drowfinefs and a great Weaknels, and fometimes with convuilive 
Motions, {carce efcaped at length with Lite, About the middle of 
the Summer, befide the Contagion, and the frequent Mortality this 
Difeafe difcovered. its. malignant and peitilential Force, by open, 


Signs, viz. by the Eruption of Pufhes and Spots; for about this 


time, without any. great. burning of a‘Fever, the Pulfe;in many 
grew uneven, weak, and very diiorderly 5 alfo, without a mani- 
felt {pending of the Spirits, the Strength prefently became lanq:id, 
and very much dejected ; in others, lying ill after the likeimanner; 
Pimples fometimes invail-and red ,. fometinres large and livid, \ap- 
pear'd 3 in many, Buboes (asin the Plague). about the glandulous 
Parts; fome of thefe, without any great Conflict of the Spirits, or 
feverifh Excandefcence raied in the Blood, died without noife, and 
on afudden: Mean while, others, growing prefently raving mad, as 
long as they continued in Life, underwent horrible Dittractions of 
the Animal Spirits. Such as efcap’d from this Difeafe, reeovered 
not but after a long time, and that without a laudable Crifis (unlefs 
by a Sweat procured by Art ) the Brain at length, and the gem 
Nervolum being aff Cted, and they being feized with a Duluefs of the 
Seufles, Tremblings, a Vertigo, a Weakne!fs of the Members, and 
eonvulfive Motions. During the Dog-days, this Difeafe {till infeft- 
ing, began to be handled not as a Fever, but as a milder fort , of 
Plague, and to be overcome only by Alexipharmick Remedies ; 
Bleeding was always thought fatal to it: Vomitories and Purges 
were uled now and then,thongh not fo frequently; but the chiefett 
Method of Cure was placed in Alexipharmicks, and a Sweat feafon- 
ably procured. For this purpofe, befides the Preferipts of Phy &- 
cians taken from Apothecaries Shops, certain E-npirical Remedies 
deferv'd no fmall Praife: Then firft in this Country, zbe Countefs 
of Kent's Powder began to be of great Fame 3 and another ath-co- 
Jored Powder was not of the leaft note, which a certain Courtier, 
coming by chance to this City, gave to many with good Succefs, 
and fold it Others, who approved of its ufe, at a great rate. The 
Difeafed were went; upon diinking half a Dram of this in any Li- 
quor, to fail into a mcit-copious Sweat, and fo to be freed from 
the Virulency of the Difeafe: That Diaphoretick (the Preparation 
whereot I vearnt atterward from the Author’s Sifters Son ) .was only 
the Powder of Toads, cleanfed with Salt, and afterward wafhed with 
good Wine, and lightly calcin’d in an earthen Pot: Autumn com- 
ing on, tils Difcafe remitted by degrees of its wonted Fiercenefs, 
that fewer fell fick, and a great many of them recovered ; till upen 
the accefs of Winter, a ftate of Health was again entirely fetled in 
this City, and in the adjacent Country, 
Let 
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Let us here confider the Rife,Progiefs, and laftly, the End of thfs 

Fever, which at firft was only belonging to the Army,and at length 
became peftilential and epidemick: That the Difeafe firft began in 
the SouldiersCamp, it feems that 1t ought not only to be imputed 
to their Naftinefs and ftinking Smells, but in fome meafuie, to the 
common Fault of the Air 3 for,fince thefe Fevers do not happen vear- 
ly, their Origine will be fomewhat afcribed to the peculiar Conftitus 
tion of the Year: For a light Diftemperature of the Air being there- 
by contracted, though it does not ill affect fuch as ufe a wholfome 
way of living, yet in an Army, where,-to the general Procatarxs, 
evident Caufes,viz.a great many Errors in the fix non-natural things 
are Joyned, thofe'kinds of Sickneffes muit of neceffity be more ea= 
fily rais'd. Now the Vernal Conftitution of this Year was very mo.ft, 
being almoft continually attended with wet Showers ; to which, af 
terward a hot Summer fucceeding, both rendved ftill more depraved 
the Miafims of the teverifh Contagion reigning here before,and more 
difpofed all Bodies to receive them: Wherefore, that this Diftemper 
became in a manner peculiar to this Country, and epidemick at this 
time, it was long of its Seminary, arifing in the firft place from the 
Ariny lying round about: But in as much as becoming afterward pe- 
ftilential and very epidemick, it infected the greateft part of Man- 
Kind here living, and killed nota few; she caufe was, theill Affec® 
of the Air, which being unwholfome through the Diftemperature of 
the Year, became moreover fo vicious at length, by the continual 
breathing forth of {linking Vapors from the Sou'dirs Camps, and 
the Cohabitation of the Difeafed, that the Mia'ms of this Fever, dif- 
perit init, were greatly exalted, and rife almoft to the Virulency of 
a Peftilence. Diemerbrochim relates, Phat fiom ‘uch a kind of Camp- 
Fever, raisd in the Summer, ithe Town of Aguztane,atterward ans 
other malignant and peftilential,and at length the Plague it (elf grews 
And that this our Fever at laft ftood in competition with the Plague 
it felf, befides the great force of the Contagion, andthe great Mor- 
tality, the very ill Affects of the Blood and nervous Liquor, prefently 
cauled in all from the fame, did declaie 5 for the Strength dejected 
on a fudden, the weak, intermittent, and formicating Pulf:the E- 
ruption of Pufhes and Buboes, argued the Coagulation, and corrup< 
tive Difpofition of the Blood. Mo:eover, a Delirium,Mania,Phren« 
zy, Deadnefs, Sleepine s, Veriizo, Tremblings, convulfive Motions, 
and other Affects of the Head of divers kinds, thew’d a mighty Ans 
noyance of the Head and genus Nervofum. 

For fetting forth the Type, or Idea of the Malignant Fever to the 
Life, there are a great many Obfervations or Storiés‘of fick Per- 
fons ready at hand {Of many Examples of this Difeafe, I thall here 
infert only a fewgmM@hich fome Years fince hapned in the Houle of a 
Venerable Perfon, afté®a manner tovbe lamented, and not without 
fome Admiration, 

K k k ky About 
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About the Winter Solftice, Anno 1655. a Boy about feven Years 
of Age,being ill without a manifeft caufe,was affected with a great 


Pain in his Head, a Sleepinefs, and a mighty Heavinefs; there was_ 


withal a Fever, though not intenfe, with an indifferent Burning, 
which neverthelefs, by unconftant Fits, had its time of being inten- 
ded fometimes once, fometimes twice, within the fpace of twenty 
four Hours. Prefently,from the Beginning of the Difeafe. he flept al- 
moft continually he was wont alfo to cry. out in his Sleep,to talk idly, 
and oftentimes to leap out of Bed; being ftirred up,and fometimes 
awaking of hisown accord, he was {traitway prefent to himfelf, and 
always defired Drink : His Urine was ruddy, and fill’d with Con- 
tents; the Pulfe was uneven, and ftrong enough; the Contracti- 
ons of the Teadons in the Wrifts were light: In the Neck,and other 
Parts of the Body, certain red Spots, like Flea-bites, appeared. On 
the firft Days, a gentle Purge was ordered, and a frequent eafing of 
the Belly by the ufe of Clyfters: Cordial Juleps with Alexipharmicks 
were daily taken: Veficatories were applyed to the Neck,and other 


Plaifters to the Soles of the Feet. On the faxth Day, a little Blood 


dropt from the Nofe. On the feventh, the Fever very much remit- 
ted without a manifeft Crifis, the Heat, being only mild, was per- 
ceivable by the Touch, and the Urine was pale and thin, without 


any Sediment; neverthelefs a SleepinefS, and Heavinefs of the Head — 


preft far more feverely, fo that the Urine, and Excrements of the 
Belly, flowed frem him infenfibly : However, being call’d upon 
by Name, he knew the Standers by, and anfwered to things asked. 
Thofe Affects, notwithftanding Remedies, daily grew worfe and 
worfe, About the fourteenth Day the Difeafed became fo. ftupid, 
that he, could neither underftand, nor ipeak, yet he ftill fwallowed 
down things put into his Mouth, though unminded by him, and his 
Pulfe was laudable enough ¢ About this time he had a Loofnefs, na- 
turally hapning to him, for four Days; which at length ceafing, a 
whitith and chalky Cruft, as it were, began to cover the whole Ca- 
vity of his Mouth and Throat, which being cleanfed off oftenina 
Day, preiently anew one arofe. When he had been troubled after 


this manner for four Days,he was better as to his Underftanding and 


Senfation 3 fo that he could know Friends, give a Nod to what was 
faid, and do fome things he was ordered: But as the fenfitive Fa- 
culty began to be reftored, fo the Evil increafed as to the Organs of 
the Speech,and Swallowing: Doubtle(s the Matter being fallen.from 
the Brain into the Beginnings and Ductus’s of the Nerves. The Hea- 
vinefs and Stupidity were followed by a Palfy in the Tongue and 
Throat 5 which Affect grew fo much ina fhort fpace, that after- 
ward the Difeafed was not able to fwallow affall, but things put 
into his Mouth prefently came forth again, nomid any thing de- 
{cend into his Stomach; when, befides the WioleMte of the Difeafe, 
there was danger; lef€ he fhould dye through Hunger, an'Inftru- 
ming 
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ment was made of a flexible Whale-bone, and a Lawn Button fix’d 
to the end of it; and this being thruft into the Throat, opéned for 
a time its Clofure, that a Paffage was made for Food given ; after 
the ufe of this a Day or two he could {wallow again, and afterward 
take in Food enough; and within a tew Days he began to {peak, to 
difcern every thing, and growing wonderfully hungry, to deffre all 
Day long Food of all kinds, and moft greedily to devour all things 
given him: Mean while, through his long-continued Sicknefs, and 
the nervous Parts being forely injur’d,he grew fo lean,that at length 
the Skin {carce flicking to the Bones, he exactly refembled a living 
Skeleton; though afterward by the diligent, indefatigable, and pru- 
dent Care of his Mother, as to his Diet,he recovered a perfect Health, 
and continues ftill well. 

At the Time that this Boy was about the height of his Sicknefs, 
his Brother, about two Years elder, fell fick almoft after the fame 
manner, on the firft Day of Fanuaay. Firtt,he was aff. ctect with a 
Dulnefs, and a Heavinefs of the Head. On the third Day growing fe- 
verith, he had a Sleepinefs and Stupidity: He began in his Sleep ta 
talk light-headed, and upon his Awake, {carce to be prefent to him- 
felf. After four or five Days, thefe Symptoms increafed; he could 
underftand little, nor fpeak without tripping of his Tongue, and 
fcarce arciculately : His Urine was thick, and opake,without an Hy- 
poftafis,or fubfiding of the Contents: Red and fmall Spots like Flea- 
bites appear’d, as in his Brother: The Excrements, as well of the 
Belly as of the Bladder, p.fs’d from him infenfibly 5 but the Pulfe 
held ftill ftrong and even: The Hypochondres were extended, and 
blown up with a Swelling of the Abdomen. About the eighth Day 
a little Blood dropt from his Nofe: On the eleventh Day of the Sicke 
nefs, he fell intoa Loofne(s, whereby he had feven Stools, of a bilous, 
thin, and very ftinking Matter,within five Hours; whence there was 
fome hope, that the Condition of the Difeas'd would change for the 
better; though the next Day after, the Loofnefs ceafing, a Pain, 
and Gripes, violently tormented him in his Belly, that crying and 
howling, he complain’d moft forely Day and Night: The Hypo- 
chondres and Abdomen were fwollen, and very much diftended like 
4 Drum. . Not receiving any thing of eafe by any Remedies tryed 
by the moft exquifite Endeavours of many Phyficians, he died on 
the fourteenth Day, convuls’d in thefe Tortures 

A little after the Death of this, viz. on the 1 §¢h. of Fanuary, his 
eldeft Brother, about eleven Years of Age, a very hopeful Lad, be- 
gan to be feverifh, being affected with a Dullnefs, and a Heavinels 
of the Head, as the former, though lefs intenfe: But imhis Blood, 
which was of a hot Temperament, a greater Effervefcence and Trou- 
ble appear’d, that on the firft Gx Days, befides a Heat and Thirtt, 
he was molefted with a continual Effort of Excretion, fometimes by 
) Kkkk 2 ae Sweat 
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Sweat, fometimes by a Loofnefs; -his Urine was ruddy and trou- 
bled; certain red Spots,'as in others, break forth. . On the feventh 
Dayan Haemorrhagy hapned to fivé Ounces, which ceafing, a migh- 
ty Dulnefs followed, that for all that Day, and the following Night, 
he was {carce able to open his Eyes. On the eighth Daya very co- 
pious, Hemorrhagy of the Noftrils hapned’ again, that there was 
danger. of pouring forth his. Soul together with the Blood, the 
Blood ‘p.ang forth fo copioufly from the left Noftril, that, being 
received into.a Ba‘on,it made vaft Bubbles by its fall: When he had 
loft above two Pounds of Blood, and being all in a cold Sweat, be- 
gan to loofe his Stcengih; Remedies being at length applyed, the 
Flox was ftop’d with great difficulty ; the Hamor:hagy being ap- 
peafed,the Lad flept a found Sleep,and became fleepy all that Nights 
though often waking, he was.prelent enough to bimfelf, and had 
a quick Sénfe and Underftanding : Being asked concerning his 
Health, he taid he was pretty wel; the Urine which before was 
rud¢y, arid troubled, appeared then pale, thin, and with'a lauda- 
ble Hypotiafis, that the Difeafed (efpectally becaufe free from Thirft 
and an immodcrate Heat ) teemed to be come to a perfect Ciifis, 
and free trom the Fever. The Morning following, the ninth Day 
of the Fever he continued ftill dull; but being ftirred up, he feemed 
With¢ut a Diftemperatuie, and to be cheartul ina State of Conva- 
lefcenice, only that he began a little to faulterin his Speech: In the 
Evening. when things were'not fufpected, the Fever being kind- 
Jed again, he fell on a fudden into a Lethargy, that he was fcarce 
able to be awaked from his Sleep, and being pull’d up, hardly to 
Know any one, or to {peak articulately : Though fo great a lofs of 
Blood had preceded, his Palfe was again quick, high, and ftrong, 
and his Urine was ruddy 3” after deriving and revulfing Remedies 
u'ed all that Nigh, this noble Youth feemed fomewhat in a better 
ftate: fo that :he next Morning he kept himfelf longer from Sleep, 
began to tur his Eyes this way and that, and to raife himfelfa little, 
though’ withont Spee-h; or Knowledge of the Standers by 3 before 
Noon, ‘his Eyés being clos’d again, he wholly loft the ufe of every 
Anmal'Facalty, and lay, as it were, Apoplectical. for three Days, 
witlr a high and vehement Pulle, a Palpitation of the Heart, and 
a {hort and broken Reipiration: The Puife at length ‘growing lefs 
by'degrees. he died on ‘the tenth Day of the Fever. 

On the 18¢4 of February, “his little Sifter, having a feverifh Di- 
ftemperature anda Thirf, began to complain of a Pain, and Gripes 
m the Belly, a Trembling in the Hands. a

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awaking from her Sleep, fhe did not forthwith come to her felf- 
On the firft of March fhe was gently purged with an Expreffion of 
Rhubarb,which gave hereafe; the Urine was thick and ruddy, alfo 
red Spots like Fica-bites (as in the reft) were plain tobe feen. We 
gave her afterward frequently for four Days, to wit, every fix Hours, 
Ten Drops of Spirit of Harts born; in a Spoonful of a Cordial Fulep: The 
forefaid Symptoms afterward remitted by degrees; and this fick Per- 
fon recovered her Health, though flowly, without a manifeft Crifis. 

About the fame time a Brother of thefe, the youngeft of all, fell 
fick almoft after the fame manner; who neverthelefs, through a 
Loofnefs naturally hapning, voiding bilous and green Excrements 
for many Days, moreeafily recovered. Alfo.in,the fame Family, a 
great many other Domefticks, and fome Strangers,who came there 
as Attendants, fell ili of the fame Difeafe, the Taint, as it were, be- 
ing propagated by Contagion: Allof which, notwithftanding, efca- 
ped at length with a difficult and long Convalefcence, without any 
Crifis regularly made. 

That this Fever was malignant, it feems to be manifeft, from the 
Contagion, Mortality, the appearance of Spots like Flea-bites; and 
many other Tokens; though thai infecttng Miafm, whereby it paf- 
{ed fromone to another, wastorpid and les efficacious: For betwixt 
the Sickneffes of each, many Days, and often Weeks, interceded,that 
the Infeckion of this Difeate, though acute, .and its Propagation in 
many,were fcarce ended within four Months {pace in the fame Houfe: 
The Fever about the fi ft Beginnings fcem’d mild and gentle, not 
very terrible by its Burning :.But the Matter heap’d together after the 
Deflagration of the Blood .prefeutly became matterlefs, and difficult 
to be exterminated, alfo offenfive to the Brain and genus Nervofum ; 


wherefore in each, the Beginnings of the Difeafe where known rae . 


ther by a Drowfivefs and a Sleepine(s, than by,a Sweat and Burning: 
Alfo the Crifis, though attempted various ways, to wit, by a Sweat, 
a Loofnefs, and an Hemorrhagie, did not fucceed well; but,for.the 
moft part, the Blood growing turgid by a critical:Motton,was fore’d 
to transfer the febrile Matter from its own Precincts into the .man- 
fion Places of the Animal Spirits; nor did it felf, notwithftanding, 
become purified after this manner. but about the height of the Fe- 
ver, both Humors (to wit, the Blood and the nervous Juice) being 
vitiated together,and forely blaited with an impure Mixture, made 
the Event of the Difeafe either fatal, or very dangerous,

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CHAP. XIV. 
Of the Small-Pox and Meafles. ' 


N the rank of peftilential and malignant Fevers, we place next 
the Small-Pox and the Mea/les, which; in Truth, are mixt Affects, 
both according to, and againft our Nature: As to their Origine, 
they have a feminary Connate to us; but as to the Affects, they 


produce preternatural Symptoms, and venemous, as the Plague it © 


felf; fo that they conftitute a certain peculiar fort of Fevers, which 
belong to al! Mankind, and only totchem, and that but once. 
any one lives free from them all his Life, or fome one falls often 
into thofe Affects, thefe are rare, and unufual Events of Nature; 
which do not derogate to common Obfervation : But it may pafs for 
a Truth, that al, and only Mankind are obnoxious to the Meafles 
and Small-Pox, and that they are ufually freed of them at one Bout. 
We fhall {peak of the Meafles by themfelves. 

I. As to the Small-Pox’; the natural Przdifpofition which in- 
clines Mankind to it, feems to be a certain Taint, or Impurity of 
the Blood, conceiv’d in the Womb with the firft Rudiments of the 
Fetus, All Authors, in a manner, will have this afcrib’d to the 
menftruous Blood : Which Opinion does not feem altogether im- 
probable ; becaufe in the Womb of a Woman ( otherwife than in 
moft other Animals ) a certain Fermentisengendred, which being 
communicated to the Mafs of Blood, givés it a Vigor and Pneuma- 
tofis, and afterward procures, at fet Periods of Times, a Turgef- 
cency, and an Excretion of the fuperfluous Blood ; and at the time 
of Conception, when the Menfes wholly ceafe, a great deal of this 
Ferment is communicated to the Foetus; -and its Particles, being 
heterogeneous to all the reft whatfoever, are diforderly confounded 
with the Mafs of Blood and Humors, as fome extraneous thing ; in 
which being involved, and being feparated from each other, they 
lye hid a long time ; though afterward at fome time being ftirr’d 
by an evident caufe, they fernrent with the Blood, and caule in it 
an Ebullition, and afterward a Coagulation ; from which moft of 
the Symptoms of this Difeafe arife. 

2. The Evident Caufe which ftirs thefe fermentative Seeds, and 
oftentimes brings them into Act,is faid to be threefold ; viz. Conta- 
gion receiv'd from elfewhere,the Difpofition of the Air,and an immo- 
derate Perturbation of the Blood and Humors: Perfons related foon 
infect each other 5 alfo thofe that are fearful,and mightily dread this 
Difeafe, fall more readily intoit: For, by Fear, the Particles of the 
Miafm are convey 'd from the Surface of the Body inward: At the 
time 


If haply. © 
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time that the Contagion is rife, and the Smail-Pox is Epidemick 
all other Difeafes in a manner degenerate into this. 

3. Asto the Conjund Caufe of this Difeafe, to wit, what is the for« 
mal Reafon of it, or its way of coming to pafs, the thing feems a 
little more intricate: It is vulgarly wont to be com pared to the Ef 
_ fervefcence of new Wine, or of Ale, when they are depurated in a 

Veffel, being put in a Fermentation by the mixture of fome heterow 

geneous Subftance ; but if the thing be narrowly confidered, a great 
difference will hear appear: For the Miafm of the Small-Poy is asa 
Ferment, but corruptive, and forces the Blood to ferment, not toe 
wards a Perfection, but a Depravation ; for,when the venemous Pare 
ticles of this Miafm light on a capable Subject, they prefently ftir 
up Corpufcles like themfelves, and innate to us ; with which being 
joyn'd, they pervade the whole Mafsof Blood, and make it grow 
mighty turgid, and boyl, and after fome Effervefcence, to fepa 
rate into Parts, and to be coagulated: To wit, the difpers’d Seedg 
of the Venom diffolve the Mixture of the Blood, prefently fubvert 
the more pure Spirits, and afterward gather to themfelves the more 
grofs Particles of it, and congeal them, as it were, by their Adhze- 
fion. The Portions fo coagulated, together with the Seeds of the 
Venom mingled with them, being left by the reft of the Blood in 
its Circulation in the Extremities of the Veffels, are fix’d on the 
Skin: After which manner, if Nature being ftrong enough, fends 
off the whole Venom with the congeal'd Blood, the reft of the 
Mats of the Blood, though depauperated, is neverthelefs good, and 
capable of continuing Life; but, if the Blood being too much cOa- 
gulated, cannot be cleanfed after this manner 3 or if the Portions of 
the Blood clofing with the Venom, do not fully break forth, they. 
either reftagnate inward again, and wholly corrupt the Liquor of 
the Blood, or fixing themfelves on the Vifcera, and efpecially the 
Heart, they deftroy their Crafis and Strength. 

The Portions of the Blood congeal’d with the Venom, about the 
fourth Day (fometimes fooner , fometimes later) begin to break 
forth ; for the Coagulation is caufed not prefently, but after fome 
time that the Venom difplaysit felf, and by its Effervefcence, fer< 
ments the Blood: Firft light Portions of the Blood being defil’d, 
and thofe but few in number, are fix’d in the Skin like Fiea-bites 
foon after thefe, more appear, and thofe which break forth firft, 
by the aceefsof new Matter, and by the continual Appulfe of the 
congealed Blood, grow bigger, and are rais’d intoa Tumor; after- 
ward thefe Puthes, which at firft are red, being increafed by de- 
grees, at length turn white, to wit, the Blood extravafated with 
the Venom, by reafon of the Heat and Stagnation, is chaneg’d into 
aPu. About the feventh Day after the Eruption, the white Tu- 
Mors turn to adry Scab3 for the more fubtle Part of the Matter be- 
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ing evaporated, the ‘reft’ grows hard, which at length, the Scarf- 
Skin being eaten off and broken, falls from the Skin, 

When the Miafm of the Smal!-Pox is once gotten 1 
and Mats of Blood, it is very {eldom that it can he deftroy'd or clear’d 
off by Medicines or Bleeding, but the latent Di'pofition will break 
forth:into AG; wherefore, ficit it diffu'esit felt gently, and in!pires 
the Mafs of Blood, asit were, with a Ferment: Hence an Ebullition 
and Effervefcence are produced in the whole Body, the Veffels are 
extended, the Vifcera are irritated, the Membranes are twitch d,till 


thé Seeds of the Contagion,by fufing and coagulating the Blood, at 


length being involv’d in its congeal’d Portions,are thruft forth. The. 


Effence of thisDifeafe will be the better known, if I fet down the Signs ~ 


and Symptoms whichare obferv’d in the whole Courfe of it, and give 
you in order the Reafonsof them, and the Caufes on which they de- 
pend: ‘ Now thefe are either fuch as indicate the Difeate prefent, or 
fiich’as fore fhew the height of it, and its event. mst 

“As to the Diagnoftsck of this Affect, whereby it may be Know 
whether any one, at firit falling fick, will have the Small-Pox, or 
not: There mutt be confidered at that time, the force of the Con+ 
tagion, and the Concourfe of the Symptoms’ ficit appearing 5 for, 
if by reafon of the malignant Conftitution of the Air, this Difeafe 
generally reigns, no one is then feized with a Fever without a fufpi- 
cion of the Small-Pox, efpecially if the Perfon never had it before ¢ 
‘But if this Difeafe be more rare, and there bé no Fear of Contagion, 
yet its unexpected Invafion in a fhort time difcovers it felf by thefe 
kinds of Signs and Symptoms. 

1, There is an inconftant Fever, coming at random, fometimes 
intenfe, fometimes more remifs, obferving no fet Fo. m of Increafe, 
or coming to a height, fo that the Di‘eas’d one while are mighty. 
hot, by and by, without an evident Caufe, they are without any Fe- 
ver; the Caufe of whichis, That the fermentative Seeds are not,agi- 
tated with an even Motion, but, like Fire, half extinct, one while 
they have an extraordinary Flafh, another while they lye quiet, and 
dye, as it were, till the Burning fpreading it felf/ the Flame breaks 
forth every where. ) 

2. A.Pain inthe Head and Loyns is {o peculiar a fign in this Atfect 
that it alone, in a continual Fever, fignifies an imminent Small-Pox 3 
the Caule of which, is vulgarly imputed to the great Veflels being ve- 
ry much extended by the Effervefcence of the Blood; tho it does not, 
appear why the fame Pain fhould not be as well caufed in other Parts, 
by reafon of the like Extenfion of the Veffels, and why thofe kinds 
of Pains are rife in the Small-Pox,rather than in the Cav/on,ér other 
Fevers, where the Blood boyls more. ' Again,you may obferve, that 
mighty Pains are preffing, fometimés in the Head, fometimes in the 
Brains, when,the Blood not being turgid,the Veffels are not enlarg d, 
VY. 
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Viz. in the beginning of the Difeafe, when the Feverith Diftempera- 
ture isnot yet confpicuous: while the Difeas’d are yet walking a- 
broad,and havea good Stomach,the imminent Small Pox firft difco- 
vers it felf by thefe Pains 5 wheréfore, it feems that the Gaufe of thefe 
kinds of Pains fubfift rather in the Gents Nervofum;to wit,that thofe 
Pains arife in thé Brain, and fpinal Marrow, by reafon of the Mem- 
branes and Nervous Parts being twitch’d by the Particles of the Ve~ 
nom ; for itis likely that the innate Seeds of the Small Pox are 
chiefly ftored vip in the Spermatick Parts, and that the firft Contagi- 
on of the Miafm for the moft part feifes the Animal Spirits : hence 
the firft Effervefcence israifed in the Juice wherewith the Brain and 

Nervous Parts, but efpecially the fpinal Marrow, are irrigated ; and 

thence the taint is communicated to the Mafs of Blood ¢ wherefore, 
in the beginning of this Difeafe, the Head and Loins are prefs’d with 

a violent Pain ; afterward,the Venom being convey’d into the Blood; 

the feverifh Effervefcence is rais’d in the whole. 

3. A great Irkfomnefs and Reftleffnefs,and fometimes a Swooning, 
infeft the Difeafed, to wit, by reafon of the Motion of the Blood be- 
ing troubled, and its even mixture being begun to be diffulv'd by the 
venemous Ferment, the Blood being hence apt to ftagnate;and to be’ 
letted inits Circulation, caufes the Affects even now mentioned. 

4. A violent Vomiting, even when the Stomach is free from an im- 
pure Mafs of Humors, very often accompanies this Affect ; the Rea- 
fon of which is, becaufe the Fermentative Seeds being put in motion; 
are depofed in the little Arteries which open into the Tunieles of the 
Ventricle, upon each Appulfe of the Blood, and raifea Vomiting 
ever as the Particles of Antimony fwallowed down: but afterward, 
affoon as a Sweat being procur’d, the Venom is driven outward, 
this Symptom ceafes, and the Difeafed are well in their Stomach, 
without any purging forth of offenfiye matter. 

§. To thefe may be added the Symptoms, which, according to 
the various Difpofitions of Bodies,happen after a various manner; as 
are, a great Sleepine(s, Frights in the Sleep, Deliriums, Tremblings, 
and Convulfions, a Sneezing, Heat, Rednefs, -a fenfe Of pricking in 
the whole Body, involuntary Weeping, a fparkling and itching of 

the Kyes, a {welling of the Face, a Vehemency of Symptomis from 
the beginning’ that’ the Difeafe-feems prefently to have reached 
its height, 9c. | 

2. Asto the Prognoffick of this Difeafe, it is indicated either to 
be fafe, or mortal, or doubtful, by fupervenient Signs. 

1. Things teem to be in fafety when this Affect has benign Circum- 
{tances ; to wit, when it happensin a good Coniiitution of the Air, 
and of the Year, at a time that the Small Pox isnot Malignant and 
Peftiletit ; alfo thereis le(s danger if it happens in Childliood, or In- 
fancy, if in a fanguine Temperament, anda good habit of Body, ifi€ 

Lil} chances 
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chances.in a Family to Whofe Predeceffors the Small Pox has, not 
been mortal « moreover,if in the whole Courfe of the Difeafe lauda- 
ble Symptoms happen ; if at the firft Invafion there be a gentle Fe- 
ver without a violent Vomiting, a Swooning, a Delirium, or other 
horrible Affects; if, about the fourth day, the Fever with the moft 
preffing Symptoms are appeafed, and then fome red Spots begin to 
appear 3 if the fecond day of their coming forth, a great many more 
of thofe red. Spots are con{picuous, which afterward grow by de- 
grees into Pufhes, and are ripened into a Paws 5 if about the tenth 
day, more or lefs, after the Eruption, the white Pufhes begin to 
grow hard, and afterward to fall off by little and little 5 if after the 
time of their firft breaking forth the Small Pox are foft, feparate 
from each other, few, round, raifed at the Top, poffefling only 
the Skin, and not the inward Part, we may prefume the cale of the 
Difeafed to be in a good State. 

2. The Phoenomena, which;in the Small Pox fignifie the Cafe to 
be fufpected and full of Danger, are thefe ; if there be a Malignant 
Conftitution of the Air, that this Difeafe is become .peftilent, and 
many have died of it; if Perfons well grown in. Years are feifed with 
it, if it chances in a cold and melancholick Temperament, or ina 
fouland cacochymical Body, where the Blood is neither readily cir- 
culated,nor Perfpiration duly perform dor if the Hypochondres. or 
Precordia are obftructed, any Vifcera inficm,or affected with an Ul- 
cer 5 or if the Habit of the Body be too grofs,the Small Pox doesnot 
happen without great danger of Life: Nor is it lefs to be fear’d,when 
prefently at the beginning a mighty Fever, a violent. Vomiting, a 
Swooning,a Dejc ction of Strength, a Frenxy,or Delirium, affail Per- 
fons, and give not over when the Small Pox are fully. broken forth; 
for thefe things fignifie an over-great Perturbation in the Blood and 
Humors, asalfoa Confufion and Contumacy of the mortifying Mat- 


ter, which can neither be fubdued, nor eafily feparated, or evenly ex- - 


truded from the Mafs of Blood; if there be an Irkfomnefs, and a 
great Reltlefinefs, witha diforderly E flervefcence, and Ebullation of 
the Humors 5 or ifa mighty Thirft,and a difficulty of Breathing, alfo 
a Looinefs,or Dyfentery,they fhew that Tranfpiration is letted, and 
that the Malignant Humorsreftagnate toward the inward Parts. The 
Small Pox breaking forth flowly argue the Crudity and Unrulinefs of 
the Matter,and the Impotency of Nature : much more, when double 
and confluent, do they fhew that there is an excefsin quantity, and 
a Confufion,alfo a diforderly and irregular Expulfion of that matter, 
fince it is not caft forth at determinate Pores or places of Vent, but 
indifferently on every fide, Small Pox which are hard fignifie the In- 
coctibility of the faid Matter, and if flat, the weak Expulfion of it, 
and they are by fo much the worfe if black Spots appear in midft of 
them ; or if fuch Spots as are familiar in a Parple or Peftilential 
Fever, 
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Fever.are mix’d with the Small Pox, they fhew a mighty Malignity 
and Gotten tion of the Blood, fuch indeed, as is found in the Plague. 
Finally, black livid,or green Small Pox,threaten ill ; becaufe, befides 
the Coagulations of the Blood, they argue its Mortifications and 
Corruptions,as in a Gangrene, or peftilent Carbuncle: if when the 
$mall Pox are come forth, they prefently wither, and the {welling of 
the Parts remits.it indicates the Recefs of the malignant Matter, or 
of the Blood congeal’d with the Venom,and its Reftagnation toward 
the inward Parts 3 whence unlefs, upon raifing a free Diaphorefis, 
it be again fent forth, afudden Death for the moft part enfues: for 
hence the Blood being more coagulated, falls into Corruption, and 
is apt to be letted in its Motion, and to ftagnate in the Heart and 
Veffels. If after the Eruption of the Small Pox,a Loofnefs,or Haemor- 
rhagie fupervenes,it forefhews ill, becaufe by this means the Venom, 
driven outward, is again call’d in; though I have obferv’d, that 
thefe Symptoms have fometimes hapned with a great Relief to the 
Difeas’d ; to wit, Nature being before loaded and oppreft, is eas’ 
by this means, part of the Burthen, asit were, being withdrawn, 
wherefore fhe fets upon the Work of Tranfpiration, and more rea- 
dily difpatches the Expulfion of the offenfive matter, 

As to what concerns the Cure, fince the Courfe of this Difeafe has 
three Seafons, like fo many Stages asit were, diftinct from each o- 
thersthe curative Intentions ought alfo to be accommodated to each 
of thefe 3 wherefore, the Theraputiclk Method concerning the Small 
Pox, teaches firft what is to be done aslong as the Blood boys in- 
wardly,and ferments by the Motion of the Fermentative Matter, and 
the Smal! Pox do not yet appear ; which Period for the moft part is 
wont to be ended in four or five Days. Secondly, what form of Diet 
and Phyfick ought to be ordered, from the tine of the Eruption of 
the Small Pox to the height of the Difeafe,to wit, till the Puthes are 
come to their height, and being fully fuppurated, begin to wither, 
Thirdly, and laftly, what we ought to obferve in. the Declination of 
the Difeafe, till the’Sitiall Pox, being dryed, fall clean off. 

‘7, As tothe firft, the Intention muft be, that.we remove all Ime 
pediments of Nature, whereby the Blood being defiled with the Fer- 
ment of the Small Pox, and apt to be coagulated, may retain ftill 
its even Motion inthe Heart and Veflels, without Stagnation, and 
that fermenting it may expell forth the Portions congeal'd with the 
Venom: mean while, a Caution mutt be had, that the work of Fer- 
mentation, or Effervefcence, be neither any ways check’d, nor too 
much Irritated for by this the Mafs of Blood is fore’d into congeal'd 
Portions more than it ought, and by the other it is reftrain’d too 
much in notion, norare the venemous Particles fent away forth 
with the congealed Blood. Nature is wont to be hindred from the 
work of Secretion and Expulfion,by a toa great heap of Excrements 
Lille | 10 
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in thé Vifcefa, or by ah over-abounding of Blood in the Veffelss - 


wherefore prefently, at the firft Invafion of the Difeafe, we muft en- 
deavour that an Evacuation by Vomit, or Seige, if need be, be feafo- 
nably procur’d ; we-muft ufe only mild and gentle Medicines; thatis, 
which-do not irritate, or trouble the -Humors 3 wherefore, at this 
time, fometimes Emericks, Purges, or Clyfters, thefe one while, a- 
nother while thofe have place 3. opening a Vein alfo, if theré’ be’ a 
Plenitude, is ufed with good Succefs. During this Effervefcence of 
the Blood, let athin, and moderately cooling Diet, be ordered 3:to 
wit, of Gat and Barley Meats,Poffet-drink,Small-Ale, and the like; 
let Flefh, and Broaths made of it, be avoided, with which the Blood, 
by reafon of their too great ftore of fulphureous Fuel, is too much 
kindled 5 alfo cold and all acidthings, do hurt, for thefe congéal 
the Blood more, and contract the Mouths of the Veffels by Aftricti- 
on, that the Small Pox do not break forth freely : alfolet-hot and 


cordial things be cautioufly given, for by thefe the Blood and Hn- } 


mors are too much ftirred, and put in Gonfufion. | 

2. When the Smail Pox begin to appear, there are three things 
which we order conitantly to’be done to all Sick Perfons ; to wit, 
that a mild and gentle Diaphorefis be always.continued in the Mafs 
of Blood; alfo that the Throat ‘and Eyes be preferved from the too 
great Eruption of the Small Pox;that the Blood gently boyling may 
push forth the Small Pox ; Decoctions of Figs,of the Flowers of Ma- 
rigolds,and of the Shavings.of lvory, im Poffet-Drink, are vulgarly 
preifcribed,and their ufehas grown'rife fora Jong time,almoft among 
all Perfons. For the fame intent, wg ate. wont to give moderate 
Cordials divers times in a day, but:let fuch as are hot and {trong be 
diligently avoided: Purging and Bleeding are here cenfur’d, and 
though the Pretext of neceffity may prefs for. them, Phyficians 
icarce dare ple them forfear of incurring a Blame,For a Guard -to the 
Parts of the Gullet and Throat, we are wont to faften outwardly a 
Chin-{tay with Saffron fewen in, and dipt in Womans Milk;for thefe, 
by opening the Pores, draw the Venom from the inward part of the 
4hroat,outward:alfo,for this, purpofe we give Gatgarifms,and things 
to wafh the Mouth,which by their reftrictive Force reprefs the Small 
Pox ready to break forthinwardly. We fortifie the Eyes from theIn- 
curfions of the Small Pox by Epithemes of Rofe-water} Womans 
Milk,Saffron,and the like frequently iterated : Befides thele, certain 
horrible Symptoms are fometimes prefling, which we mufteafona- 
bly obviate with fit Remedies : lometiimes there are Watehings, a 
Frenxy,Hxmorrhagies,Vomitings,Loofnefles,Fallings in of the Small 
Pox. A prudent Phyfician knows how to provide again{t all thefe, 
and any others whatfoever,as occafion requires 3 in which, neverthe= 
lefs,' there isneed of great Caution, left while We take care of imal} 
things, ¢h6 great Work of Nature be difturb’d through the over; 
bh ets : : ? . great 
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ereat difquieting of Phyfick : for, during all this time, there is one 
continued Crifis ; wherefore nothing is to be mov’d rathly. Thereis 
required. avery great Care and Circum(pec¢tion both in the Phyfi- 
cian and Attendants,when this Difeafe is in its height ; to wit, That 
when the Small Pox are fully broken forth, and raifed to their great- 
eft heighth, they do not hinder Tranfpiration; for then the Dif- 
eafed are in danger of having their’ Fever renewed, and of the Re= 
ftagnation of the Malignant Matter inward; of which, while we 
endeavour to preyent.either, we often caufe the other. 

3. When the Difeafe isin its Declination,and the Small Pox begin 
to:wither away, and to grow hard, the Cafe for the moft partis out 
of danger, nor has.a Phyfician much to doz let the Difeas’d, though 
growing very hungary, ftill be content with a thin Diet, without 
Meat : if the Pox are flow in falling off, we are wont to haften their 
Fall with Liniments and Epithemes, by which they are prevented 
from Pitting much.., After that the Difeafed, the Small Pox being 
wholly fallen away, is able to arife from his Bed, and to walk in his 
Chamber : a Purge being repeated twice or thrice, let the Filth, 
and excrementitious Matter left in the Vifcera,and Blood, be carried 
_ Off, and afterward he, may be permitted a more free Diet. 

The Meafles are.fo allied to the Small Pox, that amongft moft 
Authors, they have not deferved to be treated of apart from them ; 
but the Affects of both are deliver’d after the like Manner and Me- 
thod together. The Effence and Cure differ as to more or lefs, or at 
leaftwife accidentally ; becaufe in the Meafles the Pufhes are not fo 
much raifedin height, nor are they fuppurated: wherefore the 
Difeafe ends fooner,‘and with lels danger, This Affect is wont often- 
times to reign among Children, but feldom feifesfuch as are grown 
in Years, or old People 5: alfo thofe whio have had the Small Pox be- 
fore,are not afterward obnoxious to the Meafles,but in moft they. are 
allied Affects ; to wit, the Taint contracted from the Womb 
difpofes Men alone, all:Men, and that but once to the Mea- 
fles : a malignant Conftitution of the Air, and fometimes Sur- 
feiting, but moft commonly Contagion, are wont to draw into Act 
the latent Difpofition, There are Marks of Malignity, and the Dif- 
eafe often becomes Epidemical, with a Mortality, and Conta 
9ion. 

e To give you the thing in fhort ; it feems that the Meafles are a cer- 
tain light Efflorefcence.of an extraneous Ferment, contracted froin 
the Womb 5 whereby. fome, Particles, being dtir’d to motion, caufe 
the Blood to boyl gently, ;and.to be alittle coagulated : wherefore, 
the Pimples thence brought forth, are blown off. by Evaporation, 
without a breaking of the Skin... But.the Small Pox are a:more full 
and {trong Agitation of the fame Ferment, and in all its Particles, 
Which caufing a greater Ebullition and Coagulation. of the Blood 
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produces a great nany more Pufhes, and thofe greater in bulk, and 


not diffulvable without Suppuration. When the Small Pox precede, 


there follows not only an Immunity afterward from the fame Affect, 
but for thé moft part from the Meafles alfo. The Meafles becaule they 
tonfume only a few Particles of the Ferment,leave ftill a Difpofition 
to the Small Pox; wherefore, old Perfons, or fuch as are grown in 
years, are not fo readily infected with ‘the Meafles, becaufe having 
been before infected with the Small Pox, they are freed from the 
Contagion ; or their Spirits being robuft, eafily refiit the light Miafm 
of this Affect. , 

Of the great number of Stories-and Obfervations relating to Per- 
fons troubled with the Small Pox, I fhall in this place propofe only 
a few Cafes, and thofe remarkable for certain Irregularities. 


It is a ufual thing to treat all Perfons,affeCted with the Small Pox, - 


with the like, or wholly the fame method of Healing, and form of 
Diet ; wherefore a Phyfician is feldom call’d to the Vulgar, but the 
Bufinefsis wholly committed to certain Women-Tenders,who boaft 
that they know this Practice beyond all others ; and thofe ate wont 
to boy! Mavygold Fiowers, and Shavings of Harts-horn, and fome- 
times Figsin the Broaths, and-any otne: Liquors'to betaken by the 
Difeas’d,and to give at Night a Bolus of Dia/cordsum: tuch as donot 
recover by fuch a Management,are declared not to be neglected, but 
that they are incurable through the violence of the Difeafe. But that 
this kind of Practife does not equally agree to all, nor is to be us’d 
to all indifferently, the two following Relations plainly thew. 

A Young-man about twenty Years of Age, of a thin Body,and hot 
Temperament, began tobe feverith in the beginning of the Spring $ 
in the fitit days violent Vomiting:,an Oppreffion of the Heart, fre- 
quent Changes of a burning and cold Shivering, a Painin the Loins, 
a Perturbation of the Fancy, and Watchings, infefted him : On the 
third day the Small Pox appearing thofeSy mptomis remitted,though 
the Fever {till continued with a Thirft and Heat. To this Perfon,not 
only the Decoctions ufual in this Difeafe.but Juleps alfo,neatly pre- 
par'd with a grateful Tafte, were fo naufeous and offenfive, that he 
could not fo much as fp of them without great loathing ¢as often as 
he took at Night Diafcordium, or any other temperate Cordial, 
though in a {mall quantity,for continuing a Tranfpiration, he pafied 
the Night following without Sleep, and with a great toffing of the 
Body, and in the Morning he had an Hamorrhagie, which hapning 
once, and then a fecond time through this Occafion, after that the 
Small Pox were fully broleen forth,thewell-doing of the Difeas'd was 
mightily endanger’d ; wherefore,when I had found by Experience, 
that the Blood of this Perfon was apt to’ boyl immioderately upon a 
light [rritation, f ordered this Method,aecording as the Occafion re- 
quired ; All Phyfick whatleever being laid afide,for quenching Thirft 

he 
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he took fimall Ale,and a fimple Almond Drink at Pleafure : His Food, 
becaufe he refus’d all Oat and Barley Broaths, was only Apples boy!'d 
to.a Tendernefs,and then {cafon'd with Sugar and Rote-water, which 
he eat at fome certain timesin the Day. Nature,content with this thin 
Diet, and feeming to be difturbed by any other whatioever, per 
form’d her. work fucce(sfully, that the Diieafed recovered without 
any fore Symptom afterwardy the Small Pox ripening by, Degrees, 
and then falling off of their own accord, 

In the midft of Aveumn of the laft Year, anoble Youth, having a 
fharp Blood, and being obnoxious to a trequent Bleeding at the Nofe, 
fell fick, of the Smali Pox; his, Blood naturally boyI'd immoderately, 
that the Pufhes brake forth extream thick a!l over his Body 2 in this 
Peifon,Whey with Marygold Flowers. and other things ufually boyd 
in it,alfo Juleps, or any, Cordials (though temperate) gently promote 
ing a Tranfpiration,did moft certainly raile a Flux of Blood ; where- 
fore I ordered him a like way of Diet as to the Difeafed before menti« 
on’d, by which indeed he was better:however, in the very height of 
the Difeafe, (when,the Small Pox being fully broke forth, the Fever is 
wont to be renewed in all Perfons by reafon of a difficult Tranfpiratis 
on)this fick Perfon fell into.a copious Hamorrhagie;that after alarge 
Profufion. of Blood the Small Pox began tobe flaccid ; after that a 
great many Remedies.for ftopping Blood were tryedin vainzat length 
upon hanging a Bag about his Neck (in which was a Toad dryed: in 
the Sun and pounded )-he ficft of all,arid immediately,found cafe; for 
the Hemorrhagie being hereby pre‘ently appeafed,and not returning 
afterward, ( he con(tantiy. wearing thenceforward this Epitheme in 
his Bofom)our fick Perfon ufing always.a moft thin and cooling Diet, 
grew perfectly well:that it may, really feem to be manifeft hence,that 
though the Blood in this Affect. be mighty apt to coagulate, yet. as 
long as the Vital Spirits are ftrong and robutt enough,and have a £0- 
verning Power,relying on their own Strength, by a certain prudent 
Difcretion as it were, they. excellently feparate and fend forth the 
congealed Portions of the Blood;and this Work is mightily difturbed 
when the fame Spirits are too much irritated, and:fore dinto a Con; 
' fufion by hot Cordials,or.a hot Diet. But in the Plagueit happens 
otherwife ; for, in this, if delay be granted,the Spirits themfelves are 
prefently deftroyed by the Venom: wherefore, here we muft pre< 
fently fight with.open War 5 whereas, in the Small Poxa: Phyfician 
rather reftores things by protracting time. 3 16 

Concerning letting Blood juft upon the coming forth of the Small 
Pox, it is greatly. doubted. Formerly, among our Country- men, this 
thing was ftil’d facredsnor was Blooding wont to be admitted undee 
any pretext of Neceflity : but of late it is proved by Experience,that 
it is altogether ufeful and neceffary to let Blood in fome Cafes;which 
Evacuation, neverthelefs, if it be ufed indifferently in any Con- 
ftitution, 
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{titution, or be done in foo large a quantity, when thereis need of 
it, great Damages often enfue thereby. fei 

Some years fince, I went to fee a Young-woman of Quality, ofa 
florid Countenance, and a hot Temperament, who was fallen very 
feverith after the fourth Month of her being with Child : fhe -was 
prefs’d with a violent Vomiting, a fierce Pain in the Loins, and alfo 
with a moft intenfe Heat and Drought: Her Pulfe was very quick, 
With a ftrong and vehement Vibration : though the Small Pox. no 
where reign d in that place, neverthelefs, thofe Symptoms of that Af 
fect gave us no {mail fufpicion of them. Beit how it would, the! ve« 
ry immoderate Effervefcence of the Blood “indicated, that fome 
ought'to be taken away : wherefore, I prefently took about fiz Oun- 
ces; thereupon the Heat fomewhat remitted, though the Vomiting 
{till continued, with the violent Pain in the Loins. At the time of Her 
going to reft, I gave her a Cordial Bolus with half a Grain: of ‘our 
Laudanum, whence a quiet Sleep, with a’ mild Sweat, and an ap- 
peafing of all Symptoms, enfued.. The next Morning the “Small 
Pox brake forth, which, though the Difeafed had very thick, yet 
without any dangerous Illnefs, or fear of Abortion, fhe recover‘d, 
and perfectly compleated her Child-bearing. 

In the laft Atumn, arobuft Man, of an Athletick Habit of Body, 
though ofa pale Countenance, f and a cold’ Temperament, fellintoa 
Fever. On the fecond day he was tormented with a Heat“and‘a 
Drought, and a moft violent Pain in the Loins; when it was ordered 
that he fhould be let Blood in a fall Quantity,a Quack Chyrurgion 
being called, he took from him almofta‘pound and a halfja'little af= 
ter,the Dilcafed began to fall allinto a’ cold Sweat, and his Strength 
failing on a fudden,to be feifed with a Shivering, a weak and uneven 
Pulfe, anda frequent Fainting : being called at this time,’ I ordered 
him temperate Cordials to be taken frequently: then upon the refto- 
ring of his Palfe and Spirits the Fever was'renewed,which afterward 
held the Difeafed for many Days, nay Weeks, ‘after very irregular 
manner for he was wont, for three or four days,to be very hotjalfo 
to be infelted with Thirft, Watechings, a Head-ach,and other Symp- 


toms,afterward to fall into a copious,and_as it were, critical Sweat, — 


allover his whole Body, by which indeed, in halfia days time, he 
found himfelf better,though afterward the Fever renewing again, fire- 
quently heaped together a new Matter, fill to be blown off by a fe- 
cond,and afterward by athird Crifis.After that he had lay’n thus irre- 
wf TAIT ers Det od ok § : , 
gularly feve: ith for at leaft twenty days,at length the Small Pox broke 
forth here and therein each part of the Body,and then the Fever firtt 
began wholly to remit;tho within a few days, by reafon of errors ¢om- 
mitted in Diet,a great many Puthes fubfided again, a few only being 
brought to a Ripenefs : however, in the place‘of the fubfiding Small 
mabe eS PN meted ile abe? 7 » dive em > %° e ig 
Pox,a mighty Bubo grew behind the right Ear; which being _— 
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tated and broken within a fhort time, a preat ftore of Pwr fl wed 


forth for many Days; and fo at Jength, the Taints of the Blood 
hardly to be blows off other ways, were fent forth by degrées, and 


the Dileafed perfectly recovered his Health.

Cy Ho Aoi cs deay, 
Of Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 


7 Ulgar Experience abundantly teftifies, that the Fevers of Wo= 
men. in :Child-bed are very dangerous, above the Nature of cur 
common Fevers: Alfo it clearly appears from the Signs and Syme 
ptoms of them, duely confidered, that the (artic very much differ 
as fo their Effences,from a Synochus both Amplean pucrid: Where- 
fore I have thought it not amifs, after maligna t Fevers, to treat of 
the acute Difeafes of Women in Child-bed, as bein very much ale 
lied. to them by reafon of thei: Mortality. But before I thal! fet 
upon the Explication of the Affects themf-lves, we muit confider 
their Subjects, to wit, the Bodies of Women that bring forth 
Children, after what manner they are predifpofed, and with what 
Apparatus they become obnoxious to thofe kinds of Diieafes. 
Concerning this,it firft occurs, That to undergo a Flux of menftrue 
ous Blood belongs to Humane Kind,and that always to Women; con< 
cerning the Nature and Origine of which,it does not concern us here 
to enquire 5 but it may ‘uffice to note, that in therh the Particles of 
the Blood to be voided pe: iodically, are very fermentative, which, if 
they are retain’d in the Body beyond the ufual Cuftom of Nature, 
they oftentimes become the cau/e of many Sickneffes;ftill excepting, 
if the Woman has conceived with Child; for all the time of Childe 
bearing,the Menjes ftop without any great damage:And mean while, 
for the Nourifhment of the Fetus, Milk, ora nourifhable Humor is 
depofed in a great Plenty about the P/acenta of the Womb: But, af- 
ter Delivery,that long Suppreffion of the Men/es is recompencd by a 
- copious flowing of the Lochia,and the Milk, within three Days fpace, 
leaving wholly the Womb,flies plentifully into the Breafts; at which 
time, Child-bearing Women are wont to be fet upon by a finall Fevers 
And if the Milk be driven front the Breafts, it reftagnates again to= 
wards the Womb, and is voided forth together with the Lochia un- 
der the form of a whitifh Humor. Mean while,after Delivery, the 
Womb it felf undergoes various Affects ; for often its Tone is in jur’d, 
its Unity is diffolv’d, and a great many other Accidents are caufed, 
which render Women in Child-bed fubject to a dangerous Conditions 
Wherefore, that their acute Difeafes may be duely explicated, we 
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muft chiefly confider thefe three things; to wit, firft concerning 
the Nowfithment of the Fatw, or of the Generation of Milk, both 


an the Womb, and in the Breaft, and of its Metaftafis from either of 
them into the other. Secondly, of the Purgation of the Maternal 
Blood, or of the flowing of the Lochia after the Men(es being long 
fuppreft. Thirdly, of the State of the Womb after Delivery, and 
of its Influence on other parts of the Body. And thefe things being 
permitted, we fhall {peak of the Fevers of Women in Child-bed 5 
to wit, both the Lacteal, and that called Putrid, which, by rea- 
fon of its Mortality, deferves to be call’d Malignant. 

Firft, the Milk, and nutritive Humor,heap'd together in the Ute- 

rine Parts,for the Nourifhment of the Fetus, are by Nature alike,tho 
they. differ fomewhat in Confiftency: The Milk indeed is the thicker, 
becaule, being to be received inthe Mouth, it ought to be digefted 
+1 the Stomach, and afterwards its more tender Portion to be con- 
vey dinto the Mafs of Blood. The other nourifhable Humor is more 
thin, and like to diftilled Water of Milk, becaufe it’s immediately 
snfufed into the Blood of the Embryo,by the umbelical Veffels,with- 
out a previous Digefiion. Both Juices are thought to confift of the 
Chyle freth made in the Mothers Stomach: That which is depofed 
sn the Breaft is groffer and whiter, by reafon of the courfe Strainer, 
and its Coction in the greater Glands; it happens on the contrary in 
theWomb.where the Straining is clofer,and the Glands are very fmall. 
Now itis greatly difputed among Authors,by what Dudctus’s that Hu- 
mor is conveyed both into the Breaft, and into the Placenta of the 
Womb. Some fay that the Milk ts engendred only from the Blood 
freely concocted in the Glands, which neverthelefs does not feem 
probable, by reafon of the immenfe Spendings of the Milk which 
does not confalt with the Blood. Others affirm, That the’ Chyle, or 
Lackteal Humorsis conveyed immediately into both Receptacles from 
the Vifcera of Concoction through occult Paffages, without any Al- 
teration. But till thofe Dudtus’s appear, it feems more likely to 
me, that from the Food taken into the Mothers Stomach,a Portion 
of the Chyle thence made,is prefently abforbed into the Veins,which 
having gotten the Vehicle of the Blood, and being brought by the 
Arteries into the Glands deftinated here and there for receiving it 
before it is afimilated, and being feparated, is depos’d again from 
the Mafs of Blood. 

Secondly, as to what regards the Men/es,fuppreft during the time 
of being with Child, and the Lecbia plentifully flowing after Child- 
birth; we fay, That after the Foetus is conceived, the Men/fes are 
ftopt by Divine Appointment, becaufe their flowing often brings 


Abortion; and in regard the Veffels are emytied by a continual Ex 
Gidation of the nutritive Juice into the Parts of the Womb, the Mafs 


of Blood does not eafily arife into Furgefcencies to be appeafed by a 
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sionthly flowing. For the fame reafon, the Men/és, for the moft, 
are ftop’d as long as Women give fuck to Infants: Infome happily, 
endowed witha hot Blood,the Men/es flow both in the Time of their 
being with Child, and giving fuck ; but that is wont to happen bute 
rarely, and not without damage: Tho in the mean time the\Men/es, 
opt while Women are with Child, becaufe far lefs of the nutritive 
Humor at that Time is imployed fer Milk, deprave the Blood much 
more than the fame are wont when reitrained during the Time of 
giving fuck : Nay,from thofe being long fuppreft in the firft State, a 
venemous Taint, as it were,is communicated to the Mafs of Blood; 
which, unlefs it be purg’d off, prefently after Child-birth, by along 
flowing of the Lochia, it produces fore.and very malignant Affects; 
wherefore, to give my Opinion of the flowing Lechsa, Ifay, that 
that Haimorrhagie immediately proceeds from thofe Veffels being 
broken by which the Placenta fticks to the Womb, and that. by this 
way the Blood and excrementitious Humors, partly heap'd together 
about the Womb during the Time of being with Child, and partly 
flowing from the whole Mafs of Blood,are evacuated; to wit,whilft 
the Womb, firft{woll’n in a Bulk, falls prefently after Delivery, and 
is contracted into a lefs {pace, the Blood is copioufly exprefs’d from 
the Veffels that aré open init. And moreover, in as much-as du- 
ring the Suppreffion of the Menjes, the Mafs of Blood is imbued 
with very fermentative Particles, affoon as after Child-birth the 
Mouths of the Véffels are open, prefently, as tho a large flowing of 
the Men/es were at hand, the whole Blood ferments, even as new 
Wine in a Bottle opened, and endeavours to purge from it felf the 
extream fermentative Particles, by a flowing. of the Lochia, as it 
were, by an Efflorefcence; and therefore, befides the Blood,which 
in the firft Days, by reafon of the Veffels being newly opened, of- 
ten flows forth pure; afterwards very difcolored Ichors, to’ wit, li- 
vid, or green, and thofe very ftrinking, are voided forth, This 
kind of flowing is wont to continue for fourteen Days at leaft, nay, 
in fome,for a Month ; and if by reafon of any Errors it be ftopt be+ 
fore the Mafs of Blood be cleanfed enough by fuch an Efflorefcence ; 
prefently a very dangerous Fever, with a horrible Apparatus of 
Symptoms, is wont to be caufed. 

The third Confideration, previous to the Doctrine of the Fevers 
of Women in Child-bed,chiefly concerns the Wombit felf; to wit, 
how it’s affected after Child-birth,and what kind of Influence it has 
over other Parts of the Body. Asto the firft, there are two Acci- 
dents chiefly on which the acute Difeafes of Women in Child-bed 
much depend; firft, the fetling of the Womb, or the Reducement 
of it to its natural Site and Magnitude from the Bulk of Ingravida- 
tion: Secondly, A Solution of its Unity within its Cavity, by reafon 
of the Connexion ofthe Placenta being broken, When the Fatus 
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is depofed with its Envellopings prefently the fides of the Wombit 
felf;before greatly inlarged,fall toyether,and contract themfelves by 
degrees into a narrow {pace,by the help of the Fibres: By reafon of 


‘this kind of Contraction the Blood and Ichors are copiofly exprett 


from thé Veffels and Pores of the Womb,and are voided forth with 
the Lochia; but fometames it happens, by reafon of preternatural 
things contain’d in the Womb,as are a part of the Secondine,a Mola, 
Clots of Blood, c. even tho after'a laborious Delivery; a Contufion, 
or great Dilaleration happen, that the Womb does not duely con- 
tractit felt, but the Motion of the Fibres being inverted.afcends up- 
wards.andis raifed into a Lump ; alfo the Membranes being affected 
with'a*T witching, it is ftillaffaild with Tortures, astho the Throws 
of Child-birth were in being ;’which kind of Affects,if they continue 
for fome time, by reafon of the Orifice of the Womb being conftrin+ 
ged with a convulfive Motion,the Lochiaalfo are often ftop’d: Hence 
fevere Symptoms enfue 3 and oftentimes it happens, that a Fever ei- 
ther thereby is firft raifed, or being induc’d by fome other eaufe, is 
reridred far miore dangerous, Secondly,as to the Unity diffolv’d by 
the Placenes being broken, it happens either at the due Time of De- 
livery,or when it is precipitated and over-hafty3 and then the Secon- 
dine is thrown out entire,or being broken,part of it being left behind, 
it comes away,as it were,at halfs. Ifa Child-birth happens at the juft 
timeand the ‘Fetus falls away intire,and without Violence, from the 
Cavity of the Womb, with its Evellopings,as‘ripe Fruit from a Tree, 
the Mouths of the Veffcls are fomewhat opened,that the Lochsa flow 
moderately ;’/and hence no-fevere Symptom tsfeared.. But if the 
Fetus, not yet‘ripe tor Delivery, be tourn away,as it were,by force, 
tho the Placenta, with the Membranes, are tourn away entirely,yet the 
Veffels being broken, a great Heemorrhagie,and at length the Mouths 
of the Veffels glecting forth a ftinking Ichor, an uleerous Difpofition 
enfues. ‘And if part of the Secondine or the whole. fticks to the fides 
of the Womb after Delivery,and there putrifies, they gleet forth very 
ftinking Ichorsjand caufe:mifchievous Affe&ts: Oftentimes the Oris 
fice of the Womb is fhut,and retains within Clots of Blood,and pieces 
of Membranes or Flefh; which putrifying through Heat,poyfon the 
Blood, and Humors flowing thither by Circulation from the whole 
Body, and by a troublefome Iivitation ftir the Parts of the Womb, 
which are very fenfible, into Contrractions. 

Since therefore, atter Child-birth, an Injury. is brought onthe 
Womb after the forefaid Manners, the fame {s foon ¢ommunicated 
to the other Parts, not without a Diiturbance to the whole Body; 
which is ufually done in a double Refpect ; for firft, this happens, 
becaufe the Lochia, hindred from being voided forth, prefently res 
{tagnate into the Mals of Blood, and defile it with a fort of virulent 
Mia(m:  Moreover,from the Contents putrifying in the Womb,either 
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the Subftance it {elf of the Ichor,or the Particles departing from the 
cadaverous thing, are mix’d with the Blood and nervous Juice, paf- 
fing through them,and in a fhort time infect their whole Liquore. 


Secondly, Hyfterick Affects are extended far and near by reafon of 


the mighty accord there is betwixt the Womb and the Brain, 
with the Fibres'and Membranes of the whole Body, by the means 
of the Convey nee of the Nerves: For -when the extremities 
of the Nerves plac’d about the Uterine Parts are driven into C: amps 
and Convulfions by reafon of the prelcence of the offenfive Huy ior, 
the Convulfions there entred upon,prefently being conveyed upward 
by the Effo: ts and Coarctations ot theNerves.cre: p toward the Braine 
And toit happens that the Vi‘cera are fucceflively putt up, and vio. 
lently convuls’d} and at length that the Brain it felr is {truck with it, 
and that its FunChons are overwhelmed.as it were? Hence. upon con- 
vulfive Motions began about the Wemb,a puffing up of the Belly and 
Hy pochondres,a rumbling there,a Vomiting,a Belc hing,a ftraitnefs of 
the Preecordia,and a difficult Breathitig,a {enie of Choaking,and often 
aStupor,and a lofs of Speech,or at leaft fome of thefe are caufed: Nor 
does the Tragedy wholly ceate fo, but the Brain being alfo offended 
by theicontinuation of the Affect, the Injury.is retorted thence on the 
other Parts, thatoften the whole: Genus Nervofumis fore’d into Irre= 
gularities of Motions<:For what 1s vulgarly {aid to be done by Vapors, 
and the « ffect,which creeping from below upward is called an afcent 
of Vapors;is nothing elfe,butthe parts of the Membranes and nervous 
Ductus's fore’d {ucceffively into Contractions. . Moreover, in thefe 
kindsof Affects, the inward action )does nat always begin, or is firft 
felt im that Region or Place, where the Injury is inflicted, nor do the 
Paflions which are {aid to.be:hy{ierical,only proceed from theWomb; 
for fometimes the difturbance is brought immediately on the Brain, 
buf-the Cramps and ContraCtions begin in the extream parts, and 
fometimes the extremities of the Nerves are-twiched fomewhere in 
the Vifcera,: fuppofe the Stomach,Spleen, Reigns,are lefs than in the 
Womb; in which Irregularities arifing,are continued in the neigh- 
bouring Parts, and then¢e into: the Brain: From which again Gon- 
vulfions:are reflected-unto other Parts, andoften into the whole 
Body: That the thing is fo in Women in Child-bedjand others that 
have Fevers, I have often obferv'd: To wit, fome-by reafon of the 
Womb being ill affected,and others by reafon of the febrile Matter 
fix'd.in the Brain: bya. critical Metaftafis fall'into Paffions in a man- 
nér hy fterical :) And'thefe things being duely confidered concerning 
the Apparatus previous to the Fevers of Women in Child-bed,we need 
not {tay here longer,only it may be obferved that the Bodies of Wo= 
men in’ Child- bed ( efpecially thofe which are weak.and of a tender 
Conftitution ) are very much debilitated after a laborious and diffi- 


cult delivery, fo that by reafon of this fole occafion they eafily fall 
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‘ato feverifh Ditempers, and being caufed this or another way, they 
bear them ill; now next let us {peak of the Fevers themfelves, with 
which Women in Child-bed are wont to be troubled < Of which 
Affects, three kinds,as it were,are vulgarly inftanced, viz. the LaGeal 
Fever, the Putrid; or of that kind which is mark’d by fome bor- 
rowed Symptoms, as efpecially the Pleursfie, the Quinfte, or the 
Swsall-Pox, of which ‘we fhall {peak in order. 


The Laéleal Fever. 


Am of Opinion, That the milky Chyme made of the Aliments in 
“the Vifcera, and thence mixt with the Blood fora nutritive Juice, 
is again prefently feparated, for the greateft part, from its Mafs, by 
the help of the Glands in the Womb, or in the Breafts, even as the 
Serum isin the Reins; that it might afford Nourifhment to the Foes 
tus either in the Mothers Belly,or carried in her Arms. During the 
time of being with Child,tho the greateft part of it bederivedto the 
Womb.yet in the laft Months, little of it is depos’din the Breafts,but 
about the third or fourth Day after Child-birth,the Milk is carried to 
the Breafts more plentifully, and, as it were, witha certain Impetus, 
that it foon fills them'to.a Tenfion, and begins to load them. — At 
this time Women delivered (tho not all, yet moft) are wont to be af. 
feed with a feverifh Diftemperature, a Thirft, Heat, and Reftleff- 
ne(s of the whole Body: They complain of a fad Pain in the Back and 
Shoulders, of a fulnefs of the Breafts, anda burning, and, unlefs the 
Milk be diligently drawn from thence, being heap'd together too 
finch: it often caufes an Inflammation with a following ‘Abj{cefs in 
the Breatts: This Fever, (othe Lochiapafs as they ought, feldom laft 
above three Days, but about that time, a copious Sweat fpontaneoul: 
ly-arifing, is wont to be appeas’d: Yet this Diftemperature raifed by 
thecoming of the Milk, is fomewhat intended, and ftays longer, if 
at any time'the Milk being freely entred into the Breafts, be not 
drawn away, but be again repell'd thence 5 for upon its departure, 
even as upon its coming,. a perturbation is wont to happenin the 
whole Body, with a Thirft and Heat; which alfo moft certainly 
comes'to pafs, if that happens to be violently driven ‘away with re- 
pelling Topicks > But being driven from the Breaft by their help, or 
departing thence of its own accord, it is voided with the Lochia in 
the form of a whitifh Humor, and a Sweat, or a full perfpiration 
exterminates the reliques of the Difeafe. But if by this kind of Di- 
ftemperature , being cau‘ed by reafon of the commotion of the 
Milk, the Locbia are ftopt, or Errors in Diet are committed,-or 
fome evident caufe happens, fo that the effervefcence of the Blood 
beintended, often the Laéeal Fever, joyning to it worle Symptoms, 
turns to a Patrid or Malignant. : : 
: The 
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The Cure of this Fever is committed wholly to Nature, and ag 
jong as the Lochza are as they ought, it paffes off for the moft part 
will enough without any phyfical Help:For after an effervefcence of 
the Blood,carryed on for three or four Days;either a copious Sweat, 
or a free Tranfpiratious, refolves this Affect : To wit.either the Par- 
ticles of the lacteal Humor, degenerated in aflimilating, or the aduft 
Recrements remaining after the Deflagration of the Blood, or both 
of them together adminiftring a Fuel to the Fever, are (ubdued by 
degrees, and evaporated torth, which being fent forth, the Blood 
being becoine free from its extraneous Mixture, foon recovers its 
former ftate, tho in the mean while fome vulgar Rules concerning 
the’admi(ffion of the Milk, ‘or-the driving away of the fame from the 
Breafts; are wont to-be obferved. If the Milk f{prings into the 
Breafts in too great a plenty, then to prevent their Inflammation, 
and an immoderate effervefcence of the Blood, let the Diet be thin 
and fpare, vsz.of Broth without Flefh, andinafmall quantity: Al- 
fo let the Breafts be emptied by a frequent fucking: If it be not 
convenient for the Mother to give the Infant fuck, it is ufual on'the 
firft, or third Day after delivery, to cover over ail the Breafts with 
gently aftringent Cere-cloths, as with the red Lead Plaifter,@9¢, For 
fo the fpungy Subftance of the Glands is fomewhat conftring’d, 
whereby they do not fo readily receive the lacteous Humor flow- 
ing'thither, tho this kind of Remedy ought to be eautioufly us’d, 
left if the Milk be wholly excluded, or be driven away from the 
Breafts too much in a croud, prefently reftagnating into the Blood, 
it caufes a diforder of the fame; asa forerunner of a putrid or ma- 
lignant Fever: Of which we muft {peak next. 


The Putrid Fevers of Women in Child-bed, 


Omen in Child-bed, through the taint of their ill-affec&ed 
Body, as tho they were ftruck with the Contagion of a pe- 


ftilential Air, are found to be extreamly obnoxious to a Putrid orra- | 


ther Malignant Fever, tho all do not equally receive the taint of this 
Difeafe; for poor Women, Hirelings, Rufticks, and others us’d to 
hard Labours, alfo Viragoes, and Whores, who are clandeftinely de- 
livered, bring forth without great difficulty, and in a fhort time af~ 
ter, rifing from their Bed, return to their wonted Labours: But 
Women that are rich, tender, and beautiful, and many living a fe- 
dentary Life, as tho they partak’d of the Divine ’Curfe after a more 
fevere manner, bring forth in Pain, and prefently after their delivery, 
lye in an unealy’and dangerous condition: The reafon of which 
feems to lye in this, that thofe that ufe much exercife, continually 
exagitate, and eventilate the Blood, and therefore after the Menfes 
are ttopt, heap together fewer Mialms for the matter of the Difeates 
Mores 
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Moreover, labouring and active Women, having the nerwors Parts 
more firm.are lefs f{abje¢t to convulfive Motions, and the Atf @s val: 
garly called hyfterical: On the contrary ,in nice Women,and fuch ag 
live idly during the time of their being with Child,the Mafs of Blood 
becomes impure and fermentative : Moreover, becaufe they have the 
Brain and the Syftem of the Nerves tender and weal, upon any light 
occafion they undergo Diftractions of the animal Spirits, and difor- 
derly Motions of thenervous Parts: And here it isto be noted by the 
by,that Women, before Men, and fome of that Sex before others, are 
troubled with the Affects called hyfterical, not fo much by reafon of 
the fault of the Womb it felf, but by veafon of the weaker Conftitu- 
tions of the Brain and genus Nervofum: For in’ Perfons fo affected, 
Paffions of Anger,Fear,Sadnefs; alfo all vehement or ftrong Objects 
eafily pervert the Crafes or Functions of thofe parts,which when they 
have been once injur’d,they afterward in a manner always accuftom 
themfelves to the fame Irregularities. But to return whence we made 
a Digreffion: The Fever even now mentioned is wont to infeft Wo- 
men in Ghild-bed at various times, and for divers Occafions; fome=- 
times it arifes prefently after delivery,efpecially if it hasbeen difficult 
and laborious,fometimes the fecond,third, or fourth Week ; tho the 
later it begins, the fafer it is wont tobe; the Type of that effect pal- 
{es after this manner: After a previous Indifpofition, an open Fever- 
ifhnefs for the moft part, with a cold anda fhivering, makes the firft 
Invafion,which prefently is followed by a Heat, after enfuesa Sweat 
fora Day haply or two, there are various reciprocations of Fits of 
Heat.and Cold: Afterward, the Blood being kindled throughout,the 
Lochsa,unlefs {uppreft before,either flow alittle,or wholly ftopt. . If 
the Diieafe be acute, and of a quitk motion, on the third, or fourth 
Day it comes to its height,then thereis anintenfe Heat, witha very 
trouble(ome Drought,a vehement and quick Pulfe,there are obftinate 
Watchings,a great reftleffnefs of the whole Body, fo that the Difea- 
ied continually tofs themfelves this way and that in their Bed, the 
Urine is thick and ruddy, and other fevere Symptoms are rife : 
Whillt the Fever is thusin its height, a Crifis isnot to be expected 
for I have never feen this Difeafe refolved by a critical Sweat ; nay, 
the cafe is very dangerous, fo that after the Blood has boyd for 
fome time, the aduft Matter prefently being convey’d into the 
Brain, dangerous and.yery fore Irregularities of it, and of the genus 
Nervofum ftraitway enfue, for convulfive Motions of the Tendons, 
wonderful Diftenfions about the Vifcera, and puffings up, refem- 
bling hyfterick Paffions, oftentimes.aré raifed : Moreover, fome- 
times.a Phrenty, a Delirium,.often.a Stupor and a Speechlefinets 
alfo follow ; almoft in; all the Strength is fuddenly caft down with- 
out a manifeft Caufe, the Pulfe becomes weak and uneven, and the 
Difeafed are often precipitated. into Death: It any haply efcape, ei- 
| ther 
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ther the flowing of the Lochia being reftos’d, or a Diarrhea fuper™ 
vening, they recover with much ado after a long lying ill: Ihave 
known purple Spots to have appear d in fome; indeed in moft the 
Symptoms which regard either the Blood or the nervous Juice, ar- 
gue no {mall malignity. | 

The Procatarctick Caufes of this Fever,on which the malignity and 
mighty danger of this Difeafe depend, are chiefly two; vig. firft,an 
evil Difpofition of the Blood, after a long fuppreffion of the Menfes : Hi 
Secondly ( atter delivery ) the evil Affects of the Womb from the HL 
dangerous labours of Women ( which make out the Divine maledi- 
Ction ::) After the Menfes being long fuppreft, the Blood does not i 
only grow turgid,and its fulphureous parts being rais’'d too much,are 1 
rendred more apt for Inflammation,but moreover,the.mafs of Blood 
is imbued with very fermentative Particles, fo that -(as is hinted be- Wh 
fore) being ftruck, as it were, with a venemous Miafm, as it ferments, hn 


it forthwith is depos’d toward a putrefaction and corruptive irre- i 
gularities, and befides, it may prefently poyfon the Nervous Li- A 
quor, and render it offenfive to the Brain and the whole genus Ner- ‘a 
Vojum: This kind of taint communicated to the Blood, ought:to be ih 


purg’d forth by a copious flowing of the Lochia; but if after delive- Mi 
ry, the Womb be out of order, there is not only a ftoppage of the i 
Lochsa, and fo the Reparation of the whole Blood is hindred, but bes Hit 
fides, ftinking Ichors are thence tranfinitted to the Blood, and great- qi 
ly infect it. Alfo by reafon of convulfive Motions begun about the 
Womb, and thence continued to the other Parts, Irregularities are 


rais din the Blood and Juices, which often confpire to the produ- i" 
étion or exafperation of a Fever. ) 

The evident Caufes which either caufe an actual effervefcence in i! 
the Blood,having gotten a Dy{crafy,or trouble the whole Body with ii 
the Diftempers of the Womb are divers; for thefe make a painful i 


delivery, afolution of unity about the Womb, a contufion, a reten- 
tion of preternatural things, an ulcerous Difpofition, and a great ma- 
ny other Accidents, which are caus’d through fome neceffity ; but | 
the occafions in the power of Patients, and eafy to be avoided, which | 
are wont to raife this Fever, are chiefly two; wz. an ill form of 
Diet, and'a-taking Cold. It’s aufual thing to give to weak Women 
after Child-birth,on the firft and fecond Day, the Fiefh of Animals, 
or their Gelly-broths, and other Food very difproportionate to their 
Conftitutions; whence prefently an indigeftion and great difquiet- i 
ings arife in the Vifcera, and feverifh turgefcencies in the Blood, by 1 iki 
reafon of a nutritive Juice richer than it ought. Befides Errous. i) 
committed in Diet, often an Injury is caus’d, for that their Bodies, Lat 
which are very tender, and by reafon of the Labors of Child-birth, tf 
and the exclufion of the Fetws, are all full of open Pores, are too iy 
unwarily expos'd to the open Air: For moft, being impatient of 
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their Bed, put on their Cloaths,and rife from it within a Day or two, 
or fooner than they ought: Thereby prefently the Pores of the 
Skin being prefently ftopt, and the Air getting into the Uterine 
Parts, tran{piration is check’d, and often the Lochia are fuddenly 
{top’d, either of which fuffices to raife a feverifh effervefcence. 
The con unét Caufe, or formal Reafon of this Diftemper, compre- 
hends chiefly thefe three things 5 to wit, there are at prefent, frfta 
mighty Diicrafie of the Blood, that growing very hot from a Fever 
ccafionally rais’d, it does not burn evenly, nor does it fubdue by 
degrees the aduft Recrements, and purge them forth critically ; 
moreover, the boiling Blood is prefenrly loos’ned in its Mixture,and 
its Texture being loos’ned, it declines toward Corruption 5 hence, 
when it has boil’d a little, the Spirits, being caft trom their Go- 
vernance, are driven into Confufion: Mean while, the fulphureous 
Particles become mafterle{s and exorbitant 5 wherefore the Strength 
fails without a manifeft Caufe, the Pulfe becomes weak and difor- 
derly, Tho from the D; flagration of the Blood a great many aduft 
Recrements are heap’d together, yet nothing is duely concccted or 
feparated; but Nature being greatly oppreft, altho the Difeafed con- 
tinually fweat, they often 1eceive no eale thereby: But the febrile 
Mutter, which ought to be purged forth, being conveied into the 
Head and genus Nervofum, caules there very fore Perturbations of 
the animal Occonomy. Secondly, The Tragedy of this Difeafe, for 
a good part of it, is afcribed to the nervous Juice forthwith turning 
fharp, and therefore rendred difproportionate to the Brain and its 
Appendix ; for this being defiled with a Taint contracted from the 
Blood, does not gently irrigate and mildly in{pire its Subjects, but 
(as when an Infufion of Vitriol is pour'don a Worm) mightily velli- 
cates, and irritates into Contractions, and, as it were, into Motions 
of Trepidations and Leapings thofe tender Parts, and fometimes 
wholly overthrows their Functions: Hence Contractions, fevere 
Convulfions, a Delirium, Watchings,fumetimes a Stupor, and fleepy 
Affects, happen to Women after delivery. Thirdiy, whilft thefe 
things are done, often a third Troop of Symptoms infeit the Dif- 
eafed 5 to wit, tor that the Womb, bring tome way hurt, moves it 
felf diforderly, and is ftruck with a Contraction in thefe or thofe 
Parts; thence preiently by the Membranes and nervous Ductus’s, 
convulfive Motions pervade the whole Region of the Abdomer, 
wherefore the Vifcera and Hypochondres are blown up, Belchings 
and violent Vomitings are raifed ; afterward the Affect creeping up- 
ward, and poffeffing the nervous Parts of .the Thorax, a difficult and 
uneven Breathing, a Palpitation of the Heart, a fen{e of Choaking 
in the Throat, by reafon of the Mufcles there drawn together, and 
other Symptoms are raifed throughout. the whole, npon the fame 
Injaries being communicated to the Brain: : 
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The Fevers of Women after delivery, are fcarce ever free from 
danger, tho fometim¢es it happens for them tobe cur’d about the firft 
beginnings, by a thin Diet, and upon reftoring the flowing of the 
Lochia: Butif the feverifh Diftemper has laid deep Rocts, that the 
Blood be wholly kindled, and boils immoderately, we can give but 
an ill Prognoftick ; and there will be a greater Caufe of Danger,if be- 
fides a Heat diffus'd through the whole, the Difeafed are feized with 
a frequent fhivering, if they are affected with a great Reftleffnefs, 
and Watchings, with fudden Concuffions of their Bodies, or Contra- 
Ctions of the Tendons: If onthe third or fourth Day they complain 
of a ringing of the Ears; with a great Repletion of the Head,you may 
prefently gather, that a great Evilisat hand, to wit, a Metaftafis of 
the febrile and offenfive Matter into the Brain $ nor is lefs to be feared 
if there lies an Oppreffion and Load on the Precordia,that the Difea- 
fed cannot freely breath, nor draw their Breath deep, nor from the 
bottom of the Thorax; but only from the upper part of it,and that 
fhort.and with a Blowing, fo that in the mean while the Difeafed are 
forc’d to fit upright,and to move themfelves this way and that,after 
a reftlefs manner; for this argues the Blood to ftagnate about the 
Heart and Lungs,alfo that it is apt to grow clotty,and to be coagu- 
lated: And if worfe,yet Affects of the Brain and genus Nervofumentue, 
and the Pulfe becomes weak and uneven,you may declare the Cafe to 
be defperate: But (as it fometimes falls out, tho rarely) after a Fever 
1s kindled,and threatens feverely,either a flowing of the Leobia, or a 
Diarrhoea happens with Relief, fome Hope may be admitted. 

Concerning the Curesof thefe kinds of Fevers; a Phyficiam has a 
very hard Task; becaufe, among the Vulgar, all Medicines to Wo- 
men in Child-bed are accounted not only ufelefs, but likewife very 
hurtful; wherefore, Phyficians are feldom called, but when there is 

place left for Medicines, and the occafion fora ufeful Affiftance 
G wholly pafi: And if they are prefent about the firft beginnings of 
the Difeate, it will not be an eafie thing to procure Health to the Dil- 
ea‘ed by vulgar Remedies ; and whatfoever they try, unlefs it gives 
Help, is affirmed by old Women, and thofe that are about them, 
as pernicious, and the only Caufe cf their Death : That in reality, 
there is wont to acciue to us about the Cure of no Difeafe, lefs 
Benefit and more Difgrace than of this. 

Now the Method of Cure(even asin contagious Difeafes)\is twofold; 
to wit, Prophylattick and Therapentich: The former of thefe delivers 
Precepts and Cautions,with which Women in Child-bed are preferved 
from the Incurfion of Fevers; the other fuggetts curative Intentions, 
with which the Difeatea ,.fit may be) recover again their Health. 

I, Tho this Fever, however mahguant it be, isnot accus’d of Con- 
tagion,and there be no fear in thofe that liein, of avenemous Miafin 
being received from without ; neverthelefs, all Women in Child-bed 
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‘have an innate Minera of Virulency, and ought to have a care of the 
mifchief of this, asa Fomes of a mighty Malignity ; wherefore they 
have need of an exact Governance, that after Child-birth the Impurs- 
ties of the Blood, and Humors may be duely purg'd without the danger 
of a Fever ; and that the evs! Affetts of the Womb be healed; and that 
the Serength, broken and debilitated by Child-birth,may be duely re- 
flored. For thefe ends, thefe three things ave to be chiefly inculcated 
in the Preefcripts of Phyficians: Fir/?,I think it neceflary that a moft 
exact form of Diet be ordered for Women.in Child-bed 5 to wit,that 
at leaft fora Week they wholly feed on Oat-broaths, fometimes pre- 
par’d with Ale, fometimes of Water mixed with White-wine; be- 
caufe they are much emptied,therefore they may fup often of them ; 
but Jet nothing of a folid or ftrong Food be givens for TF have dili- 
gently ob/erv’d that an over-hafty eating of Flefh, or of a rich Food, 
has oftentimes brought thefe Fevers. For, Women in Child-bed 
ought to be managed not only as Perfons forely wounded, but as 
having gotten a feverifh Indifpofition from a troubled Crafis and Di- 
{temperature of the Blood 5 for in them, the Blood being fora long 
time too much exalted and in{pired with an impure Mia{m,prefently 
upon the Accelsof any fulphureous Fuel, takesalight Flame. The 
fecond Care, after Diet, muft be, that the Pores be not clos d, or the 
Lochia ftopt, upon the unwary Admiffion of an outward Cold ;, for 
upon the lighteft occafion, the way of the Tran{piration being 
chang d, the Blood, before fermenting, falls into Diforders, alfo the 
Womb being touch'd with the breath.of the Air, contracts it felf, 
and clofes the Mouths of the Veffels, that the Lechia do not flow: 
Wherefore in any wile Women ought to be kept in Bed five Days af- 
ter Child-bearing. I know its the vulgar way to take Women out of 
Bed the third Day,but I have known many to have fall’n into Fevers 
thereby 5 and in truth, if we will have Child-bearing Women f{e- 
cure from danger, the fafeft way will be, to keep them in Bed long} 
ger. There remains a third Scope concerhing Prefervation, thatin 
Women in Child-bed, by giving fomewhat gently to ftir. the Blood, 
we continue a flowing of the Lochza: For this end, Midwives are 
wont (if at any time after a difficult Child-birth that Evil be fear’d) 
to give Sperma cats, Powder of Trifs slate, or Saffron fteep'd with 
White-wine - Moreover, to prepare Broths, that they may fute the 
Blood more,ot Water mixed with White or Rhenith Wine,in which, 
or alfo in Whey, they boil Marigold-flowers, Penny- Royal, or Mug- 
wort. Chere area great many other kinds of Adminiftrations in 
ufe for Women in Child-bed, which, L willingly pafs by, as being 
vulgarly known. 

_ The Cure of the Fe er following Chilu-birth far differs from the 
Method ufed in Putrids : For in that it isnot to be expected that the 
Blood being ttruck with a febrile Burning fhould burn on by degrees. | 
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and then fhould fubdue the aduft Recrements heap’d together by de- 
grees in its Bofom, and fhould feparate the fame by a Crifis; but ra- 
ther (as is beit done in a malignant) affoon as the Blood boils immo- 
derately, it is good to exagitate it, and to fend forth its hzteroge- 
neous and impure Mixtures by Remedies gently promoting Sweat 5 
wherefore it is ufual among the Vulgar (and that not amils) to give 
prefently Sudorificks to Women-in Child-bed that are feverith: By 
this means the Blood being eventilated, its Effervetcence is appeafed ; 
alfo by reafon of its Agitation,the Lochia,apt to be reftrained, are fti~ 
mulated to a flowing, It is much difputed among Authors whence 
the Beginnings of thefe kinds cf Fevers ought to be computed;. to 
wit, Whether from the Birth it felf or from the firft Senfe of the Fever- 
ifhnefs:But it little matters whether it be concluded this Way Or thats 
for, fince this Fever does not juftly obferve the wonted Stages of Pu- 
trids,nor is to have a Crifis,ner at. all admits the ufe of a Cathartick 
Remedy, there isno caufe for us to be any ways follicitous concerning 
its Period or Menfuration as to Days: But it will be only ufeful for us 
to diftinguith concerning its curative Indications,of what things are 
to be done in the Beginning,Encreafe,and End of this Difeafe 3, what 
alfo we ought to attempt while the Strength holds fomewhat good 5 
and what in the fame being depreffed and greatly dejected. 

When therefore any Woman brought to Bed is firft affected with 
this Fever. (whofe Invafion is diftinguifhed from the LaGteal, becaufe 
it begins for, the moft part with a cold Shivering) prefently we muft 
endeavour that the Fewel be plentifully withdrawn from the burn= 
ing Bloods and, as. Ihave advifed above, let the Flefh of Animals, or 
Broths made of the fame, be wholly forbidden: For thefe fix the 
Blood, and conftipate it too much, and hinder its purging, which is 
very neceffary, both by the Lochia, and by cutaneous ‘Fran{piration : 
And rather,tho the Fever be prefling,let Decoctions,, Powders, and 
Confections, be given of moderately hot things: OF this kind (as I 
faid before) are the Decoctions, or diftilled Waters of the Flowers of 
Marigolds, of the Leaves of Penny-royal,of Mugwort, of the Roots of 
Scorzonera, alfo bezoartick Powders, Spiritof Harts-horn, the fixed 
Salts of Herbs, ec. If the Lochia are ftopt, we muft try all ways to 
move theni to flow again 5 for promoting thefe, Frictions conduce, 
and Ligatures about the Thighs and Legs,the Soles of the Feet,fome- 
times Cupping-glaffes, or Veficatories about the Thighs, or Hips, al- 
fo in the Soles of the Feet ; fometimes alfo Blooding in the Ancleis 
good: Mean while, let a Fomentation of an hyfterick Deco@ion be 


applied about the Share,or let a Weathers Call, taken forth warm, be 


laid on the lower part of the Belly: It has been found by Experience, 
that Peffaries, and uterine Injections, have fometime done good; if 
the Belly be coftive, let it be gently loosned by the Violet Suppo~ 
fitory, or an emollient Clyfter. Wemutt beware of a too ff rong {i- 
* stale ritation, 
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| #itation, becaufe it is known, that in Child-bed the Strength is fud- 


denly caft down, with a Swooning, by a copious Purging, even as in 
a Malignant Fever. If at any time,with a Suppreffion of the Lochsa, 
there be a mighty Perturbation of the Blood, with a Vomiting, a 
Thirft, and Watchings, I have often known Laudanum mix’d with 
Saffron, given with good Succefs, Inftead of a cooling Julep, this 
kind of Mixture may be proper: Viz. Take Water of Penny-royal,and 
of Bawm, of each three Onnces, Hyfterick-water two Ounces, Syrup of 
Mugwort an Ounce and a half, Tintture of Saffron two Drams, C afto- 
reum tyed in a Rag and bung sm the Glafs a Scruple : Mix them. Let 
three or four-Spoonfuls of this be taken divers times in a Day. 

2. If, notwithftanding the ufe of thefe kinds of Remedies, the Fe- 
ver ftill grows worfe,and is increafed by degrees with a worfe Appa- ~ 
ratus of Symptoms, fo that befides the Diforders of the Blood, the 
Brain and nervous Parts begin to be affected, Medicines, tho a 
great many of them of every kind are tryed, oftentimes can do no- 
thing: Nay, in this cafe, the Indications are in a manner coinct- 
dent with thofe that are to be made ufe of in the Plague it felf; for 
the Lecbia being a good while f{uppreft, they cannot eafily, or fcarce 
at all, be brought ‘again in a great Confufion of the Blood and Hu- 
mors: Therefore it is good quickly toraife a Sweat; to wit, That 
the Gorruptions made in the Blood and nervous Juice, and reftagna- 
ting from the Womb, may in fome fort be fent forth by Sweat and 
infenfible Tranfpiration : Wherefore here Bezoartick Powders and 
Confettions, Spirst of Harts-horn, or of Scot, Tinétures of Coral or of 
Pearl, conduce. I have fometimes feen, that by the help of thefe 
kinds of Medicines, in a defperate Cafe, fomewhat of Hope has 
fhewnit felf, the Pulfe and other Symptoms promifing a little bets 
ter; thothe Cure has feldom fucceeded: Eut when that ufe of Cors 
dials was remitted, the Difeafed fell head-long into Death, with a 
weak Pulfe, and a Loofnefs forthwith arifing. 

3. When ftill the cafe of the Difeafed grows worfe and worfe,that 
the Fever being increafed, the Pulfe is weak and uneven, and fre- 
quent Shiverings, and convulfive Motions infeft the whole Body, 
with a Delirium, or a Stupor 3 then let the Phyfician, firft giving 
a Prognoftick of Death, infift on fewer Remedies, and thofe, ina 
manner, only Cardiack: And let him wholly abftain from Blooding, 
Scarifying, Veficatories, or the ufe of Cupping-glaffes 5 for fuch 
Adminiftrations bring only an Ill-will and Difgrace, that thereby ° 
we are accounted by Women hard-hearted and cruel. 
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The Symptomatick Fevers of Women in Child-bed. 


HE acute Difeafes of Women brought to Bod, do not only 
follow the Type of the forefaid Fever, but are fometimes ate 
tended with fome notable Symptom; to wit, the Quinfey, Pleuri- 
fie, Peripneumonia, Dyfentery, Small-Pox, or of fome other kind; 
and then they are call’d by the Names of thofe Affects. It is not 
proper to repeat in this Place what belongs to the Natures and E(= 
fences of each of them at large; but I thall briefly fet down what 
thofe Difeafes, complicated with the Affects of Women in Child- 
bed, have peculiar to them, as to their Caufes or Cures. 

We judge that all thofe Symptoms proceed from a certain Coagu- 
lation of the Blood, and afterward its Extravafation : Now while the 
Blood is extravafated in one part, every natural and critical Efflux of 
it is reftrain’d in another; wherefore there is danger,left while the 
Blood begins to be coagulated either ina particular and ufual Focus 
of Congelation, or univerfally inits whole Mats,prefently the flowing 
of the Lochia be ftopt; which in reality happens forthe moft part, 
and therefore thofe Affects are moft commonly mortal to Women 
in Child-bed: Neverthelefs, the Caufe of their Death, for the moft 
part, happens with fome difference, to wit, in the Small-Pox, the 

ewing Lochia call inward the Malignity began to be (ent forth out- 
wardly,and wholly poifon with their Taint the Ma(s of Blood and the 
Heart it felf; and therefore in the Small- Pox thofe uterine Purgations 
ought to beftopt: Butin the Pleurifice, Quinfey, and the reft, when 
the Stimulus of the Difeafe,fix’d here or there in a particular Place 
€alls to it felf, and wholly derives from the Womb the Impurities of 
the Blood which ought to be voided by the Lochia, thereby it in= 
creafes the Taint of the Blood: The Lochia reftrain’d in the Small- 
Pox might be fent forth by a more general way of Excretion, with 
the venemous Particles of the Difeafe;which indced does not fucceed 
in the reit by reafon of the {mall and more {pare way of Excretion. 

Among thefe,the Qusnfcy, Plurifie» and Peripneumonia, by reafon 
both of the great likenefs of their Caufe,and the Analogy of their 
Cure, may be confidered together. When a Woman in Child-bed is 
atfeCted with either of thefe,it is to be judg'd,that befides the Miafns 
heaped together during the time of Ingravidation, there happens a 
certain acid Difpofition of the Blood, by the means of which,whilft 

it feverifhly boils, certain Particles of it being imbued witha fharp~ 
ne(s, fall into a Congelation in this or that place, like Milk turning 
four,and confequently coagulated: The Blood letted there, and hin- 
dred in its Circulation,hinders the Paffage of the reft;now the Blood, 
being obftructed in its Motion, butts agairft itsdam, and {o being 


heaped together round about,and driven out of its Veffels,grows in- 
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to a Tumor; thence prefently whatfoever hzterogeneous and fepa™ 
rable is contaifted in its Mafs, is depofed in the Part affected asina 
Sink « Wherefore, the Corruptions of the Blood, which ought to 
be purg’d forth by the Womb, are deriv’d thence toward the Seat of 
this Difeafe; which fince they cannot be purged forth {ufficiently this 
way, both the Liquor of the Blood is more notorioufly corrupted, 
and a Crifis of that particular Affect, to wit, of the Quinjey, Pluri- 
fie, ov fome other, is vendred more difficult. 

For the Cure of thefe kinds of complicated Difeafes,prefently from 
the very firft beginning,it muft be endeavoured, that the Blood fixt 
any where and begun to be extravafated, be reftor‘d to Circnlation, 
and do not make an Impoftume, becaufe it is very rarely that Wo- 
men in Child-bed, feized with thofe {ymptomatick Fevers, are cured 
‘by an Abfcefs or {pitting forth of the Matter; wherefore, inward Re- 
medies, which fufe the Blood and freeit from Coagulation, are to be 
afed ; of which kind are chiefly Diaphoreticks filled with a volatile 
Salt, as Spirit of Harts-horn, of Soot, of Urine, and the Salts them- 
felves: Alfo teftaceous and bezoartick Powders, Sal Prunella, De- 
eottions and Juleps of Vegetables promoting the Menfes or the U- 


. rine; in all which thofe things ought to be mixt; which by Expe- 


rience are found to be appropriated to uterine’ Affects: Moreover; 
difcuffing Remedies, which drive away and expel the Matter ftink- 
ing in the Part affected (of which kind are Liniments, Fomentati- 
ons, and Cataplafms) are carefully to be applied to it. Mean while, 
let the violent Motion, and immoderate Effervelcence of the Blood 
be removed far from thence, and let its Excretions of Filth be con- 
veyed {till to the lower Parts, by what ways we may: For this end, 
Frictions, Ligatures, Epifpafticks, and (if need be) Cupping-glat- 
fes, may be applied to the Feet or Legs: In cale the Affe growing 
very much worfe; Blooding be indicated; unlefs there be a great 
Plethora in the whole Body, and a very acute Inflammation in the 
Part affected, it will be beft to breath a Vein in the Foot, or to 
open the hemorrhoid Veffels with Leeches: But if neceflity pretles 
for it to be done in the Arm, after Blooding there, let another 
Bleeding (if it may be admitted) follow in the Leg: Neverthelefs, 
we muft give a Hint, that opening a Vein ought to be very. cauti- 
oufly ordered in thefe Cafes: For unlefs it gives Relicf ( which I 
have feldom known to happen ) prefently the Pulfe being rendred 
more weak, the State of the Difeafed becomes worfe, 

A Dyfentery takes its Rife ina manner from the like Caufe, as the 
forefaid Affects; but becaufe in this,the extravafated Blood is prefent- 
ly poured forth, nor being reftrain’d in the Body,creates a mifchief 
there, and is ftill more corrupted : And finee this way of Excreti- 
on is performed near the uterine Efflux,and does not derive it after- 
ward another way, hence lefs danger is feared from this Difeafe than 
from 


froin’ the others before mentioned 5 thouvh oftentimes this affect 
is mortal to Women in Child-bed, and that the rather, becaufe by 
a Dyfentery things that qualifie and gently aftringe the Blood are 
indicated: And thele are found too apt to ftop the flowing of the 
Lochia: Wherefore in this cafe, till Women delivered,are in a man- 
ner purg’d enough by a long flowing,let the Cure.of the other Dif- 
eale be omitted, and let the fiercenefs of Symptoms be reftrain’d 
only by lenifying. things. 

The Indications of the Sia¥-Pox donot only differ from thofe ev’n 
now above defcrib’d, but are attended by fome contrary to them- 
felves 5 for they require the flowings of the Lochia to be alittle ftopt, 
( asis faid before ) tho withal, that the Efflorefcence of the Blood, 
and a gentle Sweat, be continued: For fince in this Difeafe there is a 
double venemous Ferment, and.the corrupted Particles of the Blood 
are carried forth two ways, Care is to be taken that the lefs and nar= 
rower Paffage do not draw toit felf all the Matter,or more than it can 
let forth: Therefore,le{t the Lochsa too copioufly flowing draw inward; 
ly the Venom, which is apt to make.an outward Efflorefcence, the 
form of Diet muft,be fomewhat changld 5 and in the firft place let 
things be boyled in the Broths of the Difeafed, which have an Alexi-+ 
pharmick,together with an aftringent Vertue (asthe Roots of Tors 
mentil and of Biftort,) alfo it is good to give at due Intervals of time, 
Powders, Juleps, and Opiates; endowed with fuch a kind of Vertue ¢ 
Moreover, in this Cafe let it by no means be allowed Women to feed 
on Fleth and Broths made of it, or to rife from Bed ; but.a quiet both 
of Mind and Body being procrred by what means we may, anda Diet 
being ordered of thofe things which do not exagitate the Blood, let 
the bufinefsin a manner wholly be committed to God and Nature. 

It: were an eafie thing to illuttrate with Stories and Obfervations 
what is faid above, concerning the acute Difeafes of Women in Chid- 
bed; but the Examples which may be brought in this kind, are for 
the moft part deplorable and ofian ill Event; for thofe Fevers gene« 
rally are terminated in Death. Now to defcribe thefe kinds of Sick= 
-neffes, will neither confirm the Endeavour of a Phyfician, nor at 
all recommend the method of Phy fick ufed in them ; however, fince 
the Knowledge of thefe makes for the better Diagnoftick of that 
Difeafe, I fhall here propofe certain fingular Cafes and Varieties of 
Sympfoms of Women after Delivery 5 in wliich, tho forms and ways 
of curing feldom occur, at leaftwife you will have certain Rules 
of Precaution of no contemptible ufe. 
~ Arenowned Woman about twenty fix Years of age,was deliver'd af 
a fixth Child,witha great difficulty,and not without danger of Life Oa 
the fecond day,fhe ate a whole Chicken, On the third,being taken up 
from her Bed, fhe fate for four hours in a Chair. The night following 
fhe was ill, at which time the Milk-{prang into her Breafts; which ne- 
4) aay | Oooo “verthelefs 
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verthelefs foon difappeared upon the Application of the Diachylum 
Plaifter. The next morning fhe complained of a Laffitude,and a Pain 
like a Sorenefs of her whole Body, alfo of a Vomiting,a Naufeoufnels, 
and a Plenitude about the Ventricle and Hypochondres:A very trou- 
blefome night followed. On the fifth day fhe was more openly fe 
verith.and felt fometimes a Shivering,fometimes a Burning all about 
her. She naufeated all things, had an Oppreffion of the Stomach 
moreover, being reftlefs, and without fleep,the Lochsa flowed but lit- 


tle, but'a whitith’ Humor ( vulgarly call'd a flowing of Milk ) flow’d 


from her. Inthe evening fhe had a heavinefs about the Fore-head 
and Temples, as tho the were fleepy, and began to fleep a little:After 
an hour anda half, awaking with a troubled Fancy, fhe complain’d 
of her Head being increas’d as it Were to a mighty Bulk, alfo of her 
Jaws being clofed that the could not open her Teeth, and of her'F ifts 
being clofely contracted ; moreover, in her whole Body fhe feémed to 
perceive a pungitive fort of'a Stupor: The Ventricle and Hypochon- 
dres continued ftill’diftended and puffed up. To this Perfen, Frictions, 
Ligatures, Cupping-Glaffes, and other Remedies, both mwardly ‘and 
outwardly, were applied for recalling the Lochia, ‘atid deriving the 
Recrements of the Blood from the Head: The weak and diforderly 
Pulfe did not admit Blooding : Powders and Juleps for gently moving 
a Sweat, and fufing the Blood and Nervous Juice,and hindring them 
fronrReftagnations, were diligently given. Moreover, Fomentations 
fometimes of linhen Cloths dipt in an emollient Decoction ,fometimes 
of the tepid Vifcera of Animals were applied to the lower Part of the 
Belly 5; mean while, ftinking things (as is’ wont to be done to Perfons 
troubled with Hyfterick Fits ) ‘were held to the Noftrils; for hindring 
the impetuous flowing of the Blood and Spirits to the Head. Now 
thefe things and others being earefully plied for many hours,fhe feem- 
ed to perceive fome'eafe, tho the ftill dreaded of clofing her Eyes, or 
preparing her felf ‘for fleep; for, her Eye-lids being clofed, a thou- 
fand Phantafms came into her Head, with a noife and ringing inher 
whole Head, She paffed the night aloft without'fleep; affoon as fhe 
began to flumber, prefently being frighted, and being oppreft in the 
Precordia, fhe awaked, On the fixth day, about noon, fhe hada 


__ cold Shivering,with a ftrong Concuffion of the whole Body3to which, 


as inthe Fit of an Intermittent Fever, prefently a Heat, afterward’a 
copious Sweat fudceeded, tho no Relief hapned to the Sick Perfon 
thereby:For prefently after the Sweat,the feverifh Heat renewed,and 
Convulfive affects more infefted her. The night following, when al- 
{o the other Symptoms grew worfe, a Palfie was raifed firft'in the 
Tongue, ‘anid then prefently in the Throat, that fhe could not {peak, 
and {carce at all fwallow. On the feventh day, about the fame hour, 
a cold Shivering again, with a Heat and a Sweating, feifed her, and 
thenct-forward the Pulfe was far weaker and uneven; alfo a difficult

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Refpiration, with fhort Breath, (eifed her 3. the knew not.the Stan- 
ders by. On the eighth day he died. 

Many Occafions concurred to the Death of this Women,predifpos'd 
to a Fever by reafon of her Ingravidation, they. greatly increafing the 
Malignity of the Difeafe ; for, the hurting of the Wombthrough the 
difficult Delivery,the fudden ftriking of the Milk from the Breafts,the 
eating of Flefh, and the too quick rifing from Bed, all concurred, as 
tho confpiring together, for a greater Milchief. The Blood taken with 
a feverith Burning began Diforders:It drew the Lochz4,and haply other 
Corruptions.of the Womb, into it felf, and thence acquird a greater 
Taint and a wholly venemous Difpofition;the Membranes of the Vif- 
cera,whether upon their being fill’d with a degenerate Nervous Juice, 
or upon Contractions being communicated to them from the Womb, 
were ftruck with Convulfive Motions : For thofe kinds of Inflations 
and Diftenfions about the Abdomen, are really the effects of Convul= 
fions:For tho the direct Fibres contracting that Member, often com- 
prefs it, yet when the Fibres both ftreight and tranfverfe, and others 
placed in a various Site,are Convulfed together in the Membrane com- 
paffing about the Cavity, part of it {wells like.a blown Bladder, into 
theVacuity of which the Air fecundarily paffesit felf. So far it is from 
what is vulgarly faid,vsz.That'the Air,or Flatw’s firft heap'd together 
there, are the Caufe of the Diftenfion. In our Sick Perfon the Blood 
growing hot, and foon being full of an aduft and malignant Matter, 
prefently,it being incapable of being fubdu'd,and feparated by Sweat, 
endeavoured to fix it in the Brain ; the firft difcharge of that Matter 
on the Head, by reafon of the animal Spirits being half oveewhelm‘d, 
brought the Senfe of the Heads being very much increaft in bulk 5 
which happens after the like manner, as when the Foot, being feifed 
with a Stupor,feems to be felt much greater than it felf: Now that af- 
- ter fome eafe,by flumbering,and clofing the Eyes, the affect return’d 

anew,the Reafon is, becaufe Watching,and the ftirring of the Senfes, 
in fome fort fhake off and remove from them the Matter befetting 
the Brain and Nerves;which neverthelefs, being feated near, and in 
a readinefs, fleep ftealing on, is as it were imbibd by them, and 
throughly enters their Bodies together with the Nutritive Juice.Now 
the Blood, tho it-had copioufly difcharged the Recrements on the, 
Brain, yet it became not free it felf; but being {till full of an impure 
Load, fell as it were upon a critical Efflorefcence, and with a Shiver- 
ing, followed by a Heat and a Sweat (as is ufual in a great Excretion) 
it tried again and again to fhake off its Burthen ; tho all it could do 
by that Effort was, that the Matter fticking to the Brain got deeper 
Root in it, and fixing it felf in certain Sprouts of the Nerves,it took 
away Speech, and Swallowing, and then afterward Senfation; an“ 
the Mafs of the Blood being deprav’d more and more by degree 
at length it became unable for fupporting Life. ) 
QOo000 2 * a 
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A Renowned Women, Married alittle under Twenty, being with 
Child, and during the time of her Ingravidation having ufed but little 
Diet, and’ almoft no Exercife, underwent in her Travail Pains and 
Throws, but with Intermiffion and a frequent Refpite, for Twelve 
hours; and brought forth a Son; the Fats came away with the Se- 
cundine, and all things were well about the Womb. ‘On the'firft and 
fecond days fhe was indifferently well; but on the third, after alight 
Shivering, fhe began to complain of a Thirft and a Heat; which a4 
Loofnefs followed, fo that ‘fhe had'four' Stools that day 5’ the night 
paffed in a manner without fleep, ‘the feverifh Diftemper continued 
afterward for two days after the fame manner 5 fhe daily had three or 
four Stools, the Lochsa as yet flowing moderately. On the fixth day, 
when by the perfwafion of Women fhe had taken fomewhat for mode- 
tating her Loofnefs,the Purgings of theWomb were in a manner whol- 
ly ftopt:at which time,theFever became more intenfe,and Symptoms _ 
refembling Hyfterical arofe; for’,in the Precordia fhe had great and 
freqtient Oppreffions,and hada fenfe of Choaking in the Throat. On 
the feventh day, there was amore intenfe Heat, and a difficult and 
more painful Breathingsand then bya Phyficians Order, at that time 
firft call’d, three Ounces of Blood were cyawn from thé Foot, after 
which, for four hours, fhe was better 3 for a quiet fleep, with a copi- 
ous Sweat,enfued; the Loch7a, tho in a {mall quantity, appear’d again ¢ 
In the evening all things grew°worfe, the Strength being very much 
refolv’d,the Pulfe became weaker,and uneven; fhe complain d alfo of 
a Noife and a ringing of the Eats-with a Plenitude of the Head, more- 
over, fhe had Leapings of the Tendons in her Wrifts, allo fadden 
€onvulfions of the whole Body, and fill the Loofnefs troubled her. 
To this Perfon Cordials and other Reinedies and Kinds of Admint- 
ftrations diligently uted by the Pretcripts of many Phyficiais, did not 
the leaft good 5 the Pulfe growing weaker,and thie Strength decreaf- 
ing by degrees, on the ninth day after Delivery fhe died. 

~ ‘This Fever depended very much on the vicious Difpofition of the 

Body, as on the procatarCctick Cauftsfor I have often obferv’d, that it 

falls out ill with Women in Child-bed, who when they are with Child, 

uinwholfomly feed’on fruits and any lorts of food,and living without 

Motion and'Exercife, indulgethemfelves only to Fdlenefs and Reft: 
The Blood, by reafon of the previous Cachexia, without any evident 
Occafion, fell a burning as it were of its own accord 3 now whilft it 
boyl’d,depofing its Recrements and Impurities ftillinward,it brought 
the Loofnefs: Nor did its Mafs become more pure from that almott 
continued Excretion, but its Mixture or Crafis being ftill more depra- 
ved,at length the Blood fell wholly from its genuine Nature, and be- 
“ame unicapable of fermenting in the Heart: The Loofnefs naturally 
honing wasill opt; efpecially by the ule of Aftringents; for I have 
‘ten obferv d, that theft things dre'not attempted witheut danger:

For a Loofnefs has cured fome that were ill) and in that Lady, and 
in many others ( as we have fufficiently found by Experience) tho 
it did not take away the Fever, yet it freed them from the more 
fevere affects of the Brain and genus Nervofum';. whence this Di- 
feafed was wholly without a Delirium, nor was fhe feifed with Con- 
vulfive Motions, till fhe was brought almoft to the laft. 

_Aworthy Matron about Thirty fix Years of age, going with Child 
the féventeenth time,was very fad,and perplex’d with Thoughts that 
fhe fhould die in Child-bed upon her Delivery 2 But ( as it pleafed 
God ) fhe was very well Delivered of a Son, and was chearful for three 
days after. On the fourth day, having eaten more of.a Chicken than 
fhe ought, a little before night the fell into.a feverifh Diftemper,with 
a Vomiting, and the Lochia were ftop’d:All the night fhe lay without 
fleep and reftlefs ; the next morning, within-an hours fpace the had 
four Stools, and feem’d to be'relieved ; about noon ( at which time 
Icame) fhe complained again of a Heat and aDrought, alfo of a 
Palpitation of the Heart, and of the Afcent of'a certain heavy thing 
in her Throat; the Pulfe was quick and {mall, the Urine was ruddy, 
the Lochia fcarce appeared. I ordered that Cordial Juleps, and 
things moving a Uterine Purgation, fhould be given to this Perfon; 
moreover, That Fomentations fhould be applied to the lower Part 
of the Belly, alfo that the Legs and Feet fhould often be rubbed with 
warm Cloaths: At the time for fleep, I gave her 4 Grain of Lauda- 
num, with half aScruple of Saffron powdred in aSpoonful of Treacle 
water. She flept quietly, and the Lochsa flowed plentifully,. after- 
ward, ufing a thin Diet, and things gently promoting a uterine Flux 
for a few days, fhe perfectly recovered. 

A Noble Woman, Young, and Handfome, had a good eafie Deli- 
verance of a fecond Daughter, and for fix days being wellas to the Lo- 
chia and other Accidents, fhe was wholly free fromthe Sufpicion of 
any Diftemper ; fhe daily eat Flefh, and being taken forth of Bed fhe 
lived chearfully in her Chamber. On thefeventh day, without a ma- 
nifeft Caufe, fhe had a Shivering, with a Fever, and the Lochia were 
leffened, tho not fuppreft. To the tenth day after her Delivery, be- 
ing only gently Feverith, and the Purgings of the Womb ftill flowing, 
fhe liv’d free from any fevere Symptom); but then,tho very Feverifh, 
fhe feemed more chearful than ufual, and more confident of her doing 
well; in the night the flept little,or fcarce at alljthe morning follow- 
ing (at which time I firft vifited her) fhe was manifeftly Delirious,the 
Lochia were ftopt, and the whole Body wasin a Shivering, the Ten- 
dons in the Wrifts were Convulfed, fo that her Pulle was {carce to be 
diftinguifhed 5 which in the mean while was weak, uneven, and very 
quick. Ideclar’d, That this Perfon, unlefs the Hand of God, unex- 


pectedly delivered her, muft die ina fhort time ; however, fix Grains, 


of Oriental Bezoar being given ina Spoonful of aCordial Julep, and 
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eaufing a copious Sweat with:a better Pulle,and afterward other Cor. 
dials given at due Intervals, gave fome hope of doing well, the doubt- 
ful, and’not to be relied on. After four hours after came, being in 
a lariguifhing Condition, the hada very. large Stool, then prefently 
her Strength wholly fell, and. within an hour and a half fhe died. 

A Woman of Quality, fcarce exceeding Tweenty Years of age, of 
4 florid Countenance, and athin Body, the Lechia flowing immode- 
rately after Child-birth, ufed certain aftringent Remedies by the Ad- 
vice of the Attendants,whereby they were wholly ftopt: But a Loof- 
nefs followed ; which increafing for three days, the Women gave her 
other Remedies to ftop: the Loofnets, nor were they fruftrated of 
Succefs; mean while they brought a dangerous Fever, and affects as 
it were Hyfterical in the place of the fermer 5 for the unfortunate 
Woman. in Child-bed was affected with a Thirft, and a Heat, with 
Watelings, afterward with a frequent Swooning; and, cold Sweats. 
Being called at this time, I ordered Cordial Remedies, and: things 
to promote uterine Purgations to be drank, and likewife a Clyfter 
to be injected; the Loofnefs of the Belly being again procured, the 
Lochia alfo came down, and the Difeafed being freed from the fore- 
faid Symptoms, and the more fevere Difeafe, wz. the Nurfes Re- 
medics, foon recovered from her Fever. 

Here let it be obferved by the bye, shat it’s very dangerous either 
to ftop, or to alter, or thwart any Motion raifed by Nature, the _ 
anomalous. 

A Woman of Note, about Twenty Years of age, of a full and well 
fleth’d Habit of Body, aborted twice within a Years {pace 5 when af- 
terward fhe had Conceived with Child, by her Phy ficians Order, once 
a Month drinking plentifully of Whey,fhe raifed a Vomiting,whereby 
She was wont to caft up a great deal of thick and clammy Flegm; al- 
fo during her time of being with Child fhe was let Blood five times. 
The time of Child-bearing being over, fhe brought forth a Boy with 
great difficulty : The Secundine came away entirely, and fhe purg’d 
eeregioufly. On the fecond day, as fhe raifed her {elf on her Feet in 
her Bed, that the Cloaths might be put in order, fhe took Gold ; and 
thenceforward the Bloody Lochia were wholly ftopt, and only a little 
ferous Water flowed forth. On the third day fhe began to complain 
of an acute Painin the right fade 5 the Women prefent applied to it 
Bags of Camomile made warm with Bricks: Neverthelefs, the affect 
was very much inereaft with a Bloody Spittle.On the fourth day after 
Delivery a more acute Pain, with a moft difficult and very painful 
Breathing, feiz'd her. By the Order of a Phyfician then coming from 
the Neighbourhood,fix Ounces of Blood were drawn from the Bafili- 
ca, and fhe fuddenly found Relief, and was better for ten hours. At 
Midnight a pricking Pain return'd with the wonted fircenefs:At length 

other Phyficians being called to confult, they all concluded that it 
| Was 
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was néceffary to bleed again in the Arm of the Side affeGed. Blood 
being drawn to four Ounees,’the Pain remitted, and the Difeafed 
breathed better : Afterward Diaphoreticks being-given, fhe fell into 
copiols Sweat, witha quiet fleep ; but the Pulfe became more quick 
and weaker: Alfo:Contractions of the Tendons .appear’d-in ‘the 
Wrifts. Prefently afterward the talk’d light-headed,and within twens 
ty four hours after Blood was drawn the laft time, the died, . — 

That this Lady,upon the Lochia being fuppreft,together with a Fee 
ver, fellinto a Plurifie, the Caufe in fome meafure feems to be the 
Bleeding fo often ufed during the time of her going with Child ; for 
by this means the Bloodjaccuftom’d to be breath’d by the Arm, after 
ward fermenting, leaving the Womb, run towards the wonted way 
of being let forth; where not finding a Paffage, it fixed it felf in the 
neighbouring fide as-in the next feat of Extravafation. Moreover, be« 
fides the ufual ftate of a Plurifie, no fmall Malignity was added to 
this Difeafe ; for the Blood being freed from Extravafation; prefently 
began tobe corrupted in its Crafisy and onthe third day of the Fe~ 
ver was fo far deprav'd, that it wasmot-able to ferment longer in 
the:Heart, and fo to continue Life. 

Not long fance, the Wife of a certain Smith was brought to Bed at 
the time that ‘her Children were fick of the Small-Pox in the me 
Houfe, and her felf, as it{eems, took the Contagion of the Difeateg 
for, on ‘the fecond day ‘after Delivery, Pufhes began to break: forth 
witha feverith Incale({cence,:and'a Pain.in the Loins; which for three 
days, the Lochsa flowing moderately, rife up as they ought togood 
Wheals; and tho a uterine Purgation hapned copioufly:at this time, 
fhe thadsthe Small-Pox very thick inher whole Body; norwere they 
only‘on the Surface of the Skin, but they likewife fo-falled the Cavity 
of the Mouth andThroat,that fhe was fcarce able to fpeak or to fwal- 
low. On the fixth day, after being Delivered, the Lochia flow’d im« 
moderately, whereby prefently the Small-Pox falling, a Swooning, 


‘frequent Convulfions, and other Symptoms of an ill Nature, affail’d 


the Difeafed, which threatned Death.in a fhort time. ‘Being called, I 
prefcribed half a Dram of this Powder to be taken eonftantly every 
three hours in a Spoonful of the following Julep; vex. 

Take ‘Roots of Tormentil powdred two Drams, the belt Bole-armaniack 
one Dram, Species of Hyacynth balf a Dram: makeia Powder. 

‘Take Water of Scordium compound, of Dragontvore, of Meadow fivert, 
of each three Ounces, Acetum Theriacle an Ounce, Syrup of Corals tivo 
Ounces; burnt Harts-born half a Dram, make a Fulep. | a 

Moreover, I ordered that in her Broth, and in all things fhe drankc, 
the Roots of Tormentilfhould be boyl’d; by thefe Remedies the ute- 
riné Purgation was wholly'ftopt,. and the Small-Pox ‘without any de- 
vere Symptom, being ripened by degrees, fell away. 
This Cafe was really difficult, and wasmanaged witha great deal 
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of Danger ; viz. It was dangerous either for the Lochia or Small. Pox 
to be kept in, and neverthelefs,the full Eruption of either hindred,the 
Motion of the other: 'As long as both proceeded moderately, the Bu- 
fines being let to the Guidance of Nature, went on indifferently 
well; but when one prevailing, the Affiftance of Art was required, 
it'was neceflary to check the Lochza, and to put forward the Small-

g Had defign’d to have put an end here to our Differtion concern= 

ing Fevers,it being*my’ Intent rather-to write a Commentary than 
anentire Tract} But in! regard:certain :Epsdemick, Fevers are often 
rife; whicly obferve no Laws, nor can be reduced toa certain Rule of 
Doctrine; but being wholly anomalous, vary Yearly,and therefore;as 
often as fome one of them fpreads it felf, prefently it is called the 
New Difeafe: Wherefore I have thought it neceflary, becaufe general 
Precepts are not to be given eoncerning thefe Fevers, to fubjoyn pat- 
ticular Relations ef fome of this kind:For fromthe various Apparatus 
of Symptoms whereby they are wont to be marked, the Nature, and 
the whole formal Reafon of thefe kinds of affects, will fomewhat ap- 
pear: Since therefore of late Years, within a little Tract of Time, 
three Popular Difeafes have reigned in thefe Countries, I fhall give 
‘here, as a Conclufion to this Work, the particular Defcriptions' of 
them made forinerly:in the Times that thofe Fevers reigned. 


A Defcription of an Epidemick Fever reigning in 
Autumn, Auna 1657. made, in the middle of

AN ® defigning a Defcription: ofa Fever violently reigning 
at this:time; itis fit, that being led by,the Example of 
Hippocrates, we firft.confider the foregoing Conftitution, of) the 
Year, ‘and its Diftemperatures, and Exceffes of the Qualities 5 for 
the Caufe of an Epidemick Difeafe,raifed generally among Peo- 
ple, muft be common. We muft nore what the State of the Year 
was, and the Difpofition of our Body thence contracted, whereby 
inany were affected together. Now ito take the thing from its 
Drigine, The foregoing Spring, and the Time thenceforward {o 
the end of the Summer, to wit, all this half Years (page was 
: : > mighs 


mighty hot and dry: But efpecially after the Summer Solftice, the 
Heats were fo intenfe for many Weeks together, that Night and Day 
every one complained of the Heat of the Air, and almoft of a conti- 
ntial Sweat wherewith they were all bedewed and that they could 
not breath freely. About the end of. Fwy, this Fever being firit {po- 
radical, began to break forth in certain Places, that one haply, or 
two,in a Town,or Village,were feized with it : In moft it carried the 
Type of anintermittent Tertian,to wit, the Fitsreturned every other 
Day 5 which neverthelels, without any fore- running Cold or Shiver- 
ing, infeited the Difeafed with a moft intenfe Heat ; Vomitings and 
bilous Stools happen’d plentifully in moft,a Sweat fucceeding, but dif- 
ficult, and often interrupted, whereby thre feverifh Accefs feldom 
went off with an Apirexia: But all the time of Intermiffion. the Dif- 
eafed continued lanquid and weak, with a Thirft, and a Reftlefinefs g 
in fome, when,they began to amend, after three or four Fits, a Cold 
and a Shivering began the Accefs, and the Fever became exactiy an 
intermittent Tertian; but in moft the Difeafe ftill grew worle, and 
prefently became obftinate, and of a difficult Solution; with an ill 
Apparatus of Symptoms ; for the Difeafed being mighty hot in their 
Fits, and fweating with Difficulty, Errors were wont to be commite 
ted, which daily intended the Strength of the Difeafe: For through 
the Impatience of the Difeafed, and the Unskilfulnefs of the Atten= 
dants,the Sweat, which ought to have ended the feverith Accefs, be- 
ing interrupted,fcarce one Fit was ended, but another prefently fuc= 
ceeded, and thereby the Difeafe was wont to have erring and uncer- 
tain Periods, without an Interceffion of an Apirexia, and afterward it 
was wont to pafs into a continual Fever, as it were; the State wheres 
of was fometimes very dangerous,with an ill Affect of the Brain, and 
gents Nervofum, that not unfrequently a Lethargy or Delirium, and 
often Cramps and convulfive Motions were raifed. In the Month of 
Augu/t this Fever began-to reign far and near among the People, that 
in every Part and Village, many lay ill of it; thoit was far more 
common if the Country and little Villages, than in the Confines of 
Cities and Towns. It {till carried the Type of an intermittent Fe= 
ver, only that through the Violence of Symptoms, and the Shorte 
nefs of Intermiffion, it feemed more tedious than ordinary, and 
therefore was generally call’d the New Difeafe. Moreover, it was 
cenfur'd of fome Malignity, and gave Proofs certain enough of its 
Contagion and Mortality 5 in as much as it crept from Houfe to 
Houfe, and infected many of the fame Family with the fame cor- 
rupted Taint, and efpecially {uch as converfed familiarly with the 
Sick: Moreover, in many Places it carried off old Perfons, and 
fuch as were come to a Ripenefs in Years, 

If you confider the Nature and Effence of the Affect, this Fever 
mutt be placed properly in the number of Intermittents:For the Fits 
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return at fet times; alfo forthe moft part they begin with a Cold and 
a Shivering,and very often with a Vomiting, and. prefently going on 
witha mo{t intenfe Heat, atlengththey areendedinaSweat. The 
Urine in moft appears of a Flame Color 5 clear in the Fit,with fonit 
Hypoftafis, out of it thick, with fomewhataruddy Sediment : The 
Difeafe comes not to a Crifis by a Sweat,tho very plentiful,and often 
repeated, which might be expected in acontinual Fever: But the 
Affe& holds on for many Days, and fometimes Months,to avery long 
time, tho there happens a very great Evacuation by Vomiting, and 
Sweating almoft daily ; which we obferve to fall out often in an In- 
termittent Fever, feldom in a continual: Out of the Fit, at any time 
of the Difeafe; Purging is conveniently ordered, which it were a 
Crime to attempt in aSynochus before the Signs of Concoction. More- 
over, that this Fever is of the kind of Intermittents, it hence appears, 
becaufe moft recover of it,that fearce the thoufand part of the Dif- 
eafed dies; which I think 1s fcarce heard of an Epidemick Synochus. 
About the firft beginnings of this Difeafe, it appears very like an In- 
termittent Tertian, tho it may feeminfome, by reafon of a vicious 
Predifpofition of the Body, and of Errors committed in Diet, and 
Tran{piration,to have pafs'd into a continual: For in thofe in whom 
the Fits do not come to a. due Determination, nor end in an Apirexia, 
by reafon of the morbifick Matter. being not perfectly blown off, in 
thofe the Blood continually boils 5. whence it comesto pafs, that the 
Accefies rettirn quicker,and infeit longer 5 till at length,by reafon of 
the ftore of the Matter, and the languifhing or Nature, the Blood 
becoming weak, isnot able to grow turgid any longer, and to fe- 
parate the febrile Matter at fet Hours, but endeavours to fubdue it 
by little and little, and by a continual Effervefcence. 

Some haply may wholly place the Caufe of this fo Popular a Dif- 

afein-a malignant Conftitution of the Air, to wit, that the Particles 
of the Air breath’d. in, were infected witha certain extraneous Miafm, 
the Corpu'cles of which Miafm being inwardly admitted, fermented 
with the Blood and Humors, and {o caufed this Feverin a great ma- 
ny with the fame Appearance of Symptoms. But Ido not think that 
this Fever arofe from a certain Contagion communicated from the 
Air, and immediately fixing the Taint in Men, but rather from a 
certain febrile Diathefis or Predifpofation communicated to our Bo- 
cies by degrees before, through the Diftemperature of the Year ; 
which atlength having gotten a Maturity, is brought into A¢tona 
ight oceation; andit cannot be faid fo much to burft forth into this 
ever, as to grow intoit. 

For when about the beginning of Fuly theAir wax’d immoderately 
hot, through a moft intenfe Scorching for many Days,it eafily altered 
our Blood, towards a hot an bilous Diftemperature ; to wit, becaufe 
fas in Wine fermeating more thanit.ought) the {weet and fpirtous 
Part 
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Part is very much fpent, mean while the faline and fulphureous is 
too much exalted,that thereby the Liquor readily contracts a Mutti- 
nefs or a Sharpnefs: Now we have {een elfewhere, that this kind of 
Diathefis of the Blood#wvhereby from a {weet and {pirituous Tempe- 
rament,by reafon of its too great Scorching, it inclines to a bilous, is 
very apt for Intermittent Fevers. Hence the nutritive Juice, which 
is continually conveied into the Mafs of Blood, is not duely concoct- 
ed, nor affimilated into Blood, but is perverted into an extraneous, 
as it were,and fermentative Matter; which arifing to a Fulnefs with- 
in the Blood, and growing turgid at fet Periods, according to its Ta- 
creafes, brings the Fits of an Intermittent Fever. Since therefore 
. from the fcorching Heat of this Summer,the Blood almott of all Men 
growing hotter than it ought,was very much parch’d, it’s no Wonder 
if thereby it contracted a very great aptnefs to Intermittent Fevers 
But why this Difeafe grew not rife during the great Heat,but rather 
afterward, the Reafon is, becaufe this Indifpofition is not impriated 
in our Blood at one bout, but by degrees, and not till after a long 
time; and therefore the Fruit, as it were, of the Difeafe after the 
foregoing Heat of the Summer,were chiefly brought to a Ripenefs in 
Autumn. Alldo not equally contract this Aptnefs or Difpofitionto a 
Fever; thofe whofe Blood being hot by Nature moft abound with 
Sulphur, and thereby is fooner parch’d, and thofe who being given 
to Labors or ftaying much in the Sun, endur’d moft of the Summer 
Heat, by reafon of their Blood being more egregioufly fcorch’d, ea- 
fily fellinto this Difeafe : Wherefore it firft reigned among the Hus- 
bandmen,and chiefly inthe Country: Of thofe whahad acquired an 
aptnefs to this Fever from their Blood being (corched,haply fome fell 
into it naturally,the feverifh Diathefis being raifed by degrees to a Ma- 
turity,others by reafon of a light Occafion,or an evident Caufe,which 
is otherwife wont to raife a feverifh Effervefcence, as upon taking 
Cold, Surfeiting, drinking Wine, and the like ; and others fell fick 
by reafon of a Contagion received from others 5 for Effluvia con- 
{tantly flow from the Sick, which,when they light on Bod e: predii= 
pofed to the like Affect, readily raife into Act the latent Powers. 
That the Conjunct Caufe of this Difeafe, and its formal Reafon 
may be known,you muft call to Mind what is faid elfewhere concerns 
ing the Nature of Intermittent Fevers; to wit, we fuppofe that the 
Bafis, as it were, of this Affect,is a burnt and bilous Conititution of 
the Blood ; by reafon of which, the nutritive Juice, daily fupplied as 
it were by Meafure, is not duely concocted, but through its being 
fcorch’d,turns into a fermentative Matter,and not mifcible with the 
Blood. When the Blood is faturated with this Matter to a Fulnets, 
(which happens at fet Intervals of Limes, becaufe the nutritive Juice 
is {upplied in a fet Meafure,as it were) it naturally fallsintoa Purge- 
{cency, and the Effervefcency raifed for the Expulfion of this M:\- 
Pppp 2 te 
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Cer brings the feverifh Fit 5 which lafts fo long, till this febrile Mat- 
ter, kindled in the Heart, and, as it were, burnt, is Wholly blown 
off with the Sweat. 

From thele things permitted, it is plain, tliet there are fome things 
Which in this Affect, whereof we treat, happen after a peculiar man- 
mer from the common kind of Tntermittents, and therefore it isnot 
unfitly call’d by the Name of a New Fever 5 fuch as are, firft, that 
about the beginnings of the Difeafe,the Fits begin without a Cold or 
a Shivering, but long afflict the Difeas’d with a Vommiting,a Thirft, 
and a molt intenfe Heat,to which a Sweat for the moft part,with dif- 
ficulty,and partial, and often interrupted, enfues, whereby the Accefs 
is not ended butina long time: The reafon of which ought to be fole- 
ly plac'd in the very bilous and exceffively parched Difpofition of the 
Blood ; for,this proceeding from the prevailing Sulphur, wholly hin- 
ders the wonted fournefs of the Blood which follows its Turgefcency, 
and is wont toraife the Shivering or Cold; and by reafon of this kind 
of Temperature of the Blood, {corching too much, and, as it were, 
burning the nutritive Juice, the Blood growing turgid together with 
that Juice, and ftirr’d to motion, is kindled, more than ufually in the 
Heart, and by its Deflagration, it caufes a moft intenfe Heat witha 
Drought,which are moft tedious to the Difeas’d. Bilous Vomitings 
happen not only at the beginning, but even in the middleof the Fit, 
by reafon of the Redundancy of the Choler wherewith the Va/a Co/e- 
docha,being oftentimes too much fill’d they pour it intortheInteftines; 
which atterward, a Contraction being raifed in the Vifcera, is eafily 
fent into the Stomach: The Sweat follows with difficulty, becaufe the 
Choler abounds more than the Serum 5 wherefore the burnt Febrile 
Matter is not eafily feparated by a Sweat, but, either being mixt with 
‘the Bicod, brings a long continued Efferve(cence, or being convei'd 
towards the Inteftines produces a Vomiting ora Loofwefs. Secondly, 
this Fever differs from a vulgar Intermittent, becau(e,after a Fit end- 
ed, there is not given a full Intermiffion, fo far as an Apirexia, but 
the Difeas'd continue Rill lanquid and dry, being ill difpofed as ta 
their Appetite, Sleep, and other Accidents: Which really happens, 
becau'e by the intenfe Heat of the Fever,more of the Blood and fe- 
brile Matter is kindled, than that the Recrements remaining after its 
Deflag. ation,can be foon blown off, efpecially becaufe a Sweat, by 
reaion of the Drought of the Matter, with great difficulty enfues ; 
nor is the febrile Matter, to be voided forth, fufficiently diluted with 
a scrous Latex: Wherefore,the Blood being not perfectly freed from 
ifs Contagion at the time of the Fit,ferments ftillsnor the Accefs be- 
ing ended, has it a full Truce from the Difeafe. Mean while that 
the Blood is preis‘d after this manner with an almoft continual Effer- 
velcence, it differs from a Synochus: Becaufe in this the {ulphureocus 
tart of the B:0od being too much exalted, is inflam’d,as it were, and 
: | ese makes 


makes the Fever by its Deflagration: But the continual Ebuliition 
which happens to this Intermittent Fever, depends wholly on the 
Confufion of the Matter not mifcible, and the difficult Secretion of 
it fromthe Blood. A Synochus happens as Wine naturally ferment- 
ing by reafon of its Richnefs; the other like the fame Wine when 
it falls a working by reafon of fome heterogeneous thing mix¢ 
with it > Wherefore we obferve, that when our Fever has pats’d in= 
to acontinual, yet it comes not to a Determination, neither by a 
Sweat, nor by a Loofnefs, tho hapning in a plentiful manner and 
frequently, becaufe depending on the Blood depauperated, rather 
than being inflam’d, it continues a very long time, and difpofes the 
Difeafed towards a Cachexia. 

The third way of difference, wherein this Fever differs from the 
common Rank of Intermittents, is plac’d in this,that it is oftentimes 
readily propagated by Contagion into others; the reafon of which 
is, becaufe here a great many Bodies are predi{pos’d after the fame 
manner to the fame Affect ; which at another time does not happen: 
Wherefore the meer Effluvia from a morbid Body are able to ftir up 
the like Affect in a Subject eafily capable ; even as certain Rays of a 
Flame kindle a Flame ina Matter which is very combuftible: Mean 
while, all do not contract the taint of this Fever alike 5 but fome not 
prepard for it to converfe with the Difeas’d without hurt, 

There is another Symptom which does not conftantly attend this 
Fever, but only hapning in fome Places, which diftin guifhes it not 
only from a common Fever,but changes its own proper Type,to wit, 
it (ometimes happens that diffenterick Affects accompany this Dif 
eafe ; in fome bilous Vomitings and Seiges are very troublefome,as in 
the colerick Difeafe,and in others bloody Stools happen witha violent 
Pain and Gripes of the Belly. Ihave often obferv'd the former in 
this our Neighbourhood; and the reafon of it may be deduced from 
a mighty bilous Temperature; for by reafon of this the aduit Matter, 
not to be blown off by Sweat,is copioufly feparated in the Liver: Af- 
terward by reafon of the Va/a Coledocha being over-fill'd, it isfent ta 
theVentricle and Inteftines: The other AffeCtof the Difentery is found 
only in fome Places, and there being {poradical rather than common, 
it has feized only fome fick Perfons. The Origine of it can be afcrib’d 
only to the peculiar Crafis or vicious Predi{pofitions of fome Bodies, 
alfo to the Scituations of Places,or the nature of the Air. Moreover, 
it may be fufpected that the Difeafe is now and then conveied to 
others, not without the Communication of a certain Mia{m. 

Concerning this Difeafe, there ought to bea double Prognoftick ; 
firtt of the Fever it felf, in general, what kind of end it will have, 
and when; what it does threaten to our Land 5 whether it be not 
4 Fore-runner of the Plague, or Peftilential Difeafes, (as it is vulgar- 
ly feared.) Secondly, We cught to give the Signs by which we 
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are wont to prefage a Well-doing or Danger in the various Cafes 

of the Difeafed. : 
As to the firft,becaufe we have fhewn that the Origine of this Af- 
fect is not to be taken from the Air infected with a Contagion,or ve- 
nemous Miatm, nor from a malignant Seminium of Vapors diffus'd 
through the Air; but only from a mighty bilous Temperature or 
Diathefis of our Bodies, with a Blood which is aduft and mightily 
fcorch’d by reafon of the Summer Heats: I think thereisno caufe of 
Fear here, whereby we may dread that thisFever, being rais'd toa 
worfe ftate through the fault of the Air, may grow at length to 
be Malignant or Peftilential ;' but rather(what the Change of the Sea- 
fon of the Year,and the Alteration of our Blood may makeus‘expect) 
we ought to fear left this Fever, which at firft imitates the Type of 
a Tertian, may pafs into a Quartan: Which I obferve has already 
hapned to fome} and think it is greatly to be fear’d, left hereafter 
Autumn drawing to anend, it may happenin many. seh 
As to the particular Prognoftick, the Signs which happen in the 
courfe of this Fever moft remarkable, and which in fome manner 
foretel its [fue and Event, are thefe: If the Difeafe happens ina 
found Body,well-temper’d, and eafily perfpirable.if a Vomiting with 
a well-bearing enfues,and the Belly be loofe: If the Fit begins with 
a light Shivering,and after a moderate Heat ends in a Sweat, and the 
Interval of it be with an Apirexia, or a well-bearing 5 if the Pulfe be 
ftrong, the Urine of a Flamecolor, clear, with a laudable Hipofta- 
fis, we predict that the Difeafe will end in a fhort time without dans 
ger: But if this Fever be raifed in a fat Body, and of a vicious Ha- 
bit ; if with a troublefome Vomiting, an exorbitant Heat, and an 
intolerable Thirft, long torment the Difeafed 5 if the Heat be fuc- 
ceeded by a difficult, partial, often interrupted Sweat, and interlaced 
with frequent Vomitings,and does not end in an Apirexia, we declare 
this Difeafe to be long,and liable to danger : But if the Difeafed holds 
his Strength, and theUlrine fhews figns of Concoction, we do not 
defpair of well-doing; efpecially if after four or five Returns, the 
Difeafe, as it is ufual; remits of its wonted fiercenefs, Thirdly, we 
obferve, if this Difeafe happens in a Body which is-cold, or broken 
with other Difeafes, or weaken'd 5 if befides horrible Vomitings,and 
a violent Heat, a frequent Fainting, Swoonings, Deliriums, or Le- 
thargick Affects happen. if after many Acceffes, the Strength of 
the Difeas’d falling, the Difeafe remits nothing, but a continual Ef- 
fervefcence troubles the Blood, and very much diffipates the vital 
Spirits 5 if a dejected Appetite,obftinate Watchings,convulfive Mo- 
tions, witha weak Pulle, a troubled or thick Urine happen, we de- 
clare the Cafe to be full of Danger: But it is protracted to a good 
length, and it gives Time and Occafions for Nature to recollect 

her-felf, and to the Phyfician for giving Remedies, 
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The Therapeutick Indications which Mave place in the Cure of this 
Fever, are chiefly fours Firft, that the Blood being become burnt, 
and too bilous, be redue'd to its due Temper. Secondly, that the 
depravation of the nutritive Juice,and its alteration into a fermenta- 
tive matter, be ftopt, or at leaftwife, be leffen’a. Thirdly, that about 
the declination of the Difeafe, the Blood being depauperated bya fre. 
quent Deflagration, and rendred impure by the mixture of the mor- 
bifick or aduft matter be ‘reftored, and be rendred volatile as. it 
ought. Fourthly, that we obviate with Remedies the Symptoms 
which are chiefly infefting the Courfe of the Difeafe. To anfwer 
thefe Intentions, I advife the following Method to be ufed. 

About the firft beginnings of the Difeafe, if a bilous Humor flow. 
ing from the Vafa Choledocha, and fent into the Ventricle, the Difea- 
fed be inclin’d to Vomit, when the Fit is-at hand,let a plentiful Eva- 
cuation of the fame beraifed by a gentle Emetick: Blooding and Pur 
ging ought not to be ufed but during the Interval of Fits; for while 
the Blood violently ferments, or is refolved into a Sweat,Nature ought 
not to be diverted from its Works begun, nor its Attempts be difturs 
bed by the Prefcripts of Phyficians; wherefore after the Acce(s is o= 
ver, and the Sweat entirely ended,let a Purging be ordered by a gen= 
tle Cathartick, and let the fame afterward be fometimes repeated on 
the like occafion: For by this Method,not only the ftore of the excre~ 
mentitious Matter is withdrawn from the firft Paflages, but efpecially 
the Choler-Veffels being emptied, the Bile is plentifully drawn from 
the Mafs of Blood, and thereby the Blood is reftor’d toward its natu 
ral Crafis. Let Blooding, if it be indicated, be put in Practice, from 
the beginning; for fo its Liquor growing too turgid, is eventilated, 
whereby it both lefs perverts the nutritive Juice, and when the Fit 
preffes, it burns with a more mild Blaft together with the morbifick 
Matter: But otherwife,if after along Sicknefsa Vein be opened,when 
the Blood being depauperated and rendred watery, has heaped toge- 
ther more of morbifick Matter, and does not duely concoctit, and 
purge it forth, much is drawn from the Strength of Nature,from the 
Power of the Difeafe nothing. In the Interval of the Acceffts, when 
Blooding nor Purging may not be admitted, let the Belly be kept fo- 
lable by a conftant ufe of Clyfters; alfo let digeftive Remedies of a- 
cetous or faline Liquors and Powders be given,fuch as Cream of Tar- 
tar, the fixt Salts of Herbs, Tartar Vitriolate,burnt Harts-horn,Spirit 
of Vitriol and of Salt, &c. for thefe reftore the Ferments of the Vif 
cera loft or grown fluggifh, depurate the Blood by fufing it ; alfo fe- 
parate, and, asit were, precipitate the morbifick Matter: Alfo at thig 
time, if obftinate Watchings chance to prove infefting, and impair 
the Strength of the Difeafed, we may interlace Anodyne and gently 
Narcotick Remedies, but by no means give them in the Acces, for 
then they greatly hinder the fubduing, and feeretion of the febrile 
Matter, and prolong the Fit which would fooner end, 
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So far concerning what¢fs to be done in the Intervals of the Fits ; 
but in the Fit, tho the Diteafed then chiefly fend for and call upon 
Phyficians,yet their Prefcripts at this time are limited within a nar- 
row Scope: Ifa Vomiting (tho an Emetick be given before) be ftill 
infefting, let it be freely promoted by Poffet-Drink either fimple, or 
with bitter Herbs boiled in it ; but let the chief way of the Cure bein 
qualifying the Heat and Drought, which are wont to torture feverely 
the Difeafed in thisFever; for whilft the Blood,fermenting with the 
morbifick Matter, and being kindled inthe Heart, fprings into the 
Lungs, it raifes there a moft violent Inflammation, which requires a 
pouring on of cold Water, as it were, for extinguifhing a Flame 3 
Wherefore they defire tobe pouring in Drink without meafure 5 
without which the Difeafed faint through the too much burning,and 
in a manner all their Blood, being rarefied,.asit were, into a Flame 
and a Smoak, does not eafily continue the thread of Circulation ; 
wherefore, Drink by all means ought to be granted to thofe that are 
in the Fever: Which neverthelefs,ifit be pour'd in in too great a quan- 
tity, firft it exagitates more the boiling Blood, and again brings a 
Confufion of the febrile Matter began to be feparated, that thereby 
| the Work of fubduing and Secretion is longer protracted, and the 
Fit is made longer3 moreover, a great pouring in of Drink proves 
offenfive to the Stomach, and by troubling it, and often by raifing 
a Vomit, hinders Tran(piration, and callsin a Sweat breaking forth, 
or haply already broken forth: Wherefore, when the Heat of the Fe- 
veiis firft kindled, let the Difeafed, tho very dry, drink only by fip- 
ping, and, what they may, let them refrain it; afterward when the 
burnt and fubsdued Matter begins to be fent off by Sweat, let them 
more freely gratifie themfelves with it; for fo the Sweating is great- 
ly promoted, and the Fit is fooner over: As to the Nature of the 
Drink, fometimes let Poffet-drink, fometimes fmall Ale, or Barley 
Water be given; fometimes Fountain-water, either alone, or fhar- 
pen’d a little with the Juice of Limons: In this cafe, the ufeof Sal 
Prunella is juftly commended, giving in any Liquor; for this, by 
its Nitrofity, wonderfally reftrains the boiling Blood, and power- 
fully moves Sweat. Ihave often obferv'd in the middle of the Fit, 
that the Difeasd have fall’n into a Fainting or a Swoon, where the 
Cordials and hot Liquors, which are wont prefently to be pour’d 
in, very much increafe the Violence of the Fever, and caufe greater 
Troubles than ufual,that the Fit is more difficultly ended: But thefe 
Swoonings, for the moft part,happen either from the bilous Humor 
fent into the Ventricle, or by reafon of a Sweat broken off abruptly 
and againtt thefe T have always found the moft prefent Remedy > 
that either a Feather being put in the Throat, a Vomit be promo- 
ted, or that a thin Liquor being drank in aplentiful Meafire, the 
Sweat be again raisd: And in the whale Courfe of this Fever, am 
wont to give no Cordials or Alexipharmicks, . : 
| A Diet 
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A Diet in this Fever only thin, and not rich, ought to be ordered: 
Let all Food prepar’d of the Fi ‘th of Animals be wholly fhna’d ; 
for thefe abounding with Sulphur, plentifully afford a Fuel to the 
boiling or kindled Blood, as Oy! pour’d on a Flame: : Moreover, e 
nothing {pirituous, as hot Waters, ftrong Ale, or Wine be allowec ie 
but let Oat or Barl ey Decoctions or Broths, altered with cooling 
Herbs, be chiefly ufeds alfo let Poffet-drink. fi Mia l! Ale, or Whey, 
be drank by the Difeated at Pleafure: For fince by this Means a ve« 
ry thin and watery nutritive Juice is conveyed to the M.ts of Ble od, 
the refolved Particles of the Sulphur are burnt off fooner, and with 
lefs Tumult; alfo the Recrements of the adutt M. iter aré More rea 
dily fent forth from the Mafsof Blond : But fon the contr ary, a 
rich and plentiful Nourifhment be ufed, the Efferve(cence of the 
Blood is thereby much encreas’d, and the Blood is more infected 

_with the Mixture of an adu{t Matter. 

When after frequent Fits,the Blood being much burnt off. and the 
Fever, being in its dec ‘lining State, has remitted of its fervour and 
fiercenefs, Care muft be taken, that the Difea fed, while upon their 
Recovery, do not fall into a Cachexia, or Scorbutick Affect ; for the 
Crafis of the Vifcera being injured) and the Bload being very much 
depauperated, the nutritive Juice,-tho.it be not feore h'd as he fore, 
yet isnot duly concocted, and maturated into a perfect Blood ¢ 
But through defect of a Pneumatofis, ferous Excrements, imbued 
with a fixt Salt, are very much heap'd together; and fometimes be- 
ing fixt inthe barnes fometimes in the extream P a'ts, bring forth 
various Affects. Wherefore in a long continned | languor of the Dit 

eafed, or Behe wife, in-order to-a quicker spain let Re music. 
be given which volatize the Blood, and either hinder the St 
the Viicera, or remove them being made, and 1 
ments being almoft extinct ; for this We chicfly conduce the Re 
medies and Preparations, which are vulgarly call’d Digri res and 
Antifcorbuticks 5 by which being . earonap bly adminiftred, I have 
known many weéak,pale, and bloodlefs Perfons, as it were, to have 
foon recover’d a fprightly Strength an nd Vi igor. 
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N immoderate Heat of the Summer before was followed in the 
Winter with a Froft equally intenfe,{o > that no Man living has 
{carce remembreéd aY ear like this for an Excefs both of Heat and Cold : 
from the fifth of Deceiber almoft to the Vernal Equinox, the Karth 
Was cover d with Snow;and from the North Winds continually blow- 
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ing, all things, fetin the open Air, waxed {tiff with Cold: And after. 
ward,from the beginning of theSpring almoft to the firft day of Zune, 
the fame Wind ftill blowing, the Seafon was more like Winter than 
Spring,only that fometimes haply it was interlac’d with a Day or two 
of hot Weather. During the Winter, amongft our People here ( fave 
that the Qvartan Ague contracted in the Autumn infelted fome) the 
State was indifferently healthful, free from any popular Difeafe. In 
the beginning of the Spring an intermittent Tertian Fever (as it’s u- 
fual in every other Year) feized fome. About the end of Apri/,ona 
fudden an Affect fhew’d it felf, which being fent, as it were, by a cere 
tain Blaft from the Stars, feiz’d a great many ; thatin fome certain 
Towns, in a Weeks {pace, above a thoufand Men lay iat once. The 
Pathognomick Symptom of this Difeafe, which firft feized the Difea~ 
fed,was a troublefome Cough, with a copious Spitting,and a Catarrh 
falling on the Palate, Throat, and Noftrils; there is alio a feverifh 
Diftemperature, which,for the moft part, is joyn’d with a Heat anda 
Drought, a want of Appetite, a fpontaneous Laflitude, anda great 
Pain inthe Back and Loins: Which Fever nevertheleis in fome was 
more remifs,that they walk 'd abroad and durigg all the time of their 
Sicknefs, followed the ufual Offices of Life, complaining in the mean 
time of a want of Strength and a Weaknels,of a loathing of Food, of 
a Cough and a Catarrh. Now in fome a hot Diftemperature very 
much reigned, that being confined to their Bed,they were troubled 
with a Burning and a mighty Drought,with Watchings,a Hoarfenels, 
and an almoft continual Cough; fometimes a Bleeding at Nofe, in 
fome a Spitting Blood, and often bloody Stools, hapned upon this 
Affect. Thofe who being of aninfirm Body, and ftricken in Years, 
were feized with this Difeafe,many of them died 3 butin amanner all 
of thofe that were {trong andof a found Conftitution recover’d : 
Thofe who yielding to this Difeate, perifhed,they died, for the moft, 
by reafon of their Strength being wafted by degrées,and a Mafs of fe- | 
rous Filth being heaped together in the Breaft, with the Fevers being 
increafed, and a difficult Breathing, like Perfons troubled with a He= 
Ctick Fever. Concerning this Difeafe,we muft enquire what kind of 
Progatarctick Caufe it had, that it fhould rife on a fudden in the 
Spring, and that within a Months time almoft the third Part of Man- 
kind fhould be affected with it. Afterward,the Signs and Symptoms 
being diligently compared together, the formal Reafon of this Dif- 
eafe, alio the ways of its Crifis and Cure, ought to be affigned. 

That the North Wind is mott apt for producing Catarrhs, befides 

the Teftimony of Hiftorsans, common Experience makes good; But 
why Catarrhs did not fpread themfelves fo much fporadically during 
all the Tract of the Winter and Spring, but that this Affect fhould 
reign epidemically only for the {pace of one Month, and then joyn’d 
with a Fever, the reaton is not fo plain, I know that many draw 
the

the Caufe from the uneven Diftemperature of the Air, for that Sea- 
fon ; which tho, for the moft part, cold, yet fometimes, the North» 
wind remitting, fora Day or two was very hot; wherefore, on this 
Occafion, as upon taking Cold after being hot,many Men might fall 
fick:This kind of evident Caufe might fuffice haply for affecting fome 
with this Sicknefs 5 but for caufing an Affect arifing fo on afudden, 
and generally reigning, befides fuch an occafion, a great Procatarxis 
or Predifpofition was requir'd: For it ought to be fuppofed, that all 
Men, in a manner, wereready prepared for receiving this Difeafe, o- 

therwife no evident Caufe would exercife its force fo powerfully on a 

great many: Wherefore it is likely that this Difeafe drew its Origine 

from the Diftemperature, and very great Irregularity of the Years 

And as the intermittent Autumnal Fever above defcribed was the 

Product of a preceeding immoderate Heat, fo this catarrhal Fever 

wholly depended on the Tract of the Year hapning to be too cold; 

for the Blood being already burnt from the over-hot Summer, and 

inclin’d to the Fever above defcribed, then Autumn coming on, be- 

ing made more fharp,and apt to a Quarean Fever,afterward by rea- 

fon of the intenfe Cold of the Winter being little eventilated, and 

hindred from its due Perfpiration, it held ftill a Difcrafie, and was 
ready to fuffer by it as occafion might be given. Wherefore, in re- 
gard the Blood in the middle of the Spring (as the Juice of Vegetables) 
being become more {prightly, and having begun to fpring and dif- 

play it felf, by reafon of its Thieknefs ftill continued, was ftraitned 

in circulating, it was prone to feverifh Effervefcencies ; and in re 

gard the Serous Latex abounding in the Blood, was not able to eva- 

porate forth by reafon of the Pores being {till clofed with the Cold 

reftagnating inwardly and falling chiefly on the Lungs(where fome- 

what fuccedaneous is performed to outward Perfpiration ) it rais’d 

fo frequent and troublefome a Cough. 

Therefore the Rife and formal Reafon of this Difeafe are chiefly 
founded in two things; to wit, that there hapned together a great 
er Effervefcence of the Blood than ordinary, caufed by the Spring 
Seafon, and withal a Denfity, or a great ConftriGion of the Pores 
caufed by the preceeding Tract of Time which was too cold; that 
thereby there was not a free {pace granted the Blood f{pringing in the 
Veffelss The Cafe was the fame, asif Wine beginning to ferment, 
were put into Veffels clofe ftopt ; for by this means both the Vef- 
fels and the Wine are in danger of being deftroyed. 

Wherefore, to draw the thing in fhort; that this Difeafe arifing 
in the middle of the Spring, prefently f{preading very far, feiz’d a 
great many, the caufe was not a blaft of a malignant Air, whereby 
the Difeafed were affected as tho ftruck by a Sideration,as fome will 
have it,but that at this time the Blood being infpired by the Gontti- 
tution of theSpring, and fo apt to difplay it felf and ferment, was 
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{traitned in its Motion, and the Effluvia being inwardly reftrained, 
it could not be enough ventilated. Every Year, tho temperate, it 
is ufual in the Spriog and Fall for certain Difeafes to reign epidemi- 
cally, to wit, becaule at this time, the Blood being renewed, dif- 
plays it felf, as it were, anew, and therefore Intermittent Fevers, 
and fometimes the Smail-pox grow every where rife at this time; 
wherefore it 1s 00 wonder, atter a Very uneven Conftitution of the 
Year, and differing from the natural, when in this Spring the Blood 
boiling ft,ongly within the Veffels, by reafon of a letted Tranfpira= 
tion, was not able to be circulated freely, and to be enough even- 
tilated, if thence great Di/ordeis follow, and a very epidemick Af- 
feck be raifed from this very general Caute. 

As to the Symptoms joyned to this Diveafe, the feverith Diftem- 
perature and the things depe ding of it, the burning of the Przcor- 
dia, the Thirit, fpontaneous L.ifitude, the great pain in the Head, 
Loyns or Limbs, were cau’ed by. the Bloods boiling too, much, and 
not being enough eventilated.: Hence in many the thinner part 
of the Blood being heated,and the remaining Liquor being troubled, 
a Synochus fimple, or of many Days wascaufed; But. in fome ha- 
ving a vitious Diathefis of the Blood,or an ill habit of the Body, this 
kind of Fever being arifen through the fame caufe, foon paffed into 
a very dangerous, and often mortal Putrid. 

The Cough accompanying this Fever with the Catarrh, draws its 
©vigine from the ferous Humor heapt together a long time in the 
Blood,by reafon of Tranipiration being letted,and afterward an effer- 
vefcence arifing, diftilling in a great plenty from the little Arteries 
gaping inwardly: For when the Pores are conftringed,thetuperfluous 
Serofities in the Blood, wont toevaporate outwardly,are poured on 
the Lungs by a nearer way of purifying the Blood: Wherefore upon 
taking cold, (as its vulgarly faid ) that is upon Tranfpiration being 
outwardly letted,a Cough for the moft part is raifed: And in the Pro- 
Catarxis for this Affect, a redundancy of Serum in the Mafs of Blood 
had almoft the frit Place,for from the long continued cold ftopping 
the burning of the Blood, or the increafe of Color, and hindring the 
Tvanfpiration of the watery Latex,of neceflity a great deal of ferous 
Humor was, heapt together in the Blood; wherefore, when the 
Blood,difplaying it felf in the Spring, fell into an Effervefcence, the 
overflowing of the Serum, and its difcharge on the inward Parts was 
wont to bring firft a Cough, asa proper Symptom of this Difeafe ¢ 
And in whom the Blood, being much diluted by the mixture of 
Scrum, Were very obnoxious to the Cough and rheumatick Affect, 
tho'e came more lightly. off with the feverifh Diftemper. 

The, Prognottick of this Affect as to private Perfons,for the moft 
partis eafic,that prefently from its firft invafion it difcovers the event. 
Bor jf this Sicknets be rated in a robult Body and found before, and 
the 
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the feverifh Diftemperature be.moderate, and without any fevere 
and dreadful Symptom, the Cafe is free fiom Danger,and the Affe 
is reputed of fo light Moment,that commonly it is only called a Cold 
taken, and for the moit part neither a Phyfician nor Remedies are 
fought after, unlefs ome that are very COlmon,aiid of an eafie Pre- 
paration are uled. But.if this Aff & happens in a weak and unheal= 
thy Body, with an ill Apparatus, and either the Fever be raifed toa 
Putrid, or the Cough growing ftrong, caufes a difficult Breathing, 
and a kind of confumptive Conititution, the Event of the Difeafe is 
very much fui pected,and often is terminated in Death. The common 
Prognoftick, which is taken hence concei 1ing the future ftate of the 
Year, contains nothing very much to be feared, or threatens mighty 
ill; by reafon of the-uneven Intemperies of the Year, as great'excef- 
fes of Heat, and afterward the Cold, we may fear Difeates arifing 
from the difcrafy of the Blood; but from the prefent tiate.we nei- 
ther fufpect the Air mightily depraved, nor infected with vene- 
mous Breaths, that we may hence ground a Judgment of a Plague, 
Or malignant intermittent Difeafe. 

As to the Method of Cure,when this Difeafe feizes lightly, its Cure 
for the moft part is left to Nature: For this Fever being only a fimple 
Synochus, ts wont to-be determined within a few Days by a Sweat. 
Wherefore after a copious Sweat for the moft part about the third or 
fourth Day, the Heat and Diought, the laffitude and great Pains are 
appeafed: Then the Cough protracted longer, afterward remits by 
little and little, and at length the Difeafed recover by degrees. If at 
any time this Difeafe has taken deeper root,there is need of fit Reme- 
dies.and an exact Method of Cure; let the Fever growing {trong be 
cured according to the Rules to be obferved in a Putrid, tho with 
this difference,that becaufe a letted Tranfpiration, and the diicharge 
of the ferous Humor on the Lungs are chiefly in.the fault, therefore 
let Diaphoreticks, and the Remedies called Thoricks be of frequent 


ufe; for thefe reftrain the great flowing of the Serum from the Vet: 


{els inward,and cither by opening the Pores,convey it outwai djor by 
precipitating it from the Mafs of Blood, fend it away by the urinary 
Paflages : Therefore let the Method of Cure for this Difeafe raifed to 
a worfe.ftate, regard both the feverifle Diftemperature, for curing 
which you may direct according to the Intentions ufed in a Putrid 
Fever: And the Rheumatich Affect, which neverthelefs muft be the 
fecond Indicant, and does not admit any evaporating Remedies in- 
differently,or {uch as are'ufual againft a Cough,but only of that kind, 
which does not intend the Fever. ._ Letthe Forms of thefe and the 
fit times of healing, be taken from the Precepts every where deliver- 
ed for the Cure of the Putrid Fever, and of the Cough: The Aids 
which now by a frequent Experience are vulgarly faid to have gi- 
ven a chief relief in this Difeafe,are a Diaphorefés, or a procuring of 
a Sweat, 
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a Sweat, and a letting Blood 5 for the Veffels being emptied this or 
that way, both the immoderate Effervefeence of the Blood, and 
the redundancy of it are moderated. 


‘A Defeription, made the firft Day of September, of 


an Epidemick Fever, arifing aboat the beginning 
of Autumn, An. 1658. 


HE Vernal Fever even now deferibed, fcarce lafted above fix 
Weeks, that it plainly feemed only a light Effervefcence of the 
Blood, which growing turgid in the Spring,and withal being ftrait- 
ned in its room for want of Ventilation, boiled violently like new 
Wine ftopt in Bottles, and afterward ceafed of its own accord : But 
thenceforward,as the Year did not recover its due Temper, foneither 
did our Blood, and fo a fecond fewel was foon heaped together for a 
new Fever; for after the Summer Solftice,the N orth-wind ftill blows 
ing,the Seafon continued cold a long time 5 fo that the Husbandman 
feared that the Fruits and ftanding Corn would fcarce be brought to 
a Maturity this Year: But after this, a little before the beginnig of 
Augujt,a moft intenfe Heat followed for many Days; and in the Dog- 
days the Air was mighty parching, that it was very tedious to be in 
the open Field. By reafon of thofe Exceffes of Heat and Cold, the 
Temperature of this Year was very uneven: Wherefore of neceflity 
our Blood muft be fometimes fixed, and,asit were,congealed, fome- 
times too muclt parcht,and therefore perverted from its natural Cra- 
fis.to be burnt,or atrabilarious: Alfo the Pores of the Skin were ve 
ry much altered from their due Conttitution, that thereby infen- 
fible Tranfpiration wag not performed after its wonted manner. 
From the time the foregoing Fever ceafed, there was a healthy 
State,and free from any popular Difeafe,almoft to the end of the Dog- 
days: But afterward, a few, firft in Country Houfes and Villages fell - 
fick here and there: But afterward about the end of the Month of 
Auguft, anew Fever rifing on a fudden, began to be rife throughout 
whole Countries,on every fide in our Neighbourhood; this, alfo the 
other, which reigned the Autumn before, chiefly raged in Country 
Villages, and Boroughs; fewer of the Inhabitants of Cities, and the 
greater Towns in the mean while falling ill ofit. At the fame time 
in other Countries far remote from hence, nay almoft throughout 
all England,an Epidemick Fever was faid to reign,and in certain other 
Places a far greater Mortality was talked of,than here with us. Hap= 
ly the Idea of this Fever now reigning,and its Apparatus of Symptoms 
i$ not in all Places alike in all things, or is it markt wholly with 
the fame Phenomena and Accidents, I fhall fet down fuccinctly 
aud briefly, whatfoever I have learned by my own Obfervation, or 


by 
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by the Communication of others, concerning its Nature as it. wasin 
our Neighbourhood. . 

About the firft beginnings of this Difeafe, its Type was erring and 
very uncertain; for in fome there wasa continual Effervefcence, in 
others it was intermittent, and renewed with {et Fits; but ina great 
many of the Difeafed it happen’d as a pathognomick Symptom at this 
time to be illin the Brain and genus Nervofum,that prefently from the 
beginnings of this Fever almoft all complain’d of their Head being 
very bad.tor fome were infefted with a violent Head-ach,others with 
a hardnefs of Hearing,and a ringing inthe Ears but to moft, either 
a Drowfinefs, and a great Sleepinefs, with a vertiginous Affect. or 
obftinate Watchings,with a Delirium,and Diftractions of the animal 
Spirits, were wont to happen. Ihave obferved in fome,that onthe 
firft or fecond Days of being fick, broad and red Spots, like the Mea= 
fles, broke forth by little and little in the whole Body, which vanifh< 
ing ina fhort time after, prefently the Fever became more intenfe, 
and efpecially the affects of the Head far more fevere ¢ thenceforward 
a Drowfinefs of the Senfes, and a Sleepinefs feized fome for many 
days,that they lay along time without Speech,or Knowledge of their 
Pricnds; like Perfonsready to dye. I have known fome to have been 
cait hence intoa Lethargy, othersinto an Apoplexy, fome to have 
fall'n into Diliriums and a Frenzy. Many of the younger and ftronger 
of thefe Menefcaped ( tho not without a long continued Weaknefs 
and a doubtful Recovery ) mean while the old Perfons, and thofe who 
were otherwife weak and fickly,dyed in all Parts: as for {uch who lay 
ill of a continual Fever,as it were with thefe Marks of Malignity,they 
were but few,and only in fome Houfes {poradically : but the Sicknefe 
which, moft generally reigning in our Neighbourhood, aflail’d moft, 
and ftill feverely rages, feems to imitate the Type of an intermittent 
Fever; viz. of a Tertian or of a Quotidian * for either each Day, or 
( which I have more frequently obferved ) every other Day, the Dif 
eafed have Fits, which with a Cold, a Heat, anda Sweat fucceeding 
in order, infeft them a long time and feverely 2 And thefe kinds of 
Acceffes,and the whole courfe of the Difeafe,are wont to be mark’d 
with a various Concourfe of Symptoms and Accidents, according ta 
the different Age and Temperament of the Difeafed-And this is coms 
mon to moft ( I had almoft faid to all ) that fall fick to be trou 
bled with Cephalick Affects together with this Fever. 

When therefore any one is affeted with this Difeafe (whether the 
Sicknels be raifed from an evident Caufe or from Contagion, or with- 

out a manifeft Occafion ).a Pain in the Head,and often in the Loins, 
with a Drought, a want of Appetite, a {pontaneous Laffitude, and a 
Heat, tho not intenfe, difcover its coming : Ifit happensina young 
Bady,of a florid Blood, and hot Temperament, about its Beginnings 
the Fits are withouta Cold, ora Shivering, but they prove very trou- 
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blefome with along and fharp Burning. » The Sick are oftentroubled 
with a Vomiting, and for the moft part they havea violent Pain in 
the Head ;’a Sweat happens with difficulty,which often being partial, 
and°foon interrupted, feldom ends the Fit; but when they ceale to 
f{weat,they burn again, that the Accefsis {carce ended in fome with- 
in eighteen or thirty four Hours. Mean while, by the Bloods very 
much boiling, the Fancy 1s troubled, that often a Delirium, a talking 
light-headed, Watchings, a great Reftlefnefs, are railed during the 
Fit ; and the fame being ended, during the time or the Interval ftilb 
a'troublefome Drought, a remifs Heat, a failing of the Strength,and 
a great Weaknefs of the Spirits, with a Head-ach and a vertiginons 
Affect, moleft them: They are fcarce to be found, who, as in a 
common Tertian, are indifferently well in the Intervals of the Accef- 
fes. About the Beginnings of the Difeafe,the fharp Fits of the Fever 
are fomewhat more mild, which afterward grow worfe every time 
by little and little, and at length begin with a Cold or a Shivering ; to 
which neverthelefs after a long and very troublefome Burning,a Sweat 
with difficulty fucceeds in moft, fo that the Fit is feldom ended ina 
due Temperature. Within fix or feven Returns, the Strength of the 
Difeafed is very much confumed, that being become languifhing and 
weak, they have a hard Task to ftrive with the Difeafe ; for unlefs 
Nature be aided by Art, the Fever ftill prevails; and feldom or ne- 
ver within a fhort timeis either folv’d by a Crifis, or remits by little 
and little, but brings the Affected by a long Siege to the greateft 
ftraits, to wit, perfifting fo long, till the Blood being become very 
effete) or rendred watery, by its frequent Deflagration, is altogether 
unmeet to boil'too: much of its own accord in its Veffels, or to be 
freely kindled in the Heart 5 and then it becomes often fo vapid, and 
poor of Spirits, that being infufficient for continuing the Lamp of 
Life, it brings Death. But fometimes the Mafs of Blood, depraved 
‘and depauperated by this Difeafe, is able to continue ( tho with dif- 
ficulty ) the Vital fire half extinct,and to refrefh it again by little and 
little, and in a long time, with Spirit and Vigor, tho in the mean 
while after the height of this Difcafe,when the Blood being rendred 
weak, and withal impure,is not able to expel forth the febrile Mat- 
ter, or the aduft Recrements by a critical Motion, it conveys the 
fame to the Brain 3 and therefore about the increafe of this Fever, 
a Drowfinefs, and a Stupidity of the Spirits, a Sleepinets,a Vertigo, a 
ringing of the Ears, Tremblings and convultive Motions, with a great 
Suppreflion of the whole animal Faculty are oftentimes caufed. 
Thofe,who being of a cold Temperament, or grown in Years, are 
feized with this Difeafe,tho they have not fo acute a Fever, yet are 
wont to lye in a greater danger of Lifé: For in thefe, befades the 
Difpofition of the Blood not eafily reducible; alfo in the Fits,what is 
heaped together extraneous and not mifcible, is hardly fubduedand 
with 
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with difficulty feparated from the Mafs of Blood: Wherefore,both the 
Blood is {till more notably depraved in its Crafis, and in every of the 
Fits is more infected with an impure mixture: Moreover,the nervous 
Liquor is greatly perverted from its due Temper, and is exceeding. 
ly defiled with aduft Recremients continually poured on the Brain : 
When therefore old,melanclioly,or otherwife unhealthy Perfons, fall 
into this Fever,from the firft Invafion they prefently become torpid, 
and for the moft part vertigincus: in the Fits, tho the Heat be not 
vehement and fharp,yet they lye reftlefs, and toffing very much, of 
ten talk abfurdly and idly:After along Incalefcence,either no Sweat, 
or only a partial one, and often interrupted, enfues, whereby the Fit 
is not fully folved: But all during the Intervals, the Difeafed heing ve- 
ry dry, continue to be ill difpofed, with a drousgiit of the Mouth, a 
roughnefs of the Tongtie, and an overfpreading of a vifeous Lee ¢ 
After fome Fits, their Strength being mightily dejected, ‘either they 
are confined to their Beds altogether,or rifing a little in the day time 
they are {earee able to ftand,or to creep about from Piace to Place: 
Mean while they are troubled with 2 Fainting, a difficult Breathing, 
a Deadnefs of the Senfes, and a great Weaknefs of the whole gente 
Nervofum. The Urine is intenfly red in a great many,of a more fa- 
turated Color, and athieker Confiftency than in a common Tertian: 
the Pulfe,as long as the Strengthis not wholly caft down, for the 
moft part is ftrong and even 5 afterward,when the Difeafed grow ve- 
ry faint,it is weak,uneven,and often intermittent, to which allo Con- 
tractions of the Tendons,and convulfive Motions in the Wrifts being 
Joyn’d, for the motft part give an occafion for a Prognoftick of Death, 
Thole who being weak’ned by degrees, decline toward Death, for 
fome time before they dye,lye for the moft part without Speech) or 
the Knowledge of the Standers by,as Perfons ftupid: It feldom hap- 
pens in this Fever,that any one about to dye, being of a good Memo- 
ry and Underftanding,difpofes things of his Family,or bids his Friends 
farewel: And thofe who happen to efcape froma mighty Weakne’s, 
and almoft from a defperate Condition, do not recover by a fudden 
and manifeft Crifis, but wavering a long time, lye torpid and enerva- 
ted, that not without a doubtful and difficult Conteft, Nature at 
length, with much ado, prevails over the Dileafe, and then they re- 
cover their Strength by degrees by a flow and long-continued Con-= 

valefcence. | 
If the Nature and formal Reafon of the Epidemick Fever even 
now defcribed be inquired into, we fay that this (as that of the fore- 
going Year) is properly an Intermittent, for that which generally 
reigns, carrigs this kind of Type; tho fome continual Fevers here 
and there are fcattered with them; of which alfo we flail prefently 
give.a fhort Touch. ‘It will not be needful for us to derive the Se= 
minary of this from the Air infected with forme Mialm, but rather to 
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fetch the antecedent Caufe of it from the undue Conftitution of the 
Year,and the Indifpofition of our Blood acquir’d thereby; for Spring 
and Eall Intermittent Fevers yearly reign,to wit,becaufe our Blood, 
as the Juice of Vegetables, is wont to be moved, and to difplay it felf 
at thefe times more fprightly than ordinary : Wherefore if the Mafs 
of Blood, by reafon of the foregoing Seafon of the Winter or Sum- 
mer be altered from its due Temper,and has contracted a fharp or at- 
trabilarious Diathefis of another kind;its Dy{crafies,began before,are 
chiefly maturated about the Equinoxes;to wit,when the Blcod, more 
freely fermenting (in cafe it falls from its natural Crafts) does not 
fo readily fanguify,but will be apt to pervert the nutritive Juice,mixd 
with it,into anextraneous and febrile Matter. Since therefore this 
Year very much declined from its due Conftitutiom (that not only 
the preceding Dog-days,but the two Solftices and Equinoxes before 
were altogether intemperate ) it’sno Wonder if In‘ esmittent Fevers 
more frequent than ufual, and thofe attended with fome unufual 
Symptoms, reignin Autumn. That therefore an Epidemick Inter- 
inittent Fever reigns at this Time, I think it ought not to be attri- 
buted to the Fault of the prefent Air,but to the Irregularities of the 
foregoing Sealon: But on what Caufes and Occafions certain pecu- 
liar Symptomis,and diftinct from the common Rule of Intermittents, 
arife in this Fever, it is worthy to be inquired into. I have faid a- 
bove, that the Apparatus whereby this Fever became deftructive to 
Mankind, confilted chiefly in cwo things; to wit, the Temper. of the 
Year one while mighty cold, afterward hapning to be very hot,both 
varioufly perverted the Crafis of our Blood, and aftected the Pores 
of the Skin with an undue Conliitution, According tothe Reafons 
taken from both, 1 fhall briefly explicate the Accidents of this Di 
eafe, and aflign the Caufes of its Phoenomina. 


Wit,in fome with a continual Effervefcence,in others with an Erupti- 


vers jomewhat malignant 5 and in thofe.to whom it brought In- 


tinguifhed them by fome peculiar Appearance of Symptoms. 


cad-ach, fometimies witha Stupor,or a too great Diftracti- 
parits 5 Cie reaton of this is that the nervous Juice, 
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ry much altered from its due Crifis,to wit, from its fwect and {piri 
tuous Nature,and has become fometimes dull and almoft vapid, fome- 
times too fharp and pungitive. Moreover the Mafs of Blood alfo has 
greatly contributed to this Evil; for whilftit ferments the vapory Ef- 
fluvia, which ought to be blown away outwardly, by reafon of the 
Pores being conftring’d, are fent to the Membranes of the Head and 
the Brainzand by reafon of this clofing of the Pores communicated al- 
moit to all, a Sweat happens with difficuly, and that but partial, and 
often interrupted in the Fits. Hence alfo in the height of the Difeafe a 
perfect Crifis, or a fpontaneous Solution of it,feldom, or {carce at ail, 
happens: But inftead of it, if the thing be committed to Nature, an 
aduft Matter, or Recrements heap’d together in the Blood, or con- 
veyed to the Brain, and there raife Affects (ometimes of the Coma, 
fometimes of the Frenzy, and thofe lafting and obftinate. 

3- That the Fits fometimes begin without a Cold, or a Shivering, 
and are protracted in length with a troublefome Heat,and a difficult 
partial,and often interrupted Sweating 3 afterward,that the fame be- 
ing ended, the Difeafed grow hot again, fo that the Acceffes are not 
ended, but after a long Evaporation of adry Breath, the Caufe is the 
too fharp and bilous Difpofition of the Blood, whereby, being fill’d 
with a burnt Salt and Sulphur,rather than with a Serous Latex,when 
it grows turgid, it prefently takes toa light Flame, without a pre- 
vious flowing of the nitrous Matter: And therefore by reafon of its 
want of Serum, and the Pores being fhut, its Deflagration is conti- 
nued a Jong time,in a manner only witha dry Exhalation,and fcarce 
ends at length in an Apyrexia: And therefore, the Intervals of the 
Pits are-very troublefome with a Heat and Drought, a Head-ach, a 
Vertigo,and other Affects; to wit,becaufe the febrile Matter heap’d 
together in the Blood, is not wholly difcuffed every Fit, but part 
of it being left after the Accefs,as extraneous and not mifcible,brings 
almoft a continual Effervefcence. 

It isto be obferv’d, that thofe that are affected with this Fever 
pretently fall from their Strength, and the wonted firm State of their 
Bodies, that after a Fit or two, being out of Breath and very weak,they 
are fcarce able toftand or walk without a Staff; whereas it is ufual for 
fuch as are feized with a common Intermittent Fever,to be {prightly 
and chearful enough during the Intervals of the Accefles:The reafon 
of the Difference is 3 becaufe, inthisFever, both the Mafs of Blood is 
more depraved with the impure Mixture of a degenerate juice, and 
efpecially becaufe the fame is more perverted from its natural Crafis , 
and therefore when out of the Fitsit doth not boyl, yet it does not 
ferment duly and evenly in the Sinus’s of the Heart: Wherefare,when 
by a quick Motion,or any Agitation of the Body, the Blood is vehe- 
mently prefled forwhrd into the Sinus’s of the Heart, becaufe it ts not 
all prefently kindled here,and {prings forth, by itsStagnation,it brings 
an Opprefion of the Heart, and great Paintings of the animal pike 
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By rea(pn of this kind of Dyfcrafie of the Blood, to wit, whereby it 
+s unfit for Fermentation,or a due Accenfion in the Heart, fome Cat- 
telalfo, and efpecially Horfes, in the Spring or Fall, become fhort- 
winded, and very unfit for a fwift Motion. 


5. It remains for us to inquire,laftly concerning this Fever, wheres 


“fore it reigns chiefly in Parithes, little Villages, and in the Country, 
when Cities and great Towns have little of it, It might feem that this 
Affect might be raifed from marfhy and other noxious Vapors, plen- 
tifully heap'd together in this or that Tract of the Air ; but itis more 
rational to fay, That the Inhabitants of thofe kinds of Places having 
been more expofed to. the Winter Colds and Summer Heats, contra- 
Sted a greater Dy {crafie of the Blood,and fo a more apt Di! pofition to 
thisFever: For thofe that five in the Country {carce go out of their 
Hou‘es but are expofed to the Rays of the Sun,or to the Fervor of the 
heated Air. Moreover, Husband-men,and thofe in the Country, being 
nfed to hard Labors(among whom this Fever chiefly reign’d through 
their Toyls and immoderate Exerciies in the Fields, and witha! ufing 
anill and courfe Diet, fooner acquire an aduft and burnt Difpofition 
of the Blood,and therefore more apt to this Difeate,than Citizens and 
Towns-mien, who injoying Rettand a wholefom Diet,molt common- 
ly live tu Howfes together,orin Streets cooled by the Shadow of Hou- 
fes, Thetruth of this Affertion.is confirnyd, for that not only the 
Boidemick Fever now reigning,but the other alfo of the Autumn be- 
fore tais'd through a Dyfcrafie of the Blood, was chiefly rife among 
Husband-men and the Inhabitants of the Country ; but that popular. 
Fever which arofe in the middle of the Spring, depended chiefly on 
a letted Tran{piration, infefted moft Citizens and. Towns People; 
Mean while, thofe in the Country ufually procuring a more free 
Tran{piration by Exercife and Labors, liv’d more free from it. 
The generalPrognottick of thisDifeafe only feemis to threaten,that 
ina manner the like ll confequence will attend it,as followed the Epi- 
demick Fever of the foregoing Year ; to wit, (by a Guefs taken from 
the diffemperature of the Blood,rather than from the taint of the Air) 
we may dread an imminent Quartan Fever again,but not a Plague. As 
to the particular obfervations in it,to give you in fhort the f enswhich 
promife Death or Well-daing ; they chiefly regard the Temperature 
and Governance either of the Blood with the vital Spirit,or alfo of the 
nervous Juice with the animal Spirit. If from the Pulfe, Urine, Acti- 
onsnot injur'd, and the Appearance of other Symptoms, it be plainly 


indicated, that the Blood,as to its feverith Difpofition, be not greatly. 
perverted from its natural Crafis,that in the Fits it burns only mode- 


rately, and thatin every Conflict it eafily f(ubdues the load of the fe= 
brile Matter,and wholly fhakes it off from its Feliowthip, that after 
fome acceffes the Mafs of the fame Blood is fomewhat reftor'd toward 
its due Temper, that it lefs perverts the nutritive Juice, and fends 
forth that which is extraneous and not mifcible, with a more mild 


\ 
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Turgefcency ; andin the mean while, if the other {pirituous Liquor 
duly influences and irrigates the Brain.and nervous Bodies, that Sleep, 
Watchings, Senfation and Motion are perform’d well, or at leaftwife 
indifferently, we may hope all good things of the Difeafed. But if it 
fhall appear from the fame kinds of Signs,that the Blood in this Fever 
has gotten a Crafis far remote from the natural, if it perverts much 
of the nutritive Juice, and afterward from its extraneous and incon- 
gruous mixture the Liquor of the Blood be greatly troubled, and the 
Spirits are driven into Confiifion; if in the Fits the Blood burns too 
intenfly, and for along time, and does not duly fubdue the febrile 
Matter, or fend it wholly forth, but its impure Mixture is ftill more 
infected, (and in every feverifh Accefs more and more) and withal, 
the Spirits being continually conium’d, is become poor, we may de- 
clare the Life of the Difeafed to be in a dangerous Condition. If, be- 
fides thefe, the nervous Juice be faulty, that being altered from its 
due Temper, or being dull, and vapid as it were, it does not actuate 
the Brain and gens Nervofum, or being more fharp than it ought, it 
continually irritates the fame into Cramps and Diftractions ; and if 
befides vapory Effluvia continually departing from the Blood,or aduft 
Recrements, wont to be voided forth by a critical Sweat, are con- 
vey d to the Head, and there canfe Lethargical or Manical affects, 
the well-doing of the Difeas’d ftands very ticklifh, and we may fear 
a very fatal Event. 

Concerning the method of Cure of this Difeafe, three chief curative 
Intents come under confideration : Firft, a fpeedy Reducement of 
the Blood and nervous Juice to their Natural Crifis, ( as much as may 
be) or at leaftwife a Prevention of a too great Deprivation of them: 
Secondly, a due Management of the Difeafed as to their Fits, which 
ought to procure ; Firft, that lefs of degenerate Juice be heap’d to- 
gether for a Matter of the Fit 5 Secondly, that the ttore of that which 
is heap’d together be wholly blown off every Accefs, that the Difeaf- 
ed may be better in the Intervals: Thirdly, that the Body being 
altered for the better, the Fits be ftopt with antifebrifuge Reme- 
dies : The ThirdIntent regards the Symptoms chiefly nretnerwhiol 
muft be feafonably obviated,whereby Nature being not hindred, may 
reduce whatfoever intemperate is contain’d in the Vifcera, may fub- 
due and clear forth what is extraneous, and may foon recover its 
former Strength and Vigour. 

Firft therefore,for the Reducement and Correction of the Blood and 
nervous Juice,divers kinds of Evacuations,about the beginning of the 
Sicknefs, are wont to be usd in this Difeafe with good Succefs. It is 
manif.ft by modern Practice, that Vomitories are very much more 
ufeful in this affect, than ina common Tertian 3 wherefore ina robult 
Body, and prone to Vomit,about the beginning of the fecond or third 


Fit an Emetick Medicine is wont tobe given. The Operation of this. 


feems to do more good in the Fever, both ii as much as it plentifully 
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evacuates the filth from the Ventricle, and the Yellow Coler from the 
VafaCholedocha, and becaule it copioufly exprefles the Serous Latex 
from the EmuncCtories of the genus Nervofum, plac’d about the Pan= 
cras and Inteftines, and draws it forth by firring them: Wherefore 
we obferve, after a Vomit given, the Difeafed are better as to'the af= 
fects of the Head. Let Purging (where Vomitting is not proper) be or- 
dered the day following the Fit, as a Succedaneum to the other? “Alfo 
tho a Vomit be permitted, it may do well after a Fit or two 3*but let 
itbe perform’d only with a mild and gentle Medicine,which does not 
trouble or exagitate the Blood. It is ufual with us in thefe Fevers, all 
Aloctick or diagridiated Medicine slaid afade;to give only theInfufion 
or Powder of Sena, Rhubarb and Yellow Saunders, with Tartar and 
Salt of Wormwood: And to ufe this kind of Purging a little after the 
beginning the Difeafe; but at other times, to make the Belly foluble 
by a frequent ufe of Clyiters. That Blooding in this Difeafe is very 

good, frequent experience has fufficiently taught us; for fince, by 
reafon of the Pores being more clos’d than ufual in all, the Blood 

Soyiing in a Fever wants a Ventilation, letting Blood fupplies’ the 

Place of a more free Tran{piration, and prevents the Effluvia reftrain- 
ed from being fo readily difcharged on the Brain and genus Nervofium. 

But this Remedy is chiefly indicated by a very hot. Blood and a hot 

yemperament; nor ought it to be us‘d indifferently by old Perfons, 
fiuch as are flegmatick, and others very weak, unlefs haply’it be° im 
2 {mall Quantity, that the Mafs of Blood may be'fomewhat eventi- 


lated, and that the Tranflation of the febrile Matter into the Brain - 


may be ftopped. Ifit be proper to open a Vein, let it be done about 
the beginning of the Fever, or at leaftwife before the fourth or fifth’ 
Accefs; to wit, before the Blood be rendred very effete by!/a'fre- 
quent Defla gration, and too impure by the Mixture of an aduft’Mat- 
ter: For if Blooding be ufed when the Blood is mightily vitiated; the 
vital Spirits,and the Strength of the Difeafed are hereby more debil- 
itated5 nor is there any thing withdrawn from the Power of the 
Difeafe, or its Caufe. ‘There remains another Evacuation famous in 
this Fever; to wit, by Bliftering Plaifters applied to many Parts of 
the Body: Thefe are (o vulgarly obferved to give Relief, that fuch 
as are againft them, and have a great Averfion for fuch a Remedy, 
being led by the Example of others growing better thereby, eafily, 
admit of it. After what manner they feparatée the skarfe Skin from 
the Skin, and raife it as it were into a Bladder full of Water 3 whe- 
ther they fetch the watery and limpid Humor from the Arteries, or 
out of the Nerves, this is not the Place to enquire: But, that they.are 
ufed with benefitin this Difeafe,befides Experience,this Reafon feems 
fomewhat to convince; to wit,becanfe a large Difcharve cf this kind 
of ferous Humor doe3 in fome fort recompence the Detect of a free 


Tranipiration. Moreover, this kind of Remedy opens as it were the 
Boors and Gites at which the Blood and nervou: Tuice may prey: 
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lently void forth the extraneous Matter mixt with them by a nearer 
Way Purging ;- wherefore in the Plague and malignant Affects, Vefi- 
catories are efteemed very profitable. Alfo it is manifeft by common 
Obfervation,that in this and other Fevers, hapning in the fame Seafon, 
they prevent the fevere Affects of the Head, and are wont to relieve 
‘them being caus’d before,wherefore in Men that are flegmatick,aged, 
and of acold Temperament, Epifpaftick Plaifters may be applied -a- 
bout the firft Invafion of this Difeafe for Prefervation; and in any o- 
thers, troubled with a Drowfinefs, a V ertigo, or a violent Head-ach, 
they are wont to be advantagioufly ufed for the Cure of thofe-Afe 
fects. But ia very hot Conftitutions, where with a Defect of Serum, 
the Blood is too much burnt ; and if thofe that are in Fevers with an 
intollerable burning are obnoxious to W atchings, or a Frenzy, Ve§- 
Cafories do not {eem fit to be ufed. ) 

For correcting the Crafis of the Blood and the Tone of the Vilcera, 
qualifying and digeftive Remedies have place, in intermediate tunes, 
When the Sick have refted a little from the Evacuations ev'n now men- 
tion’d, being fuch as fufe the Liquor of the Blood, and feparate its Foe= 
culencies,and drive them towards the Emunctories as it were by pre- 
Cipitating them; for thofe kinds of Iutents are wont to be giv’n caol- 
ing Fuleps and Deco&ions, acidulated with § pirie of Vitriol,of Salessmith 
Lamarinds, the Fuice of Oranges, or of Limons, whereof neat Forms 
enough are vulgarly to be found: And for this end conduce ACetOuS, 

Saline, and eeftaceous Powders, viz. fuch as are prepared of Tartar, Sut- 
phur, the fixt Sales of Herbs, of burne Harts-horn, alfo of the. Claws or 
eyes of Crabs. For Example, Take Cream of Tartar three Drams, Sale 
of VVormwood a Dram and a balf: The Dofe half a Dram in anape- 
rsemt Decottion, twsce a day, out of the Fit. Or, Take Cream of Tartar 
two Drams, Powder of Crabs Eyes a Dram, Nitre purificd half a Dram, 
mix them, let it be given after the fame manner. Or Take bir: Harts: 
horn tivo Drams, Spirit of Vitriol as much as the Powder will vem 
cerve by imbibing: The dofe.ss a S.ruple. Itis of excellent ufe when 
thofe that are in the Fever are treubled with Worms. Thefe kinds 
of Remedies promote the Secretion of the febrile Matter, and reftore 
the almoft loit Ferments of the Blood and Vifcera. 

The fecond Intent, to wit, the due Management of the Difeas'd in 
the Pits, comprehends many things: Firfta neat Form of Diet ought 
to be ordered, that a large heaping together of the degenerate Juice 
for a Matter forthe Fit may be hindred : Wherefore, let the Difeafed 
feed only on a thin Food 5; let them wholly abftain from Fiefh, or 

Broth mace of it, fram Eggs, generous Wine, and al rich Fare ; .be-~ 

ing content only with Barley or Oat B ‘wths, Panada, Whey, and final! 

Ale: In regard a more plentiful Diet is not concocted, or aflimilated, 

but it oppreffes the Stomach, and being mixt with the Blood it trou- 

bles its Liquor, and forces it to boy! vehemently, as the Fit comes on, 
and during the while it lafts, unlefs it be for quenching Thirff, let no 
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Food be taken: But for qualifying the Heat and Drought, cooling 
Juleps and Decoctions, and efpecially fmall Ale and Whey, ought to 
be allowed. Secondly, alittle before the feverifh Accefs is expected, 
let a gentle Medicine be given, which either may keep off the Fit by 
preventing it, or may render it eafie by procuring’an eafie Sweat. 
For this Ule, the febrifuge Potion of the Learned Rsversus does well, 
made of Carduus Water, with Oyl of Sulphur and Sale of Wormwood : 
Or, Take Cream of Tartar, Salt of Wormwood, Nettle-feeds, of each a 
Scruple: Let it be given in a Decottion of the Roots of Sorrel. When the 
Fever begins to decline, and the Fits are a little more remifs, Febri- 
fuge Epithemes outwardly applied often {top the febrile Acceffes ; 
tho in the mean while, as long as the Fits return, let the Difeafed be 
{o managed, that every Accefs, the feverifh Matter heap’d together 
in the Blood may be wholly blown off :. Wherefore, when a Sweat 
happens with difficulty,let it be alittle raifed with temperate Medi- 
cines ; alfo let the Difeas’d be kept in Bed with a gentle Sweat for 
many hours, nor let them be permitted to rife too foon: For Dhave 
often obferv’d, that the Difeafed have ftill grown worfe, becaufe be- 
ing impatient of lying in Bed, they put on their Cloaths before the 
watery Effluvia were exhal’d enough. 7 

Thirdly, as to the Symptoms,and particular Accidents, with which 
the Difealed are wont to be troubled in this Fever, a great many of 
them are fufficiently provided againft with the Remedies and Method 
of Cure hitherto deliver’d; againft the Thirft, Burning, the Roughnets 
of the Mouth and Tongue, Vomitings, the Lootnefs, a Swooning, or 
danger of Fainting,the Prefcripts commonly ufed in other Fevers may 
aptly enough be transferr'd hither. But the Things which in this Dif- 
eafe feem to require a peculiar Method of Healing, are chiefly the af- 
fects of the Head and Brain, with the genus Nervofum; by which, un- 
lefs feafonably obviated, the Difeafed are foon brought into a great 
danger of Life: Concerning thefe kinds of Evils of the Head, the In- 
dications are of two kinds. If it appears by a Drowfinefs, a Sleepinefs, 
a Vertigo, or a Head-ach, that the nervous Juice is too dull,and as it 
were vapid, and therefore that it does not vigoroufly enough actuate 
the Brain and the nervous Bodies,befides the Remedies above deliver’d, 
and efpecially the Veficatories, Medicines full of a volatile Salt, excel- 
lently conduce in this Cafe ; wherefore Spirit of Harts-horn,of Blood, 
alfo the Salts of the fame are of excellent Uie: But.if the nervous Li- 
quor be too fharp,or the Effluvia, fent from the boyling Blood, drive 
the animal Spirits into DiftraCtions, thofe kinds of Remedies of vola- 
tile Salt are given with benefit in fomewhat lels Quantity. Moreover, 
a frequent letting Blood, and Medicines allaying its fervour,do good, 
as Emuifions, Whey, pure Water plentifally drank : Let Opiats be 
ufed in this Fever with great Caution; for the Frenzy-appeas'd by 
them is oftentimes chang'd into a Lethargy, or a deep Stupor.
